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rpHE Compiler of the following Chronology having, from an early period 
-^ of his life, been in the habit of taking note of events which occnrred 
in his native town and neighbourhood, has been induced by the suggestion 
of friends to make them public, as the means of keeping in remembrance, 
under their respective dates, many things worthy of record, which would 
otherwise be altogether forgotten. 

He had not proceeded far in his work, when he found that the intimate 
connection Stockton now has with more distant parts by means of railways, 
and also the great increase of trade arising from the working of the Cleveland 
iron stone, causing large towns and population to spring up within a distance 
of not more than 12 miles round Stockton, required him, in order to make 
his book more generally useful, to extend the Chronology ; and he has, 
therefore, included in it notices of events which have occurred from an early 
period in and near to Stockton Ward and the North-Eastern parts of Cleveland, 
comprising the towns of Hartlepool, West Hartlepool, Middlesbrough, and 
Darlington. 

The labours of the compiler have not been small, and no doubt 
errors will be met with in a work containing about 3000 entries; but he 
trusts that both useful and interesting information will be found in its pages ; 
and it may at the least frimish materials for an improved work at some 
future period. 

Qratefnl acknowledgements are due to Mr. James Clephan for the great 
interest he has taken in the Chronology, and for his various contributions ; 
also to John Hogg, Esq., Mr. Wm. Clephak, and other friends, for their 
obliging communications. 

C7 It will be right to remark here that some deficiencies in this 
work would have been obviated could a reference have been made to the 
old order book of the Corporation, which is now unfortunately lost, having 
been intrusted some years ago to a gentleman, then employed in an inquiry 
T^^ding the anchorage and plankage dues, but not returned.

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STOCKTON AND NEIGHBOURHOOD. 



THE Inhabitants of the northern part of Britain adjoining the east coast, 
at the time of the invasion of the Hoinans, are supposed to have 
derived their origin from the Celtse or Qauls of Germany, who transported 
themselves hither for the sake of plunder or commerce ; and being pleased 
with the country, settled near tne shores, and introduced the practice of 
agriculture. The tribes in the interior were less civilized, and were most 
probably the original inhabitants.* This district was peopled by the Brigantes^ 
whose territories included what are now the counties of Durham^ York, 
Lancashire^ Cumberland, and Westmoreland. They are said to have been the 
most' numerous and warlike of the 17 tribes of Britain, each of which had its 
own chief or petty king, and that they were amongst the last to yield to 
the Soman power. The Ottadini, another of the tribes, inhabited the country 
between the Tyne and the Erith of Forth. The civil jurisdiction and the 
reli^on of the Druids universally prevailed over the island, and so continued 
until Suetonius Paulinus the E<)man commander had nearly completed the 
conquest of Britain, when he burnt the Druids in the fire which it is alleged 
they had prepared for their captive enemies, destroyed their consecrated 
groves ana altars, and abolishea their rites and ceremonies. During the 
Eoman period, Brigantia formed a part of '' Maxima CaBsarieusis,*' one of the 
three provinces into which Britain was divided: during the Saxon rule, it 
had the name of Deira ; and the country of the OUadini formed part of the 
kingdom of Bemicia. In A.D. 587, Deira and the country of the Ottadini 
were united in one kingdom called Northumbriajf which formed one division 
of the Heptarchy, until 827, when Egbert, having conquered the seven states 
into which England was divided, became sole king. 

A.D. 80. — ^The conquest of Brigantia by Agricola, commander of the Eoman 
forces, was completed about this time; and the greater part of Britain, after 42 
years' struggle, reduced into a Eoman province. 

85. — ^Agricola fixed a chain of forts irom Solway Frith to near the mouth 
of the river T^e, as a barrier against the incursions of the Scots and Picts. 

123. — ^The Koman Wall (80 miles long) from Carlisle to Newcastle, was built 
by order of the emperor Hadrian, upon the line of forts fixed by Agricola. 

*The natire Britons an reprraented by early writers to have dwelt m huts, made of the 
boQfhs of trees, and plastered over with mud. The little dothing they wore consisted chiefly 
of the skins of deer, woWee, and other wild beasts, with which the countiy then abounded ; 
tiie parts of the body left naked were painted of a bluish colour, with figures of animals of 
all kinds. Their diet was plain and simple, being little more than the bark and roots of 
trees, with fimits and milk. Thev were fierce in war, and generally fought in chariots, flinging 
darts and other instruments of destruction with great dexterity. 

t The boundaries of the Saxon, and afterwards of the Banish kingdom of Northumbria, 
varied with the fortune of war : in general, however, it extended from the Humber to the 
Tweed, and fitim the German ocean to the Irish channeL

207.— The emperor Severue established his court in Eburacum (York), the 
capital of Maxima CsBsariensis. He erected a strong stone wall, with 18 
muitary stations, along the line of the earthen rampart raised bj Hadrian ; 
it ended, eastward, near the village of Wallsend ; and westward, near to 
Drumburgh castle.* 

806. — The emperor Constantius Chloros died at York, and was succeeded 
by Constantino (the Great), his eldest son by Helena, a native of Britain. 

848. — An irruption of the Picts and Scots was repulsed by the Emperor* 
Constans. Similar invasions occurred in 860 and 864, so that the country 
between the Tyne and Tees was, for a long period, " one vast desert." 

446. — A succession of ages had almost identified the Britons with the 
Bomans, but at an early period of the 5th century, the distresses of the Eoman 
empire rendered necessary a gradual withdrawal of the Eoman troops ; this 
year, they were finally withdrawn, and the empire of Borne in Britain ceased; 
it being 501 years from the invasion of the islaad by Julius Csraar, and 403 
years luier the first settlement or the Bomans. 

449. — After the departure of the Eomans, the northern inhabit^mts, being 
grievously harassed by the frequent invasions of the Scots and Picts, invited 
the aid of the Saxons, who with 1600 troops, and assisted by the Britons, 
drove the enemy into their own country. The views of the Saxons went 
further, and with 5000 additional troops, they commenced war with the 
Britons, and 100 years afterwards finally subdued them. 

480. — A new tnbe of Saxons under the guidance of Octa, &c., settled them- 
selves in the north, which was, with little exception, from this time to 827, 
governed by a regular succession of kings. 

547. — Ida, the Saxon, became king of Bemicia. 

560. — Ella, the Saxon chieftain, having expelled the Britons from the 
province of Deira, settled there, and assumed the sovereignty thereof. 

570. — ^About this time, BiUingham was seized by Ella, during the conflicts 
for the two crowns. 

587. — The two kingdoms of Deira and Bemicia were united under Ella, and 
obtained the name of Northumbria. 

626. — Northumbria was dreadfully ravaged by Penda, king of Mercia ; and 
again, in 688, by Cadwallon. 

627. — Edwin, king of Northumbria (the first Christian king), was converted 
to Christianity by the joint influence of his Queen, and Paidinus, a Boman 
missionary. 

685. — Aidan, first bishop of Lindisfame. By the labours of Aidan, assisted 
by king Oswald, it is said, that in the space of seven days, 5000 persons were 
baptised. 

640. — About this time, the monastery of Heorthu (at or near Hartlepool), 
was founded by Hieu (St. Bega), a religious woman, the first among the 
northern tribes who assumed the monastic veil. She had previously founded 
monasteries at St. Bees, in Cumberland, and at Monkwearmouth, She was 
succeeded, as abbess, in 650, by Hilda (niece of king Edwin), who seven years 
afterwards removed to Whitby. 

685. — King Edfrid was slain in a war with the Picts, who, with the Scots, 
entered the exposed parts of Northumbria, killing or reducing the inhabitants 
to slavery. [In the course of a century, of 14 kings who ascended the throne, 
6 were murdered by their kinsmen or other competitors, 5 were expelled by 
their subjects, 2 became monks, and 1 onlv died with the crown on his head.] 

. — .— St. Cuthbert was consecrated bishop of Lindisfame. He died in 687. 

686. — A cell in connection with Whitby Abbey is supposed to have been 

* Dr. Bruoe ooroes to the conclusion that the Wall is om work ; Hadrian, the man who 
directed its execution.

erected at Middlesbrough before this year ; and destroyed during the Danish 
incursions, about 867. 

782. — A sjnod was held at Great Aydiffe this year; another was held 
there in 789. Cjnewulfus, bishop of Lindis&me, died at Ajdiffe in 782. 

798. — ^The* Danes made a second attempt on the shores of Northumbrian 
when they plundered Lindiafisime, and slew a great number of the monks. In 
the following year, Jarrow was attacked in like manner. 

796. — ^Ardmph, king of Northumbria (according to Leland, the antiquary), 
defeated the murderers of Ethelred, in a pitched battle, fought on the low 
grounds between Billingham and Norton, which was attended with great 
slaughter.* 

8w. — The Danes destroyed Heortnessf (Hartlepool) and Tynemouth. The 
monastery of Heorthu is supposed to have perished at this time. 

827. — ^Eanred, the last king of Northumbria, built the town of Billingham, 
and founded the church. " Probably little now remains," says Brewster, " of 
the original structure of the church ; but its dimensions show that its 
terrUories were not small." 

— -. — ^Egbert, king of Wessex, having conquered the seven states into which 
!Ebgland was divided (Northumbria being the last), united them into one 
kingdom. 

880. — ^Egfrid became bishop of Lindis£Eume. He gave his estates at 
^ BUUngham in Seartness" to the church. 

862. — ^About this time Billingham was ''ravished firom the church by ^Ua, 
king of the Deirans." 

867. — The Danes invaded the north of England, over which they assumed 
the sovereignty, and committed great destruction of life and property. About 
this time the monasteries of Lindisfame, Tynemouth, Jarrow, Wearmouth, 
and Streoneshall (Whitby) were destroyed by the Danes. 

875. — ^The bishop (Eardulph) and his clergv removed from LindisfEune in 
consequence of the dangers they incurred by tne invasions of the Danes; and 
after wandering from place to place, settled at Chester-le-street, in 888, in 
which year the bishoprick of Hexham was united with Lindisfame. 

910. — The Danes seized on that part of the country which lies between 
Castle Eden (Jodene) and Billingham, afflicting the inhabitants with grievous 
impositions and a heavy tribute. 

927. — Athelstan recovered Northumberland from the Danes. 

950. — Ossulf was appointed earl of Northumberland by king Edred. 

995. — Northumberland was plundered by the Danes. The bishop (Aldhune) 
and his clergy, with the remains of St. Cuthbert and the relics of^the church, 
deserted Chester-le-street, and afber remaining 4 months at Bipon, finally 
settled at Durham, which then consisted of only a few cottages, l^e founda- 
tions of a cathedral were laid, and in 8 years the building was nnished, the whole 
population from the Tees to the Coquet assisting in the erection. 

1010. — ^Darlington (Deamingtun) with its dependencies was given tp the see 
of Durham. [This is the earliest direct occurrence of the name of Darlington.] 

1018. — ^A battle was fought at Carham between the Scots and English, in 
which the former were victorious. Almost all the fighting men between the 
Tees and the Tweed were cut off. 

* Speed says thiB memorable battle took place at BilUngton, near Wballey, in Lincoln- 
iliire. 

t The name Heortness appears sometimee to be applied by ancient writers to the peninsnla 
upon which Hartle{KX>l is situated, and sometimes to the town itself^ but Simeon, the Durham 
historian, seems to intimate that it did not in his time signify any narticular place, but the 
whole territory. Sortees observes, ** that it seems to have been widely applied to the whole 
diftriet from the Teesmouth south, and beyond the modern limits of Stockton Ward 
northwarda."

1056. — Siward, earl of Northumberland, died at York. He possessed the 
manors of Acklam, Lofthouse, and In^leby, and also considerable lands at 
Guisbrough, Marsk, &e. He assisted his relation, Malcolm, king of Scotland, 
in destroying Macbeth, the celebrated usurper. 

1066. — ^A chapel was erected at Middlesbrough soon after this time, and 
dedicated to St. Hilda. At the latter part of the reign of Henry I., it was 
given with its appurtenances, and 2 carucates and 2 oxgangs of land, by 
Itobert de Brus, and Agnes his wife, to the abbot and convent of Whitby, on 
condition that they should cause some Benedictine monks of their house to 
reside and perform divine services there ; so that this chapel became a cell to 
that monastery, and continued to the general dissolution by Henry YIIL, 
when there were only 2 or 8 monks resident. [By the valuation taken in 
1584, its revenues amounted to £21 8s. 8d. per annum. Some remains of 
the old chapel walls were discovered in 1846, in pidling down a part of the 
old farm house to make room for the new church.] 

. — Sockbum became, by episcopal grant, the seat of the Norman family 

of Confers, soon after the Norman conquest. The legend which accounts 
for theur establishment is as follows : " In an ould manuscript wh I have sene 
of ye descent of Conyers, there is writ as followeth : Sr John Conyers, knt. 
slew yt monstrous and poysonous vermine or wyveme, and aske or werme, wh 




But before he made this enterprise, having but one sonne, he went to the 
church of Sockbume in compleate armour, and offered up yt his only sonne to 
ye Hol^ Ghost. Yt place where this great seipent lay was called Graystane ; 
and as it written in ye same manuscript, this John lieth buried in Sockbume 
church in compleat armour before the conquest." The ancient service by 
which the manor of Sockbum was held, proves that the legend is of no modem 
origin. " At the first entrance of the oishop into his diocese, the lord of 
Sockbum, or his steward, meets him in the middle of the river Tees, at Nesham- 
ford, or on Croft-bridge, and presents a faulchion to the bishop, with these 
words : * My lord bishop, I here present you with the faulchion wherewith 
the champion Conyers slew the worm, dragon, or fiery flying serpent, which 
destroyed man, woman, or child ; in memory of which, the king then reigning 
gave mm the manor of Sockbum, to hold oy this tenure, that upon the first 
entrance of every bishop into the country, this faulchion should De presented. 
The bishop takes the &ulchion in his hand, and immediately returns it courte- 
ously to the person who presents it, wishing the lord of Sockbum health and 
a long enjoyment of the manor.* " Boger Conyers was made constable of 
Durham castle ; and according to the MS. a second Boger succeeded his 
father, and to him followed a third. 

1068. — William defeated Edgar Etheling (heir to the crown of England) 
and Malcolm, king of Scots, on Gateshead Fell. 

1069. — ^The Northumbrians having made a dreadful slaughter of the Nor- 
mans at Durham, William setit a powerful army into the North, devastating the 
country for 60 miles between York and Durham, so that scarce a house was 
left standing. 

1071. — Malcolm, king of Scotland, entering the province by Cumberland, 
and proceeding down the Tees, ravaged the whole country as far as Hartlepool 
on the one side, and the extremity of Cleveland on the other. He also wasted 
the north district, and carried into captivity almost all the inhabitants whom 
he did not destr^. 

1072. — ^King William sojourned for a while at Durham, and laid the founda- 
tion of the castle. He, about the same time, restored Billingham to the monks. 

1081. — Bp, Carilepho, by the pope's command, made the churches of Auck- 
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land, Dariington, and Norton, collegiate for the maintenanoe and support of 
the secular canons, whom, having refused to assume the habits of monks, ne had 
removed out of the cathedral church at Durham.* In 1227 Norton college 
consisted of 8 prebendaries, whose incomes were valued in 1291 at £6 per 
annum; but the total value at the time of the dissolution in 1534 was 
£4 66. 8d. each. [The stipends arose from part of the com tithes of the 
parish.] The prebendaries received pensions of £5 each. 

1093. — ^Bp. Carilepho granted the manor of BhUdston to the prior and 
monks of Durham. It was soon after this in the hands of the Park family ; 
in 1341 it belonged to the Bkkistons, and in 1615 to the Davisons. 

1098 or 1094, Au^. — ^The first three stones of the present cathedral at 
Durham were laid with great ceremony. 

. — About this time William Bufus granted to Ouy de Baliol, who came 

to England with the conqueror, the manors of Stokeslej, Easby, Gainford, &c. 
The Baliols continued lords of Stokesley till the reign of Henry II., when the 
manor descended, by the marriage of Ada, daughter of Bobert Baliol, to John 
de £ure, lord of Warkworth; it was enjoyed by the Euros for several genera- 
tions, and has since been successively the propeity of the Forsters and Piersons. 
[It was purchased about 1799 by the Bev. Hy. Hildyard, whose grandson is 
now lord of the manor.] 

1094. — Bobert de Brus, a distinguished Norman, died about this year. Por 
his services to the conqueror, he had been rewarded with 43 lordsmps in the 
east and west ridings of York, and 51 in the north riding (including Skelton, 
Marsk, Upleatham, Danby, Levington, Yarm, Carlton, &c.) Skelton was the 
capital of his barony, and the lords of Skelton made the castle there their 
residence for divers successions. The possessions of Bobert de Brus in York- 
ahire were 406 carucates, or about 40,600 acres, viz., north riding, 182 caru- 
cates; east riding, 162 ; and west riding, 62. 

1099. — ^Balph Plambard, bishop of Durham. During his episcopacy, a 
weeklv market was granted to Norton b^ Henry I., which he made known by 
» deed " that he had granted to Balph, bishop of Durham, to hold a market in 
nortun on every Lord's day, requirmg the peace to be kept with all those 
frequenting the market, and granting such customs as were in use in all his 
Sunday markets throughout England." 

1119. — Guisbrough priory was founded by the second Bobert de Brus, for 
canons regular of the order of St. Austin. The original donation consisted 
of all Guisbrough, with its appurtenances ; and also the impropriation of the 
churches of H^, Stranton, Marsk, Brune, Skelton, Danby, Upleatham, and 
Stainton. At one period u{)wards of 50 churches and chapels in Yorkshire 
and Durham belonged to tnis priory. So amply was it endowed, that, at the 
anxrender thereof to Henry YIII., Dec. 22, 15o9, its yearly revenues amounted 
to about £700. William, the brother of Bobert de Brus, was the first prior. 
Nothing now remains of the building, except the magnificent arch of the east 
window of the priory church, which, as Grose remarks, " exhibits a peculiar 
eleeance of form, equal, if not superior, to most buildines of this style of 
Architecture ; and makes the beholder lament that more of this fine structure 
has not been preserved." 

1130. — Stokesley church conveyed by Guy de Baliol to the abbot of St. 
Mary's convent at York. In 1539 it was given by Henry YIU. to the arch- 
bishop of York. 

1 133. — ^A dispute having arisen between the canons of Gisbum (Guisbrough} 
and the monks of Whitby concerning the tithes, &c., of 12 carucates of kmd, 
it was, by the interposition of Bobert de Brus, agreed that the canons of

Giiisbrough should have the tithes of six of these carucates, as belonging to 
the church of Stainton ; and the monks of Whitby to possess the tithes of 
the other six, as belonging to the church of Middlesburg, which for the future 
was to be emancipated from Stainton, and deemed a mother church. 

1 138, Aug. 22. — The battle of the Standard took place on Cowton moor, near 
Northfdlerton, in which the Scots were defeated, with immense slaughter. 
Bobert, and Adam de Brus, his son, distinguished themselves at this battle. 

1140. — ^Bo^er Conyers of Sockbum and Bishopton (the second of that 
name), the faithful adherent of bishop De St. Barbara, during Comyn's usur- 
pation of the see of Durham, fortifiea his house at Bishopton, and repulsed 
Comyn in an attempt which he made with a strong force to surprise the place, 
and obliged him to retire ; and here the bishop found a safe retreat. It is 
remarkable, as observed by Hutchinson, ''that though the village stands on 
high ground inclining to the south-east, and the church is built on an eminence 
in the centre, where the ground, strong by nature, was easily fortified; yet the 
place chosen for the strong-hold when Coniers defended himself against the 
troops of the usurper of the see, is a flat a little distance east of 
the village, and overlooked by the whole adjacent eminence. This situation 
could be chosen for no other apparent natural cause than that water could be 
obtained there to fill the trencnes. The plain is very narrow, but the whole 
ground marshy." This singular fortification, still called the Castle Hill, is 
nearly a regular cone, with a flat or truncated summit. At present its height 
is 43^ feet, and its top is 50 feet wide by 30. Conyers had the courage and 
address to bring Comyn, the usurper, to terms. 

1 141, May. — ^Itobert de Brus (the second) died and was buried in G-uisbrough 
priory. David, king of Scotland, conferred upon him the lordship of Annan- 
dale, in Scotland. He left two sons, Adam, who inherited the lordship of 
Skelton, and Eobert, lord of Annandale, to the latter of whom he had given 
Hart and Hartlepool. 

1163. — Hartlepool, Whitby, and other towns on the east coast, possessed 
vessels and other property of which they were robbed by Esteyn, king of Nor- 
way, about this year. 

, Dec. 20. — Hugh de Pudsey, nephew of king Stephen, was consecrated 

bishop of Durham. 

1164. — ^Bp. Pudsey built a mansion house at Darlington about this 
time. The church is said to owe its foundation also to him about the same 
period. 

1174, July 13. — Hugh, count of Bar, nephew to Bishop Pudsey, landed at 
Hartlepool with a body of Flemings, consisting of 40 knights, and 500 foot 
soldiers, to assist in the invasion of England by William, king of Scotland; but 
on learning that that monarch had been made prisoner at Alnwick, the in&ntry 
were immediately sent back to their own country. [Though there are no records 
concerning the origin of Hartlepool as a town and port, or of its early history, 
the above circumstance proves that it had been of considerable importance 
anterior to this date. '* This is the first time," says Sharp, " that Hartlepool 
is distinctly mentioned."] 

1179. — " On Christmas day, a wonderful matter fell out at Oxenhale, viz., 
that in the land of Lord Hughe, Bishop of Duresme, the ground rose up to 
such a height, that it was equal to the tops of the highest hills, and hieher 
than the spires and towers of the churches, and so remained at that height 
from 9 in the morning till sun-set. But at the setting sun, the earth 
fell in with such a horrid crash, that all who saw that strange mound and 
heard its fall, were so amazed, that for very fear many died, for the earth 
swallowed up that mound, and where it stood was a deep pool." — (Brompton^s 
Chronicle.) Lord Lyttleton remarks that only ane pit is mentioned, whereas 
the Hell- Kettles are 4. The origin of these pools, which are situated at Oxen^ 
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hall, on the Skeme, 2 or 3 miles south of Darlington, is uncertain. The 
diameter of the 3 larger pools is about 38 yards each, and their respective 
depths 19^, 17, and 14 feet ; the diameter of the 4th and separate pool is 28 
feet, and its depth only 5^ feet. All these pools are nearly round ; the water 
stands to the brim, is quite cold, and impregnated with sulphur, ciirdling with 
milk, and refusing to mix with soap. V arious have been the conjectures as 
to their formation. Coal-works wrought out and drowned, lime pits, alum or 
marie pits have been all suggested. 

1183. — The %uMu 5Bllte, which was compiled this year by order of Bishop 
Pudsey (and which may be called the Domesday Book of the county of Dur- 
ham), is a survey of all the lands of the see held by demesne or by tenants in 
villeinage, taking no notice of tenants in capite, by knight's service. It gives 
the earliest account of the manor of Stockton. It is there stated that " In 
Stoketon are 11 villeins and an half, each holding 2 oxgangs* of land ; their 
rents and services being the same as the villeins of Boldon, except cornage.f 
In the same town six farmers hold 9 oxgangs ; their rents and services are 
like Norton. Adam, the son of Walter, holds one carucate;]: and one oxgang 
for one mark of silver. Will, de Tumba holds 4 oxgangs for half a mark, 
and one oxgang by permission of the bishop, and is free from work whilst he 
remains in the bisnop's service, but when out of that service he shall work as 
Walter does for his half carucate. Bobert holds the old hall tofb near his 
dwelling for 16d. rent. Elwin and Eobert, cottagers, pay 12d. for 2 tofts; 
Qoderic, the cottager, 6d. ; and Suane, the smith, 4d. for a toft. The punder 
holds 6 acres, and has the thraves of Stoketon, Hartebum, and Preston, and 
renders fourscore hens, and 500 eggs. The passage of the river nays 20d. 
The whole ville provides one milch-cow. One oxgang which the bisnop holds 
on the other side of the Tevse, opposite the hall, pays 4s." 

In Preston there are 7 villeins; each holds 2 oxgangs, and they pay rent and 
do service similar to those at Boldon, comage excepted. In the same viU., 
Walter and 3 others hold each one carucate, and Bichd. Band 2 oxgangs. 
The whole of the vill. provides one milch-cow. In East Hartbum there are 
12 villeins and a half, each holding 2 oxgangs. Alan, son of Osbert, holds one 



oxgang ; 3 cottagers hold only tofts, and work 14 days for the lord in harvest. 
The vul. provides one milch-cow. The demesne of Stockton and Hartbum, 
10 carucates are on lease, and render 20 chalders of wheat. 

In Norton there are 30 villeins ; each holds 3 oxgangs, and their rents and 
services are as those of Boldon, saving comage, whim they do not pay, because 
they have no pasture. 20 farmers hold 40 oxgangs, each pays half a mark for 
every 2 oxgangs, and provides 2 labourers for 2 days' mowing and for 2 days' 
winning the lord's hay ; 2 reapers for 2 days in com harvest, and a wain for 
2 days to lead com; and all the farmers jointly till 4 portions of land in 
autumn, with all their family, except the housewives. Alan de Normanton 
held one carucate, and provides 32 men in one day, or the same quantity of 
labour divided, as need may be, and 4 wains in one day in com harvest; and if 
he have men under him, thev shall till 4 portions in autumn, with their families. 
Adam, the son of Gilbert de Herdwie, holds 36 acres of the land of Northton, 
near Herdewyc ; but now 60 acres, under 2 marks rent, as tenant at will. 
The Mills have 8 acres allotted to them and the Mill-meadow, and pay 20 
marks. The punder has 4 acres and the thraves of com, like other punders, 



* An oxffot^ is as much land as an ox can plough in a year ; from 13 to 20 acres. 

t Comags^ an ancient tenure^ the serTice whereof was to blow a horn when any invasion of 
the Soots was peroeiyed. 

{ A earmeaie is as much as a plough, by course of husbandry, can plough in a year. Every 
plough-land of ancient time was of the early value of 6 nobles (fil ISs. id.) per ann.| and 
was the living of a ploughman or yeoman. 
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and pays 80 hens and 500 eggs. 12 cottagers hold as many tofts and crofts, 
and 13 acres in Norton flelcb, and pay Gs., and each gives 14 days' work within 
the year, and altoffether till four portions in autumn. North meadows are in 
the bishop's own hands. Norton pays 3s. for toll of ale. The whole vill. pro- 
vides 2 milch-cows. 

1183. — One of the earliest documents in which coal is mentioned, relative 
to the county of Durham, is the Boldon Buke. The following notice occurs 
at Bishop Wearmouth : ''the smith has 12 acres for the iron-work of the 
carts, and finds his own coal; *' and at Sedgefield ''the smith has one oxgang 
upon similar conditions." At Escomb " a collier holds a toft* and croft,* and 
4 acres, providing coals for the cart*smith of Coundon." 

. — ^The Church of Ayton was given to Whitby abbey by Et. de Meynill. 

At the dissolution it was reduced to a perpetual curacy. 

1185. — St. Nicholas' Hospital, Yarm, for the maintenance of 3 chaplains, 
and 13 poor persons, was founded by one of the Brus family before this time. 

1189. — Bd. Pudsey being inflamed with the zeal of the times, resolved to 
accompany Bichard I. in his crusade to the Holy Land. For this purpose he 
levied money for the expedition, and besides vessels to convey his attendants, 
he built himself a beautiful galley, which was furnished in a most costly 
manner. [" Bobert de Stoketon sailed the bishop of Durham's great ship to 
London," and was to have for his services 13s. 4d. : the expenses of conveying 
her to London were £10.] The bishop however repented of his hasty vow ; 
and the kin^, more desirous of the bishop's gold than of his personal services, 
dispensed with the vow, and constituted him one of the regents of his kingdom 
during his absence ; he bargained with him also for the purchase of the earldom, 
wapentake, and manor of Sadberge,t to be annexed to the see of Durham for 
ever, together with the earldom of Northumberland for life, for which the 
prelate was to pay £1 1,000 ; and for 1000 marks additional, the king was in- 
duced to appoint him chief justiciary of all England, and governor of Wind- 
sor castle. 

1194. — Pudsey, on the return of Eichard I. from his unfortunate expedi- 
tion, found that he no longer retained his former influence. He had fur- 
nished 2000 lbs. of silver towards the king's ransom, and had redeemed, at 
the price of 100 marks, the plate and ornaments of the church, which had 
been put in requisition for the same purpose. These were, however, but a 
small part of the wealth which, under pretence of the ransom, had been 
wrung from the subjects of the Palatinate. The voluntary cession of the 
earldom of Northumberland would not satisfy the king; and Pudsey once 
more contracted for the restitution of the earldom of Sadberge, at the price 
of 2000 marks. 

1195. — The bishop undertook a journey to London, in the expectation of 

* A tqft IB a piece of ground whereon a hoiue stood or stands j a erqft ib a piece of ground 
adjoining a dwelling-honee, and used for pasture or tiUa^ 

t Sadberge was formerly a distinct cowify, with a sheriff, coroner, and other ciyil officers, 
and a sheriff's toum and court of assise were held at it. It had the privileges of a wapentake, 
and in the time of Bp. Bury was divided into 2 wards, the east and west ward, which, be- 
sides HeortnesB, Stockton, Seaton Oarew, Eggiescliffe, Hurworth, Ifesham, Stainton, Barnard 
Oastle, and Middleton Teesdale, Included many other places, but these have long been inoor« 
porated in the wards of Stockton and Darlington. A court of pleas was also held at Sadberge, 
and fines were regularly levied there on lands within that liberty. There was also a ^1 for 
prisoners, and sundry manors and lands were held by the special service of maintaining the 
same, and supporting the prisoners. By ancient records it appears that the Imrgagea were 
held in fi»e borough tenure, by service at the borough court, and the lamda by military 
service, and in soccage. It is difficult to say when the latest cause was lost or won on the 
^'HjU of Pleas." Sir Thoe. Fulthorpe, who died in 1457, sat at Sadberge aa Justice Itinerant; 
and as late as 1697 one Thos. Wvoliff was confined in the prison there. All that now re^ 
— '-"I of the ancient privileges of Sadberge is the couiUy ptwfold. 
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new honours, but died on the road (at Howden), March 3rd. He ordered 
restitution by his will to all he had injured, and that his contract with the 
king be completed in favour of his successors.* 

1195. — ^The vicarage of Hart and the chapel of Hartlepool were granted to 
the church of Gisbum (Guisbrough) by Bp. Pudsey, a short time before his 
death. 

. — In the reign of Eichard I., the bishopric of Durham was, for a short 

time, in the king's hands ; and in the accounts kept b^ the custodes there are 
found, amongst other charges, an account for the repair of the bishop's great 
ship, £12 15s. 6fd.; and also one for the talliage (the customs or import) of 
the manors of the bishopric ; of which, being in arrear, £7 8s. 4d. is put in 
charge upon the village of Stocton. 

1200. — Kirklevington was given about this time by Adam de Brus to Henry 
Fercv in marriage with his daughter Isabel, for which gift " the said Henry 
and nis heirs were to repair to Skelton Castle every Christmas day, and lead 
the lady of that castle from her chamber to the chapel to mass, and from 
thence to her bedchamber again, and, after dining with her, to depart." 

. — ^The churches of Bishopton and Sockbum were given to the house 

of Sherbum by Eoger Conyers and his son Eobert. 

1200-1, Peb. 8. — K. John granted a charter to the men of Hartlepool, that 
they should be free burgesses, and ^njoy the same liberties and laws as the 
buigesses of Newcastle, which liberty was a freedom to buy and sell without 
disturbance, a liberty from paying toll, pontage, passage money, lastage, 
stallage, &c., in the mercates and jutirs in these burgs. In this same year, 
Wm. de Brus obtained a grant, empowering him to hold a " market upon the 
"Wednesday every week at his manor of Hertilpole ;" and in 1216 the king 
confirmed the grant, adding the privilege of a yearly fair on the feast of St. 
Lawrence and two following days. 

. — ^A similar charter of incorporation as that to Hartlepool is supposed 

to have been granted to Stockton at the same time. 

. — K, John is reported to have paid a visit to Bp. Poicteu at Stockton 

Castle, between this ^ear and 1208. 

1206. — The fpllowmg sums were paid this year by the undermentioned 
9eaportB on the north-east coast of England, as customs, viz. : — Newcastle, 
f 158 5s. lid ; Tarum, £42 17s. lOd.; Scarborough, £22 Os. 4d.; Whitby, 4s. 

1214. — K. John paid a visit to Bd. de Marisco at Stockton Castle. His 
charter to the burgesses of Newcastle is dated at " Stocton," Feb. 5. 

1216. — Marmaduke de Tweng and his wife bequeathed a house and some 
land at Hartlepol, for the singular purpose of purchasing smocks for the 
nuns of St. Bartholomew's priory, Newcastle. 

1222. — A house of Black Friars was founded at Yarm by the second Peter 
de Brus, who died this year. It was surrendered by the prior in 1539, with 
5 firiars and 6 novices. The site is now occupied by the THarage, 

. — ^Boger de Scarborough, who had spent his younger years in the cell 

of Middleburg, became abbot of Whitby, and continued so 22 years. He 
was a man of singular talents and respectability, and the abbey had never 
made so illustrious a figure as when governed by him. 

1280, Oct. 5.— Bp. Poor confirmed the Hartlepool charter of 1201, and 

Sinted a weekly market on Tuesday, and a yearly fair at the festival of St. 
wrence, to continue 15 days ; the men of Hartlepool were to have a mayor 

* '*I have erety reason to beliere" that Marj, daughter of Michael Pudsey, merchant 
IB Barnard Oastle in 1710, and reddms at Staindrop in 1723, "smriTed all her family and 
connections, and died in loneliness and poverty at xarm about the year 1810, the last person 
who bore the time-honoured name of Pudsey." S}ie was baptized at Bomaldkirk, Septem* 
bcT 7th, 1714.— (^fi^. Jamw Bmne, Jun^, M.J^ York, Arch, M. u. 189.) 
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and a merchant guild, and other privileges. There is no recorded election of 
mayor before 1815. 

1231.— In consequence of a dispute between the bishop and John Baylyol, 
the owner of Long Newton, Bajl^ol's men having taken possession of the 
church with armed force, and continuing impenitent 40 dajs, were excommu- 
nicated by the bishop ; whereupon the bishop and his retmue were seized bj 
some of BaylvoPs followers, who, '' with swords and other weapons, did ir- 
reverently insult and most enormously handle them." 

. — In articles of agreement between Bp. Poor and the prior of Dur- 
ham, it was agreed that "a& customes touching the navigation of the river Tees, 
except for the passage of the prior's own boats to his manor of BiUingham, 
shall be reserved to the bishop for ever.'* This was ratified by Bp. Hatfield 
in 1363.* 

1232. — ^About this time Peter de Brus opposed the claim of the bishop to 
the wreck of the sea ; a violent quarrel ensued, which was brought to an 
amicable conclusion upon this condition, that from that time the bishop should 
have the wreck of the sea without contradiction. 

1235. — The church of Norton was given to the monastery of Tinmouth for 
the purpose of mendma their ale, and for extraordinarv acts of hospitality. 

. — ^A chapel of ease, dedicated to St. Thos. a Becket, was built at 

Stockton by Bp. Poor, near the centre of the old church yard, south of the 
present church. Bv the original ordination, the vicar of Norton agreed to 
find an officiating chaplain, and the parishioners were to have in the chapel, 
baptism, bunal, and ail ecclesiastical rights; they were to visit the mother 
church on the feast of the Assumption, and pav to the vicar the sum of 12s. 6d. 
at each of four difierent terms. In case of fiulure of payment, celebration of 
divine offices and sacraments were to cease ; and for contumacy they were to 
be altogether revoked. On every Sunday the parishioners were to offer one 
penny with the consecrated bread, except when they attended the mother church. 

1242. — ^Bobert de Brus of Annanoale gave to Ouisbrough priory the na- 
tives of Castle Eden, with all their families and goods. 

1257. — Died at Stockton, Nicholas de Famham, Bp. of Durham. He was 
appointed to the see in 1241, but finding himself unqualified for its duties, 
from increasing age or infirmity, he resigned it in 1249, retaining for his sup- 
port, in retirement, the manors of Howden, Stockton, and Easington, said to 
produce 1000 marks a year. He resided much at Stockton. After his resign- 
nation he gave '' 4 oxgangs, and the toft and croft which belonged to Matildis 
de Gumba, to the chapel of St. Thomas." 

1258. — ^The friarv at Hartlepool existed at this time. It was occupied by 
brethren of the order of St. Francis, or Qrej Friars, and is mentioned amongst 
their foundations, at a chapter of the order held at Narbonne, this year. At 
its dissolution in 1545, the establishment consisted of one keeper and 18 
brethren. 

1259. — ^Dns. Thomas de Middlebam is the first bailiff of Stockton and 
keeper of the castle or manor-house whose name is recorded. Before the 
builciings were entirely destroyed, the borough bailiff used to be also keeper 
of the castle, and enjoyed the gardens and orchards, and pasturage in Bishop- 
holme, for 2 horses and 10 cows, besides a patent fee of £6 13s. 4d., with 
other emoluments of office. 

1260. — Bp. Stichill granted to Ghimellus de Jarve (Jarrow) 4 oxgangs of 
land in the vill de Stoketon on certain conditions, one of which was, that he 
'' shall grind his grain which shall grow on the said land at the bishop's mill 
de Stoketon." 

* CSade obaerres that BiUingham was asauredly the old mart, and Portrack the harbour for 
trading yesiels. 
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1271. — Peter de BruB, eighth Lord of Skelton, died without nude issue, and 
his property was inherited W his four sisters. To his sister Agnes, the wife 
of Waiter de Fauconbere, tell the castle and barony of Skelton, with the 
manors of Marsk, Upleatnam, Kirkleatham, &c. 

1272. — Greatham hospital was founded by £p. Stichill for the maintenance 
of a master, 5 other priests, and 2 clerks, of honest life and competent learn- 
ing, to sin^ matins, ac., and forty poor brethren, to be chosen from the most 
indigent within the manors of the bishop.* 

1288. — ^The guardians of the temporalities for the Crown, after the death 
of Bp. Insula, account for '' the talliage of the borough of Stoketon, with the 
talliage of the bondmen there." 

.—Anthony Beck became bishop of Durham. In his episcopacy com- 
menced the series of prelatical coins of JDurham. Pennies only were allowed to 
be coined until 1478, when Bp. Booth obtained a charter to coin both pennies 
and hal^nnies. The Durham coinage ceased after the year 1586. 

. — The church at Bp. Middleluan is said to have been built by Bp. Beck 

. about this year. His chid^ place of residence was Bp. Middlehun, then a 
fortress of the first-daas. 

1284.— John de Derlington, archbishop of Dublin, died in London. He 
was a native of Dinsdale. He was author of various works, amongst which 
was ''The English Concordance," which was finished in 1270, and was probably 
the first work of the kind ever attempted in this country. 

1289. — Gfuisbrough priory destroyed by fire, owinjg to the neglect of work- 
men, who had been repairing the roof. The exact time of its l^ing rebuilt is 
not known. 

1291, April 16th. — ^Edward I. was at Darlington, from whence he summoned 
67 of lus chief military tenants of the northern counties, with their retainers, 
to repair with him to the wars of Scotland. 

1294.— Bobert de Brus (the 6th), lord of the manor of Hart, &c,, died. 
He " builded the haven and waU about the towne of Hertlepole, with ten 
towers on eche syde of the haven, and a chayne to be drawne between them 
near the haven, which haven would hold a C sayle." 

1297. — ^BaUifis at Hartlepool are first mentioned in an order to them, ''that 
no abbot or monk of the Cistercian order shall go beyond seas without the 
king's permission.'* 

^99. — ^Wm. le Jetour, the master'of a Hartlepool ship, with a crew of 27 
men, and 2 barges, were employed in the transport of provisions from Berwick 
for the use of the king's army at Stirling. and Edinburgh; the master had six- 
pence, and the sailors threepence a day. 

1800. — ^The banner of St. Cuthbert, like that of Beverley, was borne by an 
eeelesiastic ; and in the wardrobe account of 28 Edward I. (1299 — 1800) we 
have a payment at Wigeton of £2 188. 4d. to " Sir (Dompno) William de 
Oretham, monk of Durham, following the king cum vexillo SancH Outhberti, 
in tibie Scotch war this present year, by gift of the king, to buy him a habit." 
So also in the 29th year there is paid to "Sir William his expences from Julj 
8 to Aug. 24, both inclusive, for staying 58 davs in the king's armv, and his 
expences for 4 davs following in returning to l)urham by leave of the king." 
Sir Wm. de Gh*etham was af&rwards Prior of Coldingham. — Arch. ^L ii. 58. 

1804. — Edward I. having to transmit £4000 from York to Scotland, 5 
carters were engaged for the transit ; 12 archers accompanied them ; 6 men 
to watch the carriage. Besides John le Conyers and W . de Oilling had the 
general oversight of the transaction. The money was packed in 8 barrels. 

*The bishop, in founding the hospital, says of the manor with which he endowed it, 
** which manor we had of we gift of our special friend, Sir Peter de Montefort^ to increase 
the worship of the DiTine Name." 
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They set out from York on April 13th, and that daj proceeded no further 
than to Esingwold. The next night they reached Darlitu^on, The next 
night, Chester-le-fltreet ; and during this stage, 6 esquires on horseback were 
added to the escort, for whose services 6 shillings was paid." They reached 
Edinburgh on the 20th of April. 

1306. — ^Eobert de Brus (the 8th) was crowned king of Scotland at Scone. 
For this he was declared a rebel by Edward I., who took from him the manor 
of Hart, and gave it to Bobert de Clifford (afberwards slain at Bannockbum), 
with the borough of Hartlepool, and all lands, &c., belonging to Bt. de Brus. 
[A descendant of Clifford was created earl of Cumberland in 1525. The 
family held Hart, Ac, for more than 3 centuries.] 

1310, May 11. — Bp. Beck granted a charter to Stockton for a weekly mar- 
ket and a fair, of which the following is a copy of a translation made in 
1598: — "Anthony, by permission of &od, Patriarch of the holy church of 
Jerusalem, and Bpp. of Durham, to all Bailiffs and his £Euthfull unto whom 
these presents sh^ come, greeting in the Lord. Know you that for the com- 
oditie of us and our successors, Bpps. of Durham, prt udl, and for the better-* 
ing our whole liberty of Durham, and ail the inhabitants of the same, and 
especially of the port of our town of Stockton and the profitt thereto belonging, 
we haye ordained, granted, appointed, and by this our present deed wee do 
eonfirme within the said town of Stockton, a markett and fair at certain times 
in the year to be holden with all things which are known to appertain unto a 
market and a fair, viz., MAEKETT upon every Wednesday for ever; and the 
PAIE every year upon the feast of the translation of St. Thomas the Martyr, 
Archbishop of Canterbury, to continue eight whole days, saving unto us and 
our successors, Bpps. of Durham, customs, tolls, and fdl other rights and 
customs imto us ana our successors of the same as other markets and fairs 
within our liberties aforesaid, appertaining in any wise ; Wherefore we will 
and command that the aforesaia markett and fair be at those times aforesaid, 
without impediment at all times hereafter insuing, be held and freely for ever 
observed as is aforesaid. In testimonie whereof our seal is fixed to these 
presents, given at Stockton, the eleventh day of the month of May, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand three hundred and tenn, of our patriarchalship 
the fifth, and of our consecration the seven and twentieth." 

1311. — Bp. Kellow confirmed to the prior and canons of G-uisbrough the 
gift of Et. de Brus, in 1242, of "the natives of the village of Castle-Eden, 
with all their families and cattle,*^ 

1812. — ^Bp. Kellow granted to the town of Sedgefield a weekly market, to 
be held on the Eriday, and also a fair for 5 days, on the eve of St. Edmund, 
and following days. 

. — Eobert Bruce, at the head of a powerful army, entered Northum- 
berland, and after burning Hexham and Corbridge, laid the suburbs of Dur- 
ham in ashes. He then detached Sir James Douglas with a considerable 
force, " who penetrated to Hartlepool, carrying off much spoil, and many 
prisoners of both sexes." 

1814. — After the battle at Bannockbum, the Scots followed up their 
successes, laying Durham and Northumberland under heavy contribution. In 
1815 they again penetrated into the bishopric, where they particularly plun-> 
dered Hartlepool. 

" The biflhoprioke of Dnresme, all throuffhoat 
Northumberland, he went with host (m stout.*' 

—Hardin^i ChromeU, 

1315. — Andreas Bnintoft, the first name on record as mayor of Hartlepool, 
appears this year. 
1316. — The Scots invaded England— they penetrated to the coast mid fire 
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Hartlepool, where the inhabitants sayed their lives, and part of their property, 
by embarking on board the shipping lying in the harbour. 

1816. — Bp. Kellow died Oct. 19. He rebuilt the manor house at Stockton. 
** This bishop built Middleham [A.D. 1816] with a goodly £Eur diamber at 
Stockton." 

1317. — Bp. Beaumont, the successor of Kellow, and a relative of the Queen 
of England, appears from the dates of various deeds to have been an occasional 
resident at Stockton. He died in Sept. 1333. 

1819. — The weekly Sunday market at Skelton was changed to Saturday. 

1822. — ^Edward II. led a powerful army to the Scotch borders, and summoned 
the Bp. of Durham to call out all the subjects of the paUtinate able to bear 
arms, both horse and foot, between the ages of 16 and 60. In the meantime 
Bruce and his 2 generals, Murray and Douglas, entered England at different 
places, and penetrated as far as Lancashiro and Yorkshire. They burned 
JBipon, and ravaged the whole North Biding. The people of the 8 northern 
counties were so exhausted b^ those incursions that they concluded a truce 
with the enemy without the king's knowledge. 

. — Stockton was plundered and fired by the Scots during their destruc- 
tive inroad along the eastern coast, as also Norton and Claxton. 

1325. — ^A chantry was founded in Skelton church by Adam de Skelton. 

. — John Wickliff, " the morning star of the reformation,'* was bom at 

Spreswel, a small village near Wydiffe. Spreswel (now extinct) stood dose 
to the river Tees. 

1827. — The Scots visiting the country again in a hostile manner, a naval 
force was ordered to be at the mouth of the Tees, near Skinbum-nees [Skin- 
ningrove] for protection. 

.—Bp. Beaumont advanced his claim to the lauds forfeited during the 

reign of Edward I., and prayed restitution from the parliament, which ad- 
judged that Hert and Hertness should be again placed under the jurisdiction 
of the see. 

1828.— (2 Edw. III.) Hy. de Burghersh, bishop of Lincoln, and Sir 
Geffrey le Scrope, set out from York to be present at a parliament held at 
Edinburgh. The bishop left York on March 2nd, and reached Northallerton 
that night, Sedgefield the next, and Newcastle the next. Scrope took a differ- 
ent route ; his first day's journey was to Thirsk, from thence to DarUn^ton^ 
Durham, and Newcastle. Scrope, on his return, left Newcastle on 27th March, 
and came by a circuitous route to York, passing by Durham, Auckland, Win- 
ston, and Witton, to CUfton in Bichmonashire, and so to York. 

1830. — Ealph de Bulmer, owner of Wilton, obtained license from Edward 
m. to make a castle of his manor house there. 

1888. — Bichard de Bury, late Lord Chancellor and Treasurer of England, 
was elected- Bp. of Durh^. He frequently made Stockton his place of 
residence. 

. — Nesham Priorv, a Benedictine Nunnery, existed at this time ; and 

although independent of the church of Durham, was patronized by Bp. Bury. 
It waa founded before the reign of Henry II. Notning now remains of it, 
except some traces of foundations close to the river. 

1885. — Hartlepool was ordered to provide one ship for the service of the 
king, with 100 men, as well "seamen as archers;" and in the same ^rear, 
" Nich. de Bruntofte, a bursess of Hartilpole, received letters of protection" 
for two ships of war manned with his '' seamen and servants," to be employed 
in ''annoying the Scots." 

1389. — ^Edward III. gave permission to Manser Marmvon, parson of 
Hoghton Church, " to place in ships in the ports of Hartilpol and x arm, 40 
quarters of any kind of grain, and to carry it to the town of St. John 
of Perth, Ac." 
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1842.-^0nie Soots took Durham bj storm, when a dreadful massacre of 
men, women, and children^ took place. The expected arrival of Edward III. 
determined the Scottish kmg to raise the siege, and pass the Tweed. 

1844. — ^Mention is first nuule this jear of a mayor and burgesses of Stock- 
ton in an interesting letter here given, relating to the trade and customs of 
the town, and addressed bj the mavor, &c., of Newcastle-apon-TTne to the 
mayor and other inhabitants of Stockton : — 

"To their dearly beloved friends in Christ, the Maior and Bailiff and other honest men of 
the town of Btoekton, — ^The Maior and BaiUffb of the town of Newoastle-upon-Tjne send 
greeting and desire of oontinnall love. WHEREAS our beloved and special friend William 
Srowne your neighbour and ftUow-bnigees, upon your behalf hath required us that upon 
eertain artioles and eustomes of our town aforesaid, the which amongst you in your town 
above remembered yon daun to use and have, and which to you are not altogether well known, 
we would be oarelul to make you more certain. We to the supplication of the said William 
Browne in regard of neighbouriiood fttvourably inclining, the aroresaid articles and eustomes 
in file maimer which witn us in cior town sforeaaid we use the same, and heretofore time to 
tbe oontewy whereof memorie doth not remain have used, by the said William Browne^ to be 
signified unto yon we have thought righL that the which aforesaid articles and eustomes do 
tiius begin, Tfatat is to say, that merdhandiae coming within the port of the said town of New- 
castle ought to be sold by the merohants of the said merchandise, and not by the host* being 
a buzgessi and the host ought to receive to himself no part above his fellows, and that the 
same merohandise ought not to be sold nor delivered before the rising of the sunn nor after 
tbeMtting of the same^ Mid tiiat eveiy burg^ according to his stait ought to have of such 
lik things and viotiiab for sustentation of ms boos although he ware not at the hying th*of 
while the ship was in disburthening. A burgess which is an host ought not to by of his 
guest bebig a stranger for defrauding his neighbour, and that merchandize of strangers ought 
not to be void unto strangers or forreners before saile be maid to the burgesses, except for 
their own proper sustentation i and that no burgess ought to by merchandise upon the seaoom- 
ing, before th^ oome within the harbour of the town, although the merchant being upon the 
aea be a etrsn^ and shall s^ he would pass to other parts, upon peine of forfeiture, except by 
the espedall license of the Maior | and tiiat now boat ought to pass upon the sea against the 
ships with merohandiie fraught or carried, except some sign be erected in the same ship, that 
lihe tame ship is in danger i and that the merchandize may be sold hefbre the ship, or wUkm 
the ship, or elsewhere within the liberty of the said town, after a plaxik be laid and frstened 
to the ship, via., from the rising of the eumi untill the setting of the same. And that fish 
and herriqg may be sold by the host being a bux^ess, and that the burgess being a host shall 
take nothing for sale of the merchandise of stram^rs, but onlv for fish and for herrinffs 
he may. And if more ships shidl come at one flowing tyde of tne sea, every ship distinctly 
and plainly ought to be sold to the bursesses, pro demtrm drn'os, by the noon of ue next day, 
and at dhrata prices aooordtog to the ^ne of the things ; and that the Maior of the town, 
and sounder nart of tiie oommonalty ttnoD^ thesn, may order whatsoever for the utility of 



the ^wn shaft se«n fitt to be ordered^ and that which amongst them shall be ordered snail 
contmue firm and stabl, altho* l^ a few of the same oommonalty to be gainsaid, so that never- 
theless the same orders by the better and more desireable of the town aforesaid shall be or- 
dained, and that the padn of the statute of him which shall assay to the contrary such ordi- 
nance shall be received. Every burgess may have a mill of his own upon his own land, house- 
tmll, water-miU, wind-mill or hand-mill; he may also have an oven or lumace, but not to bake 
bread to eeU, and he may receive his nrichbours unto his oven, saving the right of our Lord 
the King, of furnace or back-house, ^ery burgess may have his own measur in his own 
proper nous. The sonn of a burgess, whilst he is at the finding or tabl of his father, shall 
nave the same liberty whiflb his fother hath. If the servant of a Baron or Knight be made 
almr go ss, and shall remain within the burrough one year and one day without calumny of 
his kid or his bailii^ he shall be a buigess for ever. Every burgess may send his com to be 
ground to whatever mill he will. No merchant being not a burgess of the town aforesaid, 
may bv in the town walls nor hidgs, except it be of the buigesses of the town. Eveiy bur- 
gess of the town aforesaid, in his testants, his lands, and tenths which he hath purchased, he 
may give in leeade to whomsoever he will, according to the custom of the town aforesaid. 
Btitcbers which ahsll sell flesh dead of the murrin, or other flesh imwholesome or supersemi- 
mle, shall be ponidied aooordinff to tiie statute, &c. Cooks which shall sell pies half bak'd, 
or flesh not well sodden, roastec^ or warmed again according to the same statute, shall be 
punished. Hucksters shall be amersed at the first time which shall bv any thins before the 
fifth hour, as forstalling; ior the second fruit, they shall forfeit the thing bought; for the 
third finolti flwy tbtXL mdbr the judgement on the pillorie ; tibe fourth time he shall be im-

1845. — ^Bp. Borj, by the king's order, issued a mandate to array ships at 
Hartlepool, which were placed under the command of the Earl of Suffolk, 
admiral of the fleet, from the mouth of the Thames, to the northward. 

, April 24. — ^Bp. Bury died at Auckland. " He was," says Hutchinson, 

** not only one of the most learned men of the time, but also a great patron of 
leamine. He frequently corresponded with Petrarch. He was of a very 
bountiml and charitable temper ; every week he made 8 Quarterns of wheat 
into bread, and gave it to the poor. Whenever he travellea between Durham 
and Newcastle, he distributed £8 sterling in alms ; between Durham and 
Stockton, £5; between Durham and Auckhuid, 5 marks; and between Durham 
and Middleham, £5." He founded also, at Oxford, a public library for the 
use of the students. 

, July 19. — ^Thos. Hatfield, keeper of the Privy S^ was consecrated 

Bishop of Durham. The survey of the diocese taken in his time sives a more 
detailed account of the manor and borough of Stockton than is round in the 
Boldon Buke, and is a curious record of the customs of the time. The 
following is an abstract: "ThnarUs within the Borough, — ^Walter Webster holds 
a burgage, and does suit at the borough court once in 3 weeks, and is free 
from toS within the liberty of Durham, except of Sadberge wapentake ; and 
pays at the four terms, 6d. Wm. Osbem holds 2 burgages. Tnomas 7owler 
and 88 others hold 19 burgages and 17 half-burgages, under the like rents 
and services. T&Mnts without the Borougi, — Of these there were 46 who did 
suit at the court, and paid a small rent. Free Tenants, —Amongst these 
John Elvet holds a messusjze and 4 oxgangs ; and he cleans the mill pool and 
the mill race of Norton mm, and pays 20s. The same John holds a toft and 
oxgang, and 3 acres of meadow, once Bd. de Stokton's, on the south of the 
Tees, opposite the manor house, and pays ISs. 4d. The village of Claxton, 
for fee-farm rent, pays I3s. 4d. John Oarrow, for a like fee-&rm rent in the 
village of Seaton, pays 2s. 2d. The village of Ghrendon, near Thorpe, pays 2s. 
The Borough, — ^Eichard Maunce and his partners pay for the fee-iarm of the 
borough, with the tolls, perquisites, fines for alienation, the bakehouse, the 
toll called To went (paid, says Hutchinson, for towing and tracking vessels), 
together with 22s. lid., boroijgh rents, in all £5 6s. 8d. The Porib.— There 
is a park, with an ancient orchard, and 7 acres and one rood of inclosed 
meadow, which are leased for £8 ; and a Basture called Bishopolme and 
Turspit, £2. There is a Ibrrif with a boM; which are leased for 53s. 4d. The 
Demesne lands are described as consisting of 810 acres of meadow. Cottagers, 
— ^Robert Dvkon has one rood of land, tills three portions in Autumn, or 
compounds lor 3d., and carries hens and eggs to the lord's mansion, whereso- 
ever it shall be, between the Tyne and Tese, and pays in all, at the four terms, 
6d. Emma Fitzthomas renders and pays as above, 6d. These two cottagers 
pay at Michaelmas, in lieu of works, 18d. Bond Lands, — John Dobb holds a 
messuage and 2 oxgangs (15 acres each), pays 2s. 6d. yearly for scat-pennies,* 
and 6 bushels of scat oats ; 16d. for averpenys,t and penorms days' workB, 
and harrowing, and work in Autumn, and wood lades, and all other woiks as 
the bond-tenants of Norton, and pays 13s. 4d. Thomas Tuly and 7 others

fAverpsmOjf, IConej paid towarda the king'a oarriagea bj land, inatead of aerrioe by tiie 
beaata in kind.*-i}«m. 
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hold 9 mefiflUAges and 17 oxgangs, and work and pay bb above. The tenants 
iointly hold Punder-land, 6 acres, and pay 5s. ; and for a milch cow, 6s. Eyeiy 
bond tenant pays 2 hens at Christmas, and ten eggs at Easter, in all 20 hens, 
and 200 eggs. The punder pays 24 hens and 105 eggs. Of the selfodes and 
servants of the bond tenants, as in Norton. There was sometime a smithy 
in the lord's waste, which used to pay 4d., now waste and out of lease ; the 
tenants jointly held the common bakehouse. The rent for the castelmen at 
the 4 terms, l'2d. Exchequer Lands, — The rents and services of the tenants 
are, in many instances, sinmar to those of the bond tenants. Chantry Lands. — 
There are 4 oxgangs and one messuage, once Eobert Combe's, which used to 
pay 6s. 8d., now nothing, being in mortmain for a certain chantry, occupied 
by a certain chaplain, there continually celebrating; also a certain tofb, 
formerly Eobert Combe's, the site of his hall-house, used to pay 16d., now 
nothing, being in the tenure of the same chaplain. The Manor, — The jurors 
say, that there is a manor house, whose site is worth nothing beyond reprise. 
An orchard whose fruit and herbage is worth, one year with another, 2s. A 
park, with an ancient orchard, 8 acres and 1 rood of inclosed meadow, valued 
and leased this year together for £8. Seven score acres of demesne meadow, 
lying in divers parcels, worth ds. per acre, in all £21, viz.: in Northmede, 13 
acres, in Haygate 2 acres, Sundrenes 12 acres and one rood. West Halbum 
10 acres, Ladthome 20 acres, Lynehalgh 30 acres, Lyttlenes 10 acres, Elvet- 
more 11 acres and 1 rood, Campsyke 5 acres, Cotegrene 2 acres, and Coldsyke 
2 acres. Likewise a meadow near Coldsyke 3 acres, in Cotardene 5 acres, at 
Esthalbum 5 acres, at Grenesmedow 7 acres. There are also meadows and 
other land, valued together at 40s. 2d., called Pykeside, Hawbankes, Hay- 
briggate, Permeleck, Hawburnhede, Xnapdale, Bemardmyre, Crounerpool, 
Sandlandheved, Mirehead, and Pighill. The Punder holds, in right of his 
office, two parcels of meadow, called Mireresheved and Wybbisgat, and the 
Porkside towards the south, one acre and a half, and Beligate and Jamirgate, 
and the road which leads to Preston. Lands on Bond-Tenure. — Nine carucates 
containing 810 acres worth 4d. per acre, — £13 10s. ; and let for £8. There 
is a pasture called Halston More, valued at 83s. 4d. per annum. Normanton- 
more pasture, 40s. Item, the pasturage of the meaaow after rowen-grass (the 
second crop) is cut and carried, 40s. There are also other pasture grounds, 
viz. : the bishopolme and Turspit, valued and let this year for 40s. Woods. 
— In the aforesaid park, is a certain wood and underwood, the profit of the 
underwood one year with another, 3s. 4d. ; and the wood in the time of a 
hard year is valued comm .- annis at 13s. 4d. The passage of the Tees with 
the boat is leased for 53s. 4d. 

In Preston, John de Carrowe pays for the lands of Thos. de Seton, in all 
38s., and does foreign service ana suit of court. Wm. Baron holds certain 
lands, and grinds at the manor mill, and does suit at the Halmote court, and 
pays 10s. In East Hartbume, Wm. Laken is the only &ee tenant named who 
held by foreign service. Wm. Baron and his fellows hold, belonging to the 
Demesne of Stockton, near the bishop's sheep-cote, a plot of ground on North- 
deynside, containing 43 acres, and pay 21s. 8d. The tenants hold the common 
bakehouse, 2s. ; the kiln (no rent) ; the forge, 2d. Every selfode pays 3d. 
to the lord ; every bond tenant's servant, one penny to the lord instead of 
work. 

In Norton, Sir Eoger Eulthorpe holds Alan de Normanton*s lands, as also 
20 acres of land, formerly John ae Norton's, called Trumperland, in drengage. 
John Sandy and 23 others, each holds one entire bond-land of 2 oxgangs (each 
15 acres), their services extending to 3 days in every week for the service of 
the bishop ; with the privilege to every 2 villans of erecting a booth at St. 
Cuthbert's fiur ; and when required, the villans were, in every year, to build 
a house for the lord, 40 feet long and 15 wide. Every servant of the above 
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bond-tenants, aged 16 years or more, pays to the bishop 12d. yearly, instead 
of his portions of autumnal tillage. Selfodes pay 3d. ; the punder pays 80 
hens at Christmas, and 500 eggs at Easter. Those who hold exchequer lands, 
formerly the lands of bond-tenants, among other senrices, clean the mill-pond 
and le FlemCy and carry materials, if wanted, for rebuilding or repairing the 
manor-mill ; and they provide the mill-stones of Norton and Stockton mills, 
and cover in Norton water-mill, at their own costs, and pay a thirteenth part 
multure; and when the bishop rebuilds or repairs his manor-house of Stockton, 
they shall assist and lead materials ; and they shall carry the bishop's wine 
from Tese water into his cellar at Stockton. John Smith and 20 others hold 
23 messuages and 24 oxgangs under similar services." 

The following extracts taken by Surtees from charters relating to property 
in Stockton about this period, may be here properly added : — Richard, son of 
Adam de Preston, quit claims to William Grenne, Janitor Oaole Dunelm, and 
to Alice his wife, daughter of Bichard, 3 oxganes in the Morefiatt, within the 
town and territories of Stockton. T. Henrv de Langton, Ac., 1332. — The 
same Bichard to the same William Ghrenne, then of Easingwould, all his right 
'' in dominica placea sua vocat, Rawes-jlace^^* in Stoketon, and in a tenement 
called JBemes-place, and 2 burgages.— William Gbenne, of Stoketon, to John 
de Bretonby, and Margaret his wife, all his lands in Stoketon. T. Witto- 
Wistle, Decano Aukeland, Ac., 1367. 

1346, Oct. 17. — ^Battle of Neville's Cross, near Durham. Out of an army 
of 80,000 Scots, and French auxiliaries, 16,000 were killed. The loss of the 
English was trifling. On the suppression of the rebellion, 66 persons suffered 
death in the city. The Scotch £ng (David Bruce) was taken prisoner, and 
remained in captivity until 1364. 

1347. — The fleet of Edward III., at the siege of Calais this year, consisted 
of 738 English ships, carrying 14,966 marines. Of this number, Hartlepool 
famished 6 ships and 146 seamen, each of whom had 4d. per day for their pay. 
London furnished 26 ships, and 662 men ; Newcastle, 17 ships ; Hull, 16, 
and Scarborough, 1. 

1848. — ^A chantry was founded at Kirkleatham by the rector (Thos. de 
Thweng), which consisted of 12 chaplains and 4 clerks, to minister continually 
in divine offices, Ac. This chantry did not long continue. 

1363. — Job. de Norton's name occurs as master of the cell at Jarrow. 

1864. — ^Bichard 11. ordered the admiral of the north fleet to ** provide 8 
yessels from the port of Tyne or Hartelpole" to convey Bp. Hatfield to par- 
liament. 

1376, Oct. 18. — Bp. Hatfield issued a commission to inquire against '' John 
de Carrow, and other malefactors, who entered our Castle of Stockton vi et 
armis, and forcibly took away John, son and heir of Alice, daughter and heir 
of Thomas Seton, being under age, and in ward of the bishop. 

1379. — St. Catherine's chanti^^, in the north porch of Sedgefield church, 
was foimded by John Henlee, the rector. 

1883. — Bp. Eordham granted certain tolls to the burgesses, Ac., of Hartle- 
pool, for 6 years, in aid of enclosing the town, and paving, Ac., the same. 

1386. — Bp. Skirlaw gave permission to the mayor, &c., of Hartlepool, to 
found a chantry for one chaplain, at the altar of the blessed Helen, to pray for 
the good estate of the bishop, of Matilda de Clifford, and of the mayor, Ac., 
and also to supplicate for their souls, when they shall have departed this life, Ac. 

1396. — Mount Ghnce Priory vros founded for Carthusian Monks, by the 
Duke of Surrey, about this time. It flourished till the Dissolution, at which 
time its revenues were valued at £882 per ann. The tower of the church ia 
atiU in a tolerable state of preservation. 

1400. — ^Yarm Bridge was built about this time. Leland informs us that 
" Walter Skirlaw, Byschope of Durehame, made Tareham Bridge." 

E 
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1400. — ^Henry IV. meditated an expedition into Scotland, and in order to 
ascertain the strength of the kingdom, musters were every where made, both 
of the clergy and laity. At the meeting on St. Giles* Moor, Durham, the 
church militant summoned amounted to 52 lancers, 5 hoblers,* and 117 arch- 
ers ; of which " Hert cum Hertilpool furnished one lancer and 3 archers ; 
Norton, Byllingham, Stranton, Elwyke, and Hesylden, each one lancer and 
2 archers; Lang Newton, one hobler and one archer; and Grindon, one 
archer." 

1407. — Bp. Langley procured a confirmation grant from Henry IV. of the 
possessions belonging to the see of Durham, including the manor and wapen- 
take of Sadberge, and the manors and towns of Aukeland, Middelham, Der- 
lington, Stokton, &c, 

1410. — The vicar of Norton (Bromley) having made complaint to Bp. 
Langley, the canons of Norton were ordered by the bishop to repair the 
chancel of the church. 

1416. — ^Durham was visited by the plague, which continued to rage, at in- 
tervals, for 6 years, during which time several thousands of the inhabitants of 
that city and neighbourhood suffered. The plague appeared again in the 
county in 1687. 

1417. — Henry Stockton was appointed (the first) vice-chancellor of Cam- 
bridge. 

. — ^ThoB. Langton of Winyard died. He was chamberlayn and chief 

officer with Henry Percy, Erie of Northumberland. He and his wife were 
buried in the porch of Eedmarshall church, and their portraits engraven on 
the tomb. 

1428. — ^Bp. Langley's deed of reform in the collegiate church of St. An- 
drew, Auckland, bears date at Stockton chapel, Sept. 20. 

1429. — Boger Thornton, the opulent and munificent merchant of New- 
castle, made his will. It is printed among the " wills and inventories" edited 
by the Eev. Dr. Eaine, for the Surtees Society (repeatedly quoted on subse- 
quent pages) ; and one or two of the bequests may be copied, which are of 
local interest. " I forgif to ye hous of Gysburn £»30 which yei awe me, beside 
ye cl. yat I have gyven yaim afore yis tyme, so yat yey fynde me a {)rest 
p'petuall syngyng for me m yeir hous like as yeir covenant is maid. I gif to 
ye Covent of Yarom and to ye Covent of hertylpole to pray for my saule 10 
Mr'cz to ayther hous to be dep'ted emong hem by yanis of my son." 

1463, Jan. 24. — The prior of Durham granted his license to John Etnck 
and Thos. Johnson, of Gretham, and Thos. Man, of Bp. Auckland, to go to 
the Holy Land upon a pilgrimage against the Turks, having previously, before 
the shrine of St. Cuthbert, branded them upon the right side of their naked 
breasts with a hot iron, shaped like a cross. 

1473. — License was granted, by Bp. Booth, for building a pier at Hartle- 
pool ; and likewise a commission to levy money for the aid of Hartlepool. 
His letters are addressed to all ecclesiastics and other faithful subjects oi the 
king, and the see, intreating them to contribute to a work of so much impor- 
tance, by their charitable donations, &c. 

1493. — The prior of Durham granted his license to John Man, a Yorkshire- 
man, to lead the life of a hermit. 

1495. — ^Eobert Burden was mayor of Stockton this year. He is the 
earliest person recorded by name as filling that office. 

The following is a list of the mayors of Stockton from this period to the 
year 1700, as far as can be ascertained; the earlier part is very imper- 
fect : —

1496. — The chancel of Norton church being again out of repair [vid. 1410], 
a sequestration of the revenues of the prebendaries took place, and they were 
enjoined to rebuild the chancel of the collegiate church, with its roofs, walls, 
windows, &c., in a respectable and sumptuous manner, to the honour of God 
and for purposes of divine worship. 

1498. — John Claymond, vicar of Norton. He was the first appointed 
president of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, in 1516. He died Nov. 19, 1637, 
and left to the College, £480, to purchase lands to maintain 6 scholars, one of 
whom to be elected from Norton or Stockton " de Moretone aut Stewketon 
prope Tysam, ubi fui olim vicarius." 

1602. — Margaret, daughter of Henry VII., then affianced to James IV. of 
Scotland, was conveyed with great splendour through the county of Durham, 
on her way to Scotland. " At the village of Nesham," says Leland, " she 
was mett by Syr. Eavrf Bowes and Syr Wm. Aylton [Hylton], welle apoynted, 
with a fayr company, arayed in their liverays, to the nombre of 40 horsys,

^ Son of Jas. Cookfi, wbo was Mayor in 10 10 ftnd ir.43. Ho was one of the principal benefactors to the 
Almshouiies, erected in 16S2. He died in 1703. Hi» wife, a daughter of Leonard Kobinson, merchant, 
died in 1702. 
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well apoynted and well horst. In tbe saide place of Nesham, was the saide 
quene receyved with the abbasse and religyouses with the crosse, without the 
gatt, and the bischop of Durham gaffe hjr the said crosse for to kisse. At two 
mylle nye to the towne of Dameton, mett the quene, Syr. Wm. Boummer, 
scheryffe of the lordship of Durham. In company with him was Syr Wm. 
Ewers, and many other folks of honor of that contre, in fayre order, well 
apoynted of liverays and horst ; to the nombre of six score horsys. By the 
said company was sche conveyed to Damton. And at the gatt of the church 
of the said place, war reyisted the yicyr and folks of the church, wer doing as 
Bche had done on the days before, sche was led to the manayer of the said 
byschop of Durham for that night. The 20th day of the same monneth, the 
quene departed from Damton in fayr aray, and with the precedente company, 
went to tne town of Durham." 

1507, Sep. 28. — Bp. Bainbrig granted to John Backet for his life the office 
of Gonseryator of ajf the bishop's riyers of Tese, Were, Tyne, Ac., and for 
preserving salmon and fry of fish. 

1508. — The Prior of Durham gave letters testimonial to Bobert Lomley, a 
hermit, and Cuthbert Billingham, gent., when setting out to visit the Holy 
Land. 

1523. — The fortifications of Hartlepool seem at this time to have been 
neglected, and gone to decay ; Frank leyn, the chancellor of Durham, thus 
writes to Cardinal Wolsey, the Bishop of Durham : " After your liberties be 
enacted and confirmyd, your grace maye straight waye by writt of restitution 
entre possession in Hartlepoole, whiche, with membns, is worth two hundrethe 
markes a yere, standyng rents, bysids casualities. The recoveryng and forty- 
fieng of that haven town, shuld be a gret profett, and strenkithe to all the 
bishopricke, refuge to our English shi|)pes, and myghte do many displesurs to 
the kmg's enemies, for which purpose it is thought to stand best of any haven 
towne in England, the p'misses would (should) be remembred at this p'sent 
p'liament, or ells your grace shall lese many commodities and profetts." 

1630. — ^The fisnery on the Tees appears to have been, at an early period, 
an object of importance, and the subject of several regulations ; the following 
record is found in the Cursitor*s Eolls : *' Whereas variance has been among 
the inh'ts of the town of Stockton, for taking of head fishes as Sealles, Purpose, 
Sturgion, and other lyke fishes, betwixt the fishers with drawing-netts, and 
the fishers with haling-netts,'* it was very equitably ordered, that " in time to 
come, if fishers of both sorts go about to take any Scale, Purpose, or like fish, 
within the river of Tease ; if it fortune the said fish to lygnt in the haling- 
netts, then all those fishers with haling-netts, assembled for that purpose, 
pursuing the said fish to have him alone, and the fishers with drawing-netts to 
nave no part thereof ;" and so vice versa with the drawing netts, to the exclusion 
of the balers. And both as to drawers and balers, each shall ^ve sufficient 
water-room, " and none to come within another to hurt his nei^bour's gere, 
on pain of 6s. 8d. No man of no sort of the fishers aforesaid, shall fist ^th 
ky<]^ll-netts for taking of smelts, sparling, or fry, from a certain place, called 
Saltholm, so upward upon the river of Tease, after St. Mark's day unto 
Lammas day, on pain of Gs. 8d., of every man so doing, as he shall so do, to be 
leyyed at the next court after, without further delay.*' 

1631.— St. Ellen's chapel, Wilton, founded by Sir W. Bulmer, for two 

C' Bsts to say mass for the souls of himself and his wife, with stipends out of 
ds left for that purpose, and also for the support of 4 poor men, and 4 poor 
women. 

1535. — ^An act of parliament was passed, declaring '^ Hertyll Pole," whose 
inhabitants " cleymed" to be a " parcell of the county of Northumberland," to 
be, in future, parcel of the coimty of York only. [In 1545, however, Hartle- 
pool was still considered as part of Northumberland.] 
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1535. — Sip. John Bulmer, of Wilton Castle, having joined the " pilgrimage 
of grace/' was attainted of high treason by Henrj VlII., and his lands for- 
feited to the crown. He was hung at Tyburn, and his wife, an illegitimate 
daughter of Ed. Stafford, Duke of Buckingham, was beheaded. The estates 
were afterwards restored to his son Salph. 

1688. — Parish registers were first introduced by Thos. Lord Cromwell, 
this year ; but they did not come generally into use until the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. Oliver Cromwell was particularly careful of them, and a person 
was elected in each purish for the express purpose of keeping them ; which 
made a writer in the JSlwiek Eegister exclaim with great feeling, " Maryinge 
by justices, election of registers by parishioners, and the use of ruling elders, 
first came into fashion in the time of rebellion, under that monster of nature, 
and bloody tyrant, Oliver Cromwell ! !" 

1539. — Before the dissolution of abbeys and monasteries, &c., which took 

Elace this year, there appears to have oeen a hermitage at Norton, which 
elonged to the college tnere, and was endowed with land, &c., at Stockton. 

. — ^A considerable time before the dissolution, there was a free chantry 

dedicated to the Virgin Mary, in the chapel at Stockton, which was endowed 
with 4 oxgangs of Land, and 4 borough houses, for the maintenance of a 
chaplain ; and shortly before the dissolution, W. Baynbrigg gave the third of 
an oxgang to provide two wax lights to bum before the altar of St. Thos. a 
Becket on the 7th day of July, yearly. 

1545. — Norton, at this period, is thus described by Leland : '* Nortoun 
prope Tese paulo superior quam Stockton." 

1548. — The whole revenues of Stockton chapel, which, at this time, amounted 
onl^ to £5 Ss. 6d. per annum, were seized by the crown, and granted out to 
individuals. The foUowing account of these possessions is taken from a survey 
(Harl. Mss.) which probably belonged to the Court of Augmentations : *' Bent 
of a house in Stockton, in which Thos. Salvin, chaplain of the said free chapel, 
dwells, ^. 8d. Four burgages and a granary, and 4 oxgangs, appointed for 
the maintenance and stipend of the said chaplain, £4 Ids. lOd. The rent of 
the third of one oxgang, given for providing two candles before the altar of 
the same chapel, and now in the tenure of W. Baynbrigge, Ss. Od. Beprises: 
— Bent to the bishop from the lands of the same free chapel, 18d., and from 
the luids belonging to the lights, 6d. Valet elare per ann, lOSs." An 
account of other religious lands in Stockton appears in this document : — ^** John 
Burden, 8d., free rent from lands in Stockton, to the Preceptor^ of St. John 
in Jerusalem in Anglia ; and 20s. used to be paid to the late dissolved mon- 
asteries of Newbroughe, and Mount Grace of Iiigleby, out of lands, Ac., which 
amounted to 2 oxgangs, and a third of an oxgang, and an acre demised to 
Wm. Bavnbrigge, and Ids. 4d. from a burgage now or late in the tenure of 
Wm. Lakin." In the same account is an instrument signifying the Protector 
Somerset's . pleasure that the premises should be leased to W. Crofton [the 
late chaplain] for 21 years, at £8 rent. A minister was however still conti- 
nued; and in 1705, the inhabitants still pud to the vicar of Norton £3 per 
ann., commonly called the Priesft own, for a curate, which he did at his own 
charge maintain in the chapelry ; of which sum Stockton paid £2, Hartbum, 
18s. 4d., and Preston, Bs. 8d., and was collected of every man who had 2 
oxgangs of abont 12s. per ann., of their widows, 8d.; and of every other 
inhabitant, 6d. ; except of the chapel-wardens, and of their widows, 4d. only. 
For the tithe of fish, every fishing coble was to P^y ^-9 &iid a salmon cock or 
eeorf, worth 6d., on the 8th of September, yearly. The following memorandum 
is attached to the survey: — ''The chapell of Stoketon aforesaid standeth a myle 
from the pyshe church, not only for the easment of th' inhabitaunts of the 
towne of Stoketon, but also for th' easment of divers pishioners of sondrie other

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pishes in the winter tyme, when for rayny fludes they can come none wher 
els to here Devyne service." — p.me, Tho. Eynns. 

1554. — The celebrated Bernard Gilpin was presented to the vicarage of 
Norton by his uncle, Bp. Tunstall. Having, however, from reading the 
writings of Erasmus, secretly embraced the principles of the Beformation, he 
resigned the living in 1556. 

1655. — Wilton was granted to Sir. T. Gomwallis. [His descendant (Lord 
Cornwallis) sold the estate to Lord Holland, from whom it waa purchased by 
the Lowthers.] 

1557. — The manor of Ghisebum (Guisbrough), with several parts of the 
monastery, were given by Queen Mary to Sir. T. Chaloner, to be held of her 
by military service. 

. — ^The following are extracts from charters, this, and the years 1663 

and 1669 : — " 4 and 6, Phil and Mary, July 7, John Huton, of Himwick, in 
the county of Durham, esq., to Nicholas Fleetham, lease of one ozgang of land 
for 2L years, rent, 168. a year. — 5 £liz., Ap. 18, Said Huton to Nicholas 
Fleetham, bargain and sale of one oxeang of land, in consideration of 40 marks. 
— 11 Eliz., June 28, Nicholas Fleetham to Anthony Huton, of Hunwick, in 
com. Dun. esq., lease of one oxgang of land, containing by estimation 15 acres 
for 8 years ; rent, 13s. 4d. a year. 

1559, July. — Cuthbert Tunstall, Bp, of Durham, was deprived of his office, 
for refusing the oath of supremacy. He died on November 18th in the same 
year, aged 83. 

1560. — Jas. Filkington, the successor of Tunstall, was the 1st Protestant 
bishop of Durham. 

, April 13. — John Hartbome, of Stillington, in the parish of 

BedmarshaU, made his will. He left his body to be buried in the churchyard 
of Bedmarshall, nigh unto his f&ther. To his singular friend, " the parson of 
Stainton," Bichard Marshall, and to other of the clergy, he made oequests, 
(desiring one of them, " myne old iFrend, Bobert Bichardson," to pray for him). 
Brothers and sisters, nepaews and nieces, godsons and god-daughters, were 
remembered. To his sister, AUeson Smith, one of his executors and residuary 
legatees, he gave "an old angell;" and to the other, his brother Bobert, ''two 
old riaUes in gold." To his sisters, Araes, Janet, and Margaret, '' an old 
angell a peace." "To my nepho, Edward Hicson, a crozado in gold," and to 
his brother Thomas, a george noble. Mention was made of his many servants, 
especially " myne old faythfuli s'vante, John Hertbome," to whom the sum of 
40s. was bequeathed. The inventory of all the goods and cattell [chattels] 
moveable and unmoveable of this yeoman of the 16th century, " praysed by 
thes honest men, viz.: Bobert Hartborne, Bichard Gibson, John Lamley, and 
Thomas Bddisdayl," may be given (substituting Arabic for Boman numei^s*) : 
20 oxen and 2 stots, £30 6s. 8d.; 9 kye, 6 yonge nowte, 2 stirks, £13 18s. 4d. ; 
6 worke horses and meares, £L8; 3 stages of 3 years, and 2 stipes of 2 years, 
and 2 foles, £7; 12 old sheape and 2 lambes, 23s. 4d ; 2 sowes and hogges, and 
5 pigges, 26s. 8d. ; a colt, 3 hennes, and 5 chekens, 3s. 4d. ; waines, piueghs, 
and suche geare, £13 ; come in bame and gamers, £8 ; come in the felds, 
baith winter and wayre, about 40 double acres, £40 ; in the haul, kitchin, 
brew-house, back-house, and J^ilne, with other houses of offices, with the 
app'tenanc*, £8; bedding and suche like in cha'bers, £8 ; Som, £149 13s. 4d. 

1661. — The Hospital and Free School of Jesus, at Guisbro', were founded 
and endowed by Kt. Fursglove, the last prior of Guisbrough. The alms 
people must be inhabitants of Cleveland, and 63 years of age. (The property 
belonging to the charity produced in 1846 a clear yearly rental of £329.) 

1662, April 24. — ^Alleson Fletame, of Stockton, the widow (remarks Dr. 

* In the remaining ptrt of this work, when Boman namerals occur, the Arabic wlU gener- 
ally be tnbttituted. 
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Baine) of a farmer who had thriven in the world, made her will : — '^ To Jane 
Fletam, a white whj calffe, a bordid sylver gyrdell ; to "VVilPm Fletame, my 
Sonne, a double dowckett, 2 old Aungelis yt was his owen, a great chist, a bed 
covering, an oze called Burgesse, a great brasse pott, and a blake dubler; to 
Thomas Eleta', an old angell ; to Bycherd Fletam, an old angell, a hawked 
stott, an iron bond wayne; to Nycholas Fletam, 2 old aungels, 2 brasse potts, 
4 puder dublers, an bowting tune, an arke, a kime, a panne, a dowghe tuobe, a 
table ; to Elizabeth Aunderson, an old aungell, a rede hawked cowe, all my 
rament, 2 pair off harden sheets, 10 jards of harden clothe, an acre of wheat, 
and an acre off peese, a bed cov'inge; to Bychard Fleta' and Elizabeth 
Anderson, halff my salt fleshe, and a quarter of wheat ; to Elizabeth Fleta,' a 
crowne off gold ; to WilPm Fletam, sonne to Thomas Fletam, a crown off 
gold; to Lancelott Fletam, a crowne of gold; to Willm' Bainbricke, a 
whyte ox strike; to Anthony Bainbricke, a why calff; to Boger Bell, a 
crowne off gold ; to Will'm Burdon, a crowne off gold ; to AUeson Bainbricke, 
a red hawked cowe and a yowe, a great cawdron, a stothed sylver gyrdell ; to 
Margery Fletam, an almerye ; to Margarett Anderson, a cawll ; to Thomas 
Buraon, a busshell of wheat ; to Jane Brantinga*, a line kyrcheff, an apron, 
and a pair of hoose ; to Margaret Fletam, a yowe and a lambe. IirvEirTOBT. 
— ^Five potts and a posnett, 20s.; 13 peice of puder, 2 sawcers, 2 candlesticks, 
166. ; an almerie and a cawell, 10s. ; 2 bedd cov'ing, with beddinge, 20s. ; 6 
harden shiets, a pair of lyn sheets, 10 yerds of harden clothe, with other 
linegeir, 20s. In gold, a double dowkett, 9 angels, 6 crowns, £6 10s. 2 kye, 
46s. 8d. Six sheipp, 24s. In iron, old waine, with ploughs and temes, ISs. 4d.; 
4 pannes, a cawdron, 2 ketles, 208.; 2 speetes, a pair off cobeirons, a reckin- 
croke, a pair of tongs, 4s. An arke, a chest, a table, a bowting tune, 3 tubbes, 
10s. ; 2 quarters of wheat threshed, with malt and rye, 40s. 2 sylver gyrdles, 
40s. 3 oxen, £6; 2 stots, a why and calfe, 26b. 8d. An iron bound wayne, 
408. An oxgang off winter come and waer come, £5. Sum, £36 5s. 8d. 
Debts, inter alia, — For a busshell of haver malt, 12d. To Bowland Burdon 
wyff, for halff a busshell of bigge malt, 12d. To Jane Appylbe, for a busshell of 
haver malt, and a busshell of peasse, 5s. To Mr. Bare, for a lode of whynnes, 8d. 
In the course of this will occur the names of many of the substantial 
families of Stockton in bygone times. Nicholas Fleatham was mayor ci 
Stockton in 1601, 1602, 1607, and 1609; and he is nrobabl;^ identical with 
the ** Nicholas Fleatham" of our parish register, of whom it is recorded that 
** sepultus fuit vicesimo quinto die January." The name is of frequent occur- 
rence, in connection with baptism, marriage, and burial, all through the seven- 
teenth century, and lingers into the eighteenth. The Bainbridge familv, 
which benefited by the wealth of Mrs. Fleatham, gave Stockton a mayor m 
1559, 1561, and 1562 (the year in which her will was made) ; and the Bur- 
dons were repeatedly in the civic chair, from 1495 to 1794, a period of three 
hundred years. 

1662.— "Nycholas Blaxton," of Norton, of the family of Blakiston of Blakis- 
ton, made his will on the 5th of July. "First, I gyve mv souU to Almyghtie 
Gtod my maker and redemer,and or Ladye St. Marye, wth allthe celestiall company 
in heaven, to praye for me, and my bodye to be buride wtin ye p'ish churche 
of Norton. First, I gyve to Will*m Blaxton a counter, a lead, and a maskfatt, 
and a troughe stone, a great arke, a spence, and fflanders chest. Also I gyve to 
Thomas Blaxton a counter and a wooae troughe, and to his wyff a fflanders chist, 
wth the locke. Also I gvve to Katheren BLuton a counter and a almerie, a 
meat table, and 2 paier of lyninge sheites, and 2 payer of harden sheits, 4 codd- 
wayeres, and 4 towells, Also gyve to Nycholas Harp'lays wyffe my best gowne 
and a fflaunders coffer. The resydewe (&e.) Inventory. — in the hall howsse, 
20s. A cowe and 2 whyes, £3. On acre of come, 308. Implements in the 
chamber, dOs. 12 yowes and lambes, 268. 8d. A gowne, 158. S'm, £9 20d.

1563, June 15. — ^The Free Grammar School of Darlington was founded by 
charter of Queen Elizabeth. 

1565. — Sir T. Chaloner, lord of the manor of Guisbrougb, died in London, 
and was interred in St. Faults Cathedral. He was highly celebrated as a 
statesman, soldier, and poet. 

1568. — Eoger Ascham, a learned writer, died in London, aged 53. He was 
classical tutor to the unfortunate Lady Jane Grey, and to the Prs, Elizabeth ; 
he served also as Latin secretary to Edward VL, and the queens Mary and 
Elizth. His Latin epistles are much admired. He was a native of Kirby-wisk. 

1569. — During the Eoman Catholic rebellion against Elizabeth, Hartlepool 
was for a 8h<»t time in the possession of the insurgents. Sir W. Mildmay, writing 
to Sir Ea: Sadler, Dec. 2, says, " The rebels have gotten Hartilpole, and have 
put 300 men into it to keep it for them, which hath proceeded through the 
negligence of such as my lord lieutenant put in trust to levie 200 men nearest 
to the same, to be put into the town, which for lacke of goode diligence is 
now prevented by the rebells," &c. He then advises that 2 ships of war 
should \je off the coast, to prevent the rebels either from escaping, or receiv- 
ing; foreign succours. The rebels having taken flight, 3000 of the forces 
raised for the occasion were discharged, and 300 only retained for a short 
period at Hartlepool, under the command of Sir H. Gate. On May 16th of 
the following year, a bill of attainder was passed ; and about 300 persons be- 
longing the county of Durham, and many in Cleveland, were executed. 
Amongst these there were of Darlington, 16 ; Sedgefield, 5 ; Billingham, 5 ; 
Wolviaton, 4 ; Hart, 4 ; and Bishopton, 4. Norton is left blank. 

1572, 1 8th March. — James Lakinby, vicar of Stranton, by will, desires "to 
be buried within the Queere. To William Hardinge, vicar of Harte, my 
stepelead. To William Gybson, my syster*s sonne, a sylver pece, which was 
taken from me in the Bebellyon tyme. To Thomas Marche, two sylver spoones ; 
and if he behave himself virtuouslie, William Gybson shall reward him with 
20 lambes." 

. — The following deposition occurs 17th May: — "On the part of Agnes, 

alias Anne Burden, wife of W. Burden, against Elizabeth Anderson, in a 
cause of defamation.*' " Thos. Fewler, of Stokton, coteman, alias chapman, 
aged about 50 years. He saith that, about Candlemas last past, this deponent 
being ther nish neibour, was bringing in 2 stirks of his from the wavter 
into his owne house, at what tyme the parties was chid3mge, and one of them 
revilinge the other. And this deponent then hard Elizabeth Anderson caull 
the said Anne Burden * crowket handyd wytch.' He saith the words was 
spoken andiently there ; ther might many have herd them ; beinge spoken so 
neigh the crose, and in the town gait as they were. — Signum t ThomsD Fewler." 

1675, Jan. 23.— Bp. Pilkington died, aged 55. His will is dated Feb. 4, 
1671. Li a codicil of later date, he added : — " I give my successor, Busshope 
of Durham, all the hangings at Acklande (except the dyninge chamber, the 
parler, and my beddchamber), together with all fourmes,' bourdes, cubbordes, 
chaires, the velvet one excepted. And I give also to him all stooles, leades, 
fomaces, brewinge vessels, and bedsteads not coarded, and all such lyke. Also 
I give him the lyke stuff in my houses at Durhame, Dameton, Howden, and 
Stockden ; and all this I do in condicion he demande no delapidacions for any 
bowse. Ajud yf he will have coarded beddes, I woulde he hadd a penny-worthe 
in them. But if any of these houses be taken or given from him, I will that 
the stuff in yt remaine to my executors. And these I give him the rather to 
helpe him the soner to kepe hospytalitye, than for any recompence, seinse I 
have bestowed so much in repaynnge them. Yf this nlease him not, all theis 
shall remaine to my ezecutorsy and he shall have that lawe will alowe him.'* 
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1575. — An heraldic visitation of the county of Durham was held this year. 
Amongst the entries there appear the names of " John Blaykeston of Blay- 
keston, Adam Bkykeston of Sadbery, Wm. Claxton of Winyarde, Marmaduke 
Lambton of BeUasis, Eobert Place of Dynsale, John Surteys of Middleton-on- 
Eow, and Brian Tunstall of Stocton-on-Teyse." [B. Tunstall was Mayor of 
Stockton in 1588 and 1589.] 

1677. — ^The goods and chattels of John Billingham, of Crook Hall, in the 
suburbs of Durham, were appraised on the iOth of January, in the second 
week after his burial. '' The Billinghams of Crook Hall," says the late Bev. 
Dr. Baine (as editor of the Surtees Society's volume of 1835), *' were descended 
from John the cow hird, of Billingham, who had the luck to marry a sister of 
Bichard Kellaw, bishop of Durham, in the time of Edward the Second. 
From this period the family assumed the local name of Billingham, and settled 
at Crook liall, where, until the year 1657, they resided, and ranked among 
the principal gentry of the county," intermarrying " more than once with the 
Claxtons, of Wynyard and Old Park." " This inventory," which is given in 
the volume in full, " is particularly valuable for the light which it throws upon 
the domestic economy of a person of this rank at the period. The deceased 
farmed a portion of his own land. He grew his own com ; and he heckled or 
combed, and then spun, his own flax and wool. He killed his own beef; and 
there are numerous other inferences to be drawn from this document." 

1581, October. — Thomas Gaile, of Greatham, " craysed and sicke in bodie," 
made his will : *' I give to the reparacions of my parish churche, 5s. ; to the 
mendinge of the highewaies aboute Greatham, 3s. 4d.; to the poore cottengers 
of Greatham, 40s." "All his apparell" was valued in his inventory at 53s. 4d 
" In golde and silver" he had £65. There was belonging to him *' sande and 
coales at the salte coate," worth £5 ; 27 " hives of salte," 6s. 8d. ; 24 " stone 
of leade," 20s. ; and " fower old cartes," with 3 " paire of wheles," and 2 
**gawte dores," value 20s. The debts owing to him amounted to £ 1 6 lOs.; and 
£254 lis. lOd., was set down as '' summa omnium bonorum." His funeral 
expenses were £6 10s. 4d. 

1582, July 28. — Office of Master Chancellor against Alison Lawe, of Hart: 
" she is a notorious sorcerer and enchanter." Sentenced to do penance once 
in the market-place at Durham, "with a papir on her head;" on the foUowine 
Sunday in the church at Hart, and on the Sunday succeeding at the church 
in Norton. Janet Bainbridge and Janet Allenson, of Stockton, were accused 
of "asking counsell at witches," and resorting to Alison Lawe for cure of the 
sicke. [^ison Lawe died at Hart in 1588.] 

1583, September 8th. — " Jone Tonstall," of Longnewton, made his will, 
in which he left to the poor of his own parish, Gs. 8d., to the poor of Norton 
and Stockton, 6s. 8d., and to the poor of Haughton, 6s. 8d., with lOs. " to 
the mendyng of the cawsey in Longnewton." Br}'an Tonstall, of Stockton, 
and Balph Tonstall, rector of Croft and archdeacon of Northumberland, were 
brothers of the testator. They were sons, by Catherine Newse, of Anthony 
Tonstall, bailiff of Stockton, who claimed descent from the house of Thurlana, 
in Lancashire, and was the first of the family to settle in the county of Dur- 
ham. John Tonstall, the third son, married Johanna, daughter of Ealph 
Bokeby, Esq., of Marske, in Cleveland. Eobert Tonstall, fourth son of An- 
thony, who was under-sheriff of the county in 1575, made his will October 
17, 1584. His "boie," borne to him by Anne, daughter and co-heir of Clement 
Brackenburv, of Selaby, Esq., he confided to the charge of Bichard Bracken- 
bury, probably (says Dr. Baine) his wife's uncle of that name, gentleman 
usher to Queen Elizabeth. At an after-time, the lad became Sir John Tonstall, 
of Edgecombe, Surrey, and was gentleman usher to Anne of Denmark, wife 
of James the Pirst. 

1585. — John Collin, curate of Stockton, drowned whilst bathing in the river. 
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1586. — ^The manon of Hart, Hartlepool, Ac., were Bold by George, the 3rd 
earl of Gumberbuid, to John, Lord Lumlej, for £5860. [Lot 1770 they were 
sold for £72,000.] The earl died Oct. 29, 1605. He inherited all the martial 
spirit of his anoestors, and his life was deyoted to the service of his country. 

— — , April 16. — ^Mary Thomell, of Newcastle, sister of Jane, wife of 
Ferciral Bell, mayor of Hartlepool in 1698, and daughter of Laurence 
Thomell, bailiff of Darlington, made her will. Her goods were ^ prased at 
Hartleoool, NoTember 18, 1686;*' and the inyentory exhibits the personal gear 
of a laay of the 16th century. The testator had a taffeta gowne, with 2 gardes 
of yelvette, value £6; a silke ffrograne gowne, with one gparde of velvette, £3 
a freeseadowe gowne, 40s. ; a bumne gowne, 30s. ; a tf^eta petticote, 20b. 
a stamell petticote clothe, with a garde of velvette, 40s. ; 2 ells of taffeta, 23b. , 
5 paire of sattevne sleives, 26s. ; 2 old sattevne kirtells, 10s. ; a taffeta hatte, 
freinde with velvette, 26s. 8d. ; 2 goolde caulles, 26s. 8d. ; a Jewell of ^oolde, 
£7 ; 4 goolde ringes, 40s. ; a saddell, covered with fuschian, in appis with the 
furniture, 20b. ; 6 bandes of camericke and other lynninge, 80s. 

1587. — ** The plague seems to have raged at Hart ; in that year, 89 corses 
were buried, whereof 10 were strangers." — Shirteet. [query 1597.] 

1588, February 16. — ^The inventory of William Massie, late vicar of Stranton, 
which bears this date, comprises ** his bookes, for the most parte tome, or yll 
bounde." The books indicate a man of a much better education than had 
been usually bestowed on the parochial clergy of that day: — "One litle 
Lattyn Byble, 28. 6d. Beza, his l^stament, in I^tten, 18d. Jerome's Epistles, 
20d. One Exposition of the Evangeliites, 20d. A book in Lattin of Questions 
and Answers, 12d. Eaber Stapulensis on Aristotle's Physickes and Ethickes, 
20d. Yalle his Elagancies, 6d. Hortus Yocabulorum, rent, 4d. Cyprian's 
Epistles, 1 2d. John Bale his Yotaryes, 6d. A booke of doubtful wordes, made 
by Johnde Garlandia,4d. Tull^e's OfficeB,4d. Aesop's Fables, 4d. Beaton's 
Lodgick, 4d. An English Dictionary, for children, in vellum, 6d." 

1589. — The free school at Yami, founded by letters patent of Queen 
Elizabeth, was endowed by Thos. Gonyers, of !^g[lescliffe. [In 1801 a legacy 
of £400 in the 3 per cent consols, was left b^ wTChaloner, a native of Yarm, 
to the school, for the education of 8 poor children.] 

1591. — A postmaster occurs in Darlington this year ; but no r^iular post 
at stated intervals was established till 16&, when a running post from London 
to Edinburgh was ordered. A letter from London to GRasgow before 1788 
was five days on the road. 

1593, February 3. — Queen Elizabeth granted to Hartlepool a new charter 
enlarging the franchises of the borouffh. The chief enactments were that the 
Mayor oe elected annually, on the Monday next after St. Michael's day ; 12 
of the best anproved burgesaes be called capital burgesses and common council, 
to assist the Mayor in the government of tne borough ; there shall be a weekly 
market on Tuesday ; and a fieur to continue 15 days ; a court of pie«powder ; 
tollage ; stallage ; and in general terms, the Mayor, Ac., shall have so many, 
and the like privil^;es, &e.^ as the Mayor and burffesses of Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. For Lord Lumley's services in obtaining we charter, various market 
and port dues were granted to him. 

. — Edmund Sell was the first appointed Mayor under the charter of 

Queen Elizabeth. 

The election of Mayors of Hartlepool would actually commence in 1230, 
but the first on record does not app^ before the year 1816. The list here 
given, from " Sharp's Hartlepool, like that of Stockton, is, at the earlier 
period, extremely defective.* 

• Bailiffs were sIbo annually appointed at Hartlepool, originally by the king, and tubae* 
qnently bj the bishops ; they appear to have poaaened some authoritj, and were likewise 
the coUeotors of the eustoma.

1593, June 4. — ^Thomas Badcliff, of Cockerton, " with his owne hande, in 
a sheate of paper," wrote his will, aiid did therein " gyve to be distributed 
amonge the poore people of Bylljnghame parishe, 408." 

1594, July 26. — George Swallowell, a curate and schoolmaster at Houghton- 
le-Spring, having been found guilty of death for embracing the Roman Catholic 
faith, was hanged, drawn, and quartered at Darlington, his native place. 

1596, December 17. — "ilSllen Thompson, fornicatrix (and then excommuni- 
cated) was buried of ye people in ye chaer at ye entrance unto the yeate or 
stile of ye church-yard, on the east thereof" — Hart Register. 

1597, May 18.— Ealph Billingham, of Crook Hall, Durham, "the head of a 
family which had been seated there for many generations," made his will. He 
was " descended from John, the cowherd of Billingham, who (in the time of 
Edward II.) married a sister of Bishop Kellawe ;" and " from this period the 
family assumed the local name of Billingham, and settled at Crook Hall, where, 
imtil the year 1657, they resided, and ranked among the principal gentry of 
the county." 

1597. — "Wm. Claxton, owner of Wynyard, died, and was buried at Brance- 
peth. He was a skilful herald and antiquary ; the friend of K. Glover, and 
the patron and correspondent of Stowe. He made considerable progress in 
collecting particulars for a work on the antiquities of Durham, his native 
county ; out of which he liberally supplied his friends, Stowe and Camden, 
with materials for their several national works. In 1575 he was an able 
assistant to the heralds. Flower and Glover, and nearly a third of the pedigrees 
entered that year, seem to have been registered during Glover's stay at 
Wynyard. " He was an active and useful country gentleman, both as a 
magistrate, and as an improver of land, and was, above all, an honourable and 
high-minded gentleman." " He was descended," says the Surtees Society's 
volume of 1860, " from the ancient family of Claxton of Claxton, through the 
house of Old Park, and represented, through Conyers, the Langtons and 
Lisles, ancient lords of Wynyard." His second daughter, Alice, was married 
at Grindon, in 1581, to Sir Wm. Blakiston, of Blakiston, knight. 

. — During this and the preceding year, the plague raged violently in 

many parts of the county. At Stranton, 145 persons died in this and the 
preceding year, including the late vicar (Ralph Turner). On October 27th, 
there had died at Darlington, 340 persons, and at Durham above bOO ; Stainton, 
Burden, Aycliife, Billingham, Ac, also suffered greatly. 

. — In the summer of this year, Bp. Matthew, to avoid the plague which 

raged at Durham, retired to Stockton, and during his residence there, a part 
of the castle was accidentally consumed by fire. 

. — About this period, John Saville, writing to the celebrated Camden, 

says, " The Bp. of Durham hath fifair homte and his best provision at Stoketon- 
upon-Tese." And Leland notices " Stoketon-upon-Tese" amongst " the 
market-towns and castelles in Dirhamshire." 

1599. — The first alum works in England were commenced at Guisbrough, 
by Sir. T. Chaloner, about this time. The works at Loflthouse and Boulby 
were begun in 1615. 

. — The Ormesby estates came into the possession of the FeimymanB 

about this time. 

. — Of chantry and forfeitt i ^ . ^"essions, granted at a former period by 
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Queen Elizabeth, John Awbrey, of Brome, Herefordshire, Esq., sold to John 
Bichardson, of the city of Durham, gentleman, lands in Seaton Carew, 
Stainton, Worsall, Ormesby, &c., &c. ; " third parte of one tenemente within 
the towne of Hartlepoole ; *' all that bowse with one little kilne and 5 acr. 
of land in Billingbam and Wouston;" ''all that bowse and litle inclosed 
ground cont : one acre of land nere Yaram Loning ; " '* one chamber in 
Stockton, and 3 litle closes their, cont : 1| acr. of land.'* — (Arch. ^L, iii. 
20, ei »eq.) 

1599. — The following curious orders, among others, were issued at Hartle- 
pool during this and the following year : — 

" Imprimis ytt ys ordeyned, that whosoever bee or they bee, of the twelve 
chiefe burgesses, that upon eany Sabaothe daye and other holy daies comeinge 
to the Churche, doe nott seat and place hyme or themselves in their accus- 
tomed places, shall paye for everye tyme soe doeinge — 12d. 

" Ytt ys ordeynea, that the spoutes of the churcbe bee used in common in 
the tyme of rayne, and the water to bee p'ted [parted] equallye between 
p'tie & p*tie, onely one spoute to be reserved for the maior, upon payne for 
every one soe violating this order to paye, &c. — 4d. 

" It'm ytt ys ordeyned, that every burgess of this towne, called to the place 
of a chiefe burgess after the daye aforesayde, shall have bys wyfe seated in 
one of the pues, nowe made and p'vyded [provided] for theme, and ther shall 
contynewe during her lyfe natunul, paying for the stallage of the same, and 
to the use of this church — 8s. 4d.*' 

1600. — " At this period a town's house was building at Hartlepool, and 
towards the expenses the chief burgesses contributed yearly 10s., the common 
burgesses, 5s., and every inhabitant, 28. 6d." 

1602. — Stockton appears at this time to have retrograded, the market and 
&ir granted by Bp. Bee's charter in 1310, having been for many years discon- 
tinued. A renewal of the charter was, on the petition of the mayor and 
burgesses, granted by Bp. Matthew this year, bearing date June 4. 

. — List of the burgesses taken from a plan of the borough in the time 

of Queen Elizabeth. The list commences in the High-street, with the house 
(now No. 130) at the corner of Dovecot-street, and continues along the west 
side of the street, south.

1614. — Jane Wilson and Bose Little gyelte of an unseemlie assault, and an 
open scolding betwixt them, in the open marauet ; to be ducked three times 
either of them. — Darlington Borough Book. [The Borough Book was 
commenced in 1612, and contains several similar entries.] 

, May 21. — A bill was read in the House of Commons for Durham 

county and city, and Barnard Castle, having each 2 parliamentary representa- 
tives. The claims of Hartlepool in preference to Barnard Castle were pleaded. 
The former was stated to be " the only port town within the county, yet is 
described as *' a poore towne," and as not " having a sufficient man dwelling 
in it to serve ;*' and moreover it is " much given to popery ;*' but Mr. Carvyle 
pleaded ''for Hartilpole in respect to the ancientness, widled strength, &c.\ 
nath all the privileges from the king ; where Durham city the bishops.*' At 
last, upon question, resolved, Hartlepoole to have no burgesses. The bill was 
lost in consequence of Bp. James's opposition to it. 

1616.— Sir. ThoB. Chaloner, of GuisW, son of Sir. T. Chaloner (vid. 1666) 
died, aged 66. He was appointed by James I., governor to Prince Henry ; 
and having a considerable Knowledge of natural philosophy and chemistry, 
discovered alum mines on his estate near Ghuisbrough. His eldest son was 
created a baronet in 1620, but the title became extinct in 1681. His second 
son (Edward) was chaplain to James I., and died in 1 686. His next two sons, 
Thomas and James, took the part of the parliament against Charles I. 

. — ^The king sent letters into the bishopric, for the arrav of all men able 

to bear arms between 16 and 60.' The whole number who appeared on 
Oilesgate Moor was 8320 ; viz. : from Chester ward, 2667 ; Easington ward, 
1^4 ; Darlington ward, 2946 ; and Stockton ward, 1228. 

. — ^The county was visited this year by Sir. Ed. St. Oeorge, Norroy, 

and Henry St. John, Blewmantle, when 189 families registered their pedigrees, 
amongst which are found those of Thos. Burden and Thomas LambOTt of 
Stocl^n, Francis Fawle of Hartbum, Wm. Eden of Preston, Sir. Wm. Blaxton 
and Sir Thos. Blaxton of Blaxton, and Wm. Jenison of Winyard. 

1617. — K. James I., on his progress to Scotland, arrived, Apr. 17, at Auck- 
land, and on the 19th (Easter eve) entered the city of Durham in state. 
According to tradition, he is represented as arriving at the old Mud house in 
Tubwell Itow, Darljngton, on this journey, and opening the lodging-room 
window, he popped out his head to enquire "where ne had got to? " ''Dam- 
ton,*' was tne reply. "Damton!** exclaimed James, "Humph! — ^I think 
it's Damton i't' dirt." 

. — In the Hurworth register is the following entr^. — "Mr. Bichard 

Braithwayte and Mrs. Frances Lawson married May 4th, 1617." Mr. B. 
was the author of the celebrated poem, " Drunken Barnabie's Journal," first 
published in 1688, in which he is supposed to have given some portion of his 
own history. On his second marriage, he settled at Appleton, near Catterick, 
where he med in 1673, aged 85. He wrote an epitaph on his first wife. 
"Teiiis me gennit, tponsatam Wattru oepit, 

Oorpu Omdalium. Pectu Olympus habet." 
"Near Darlington was my dearo darling bome^ 
Of noble bouse, which yet bears honor's forme ; 
Teese-seated Sockbum, where by long descent 
Conyers was lord." 

1618. — ^A deed of bargain and sale, dated Dec. 11, was made from Francis 
Morrice and Francis Philips, of London, to Sir Bd. Grabham, of Great 

* From the above list it appears there were at this time 78 bugages. In 1846 (according 
to Hatfield's surrey), the number was about 40. 
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Wilford, df a dwelling-houfle and land at Stockton, pnriK)rting to be parcel of 
the DOflBeasionB of the late free chapel of Norton Sermitage (appropriated to 
the nnding of 2 candles of five shillings value in the chappel of Stockton), 
which T. Salvin, sometime chaplain, possessed ; stated to nave been lately 
dissolved, and by reason of the dissolution thereof, to have come into the 
hands of Edward YI. 

\Q20. — The Stockton corporation contested the right of anchorage and 
plankage with the bishop, who had a decree in the Durham court ^ cluuiceiy 
in his favour. It was proved that these duties were paid in the time of 
Henry YI., and that there was a staith in the outer court of the castle, which 
had onlv gone to decay within a few years past* Bp. Neile on this decision 
based these duties, and the metage.of coal and grain to the mayor. They 
have till lately been held by the corporation by lease for 21 years. ''All 
that port, haven, or creek, of Stockton, extending from the bar or low water- 
mark of the sea unto the wathstead, called Woraall wath, and the anchorage 
and plankage, &c. ; also all the benefit arising from the metage of coal, com, 
or grain,t and the profits from salt, fruit, victuals, or other merchandizes, sold 
by any manner of metage, imported to the said port." 

. — ^Attempts were maae in this and several followingyears to obtain 

representatives in parliament (to the number of 14), for the difieront boroughSy 
Ac., in the county of Durham. 

1621, November. — James Band, vicar of Norton, died ; he left 208. to the 
repairinge of Stockton (Norton) Bridge. 

. — ^The parish register of Stockton commences this year; that of 

BQlingham in 1670; Bishopton, 1653; Egglesclifie* 1639; Elton, 1678, 
Elwick Hall, 1602; Greatham, 1666; Grindon, 1666 ; Hart, 1677; Hartle- 
pool, 1666 ; Longnewton, 1664 ; Norton, 1574 ; Bedmarshall, 1669 ; Sadberge, 
1662; Sedffefield,1680; Great Stainton, 1661; Stranton, 1680; and Wol- 
▼iston, 1769. 

16S^. — Kirkleatham estate was conveyed to John Turner, after being (since 
the Conquest), successively in the possession of the families of Bruce, De 
Thweng, Lumley, and Belhisis. 

^ May 27. — ^The manors and lands of Tulthorp, Wynyard. and Thorp 

Thewles, advertised for sale by the co-heirs of W. Ckxton. They are described 
as ''fruitfuU of soile, and pleasant of situation, and so bewtified and adorned 
with woodes and groves, as noe lands in that part of the contrie comparable 
unto them.** They contained toeether 1800 acres, and were valued at £6400, 
and the woods at Fulthorp at £400. 

1624, June 6. — ^''Xpofer Simson, of Thomabie, laborer," was found murdered 
near Blackwell. Balph Simson, of Aldborough, his kinsman, being suspected 
of committing the murder, the jury caused him " to handle the bodye ; and 
upon his handlinge and movinge, the bodye did bleed both at mouth, nose, 
and eares." 

1626, December 16. — John Harperley, of Stockton, did penance in Norton 
church and Stockton chapel, ^ pro incest, cum Eliz. Wnght sorore uzoris 
suflB.'* '^The like penance,'' oroered to be made "at ye market crosses of 
Durham and Dameton," was commuted for £6. 

1630, July 1.— Dame Elis. Frevill, of East Morton, Sedgefield, left, by 
will, to the parish of Sedgefield, the yearly sum of £20, of which £12 was 
for the yearly binding of 8 poor children apprentices, the choice to be made 
for the first 2 years within the parish of Sedgefield, and the third year within

t On every laet of rye imported bj a buigew, 4d. } bj a non-burgeM, lOd. i on evwy 100 
deala, li. ; an apple oat of every buahel, fto. 
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the parbh of Bp. Middleham ; ''the which poor children, bo to be bound as 
apprentices, I expressly forbid, by this my will, to be put out to weavers or 
tailers, beeing poor trades." The remainder of the sum (£8) is to be given 
to 60 of the poorest people within the parish of Sedgefield, and 20 of the 
poorest 'within the parish of Bp. Middleham. [The custom is now to bind 2 
apprentices from Sedgefield, and one from Bp. Middleham, annually.] 

1632. — Sir Henry Vane, a distinguished politician, who had been knighted 
by James I. in 1611, purchased lands within the lordships of Baby and Bd. 
Castle. In May, 1633, he entertained at his castle at Baoy, Charles I. in his 
way to Scotland to be crowned ; and again in 1639. He died in 1655, aged 
69. He had 8 sons (the eldest of whom, Sir Harry Vane, was brought to 
the block by Charles II.) and 5 daughters. 

1633, June. — Charles I. on his progress to Scotland, remained 2 or 3 days 
at Durham with Bp. Morton, who entertained him and his retinue at an 
expense of £1500 a day. 

.—Brian Harrison, of Sedgefield, left £100 by will, "the interest to be 

given to the poor of Sedgefield every Sunday." 

. — ^Francis Forster, of Darlington, conveyed 2 houses in Northgate, 

with liberty to go through his other house and garths for water to the Skeame, 
for the use of 6 poor men or women, too old or infirm to labour, bom in 
Darlington, or resident there for 3 years; he and his heirs to repair the houses 
or pav 20s. rent-charge out of the other house and garth. [The cottages 
were lately occupied by 2 widows, placed there by the churchwiurdens.] 

. — The early books of Newcastle custom-house, commencing in this 

year, comprise the creeks of Sunderland, Hartlepool, Blyth, Stockton, and 
Whitby. Among the imports are great numbers or Elanders drinking glasses, 
" caggs of sturgion," Norway deals and capravens. Those capravens were ex- 
ported, with bricks, tiles, and spars and laths, to Holy Island, Stockton, &c. 
Besides the great exports from Newcastle, coals were exported from Hartle- 
pool, Stockton, Whitby, and Blyth. — (Arch, -d?Z., iii. 48.) 

, September 26. — James Bellassis, of Owton, whose monument remains 

(in part) in Stranton church, was fined £200 by the High Commission Court 
of Durham, for not having married his wife, Isabel Chavtor, according to the 
forms of the Church of England. — ("Acts of the High Commission Court 
within the Diocese of Durham," edited for the Surtees Society by Mr. 
Hylton Longstaffe.) 

, November 28. — Mary Daniell, for adultery with John Eden, was 

sentenced by the High Commission Court to do penance in the cathedral 
church at Durham ; in the churches of St. Andrew's and St. Helen's Auck- 
land ; and in the church of Billingham, " in lining apparrell, bare head and 
foot." 

1634. — ^The trustees of Alderman Henry Smith, of London, who had 
devoted a great portion of his estate to charitable purposes in any part of 
England, at their discretion, made a purchase of land and houses in Hartlepool 
for £500, the income arising from which was afterwards used for the benefit 
of the poor there. [In 1851 the rental of the property was about £300 per 
ann., and it has since increased considerably.] 

, April. — ** Gkorge Swallwell, of W olvestoun, yeoman," came under 

the consideration of the High Commission Court as "a Popish seducer." 
There were frequent depositions, and many witnesses. Charles Watson, of 
Wolvestoun, yeoman, deposed to attempts which he had made, about four 
years before, to seduce him from Protestantism ; soon after which, *' being a 
churchwarden of the parish of Billingham," he presented him for the ofiTence. 
1635, June 25, Swalwell was sentenced "to be committed to his Majestie's 
gaole, there to remayne dureine the pleasure of the Beverend Father, and 
Commissioners, and paie £40 tor a fine to his Majestie." Charges subse- 
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quentlj taxed to £4. 1636, April, " he and his hondsmen appeared, and were 
discharged gratis, and he alsoe in regard of his poverty." 

1634. — The author of " Certaine observations touching the estate of the 
Commonwealth, Ac.," when talking about the waste of woods, says, "It is not 
much nedefull for mee to bringe in many eicamples to prove mine assertion, 
for our own countrymen of Billingham, Norton, Stockton, Seaton, Hartlepool, 
and the inhabitants of Cleveland (since Wharleton Park was cut downe), and 
of all the villages between Dameton and the sea-side, and from the sea-side 
upon the coast to Sunderland, will generallie subscribe to mine opinion in this ; 
who (for the most part) are daily forced to buy their wooden instruments for 
tillage at other places, where they may be had, otherwise our countie might of 
necessity want that ahunda/nce of cam which is daylie soldnt Durhame, Auck- 
land, and Bd. Castle, which (for the most part) commeth from these places." 

1635, January 3. — There appears in the Norton church register a license 
granted by Archdeacon Clarke to allot the seats, and the parishioners are to 
be placed " in decent manor accordinge to there ranks, degrees, and qualities." 
In consequence of the above. Imp's Mr. Davison of Blaxton, shall sitte in 
the soate next unto the chancell one the north side, where he useth to sitt, 
and for his servants and tenants to sitt in the north porch, w*ch is called by the 
name of Blaixton porch. As for men-servants w'cn cannot read, we appoynt 
them for to sitt in the south porch, called by the name of Fettie porch ; and 
as for wome* servants for to be pUiced to kneele downe in the midle ally, nere 
the font. Order, signed And. Fern, vicar. Marmad. Chapman, Bichard 
Halliman, churchwardens. 

, June 20. — " Bargain and sale indented from Anthony Fleetham to 

Sowland Burden, of one oxgang of land in consideration of £132 purchase 
money ; livery and seisen witnessed by Sowland Wetherel, Thomaa Brown, 
and John Burden, clerk." 

. — " Mr. Fhineas Fette, master-shipwright to his Majesty, found mean 

entertainment at Stockton, though lodged in the maior's house, which was a 
mean thatched cottage." — Archceol, vol. 12. 

. — The odious tax of ship-money was first levied this year. Stockton, 

Hartlepool, and Sunderland, were charged with providing one ship of 200 tons, 
for the service of the state, maimed with 80 men, and double equipage, with 
ammunition, wages, and victuals, at an expense of £1850, levied by a rate on 
the whole county. 

1636. — A great flood in the river Tees. 

. — The plague raged this year at Bd. Castle, Ac. It began at N. 

Shields in October, 1G35; and between May 6 and December 31, 1636, there 
died at Newcastle, 5037 persons, and at Gateshead, 515. 

1637. — The manor of Acklam, with the villages of Airsome, Linthorpe, and 
Middlesbrough, waa conveyed by Sir. Matthew Boynton, Bt., to William 
Hustler and his son, as joint-tenants in fee. 

1637.—" Will. Buck and Eoger Stainthrope, two of Mr. Et. Lampton's 
■eamen, sittinge on the side of the vessell, called Lampton Folly, fell backwards 
over into the river, and were both drowned. They were buried [at Stockton], 
July 9th." — Chronicon Mirabile. 

1S38. — In the expedition of Charles I. to Scotland, 42 of the gentry of the 
county of Durham were charged with the equipment of light horse for his 
service. Amongst these were John Buck, of Sadberge ; Francis Eorster, of 
Darlington ; and Alex. Davison, of Blakiston ; the latter of whom was knighted 
in 1639, and lost his life during the siege of Newcastle, November 11, 1644, 
st the age of 80. 

1640, Au^. 28. — ^The Scottish army having entered England in a hostile 
manner to demand a redress of erievances, a great battle was fought between 
them and the Boyalists, at Newbuniy which ended in &Tour of the Scots, who 

H 
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took military poBBession both of Durham and Northumberland. A tax of £350 
a day was laia on the inhabitants bj the Scots, which burden continued till 
August, 1641 . In consequence of Durham being deserted by the king's forces, 
the bishop (Morton) fled to his castle at Stockton, which remained for some 
time in the possession of the Boyalists, but, shortly after, he removed into 
Yorkshire. 

1640, August 30.— The earl of Strafford issued an order to all sherifi, 
constables, &c., to bring as much butter, bread, cheese, and milk, as eould 
possibly be furnished, for victualling his Majesty's army; also to take away or 
destroy tdl the vfper mill stones in all the mills in the wiurd, that the milla 
may not be of any use to the Scotch rebels ; and to remoye cattle and other 
goods into places of safety, until the return of the king, &c. 

,October 1. — ^A conyention took place at Bipon, when commissioners 

were appointed by the English and Scots, to settle yarious matters in dispute. 
In the articles sgreed on, it was fixed : '' That the riyer of Tees shall be the 
bounds of both armies, excepting always the town and castle of Stockton,* 
and the village of Eggscliffe ; and that the counties of Northumberland and 
Durham be the limits within the which the Scottish array is to reside." 

— — , December 20. — Six soldiers were buried at Stockton from this date to 
May 6, 1641. 

1641, Peb. 12.— "Old Mother Midnight, of Elwick, buried."— JHiirf Begister. 
^ Sept. 13. — ^Bobert MacdoweU, curate of Stockton, killed by a fall 

from his horse, on Bamby moor. Bowland Salkeld succeeded him in the 
curacy. " During these unhappy times," Mr. Budd states that " Mr. Salkeld 

St the chapelry turned into a yicarage." At the Bestoration, he removed to 
reader at Gateshead, and afterwards got a living in Northumberland. 

, March 9. — ^Almshouses at Darlington for 6 poor men or women were 

founded and endowed by Francis Eorster. 

1642, April 4. — ^An order of parliament was made, that the sum of 
£1 2s. 8d. be paid to Sir H. Anderson and to the mayor of Stockton, "to be 
distributed to the several inhabitants of Stockton, in discharge of part of the 
billet-money due for the billetting his majesty's army." 

-*— , August 20.^The war commenced between Charles I. and his 
parliament. 

— , December 1. — The carl of Newcastle forced the passage of the river 
Tees at Fiersbridge, although opposed by a detachment of the parliamentary 
army under Hotham, and arrived at York with about 8000 men. 

1643, January 16. — About 600 of the king's troops, under the command of 
Col. Slingsly, were defeated at Guisbrough, oy Sir Hugh Cholmley, who was 
then governor of Scarborough Castle. Many were killed, am 15 taken 
prisoners, of which the colonel was one. 

, Pebruary 1. — Lieutenant-Oenerals King and Goring, coming from 

Newcastle with a great convoy of arms and ammunition, were " faced at 
Yarum with 400 foot, 3 troops of horses, and 2 pieces of ordnance, of the 
rebels, who fell upon them, slew many, took the rest of the foot snd many of 
the horse prisoners, with their ordnance and baggage." 

, February 14.— The following letter from Mr. Hylton, of Hylton 

Castle (who then commanded a regiment at Stockton), shows the state of the 
southern part of the county of Durham at this time: "For his much 
respected mend, Dr. Bazeer, att his house at Edgclyfie, del' this, — 

* " Stockton castle," it is remarked hj Surtees, "ia not recorded to hare stood any aiege. 
It was, in fact, only a strong post, or a fortified and moated manor-house, important solely aa 
commanding the passage of the Tees. The town was neither walled nor defensible." " The 
term of eoHle^ as applied to Middleham, Auckland, and Stockton, seems the courtesy of later 
times. The early charters are uniTersally, Apud Btokeion^ or in Mamerh Ko9iro, Ac." 
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Sir, 

I am by reaaon of eertaine eipeciall affairs to retreat with m j regiment for a season 
to Hartinpoole. Therefore I desire you wil be plensed to take the pains as to see the bridge* 
drawne every night on EdgcljiFe syde ; which will conduce very much to the countrey's, and 
^oar sdlety. And there bIkiU scents waile continually neere you, to certifie me of all proceed- 
mgs, and I shall take it from you as a courtesie, ever to oblige your friend and servant, 

Steekion, I4th of Fehruary, 1642-3. JoHK HxLTOir." 

16i3.— Yarm, in this year, was for a short time garrisoned by 400 of the 
parliament forces, but recovered by the earl of Newcastle, who reduced all 
the northern counties to the king; Hull being the only garrison in the hands 
of the parliament. — Graves, 

, August 22.— Sir William Fenny man died. He was governor of 

Oxford for the king, who created him a baronet in 1628. Marsk Hall was 
built by him in this reign. The Fennymans appear to have become possessed 
of the Ormesby estates at the latter part of the 16th century. 

1644, January 19. — The Scots again entered England, invited by the 
Parliament ; the tide qf affairs soon began to turn, and the battle of Marston 
Moor, fought July 2n3, proved fatal to the royal cause. 

, August. — " The earl of Calender, witn some of the Scots forces, took 

Hartlepool and Stockton, places of importance, for the parliament." — WhiU 
hek's MemariaU, 

, August 23.— Eowland Burdon, of Stockton, appointed to the office of 

bailiff of Stockton, wh. late belonged to Boger Carre, gent., deceased. Apud 
Sadberge. 

, September, &c. — Amongst the parliamentary sequestrations at this 

period, are the foUowing: 16th September, 1644, certificate for Eowland 
Burdon, that he is well affected to the parliament. — Eod. die. Eichard 
Melsonby app*ted to look to preserve the woods of Lieut. Coll. Tho. 
Davison att Wynyard and Fulthorp, for the benefitt of the Comonwealth.— 
Eod. die, Wajrr't for George Sayer of Preston, and Jo. Medcalf to give satis- 
faction to E. Burdon for a trespas on the tyth of Preston. Sept. 20.— Warrant 
for the D. and C. tenants in Stockton Warde to anpeare before us, High Con- 
stables, Bt. Johnson of Greatham and Thos. Welfoot of Bishopton. Dec. 
10.- Warrt. to sequester the goods of Mr. Philip Mallory at Norton. Feb. 
16, 1644-5. — Seq'r of Mr. Laurence Sayer and Leonard Stottsland in Preston. 
Letten to Eowland and Eobert Burdon four and a half oxgangs of land in 
Stockton, late belonging to Ed. Grubham, delinq. £15 10s. Feb. 28.— 
Letten to Eowland and Eobert Burdon all the demesne lands of Stockton, 
viz.y the Great Sumer-field, the Winter-field, Little Winter-field, Kelsey-hill, 
and the Parkes, £125 for a year. Dec. 11, 1645.— The same lett to G^. 
Lilbume, Esq., £166 for a year. Feb. 28.— The Thomes, Horseclose, and 
Intack, parcels of the demesnes, lett to Et. Guy, Bryan Crosby, Wm. IJsher, 
and Catharine Fowler, £25 per ann. — Eod, die. Letten to Ed. Wilkinson, 
of Paule Hartbum, one tenement in his possession, belonging to Mr. Et. 
Ellis, delinquent, rent 40 marks. 

The names of the following gentlemen of the neighbourhood, who were 
well affected to the royal cause, and some of whom held commissions in the 
royal army, are found in the list of those who compounded for their estates : 
Thoe. Davison, of Blakiston, £1412; Ea. Davison, of Wynyard, £400; J. 
Killinghall, of Middleton St. George, £440; J. Gamett, of Egglescliffe, 
£142; Ed. Morpeth, of Stillington, £90; Et. Place, of Dinsdale, £1 ISs 4d., 
and Hy. Chaytor, of Croffc, £100. Two several acts of parliament were 
passed in 1651 and 1652, for the sale of the estates of the following gentle- 
men, and otherSy who had refused to compound : John Hilton, Baron of Hil- 

• It a ia tnMKtim that the North arch was oat, and foroMd into a draw bridge. 
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ton ; J. Ayscough, of Middleton-on-Eow ; J. Errington, of Elton ; Mich* 
Pudsey, of Middleton St. George ; and Wm. Sheraton, of Elwick. 

1644.— "In this yeare there died of the plague in this towne [Eggleseliffe] 
21 people : they are not all buried in the church-yard, and are not in the 
register." — Eggleseliffe Far, Beg. 

.-— Eev. Philip Mallory (a son of Sir — Mallory of Studley), was 

ejected from the vicarage of Norton, and went to the West Indies, in Prince 
Bupert's fleet. Eowland Salkeld, curate of Stockton, to whom he had 
intrusted the management of his aifairs during his absence, neglected his 
duty, and, as Mr. Eudd informs us, got the chapel at Stockton " turned into 
a vicarage, which he secured to himself." 

1645.— In this year the plague made great havoc at Darlington. In April, 
and the 4 preceding months, there were 153 deaths ; and in and near Hur- 
worth there were, in July, 43 deaths. 

, Oct. 14. — The parliament ordered that Carlisle, Hartlepool, Stockton, 

and other garrisons in tue north be disposed of. Lieut. Col. Douglass was 
governor of Hartlepool at this time. 

1646, Feb. 3. — Letter of this date from the parliament of Scotland to the 
2 houses of parliament in England: "The estates of parliament of this king- 
dom have considered the desires of the honourable houses concerning the 
garrisoDS placed by the Scotish army in the towns and castles of Carlisle, 
Tinmouth, Hartlepool, Stockton, &c., expressed in the letter of the 13th Nov. 
last ; and have sent instructions to the commissioners to give such an answer 
to the honourable houses, as they are confident may serve most for promoting 
the cause wherein both kingdoms are so highly engaged, and carrying on war 
to the best advantage." 

, Aug. — A remonstrance was sent to parliament from Cleveland and 

other northern parts, on the insupportable burthen caused to the inhabitants 
by the Scottish and English forces. This was soon followed by a petition 
from the county of Durham, for the removal of the Scotch army, and an offer 
of a considerable sum to be paid to them ; and that they jnight send knights 
and burgesses to parliament. 

, October 9.— An order of parliament was made for the total abolition 

of episcopacy; and on November 16, for the sale of the bishop's lands. Bp. 
Morton had ^800 per annum voted to him for life by parliament ; but whilst 
he was able to subsist without, he declined to receive it, and when his 
neccessities grew pressing, only a portion of it could be recovered. He died 
in 1659, aged 94. 

, December 6. — The recompense to the Scots for their services being 

£200,000, it was this day agreed, that " the said money should be sent to 
York, and there told ; and £100,000 thereof paid at Northallerton, within 5 
days after it is told ; and when the money comes to Topcliff, the Scots should 
give hostages that they should quit all their quarters^ possessions^ and garrisons^ 
on the south side Ik^ne, Newcastle, Tinmouth (including the castle at Stockton), 
with all the arms, <fcc., within ten days, and upon performance, the hostages 
to be re delivered." — Bushworth, 

1647, February 26.— An order of parliament was made " That Stockton 
castle be made untenable, and the earrison disgarrisoned." Another order 
was made at the same time, " That the new works at Hartlepool be slighted, 
and the town disgarrisoned." On the 13th July following, the House of 
Commons passed a resolution " That the house doth concur with the Lords, 
that the works about Stockton castle made sithence these troubles be slighted 
and dismantled, and the garrison disgarrisoned." 

. — The following survey of the manor of Stockton, &c., was taken bj 

order of parliament this year:— "An exact survey of the manor of Stockton, 
and of the townepps thereunto belonging, viz : Carleton, Norton, and Stockton, 
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and Hartbume, made and taken by Edward Colston, and George Daile, gents, 
1617. Butt the court of survey was begunn by T. Sanders, Sam. Leigh, and Gt. 
Daile, by vertue of a com'on to them and us directed, 18th January, 1646-7, 
made from the honourable trustees in the sd. com'on named, authorised, with 
others, by two several ordinances of the high court of parliament, for the 
disposall of Archbishopps' and Bpps* lands, throughout the whole kingdom 
of England and dominion of Wales." 

The jury enquire into ye severall articles, and present with ye s'd com'rs as 
followeth, viz. : — 

" That the Bpp's Castle, situate at the south end of the towne of Stockton, 
by t!ie river Tease, is ruinous, and in great decay ; that the river is navigable, 
and within ten miles of the mayne sea. That the towne of Stockton is an 
antieut burrough, and markett towne b^ antient charters, but the markett 
unserved of late, it standing very dirty in winter, formerly a fair for 8 days. 
That the country is a champion country, very fruitful, though a stiff clay." 

" That the castle hath had a great moate abt. it, but the same is now, for 
want of cleansing, filled up in part, and within that moate hath heretofore 
been orchards and gardens, but all destroyed ; there hath likewise been a 
parke, but the same hath been disparked. That there belongeth to the s'd 
castle, good demesnes, worth per ann. as it is now lett, £218 Is. Id., viz,, a 
meadow or parke, lying under the castle wall, containing 20 acres, now lett 
for £ 19 Os. 4d. The Thorns, with the Intack, and Horse-close, cont. abt. 80 
acres, and the other ground ab't 20 acres, lett for £30 2s. 8d. The Parke-heads, 
45 acres ; Little Meadow Field, 40 acres, lett for £41 9s. 9d. The Great- 
Sumer field, 130 acres, and Winter field, lett for £82 18b. 7d. Kellsoe hill, 40 
acres, and Midnight hole, 40 acres, letten for £41 9s. 9d. Smithy hill and 
orchard, lying under the castle wall, is now lett for 10s. All which amounts 
together to £218 Is. Id. And by the testimony of severall upon oath the 
same is worth £280. That there is no wood growing upon any part of it, or 
in that part of ye country, nor is there any quarryes, mines, parkes, or sheep- 
rackes, within the said man'r, except the parke above-mentioned belonging to 
the Bpp. 

" That the Bpn. has the royaltyes of the river of Tease, as whales, sturgeons, 
purposes, or the like, taken on that side the river next the county of Durham, 
within the mannor of Stockton, and all wracks of the sea, but know not what 
they are worth : — not £oper ann. 

" That there is one water com milne, called Norton milne, which we are 
informed the ten'ts of the several townepps within the said man'r (save only 
Carleton), are tyed to grind all their come at; and that there belongeth to 
the said milne, 6 acres of meadow, the hay of which belongeth to the tenant 
of ye said milne ; but the herbage thereof, after the hay is taken off, belongeth 
to the inh'itants of the townepp of Norton ; which said milne is lett by lease 
unto Alice Armstrong, for 3 lives. And the copyholders within the s'd several 
townepps, by the custom of the s'd man'r, are to repaire the s'd milne with 
thatch and wall, and to scour the race and dame, when need requireth ; and to 
fetch such timber from time to time, from Crake-wood [near Osmotherley,] or 
elsewhere, within 12 miles distance from the said milne ; as also the mil-stones 
for the use of the s'd milne, from Balev-green or Walker-field, for which 
their service, every draught is to have 4d. per mile, and their men's dinners 
paid by the tenant ; other milnes we know of none within the s'd mann. be- 
longing to the B'pp. 

" That the sevrall ten'ts. of the aforesaid townepps (viz.), copyholders, are 
to do suite and service to the Lord's courts, and to carry his provision or 
household stuffe to Durham or B'pp Aukland from Stockton Castle (viz.). Id. 
per bushell, and 4d. per mile for every draught, and meat and drinke for men 
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and cattle. We know not of any relief or beriott ever paid unto anj B'pp 
after the death of any tenant. 

" That there are GO oigangs of land in Norton, the owners whereof (at 
such times as the B*pp. had his demesnes at Stockton in his owne possession) 
did heipe to wiun and mowe the hay, or otherwise to pay the sum of 40s. in 
lieu thereof, the service being six days worke. The tenants of Hartbumey 
pay yearly for service silver, Ss. Stockton to^Tiepp for the like, 88. 

" That the ffynes upon death or alienacon of copyholders are certaine, as 
we believe, and not aroitrary, for that time out of mind the several copyholders 
upon death or alienacon have paid a certaine sume to the lord of this manor, 
imposed upon them by the title of a sesse, which hath been always certaine 
upon every ten't, although some less than the annuall rent reserved, and others 
the full rent reserved, and upon others more than the rent, but all these cer- 
taine, as appeareth by the severall copyes of one and the same thing for a 
many discents. 

" That the woorks, customes, and service of the copyholders are little worth, 
and we know of no cottagers within this man'r. 

" That we know not what the profitts of the courts, wayfes, strays, felons* 
goods, wrecks of the sea, fynes, amerciaments, or other the like casualtyes, are 
worth per ann. unto the Lord. 

" That warrens, or forests, the Bpp. had none within this man'r. But his 
privileges, royaltyes, franchises, are great, as he had jura regalia within the 
county palatine of Durham. 

'* That the lord hath the right of presentacon of the viccaridge of Norton, 
and of the chapelry of Stockton. That there is belonging to the s'd viccarid^, 
glebe lands, worth £60 per ann., and the same is a manor, and keepeth its 
courts 2 times in the year, and ofbener if he please ; and one Brougn is the 
vicar there : his tythes are valued to be wortb £40 per ann. Housing he 
hath very convenient, and the same in reasonable good repair. That the 
liveing at Stockton is a poor pencon, and not worth above per ann. £30 or 
£35, or thereabouts."* 

1647. — The following fragment was written, apparently, about the period 
of the survey, and is supposed to be the paper alluaed to in the notef below : 
*' This castle standeth upon a brave river called Teeze, and hath been a very 
gallant sumer seate, very convenient, and all houses of offices, except brew- 
house and milnehouse, wthin the castle walls, which are built of freestone ; 
the bewtie of the house was wthin the squadron of the castle walls, and a 
dozen stables are wthin the walls, but (pittie) all in mine, the leades being 
taken off the stables roofes, to its great decaye. The demeasnes belonging 
to this castle, and menconed in the two ne-leaves, is rich land and lyeth very 
convenient to the castle, and hath been lett heretofore for £300 per tmn. 
The bam hath been lately built, and is a very large one, built of stone, and 
the decays very little. The materials of the castle are worth, to bee sould, 
£500 at least ; but wee shall give you a more pticuler account of it when the 
soldiers give workmen leave to view it."

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Axtieles of agrem'te condescended unto, concluded and fullie agreed upon the 
tenth day of June, in the SSrd year of the reigne of our Sovraigne Lord 
King Charles, Anno Dni., 1647. On the sev'^ pts. and behaulfs of we 
whose names are hereunder written, beinge the sevrall Jlshers or Jlsher' 
men of Stockton, upon the Biver Tease : — 

lmp*s. We, the tade Mr'nll fiahen or flshermen haTinge fonneriy had great disorder 
amongst as in the aade fishing, and espeoiallie because erery man had libertee to go to fishe 
on what grounds he pleased, and when he pleased, by reason whereof some grounds hare 
manie tjmes double the quantitie of cobbles and workmen that can oonTcnientlie be imployed: 
and other grounds Terye lewe or none at all: wh: we oonceiTe is not onUe greate damage 
to ourselTes in our trade of fisbinge, but alsoe to the Comonwelth: for the SToydinge whereof, 
and alsoe for the setling of a convenient orderlie and wholsome course and agreem'te amonest 
us, to be from hencefoHh duelie, truUe, and orderlie observed amongst us : we doe herebr 
■errally and respecterlie on our several pts. and behaufes covenant, pr'msse, and agree each with 
other as foUoweth : Fumt — that a third pte or soe manie of the Mde cobbles and workmen 
as by the approbac*on of the mair pte of the sade fishermen or workmen shall begin to fishe 
or worke accordinge to their trade at a certane place, ground, or grounds where such fishinge 
is used, oauled, and knowne by the several names of the Bank and Writh, and to fishe there 
or worke according to theire trade two ^hole tydes, and then to goe to a oertaine place oauled 
and knowne by tM name of Mandell, and lyekwise fishe there two whole tydes, and than to 
fyshe in anie place elswhere accostomed other two tydes, and then to come to the Banke and 
Writhe againe, and so p*seed in order. Seeondlie — another thirde pte in lyke manner to be- 
gin at Mandell, and fishe there two tydes; and in the elsewhere accostomed places two tydes ; 
at the Bank and Writhe two t^des ; and so p'seed in order. rAtr^jr— annoth'r third p'te 
in lyke manner to begin at or m the elsewhere accostomed places and fish there two tydes : 
and at the Bankes and Writhe two tydea, and at Mandell two tydes, and we p*seed in order. 
And laHlie, we, the sade severall fishers or fishermen, doe hereby on o*r severall pts and be- 
balfes severallie and respectivelye tye and binde o'rselves each to other and for every man to 
the maior pte of us that whosoever shall be refractorie hereafter and soe about avoyde this 
o*r agrem*te and order, and to fish oontrarie to this o'r affrem'te, shall forfite and pay to the 
maior part whoe shall observe the same, the sum of 20 snillings currant monie of England 
for every such default, and suffer such punuhment as the sade maior pte together with the 
approbac*on of the immediate maior then beinge shall think fittinge: And that this o*r order 
and agrem'te shal be and continue for us and our snocessors for ever hereafter, we binde o*r- 
selves as aforesade firmlie by these p'ntee. In witnesse and testimonies whereof we have 
hen unto put to o*r hands the day and yeare abovesade. 

Signed* and delivered to John Burdon for the use of us all, to be kept in the hands of the 
•evenll maiors for the Bunowe of Stockton according to true intente.

1648, March 24. — Stockton Manor was sold to Wm. Underwood and Jas. 
Nelthorpe, for £6165 lOs. 2^d. [In the books of the Halmot court, we find 
that a court of Jas. Nelthorpe, Esq., and Machabeus HoUis, was held at 
Stockton, April 7, 1656.] 

, October 19. — Oliver Cromwell and his army returned to Newcastle 

after the taking of Berwick, and on the 24th he was at Bd. Castle. 

, NoTember 24. — ^A petition and representation of the o£Scera and 

soldiers of the garrisons or Newcastle, Hartlepool, Ac., was presented at 
Windsor to Lord Gen. Fairfax, wherein thej charged the king with being 
** the occasion of a seven jf^ears' unnatural and bloody war, by deserting his 
parliament, and the principal author, contriver, abettor, and manager of ail 
the bloodshed, massacres, aevastations, and whatever ruins have befallen not 
oiily this kingdom^but also that of Ireland," declaring ''that all other endeavoun 

• A auA is added to eaoh name. 
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are to little purpose, while the grand delinquent is untouched, as being not an 
acceptable Bacrifice to the justice of God, and to offer him ought else, while the 
Agag is spared." 

1649. — " Pirates lay lurking up and down in these seas. One of them 
went into the river Tees, and took out of a yessell, as she lay on ground, 200 
firkins of butter, and went on shore, and took divers gentlemen ; but being 
pursued by a party of foot from Hartlepool, they left the gentlemen behind 
them, and got to their ships." — Whitlock. 

, January 27. — John Blakiston, M.P. for Newcastle-on-Tyne, son of 

Marmadiike Blakiston, vicar of Sedgefield, was one of the judges who signed 
the death-warrant of K. Charles I. He was bom at Sedgefield, in 1603. His 
sister Frances was the wife of Bp. Cosin. 

, October 2. — " Eichard Webb, captaine and governor of Hartinpoole, 

was sworne for burgess of Hartinpool, before John Waller, mayor," &c. 

1650. — On Oreatham marsh, near the estuary of the Tees, are the remains 
of ancient salt-works. Several of the farms adjoining the marshes pay a salU 
rent to the hospital. The award of this year states, that the Saltcotes ''were 
long since washed away, or rendered useless, by the tides of the sea," and re- 
duces the salt-rents to 8 loads per ann. 

, Feb. — "An Irish frigat boarded a Newcastle ship near Hartlepool, 

which the Q-ovemor, capt. Ed. Webb, seeing, caused some of his guns to be 
so planted, that they shot the Irish frigat through and through, and caused 
her to hasten away, and leave her prize behind, which came in safe to Hartle- 
pool."— ^Ai^ZocA:. 

, Feb. 2. — " John Sinitt, slain by Wm. Bunco, was buried." — Stockton

lo5l, March 12. — Captain John Denton was charjred before the bailiffs of 
Scarborough with piracy. William Batty, mariner, deposed that the prisoner, 
" captaine of a ketch, with one peece of ordinance and about 30 men," took 
the Amity, of Scarborough, between the roads of that port and Filey bay, in 
1649, and kept her until Eobert Eogers, her master, gave him ransom. 
Leonard Green deposed, that in the same year, about Christmas, " being a 
servant in a shipp being in Tees water," the prisoner and his men came on 
board, and carried away a bag of money, several suits of apparel, and nearly 
200 firkins of butter. We have here one of the many cases of piracy that 
occurred about this time on our coast. " The leading offender. Captain Den- 
ton," says the Eev. James Eaine (editor of the Surtees Society's 40tQ volume), 
"seems to have been another Paul Jones in these waters." In June, 1651, 
having been allowed by the obliging gaolers of York castle to go into the city, 
accompanied by a keeper, to dine with Captain William Thornton, horses 
were waiting for him at Walmgate Bar, and he got clear away. 

1652. — Stockton Castle was totally destroyed. 

. — Before the destruction of the castle, the borough bailiff used to be 

also keeper of the castle, and enjoyed the gardens, orchards, and pasturage, in 
Bishopholme, for 2 horses and 10 cows, and besides a patent fee of £6 1 ^is. 4d. 
per annum, with all other emoluments of office. The £6 ceased with the 
office of keeper. The steward of the bishop's court retained the 1 ds. 4d as 
his salary.

1652, March. — '* Jolin Fasmore departed this life, one Sunday, and waa 
buried on black Monday, 29th March. There was a star appeared in the 
south-east : ye sun eclipsed." — Sort Begiater, 

, June 19. — " Major Dimock Sadlington buried." — Stockton Oh, 

Better, 

1653, April 28. — ^An address presented from the county of Durham, to 
Lieut.-General Cromwell and his council, expressing their adherence to hid 
person and govemment. 

, July 5. — In Cromwell's 8 parliaments, representatives wfere formally 

summoned jfrom the county of Durnam, which haa previously been debarred 
the privilege on account of its palatine privileges. Hy. Davison represented 
the counter this year. The second (Sept. 3, 1654) had CoL B. Lilbume and 
George Lilbume as its members ; and the third (Sept. 17, 1656) Thos. 
Lilbume and Jas. Clavering. 

1657, May 15. — ^A writ of privy seal for founding a University at Durhami 
was signed Dy Cromwell. It had been obtained by petitions firom Northum- 
berland and Durham, but the University was suppressed at the Bestoration. 

, May 29. — ^Bd. Brantingam, of Sealon, oied, aged 106. 

1658. — ^At this period, ^ large, spacious fields and parcels of ground in the 
township of Stockton lay in common and undivided," and the uiares of the 
several proprietors were intermixed. Desirous of improving the same '^ for 
their b€»t advantage," they agreed to a division of the land, and for thatpur- 
pose referred themselves to Thos. Feirse, of Thornton ; Bt. Davison, Tnos. 
Ohipchase, and W. Kitching, of Norton; and Henry Barnes, of Dalton 
Piercy, the first three of whom gave in their award, Nov. 5, 1659. Some of 
the owners being dissatisfied with the decision, the Durham court of chancery 
was applied to, and Sir T. Widdrington, on Sept. 8, 1662, confirmed the awara, 
which secured to the bishop the same rents, fines, &c., which the land had 
been previously subject to. The land, amounting to 1565 acres, was allotted 
to the following persons, viz., J. Atkinson, J. Bunting, Alice and Jas. Burden, 
Eliz. and G. Burden, Leo. Calvert, Jas. Cooke, "Wm. JFewlcr, T. Goldsbrough, 
J. Harperley, T. and Jane Harperle;^, J. Jesson and Boger Fewler, J. Jenkins, 
J. Osbume, Ay. Swainston, J. Swainston, Jun., Mark Wapps, T. Watson, 
J. Welfoot, and B« Wright. — In the division of the Saltholme, one acre of 
the land assigned to T. Harperley was ''in consideration that the said T. Har- 
perley, his heirs and successors, shall for ever hereafter permit and suffer any 
that please to play at bowles in the usual and authorised place in the Salt- 
holme within tne said T. Harperley his allotment." [No traces of the bowl- 
ing green are now known.] 

1660. — Stockton sent its proportion of men (nine) to a muster of the militia 
on Chester moor. 

. — At the period of the Bestoration, Stockton is said to have been so 

poor a place, that the best house in it could hardly boast of anything better 
than clay walls and a thatched roof. In 1661, the Bev. T. Budd records, that 
there were but 120 dwelling-houses, and none of them of brick. In I66is the 
town contained 186 fEunilies, j70or and rich,

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1600. — ^Brjran Walton, a learned divine, was made Bp. of Chester, but died 
the following; year. He was a native of Seamer, near Stokedey, and published 
a polyglot bible in 6 vols, folio. 

, November 2. — John Coain, dean of Peterborough, was elected to the 

bishopric of Durham. He died January, 1671, aged 75. *' His hospitality, 
generosity, and charity," says Hutchinson, ''justly gained him the title of the 
most munificent prehite of his time.*' The see continued vacant nearly four 
years after bis death. 

1661. — Major John Jenkins, by will, dated Dec. 20, bequeathed to the poor 
of Stockton for ever, 52s. per ann., out of land in Stockton, left to his nephew, 
to be paid every sabbath da^ ; 12d. in white bread. Jenkins was a Welshman, 
and came into the north with CromwelFs army. He continued to reside in 
Stockton after the removal of the garrison. 

1662, June 14. — Sir Henry Yane, son of Sir H. Vane, secretary of state to 
Charles I., was brought to the block by Charles 11., who thought him dangerous 
on account of his political opinions. It is related of him, to his honour, that 
while treasurer to the Navy, his fees amounted to little less than £30,000 yearly, 
which he considered too much for a private subject, and generously gave up 
his patent (from Charles 1. for life) to the then parliament, desiring but £2000 
yearly, for an agent, the remainder to go to the public. 

, August 24. — Amongst the 2000 ministers who were deprived of their 

livings by the Act of Uniformi^, which came into operation this day, were, 
Et. Brough, V. of Norton, Wm. Pell of Ghreat Stainton, Mr. Hunton of Sedge- 
field, Mr. Bowey of Hartlepool, John Bowey of Elwick (a Scotchman), and 
Otto, Evanke of Great Ayton. The ministers of Bedmarshall, Eggleacliffe, 
and Darlington, who were also deprived, afterwards conformed, 

1668. — Sir James Fennyman created a baronet by Charles II., for his 
attachment to the royal cause. 

, October 23. — Before Sir James Pennyman, Balph Bobinson, of 

Cockerton, said, that he and others. Presbyters and Anabaptists, were to rise 
in arms on Tuesday, the 13th, and to meet on *' Woodam Moore in Bishop- 
rigg." One Jones, who was to command the horse of the bishopric, told him, 
about seven weeks before, " att Great Ackley," that the rising was to be 
through England, on the pretence " to pull downe all prisons, quitt all taxes, 
and sett upp liberty of conscience." Theodore Parkinson, taken at Yarm, 
was to be a trooper. "He (Bobinson) knew nothing of the day of rising till 
the sayd Parkinson sent him word from Stozlev by one Tho. Bandall, a 
Quaker living at Cockerton, that it was to be on the l3th." William Carter, 
living at or near Appleton, was to be a captain of horse. John Bobinson, of 
Worsall, and William Massam, of Famaby, were likewise engaged; and 
Christopher Milton, of Little Ayton, was to be a trooper. One Lassells, 
living near Osmotherly, was engaged. — ('* Depositions from the Castle of 
York,'* edited bv the Biev. James Baine for the Surtees Society, 1861.) 

, November 80. — John Meynel, of Thomabv, gen., deposed before Sir 

James Pennyman '' that one John Lascells, of Little Syddell, in the parish of 
East Harsley, did, about March last, say that the parliament that tooke away 
the king's life was legall and just, and did say to him in October last that he 
should see a sudden alteration of this present Government, and that very 
speedily. And the wife of the said Lascells did say that the king's court was 
noe better than a bawdie house." The Lascelles were enga^d in the Fame- 
ley plot of October, 1663, when the Presbyterians rose against the Govern- 
ment, with liberty of conscience as their chief watchword. — (See Surtees 
Society*s publications, vol. 40.) 

1664, March 25. — ^Nonconformists of Stokesley, Hilton, Seamer, Hutton 
Budb^, &c., &c.y whose names had been furnished by the local constablesy 
were indicted at York for not coming to church. 
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1664. — A third bell placed in the tower of Norton church, and inscribed 
** Yenite exultemus Domino, 1664, b. n.'* It was re-cast a few years ago. 
Of the other bells, one bears the date 1607, the other 1613. 

1666. — Petitions from the county of Durham were sent to parliament, for 
obtaining representatives; but the measure was violently opposed by Bp. 
Cosin ; and nis influence prevented it during his life. 

. — John Wells, of Stockton, was one of the tradesmen who issued brass 

and copper tokens in the reign of Charles II. The obverse has the king's 
head, with long hair, a la eavalierj crowned, oon says ys kiko ; reverse, JOHir 
WELS, 1666, IK STOKTOK ; there are two varieties of type. Eobert Jackson, 
another tradesman (mayor of Stockton 7 times), had a token* like that of 
Wells. SiiniUr tokens were issued at Hartlepool by Eoger Dobson; at Yarm 
by T. Parkinson and A. Sartan ; at Darlington b v Et. Coarson, Ed. Scaife, 
Mich. Middleton, &e. ; and at Biilingham by Ed. Chapman ; the last men- 
tioned had the king's head on one side, and the queen*s on the other. These 
tokens, coined for convenience, were called in on the issue of government half- 
pence and farthings, in 1672. 

y April '24. — Bp. Cosin granted a new (the last) charter for a market 

and fair at Stockton, confirming those of his predecessors, in 1310 and 1602. 

. — In this year Stockton is said to have contained only 136 families, 

poor and rich, 

16C7. — Marsk Cross erected about this time, when, according to tradition, 
the plague having nearly depopulated Guisbrough, the market was removed 
to Marsk. 

f June. — Hartlepool ^was garrisoned with soldiers, fears being enter- 
tained of a descent on the eastern coast by the Dutch fleet ; the following is 
extracted from a letter of Sir Thos. Davison's to the bishop (dated Sunder- 
land, July 19) : — " The Maior of Hartlepoole tells me of an exnresse he had 
just then from Whitby. The contents of it were, that two Hollands men-of- 
warr had th^ eveninge before attempted the taking two ships out of Whitby 
road, but were beaten oflf; but that which most moved him, as he said, was a 
Hollands man-of-warr, who that verie evening was come within shot of Hart* 
lepoole, and had just then sent his long-boate within Teesmouth as fSur as the 
inner buoy, as they conceived, to plum the harbour, and upon his retume^ 
they fear'd a resolution of that and severall other ships for landing." When 
Sir Thos. came to Hartlepool, he found only one single man-of-war, and re- 
mained till he went off to sea. He concludes, '* May all our alarums for the 
future prove such parturiunt monies, &c." 

1668, June. — ^A violent storm, and considerable loss of shipping on the 
east coast. 

, June 24.— Died Mrs. My. Wivill, wife of Thos. Wivill, of Spenithom, 

and daughter of Chr. Place, of Dinsdale. She left by will, £6 yearly towards 
th^ relief of the poor inhabitants of Dinsdale. 

, Oct. 12. — Samuel Eand, M.D., a former master of Greatham hospital, 

save a reut-charge out of land of £6 to the poor of Greatham. The money 
18 applied to the apprenticing of poor children belonging the township. 

1669, Nov. 8.— tSttract of a letter from the Eev. Dr. Basire of "Eaglesclifte" 
to the Bp. of Durham:— "From thence" (Felton) "I returned to Newcastle, 
where I did earnestly entreat the present major, Mr. Davison (a good man) 
to have a speciall care of three things, the maintenance of the orthodox min- 
isters, the choice of a good schoolemaster, well principled, and the suppression 
of Conventicles, whereof one was kept ye Sunday before (Oct. 17) at rringle's 
lodgings (M'sse. Shaftoe's house) vom 4 to 8 in the mom. The major

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promised mee that upon information he will proceed effectually. At mj re- 
turn to Durham, I met with the noise of a crewe of highway rohhers (Barwick, 
they say, the ringleader) who have beene so bold as to attempt sundry houses, 
as that of Mr. Peacock's, neare Durham ; Mr. Barker, neere Pearce Bridge ; 
and Mr. Pearceson, minister of Great Stainton. Thence being removed hither 
to Eaglesclifte (to reside with my family for a time), on Saturday last, 3 of 
us had a meeting at Sir George Yane's, where was Mr. Ba. Davison, where 
we resolved to send to the justices of those wards, to whom it properly be- 
longs, to order watches, &c., about the' places of their haunts, which, if neg- 
lected, wee will take the last course we can. Meanwhile we have bound to 
the good behaviour, and to the next sessions, two notorious harbourers of 
those leude persons (one Buttrick, by name, of Haughton, neere Darlington), 
and by them we have made some discoveries : one Orde, a notorious mate of 
those robbers, I found in the gaol of Durham, to be one of my auditours on 
Sunday was the fourtennight." — JBasire's Correspondence, p. 282. 

1670. — Henry Jenkins, of Ellerton upon Swale, near Gatterick Bridge, 
who lived to the extraordinary age of 169 years, died this year. He retained 
his faculties to the last ; but as he was bom before parochial registers were 
kept, no parish would support him, so that he subsisted by begging. He was 
buried at Bolton, and in 1743 a monument, with a suitable epitaph inscribed, 
was erected to his memory. 

1671. — ^The ^Friends' meeting-house at Norton was built about this time; 
their register of marriages, births, and burials, commences this year. George 
Fox, the founder of the sect, commenced his ministry in 1647, but does not 
appear to have visited Norton or Stockton ; the only notices he gives in his 
journal of this part of the country, are on his visits to the north in 1653, 
1657, and 1668. "In 1653," he says, ''after I had visited friends in that 
county [Cumberland], I went through the countries into Bishoprick ; having 
large meetings by the way ; and a very large meeting I haa at Anthony 
Pearson's,* vniere maOT were convinced." In 1668, "we went from York to 
Burrowbridge, where I had a glorious meeting. Thence we passed into the 
Bishoprick to one Bichmond's [at Heighington], where there was a general 
meeting ; and the Lord's power was over all, tho' people were grown exceeding 
rude about this time. After the meeting we went to Hy. Drapers,* where we 
stay'd all night ; and the next morning a friend came to me, as I was passing 
awa^, and told me if the priests and justices (for many priests were made 
justices in that country at that time) could light on me, they would destroy 
me." 

1672. — John Bogers licensed places of worship in Stockton and Darlington 
during the short indulgence granted by Charles II., and at these places, and 
throughout Teesdale, preached with great success. Mr. B. was one of tbe 
ejected ministers, having been deprived, in 1662, of the living of Croglin, 
given to him by Lord Wharton ; he had previously held the curacy of Bd. 
Castle (1644-1660). He was intimate with Sir Henry Vane (who sometimes 
rode over from Baby to attend his ministry), and died at Startforth, in 1680. 

, Sept 26. — ^^ark Errington, of Stockton, Esq., was admitted a free 

burgess of Hartlepool. 

1673. — An act was passed to enable the county and city of Durham to send 
two representatives each to parliament. 

. — Croft Bridge, over the Tees, consists of 6 large arches, and a smaller 

arch on the southern side. The boundary stone placed on it, is inscribed 

" DXJir.) CONTBIByAT KOBTH BID. COM. BBOE. BT OOIC. DUNBL. BTATV. APUD 

BBSS. yxBQ'B OBK. PAC. AK. DO. 1673." It conncctsthe counties of York and 
Durham, and was described in 1541, in a "Briefe for the reparacion," ^.^ as

1673, May 14.— Wm. Hustler of Acklam knigked by Charles II. Acklam 
Hall was built about this time. 

, October 1. — John Harrison, a cripple, killed Tho. Smailes, a glazier, 

with his crutch, at Seaton Carew. He was hanged at Durham the following 
assizes. 

1674, October 20. — An extra duty of 2d. per last, on com imported into the 
borough of Stockton, ordered by the corporation, " which said 2d. a last shall 
be employed towards ye repairing ye common causey ways within ye said 
burrough." Other alterations were made in the plankage dues. 

, November 10. — Dr. Nathaniel Crewe (aJterwards Lord Crewe) was 

translated from the see of Oxford to Durham. He held tbe see of Durham 
47 years, and died September 18, 1722, aged 88, leaving a considerable portion 
of bis property for charitable purposes. 

1675, June. — ^The first election of representatives for the county of Durham, 
imder the act of 1673, took place. The candidates, John Tempest, of Durham 
(1034 votes); Thos. Vane, of Eaby Castle (856): and Sir Jas. Clavering, Bt. 
(747). The first two were elected. Mr. Vane died of the small pox 4 days 
after, and was succeeded by his brother, Chr. Vane. The election for the 
city was delayed by technical, difficulties until 1 678. 

. — ^This year there ** was an extraordinary great drought, both summer 

and winter, for tbe Sunday after Martinmas I was at Sadberry, and being 
pinched with my shooes, I came from Longnewton-mour into Orainge-field in 
my stoking feet along the horse-road, and truly I verily think one could not 
have sone over their shooes, if they had sought a place a purpose, and con- 
tinued so till Christmas." — Stock's Memorandum-book.* 

. — A pestilential disease called the " Jolly Eant" raged this year in 

Newcastle and the neighbourhood ; there died of it 924 persons. — Brand. 

1676. — Kirkleatham Hospital was founded and endowed by Sir W. Turner, 
for the maintenance of 10 old men and 10 old women, 10 boys and 10 girls; 
the children after receiving a good education to be bound out apprentices; the 
old people to be admitted at the age of 63 and the children, at the ages of 
8 and 1 1, to leave at 16. It was to be under the management of a chaplain, 
master and mistress. In a large room, 60 feet long, is the library, containing 
many scarce and valuable books ; and a museum containing shells, minerals, 
fossils, antiquities, &c. The Hospital Chapel, an elegant building, was erected 
by Cholmley Turner in 1752. 

, Oct. 12. — ^Dr. Isaac Basire, rector of Egglescliffe and Stanhope, died. 

Puring the civil war he escaped to the king, but was afterwards taken, and 
confined for some time in Stockton castle. 

1677, Feb. 1. — "At a meeting of the company of drapers and taylors within 
the citty of Durham, It is unanimously agreed by all the freemen of the 
sayd company then present (being 58 in number), that it will be to the 
prejudice, damage, and ruin of this cittv and corporacon (as they for manj 
apparent reasons conceive), if Stocton should be incorporated, and therefore 
the wardens are desired to signify the sence of this company to Mr. Mayor 
accordingly, and that this corporacon are resolved to joyne with the rest of

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the trades within the cittj of Durham, in peticoning the Lord Bpp. and in 
writing to both {)arlianieDt men for the county palatyne of Durham, to 
prevent the granting of a charter, or procuring an act of parliament for 
incorporating the town of Stockton." [Stockton being a town corporate hj 
prescription, it does not appear what circumstance had given rise to the fears 
of the good citizens oi Durham.] 

1679, Februarj 24. —Sir Eobert Eden, Bt., and John Tempest were elected 
M.F.B for the county of Durham ; Chris. Yane was the unsuccessful candidate. 
Another contest for the county took place in August, when Wm. Bowes and 
Tho. Featherstonhalgh were elected, in opposition to Ghr. Yane and Sir Mark 
Milbank, Bt. At the next election (February, 1680) Bowes and Featherston- 
halgh were re-elected, and Yane rejected. 

. — Christopher Peares, of Thornaby, gentleman, was indicted at York, 

for saying, on the 3 1st of March, '' I heare there is a new assessment comeing 
forth, which is strange, for 1 believe there is noe act of parliament for itt, and 
this assessement hath been demanded in the bishoppricke of Durham, but thej 
denyed to pay itt." The many taxes imposed by Charles II. were excessively 
distasteful to the people, especially as the money raised by them was practically 
wasted. — (Surtees Society, vol. 40.) 

, April. — Sir George Yane, second son of the first Sir Hy. Yane, and 

ancestor of the Wynyard familv, died at Longnewton. 

1680, October 16. — The trade of Hartlepool having declined, the principal 
officers of the customs were removed from thence to Stockton. The first 
custom-house was situated in the Bed Lion yard.

1680, December. — ^' In this month, about the 18th day, appeared a mighty 
dreadfull comet or blazeing star, about nor-west, and continued all winter, to 
the amazement of many people, it being of so great length and breadth, and 
the summer after was a most terrable drought, and great scarcity of hay and 
grass, it made the poor cattle lowe would have pitied me to have heard them." 
Stock. 

1681, August. — ^A riot took place at Aislaby, in the parish of Egglescliffe, 
in which Fishgarth dam (or wear), which crossed the river near that place, 
was destroyed. It appears from the information of Francis Bunney, of 
Newsam, joyner, that he, with other 60 or more persons, was engaged at the 
expence of Wm. Bowes, Esq., of Streatlam Castle, to assist in pulling down 
the dam, and that they " did pull up, and breake down with sawes and fuies, 
soe much of the saide dame as they could, and if not prevented by the height 
of the water, they would have pulled down the whole," — "and that all or 
most of the said persons were armed with guns, pistols, swords, and other 
offensive weapons." A certificate follows to the same purpose, signed by 4 
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magistrates, ona of whom was maior of Stockton. The dam is stated to belong 
to Sir H. Marwood, Bt., and Tim. Maaleverer, Esq. The rioters met by beat 
of drum, and did ^* diseharse seyerall guns or pistofs at the Fishgarth, and also 
tbreathened to bume the dwelling house of one Chr. King, erected there ; ** 
howeyer, "as soone as they had done what they could at the pulling up of the 
said dam, thej immediately dispersed, and returned peaceably to their respec- 
tiye dwellings." — ^The offence to Mr. Bowes, the owner of Fishgarth, was, 
that the dam preyented the fish firom running up the riyer. What were the 
further proceedings is not known, but there has oeen no dam at Eishgarth for 
many years ; some remains of it are said to be still yisible. 

1682. — Almshouses, for the conyenient lodging of poor persons belonging 
to Stockton, were erected about this time, as appears b^ the license of Bp. 
Crewe. Mr. Eudd, curate of Stockton, s^km^ of himself, says, " In hii 
time, and by his procurement, was the hospital built: the principal benefactors 
were Margaret Bailey (grandmother of Mr. W. BaisbecK), Mr. John Stope, 
Mr. Mw. W iggoner, but especially Mr. Jas. Cooke, alderman, son of Jas. 
Cooke, alderman: he finished the same, and at his death gaye £100, to be lent 
at interest toward maintaining the poor yearly, which shall be placed therein." 
This interest was rogularlypaid till 1725, when John Cooke, son and. one of 
the executors of Mr. Jas. Cooke, died insoWent ; and soon after that time 
Mrs. Lucy Dalston, of Acorn-bank (Westmoreland), widow, the other executor 
and daughter of the said Jas. Cooke, that ^Hhe charity intended by her father 
might not altogether be defeated, gaye the sum of £50 to be applied in the 
same maimer, so as the same be accepted in lieu of all claims," Ac. 

, Noy. 11. — Thence [from Hartlepool] to Gretham. . Thence 

to Billingham, the ale whereof is notea in Northumberland, Durham, &e. 
Through Norton to Stockton, which has a pretty town-house and handsome 
buildings, but of no antiquity, but yery prettily coyered with Dutch tiles. 

12, Die Dom. The yicar (this being only a chapel of ease) preached from 
Ps. xxxiy. 9. — "Fear the Lord;" showed prettily how apt we are to fear 
such things as are seldom obseryed, or that appear in an extraordinary manner, 
as eclipses, lightnings, thunders, &c., which proceed eyer from natural causes, 
aofd yet how fear makes them arguments to fear the Lord, who made the 
heayens and earth ; and then for comets, apparitions, whales, what stranse 
effects they haye upon yulgar apprehensions, and then gaye a lash or two at the 
poor Dissenters, if not at serious piety, under the odious name of Presbyteri- 
ans, full of fears and needless jealousies and tumultuary petitions; "but,'* saith 
be, " if we did but aright, fear the Lord, we should not need to fear the Pope, 
or French, or Presbyterians." After dinner, I thought to haye rode some 
miles to a sermon, but could not hear of one in the whole country ; so went 
to hear the town minister, after prayers, catechise children, uid expound, 
which I am glad to obsenre, in a plam, profitable manner, for instructing the 
yulgar ; he was upon the eighth command, and haying before insisted upon 
the seyend sorts of stealth, thefts, robbing, onpression, sacrilege ; and shewed 
well the reason of all this to be from want of content with the state and con- 
dition wherein God has set us, and adyised yery honestly to that great duty 
from the danger of the contrary error, which without repentance would ruin 
the soul, which was more worth than the whole world. 

13. — Morning uppretty early; ferried oyer the riyer at Stockton, thence to 
Acklam, where Sir William Hustler has a pretty seat, then through a blind 
cross-road to Marton, a church town, and thence aver the had moors to GKs- 
borough, famous for a stately abbey, and the ruins whereof discoyer it to haye 
been a spacious and stately fabric. — Diary of Balph Thoreeby^ yoL 1. 

16Hd. — ^A commission from the Exchequer established 3 free quays at 
Stockton, which were to haye the exdusiye benefit of shipping or landing 
goods. Their length together was 1030 feet, and they extended fi^m the 
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Bouth aide of James Cooke*s quay to the north side of Thomas Crow's (now 
Ingledew's) quay. The port is described as a member of the port of Newcastle- 
on-Tyue, ana Its limits are stated to be from Blackhall-rocks to Kuntcliffe- 
foot, and up the ** Tease" to Stockton Ferr;^. [An alteration was made in the 
limits of the port, Oct. 18, 1729, giving its extent form Ejhope Nook to 
Huntcliffe*foot, and up the river to Yarm bridge.] 

1683.—" A most terrable frost, and much snow, began about the Litter end 
of November, and continued till about the middle of February." — Stock. In 
this frost there was a tent built on the Tees, and a whole sheep roasted upon it. 

1684, January 25. — ^A son, and two daughters of John and Margaret Brass, 
living near Ferryhill, of the respective ages of 18, 20, and 11, were murdered 
by Andrew Mills, their father's servant, aged 19, without any apparent motive, 
but under the influence of a sudden insane impulse. He was executed (Aug. 
25) near to Ferryhill, and afterwards hung in chains. 

, March 16. — ^Et. Byerley, of Middridge Orange, and Wm. Lambton, 

were elected M.P.s for the county of Durham, without opposition ; and again 
in 1688. 

, September 9. — ^A general muster of the train bands of the bishopric 

of Durham took place. 

1685. — Norton church received the secular priests expelled from Durham. 

. — ^About this period, George Booke, a quaker preacher, was summoned 

before the mayor of Stockton, and on his refusal to ta&e the oaths of allegiance 
and supremacy, or enter into bonds for his good behaviour, and to appear at 
the next quarter sessions, was committed to Durham jail until the sessions, 
when still refusing to take the oaths, he was again committed to the custody 
of the jailer. " About a month after," he says, " our friend Bobert WardeU 
came to the city, and spoke to several of the justices for my liberty, and 
obtained it, that I should go home, and stay till they sent for me, which they 
never did." 

1687, Dec. 18. — ^'^ A most terrable storm, both by sea and land, out of the 
nor-east, which sunk or put ashore about 50 saile of ships which came out of 
Yarmouth roads the day before, whereof three was lost belonging to Stockton, 
and other three or four saved with great difficulty ; no men lost but John 
Bainbridg*and Bt. Lambart, who was washed overboard near Sunderland, out 
of Bichard WooAmoAt:* Stock. 

1688, March 2.— Sir Marmaduke Wyvill, Bt. (who purchased of Bobert 
Sayer, of Stockton, gent.), granted several lands and a free fishery in Preston, 
to George Witham, Esq. ; and to the same G. Witham, Sir Wm. Wyvill, Bt., 
in 1683, granted " all that manor or lordship of Preston-on-Tees." In 1702^ 
Geo. Wytham, Esq., devised his lands in Preston to his grandson, W. Wytham, 
In 1722, Wm. Wytham granted the manor of Preston to Sir John Eden, Bt., 
whose great-grandson, Sir Bt. Eden, conveyed the estate to David Burton 
Fowler, Esq. Mr. Fowler, who died in 1828, bequeathed the estate and manor 
to his great nephew, Marshall Bobinson, Esq., who took his name, and is the 
present proprietor. 

, July. — ^Thos. Thompson, the first regularly appointed minister of the 

protestant dissenters at StooLton, was ordained and entered upon his office. 
He had just finished his education under Mr. Frankland, at Natland, near 
Kendal. He died Mar. 24, 1729, aged 67, and was succeeded by his youngest 
son.

1689.— Thos. Baker, rector of Longnewton, having refused to allow his 
curate to read K. William's declaration of liberty of conscience, and also 
having declined to take the oaths to Wm. and Mary, surrendered his rectoiy. 
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[Mr. B., who was a celebrated scliolar, and Engliali antiquary, was a native 
of Crook Hall (Durham), and died at St. John's College, Cambridge, July 2,

1689, April 24. — Jl fire took place at Stockton, "in the stable of Jane Swain- 
ston, which burnt the stable, and 4 raire horses, and a saddle, and what belong 
to it cost 40 pound of a captaine's and his men, who came with him to lodge 
there but that nieht — ^it came by one Mr. Barwick, which carried a candle to 
see the horses, who himself struggled with the fire till he was so burnt that 
he died within 8 or 4 days after — but the mercy of God was great, being a 
sweet calm night, if it had blown, many houses would certainly have been 
burnt, being the throngest phice of the town." — Stock. 

16Sk), Jan. 11. — "A severe storm — two ships from Tease, one of thfem was 
lost, both men and passengers drowned, a sweet young man, the maister, named 
John Heron." — Stock. 

f March 10. — Sir Et. Eden, Bt., and Wm. Lambton, were elected 

M.P.8 for the county of Durham. 

, Apr. 15. — ^Eichard Lord Lumley created Earl of Scarborough. 

1691, MiEur. 2. — " About 10 o'clock at night there happened another fire in 
the backside of Thomas Eoutlas, a house next the Dove-coat, who was drising 
flax with a candle, but being a calm close night, burnt nothing but a little 
house where it began." — Stock. 

i July 26. — ^The Eev. Thomas Eudd, curate of Stockton, was inducted 

into the vicarage of Norton, vacant by Mr. Davison refusing to swear allegi- 
ance to William and Mary ; "yet was he so kind to his old worthy master, 
as that he freely permittea him to continue in the vicarage house, and enjoy 
all the profits as formerly, he finding a curate, and only reserving for himself 
the profits of the chapelry of Stockton." 

1092. — Stockton this year contained 350 families, besides the poor. 

. — Sir Wm. Turner, Bt., died. He bequeath^ JBSOOO for founding a 

free school at Kirkleatham, with salaries of £100 per ann. to the master and 
£50 to the usher. The school-house was buUt by Cholmley Turner in 1709, 
but has long since ceased to be a seminary. The school estate consists of 553 
acres of land, at Brearton, in the county of Durham. [Sir W. Turner was 
Lord Mayor of London in 1669.] 

1693.— Waggon-ways were now first used on the river Wear. They were 
used at a mucn earlier date on the Tyne. 

1694. — ^The Eev. Mr. Lumley left in trust for the curate of Ouisbrough, with 
various conditions annexed, the rent of a farm house and 60 acres of land ; 
and to the poor of the hospital the rent of a house in York, worth above £20 
per ofni., nrovided they daily attend the church and receive sacrament monthly. 

1696, Ifov. 11. — Sir Wm. Bowes and Wm. Lambton were elected M.F.s 
for the county of Durham, without a poll. 

1696. — Great inconvenience sustained this and the former year from the 
depreciation of the silver coinage by clippers and counterfeiters; the old 
money was called in, but, says Stoci, ** a sad time we had, for a man could 
not take any money* but if kept 2 or 3 dayes but he was sure to lose consider- 
ably by it; one while noe money must go but half crowns, then within a week 
or 2 nothing but shillings that weighed lid., and sixpences that weighed 5d., 
and then nothing but new money, and long it was ere we could get it in the 
northern part, and those that had it might have bought any thing much 
chraper than those that had but old money, and ginnes went at 30 sh. a great 
while, and then came to 22 all on a sudden, so that many lost more by gold 
and money than in several years they were able to redeem.*' 

1696. — The custom-house at Stockton was removed from the Eed Lion j^rd 

to Einkle-street, in consequence of the inconvenience of the former situation. 

1697.— "Mem. that the collectors for the Eoyal Aid Sess in the year '97, 

J 
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cheated most abominably the town of Hartinpoole, gathering the value of yt 
where it was not due." — Hartlepool FaroohuU Eegister^ 

1098. — Sir B. Eden, Bt., and Lionel Yane, elected M.P.S for the county of 
Durham. Eden had 1371 votea, Vane 967, and W. Lambton 804. 

1699. — ^The learned antiquary, Ghr. Hunter, M.D., a native of Medonudey, 
resided at Stockton about this time, and practised as a physician. He waa 
married in 1702, and a few years afterwaros removed to Durham. He died 
at TJnthank, 1757. 

, July 8. Chr. Vane, of Baby, created Baron Barnard of Bd. Castle. 

, July 21 . — The first Dissenters* chapel, built in Stockton, was opened 

by Thos. Thompson, the minister. The society had previously met in a room 
on the^outh side of Bolton House yard. The scite of the new building, 
which measured 14 yards by 10, formed part of a close called Mill Ghuth, and 
was purchased of Hy. Burden for £18 (about Is. lO^d. per square yard). The 
chapel was calculated to seat about 180 persons. 

, Oct, 17. — Differences having ansen at Stockton relating to the elec- 
tion of their Mayors, an Order of the Borough Court was made, pointing out 
the antient customs and rights of the electors. The mayor was elected by a 
majority of the burgesses or owners of houses, dx;., holden by burgaee tenure. 
Tkt burgages were not all of equal size, and many of them were sm>-divided, 
but " there can be but one voate for any one ourgage, nor can any person 
tho' he hath several burgages sive more than one voate;" and where a burgage 
is divided, the holder of a half bui>eae[e may voate every other year, he that 
hath a fourth every fourth yeari and he that hath the eighth every eighth 
year, and '' so in course according to such proportion of the whole burga^.*' 
" No person can be qualified to voate before a fine taken of the premises, 
according to the custom of the court, and be sworn to the Fealty. Other 
matters of minor importance are included in the Order.

. — " A long summer, which began the 1st or 2nd of March, and con- 
tinued till the last week of October. Corn ffood and plentiful. The best 
wheat at Martinmas, half-a-crown a bush., much meadow ground never mown 
because it would not defray the charge." — Stock, 

1703. — ''All things was verv cheap : butter was but lOs. a firkin ; best wheat 
half a crown a bushel ; best beef I8d. a stone ; and all things, both for back 
and belly, was so cheap as was never known by any now living. In this year 
also there was one iudgment befell the nation ought never to be forgotten, which 
was a most terrabie hurricane of wind and storm upon Sat. mommg (it began 
at midnight), Nov. 27, wherein many thousand pound damage was done both by 
sea and land, but it was not so dreadfull here as it was about London. — StocL 

1704. — A free schoolroom built at Great Ayton for the education of 8 poor 
boys, by Mich. Fostgate, yeoman. The building, being in a ruinous state, 
in 1785-6 taken down, and a poor houae erected, by subscription, on its 



site, appropriating one commodious room for the school. [In this school 
Capt. James Cook received the rudiments of his education.] 

, July 18. — George Buck of Sadberge gave by will jBLOO, to be laid 

out in lands, three parts of the profits to be paid yearly to the poor of Dar- 
lington, and the fourth part to the poor of Sadberge. 

1704-6. — ''Three such winters together for fine warm weather hath seldom 
been known," — Stock, 

1706. — ^In the preamble to a charge, the Steward of the Borough Court, 
Stockton, took an opportunity of recommendins; the building of a Church, re- 
calling to their remembrance what Mr. Budd had lately said in a discourse 
upNon the subject. " He told us," he adds, " in what a flourishing condition 
this place is now in ; how much improved of late years ; what faur, fine, and 
stately houses most of us have lately built ; and how much the number of in- 
habitants as well as estates and traiaes are increased ; and forgot not to put 
us in mind of what an inconsiderable trade, and in how mean cottages we, and 
our ancestors, were contented with." 

1706, Feb. 4. — ^An agreement for a highway along the riverside at Stockton 
was made and signed this day : — 

" Whareas diTen debates and differences hsTe lately risen amongst us and other the inhabi- 
tants of the Burrough of Stockton, touching the stopping up and repairing of a highway at 
the Bast-end of our respeotiTe Burgages, adjoining to the riTcr Teese. Now for preTcnting 
the like differences for the future, we the sereral owners of the said respectiTe Burgases ad- 
joining to the said riTer, do hereby acknowledge that there was antiently a common Highway 
for oart and carriage OTer or along the said Burgages, near the said riTer, from Finkell stivel 
unto the street at the south-end of the Town, adjoining to Mr. Alderman Cook's keay, lead- 
ing to the ferry-boat, and that we and our heirs or assigns will for erer hereafter not only 
frMlT permitt and suffer the said way to be used accordingly with cart and carriage by all 
inhabiUnts or Burrow-holders of or within the said Burrow, but that we will also put the 
aame into good repair, the same at our sereral and respectiTe charges thorow our respective 
grounds. In witness whereof, Ac.,

, Nov. 20. — The following dues were appointed to be collected in the 

market, by an order made in the court leet. " All butchers who have out- 
stalls uncovered are to pay every market day 3d, and a covered stall 6d. Any 
person who brings fish to pay for every horse-load, crying Id. and for dressing 
shambles ^d. Every horse-load of heron hows, salmon, and salt fish, Id; every 
basket of salmon, 4d. Wooden vessels, every day, per horse-load. Id ; to the 
market dresser, ^a. Wain wheels, ploughs, &c., for every one, Id. Por all 
things belonging to husbandry, as yoakes, bowes, &c., every man to pay 2d. 
All tradesmen who have stalls uncovered (except butchers) each day, to pay 
Id., and to the market dresser, |d. Persons uving in the burrough selling 
oatmail, Ac., per dav, a farthing, and to the market dresser a farthing. Per- 
sons living out of the burrough selling oatmeal, Ac., Id. a day for standing, 
and market dressing a farthing per week. Persons living in the burrougn 
selling bread, per £iy, -|d. ; out of the burrough, Id. All hucksters that are 
not burgesses to pay, per dav. Id. ; burgesses, ^d. Gardeners, per day, 1^. 
Every horse load of firuit, 1-^. Every person selling gloves, per day. Id. 
Every person selling cheeses, each horse l(»d, Id. Every shoeinaker, per qr., 
9d.; per ann., 8b. Every horse load of cherrys, plums, pears, Ac., Id. Every 
person selling leather, as bends, &c.. Id. Every pack of sheep-skins or gloves. 
Id. Woollen cloth or stockings, each pack, l|d. Each loaa of cheeses, 2d. 
Butter sold out of firkin. Id. per firkin. Every hardware stall, 2d. Hatters' 
stalls, per day, 4d. Upholsterers' goods, per day, 8d. Sadlers, Ac., 2d. 
Fedlers selling laces, linen, Ac., per oiy, 3d. Sack mobbs, ropers. Id. Potts, 
glasses, Ac., each load, l^d. — ^All persons which sell butter made up in pounds, 
eggs, poultrv, geese, piggs, or sucn like as they have in a baskett on their 
h^ or in their arms, and sell the same at the cross steps, pay nothing." 

1708. — '' Yery little warm weather from the beginnmg to the end of it. 
The highways was very bad all summer, and coals which we used to buy for 
about 9 sh. a fiidder was 18 or 14 sh., and could scarce be had. The most of 
all the bees in the country dved this year and the next spring. Mr Carter 
had a hay stack fired of itseli, and burnt 2 days and 2 nights most vehementiy, 
being worth 50 or 8 score pounds, being the most of 2 years growing in Lus- 
tram."— fltocib. 

. — Sir B. Eden and Wm. Yane were elected M.P.s for the county of 

Durham ; and at the election in Oct., 1710, Wnu Lambton was chosen in the 
place of Yane. 

1710. — ^About this year Bensham colliery exploded, and 70 or 80 human 
beings lost their lives. 

, May 21. — ^The ruinous state of the chapel at Stockton and the in- 
creasing population of the town rendering the erection of a new church neces- 
sary, a sermon (on Exod. 25, 80,) was preached by the Bev. T. Budd in behalf 
of the same ; *^ at which time above £85 was gathered in Stockton, besides 
subscriptions." [Mr B. had previously called attention to the subject in a 
iermon (from 2 Sam. 7, 2,) preached Sept. 2, 1705.] 

1710, Jvme 5. — ^The founoation of the new church at Stockton was laid in 
the presence of the Bev. T. Budd, the Mayor (Thos. Sutton), Aldermen Ba. 
Bunting, James Cooke, T. Bedman, and W . Atkinson, and the Bevds. M. 
Fennick, rector of Longnewton, W. Dunn, rector of Bedmarshall, Jos. Foster, 
curate of Norton, and Bowland Burden, curate of Eaglescliff; " and a vast 
number of people." 

1711.— An Act of Parliament was passed for maldng the chapehry of Stock- 
ton (including East Hartbum and Preston) a distinct parish from Norton, 
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from June 24, 1713. Bj this act, and that of 1714, the direction of parochial 
affiuTB ia Tested in the yicar, and 12 Testrymen (to be elected every 3 years), 
who have the power of making by-laws, roles, orders and directions for the 
^oremment or the parish, of raising taxes, Ac., which are necessary for keep* 
ing the chnrch in good repair, defraying the yearly expenses and disburse- 
ments of the churchwardens, and of paying the sum of j£100 to the inhabitants 
of Norton, in dischaige of all further demands for or towards the repair of 
Norton church, and for raising a yearljr sum not exceeding jE20, 
to be paid to the vicar in augmenti^ion of his income. The vicar^ is to enjoy 
all tythes, offerings, oblations, obventions, mortuaries, Ac., within the new 
parish, as had been previously paid to the vicar of Norton. The vicar is also 
to hold the parcel of waste ground adjoining to the churchward on the east 
side, the same being intended for a place for a house to be built upon, for the 
habitation of the vicar and his successors. By this Act also the Lord Bp. is 
empowered to grant to the vicar and his successors (without any fine) the 
parcel of waste ground, lying between the alms-houses and the house of Wm. 
reacock, as the same is marked and dowled out, abutting upon the great 
pavement ending to the chiurch on the west, and extending from thence east- 
wards 160 yds., containing in breadth 40 yards, being of the yearly value of 
£20 or thereabouts, to be held by the vicar and his successors according to 
the custom of the manor, at the yearly rent of Id, and the Bishop may in like 
manner grant any other parcel or parcels of waste ground withm the manor, 
on the same terms jsrovided the same be not of greater value than £20. 

1711, Aug. 1.— The Newcastle Courant was established by John White, a 
native of York ; he was afberwfurds joined in partnership by Thomas Saint, 
who, on White's death in 1769, became sole proprietor. On Saint's death, in 
1788, it passed to Hall & Elliot. Hall's executors sold it in 1796 to Edward 
Walker, who died in 1831, when it became the property of Mr Cook. Black- 
well A Co.'s first paper (No. 8216) dates July 7, 1832. The N. C. is tbe^-** 
established provincial newspaper in the north of England, and the fourth in 
England. [The Lincoln, Eutland, and Stamford Mercury appeared in 1695.] 

1712, Mar. 16.— Thomas Gibson of East Hartbum by his will (this date) 
left to the poor of that place £20, " the interest thereof to be distributed to 
them in white bread 'every Lord's-day at the communion table in Stockton 
church ; or, failing them, to the poor there present." 

, Mar. 20. — The new church at Stockton was opened by the Bev. T. 

Budd, who preached a sermon on Mat. 21, 18. 

, Aug. 21. — The church was consecrated by Bp Crewe, and a sermon 

(afterwards printed) was preached bv Dr. Smith, prebendary of Durham, on 
Mat. 21, 19. The situation of the cnurch is a little to the north of the old 
chapel. It is built of brick, and coped with freestone. Its length, with the 
steeple and chancel, is 160 feet, its breadth 67, and the height to the middle 
of the roof 40 feet ; the tower at the west end is 80 feet high. The expense 
of the building up to Feb. 16 was £1577, and the receipts from briefs and 
subscriptions were £1625. [The west ^ery was erected in 1719, the north 
gallery in 1748, and that on the south side in 1827. The clock and chimes 
were added in 1736, and the organ in 1759.1 The following letter, dated 
** Durhun, Aug. 23," appeued in the Newcastle Courant : — ''On Wednesday 
last, after the assize was ended, our Bishop went to Stockton to consecrate a 
rerv large and handsome diurch in that town, nearly built. Upon lliursday his 
lordship began the consecration of it, when he was received and attended by the 
Mayor and Aldermen (Xf that town. Many of the gentry of Gleavehmd in lork- 
shire, near that place, as well as of this county, came thither; and, notwithstand- 
ing the vast numbers of people coming; in, the whole affair was performed with 
great order. The next oay, his lorship con&rmed several persons there." 

1712, Oct. 13.— The commencement of a stage coach between Edinburgh 
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and London this day was thus announced in the Newc. Courant : — " Edin- 
burgh, Berwick, Newcastle, Durham, and London stage coach begins on 
Monday, the 18th October, 1712. All that desire to pass from Edinbro* to 
London, or from London to Edinbro*, or any place on that road, let them re- 
pair to Mr. John Baillie*s, at the Coach and Horses, at the head of the Can- 
nongate, Edinbro', every other Saturday, or to the Black Swan, in Holbom, 
eyery other Monday, at both of which places they may be received in a stage 
coach, which performs the whole journey in 13 days, without any stoppage (if 
Ood permit), having 80 able horses to perfonn the whole stage. !E&ch passenger 
payinff £4 lOs. for the whole journey, allowing each passenger 20 lbs. wei^t, 
and all above to pay 6d. per pound. The coach sets off at six in the morning. 
Performed by Henry Harrison, Nich. Speighl, Bobt. Ghirbe, Bich. Croft." 

1718. — John Eden (son of the late member. Sir Bt. Eden) and John 
Hedworth were elected M.P.8 for the county of Durham, without a contest. 
ihej were again elected in 1714-15. [The septennial act was passed in 1716]. 

, Apr. 19. — Dame Mary Calverley assigned £1000 in trust to apply 

the rents or interest arising from it for the purposes of a charity school to 
be established at Darlington, for instructing poor children in the principles of 
Christianity, according to the Church of !^gland. 

, June 17. — Bev. George Gibson, M.A., was the first appointed vicar 

of Stockton. He died exactly one year after his appointment. The Bev. T. 
Thompson (dissenting minister), has this entry in ms journal: — "Mr. Gibson, 
ye first vicar of Stockton (after it was a separate parish), died in a feaver on 
June 17, 1714. He came but at May last past. The Lord pity his fieunily, 
wife, and 6 children (all daughtrs.) ; and provide well for ye parish.*'

1713, Sept. 3. — Ann Postgate, " widow and poor," died at Guiabrough, 
aged 107. 

- — , Dec. 14. — ^Thomas Eymer, a native of Appleton-wiak, and a famoua 
antiquary and critic, died in London. He was educated at Northallerton. 
In 1692 he became historiographer^royal, and formed a large collection of 
public acts, treatises, conventions, and state letters, which were published 
under the title of " Foedera," in 20 voLi. folio. 

1714. — ^An act of parliament was passed this year for making more effectual 
the Stockton parish act of 1711. By it the vicar was invested with power 
to demise the waste ground granted b v that act. 

. — Eev. Wm. Eden, M.A., 2na vicar of Stockton. He resigned the 

living in 1716 for Elwick rectory, 

. — An act of parliament was passed for regulating the fishery of salmon, 

by which it was allowed to be taken in the river Tees Som Nov. 22 to Aug. 
12, in each year. 

1716, June 17. — ^Eev. Geo. Walker, 3rd vicar of Stockton. Soon afler he 
came there, he put a stop to the indecent practice of interring poor persons 
without a coffin. He died at Lambeth, May 6, 1742. His wite died in i760, 
aged 76; his daughter Elizabeth in 1768, aged 86; and his daughter 
Deborah, Nov. 28, 1809, aged 81. The blue coat charity school is indebted 
to the first three persons mentioned for a le^y of £20 each. 

, Sept. 7. — ^Thos. Burnet, a learned divine, and for 30 years master of 

the Charter-house, died in London, aged 80. He was a native of Crofb, and 
received his early education at the free school of Northallerton. 

1716, Feb. 10. — Timothy MawmaA, rector of Elton, was deprived of his 
living for being a non^'uror. He died at Stockton in 1763. 

— — , Aug. 17. — ^A lease was granted by the vicar and vestrymen of Stock* 
ton to James Cooke, of a portion of the waste ground on which the houses 
which form Silver and Bishop Streets now stand, for the term of 1000 years, 
paying £13 ground rent to the vicar. Smaller portions were afterwards 
granted to others, for 999 years, making the total rent £38 Ss. [See 1783 
and 1817.1 

1717, Nov. 6. — An order (the first) made by the Corporation of Stockton 
for paving the streets. 

1718. — In this year there entered the port of London 76 com ships from 
Stockton, 19 firom Hartlepool, and 2 from Sunderland. 

, Jan. 18. — Sir Samuel Garth, M.D., a very learned and able physician, 

died at Harrow. He was a native of Bolam, in the parish of Gainford, and 
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was educated at Peterhouse, Cambridge. In 1692 he was admitted a fellow 
of the College of Physicians. By his actire beneyolence, and the attraction of 
his conversation, he obti^ned a very extensive practice, and had the favour of 
one political parhr (the Whigs) as Eadcliffe had of the other. On the acces- 
sion of Geo. III., he was appointed physician-in-ordinarj, and physician- 
general to the army. He was an early encourager of Pope, and was at once 
the friend of Addison and Granville. He obtained great celebrity for his 
poem, " The Dispensary." His poems were collected and printed by Tonson, 
m 2 vols., 1749. 

1718, May 6. — ^A second order was given by the Corporation of Stockton 
for paving the streets. It was unanimously agreed "that all the whole 
borough from the common channells shall be paved ; and that a smith's shop 
at and adjoining to the toUbooth shall be purchased ; and that the moneys 
which shall yearly come to the said borough shall be laid out in the paving of 
the said borough, untill it be wholly done and finished." Another resolution 
was passed soon after for making two wells or pumps for the convenience of 
the neighbours. 

1719. — The west gallery of Stockton church was erected, and a vestry built, 
this year. 

. — Hartlepool church being at this time in a ruinous condition, a brief 

was granted by K, Qeo. I. to collect JE1732 for repairing and re-building it, 
the preamble of which states " that the whole fiibri^ will inevitably fall to the 
ground, unless speedily prevented by taking down and rebuilding some, and 
repairing the decayea parts thereof." The repairs were commenced soon 
after. 

, Mar. 13. — Bobert Stock, parish derk of Stockton for 40 years, died, 

aged 69. [His son, John Stock, who was a schoolmaster in Stockton, left to 
the church a valuable collection of books, above 200 vols , many on subjects of 
controversial divinity.] 

, June 13. — ^Bichard Ward, aged 106 years, or mare, was buried at 

Hartlepool. 

, July 16. — Died at Longnewton, the Eev. Thos. Eudd, aged 79. He 

was a native of Westmoreland, and after worthily filling the office of curate 
of Stockton 49 years, was instituted to the rectory of Longnewton, July 
15, 1712. He married Alice, a daughter of Alderman Thos. Watson, of 
Stockton, and by her had 5 children, viz.: — Thomas (a clergyman and school- 
master, whose daughter Catherine married Wm. Sisson, vicar of Norton) ; 
John (the compiler of Eudd's MSS., and solicitor-general to the bishop) ; 
Edward; Mary (the wife of Bobt. Stainsby, a surgeon at Stockton) ; and 
Esther (married to Wm. Baisbeck, of Stockton). Vid. 1682, 1691, 1710. 

1721. — ^The steam-engine appears to have been in common use at the col- 
lieries in the north at this time. 

. — ^Attempts had been made at various times to repair the pier of 

Hartlepool, "very much in decay;" but it was not till this year tmtt the 
work was commenced, by a handsome subscription from Lord Vane ; after a 
few years it y^ proceeded in, by future mayors (J. Hedworth, H. Lambton, 
J. Hylton, Ac.) 

, Oct. 12. — Dr. Wm. Talbot translated from Salisbury to the see of 

Durham on the death of Bp. Crewe. He died Oct. 10, 1730; and a volume 
of his sermons was published in 1731. It is remarkable of this prelate that 
in 9 years' time, he disposed of all the best livings in his patronage. 

, Dec. 6. — The Stockton Charity (or Blue Coat) School was established 

at a meeting held this day, for the support and education in writing, reading, 
and arithmetic, and in the principles oi religion, according to the established 
doctrine of the Church of England, of 20 Doys, by voluntary contributions- 
[In 1751 it was extended to the education of 16 girls.] 
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1722, April 4. — Sir John Eden, Bt., and John Hedworth were re-elected 
M.P.B for the county of Durham. Thej were opposed by Lord Vane and 
Balpb Bobinaon. At the close, the poll stood—- For Eden, 1342 ; Hedworth, 
1204; Vane, 1060; Bobinson, 1030. 

1724. — IQormanbjr House was built about this time by the Bev. W. Consett. 
After the death of his son, Capt. Matthew Consett, in 1748, it and a portion of 
the Normanbj estates were purchased hj Mr. Ealph Jackson, the grandfather 
of the present owner. 

. — Bp. Talbot granted his permission to take down the roof of Hart- 
lepool Church, and cover it with a flat roof, and the chancel (then 23} yards 
long) was ordered to be rebuilt 5 yards within the walls; the pews were like- 
wise ordered to be pulled down and rebuilt ; and most probaoly the gallery 
at the west-end was erected at this neriod. 

. — A map of Stockton was ta!ken this year by Thos. Pattison. Various 

alterations have since been made in the names of streets, &c. Castle-gate 
has taken the place of Boat-house or Ferry lane (afterwards Cooke's wynd), 
and Bamsgate of Taggy lane; South and North-streets have yielded to Silver 
and Bishop-streets, and Douthwaite's buildings (afterwards the Bopery) are 
now namea Paradise Bow. The sites of the old Tolbooth and MarKet Cross 
are now occupied by the Town-house and Doric Column. 

, July 24. — Ann Wilson, widow, standing between the front and back 

door of a house belonging to John Burden, parish clerk of Stockton, was 
killed hj lightning. This house was a thatched cottage, and the last of that 
description in Stockton. A brick house took its place in 1788, built by Qeo, 
Harker. [It is now No. 3, Church Bow.] 

. — At this period there were races at Stockton, Yarm, Hartlepool, Dar- 
lington, Heighington, Hamsterlev, Auckland, Bamardcastle, Staindrop, Sedge- 
field, Durham, Sunderland, Winlaton, Chester-le-Street, Lanchester, Witton 
Gilbert, Byton, Hebbum, Tanfield, &c. 

1725. — In this year Stockton contained 430 families, besides 100 poor per- 
sons. At 4 to a &mily the total number of inhabitants would be 1820. 

1727.— "BuUding the Tollbooth steps, £14 3s. 6d,'''-Stockton Corpora^ 
tian AccowUs. 

, May 16.— Died at Stockton, aged 75, Bobert Hilton, solicitor, "attor- 

natus, magna in rebus forensibus ezperientia, nee minori fide." By his wife 
Esther, daughter of Alderman T. Watson, he had 9 children, three of whom 
followed the fitther's profession, viz. : — Lancelot^ a solicitor, " qui probitate 
animi et suavitate morum insignis omnibus sese prestitit dilectum ;" he was 
seneschal under Bp. Crewe, and died at Stockton Oct. 16, 1757, aged 63: 
Bobert^ a solicitor in Durham, died 1764 : and David^ 4 barrister at law at 
Durham, who succeeded his brother Lancelot on his resignation of the office 
of seneschal under Bp. Crewe, and continued in office under 6 bishops ; he 
was also recorder of Hartlepool from 1749 to 1758. 

, June.— "Spent at the proclamation" of George II., "£15 158. Od." 

October 11. — " Spent at the coronation, £6 ISs. Od." — Stockton Corporation 
Accounts. 

, July. — ^Wm. Stephenson, grocer in Northallerton, was hanged at 

Durham for the murder of Mary Earding, whom he threw into the sea, when 
pregnant by him, at Hartlepool, near Maiden Bower. A ballad composed 
upon this occasion is still remembered. 

, Aug. 23. — George Bowes and John Hedworth were elected M.P.s 

for the counjby of Durham, without opposition ; and again in 17;^4 and 1741. 
[Mr. Hedworth died in 1747.] 

1728. — There was paid this year by the Corporation for rebuilding the 
shambles at Stockton, £13 9s. 7d. The rent arising from the shambles this 
year was £43 7s. 6d. The other sources of revenue were — ^Anchorage and 
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Plankage, £35 8s. 9d. ; Market, £10 ; Smith's Shop (Sa. Ware), £3 ; aad 
Custom-house, £11 48. Sd.^Tot&L, £102 Ids. lid., out of which had to be 
paid interest of money, £7 128. 3d. 

1728, Sept. 21.— Francis Place, of York, died, aged 81. He was a native of 
Dinsdale. He was bred to the law, and afterwards expended large sums in 
an attempt to make porcelain. He was an excellent painter as well as en* 
graver, but executed ail his works for amusement. His etching of landscapes 
and birds are admirable, and his portraits in mezzotinto are also fine. Chanes 
II. offered him a pension of £500 a-year to draw pictures of the royal navy, 
but he declined the proposal as he could not bear confinement. 

1729, March. — ^Bev. John Thompson succeeded his father as minister of the 
dissenters' chapel, Stockton. He neld the office 24 years, and died Feb. 23, 
1753, aged 51. His character is thus .delineated on the tombstone under 
which he and his father lie buried : — " As a man he was mild and benign — 
devotion blended with charity adorned his character as a Christian — as a 
minister, diligence joined hanoB with fidelity — in all, upright and exemplary. 
Galeae united rendered him an ornament to his profession, and procured him 
universal love." 

1730. — The Custom-house at Stockton, which was removed to Finkle-street 
in 1696, was rebuilt, near the same spot, by the Corporation, at an expense of 
about £150 ; and a lease was granted for 21 years, at the annual rent of £16. 

. — In the Stockton Corporation accounts this year is the following pay- 
ment : — " To Mr. Pewterer, for nis trouble of writing to the Bishop to obtaine 
leave to dig brick and build a Workhouse upon the waiste, 2 dozen wine, 
which cost £2 6s. Od." The money was afterwards repaid by the overseers 
of the poor. 

. — At what time Stockton was first dignified by a post-office does not 

appear, but about this period there was some talk of such an establishment. 

. — Yarm church was rebuilt this year. The body of the church is 74 

feet long and 56 wide; neatly and uniformly seated with oak. In 1796 an 
elegant window of painted glass, representing Moses delivering the Law from 
Mount Sinai, given by Mr. W. Chaloner, was placed at the east end of the 
building. 

, July 30. — " Henry Beay, esq., then mayor of Newcastle, being in- 
formed of the arrival of two Grecian princes and their attendants, gave them 
an invitation to dinner, and sent his coach next day for them, attended by the 
Serjeants with their maces, &c., gave them a handsome entertainment, and a 
present of a purse of 20 guineas. On the next day he sent two of his officers 
as far as Stockton along with them." — (Local papers.) In the Stockton Cor- 
poration accounts this year, there is the following entry, "Spent in entertain- 
ing the two Syrian princes, £5 5s. Od." For a solution of the question as to 
whether these princes were Ghrecian or Syrian, see Note.* 

, Nov. 5. — Dr. Edwd. Chandler was translated from Lichfield to 

the see of Durham. He gave £200 towards the purchase of a house for the 
vicar of Stockton. He published several sermons, and other works, but is 
best known by his " Defence of Christianity from the Prophecies of the Old 
Testament." His death took place July 20, 1750. 

. —The names and salaries of persons employed by the Stockton Cor- 
poration at or about this time were as follows: — John Porrett, steward, 
£2 Ids. 4d. ;' John Ogle, receiver of town dues, £3 ; B. Cockrill, inspector

1731. — Wm. Longbotham was fined one guinea for throwing stones into 
the river, near StocldK>n, and had to make ''a deposit of £5 to defray the ex- 
pence of drag^:ing them out." 

. — Daniel De Foe (who died this year), in his " Tour through Great 

Britain" speaks of Stockton and Yarum as '' two krge, well-built towns ; 
they are greatly increased of late years, especially the first, which is the chief 
place in tSl those parts for the shipping| of lead, com, and butter, for London.'* 
— '* Darlington, a post town, has nothing remarkable but dirt, a high spire in 
the middle of a beautiful church, and a long stone bridge, &c,** 

1732, Oct. 12.— John Porrett, of Stockton, solicitor, died, aged 79. He 
had filled the office of Steward of the Bishop's court there, above SO years. 

. — ^Edmund Bunting succeeded Mr. Porritt as bishop's steward, and 

appears to have held the office till his death, Dec. 18, 1764^ at the age of 68. 

, Nov. 11.— Lime trees were planted in the church yard at Stockton. 

1734, Sept. 26. — ^The ship Eden, of Stockton (John Hamson, master), was 
wrecked near Harwich, on ner passage from London. 

1735. — ^An attempt to procure coals was made this year, near the village of ' 
Hart; the depth of the boring through a bed of hard limestone was 66 
&thoms, after which a succession of open limestone, with soft, marly part- 
ings, and water, put a stop to all further proceedings. [In 1808 a second trial 
was made, about 200 yaros from the former, with similar want of success.] 

. — Durham Courant. Patrick Sanderson issued at this time one or 

two numbers of a newspaper with the above title. Sykes in his ''Local 
Becords" adds, " perhaps in 1736 and 7." 

, March 9. — The Stockton Corporation made an order for erectingthe 

Town-house. In this order, power is given to D, Douthwaite (Mayor), Wra. 
Sutton, and Henry Brown (aldermen), and Edmund Bunting and W m. Bar- 
ker, to take down the smith's shop, and build a dwelling-house for the Serjeant, 
with convenient cellars, &c., and to make several convenient shops, and above 
them a lara^e room for the entertainment of the mayor, aldermen, and bur- 
gesses, and to renew the lease at their own charge, and at the end of 21 years 
to deliver up to the said burgesses peaceable possession of the said premises, 
provided that, for the said term of 21 years, they may receive the rents and 
profits thereof to their own uses and benefits, without any account to be given 
for the same to the said burgesses. In the bishop's lease granted in 1743 the 
premises are thus described: — "All that house and shops, situate in Stockton, 
adjoining upon the tollbooth there, and lately erected, where formerly was a 
smith's shop, and upon a parcel of waste ^ound, &c." In 1744 (considerably 
before the expiration of the lease to Mr. Douthwaite, &c.), the Stockton Cor- 
poration appears to have taken the town-house into its own possession, for in 
that year money was borrowed to pay ofi* the advances maae on security of 
the building, and in the following year there appears for the first time in the 
mayor's accounts a sum (£76y received for a year's rent of the town-house. 
[See 1744J 

1736. — Potatoes first introduced into the county of Durham, by Thomas 
Baker, of Norton, a member of the Society of Friends. "Desirous of making 
them, to himself and family exclusively, an article of trade, he and his two 
sons kept their baskets with the potatoes, when they first planted them, con- 
cealed under their great-coats, which they wore on the occasion." The father 
was uneducated, but, having a good natural understanding with a particular 
taste for gardening, he is said to have raised in his garden at Norton finer 
fruit, and a greater variety of agreeable and useful vegetables, than could be 
found in any other spot in the county. 
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1737.— In the Stockton Corporation accounts there appears this year a pay- 
ment of 28 lOd, made to James Marshal,.^ Uttering hooki. This being the 
earliest notice we have of the existence of a bookseller in the town, an adyer- 
tisement by him, of which the following is a copy, may not be uninteresting: — 

** JAMSS M ABSHAL, at the Bible snd San, in Stockton, Sells the following Goodi, riz. :

Town. At the same place is sold Daff^t Elixir, Dr. Andmnon^t (or the true Soots PiU), Bottles 
for preserring the Teeth. He likewise trucks for (or buys) old Books or Watches, and 
Gk>ose Quills. Also at the same Place Books are bound after the best Manner. 

'* N.B, — Sereral other Articles, which are not mentioned here, are also sold ; Also, Books 
lent out to read nor Quarter or jper Week, the Value of the Book being laid down when 
borrowU"

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1789, April 7.— The Newcastle Journal, a newspaper (in small folio), was 
commenoea by Is. Thompson and W. Cuthbert. Mr. Thompson died in 1776, 
but the Journal was continued to Aug. 9, 1788. 

, Sept. 18. — A whale was found, by a master of a ship, floating off 

Iluntcliffe Foot, and was towed to Sunderland. It was 64 feet Ions, and the 
girth of its body ?ras 62 feet. The mouth opened upwards of 20 feet wide. 
The tail was 12 feet across. 

1740. — ^The first embankment in this county was made about this time to 
secure the lands of Saltholm, near the Tees mouth. 

. — An Act of Parliament was passed with a view of suppressing the 

petty races which were annually held at almost every village in the country, 
oy which it was made illegal to run for any plate or stake of less value than 
x50 ; and from this time only Durham, Auckland, and Stockton races were 
continued in the county of Durham on a legal footing. Bamardcastle and 
Sunderland races were afterwards revived ; and there are frequent presentments 
by grand juries of illegal race meetings at other places. 

.-Stockton Basses. — ^There appears in the Corporation accounts of 1746, 

a charge for " Gash taken from the Serjeant's rent to ballance the race account, 
£\6 lOs. Id.," being the first notice of races in these books. These races took 
place annually, on the Yorkshire side of the river, opposite to the town, and 
so continued (probably without interruption) to 1816, when, for want of en- 
couragement, tneywere discontinued until their revival in 1825. In the jeax 
1839 they were removed to Tibbersley, near Billingham, on land near the nver, 
belonging to John Jackson, brewer, and, after his death in 1845, were again 
discontinued till 1855, when they were revived on the new course near ManobEile. 

. — John Bird, a mathematical instrument maker in London, a native 

of Bp. Auckland, invented an instrument for finding the latitude at sea, ''which 
surpassed all others previously used." 

. — The mausoleum annexed to Kirkleatham church was erected by 

Cholmley Turner, in memory of his son, who died at Lyons, aged 21. 

. — ''Ezpences Proclaming Warr." — Stockton Corporation Accounts, 

, Majr and June. — The great severity of the last winter, and the high 

price of grain, giving apprehensions of a scarcity, was the cause of serious 
riots at Stockton and otber ports. Mr. Wm. Barker, of Stockton, com mer- 
chant, appears to have been a great sufferer. In his private letters he writes, 
'' Jfay W. — Vfe have now a great mob, and the riot will suffer no more com 
to be shipt. May 23.— The mob have broke my windows, and will not suffer 
any wheat to be shipt ; all the town is in the utmost fear. Mow 25. — ^We 
have sent express to the Duke of Newcastle for soldiers; expect tnem here in 
a few days: we have had a dreadful week. Jfby SO. — Our mob still continue 
in a riotous manner, and strole about the streets night and day, but we keep 
all quiet till the soldiers come, which I hope will be this evening." Consider- 
able delay arose from there being "no troops at York, and therefore orders 
were sent for a company of the regiment quartered at Berwick, there being 
none of his Majesty's rorces at any place nearer to Stockton. June 8. — ^We 
have now a company of soldiers just come to town. Last Friday I had a 
shocking day, for the mob seized my boat with 7 lasts of wheat, on which I 
went on board and was glad to get on shore again, being stopped by them at 
landing, and twice thrown down within a yarcl of the river, and I had cer- 
tainly been put into the river had not two lusty fellows of the heads assisted 
me, and many of the women turned on my side, so that to save my life I had 
a majority ; out all were against my property. They carried mv boat to the 
quay, luided the wheat, and are stul in possession. They put a broom to the 
mast-head, and put her up for sale, declaring her a legal prize, before Admiral 
Haddock, their commander. The ingratitude of our people is intolerable, for 
the buyers lodged 1000 bushels to be sold to the poor at 4b. per bushel, which 
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is full as much as they can all consume before harvest. June 10. — ^We took 
six of the principal yesterday, who were all rescued before night. Though I 
had two justices, and eighty soldiers in arms, I could not carry off my wheat 
they had seized. I have a most terrible time of it, for I dare not lay in my 
own house ; hundreds threaten to murder me, and Gt>d knows what will be 
my fate. Jwm IS. — ^This day we have had the Sheriff, and above 2000 
horse and a number of foot, and have got six rioters sent to gaol; 
all is now quiet, and hope it will continue so. Jwie 15. — As the prisoners 
were carrying to gaol, the Durham mob rescued them all ; however, after two 
hours* fignt, they were all retaken but one, who was the principal. Not, 30. 
— ^A turbulent spirit is in every town in those parts, ana some disturbances 
have been at Darlington and Bd. Castle, and a little here." [Some of the 
rioters were transported for 7 years to America.] 

1741. — Brotton church was built this year. It is a plain building, and 
capable of holding 800 persons. 

. — The wife of a farmer named Charlton, at Fishbiim, took an oppor- 
tunity, during the absence of her husband, to kill her son, 14 years of age, 
and two younger children, with a cleaver, after which she stabbed herself 
under the ear, of which wound she instantlv died. 

1742. — An Act of Parliament obtained \ot making a road from Durham to 
Yarm and Catterick Bridge. This was the first turnpike^ road made in the 
county of Durham. The length of the road is 41 miles. 

, June 12.— Eev. John Skelly, the 4th vicar of Stockton. He was the 

.means of suppressing the inhuman custom of thrtnovng at cocks on Shrove 
Tuesday. He married Lady Betty Gt)rdon, the daughter of Cosmo, Duke of 
Qordon, and aunt of the notorious Lord Qeorge Gordon. His death took 
place at Alnwick in 1772. 

f Sept. — The Free School at Hartlepool established. It owes its origin 

to John Crooks of Hartlepool, who bequeathed by his will JB15 per annum 
for the purpose of teaching 24 boys in reading, writing, &c.; and £5 per ann. 
to purchase shoes, shirts, &c., for the said boys. The number of children has 
been since increased. 

1743, April 1. — ^A violent storm .at sea; a number of Hartlepool cobles, 
and many fishermen, were lost. 

, Dec. 26. — ^A rate of 4d per pound was laid upon lands and houses at 

Stockton, for paving the north end of the High Street, between the channels, 
from the Alms Houses to the Dissenters' Meeting-house. 

1744, June 26. — An order was made by the Stockton Corporation, which 
recited that "it had been found necessary and advantageous for to make some 
alterations in, and additions to, the new erections [see 1736], and to take 
down and rebuild the Toll-booth;" which order was soon after carried into 
effect. " The old toll-booth," says Brewster, " was a mean building, ascended 
by steps and built on open arches. At its demolition, it was used as a school- 
room by Eobert Cockerill." 

1745. — ^The first act for repairing the road from Durham to Darlington, 
and through Northallerton to Boroughbridge, was obtained this year. The 
length of uie road was 52 miles. Acts for enlarging the powers of the first 
were passed in 1749 and 1753. [See 1792.] 

, July. — ^The arrival of the Pretender (Prince Charles) in Scotland this 

month caused general consternation through the kingdom, but the loyalty of 
the inhabitants was shown by liberal subscriptions mc^e for raising the means 
of defence against the rebels. Stockton raised a corps of volunteers (called 
Prussians*) for the defence of the town, besides furnishing its quota 
to the militia, mustered Sept. 26, on Framwellgate m&or.

1745, Oct. 21. — The purreyora of General Wade's army arrived at Darling- 
toiiy and emplojed all tne bakers there to get bread ready against the arrival 
of the armj, then on its march into Scotland. 

J Dec. 27. — The following extract of a letter from Stokesley, of this 

date, may serve to illustrate the spirit which then prevailed: — "Last 
Tuesday, a number of Stokesley boys pmled some tiles off Mr. Fearaon^t mass- 
house, the damage of which might amount to lis. The Papists could not see 
their place of worship thus insulted without resenting it, therefore got a warrant 
from Mr, Skottowe against one of the boys (a sailor) who had been the most active 
in the affair. The constables apprehended the boy the next day, upon which 
his associates were called together to the number of about 200, and being 
joined by some young fellows, marched in order (with drum beating and col- 
ours flying) to Mr. §kottowe*9f and declared to him that they all acknowledged 
themselves equally guilty with the boy charged with the fact. Mr. S. could 
not forbear laughmg at them; however, after giving them a gentle reprimand, 
he dismissed them, recommending it to the Papists to put up with the damage. 
Upon this the boys went to Atftan, beating up for volunteers for his Majesty's 
service, and enlisted about 30 or 40 boys ; then marched to Stokedey-croat, 
fixed their colours upon it, and made large coal-fires about it, the spectators 
aU wondering what were their intentions to act next. When they had com- 
pleted (heir fires they marched in a full body to the Mass-house, got upon it, 
stripped off all the tiles, and beat down the ceiling ; from thence they let 
themselves down into the chapel, pulled it all to pieces, and tossed the things 
out of the windows into the yard, where they had placed a guard to secure 
them. When they had got everything out, not even sparing the doors and 
wainscot, they marched with their booty to the market-cross, and set the things 
around the fires ; then one of them put on a fine vestment and cap, with a 
mitre in his hand, and mounted the cross, calling them all around him, and 
made them a speech, in the conclusion of which he told them, that in considera- 
tion of the great service they had done to their king and country, in destroy- 
ing the Mass-house that day, he presumed, from the great authority he was 
then invested with, to absolve them firom all their past sins, but exhorted them 
for the future to lead a peaceable and godly life, upon which they gave a great 
huzza, Qod save king George^ and down toith the mass; then he put off his robes, 
and threw them into the fire, at the same time each hand was employed in 
burning the rest of the things, laid ready for the flames; after which they dis- 
persed and went to their respective houses." — Qentleman^s Magazine, 1746. 

1746, Jan. — ^The foreim soldiers quartered at Stockton at this time appear 
to have given considerable annoyance to the inhabitants. Private letters say 
— '* Jan. 2, 1745-6. We are all nere in confusion with having so many Dutch 
quartered among us ; we had three at the first, but have now got happily rid 
of their nauseous company.*' '' Jan. 80. The people vou mentioned m your 
aunt's letter are Dutch, and not the Boyal Hunters, and tho* they are the very 
outcasts, jet have found a way to make themselves agreeable both to young 

and married ladies in this place. Betty C and Miss Nancy W have 

so hx lost their taste as to be fond of them in good earnest ; they had an 
assembly last Monday night, to which was invited several married ladys, un- 
married, and widows, but with strict injunction that no Englishman should 
come in, and placed a centinel at every door. Of this people in town talk 
Tariously, but the soldiers have now sot an order to hold themselves in readi- 
ness to march, and Sunday is said to be the appointed day, so hope what little 
credit we have left shall preserve." " Your cousin Jenny, and Kichard, were 
at Darlington on Monday last to meet the Prince, but he going by Pearsbridge* 

* The Doke of Comberlttiid pasted through Pieroebridge (instead of Darlington as intended), 
<m his way into Scotland. On his return in July, he paid Darlington a yisit. The battle of 
CuUodeni which decided the fate of the rebels, was fought on the 16th April.

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disappointed them. There reigiiB here & great sickneBg among aoldienii 
BOTeral having been buried lately." 

1746, Jan. — During this month, 4 German Boldiem, belonging to the Duke 
of Cumberland's army, were buried at Norton: — "Jan. 18th, Barnard Gtentant, 
a German soldier. 19th, Sir Frederick Muntz, from Cleve, obtain of the 
regiment of the Duke of Holstein-Qottorp ; same day, Martin Schmisky, from 
Prussia, captain in the same regiment — both buried in the church, east of the 
font. 31st, John Fursall, drum-major in the same regiment." 

, April. — Ghreat rejoicings took place at Stoclrton for the victory over 

the rebels at CuUoden. Amongst other things, a raft laden with combustibles 
on fire floated majestically past the town during the night, affording a magni- 
ficent spectacle to the inhabitants. 

, Oct. 9 — Francis Wrench buried at Norton, aged 109. 

1747. — An Act (the first) passed for repairing the road from Stockton to 
Darlington, and from thence through Winston to Bd. Castle. Another Act 
was passed in 1 749 for enlarging its powers. The length of the road is 27 miles. 

, July 1. — Geo. Bowes and the Hon. H. Yane were elected M.P.s for 

the county of Durham, without a poll. 

1748.~The North GaUery of Stockton Church, which extends the full 
length of the building, was erected this year. 

, Ams. 16. — John Wesley paid his first visit to Stockton. " Soon after 

12, 1 preached near the market-place in Stockton to a very large and very 
rude congregation, but thev grew calmer and calmer, so that long before I had 
done they were quiet and serious." Mr. Wesley, after this, paid frequent 
visits to Stockton. Twelve of these are recorded in his journal, from which 
the following interesting extracts are selected : — 

" 1762, May 6. — Bode on to Stockton. Some angiy people set up a dumal soream as we 
entered the town, but they could go no farther. By means of a plain, rough exhorter, who 
liyed in the town, the Society was more than doublol since I was here before ; and most of 
them were rcgoioing greatly — only poor B.M. stQl went on heavily, being unequally 
yoked with one who was a bitter enemy to all spiritual religion. I preached in the main street, 
.near the market-place. When I had done, B.M.'s wife followed me into the house. 
I desired we might ffo to prayer. God broke her heart in pieces, and she determined to go 
on hand in hand wiSi her husband.^ 1762, April 28. It rained all the way we rode [from 
Stokesley] to Stockton; but was fair aU the time I stood in the main street, and explained to 
a listening multitude * the joy that is in Heayen over one sinner that repenteth.'— -1757, July 
6. At 7 in the evening, I preached in the main street at Stockton. None bat two or three 
gentlemen seemed unconcerned. I went thence to meet the Sodety, but many others b^ged me 
to stay with them, and so earnestly that I could not refuse. And indeed it was a day of Gk)d's 
power ; I scarcely know when we have found the like. — 1761, June 17. I rode to Stockton, 
where, a little before the time of my preaching, my yoice and strength were restored at onoe. 
The next evening it began to rain just as I besan to preach, but it was suspended till the ser- 
Tice was over. It then rained again till 8 m the evening. — 1766, July 8. While I was 
prsaohing at Stockton, a drunken man made some disturbance. I turned and spoke strongly 
to him. He stood reproved, and listened with much attention. — July 9. We had our quar^ 
terly meeting at Yarm. The Societies in this Circuit increase — ^that is among the poor, for 
the rich, generally speaking, care for none of these things. — 1770, June 11. About noon 
preached at Durham, and in the evening before Mr. Watson's * [No. 44, Thistle Qreen] to a 
numerous congregation at Stockton. — June 12. At 5 I preached in the new house^ stnngdiy 
raised when the case appeared quite desperate, by €h>d*s touching the heart of a man of sub- 
stance, who bought the ground and built it without delay. I preached at Norton at noon. 
We had another comfortable opportunity at Yarm in the evenmg. — 1788, June 11. About 
noon I preached at Stockton, but the house would not contain the congregation, nor indeed 
at Yarm in the evening. Here I heard what was quite new to me, namdy, that it is now the 
custom in all good company to give obscene healths, even tho' clergymen be present, one of 
whom, lately, refusing to drink such a health, was put out of the room ; and one of the for- 
wardeet in tMs worthy company was a bishop's steward. — 1790, June 16. In the afternoon 
went on to Stockton. The congregation was at least double to that of HartlepooL" [This 
was Mr. W.'s last visit to Stockton. He died in London, Mar. 2, 1791, aged 87.] 

• Mr. George WatMn (who died in 178S) had been the maiter of a trading veetel conneoted with the port, 
bat rdinqniBhed the sea in early life. He wee a great promoter of Methodism, and his house was ftvefy open to 
the preaoben, incladinc Wealey, who waa his gueit when visiting Stockton. An elegy on Xr. Watson's dsa^ 
wao written by one of the preaohers. 
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1740. — ^ThiB and the foUowiojo; year are memorable in the northern counties 
firom the prevalenoe of a most nital distemper amonfi;st cattle of eyerj kind. 
In May it appeared in Darlington and the neighbourhood, and much loss was 
■UBtained. 

^ Dec 10. — ^Buth Middleton was buried at Hartlepool, aged aboye 103 

jBars. 

17S0. — ^Ihe Town House at Hartlepool was built about this year. The 
eomt room is 60 feet long, by 224 broad. 

. — ^A house was purchased about this time for the vicar of Stockton, 

on the north side of the Square, for which purpose Bp. Chandler left £200, 
Bp. Chewe's trustees gave x60, and the sale of bricks produced £80. 

y Jvlj 17. — ^Dreadful storm of thunder and lightning at Darlington, by 

which the dbiurch and many houses were damaged ; the lofty and l^utifid 
■pire of the church had to be taken down, being rent and shattered from top 
to bottom. 

. Sept. 7.— Dr. Joseph Butler, bishop of Bristol, translated to the 

see of Durhaml ** By this promotion," says Hutchinson, '' he was furnished 
with ample means of exerting the virtue of charity, which eminently abounded 
in him, and the exercise of vmich was his highest delight, but this gratification 
he did not long enjoy." He died, June 16, 1752, aged 60. Previous to his 
becoming bishop of Bristol, he was rector of Haughton-le-Skeme from 1722 
to 1725, and of Stanhope 1726 to 1738. He published a volume of sermons, 
and a valuable treatise (1786) entitled "The Analogy of Beligion, Natural 
and Bevealed, to the Constitution and Course of Nature." 

1751 . — ^"Paid Anthony Beed, for taking a tree out of the river, £4 1 Is. 8d. ; 
Sundry disbursements for the tree, £L 19b. 2d. ; Joseph Beed, for a rope to 
weigh the tree, £2 Os.

. — ** Paid Mr. Bunting for drawing a case about the highway by the

. — ^A Baptist Society was founded at Stockton, about this time, bv 

David Femie, which connected itself with Marton, where there was also a small 
Society. Mr F. preached also at various places in Durham and the neighbour- 
ing counties. He died in 1789, from which time till 1802 public worship was 
conducted by Valentine Short, and others. In 1800, Bev. Wm. Hartley be- 
came the minister ; and in 1828 he was succeeded by the Bev. Wm. Len^. 

1752, ''June 6, Monday. — ^The greatest market for wool ever known there 
[Darliiigton]. £1000 laid out therein." ^Allan, 

, Sept. 3.— The new, or G-regorian, Style took place in all his Majesty's 

dominions, Dy which Sept. dd became 8ept. 14th, eleven days being omitted. 
The year also, which was considered to begin on March 25th, commenced on 
Januaiy 1st. 

^ Nov. 9.~The Hon. Bd. Trevor, bishop of St. Davids, transkted to 

Durham. He died, June 9, 1771. 

1758. — ^A wool market appears to have been held in Stockton this and the 
following year. Payments for advertising the same appear in the Corpora- 
tion accounts. 

f Feb. 7. — ^A great land flood, occasioned by a sudden rain melting; the 

mow on the neighbouring hills. At Yarm the water rose 7 feet in the high- 
est part of the town, and the damage done to property and goods was esti- 
mated at £7000. Subscriptions were raised for reheving the more necessitous 
sufferers whose losses were calculated to amount to £1588.* "At Neasham," 
says Mr. Johnson, ^every house was destroyed except one, and also the catUe 

* QfBvcB dates ths deoUoa of Tarm in trade and importance finom thia period. 
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and stacks of haj and com." At Croft the turnpike house was washed down. 
The rirer rose, in some parts, 15 feet above high water mark. 

1753, Aug. 20. — Died, at Norton, Jeremiah Moore, aged 57. ''He was the 
last of his family, and had, in the former part of his ufe, suffered extreme 
hardships, through the cruelty of his eldest brother, by whose means he waa 
carried into Turkish slavery, and, at the time of his brother's death, was a 
common seaman in the navy, having been pressed in the Mediterranean, after 
he had made his escape from the Turks. As he had experienced misfortune, 
when he came to his estate, he converted it all into money, and settled in the 
north, exercising acts of goodness to all his poor neighbours, to whom he left 
largely. Having no relations, he left to six gentlemen, who had been kind to 
him in his adversity, £1500 each, and to his housekeeper, Mrs. Ann Kendall, 
whom he made his executrix and residuary legatee, £3000 in trust for her son. 
All the legatees were enjoined to receive their respective legacies at his house 
at Norton, on the first day of the following March, over a large bowl of punch, 
and they were yearly to commemorate that day as long as they lived, it being 
the anniversary of the day he escaped from slavery." — Gent, Maaazine. 

, Oct. — Eev, Andrew BlacKie, of Branton, near AlnwicK, succeeded 

Mr. Thompson as minister of the Dissenters' Chapel, Stockton. After min- 
istering to the society above 31 years, he died Jan., 1785. 

1754. — The Dissenters' Chapel, High-street, Stockton, was, in part, rebuilt 
this year, with the addition of a gallery, the place being now calculated to 
accommodate 250 persons. The subscriptions for the purpose amounted to 
about £200. 

. — The Custom-House Quay, Finkle -street, was built this year at an 

expense of £123 4s. Id. 

, Jan. — A ship was burnt in the Tees, occasioned by the carelessness 

of a boy, who, after having made a fire in the cabin, went on shore to amuse 
himself. 

, April 3. — Henry, 3rd Viscount Barnard, created Earl of Darlington. 

He died Mar. 6, 1758. His wife was Grace Fitzroy, grand-daughter of 
Charles II. and the Dss. of Cleveland. 

, April 19. — ^The shock of an earthquake was felt at Whitby about 1 1 

p.m. ; not only the whole town, but the ships in the harbour \Tere sensibly 
affected with it. 

, April 24. — Henry, Lord Barnard, and George Bowes elected M.P.s 

for the county of Durham, without a poll. The Hon. Baby Vane was elected 
in 1758 in place of his brother, then Earl of Darlington. 

, July 6. — The wife of Balph Bage, a farmer, at Thornaby, was torn to 

pieces by a Dull, in their own field. 

1755, Oct. 16. — The Newcastle Intelligencer commenced by Wm. Cuthbert 
& Co. It appears to have been continued between 2 and 3 years. 

1756, March. — Earl Wemyss died at Norton, where he had resided for 
several years after the rebellion of 1745. ''Mar. 22, 1756, bur. the heart and 
bowels of the right honourable James, Earl of Weemeys. The remains was 
buried with his ancestors at Weemeys castle, in Scotland, the 8th day of 
April." — Norton Farish Beg, 

. — Sept. 14 and following days, a main of cocks were fought, at Stock- 
ton, between the gentlemen of Darlington and Helmsley, which consisted of 
22 battles, 12 won by the former and 10 by the latter. 

, Dec. 2. — ^The Lodge of Philanthropy, which was constituted in Lon- 
don in 1725, was removed to the Queen's Head in Stockton, and Thos. Burden 
appointed Master. In 1773 it was removed to the Black Lion Inn, where it 
remained till a room was built for it in Masons' Court. 

1757, Feb. 5. — The following extract of a letter from London, of this date, 
addressed to the Lodge, gives a lively and detailed account of the furniture of 
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the Lodge, which the writer announces to have been shipped on board of a 
Stockton ressel : — 

" The furniture ia yery compleat, but part much abused ; the Masters Chair wants fresh 
nailing and the baek much scrashM, to preyent w'ch wou'd recommend Cases of any sort of 
sligth stuff the Tops is very well finish d and gilt, the desing's yery easie and drapery in an 
el^ant taste ; the IJeaTell of the S. W. Chair is broke off, it's quite whole and along with the 
Jewells within the Mohogeny ballatting Book as also the Laces w*ch was much tarnished and 
have gott y*m dean'd as they yery weU deserye it. The CaadeUsticks, haye been much abused 
and wants fresh gilding but as it will cost 2 Guineas to haye y'm gilt, must deferr it longer. 
The Pedestall has been much abused particular the Bdges, and the Bible also ; both w*cn it 
will be the best to coyer, w'ch may be done at a small ezpence if the Lodge thinks proper. 
The Sword is a yery gentle one and in a particular taste, it*8 yery well fitted up and will senre 
for 20 y'rs if proper care is taken on it ; the blade ought neyer to be touch^t with the least 
weat or sweatty fingers, as that will immediately take off its fine Lustar : its only for omiment 
and must be placed before the B. W. Master, for w'ch their is Iron supports, great Care 
must be taken on the tops of the Chairs and Candlesticks, from sorats, sweatty hands, or the 
least weat, for that immedeately tarnish's the luster, the four Jewells yiz. square, Leyell, Plum 
and Cross Pen, are yery good and strong, the Wardens' Jewells wants both the plume w'ch 
may be easily gott from S. Bentley and the chair and top repair'd by B. Parker. There is 
two Constitusion books, as also their book of Bules from the first constituing, in w*cH some 
usefnll thinffs, such as Committs and entring xesolyes may be drawn from it ; but in mj 
opinion, their way of entring the members names and Ezpences, with a good many of their 
articles is farr from being regular as I presume you'll find : you haye 500 printed Letters 
only wants filUng up when occasion offers of holcuns a Lodge, as also a Cooper Plate, w'ch 
beleiyes wants new engrayeing — the past Master jewellis a p'r Compass extended upon a cemi- 
circall to 60d, w'ch wants cleaning, the other furniture is a taroell board Compass and Engine. 
The Case in w'ch is the top of the Master's chair, the Lock is spoiled ; that must be careful 
in opeing of it. When B. Walker arriyes put him in mind to giye a strick'd charge to the 
boatman to keep y'm dry, and if they shou'd be carried to the Ciutom House, some one ought 
to attend with the Keys to preyent the things being abused. — Enclosed you haye a copy of 
B. Jackson charge w'ch will be pay'd by B. Walker and as the Lodge will be much in debt, 
haye paid B. Widker one Guinea towards my subscription, w'ch makes no doubt but the 
Subscribers will follow, as presumes the readiest way to reimburse B. Walker and dear the 
Lodge of all demands against it. If my adrice may be offered, I adrise all the Brethren to take 
one of the Books call'd a Pocket Companion of Masoniy, by that they will in a short time 
with application, be Masters to trace our noble art fit)m the Creation down to this time ; the 
List of Lodges is not yet comed out, but when they are ready, shall send down w't you may 
order, as it will be necessary for every member to haye a list; tho' the Furniture of our Lodge 
may want some repairs, yet I must own B. Jackson has done much Honour to us in prooure- 
ing it, for it's richly worth the money, the gilding of the Warden's Chair tops (as by receipt) 
cost £10. lOs. Od. yery lately, from w'ch any Person may judge w't an Expence the whok 
must haye been." 

1757. — ^Wm. Herachell, the (afterwards) celebrated astronomer, arrived in 
England about this time, and after struggling with great difficulties in London, 
was engaged by the Earl of Darlington to superintend and instruct a military 
band then forming by that nobleman in the county of Durham. The opening 
thus afiforded contributed so far to increase his reputation and connexions, as 
to induce him to spend several years after the termination of this engagement 
in the neighbourhood of Leeds, Pontefract, Doncaster, &c., where he had 
many scholars, and led the public concerts and oratorios. In 1766 he was 
chosen organist at Halifax, and afterwards at Bath, where he renewed his 
astronomical studies. 

, Jul7 4. — John Wesley's first visit to Hartlepool took place this day. 

'< I preached," says he, '' in the main street to nearly all the town ; and they 
behaved with seriousness. Mr. Eomaine has been an instrument of awaken- 
ing several here ; but for want of help they soon slept again." He visited 
Hartlepool again in the years 1759, 1761, 1766, 1784, and 1790. 

1758. — The society of '' Gentlemen Archers of Darlington" founded. 

, Jan. 1. — Christopher Allison (a native of Stockton), master of the 

Adventurer, armed ship, distinguished himself in a most courageous manner, 
in the capture of the Machault Trench Privateer (of 14 nine pounders and 
182 men), in Dungeness-road. The commander, Uaptain Bray, assumed the 
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merit of the action and received the reward ; but it was owing to the sumB- 
tions and orders of Captain Allison principally that the success was obtained. 
[Capt. Allison died at Stockton, July 11, I80d, aged 87.] 

lyfiO. — ^The charity school at Stockton added to its numbers 16 girls to be 
clothed and educated. [See 1821.] 

. — A methodist chapel opened at Hutton Budby, being the Jirtt erected 

in this neighbourhood. Weslejr, in his journal, 1766, speaks of the sodetj 
at Budbj as being "the largest in these parts, and the most aJiye to Gt)d." 

, July 4. — John Wwley whilst preaching in the market place at Stock- 
ton was interrupted by the pressgang. ''I had hardly finished the hymn," 
says Wesley, " wnen I observed the people in great contusion, which was occa- 
sioned by a lieutenant of a man-of-war, who had chosen that time to bring his 
pressgang, and ordered them to take Joseph Jones and Wm. Alwood. Jones 
telling him, ' Sir, I belong to Mr. Wesley,' after a few words he let him go, 
as he did likewise W. iiwood, after a few hours, understanding he was a 
licensed preacher. He likewise seized upon a young man of the town ; but 
the women rescued him by main strength. They also broke the lieutenant's 
head, and so stoned both nim and his men, that they ran away with all speed." 
[This is only a faint specimen of the annoyances caused to the inhabitants by 
this unjust and disgraceful mode of raising seamen for the navy.] 

, Auff. 15. — Martin Bryson, for many years an eminent bookseller in 

Newcastle, died at the house of his relative, the Bev. A. Blackie, Stockton. 
Mr. Bryson was in habits of intimacy and correspondence with the poet, 
Allan lEuuDsay, one of whose letters was addressed as follows : — 
«* To Mr. Biyson on Trne Brigg, 
An upright, downright, honest whig." 

, Dec. — ^An organ erected in the west gallery of Stockton Church. In 

1784 it was greatly improved and repaired by Donaldson, of Newcastle, in 
oonseouence of several of the pipes having been stolen and destroyed. 

1760. — Bey. G^rge Johnson, B.D., was chosen lecturer of the Church at 
Stoekton. In 1776 he became Vicar of Norton; 1780, Bector of Lofthouse; 
and 1781, Prebendary of Lincoln. He died at Norton, Aug. 26, 1786. 

. — Tbos. Chapman, D.D., Master of Magd. Coll., Cambr., Chaplain to 

G^rge II., Bector of Kirby Overblow, and Prebendary of the 3rd Stall, died 
this year. He was one of the family of the Chapmans, who long held con- 
siderable property at Billingham. 

f Oct. — The Stockton Corporation spent in "fireing Patareroes on pro- 
clamation" of George lU., 2s. oil. On the Coronation day, Sept. 22, 1761, 
there were great rejoicings; £2 10s. 6d. were expended in tar oarrels, Ac^ 
and 6s. 8d. for ''candles to illuminate the Town-house." 

, Dec. 13. — ^Bobt. Shafto was elected M.P. for the county of Durham, 

in the room of G^rge Bowes, deceased. The poll, on the close of the election^ 
which lasted 5 days, stood — For Bowes, 1434 ; Sir T. Clavering, 545. 

1761, April lO.—The Hon. Fred. Vane and Bobert Shafto were elected 
M.P.S for tne county, after a severe contest of 9 days ; the number of free- 
holderspoUed were 2748. The number of votes at the dose were — For Shafto, 
1589; vane, 1553; Cbvering, 1382. 

^ July 11. — ^Bobert Ord, of Sands, near Sedgefield, was killed by light- 
ning on the road on his return from Durham, aged 44. 

, Oct. 12. — ^The river Tees rose so high by previous heavy rains that it 

overflowed the town of Yarm, but, the event being foreseen, the danger was 
provided against. The ferry-boat at Stockton was driven from her moorings 
and lost, and a flock of sheep were driven from a meadow in which they were 
fisedine. A sloop laden with wheat sunk, and another was driven to sea. 
17w. — ^About this year, Bowland Wetherald* settled in Sunderland as a 
* FlobaUy a detoendant of Bowland Wetherell, Mayor of Stoekton in 1619. 
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teacher of mathematics. Observing the inconyenience under which gentlemen 
of the law and others laboured, on being obliged to send their handbills, Ac.^ 
to Newcastle for the purpose of being printed, he commenced the typographic 
art in the High Street. He died in 1791. 

1762. — An addition was made to the burial ground, on the north side of 
Stockton Church. 

. — Bobert Oglebie, of Eipon, a trarelling tinker, died this year, aged 

115. He could see to work a short time before his death. His wife lived to 
be 106 years old. They had 25 children. 

. — With the view of encouraging trade and commerce between the 

counties of Durham and York, an Act of IParliament was obtained (in March) 
for "building a bridge cross the Biver Teese, at or near the Ferry at Stockton." 
The Act required that one of the arches of the bridge should be 72 
feet wide at the least, and full 23 feet high from low water mark, and the road- 
way (including 3 feet for foot passengers) should be 21 feet. The tolls for 
passing over the bridge were to be — For every Coach, Chariot, Landau, Berlin, 
Hearse, Chaise, &c., orawn by one Horse, Mare, Gilding, or Mule, 8d (if more 
than one Horse, Ac., the toll increased according to the number) : For every 
Waggon, Wain, Cait, or other Carriage, being laden, and drawn by one Horse, 
Ox, or beast of draught, 6d. ; empty and unladen, 4d. : For every Horse, 
Mare, Gilding, Mule or Ajbs, not drawing, Id. : For every drove of Hogs, Sheep, 
or Lambs, 6d. per score: For all Cows and Homed Cattle, Id. each: For every 
Foot Passenger, one halfpenny. Trustees were to be appointed for putting 
the Act in execution, and have power to borrow money on the security of 
the tolls. After the bridge is built, the boat-house, and a piece of ground 
belonging to the same (bounded by the river on the east, dv Castle Bam 
Field on the west, and by a ditch or water-course on the south), were to be 
conveyed to the Mayor and Aldermen of Stockton. An indemnity of £90 
per ann. was to be made to the See of Durham instead of the tolls* which 
arose from the ferry, boathouse, and piece of ground adjoining, and a yearly 
sum of £8 for every acre of the bishop's demesne knds which might be used 
as a road leading to the bridge. When the Trustees were able by the savings 
from the tolls to pay off the debt incurred by the erection of the bridge, and 
other demands, and also to purchase land suflGLcient to satis^ the bishop's rents 
of £90 and £3 per acre, the bridge was then to be dedared a free bridge, and 
to be repaired at the equal charges of the county of Durham and the North 
Biding of York. [See 1764.] 

There were great rejoicings at Stockton, 27th March, on the passing of the 
Act. 

, Oct. 12. — Oreatham Hospital was founded by D. Parkhurst, for six 

poor widows or spinsters of Gbeatnam being 50 years of age, and was endowed 
by him with 27 acres of land near Brown's Briqro, Stockton, the annual rent 
being then £99 14s. Od. The building was completed in 1763. [Each inmate 

* Aooordinff to Mr. Bnntisjfs MS., the following duM were paid to the ftny-bost bj the 
inhabitents of Stockton end Thomaby : — 

** 1. Each of the inhabitants aforesaid by ancient custom paja twice a year (tis.) upon 
Easter Monday, and St. Stephen's day, to the ferry, a cake commonly Tuned at 4d., for 
which they are entitled to pass and repass in the feny-boat oyer the ziyer, except when it is 
froaen, and then they are obliged by some ancient custom to pa^ a hal^pemiT going and a 
hal^pwmT coming each person.

1763, June. — Bachel Weatberby died, near Stockton, aged 110. She could 
read without spectacles, and retained her memory to the last. 

. — Kirkleatham Church rebuilt this year. The first rector whose 

name occurs, died in 1267. The parish register dates from 1659. 

1764, Feb. 23.— Died in the Close, Newcastle, aged 1 16, Balph Hart, for- 
merly a weaver. 

, Mar. 24. — The Newcastle Chronicle first published by Thos. Slack. 

On his death, he was succeeded by his son-in-law, Solomon Hodgson. Mr. H. 
died in 1800, and it was continued by his widow till her death, 1822, and from 
that time by her sons, Thos. and James, until it was sold to M. W. Lambert, 
whose first number (No. 4450 of the paper) came out, Jan. 4, 1850. In 1858 
the price of the pwer was reduced to 2d. [Vid. 1864.] 

, May 2. — Died at Stockton, aged 80, Mr. Samuel Hill, formerly an 

eminent merchant at that place, and one of the people called Quakers. — 
Newcastle Ohronicle, 

, July 13. — ^About 8 p.m. there fell at Hartlepool and the neighbour- 
hood, a shower of pieces of ice, in various forms, clear as crystal, and measur- 
ing from 3 to 5 indies in circumference. It lasted about 15 minutes, but no 
great damage was done, as the weather in other respects was calm. 

, Aug. 23. — The foundation stone of Stockton Bridge was laid by Mr. 

Nelson, one of the undertakers, assisted by the Master (Hy. Dixon) and 
brethren of the Lodse of Free Masons, amidst a large number of spectators. 
Some memoranda, endorsed (in Mr. W. Maddison*s hand) on an old copy of the 
Bridge Act, deposited with the Corporation, record : — " 1st meeting, Apr. 21 , 
1764; Ist boat load of stones brought, July 29; 1st foundation stone laid, 
Aug. 23 ; finished, April 29, 1769." A memorandum from another hand says, 
"The kst arch of Stockton Brid^ finished, Sep. 2, 1768." The Bridge has 
5 arches ; the span of the central arch is 72 feet; those of the 2 arches near- 
est the centre, 60 feet, and of the 2 extreme arches, 44 feet. The centre arch 
is 28 feet from low water mark. [See 1769.] 

. — Castle Eden Church was erected this year by Eowland Burden. 

. — A Methodist Chapel built at Yarm about this time. Wesley says, 

in his ioumal, Apr. 24th — " I preached in the evening in the New House at 
Yarm, Dy far the most elegant in England." In 1766 JSew Houses were also 
opened at Thirsk and Stokesley. 

. — ^At this time a Stage Coach running from Newcastle (through Dar- 
lington and Thirsk) to York, occupied 3 days in its journey. 

1765. — John Stapylton Eaisbeck (son of Thos. Baisbeck, solicitor) was ap- 
pointed Steward of the Bishop's courts at Stockton, which office he filled un- 
til 1769. He was again appomted in 1791. He served the office of mayor 
3 years, and died Dec. 4, 1794, aged 64. 

. — ^A sale of building sites on Corporation property, situated in West 

Bow, took place this vear. 

. — The Churcn at Acklam was nearly rebuilt, in the place of one of 

great antiquity. 

, April 8. — " Mr. D'Arcy Eowler, an eminent attorney in Stockton, 

was married at Northallerton to Miss Calvert, a very agreeable, genteel, and 
well-accomplished young lady, with a fortune of £1000. The new-married 
couple on tlieir arrival at Stockton that evening were saluted with peals of 
bells, firing of guns, and other demonstrations of joy." — Newc, Chron, 

, Sept. iS. — " Mr. Wm. Tatham, a linen draper in Stockton, set off for 

Scotland with a young lady, about 17, and a handsome fortune, belonging to 
that place." — Newc Uhron, 

, Oct. 1. — Thomas Fall was re-elected mayor of Stockton, and "enter-

tained the Corporation and gentlemen of the neighhourhood with a turtle, 
brought over in 6 weeks from the West Indies, by Stephen Atlay, Esq., and 
by him presented to the Mayor and Corporation." This was possibly the^st 
turtle^ that ever made its appearance in Stockton. 

1765. — Died at Greatham, Capt. Wm. Moor. He was a native of Billing 
bam, and brought up as a seaman in the service of the Hudson's Bay Co. In 
1746, he had the command of a ship sent in search of a north-west passage to 
the Pacific Ocean. On his retirement from the service he settled at Greatham, 
where, in 1757, he married Mary, sister of Ealph Bradley, of Stockton, the 
eminent conveyancer. 

1766, Jan. 20. — Mr. Eobert Gates, of Stockton, about 70 years of age, en- 
gaged, for a considerable wager, to walk from the church gates in that town 
to the Stone bridge, near BiUingham, being 3 computed miles, in half an hour, 
which he with great difficulty performed, having only ten seconds to spare. 

, Feb. — Died at Houghton-le-Spring, a woman named Hewitson, aged 

116. She enjoyed good health to the last. 

, April 16. — Died, at Stockton, in the 81st year of his age, greatly 

lamented, Mr. Bird, who {sa3rs the Newcastle Chronicle) "taught the English 
school for 64 years, with great reputation and success." Born under the 
IStuarts, and commencing as a teacher in the time of William III., he carried 
on his school through the reign of Anne, and into that of the third George. 

, Augi 22. — An explosion of gas took place in Lambton colliery, which 

was heard above 3 miles round. The 6 men then in the pit were killed. 

, Sept. 14, — James and John Bippon, shoemakers, and Christopher 

Hull, in company together at a public house in Wolviston, having quarrelled, 
went out to the fields to fight, when Hull received a stab in the heart with a 
knife, which killed him on the spot. At the Durham assizes, held in August, 
1767, the Eippona were tried for the murder of Hull, found guilty, and burnt 
in the hand. 

, Nov. 29. — A whale of the spermaceti kind, 17 yards long, was caught 

by the crew of a ship in the mouth of the Tees, and towed into Seaton. 
*' When it touched the ground, it made such a noise as to be heard several 
miles off." It was dead when it was put on shore. 

.— Stockton Theatre. — ^About the beginning of this year, a bam in the 

Green Dragon Yard was converted into a theatre, and opened by Thomas 
Bates's company of comedians. Mr. Bates continued the management till 
Sibout 1786, when, being involved in his circumstances, he gave up the theatre 
to his nephew, James Cawdell (a favourite actor), who took upon him his 
uncle's debts, snd allowed him an annuity of £64. Bates had then travelled 
the circuit (including Scarborough, Stockton, Sunderland, Shields, Durham, 
&c.,) 30 years.t Amongst the actors and musicians who formed a portion of 
the company at different times, during his management, are to be found the 
names of Cunningham, the celebrated pastoral poet [see 1773] ; Shield, a na- 
tive of Whickham, who, as a musician, is ranked by good authority to be, 
*' afler Purcell, the finest and most perfect example of really English writers''* 
[see 1829] ^ and Thomas Holcrofb, who, although he did not rank high as an 
actor, afterwards gained considerable celebrity as a dramatic writer and novelist. 

1767. — "The i&itiquities of the Abbey and Cathedral, and also a particular 
description of the County Palatine of Durham, compiled from the best authorh- 

* On June 27, 1753, the day of the annual meeting of the Newcastle Infirmary (founded 
1761), the Mayor of that town entertained the bishop, with the nobility, clergy, and gentiy, 
'** on which occasion," says Brand, *'a iurtle was served up, which had been sent from London

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ties and original MSS./' was publiflhed by Patrick Sanderson, ^ booksellar at 
Durham. 

1767, Jan. 3. — A |preat fall of snow, with lightningand thunder, took place 
this and the preceding day on the coast between Bljth and Whitby. At 
Stockton, the ships were all driyen from their anchors, the low grounds in the 
neighbourhood were oyerflowed, and a great many sheep were lost. At Seaton, 
seyeral houses were washed down. Qreai damage was done to yessels in the 
Tjme; 2 yessels sunk. A Stockton yessel, the Morning Star, Chrishopp, 
from North Bergen, with deals, was stranded on the Herd, near Tynemouth ; 
air her masts tumbled oyerboard ; the crew and part of the car^o were sayed ; 
one of the sailors died from being benumbed with cold. Staithes, Whitby, 
Sandsend, and Saltbum, suffered great loss by the inundation. 

, Feb. — A tremendous explosion took place in a colliery near Fatfield, 

by which 29 persons lost their liyee. 

, Aug. — ^Eey. Sampson Occum, an Indian of Connecticut, preached at 

Stockton on behalf of an Indian Academy for educating youths in the English 
tongue. 

, Aug. 8. — "The cc^tables of Yarm, against whom an action was 

brought by Thos. Feirse, !£iia. [Acklam], and Thos. Feirse the younger, for 
bumine; an Exchequer bushel, their property, in the public market-place, the 
30th of October last, haye made all due submission for such a precipitate pro- 
cedure, and haye a^ed to pay all the costs of such action as» between the 
attorney and his client ; and a rule, made last Hilary Term by the Court of 
Eing's-Bench, for these two gentlemen to shew cause why an information 
should not be exhibited against them for using this bushel, as being larger 
than the standard, has since, after a full hearing, been discharged with costs, 
to be paid by these constables as the prosecutors."— Unw. Mag, 

, Oct. 20. — Miss Elizabeth Bunting, of Stockton, died, leaying the in- 
terest of jB300 to be distributed amongst such poor housekeepers of the parish 
as do not receiye any parochial relief. 

1768. — The covered cross in the market place was remoyed, and a column 
of the Doric order, 33 feet high, erected in its place by John Shout, at the 
cost of £45. The piazza at the north end of the town-house was also built 
this or the following year, by Balph Stubbs, at an expense of JE40 ; and the 
shambles either rebuilt or considerably improved. 

' , Mar. 23.— The Hon. Fred. Vane, and Sir T. CUyerinjj, Bt, were 

elected M.P.s for the county of Durham, without opposition, Mr. B. Shafto 
having declined standing. 

, Oct. 24.— A navigable canal from Stockton by Darlington to Winston, 

with coUateral branches to Yarm, Croft, and Piersoridge, having been pro- 
jected, a survey of the ground was taken by Brindley and Whitworth, and this 
daythereport waslaid before the subscribers; butthe heavy expense (estimated at 
£63,722), together with the uncertainty of its answering tiie public expecta- 
tion, put an end to the proiect. The length of the proposed canal was about 
27 mues (independent of the 3 branches), and the nse 328 feet. 

1769. — ^The first plan for improving the navigation of the Tees was originated 
by Edmund Harvey, of Stockton. His purpose was, as stated in his memorial, 
" To make the river Tees more navigable, and to gain a large quantity of land, 
supposed to be about 600 acres. To have a cut made for the river to go 
through the adjoining holm, whereby ships and boats may save about 2 mileo 
in 3 in going from Stooktcm to FortracK,'* &c., &q. He laboured for many 
years to impress on the inhabitants of Stockton the advantages of such a 
measure, but during his life nothing was done.* He propos^ to raise one 

* He xnftde two plates of copper, the ezsct ehape of the curve ; these plates, laid on each 
other, formed the shape of the course of the river, and the **cat'* neoessaiy to improve it.

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half of the monej required by donatioiiB, and to borrow the other half at com- 
mon interest; the interest to be paid by a small duty on vessels passing through 
the cut. [See 1781.] ' 

1769. — Gascoyne Finch, solicitor, was appointed steward of the Bishop's 
Court, in the place of J. S. Baisbeck. 

, Jan. 7. — The Literary Begister, or WeekV Miscellany, (printed for 

the benefit of the subscribers to the Newcastle Journal [see 1739] by the 
compilers of that newspaper,) commenced. The 8rd yolume (1771) contains 
▼ariouB poetical communications from Stockton. 

, Idarch. — Died, at Houghton-le-Spring, Margaret Foster, aged 119. 

She retained her fiEunilties to the last. 

, April 29. — " The bridge over the river Tees at Stockton was finished ;• 

it is greatly admired for its structure, and will be of the utmost utility." — 
JE9ewc. Oourant, Mew 6, 1769. [The Courant of May 18 contradicts a state- 
ment made in the dnronide that Mr. Mylne planned the bridge, the fact being 
that Mr. Bobson, the " ingenious engineer at Sunderland," designed this "ele- 
gant structure."] The undertaking cost £8000. The debt was cleared off, 
Aug. 2, 1813; the tolls ceased, Jan. 1, 1820; the purchases for the bishop 
were completed in July, 1821, having been efiiscted by the produce of the tolls 
after the debt was discharged, as directed by the Act. [See 1762, 1764.] 

, Oct. 18. — Faculty granted by the Abp. of York to rebuild the body 

and part of the chancel of Stokesley church. 

J Oct. 24. — A fire broke out at Stockton, in the fiax warehouse of Mr. 

John Allison, situated in Smithfield, which blazed with such fury that in a 
short time the whole was consumed. 

1770. — The borough court-leet, which had been disused for several years in 
Stockton, was a^;ain revived. In the case submitted to an eminent lawyer for 
his opinion, it is stated that '' the Bishops of Durham being lords of the 
manor of Stockton, in right of the see of Durham, have always held a court- 
leet,t with view of frunk-pledge and court-baron^ within the borough of 
Stockton, before the mayor of the said borough, and their stewards there ; 
which courts were formerly on a respectable footing, and of great use to the 
inhabitants of the borough, who, being mostly tradesmen, could here recover 
their small debts under 40s., and remove and punish nuisances, ^., without 
the trouble and expense of applying to the county court and quarter sessions, 
which are held at Durham." These courts were held twice a year. A full 
account of the process of holding these courts is given in *^Brewster*s Stockton." 

. — ^The estates of Hart, Hartness, &e., sold by the Earl of Scarborough 

to Sir Gh. Focock, K.B., for the sum of £72,000. The estates contained to- 
gether 3445 acres. 

J Jan. 29. — ^A post-coach from Newcastle to London via Darlington, 

began to run 3 times a week, each journey occupying 3 days. It carried 6 
inside passengers, each paying 3d.per mile. This was a great improvement 



* The date of April, 1771, has been ffiven for the finiihing of the bridge. It might 
probably be tiiat of toe final eompletion of the work; but, as tolls were reoelTed before 177l» 
it is erident tJiat the bridge was opened for traffic b^ore that time. 

t The etmrt'U^t, or view of framk^Udge^ is a court of record, held within a partionlar 
hundred, lordship, or manor, b^ore the steward of the leet. Its original intent was to Tiew 
the finuik-pledges — that is, the freemen within the liberty, — to preserre the peace, and punish 
divers minute oi&noes. All fineeholders within the precinct are obliged to attend this court. —

} The wwri^'bwttm is a court incident to erery manor. It is of two kinds. One relates 
entirely to copy-holders. The other is a court of common law ; it is the court of the barons; 
it is held before the fireeholders, who owe suit and sernce to the manor, the steward beinf 
rather the registrar than the judge. In these courts, suits for debts under 408. are tried and 
determined. — Blaciitam§, 
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on the year 1764, when a journey from Newcastle to York by the post-coacb 
occupied 3 days. 

1770, Jan. 31. — The first fair at Stockton for homed cattle, sheep, and 
horses, was held this day, when a very great number of each kind were ex- 
posed to sale. The fair was then fixed to be held in future twice a year, Yiz.y 
Jan. 31 and May 9. 

, Feb. 12.— Died at Norton, Capt. Christopher Middleton, EJi. He 

was sent by tho Government to discover a passage through Hudson's Straits 
to the South Sea, and was greatly esteemed for his skill in maritime affisurs. 
His discov-eries were made matters of great doubt during his life-time, but re- 
cent discoveries have proved them otherwise. 

, March. — Died at Hei^hington, Margaret Todd, aged 104 years. 

, April 18. — G-reat rejoicings at Darlington, Durham, Sunderland, and 

other places, in celebration of John Wilkes' enlargement. At Darlington 
the beUs were rung all day, and 45 pieces of cannon were fired off, and in the 
evening there were bonfires and illuminations. 

, July 20, — The piece of ground added to the churchyard at Stockton, 

in 1762, was consecrated by Bp. Trevor. 

1771. — Smollett, in his "Humphrey Clinker," published this year, mentions. 
Stockton as " a neat agreeable town." 

-, Mar. 27. — Brass Crosby, the patriotic Lord Mayor of London, was- 

committed to the Tower by the House of Commons. 

Mr. Crosbj, who was^bom at Stockton, May 8, 1725> ttos the son of Hercules Oofiby of 
that place, and of Mary, a daughter of John Brass, of Blacklialis, Esq. He was plaeed with. 
Mr. B. Hoskins, an eminent solicitor in Sunderland, and, on removing to London, ne pursued 
his profession with great industry and integrity. In 1755 he was chosen a member of the 
common council for Tower ward ; in 1760 he became City Remembrancer ; in 1764 he served 
the office of SheriflP; in 1765 he wau elected Alderman of Bread-street vrard ; in 1768 he be- 
came M.P. for Honiton ; and in 1770 he attained the hi^UeHt honours of the city, in whicb 
capacity, having pursued the independent spirit of liis prt^decossors Beckford and Trccothick, 
he was, on 27th March, 1771, committed to the Tower* by the House of Commons, for 
liberating a printer of the debates in parliament, who had been arrested in the city of London, 
by a messenger of the House, without the authority of a city magistrate. This event involved 
the question of publishing tlic debates in botli Houses, whieli, previous to this time, had been 
insert-ed in the public prints under the titles of the "Debates in Lilliput," "The Robin Hood 
Society," &c., and the speakers were designatc<l under Roman or fictitious names. On the 
termination of the session of parHament (May Stli), he left the Tower, accompanied by Alder- 
man Oliver (who had been committed under simiinr circumstances), under a discharge of 21 
guns belonging to the artillery company, and was escorted to the mansion house by 53 car- 
riages. At night the city was illuminated. On the conohision of his mayoralty, he received 
the thanks of the corporation ami a silver cup of £200 value. The obelisk in St. George's 
fields was inscribed to his memory. He rci^t 'ved addresses from several counties and towns,. 
&c.,in England; and tlie cor}>oi*ntion of the Trinity House, and 24 of the incorporated companies 
of Newcastle, sent up addrt'saes of thanks to him and OUver, whilst they were in the Tower, 
complimenting them for the determined stand they had made in the defence of the liberties 
iff the people. Stocktonians may well feel pride in the reflection that for much of the interest 
of modeninewspapcrs they an^ indebted to the patriotism, and public spirit of a native of thei 
town. Mr. Crosby was thrice married. He died in London, Feb. 14, 1793. A memoir of 
his life was published in 1829, and also an engraving from a portrait by Pyne, taken whilst 
Mr. C. was a prisoner in tlie Tower. In Lord Cliatham's correspondence, a letter dated Nov. 
10, 1770, contains his opinion of Crosby: — "The Lord Mayor has just lefl me; the ob- 
ject of his visit was the press- warrant. His lordship's discourse was candid and manly. I 

• It harine been moTpd, that in oonsoqupnce of his bad slate of health, he should only be committod to th« 
custody of the serjeant-at-arms, he immcdiatoly rose and said—" An honourable centleman has talked of the 
lenity to be shown me on account of my health, and my being only committed to the custody of the serjeant- 
at-arms. I know that I was pre-judgoil on Monday, and that tho'strinff of reeolutions and warrants is now ia 
the ffentleman's pocket. I ask no fnvour of this house. I crave no mercy from the treasury bench. I am 
rea4y to go to my noble fricnrt in the Tower, if the hoii'e shall order me. My conscience is clear, and tells me 
tliat I have kept my oath and d«)ne my duty to the city of wluoh I have the honour to be chief magistrate, and 
to my country.

1771, July 8. — Dr. John Egerton, Bp. of Lichfield, waa translated to the 
see of Durham. He died, Jan. 18, 1787, aged 65. 

, Sept. 27. — " Dr. jSi icholson [of Stockton, physician,] has done a very 

unhappy thing this morning about six, having shot himself through the head." 
— Prt«. Correspondence. 

, Nov. — " In the night between Saturday and Sunday, the 16th and 17tli 

of November, there happened the greatest land-flood ever remembered in the 
north of England, which did incredible damage on the 3 rivers of Tyne, Wear, 
and Tees. By the incessant though not heavy rain,* which fell from Friday 
morning till Saturday night, the Tees swelled to such a degree aji to rise 20 
feet perpendicular higher than the oldest man living could remember." — Ann. 
JRepster, 1771. The damage done at Croft, Hurworth, Nesham, Gbiinford, 
Bd. Castle, and other places, was very great. At Stockton, a warehouse, and 
2 or 3 cellars with liquor, were under water ; very little other damage was 
done. Yarm was the greatest sufferer, the water rising 5^ feet higher than 
in the flood of 1753 ; in some parts of the town it rose upwards of 20 feet. 
Seven persons were drowned, and many more must have perished but for the 
assistance of their neighbours from Stockton and the villages around, who 
brought bread and other necessary refreshments, which were conveyed to them 
by means of boats. The shambles, and 6 dwelling-houses, were entirely de- 
molished, and near 60 garden walls were swept away. The pulpit and pews 
of the church were thrown down, the water in it being above 9 feet high. The 
loss would have been still greater, but for the timely intelligence of the flood 
which, by great exertions, the Eev. Mr. Bramwell was enabled to send from 
Hurworth. The inundation began to subside about 8 a.m. on the Sunday- 
Handsome subscriptions for the relief of the suflerers were given by the gentry 
near Yarm, and at Stockton, &c. Upon the Tyne, the only bridge which was 
left standing, was that at Corbridge ; and in the Wear, Erosterley, Witton, 
Durham (new), and Wolsingham, bridges were all destroyed. The tremen- 
dous eruption of Solway-Moss, in Cumberland, which covered an area of 50O 
acres, took place at this time. 

1772.— Wm. Vaughan, M.A., the 6th vicar of Stockton. The following 
year he became vicar of Norton, and was rector of Haughton-le-Skeme from 
1776 to 1795. He was also chaplain to Bp. Egerton. 

. — John Carter,t solicitor, succeeded Mr. Finch as steward of the Bp.*» 

court at Stockton. 

. — Joseph Eitson's "Verses addressed to the Ladies of Stockton" were 

first printed in the " Newcastle Literary Eegister," 1772. 

, Jan. 16 — .The Doe and Debby of Stockton (John Watson, master), 

was wrecked near Yarmouth Koads, on her passage from Gothenburg. All 
hands perished.J 

— ^ May 22. — "The Darlington Pamphlet, or County of Durham Intelli- 
gencer, No. 1," was published by J. Sadler, price 2d. It contained 8 pp. of 
foolscap size ; and advertisements of a moderate size were inserted at 38. 6d. 
each. It was published weekly till November, when it was discontinued, but 
its successor was announced the same month. " The Darlington Mercury, or

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Dorham Adyertiser," commeneed in November at 2|d weekly, 8pp. 4to. It 
had the support of Ot. Allan, Esq., but was discontinued about the end of 1773. 

1772, June. — A new theatre was opened at Darlington by Bates's company 
of comedians. 

1773. — Alexander Cleeve, B.A., the 6th vicar of Stockton. In 1780, he re- 
ined for the vicarage of Wooler ; and afterwards was appointed lecturer of 
j^ghtsbridge chapm, London. He died at Knightsbridge, Sept. 30, 1805. 
A volume of his sermons was published bj subscription in 1 806. 

. — ^The Custom House at Stockton underwent considerable repairs this 

year. £240 were expended upon it. 

, July 6. — " As Mr. Thomas' Mason, a very considerable merchant in 

Stockton, was retuminf; from Cleasby to Darlington, and riding smartly down 
the lane from BlackweU, he fell from his horse, and was, unfortunately, killed 
on the spot. He left a disconsolate widow, and three small children." — Dar^ 
lingtan Mercury. 

, June. — A salmon was caught in the locks at Dinsdale, which measured 

S2 Ml. in length, 22 in, round, and weighed 47 lb, 8 oz, 

, Sept. 18. — ^Died at Newcastle, John Cunningham, aged 44. 

He was a natire of Dublin, and haying early imbibed a passion for the staffe, fbr which at 
the age of 17 he had produced a drama called *' Lore in a Mist," he was induced to appear 
as a performer, though little qualified for such a profession. He engaged with an itinerant 
manager, with whom he came to England. " He had been," says Aitson, ** a performer in 
the Edinburgh theatre, and in some strolling company or other, from his first coming into 
England tiU within a few months of his deaui ; but liad belonged for a great many [seren] 
years to one of whidi Ifr. Bates was manager, and which Tisited Stockton, &c., &c. He waa 
tmequalled in a Frenbhman, but excelled in other characters. In Cawdell's poems are some 
Tety pathetic lines addressed to him after his retirement to Newcastle. The account of hia 
death, which appeared in the Newcastle Chronicle, was written by Mrs. Slack, wife of the 
printer, at whose house he died, whose disinterested friendship and tender .attention to thia 
most ingenious and unhappy man were as meritorious as instances of such a nature are un- 
common." Holcroft speaks of him as being ** a man of a delicate constitution, of retired 
habits, and extreme sensibility, but an amiable and worthy man. The parts in which he acted 
with most success were mincing fops and pert coxcombs — characters the most opposite to hia 
own." He gained considerable celebrity as a pastoral poet. His ** Poems, chiefly pastoral," 
were publisl^ by subscription in 1766, with a dedication to Gbrrick ; they hare been fre- 
quency reprinted, with additions. His principal merit as a poet seems to lie in the easy and 
humble, yet pleasing, walks of the pastoral muse. Kitson, in his '* Progress of English Song," 
obsenres that, '* though not equal to Gk>ldsmith in natire genius, and still less so in learned 
application, Cunningham posses a pleasinff simplicity which cannot fsil to reoommend him to 
a reader of unadulterated taste." The following Terses ** On the Death of ICrs. Sleigh, of 
Stockton," mother of the late Col. Wm. Sleigh, were written by him : — 
Much loT'd. rnnoh honour* d, maoh lamented SuxeK I 
The Undred nrUna had expired with thee. 
Were it ordained the danghters of the aW, 
Like the firail offlmnng ofthe earth, ooola die; 
Trembling they SMmd at thy too early doom. 
And wiiwgiiwg team to consecrate thy tomb. 

-In tbe Darlington Mercury of this year there is an adyertisement 



of a house for sale, in Silver-street, Stockton, " in the occupation of John 
Comey," and it is described by way of distinction and commendation as a 
'^sash'd" house. There is a local tradition, once noticed in the Gateshead 
Observer, that sashed windows were first introduced into Stockton in Silver- 
street, at the north-west comer, by Matthew Pybus, a wholesale shoemaker. 
It was his habit to send cargoes of shoes to London by sea, and walk thither 
himself to dispose of them, not unfrequently arriving before the ship. Seeing 
sashed windows in town, he got them into his own house. 

1774. — ^A bank establishea at Darlington by the Messrs. Backhouse. 

, Jan. 6. — ^The Thomas and Bebecea, Hopper, from Hull for Newcastle 

with goods and cheese, was drove on shore near Hartlepool, and wrecked; the 
crew and part of the cargo were saved. A set of barbarians came down from 
the country, and in a savage manner plundered the ship, and carried off a great 
number ox cheeses. — Univ» May,

1774, Sept. 3.— As John Simpflon, farmer, near Stockton, was in his field 
▼iewinff hia cattle, a battle ensued be4nreen him and his bull, which was con* 
tested by the farmer for about half an hour, till at last his antagonist gained 
the victory, and flung and tore him in such a manner that his life was despaired 
of; but what is most remarkable, the old man lay on his back, holding by the 
lixke which was fixed to the bull's nose, which so baffled the animal tliat he 
could not rip him with his horns. — Oillegptf's Col. 

, Oct. 13. — Mr. Vane having declined standing a contest for the repre- 
sentation of the county of Durham in parliament. Sir Thomas Glavering and 
Sir John Eden were elected without opposition; and again in 1780 and 1784. 

J Dec. — Severe storms took place on the east coast in the early part of 

this month. Near 40 sail, it is supposed, had suffered between the Thames 
and the Forth, some of them containmg very valuable cargos. 

1775. — G^rge Golman, junr., the dramatist, who passed through Stockton 
with his father (on their way to Cocken Hall), calls it *' a cheerfiu town." 

1776. — Eobert Preston, junr., solicitor, succeeded Mr. Garter as steward of 
the Bp.'s courts at Stockton. 

— r-.— The Stockton Gorporation accounts this year contain a charge of 
£19 7s. 6d., paid to " John Blades for removing stones from the river near 
Glemens Beacon." 

. — Umbrellas first came into use in Stockton about this year. 

. — " The Society of Frisnds were located in early times at Darlington, 

and were sabjected to some persecution. In 1776, its members in this parish 
numbered 1 w ; average deaths per annum, 4. They first met at Gockerton, 
and their old burial place was, 1 believe, behind the Black Bull Inn, at the 
angle of Blackwellgate and Grange road. They have now a handsome meeting- 
house (with a cemeterv) in Skinnergate." — Juongstaffe^a Darlinatonj 1854. 

y June 14. — ^A literary society, or book dub, established at Stockton. 

The number of members is restricted to 12 ; and the books, after they have 
gone the circulation, are sold to the best bidder. The original members were 
the Bevds. Andw. Blackie, John Bowntree, and John Aspinwall; and Messrs. 
Laur. Jopson, J. Burden, J. S. Baisbeck, G. Wray, Leo. Bobinson, jun., Qeo, 
Wear, and Benj. Beid. The Bevds. T. H. Tidy and J. Brewster were after- 
wards elected to make up the number allowed. 

, Oct. 17. — Effigies of four of the inhabitants of Stockton, who were 

disaffected to the measures of the administration respecting the American 
war, were carried through the streets, and burnt in the market place* 

1777.— Ann Foster died at Newcastle, aged 123. 

• — ^A useful botanical work, bv St^hen Bobson, of Darlin^iton, was 

published this year at York, entitled " Tie JBrUish Flora" containing the 
select names, characters, nlaces of growth, durations, and times of fiowering, 
of the plants growing wUa in Great Britain ; to which are prefixed the Prin- 
ciples of Botany. 

, Feb. 14. — An address to the king, signed bjr the mayor (O. Hutchin- 
son) and 188 inhabitants of Stockton, oongratukting mm on the n^id proffress of 
his arms in America, was presented to ms majesty by the Earl of Suffcnk, and 
was received " Yeij graciously." 

, April. — Jom Mowbray, of Wolviston, died, aged above 100. His 

wife, about the same age, was still living. 

, j^ov. 16. — ^The Hartlepool Gustom House burnt down. It waa sup- 
posed to have been malidoualy set on fire. « 

1778.— The first book printed at Stockton was '' A Trip to Kilkenny, from 
Durham, by way of Whitehaven and Dublin, in the year kbcclxzvi. ' ISie 
author, Mark Slstob, of Shotton, says in the prefiuse— ''The Lettera which 
save Birth to this little Book, were principally intended to amuse a near Be- 
lation : but not being confined to one Hiuxd, nor even to a few hands, they in a 
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little Time became almost a public Manuscript Some requested, and all 
approved of, their publication." The work was printed by E. Christopher, for 
the author. 

1778.— "Teisa: A Descriptive Poem of the Biver Teese, its Towns and 
Antiquities, by Anne Wilson," was printed at Newcastle this year. The fol- 
lowing extract will give a fair idea of the powers of the writer : 

** Thus wedded to the sea, her waters swell 
So large, that harks they hear at Low Worsel : 
Feare*s numerous magatines there see, 
Here harks, fair Teisa, anchor first in thee ! 

Triumphant now thou visits busy Yarm, 
Where the ohastisings of thy poweHul arm 
In their sad minds, rise mournful, recent still. 
When thy raging waters did their dwelling fill. 
At Yarm their wares the wealthy fiumers vend, 
Which to our great metropolis they send. 

Li fair meanders Teisa next surreys 
A beauteous mansion, built by wealthy Mays. 

With many a fine serpentine-like turn, 
Clear Teisa does from hence to Barwick run ; 
To Stockton next, whose fiiir neat streets proclaim 
dodna there does not presume to reign. 
By thee enrich'd, fisdr Teisa, merchants here 
lake prihoes, all magnificent, appear : 
With Pallas* spirit, shipwrights are inspir'd, 
Of her their noble art they haye acquired. 

Smooth Teisa gently glides away from hence 
To Portrack, ships of burden now advance

Some houses next we see, that bear the name 
Of Newport, but they scarce attention claim." 

, Mav* — A meeting of the nobility and gentry of Northumberland and 

Durham, held to consider of the defence of the coasts of those counties from 
the anticipated invasion of the French, resolved to apply to government for 
six regiments of infantry and cavalry, and two ships of war, one to be stationed 
at the mouth of the Tyne, the other at the mouth of the Tees. 

• — A small corps of volunteers was raised at Stockton about this time^ 

and placed under the command of James Crowe, merchant. 

,May 10. — Susannah Comer, widow, aged 106, was buried at Hartlepool. 

, Dec. 18. — The Bellona, firigate, built at Stockton by Pye, for govern- 
ment, was launched; she mounted 20 guns (6-pounders), and 12 swivels; lefb 
the Tees in October, 1779, and was wrecked in the Texel in December fol« 
lowing. 

1779, Jan. 1.— The Preston, a fine ship, 84 feet long and 26^ feet broad» 
(built by T. & Mark Pye, of Stockton, in 1 776-7,) was lost upon tne Ghoodwin 
Sands, a^d the whole of the ship's company (about 60 persons) perished with 
her. The captain (J. Beckwith) had been married, at Stockton, to Miss Mary 
Clarke, a few weeks before. 

, Feb. — The celebrated American buccaneer Paul Jones made a descent 

upon Skinningrave, and fired some cannon balls ; but he does not appear to 
have done much damage, except to the larders and cellars of the inhabitants* 
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1779, Feb. 14. — Capt. James Cook, the celebrated dreum-navigator, was 
murdered at Owhjhee. He was bom at Marton in Gleyeland, of honest and 
industrious parents, Oct. 27, 1728. 

1780. — ** Thoughts in prose and verse, started in his walks, by John Hope," 
360 pp. 8vo., was printea by E. Christopher. Mr. Hope was a military man, 
then resident in Stockton, and the work is dedicated "To the Officers of the 
Northamptonshire Militia." 

. — Another work came from Christopher's press this year, viz., "Essay 

on the principal part of the book of the Bevelations, in a series of dialogues, 
Ac., by James Kershaw,"* 2 vols. 12mo., stitched, 48. 

, Feb. 18. — ^The Tees broke up, after being frozen 8 weeks. 

, Mar. 18. — James Greville, LL.B., the 7th vicar of Stockton. In 

1782 he resigned the living for the rectory of Whickham. 

, May 12. — Colours were presented to Lord Fauconberg's newlv raised 

regiment of Yorkshire North Bidmg Volunteers (about 300 in number), which 
hs^ been in training at Stockton since Oct., 1779. 

, Dec. 9. — A shock of an earthquake was felt, between 4 and 5 p.m., at 

Stockton, Yarm, and also over a large area in Durham, Northumberland, Cumber- 
land, and Yorkshire. In Newcastle and the neighbourhood, the houses, windows, 
chairs, tables, &c., were thrown into violent agitation for about 2 seconds, attended 
during the time by a remarkable noise, but happily no harm was done. 

1780-1783. — ^The names of the Stockton vessels and their masters employed 
in the London trade, during these years, were as follows : — Charlotte, Kt. 
DaviBon; Thomas, James Davison; Phoenix, Ed. Thomhill; Nassau, Eden;

1781. — Died at Stockton, aged 83 years, Edmund Harvey, pewterer. 
He was a man whose name justly deserres to be held in remembrance, not only for his 
suggestion for the improvement of the navigation of the river Tees [see 1769], but also for the 
great interest he took in the cause of education. At an early period he commenced (what 
may &irly be termed a ragged school) the instruction of 6 poor boys, making his workshop 
in f inUe Street his school, and, with the assistance of well disposed persons, also clothed 
them. He afterwards (about 1769) added to his school 6 girls, and, bj the furtiier aid of his 
friends, was enabled to engage a young female to instruct them in needle-work. He also 
attended, with his scholars, the daily morning services at the church.t In order to perpetuate 
his good work, he petitioned the trustees of Bp. Crewe for their assistance, stating that " the 
contributions already obtained are not sufficient for a lasting foundation to make good the 
woriL, and perpetuate it with a schoolmaster, after my decease.*' After his death, however, 
no person came forward to carry on this work of benevolence. Mr. Brewster says "he was 
one of the last instances of the pious and simple manners of departinff times." The late Henry 
Hellanby, who was for a few years a schoolmaster in Bams Wynd (Bamsgate Street), and 
afterwards a clerk in a solicitoi^s office, was one of Mr. Harvey's pupils, and wrote two pieoes 
of poetry on his death; one of them was inserted in the "Newcastle Ladies' PookeC-book" for 
1787; the other (given below) was composed the previous year : — 
«Bat ul our pnites h»Te not Lords engroM'd, 

I'll tempt my moM to sing the man we're lost. 

Who, while he liv'd, possess'd a smsU estate. 

So WM not meanlj poor nor idly great; 

And to suoh pioos nsee he applied 

His life and fortune tiU the dAj he died. 

That all who knew him cannot bnt confess 

He doth'd the neked— fed the fatherlees ; 

The nnleerned instructed ; oarefullj saljjoined 

Such moral prsoepts in the tender mind 

Of youth, that thej peas oahnlj thro' the strife 

And care of this world; on a wall spent life 

Look hack, when to the Terge ef me they come. 

In IhU assurance of their peacefhl doom ; 

BuTftj their flriends, and Ueas the happj man 

Who first taught them the ways of Goa to scan."

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1781. — Mary Speed, of Worsall, near Yarm, a poor labouring woman, died 
this year, aged 108. 

, Oct. 18. — ^The tide at Stockton this morning was the highest ever 

known without a land flood. 

, Noy. 20. — John Snowdon, of Norton, left by will, dated this day, the 

interest of jBlOO, 3 per cent, consols, to poor shoemakers of Norton and 
Stockton, to be distributed annualljr on St. Stephen's day. 

. — In December, Eitson printed a little satirical tract, called "The 

St-ckt-n Jubilee: or, Shakespeare in all his Glory, a choice pageant for Christ- 
mas Holidays," which consists of extracts from Shakespeare, applied to most 
of the principal inhabitants of that town, descriptive of tueir sereral characters. 
In a letter to his friend Wadeson, in Jan., 1782, he speaks jocosely of the tract. 
" I find that a most impudent and malicious rascal nas been libelling the all- 
accomplished inhabitants of Stockton, in a twelfpenny pamphlet. Among 
the rest, I perceive he has taken the liberty to pa^ you a very handsome com- 
pliment on your distinguished knowledge of music, which, to be sure, all the 
world allows is not to be pandleled. Especially in the nice distinctions be- 
tween Harmony and Melody, of which you are perfect master. Well, after 
all, a horn for my money ! I am this moment informed the above scoundrel 
is caught by Tim. Painter and Charles Wharton, and is to be publicly baited 
at the bull-ring, next Friday, in tkpiUe [badger] skin. Is it true, know you P'* 
" My compliments to Mr. Sanderson ; for, tho* a Custom House officer, he 
may live to be an honest man." 

1782. — Printed by E. Christopher, Stockton, "A scriptural illustration of 
the doctrine of regeneration, interspersed with some short observations on the 
doctrines of the Quakers, Socinians, Methodists, and the Church of England- 
men, to which is added a letter on Baptism, by Thomas Sheraton, junr.,'* 
12mo., 100 pp. 

, March. — John Nichols, a labourer, died at Darlington, aged 107. 

, May. — Sejoicings in all the towns of Durham on the arrival of the 

news of Adm. Eodne^'s victory over the French fleet in the West Indies. 

, May 21. — Died at Hurworth, aged 81, William Emerson, the great 

and self-tausht mathematician. He was bom at Hurworth, where his father 
was a schoolmaster. His person was robust, rough, and masculine ; his dress 
slovenly and mean ; his maimers studiously vulgar and abrupt ; his way of 
life as singular as his person, frequently descending to the meanest labour and 
occupation. Amidst these singularities, he was acknowledged to be the first 
genius of the age in mathematics, in which line he was communicative and 
Hberal. His publications are numerous. He was a great contributor to the 
Ladies' Diary, under the anagram of Mbsonxs. 

, June. — Died in the poor-house at Gkteshead, Mary Cramer, aged 120 

years. 

, July 20. — Christopher Anstey, M.A., the 8th vicar of Stockton. In 

1783 he repaired and enlarged the vicarage house at a considerable expense, 
and in 1786 resigned Stockton for the vicarage of Norton. He died at Nor- 
ton, Dec. 19, 1827, after holding the living 41 years. He was the eldest son 
of Chr. Anstey, the distinguised author of " The Bath Guide," and other 
poems. 

, Sept. — ^Beioicings at Stockton, and other neighbouring towns, on 

account of &en. EUiot's successful defence of Gibraltar. 

. — ^The Darlington Commercial Mutual Insurance Company established. 

[The present " Marine Insurance Association" is a continuation of it.] 

1783. — During the last year of the American war, there were 3 ship yards 
in constant employment at Stockton. Shortly after, one was op^ied at 
Portrack, which soon miscarried. 

.—John Ferriar, M.D., resided at Stockton during this and the follow- 
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ins year, aftor which he remoyed to Alnwick, and from thence to Manchester, 
wnere he became senior physician to the Infirmary, Dispensary, Lunatic 
Hospital and Asylum. Besides many yaluable papers in the Memoirs of the 
Lit. and Phil. Society, ** Medical Histories, 3 yols.," and other professional 
works, he wrote "Illustrations of Sterne," in whose writings he had detected 
numerous plagiarisms. He died in 1815. 

1783, Jan. 2. — ^A portion of the waste lands on Thistle Green, belonging to 
the yicar of Stockton, was leased to John Barker. Here Mr. B. carried on 
the timber business for many years. [It is now occupied by a mill for rolling 
lead.] 

, June. — During the summer, the Darlington and Seaton Diligence 

trayelled via Stockton, on Tuesdays and Fridays, carrying 3 inside passengers 
at 3d. per mile each. 

, Aug. 2. — A seyere storm of thunder and lightning took place at Stock- 
ton, about 4.30 p.m., accompanied by a shower of hail from 8 to 5 inches in 
circumference. The shower was confined to a narrow track. It came from 
the wiest, and the damage done to the windows was estimated at £150. A 
fiumer near Fortrack fitted one of these hailstones to a loaded gun, and fired 
it through an inch deal. 

y Aug. 6. — Died at Sedgefield, Wm. Hall, formerly a farmer, aged 101. 

, 18. — ^The extraordinary meteor, which was yisible in other parts 

of the kingdom and on the continent, was seen at Stockton and the neighbour- 
hood about 9 P.M. The light was so strong that a shop board might be read 
across the street. 

, Sept. — ^The times of arriyal and departure of the Stockton post, at this 

period, were : — ^Arriyals on Mondays, Weonesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, 
at 5 or 6 p.m.; Departures on Tuesdays at 11 a.m., Wednesdays at 10 p.m., and 
Fridays and Satiiraays at 11 a.m. 

y Sept. 15. — ^The first Agricultural Society for the coimty of Durham 

was estabbshed at Darlington, and continued to meet 4 times in the year, 
alternately at Durham and Darlington, until the Society was dissolyed in 1814. 

1784, Jan. 24. — ^The winter yery seyere. The Tees was firozen a second 
time, and so continued till Feb. S5. A sheep was roasted on the riyer at For- 
trade, Feb. 14th. 

, Dec. 5-7.— A riolent storm of wind, and much damage done on the 

coast. 

1785. — Hutchinson's History and Antiquities of the county palatine of 
Durham, yoL 1st, 4to., was published this year; the 2 remaining yols. appeared 
in 1787 and 1795. 

. — ^A poem by the Eey. J. Brewster, curate of Stockton, entitled "The 

Village Pastor," printed by B. Christopher. 

. — ^The Tees Bank established m Stockton by Messrs. Geo. & Henry 

Hutchinson. 

. — Skelton church was rebuilt this year. 

-A gnunmar schoolroom was erected in the West Bow, Stockton, by 



public subscription. Haying been built on ground leased to the corporation 
DT the bishop, it was agreed that the mayor should haye the appointment of 
the master; and that the master should haye the schoolroom for little more 
than a noniinal rent, with an understanding that his charge for tuition should 
be moderate.* No rent was paid, except one year (1792), by Mr. Hayton; 
5 years by Mr. Marr (£2 2s. Oi.per onn.), and in 1809. In 1815, the cor- 
poration commenced making an annual grant of £20 to the master, which was

1785, Jan. 30. — A Sunday school established at Stockton. The boys were 
taught by the master of the charity school, the girls by a mistress. ifpwardB 
of 102 poor boys and girls attended divine service in the parish church the 
following Sunday, when a sermon was preached bv the Bev. C. Anstey, vicar.§ 

, Feb. 22. — ^The Tees was frozen for the third time this winter, and so 

continued till March 7. 

, March. — John Hall Stevenson, of Skelton Castle, the author of "Crazy 

Tales,*' &c., died, aged 67. He was a man of singular genius, and an excellent 
classical scholar. He was visited by many of the literati of the age, among 
whom Sterne was one of the number. Stevenson was the Eugenius of Sterne's 
" Tnstram Shandy," published at York in 1 759. 

, July. — Benjamin Evans succeeded Mr. Blackie as minister of the dis- 
senters' chapel. High Street, Stockton. He resigned the office in May, 1792, and 
was succeeded by Bobert Marr. Mr. Evans died in Stockton in 1 834, aged 89. 

, Sept. 19. — Died at Durham, Mr. John Lowther. He left by will to 

the parish of Sedgefield £600 in the 3 per cent, annuities, the dividends to be 
applied for and towards the education and clothing of poor female children. 
He also left £50 to the poor of Sedgefield, and £50 to tne poor of the parish 
of St. Oswald's, Durham. 

, Oct. 16. — Died at Ghrange, near Darlington, aged 68, Miss Ann Allan, 

daughter and co-heiress (with her sister) of James Allan, who died in 1753. 
Possessed of a large fortune, her charities were most extensive, and she is well 
remembered as " The Good Miss Allan** for her benevolence. A bowl of 
pence was given out every morning for the relief of every distressed person 
who might call at the accustomed fount of kindness, and meat and drink were 
plentifmly supplied. She had a remarkable penchant for cats, of which animals 
she had a very fine and large breed. She was buried in the family vault, in 
Darlington church, with great pomp. The cost of her funeral was not less 
than xlOOO. A dole on tuis occasion was given to 9 or 10,000 people, of Is. 
or 6d. each. Her cousin, George Allan, the antiquary, had a portrait of this 
lady engraved for private distribution. 

, Dec. — A most violent storm ravaged the coasts of Durham and 

Northumberland, at the beginning of this month. Between Hartlepool and 
Seaton, not less than 33 vessels lay upon the beach. 

1786. — A building in connection with the Blue-coat Charity School, Stock- 
ton, was erected, consisting of a dwelling house for the master and mistress, 
and 2 schoolrooms for the boys and girls. 

. — One or more Stockton vessels were employed about this time in the 

Greenland trade, and an oil house built at Portrack.

For wealth, for splendor ; dress, abroad renown'd.*' 
Thos. Pierson, the author of these poems, held at this time a situation in the 
Customs at Stockton ; he had preyiously been a blacksmith, a watchmaker, a 
schoohnaster, Ac., at Stokeslej, where his first poem, " Roseberry Toppin,*' 
was printed by N. Taylerson, 1783. He died at Stockton, Aug. 8, 1791. 

1786, Feb. 6.— The Female Union Club (the first female dub in Stockton) 
established. 

, April 13. — ^Died at Cheshunt. Stephen Attlay, aged 66. He was 

buried at Seamer, near Stokesley. This person left Seamer, where he had 
failed in business as a butcher, and went to Jamaica ; there he amassed a for- 
tune of £100,000 as commissary of stores, and, on his return to England, paid 
his creditors the whole of his debts, with interest. [See Oct. 1, 1765.] 

, June. — ^The Methodist chapel in Bondgate, Darlington, (built in 

1778,) was enlarged, and side galleries erected. It was opened by John 
Wesley in this month. Wesley's first visit to Darlington was in 1761. 

J Sept. 6. — Edward Wilson, B.A., 9th vicar of Stockton. He died. 

May 28, 1799, at the house of his son, the rector of Wolsingham, and was 
buned at Stockton. 

, Nov. 22. — The first mail from Newcastle by Darlington to the south, 

was conveyed by the royal mail coach, which had commenced running on the 
13th. 

1787. — ^A subscription entered into at Stockton for making a foot-road to 
the bridge. It was completed this or the following year. One side of the 
new road was planted with trees, by Geo. Sutton, Esq., and seats were placed 
in convenient situations. 

. — John Kendrew and — Porthouse, of Haughton-le-Skeme, obtained 

a royal patent for the spinning of flax, by applying the principle of the cotton 
jenny to the spinning of it by machinery, turned by water-power. [Kendrew 
died in 1800.J 

. — Dr. Thomas Thurlow, bishop of Lincoln, was translated to the see 

of Durham. He died. May 27, 1791. 

J Au^. 15. —Died in London, aged 64, Joseph Beed, well known as a 

dramatic writer. 

Mr. Beed was bom at Stockton, in March, 1723, and was baptized by Mr. Tbompson, tha 
minister of the dissenting society there, on April 9th of the same year. His original destina- 
tion was not to the trade of his father, which he was hrought up to, that of a roper, and hit 
early connexions did not much encouraee him in those porsnits to which afterwards he bent 
his attention. In his own narratiye of his early life, he says, speaking of his father, '*H]i 
natural abilities were tci^ extensiye, thoii{[h he was no conjuror in learning ; and so IuIIt 
was he conTinced of the disadyantages of ilUterature, that he was determined to giTC his chil- 
dren as good an education as his purse and their capacities would admit. At 7 years old, 
little master, videlicet, my sweet self, was to be put into Qaffer Hoole*s leading strings to the 
Latin tongue ; but, being at that time seized with an ill-natured ague, which, some few inter* 
▼als excepted, Tieitod me almost 8 years, my entrance into grammatical trammelB was post- 
poned. My father being under great grief and perplexity on account of my tertian lisit, used 
erery method in his power to rid the house of so troublesome an intruder, and at length suo- 
eeeded by employing an old snarler of the &culty to bark him out of tiie fiunily. I was no 
sooner freed nom my late engagement, than a second-hand grammar was purchased, and at 
the first quarter-day I was to begin my Latin.*' The death of his father at this time almost 
disconcerted the sememe of his education, and his mother, now a widow with 6 children to 
Biaintain, on a consultation with her friends, screed that the elder brother (John) should be 
infltmcted in the business of a roper. One of her friends was for putting Joseph as *' 'pren- 
titfe to a tailor, another to 'a barber, for they reiy wisely obserred, as I was but a rerr puny 
chap, and much of the &mily of the Slims, I should not be able to endure Tery hard laSoor. 
It was at last resolred, nemime eomiradieemU^ that I should, at a proper age, be put to a 
cabinet-maker. This resolution had assuredly passed the maternal assent, had not a gentle- 
man of learning, a distant relation, offered to supply me with books and board tDl I had 
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perfected mj education at a grammar sohooL This generonapiopoaal was pradentlj aooepted 
Dj my mother, who was not a little derated with the hopes of her son's amying at &e dignitj 
of thompuig the cushion. Well, I was put to school, and hurried with such rest rapidity 
through Messrs. Hoole, Lilly, Cato, and Corderius, that mj master declared I was the finest 
boy he had erer under his care. Before I had been a fortnight entered in Mynheer Erasmus* 
I had the misfortune to lose my master, who died of a distemper not uncommon in tins isUmd 
•—a scolding wife." Beed was then sent to Appleby school, but, not meeting with fidr 
treatment there, he was remored to a school in his natire town, " where,*' he says, *'I began 
to recorer my small reUsh of the classics ; but my brother dying before I had been 4 months 
fixed in my new situation, I was most barbarously torn from school to supply the place of 
the deceased. All. my Latin books were seised by order of the council, and mhumanly kept 
from me with as much strictness as pen and ink from a state prisoner, by which means my 
progress in that language hath been no further serviceable to me than in teaching me to write 
tolerable grammar m my mother tongue. This, though it seemed to me an act of great 
oppression, was no more than the effect of sound policy ; for it was verj sagely concluded 
that my love of learning would naturaUy increase my ayersion to business. Sfoweyer, under 
these restraints, I could not be easy ; and, as Latin authors were denied me, with my small 
allowance I purchased an odd, crabbed, un£uhionabIe book, called ParatUit LoH^ written by 
a son of darkness, one John MQton. This author at first was too hard for me, but by frequent 
reading I b^gpui to understand and relish him. After I had finished old Commonwealth, I 
hired, at the important sum of twopence a week, a queer obsolete author that you may per- 
haps haye heard of, one William Shakepeare, a great playwright ; but, unluckily, while I was 
perusing the first volume, I was detected by a dissenting clergyman, who was loved in our 
fEunily. This gentleman, though a man of great worth and learning, had caught the common 
infection, and was of opinion that the knoinedse of Shakspeare was altogether unneoessaiy to 
a hidter maker. Well, what was to be done ? I was so charmed with my cousin Shakspeare^ 
that I could not fomt him ; and to read him openly was downright defiance to my mother 
and her ministry. In this exigence I had recourse to a variety of wiles, by which I secured 
to myself the pleasure of perusmg my favourite author without discovery." 

Nothing, it appears, could divert Mr. Beed from dramatic poetry, which, through eveiy 
period of his life, seems to have been the object of his particular renrd. His first attempt 
was "The Superannuated Gallant, a Faroe," printed at Newcastle, 1746, and performed by a 
company of strolling players there. In 1747 he paid a visit to London, led to it probably by 
his affection for the l5rama. In 1760 he married Sarah, a daughter of Mr. John Watson, <n 
Stockton, flax merchant. After exerdsing the business of a rope-maker at Stockton for some 
years, he, in 1767, removed te London, and settled in Sun Tavern Fields in the same business. 

In 1768 appearsd his *' Macbrigal and TruUetta, a mock tra^y," which was performed at 
Covent Garden Theatre one night only (July 6), under the direction of Theophilus Gibber. 
It was intended as a ridicule upon some of the later performances of the buskin ; ** but was,** 
says the author, "inhumanly butchered in the representation."* 

Mr. Beed's fondness for we drama did not divert his attention from his trade.' In a pub- 
lication of his, in 1769, called " A Sop in the Pan," he says " I hate a lazy life, and must have 
my hands or head employed. When my hempen calls are brisk, I ctm not ai home to the 
Mneees but when my trade grows dull, I am glad to receive their Ladyships." 

In 1761 he brought out " The Begister Oflioe, a force," at Drury Lane Theatre,t with ^rsat 
applause. It is marked by strong conception of character, and by a most correct exhibition 
of provincial manners and dialect. The most original character in it is that of Margery 
Moorpoot ; her dialect is the purest Yorkshire, and " Oanny Yatton under Boseberry, the 
biggest hill in oU Yorkshire— aboon a mile an* a hofe high, an as coad as ice at' top on't it 
hettest summers day," will be forever associated with the BegUter Qfflee, This little 
piece, which may be considered as Beed's ehef iPo»wore^ and which still keeps possession of 
the stage, was intended " to expose the pernicious consequences that may frequently arise from 
Ojjieee of Iniettigenee, or, as they are called, SegUter Qffleee, where the management of them 
happens to be lodged in the hands of wicked and designinff men. ' In the execution of this, 
several characters are* introduced, most of which are weU drawn, particularly those of an 
Irish spalpeen, a Scotch pedlar, and a Yorkshire servant maid ; as also that of a military 
male eUpelop, whose ignorance Irads him into the perpetual use of hard words, whose meaning 
he does not imderstand, and which he consequently mis-pronounces. The force was revived 
in 1771, and a new character, Mrs. Doggerel!, a female author, was introduced in it. At a 
later period, the characters of Margery and Mrs. Doggerell were represented by Miss MeUon 
and Mrs. Jordan.

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Mr. Seed's tragedy of **Dido" waa first acted at Druiy Lane, Haroh 28, 1767, for Mr. 
Holland's benefit, and twice afterwards, reoeiyin^ each time great applause, Mrs. Tates per- 
forming Dido, and Mr. Powell JBneas. It was mtended to uive been reyired in the ensning 
season, bot the aathor and the manager disagreeing in some particulars, the copy was with- 
drawn. Mr. J. Palmer rsriTed this tra^y at Drurr Lane, in 1797, under the title of the 
QiMSfi qf CaiihafBy the part of Dido bemg performed by Mrs. Siddons ; but when the play 
was printed, the mends of the deceased author stopped it from publication. 

«Tom Jones, a comic opera," was acted in Corent Garden, in 1769. It was reoeiTed with 
considerable applause. Mr. Seed observes, in the pre£soe to the published opera, *' I hare 
made many material deriations from the norel, both in point of fable and character. I have 
stripped its hero of his libertinism, to render him, as I imagined, more amiable and interest* 
ing ; and hare metamorphosed parson Qmpph into a country squire, to avoid giving ofienoe 
to the doth. The characters of WeHem and Somfur 1 have divested of their provmciality^ 
lest the attention of the performers to the pronunciation of an uncouth and diiScult dialect 
should produce an imaU&mUau to the more material business of the Drama. I have also 
endeavoured to purge Western's character of its coarseness and indelicacy," Ac., Ac, For the 
hint of UgUmatimjf Zoom^ and the thought which gave rise to the teeand air in the opera, 
Mr. Seed expresses himscJf indebted to the JVencA Tom Jones by M. Poinsinet. 

The last dramatic piece produced by Mr. Heed was ** The Impostors ; or, A Cure for Gre- 
duliW," a farce, acted March 19, 177^ at Covent Garden Theatre, for Mr. Woodward's 
benefit The story was taken«firom Gil Bias, and provoked man^ peals of laughter. Besides 
the pieces already mentioned^ Mr. Beed wrote many others which hare never been acted or 
pubushed. 

In 1784 Mr. Beed published *< An Epitaph on the late illustrious Earl of Chatham," 8vo. ; 
and in 1776 printed *'St. Peter's Lodge, a serio-comic legendary Tale, in Hudibrastic Terse," 
8vo., which he inscribed to the Prince of Wales. In this year a monopoly of hemp took 
place, which, it was supposed, would have a pernicious effect on the shippmg of the kingdom. 
On this occasion he published '* A Bope's End for Hempen Monopolists ; or, a Dialogue be- 
tween a Broker, a Bope-maker, and the Ghost of Jonas Hanway, Esq., in which are repre- 
sented the pernicious Efi'ects of the Bise in the Price of Hemp $ by a Halter-maker at the 
Service of all Monopolists," 8vo. His last work was '* The Betort Courteous ; or, a candid 
Appeal to the Public on the conduct of Thomas Linley, Esq., Manager of Druiy Lane Theatre, 
to me author of Dido, containing original Letters, and just Bemarks on the Manager's arbi- 
traiy and indefensible Bejection of that Tragedy," 8vo, 1787. 

A long sedentary course of life, with little exercise, brought on a disorder which terminated 
his life at the age of 64. He was buried in Bunhill Fields burying ground. His property ho 
left to his 8 surviving children, to be divided in equal proportions. His eldest son. Join 
Wtdun^ was a solicitor in London ; and Shakspeare, who succeeded him in his business, after 
realising a luuidsome fortune, retiz«d to Sunderland, where he became a magistrate for the 
county of Durham, and died a few years aco. Jones, in the '* Biographia Dramatica," sums 
up l£r. Beed's character as follows i—** Mr. Beed's character deserves a few words, if up- 
rightness and integrity have any claim to the remembrance of mankind. In a life passed with 
■o littie variety, few opportunities present diemselves for the display of heroic virtues ; yet 
one instance did occur which we shall relate. At the time Mr. Beed resided in Stockton, and 
when he was in no very aflluent circumstances, a person who had acquired about £2000 in 
the service left him the whole of his property. Mr. Beed, immediately on the death of the 
testator, sent for his next of kin, and very eenerously relinquished the whole of the bequest 
to them. He was possessed of considerabls genius, and, had he mixed more in the world, 
would have made a better figure as a dramatic writer. He had no small portion of humour, 
and, as fiur as his observation reached, he painted with accuracy. The merit of invention 
would with great injustice be denied him. As a man, his character was very amiable; he waa 
hospitable and generous, kind and afflsctioiiate to his relations, firank and opoi to his firiends, 
charitable and humane to alL" Surtees says of him, "He preserved through life the character 
of a sensible, worthy, friendly man." 

1787, Oct. 2.— Christopher Smith, draper, was re-elected mayor of Stockton. 
Eitson, ^ho waa preaent, thus reports : — " The election of a mayor came on 
last nigfat, at wbich our fiiend Wear cut a most conspicuous figure, haying to 
oppose the re-election of his late worship, and of course the whole corporation, 
by his single solitary yote ; seyeral who had solemnly engaged to support his 
cause turning tail, like true Stocktonians, and either refusing to poll or goinff 
oyer to the enemy. Great souls, howeyer, are incapable of depression, and 
our hero concluded his opposition by demanding a scrutiny against a majority 
of 20 to 1. In truth it was a high scene, and such a one as I may safely yen- 
ture to say was neyer before exlm)ited on that stage." 
, llec.— Died at Bp. Middleham, Major-General John Beckwith, aged 65. 
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He commanded the 20tli Beg. at Hinden, and the brigade of Grenadiers and 
Highlanders during the 7 years' war, with yerj distinguished reputation. 

1788.— The last thatched cottage in Stockton pulled down [see 1724]. 

. — " Ardra and Alaba : an African tale in verse, with a preface on the

. — ^The church at Greatham hospital having become ruinous, was this 

year taken down, and the present structure erected. 

. — ^The old Castle of Skelton (built about 1140) pulled down, and re- 
built by Mr. Wharton. 

. — Ghnndon church nearly rebuilt this year, and the lead roof replaced 

with slate. The structiure consisted of a nave and chancel, without tower or 

-, Mar. 3. — ^An almost uninterrupted drought from this time to May 20. 
-, May. — ^A regatta* took place at Stockton this month. 



, Oct. 18. — The JNewcastle Advertiser, a weekly newspaper, commenced 

by Matthew Brown. In 18 1 1 it became the property of Edwd. Humble, who, 
in 1814, removed its place of publication to Durnam, and gave it the name of 
the " Durham County Advertiser." 

, Nov. 5. — The Centenary of the Bevolution was celebrated at Stockton 

and the neighbouring towns by public rejoicing. Bon-fires were lighted on 
conspicuous parts of the Cleveland hills, and one was placed on the cone of 
Boseberiy Toppin. 

, Dec, 28. — Died at Stockton, aced 71, Balph Bradley, Esq. He was 

bom at Gbeatham, Sept. 22, 1717, and educated at the grammar school in 
Durham. He was caUed to the bar by the society of Gray's Inn, but soon 
after settled at Stockton, and confined himself almost exclusively to convey- 
ancing ; the reputation which he acquired in this branch of business has been 
rarely exceeded, and his opinion was always treated with deference by the 
ablest of his contemporaries. His habits of life were extremely retired, and, 
by the successful exercise of his profession for 40 years, he realised the sum 
of £40,000. By his will, after enumerating certain legacies, he leaves the re- 
mainder of his property to trustees, ''to be from time to time for ever applied 
to the purchase of such books as may have a tendency to promote the interests 
of virtue and religion, and the happiness of mankind." An amicable suit in 
Chancery was instituted according to the directions of his will, in consequence 
of which, by decree of the Lord Chancellor Thurlow, the charitable intention 
was set aside in favour of the next of kin, his first cousins (Joseph Yeal and 
his 2 sisters, and Mary, wife of John Sutton, and daughter of Edmund Bunt- 
ing). A handsome monument was erected to the memory of Mr. Bradley, in 
Greatham church, where he was buried. 

. — Mary Wilkinson, of Bomaldkirk, in the North riding of York, died 

this year, ased 109. When young, she walked several times to London, some- 
times in 4 days, though the distance is 290 miles. At the age of 90 she paid 
a fnal visit to the Metropolis, and reached there in 5 days and 3 hours. She 
was interred at Bomaldkirk at the expense of the inhabitants, who erected a 
. handsome tomb over her remains. 

1789.-j-Dinsdale Spa was accidentally discovered in searching for coaL 
' After boring through red rock and whinstone to the depth of 24 yards, the 

Sring burst forth with a strong sulphureous smell. The remarkable quality 
the water attracted the attention of the labourers, who dug a hole in the 
channel of the spring for the purpose of bathing, and one of them who AmI 
long been afflictea with chronic rheumatism was perfectly cured by the bath 

* The fint regattft in England took place ia April, 1776, on the Thamea, and ia laid to 
hare baen borrowed from the Tenetiana. 
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and drinking the water. The extraordinary effects of the water, particularly 
in chronic rheumatism and cutaneous disorders, added daily to its celebrity. 
A cold bath was built in 1 797, warm baths have since been added, and Dins- 
dale Spa has gradually become a place of great resort. From experiments, a 
wine quart of the water contains carbonate of lime 2 grains, sulphate of lime 
25 grains, carbonic acid gas 2 cubic inches, azotic gas 1*50, sulphurated 
hydrogen gas (which contains 2| grains of sulphur) 8*32 The large quantity 
of hepatic air is most remarkable. 

1789. — An Act of Parliament Was obtained for making a road from Norton 
to Sunderland. 

.— " A Tour through Sweden, Swedish-Lapland, Finland, and Denmark, 

in a series of letters, by Matthew Consett, Esq.," of Normanby, was published 
this year. The work was dedicated to Sir H. Gr. Liddell, Bt., who had accom- 
panied the author in his tour. On their return to England they brought 
with them 2 Lapland girls, who, after a short stay, were restored to their 
native country. [A second edition of the work was printed by Christopher 
& Jennett, in 1815.] 

, Jan. 30. — An address of thanks was voted to the Hon. Wm. Pitt, 

from the major, aldermen, and other inhabitants of Stockton, for " his public 
conduct during the course of his administration, and more particularly for his 
watchful care over the just rights of parliament and constitution of the king- 
dom." The address was signed by 90 persons. 

, April 23. — This day was appointed as a general thangsgiving day for 

the recovery of his majesty George III. The Stockton Corporation and the 
friendly clubs walked in procession to church, where divine service was per- 
formed in the morning ; and in the evening the town was illuminated. [The 
town had been previously illuminated on Mar. 12.] An address from Stockton 
was soon after this presented to his majesty, expressive of sincere congratula- 
tions on the restoration of his health, and praying for his preservation for 
many years to come. 

, Sept. — A life-boat (suggested by the loss of the Adventurer with her 

crew) was built by subscription at S. Shields, by H. Grreathead. It was first 
used on January 30, 1790, when several seamen were brought off in safety 
from a wreck in the offing. 

, Nov. 28. — Eitson, in a letter of this date, refers to some election at 

Stockton going forward at the time : — "Wear promised last night to be steady, 
and vote either for myself or any person I may nominate, unless Jack Wilkin- 
son,* to whom he says he has engaged himself, should be put up by the aris- 
tocracy. I sounded Eaisbeck, but find we are not to flatter ourselves with 
any sort of countenance from that quarter. Being half pitchered, I took the 
liberty to tell him that such men as Willy Walton, young Willy Dale, and 
Philip Hodgson, were honester fellows, and those of whose acquaintance I was 
more proud, than any member in the corporation. Wear, who was present, did 
not escape without a rally." 

1790. — The free grammar school of Guisbrough founded. 

. — Thrashing machines first introduced into the North Eidiug of York- 
shire by E. Cleaver, of Nunnington, about this period. 

. — Mark Pye and Thomas Haw, shipbuilders at Stockton, built between 

1782 and 1790 24 vessels, of which the Aurora appears to have been the 
largest, her length being 97 feet, breadth 30 feet, and depth 19 feet. Between 
1790 and IbOo, Thos. Haw built 40 vessels, the largest of which were the 
Highland Lass (550 tons), the Tottenham (517 tons), and the Experiment. 
The first 2 were built for Capt. W. Christopher. From the early part of 
1805 to April, 1817, Mr. Haw built 16 vessels, 10 of which were under 100 
tons, and the remainder above 100 tons, viz. : — The Lively (104 tons), West- 
• Major of Stockton, 1785. 

O 
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moreland (108), Billj (136), and Aurora (186). The last named Teasel was 
built for Capt. B. Bobinaon, and the first 2 for the Merchants* Shipping Co. 
The tonnage of the 16 ressels together was 1212 tons. 

1790.— Mrs. Todd, of Bichmond, died, aged 105. 

.—Bichard Wright, of Sedgefield, left by will the interest of £400, 3 

per cent, annuities, to clothe and educate 6 poor boys of the parish. 

, March. — In digging a grave in Hartlepool churchyard, a stone coflGm, 

containing the body of a man, which appeared to be quite entire, was discorered. 
It seemed he had been put in with his clothes, boots, &c., on, but on exposure 
to the air all went to dust, except the soles of his boots, which were cut in 
pieces and distributed about as a great curiosity. 

, June 7. — Capt. Jonathan Fowler died at Stockton, of which place he 

was a native, aged 57, and was buried at Egglescliffe. He had been principally 
engaged in the service of the Hudson's Bay Co.; and in 1763 he, and his 
friend Capt. W. Christopher [see 1797], distinguished themselves by the skill 
they evinced in escaping from being captured by the French. 

, June 28 — July 8. — A severe contest for the representation of the 

county of Durham in parliament ended by the election of Bowland Burden 
and Balph Milbanke. The numbers polled were — For Burden, 2078 ; Mil- 
banke, 1799; Eden, 1696. 

, March 16. — A meeting was held at the town house in Stockton, 

to establish a Dispensary, when it was agreed that the room in the poor- 
house should be prepared, and the Dispensary opened on May 1st; that Geo. 
Sutton, Esq., Capt. John Sutton, and Mr. B. Wilkinson, be appointed mana- 
gers ; the Mayor, and Kev. J. Brewster, joint treasurers ; Bt. Jackson, M.D., 
physician; and Mr. J. Longstaff, apothecary of the institution, with an 
allowance of £15 per annum for his trouble. The first half-yearly report 
(Nov. 1) announced that £144 ISs. Od., in benefactions, &c., nad been re- 
ceived; and that the disbursements were £69 19s. 5d.; patients admitted, 
120. Messrs. Bd. Walker, Christopher Wray, Thos. Kirton, and Valentine 
Milburne, surgeons, afterwards gave their assistance, in rotation, on receiving 
days. 

1791. — Mr. J. S. Baisbeck held the oj£ce of steward to the bishop from this 
time to 1794. 

.— Jonathan Hartop, of Aldborough (Boroughbridge), died, aged )^. 

His parents died of the plague in 1666, and he well remembered the great fire 
of London in the same year. In ! 789, he walked 9 miles to dine with one of 
his great-grand- children. He had been married 5 times ; and his third wife 
was an illegitimate daughter of Oliver Cromwell. He numbered Milton among 
his acquaintances. — Uaston's Lives. 

, Jan. 2. — Bobert Henderson, of Stockton, well known along the coast 

from Whitby to the Fern Islands by the name of the sailing quaker, was, with 
one of his men, drowned whilst sailing in his coble from Newbiggin to Aln* 
mouth. The prospect of danger was so great, that another of his men had re- 
fused to accompany him. 

, March 14. — The proposition of the late Edmund Harvey, for making 

a cut across a neck of land between Stockton and Fortrack, to shorten the 
navigation, was revived, and great exertions were used by some of the princi- 
pal merchants and inhabitants of Stockton to accomplish the same. Jonathan 
Fickemell, of Whitby, engineer, was consulted ; he made a survey, and, on 
March 14, gave in his estimates. His plan was to make a cut, 220 yds. long, 
from 100 to 120 yards broad, and 8 yards deep ; also a dam to turn the cur- 
rent: these he estimated would cost £3970; and adding the purchase of land, 
procuring the act of parliament, Ac., the total cost would be £5000. Half 
of this sum he hoped to raise by donations, and the other half by borrowed 
money at 4^ per cent interest. The tonnage of ships (11,000 at 2d.) would 
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nearly pay the interest on the money borrowed ; and the ralue of the ground 
gained firom the river in 12 years, he calculated, would discharge the debt. 
The plan was, however, reluctantly abandoned at this time, but was resumed 
in 1802. 

1791, May 27.—" The United Shipping Company," established by the mer- 
chants of Stockton and other neighoouring towns, for conveying goods and 
passengers, weekly, between Stockton and London, announced that their first 
vessel would sail on June 1st or 2nd from W. Smith's wharf at Stockton, to 
Miller's wharf, London. The alleged grounds for establishing this company 
were the complaints made by merchants of delays in forwarding their goods, 
occasioned chiefly by the heavy burthen and great draught of water of the 
old contract vessels.* 

, June 10. — The Hon. Shute Barrington was translated from the see of 

Salisbury to that of Durham. He died Mar. 25, 1826, aged 91, after having 
held the see 35 years. Amongst his numerous testamentary charities were 
JB20,000, 3 per cent, consols, to form a Barrington society for promoting re- 
ligious education and christian piety in Durham ; and two-thiras of £20,000 
consols to increase the perpetual curacy of Bp. Auckland. 

, July 5. — The Stockton Subscription Library established. It is 

governed by a committee of 15 members annually chosen. The original terms 
of admission were the payment of £2 2s. Od., and an annual subscription of 
16b. paid in advance. Transfer of tickets was allowed to members on pay- 
ment of 10s. 6d. each. The terms of subscription have since been altered. 
The annual payment is now £\ Is., and transfer of ticket 28. 6d. An ad- 
mission fee is not required. The following are the names of the original 
officers, viz.: — Treasurer and Secretary, Eev. Jas. BoUon; Committee, Eever- 
ends Jas. BoUon, John Daniel, Benj. Evans, and John Eowntree; and Messrs. 
John Allison, John Barker, Edward Brown, Et. Clarke, Jas. Crowe, Luke 
Elstob, Geo. Hutchinson, Chr. Smith, John Sutton, Ed. Walker (surgeon), 
and Eowland Webster ; Librarian, John Atkinson (printer) . 

1792. — " Expence for removing the Stones in the river Tees below Clement*s 
Beacon, £34 9s. Od." — Stockton Corporation Accounts, 

. — The old church at Q-reatham, being ruinous, was taken down, and 

rebuilt, and a bell tower added at the west end, with an entrance beneath. 
The only parts of the old structure retained, were the pillars and arches on each 
side of the nave, forming regular aisles. The expense of rebuilding was £3 1 5. 

. — The parsonage house at Stokesley rebuilt ; and afterwards greatly 

improved by Dean Markham. 

.—An act passed for repairing the high road from Boroughbridge to 

Durham, and for repealing former acts. [See 1745.] 

, Feb, — A petition to the House of Commons for the abolition of the 

Slave trade was agreed to, and signed by 181 inhabitants of the town and 
neighbourhood. Similar petitions were general through the whole kingdom. 

, May 13. — Eobert Marr entered upon the office of minister of the 

Dissenters' Chapel, Stockton. During a portion of his residence there, he 
was master of the grammar school, West Eow. He left Stockton in 1803. 

— — , July 17.— A very singular and destructive ice storm occurred at 
Sedgefield and the neighbourhood about noon. The streets were filled to the 
depth of 3 feet with pieces of rugged ice, varying in size from that of a marble 
to the bigness of a man's head. All windows facing the south were entirely 
broken. The trees were stripped of their leaves, and all com exposed to its 
fury was destroyed. The loss to the farmers alone was estimated at JC4749. 

, Aug. — An address of thanks was presented to the king from the mayor 

and burgesses of Stockton, for his proclaraatiou agaiust seditious writings. 

*In Hansh, 1798, the oompuij*! capital etock coneisiing of 13 TesseU (two of them on 
■ale) was valoed at £9100, and wae divided into 140 iharet at £65 each. 
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1792, Aug. 8. — Tlie workmen employed in pulling down an old house ad- 
joining the Black Lion Inn, Stockton, belonging to Mr. James Crowe, dis- 
covered in the wall of the chimney a bag containing a great number of old 
English coins. They were claimed as treasure trove, and, with the exception 
of some few pieces which Mr. Crowe in ignorance of the rights of the bishop of 
Durham had previously distributed to friends as curiosities, and which he 
offered to reclaim, the whole contents of the bag, containing 840 coins, weigh- 
ing 9 lbs. 4 oz., were immediately transmitted to the bishop, whose wonted 
munificence was restrained to a dispensation with the offer to reclaim — not 
extending to the return of a single coin for Mr Crowe's own use. Amongst 
the coins there were 2 sixpences of Edward YI., and a few shiUings of 'Philip 
and Mary ; the remainder were of the reigns of Elizabeth, James I., Charles 
I. and II., and James II. The bag which contained the coins was marked 
I. C, which were the initials of John Cooke (an ancestor of Mr. Crowe), and 
is supposed to have been secreted by him.* 

About the same period there was found in digging for the foundation of a 
house where Cottage Row now stands, a piece of stained glass, and an orna- 
mental spur, resembling the spur of Charles I. as represented in Vandyke's 
painting. It may be here remarked that few remains of the old Castle now 
exist. Of these may be noticed the garden wall and a portion of the house 
formerly belonging to James Cooke, which have been constructed from its re- 
mains ; and in Bolton House, the episcopal arms in sculpture were some years 
ago discovered in removing the staircase, but were unfortunately destroyed by 
the workmen; ornamental cornices and other sculptured stones have been 
since found in making repairs. In Finkle Street there is another house of 
stone, now the Green Dragon Inn. In the court of this house was an area 
overlooked by a gallery with a stone balustrade, which has long ago disappeared. 

, Aug. 9. — The foundation stone of Providence School, Guisbrough, 

laid. It was established for the education of 70 poor children, chiefly through 
the exertions of Mr. G. Venables, of London ; and the number has since been 
extended to 1(50 or more. 

, Sept. 8 — Henry, Earl of Darlington, Lord Lieutenant of the county 

of Durham, died, aged (55. His son (Wm. Harry) was appointed to succeed 
him in the lieutenancy. 

, Dec. 31. — The rectory house at Sedgefield was nearly consumed by 

fire, which broke out in a lodging room, about 2 a.m. 

1793 — The annual practice of bull baiting in the coal market at Stockton 
ceased after this or the following year. This year the enraged animal slipped 
his chain, and pursued the crowd, who fled in all directions ; one person waa 
considerably hurt by his encounter with the bull. About the same time a 
young woman at the Blue House, Portrack, was killed by a bull as she was 
taking it to water. The bull-ring in the coal market-place was not removed 
till the year 1800. Cock fighting continued many years longer. 

. — A part of tlie Custom-house Quay at Stockton was taken down, and 

rebuilt at an expense of £30 16s. Od. 

. — The roof of Stockton church covered with Westmoreland slate in 

the place of lead. 

* Silver and other coins have, from time to time, been found in different part« of the town. 
One of David, King of Scotland, was foimd near the Koat*house ; a medal or ornament of 
brass, with profiles of two heads, was found on land now built upon. Roman coins are 
occasionally found. One was found in digging a drain in Finkle Street, and a Nero in 2nd 
brass was met with in digging the foundation of a quay, where the Castle wall joined the 
river. Traces of the (possession of the Romans are now and then casually found along the 
whole line of the East coast. Some time ago Mr. Edward Pease, of Darlington, accidentally 
observed a stratum of black earth on the sands iiortli of Seaton, and on examination found 
an iron spear*head, a brass fibula, and a brass coin of Domitian. These had been coTered hj 
a depth of 30 feet of blown sand, which had been removed by the waves. 
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1793, Jan.— -"The Stockton Bee, or Monthly Miscellany," published by 
John Atkinson, was commenced this month, at 8d. per number. It was dis- 
continued al'ter the third year. 

, Jan. — "The Stockton Diary, or British Ladies' complete pocket 

Memorandum-book," was published annually by Christopher Heltus, this and 
a few years following. 

, Jan. — A subscription was opened at Stockton to give a bounty to 

seamen entering the Britisli Navy; and in November, £100 was subscribed 
to a fund for providing warm clothing for the British troops then serving in 
Planders. 

, Jan. 10. — At a meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton, held for the 

purpose of expressing their ^'attachment to the King and Constitution, in the 
present alarming situation of public aflairs," a General Declaration in support 
of the Constitution was agreed to, which ended with the following resolution: 
" That we will exert every means in our power to support the civil magistrates 
in the execution of their duty, for the suppression of tumult and disorder, 
and for detecting and bringing to justice any person who may be concerned 
in such seditious practices, as tend to influence the minds and alienate the 
affections of his Maiesty's most faithful subjects." 

, Feb. 14. — Died at his house in Chatham place, London, aged 67, the 

patriotic alderman of London, Brass Crosby, Esq., a native of Stockton [see 
1771]. 

, Mar. 3. — A heavy gale of wind from S. W. to N.W. Amongst various 

damages occasioned by it, the tile sheds at Norton, belongingj^to Dr. Grey, 
were entirely demolished. 

, July 23. — Died at Norton, the Eev. John Wallis, M.A. He was a 

native of South Tindale, in Northumberland, and a graduate of Queen's Col- 
lege, Oxford. After spending a few years in the neighbourhood of Portsmouth, 
he became curate of Simonburn, in Northumberland; here he wrote the 
" Natural History and Antiquities of Northumberland," which was published 
in 1769, in 2 vols. 4to In 1775 he became curate, j?ro tempore, of Haughton- 
le-Skeme, and shortly after removed to the curacy of Billiugham, where he 
remained till June, 1793, when he resigned it on account of ill health,and retired 
to Norton. 

, Sept. 17. — Durham Infirmary first opened for the reception of patients. 

1794. — Henry Wells, of Whitby, a labouring man, died at the age of 109 
years. 

. — There were in Stockton this year, 11 friendly clubs or societies for 

men, and 1 for women, some of which were instituted about the middle of 
the century. Tne following is a list of them, according to the priority of in- 
■titution, with the number of members in each, and the amount of the funds. 
[At present the number is somewhat reduced.]

, Jan. 21. — A melancholy accident happened in a coal pit, near New- 
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castle, by holing an unexpected old waete charged with inflammable air, which 
took fire from one of the workmen's candles. A general explosion ensued, by 
which 25 men and bojs, and also 16 horses, were killed. — Univ. Mag. 

1794i, Jan. 27. — A violent storm of wind, accompanied with snow ; many 
ships lost upon the coast. 

, June 6. — Dorothy Banson, aged 105, buried at Hartlepool. 

, June 9. — An explosion took place in Picktree colliery, near Ghester- 

le-Street, by which about 90 men lost their lives. 

, July. — ** General view of the apiculture of the county of Durham, 

with observations on the means of its improvement," was drawn up for the 
consideration of the board of agriculture, and published by Jos. Granger, 
land surveyor, Heugh, near Durham. 

, July. — The fuchsia plant made its first appearance in Stockton. 

, July 14. — Committees appointed for assessing the lands, houses, and 

other property, in the township of Stockton, in order to establish a fair and 
equal rate for the relief of the poor. 

, Aug. 12. — Died, John Tempest, Esq., of Brancepeth Castle and 

Vynyard. He was M.P. for the city of Durham from 1768 till his death. 

, Nov. 4. — Died, Mr. J. Stapylton Baisbeck, solicitor. His funeral 

took place by torchlight. 

, Nov. — Mr Et. Clarke, solicitor, was appointed steward to the bishop 

in the place of Mr. Baisbeck. Mr. Clarke resigned the office in 1804, and a short 
time after presented to the corporation a new clock for the town house, 
value ;S100. The same year he was appointed auditor to the Earl and Coun- 
tess of Bridgewater, which office he filled till his death, Sept. 2, 1841, aged 83. 

, Dec. — The number of inhabitants in Stockton at Christmas (exclusive 

of Fortrack, Hartbum, and Preston,) was 3614. 

1795. — The Stockton Methodist Benevolent Society, for visiting the sick and 
indigent poor of all denominations at their own dwellings, established. The 
report of Feb., 1843, states that since the commencement about 14,400 visits 
had been made, and £960 distributed. 

. — St. Nicholas Church, Guisbrough, rebuilt about this time. 

. — In this year Bt. Dodd, engineer, addressed a report to the corpora- 
tion of Hartlepool, in which he proposed to change the Slake (about 200 acres 
flooded at high water) into an immense wet dock, capable of containing the 
whole navy of Britain. This was to be effected by building a pier of 443 feet 
from the N.W. angle of the town, near the entrance of the harbour, to the 
main land on the opposite West shore, allowing sufficient central width for 
floodgates for the entrance of vessels. 

, Jan. 26. — In consequence of the high price of provisions, a subscrip- 
tion was commenced at Stockton for the relief of the poor, and about £B4 
raised, which was distributed to them in beef, bread, &q, 

, Feb. 11. — On the breaking up of the ice in the river at Stockton, 

which had been frozen over for 5 weeks, the water was raised to a greater 
height than was ever remembered, being 7 or 8 inches higher than the great 
flood in 1771. Much damage was sustained in the warehouses, <&c., and the 
blocks of ice on the carrs had the appearance of a frozen sea. The winter 
was very severe, and the ground was covered with snow, with few intermis- 
sions, from Christmas Eve to the latter part of March. Snow was observed 
on the Cleveland hills as late as May 16. 

May 8. — Com and provisions of all kinds remaining dear, a second 

pubscription was got up at Stockton (amounting to £296 5s. Od.), which was 
expended in com, and sold to the poor at reduced prices, from May 8 to Sept. 
11. In July, wheat was sold in the market at from 17s. 6d. to 2QB.per bushel. 
In August, in consequence of a good harvest, it was sold at from 78. 9d. to 128. 
per bushel. 
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17d4, June 5 — .Died at Ayton, aged 80, Capt. Wm. Wilson. As commo- 
dore and commander-in-chief of the marine force of the East India Company, 
be performed Tarious distinguished services, for which he was presented by 
the directors with a gold medal, commemoratiye of the same. 

1795, July 26.— Died in London, aged 81, the Eev. Wm. Bomaine, a native 
of Hartlepool. His grandfather was among the French protestants who took 
refuge in England, upon the revocation of the edict of Nantes, and settled at 
Hartlepool as a merchant. Mr. E. was bom Sept. 25, 1714, educated at 
Houghton-le-Spring, and afterwards sent to Oxford. In 1749 he became 
lecturer of St. Dunstan in the west, London ; and in 1764 was chosen rector 
of St. Ann, Blackfriars, where, and at St. Dunstan's, he continued to preach 
to larffe congregations, almost to the time of his death. His works were 
published in 8 vols. Bvo. " He was a very eloquent and popular preacher on 
the Calvinistical scheme of divinity, and a truly pious ana good man.*' 

y Dec. 1 . — ^At the Durham Countrv meeting held this day an Address to 

the King and a Petition to the House of Commons were adopted, against two 
bills then depending in the Commons, the one for preventing seditious meet- 
ings, the other for the preservation of his Majesty's person, on the ground 
that the present laws were sufficiently efficacious to mamtain public tranquillity. 
[These bills received the rovftl assent on Dec. 18th.] 

, Dec. 29th. — Mr. Thos. Simpson was a second time elected mayor of 

Stockton, the previous election (Oct. 6) being void, in consequence of his not 
having been then admitted a burgess. A mandamus from the Court of King*8 
Bench was requisite to authorise a new election. 

1796. — Sir Kalph Milbanke, Bt. andBowland Burden were elected a second 
time M.F.s for the county of Durham ; and again in 1802. 

, — ^The Union coach commenced running between Whitby and Sunder* 

land, twice a week. This was the first post coach that passed through Stockton. 

. — Early in this year, L'Abbe Tardy, one of the French emigrant 

clergy, took up hil residence in Stockton. As French ecclesiastics were not 
at this time permitted to reside within 10 miles of the sea coast without a 
license from the secretary of state, Tardy was ordered to retire within the 
limits allowed to aliens ; a favourable report of him however being sent to the 
authorities by the mayor, a license was granted, and he remained several years 
at Stockton, where he gave instructions in French to schools and private 
families. The following is a copy of his letter of thanks to the mayor : — 

Stockton, Itt May, 1796. 
*' Moniieur, 

Le vif interdt que voub arez pris ^ mon aifiure me fait jnger da plaiair 
que vons aves & m'en annoncer le tucc^. Ma reoonnoissanoe ^gale la satiBniiBtion que voua 
en reeeenter.

Tardy published a French dictionary, which went through many editions, and 
was extensively used in schools. — ^At this same period another emigrant 
(Mens. Le Cronier) resided in Stockton, and taught the French language. 

1796. — ^A public subscription was raised at Stockton for a 8rd pump, to be 
placed at the north end of Migh-street. 

, Jan 8. — The Free-masons removed their lodge from the Black Lion 

Inn to a new room in Masons* Court, built by Mr. Matthew Wadeson ; on this 
occasion, an oration was delivered by the Kev. J. Brewster, their chaplain, 
which was afterwards printed. 

Jan. 23. — In consequence of a violent storm of wind from the S.W., 

Thomas Hutchinson, of Stockton, was driven to sea in the afternoon in a small 
open boat, which he was loading with sand near Clement's Beacon ; and on 
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the evening of the following day he was taken up at sea, near Holy Island, by 
a Sunderland vessel. He had been employed the whole of this time m laving 
water from the boat, which sunk within ten minutes after he had left her. 
[Hutchinson died in Sherburn Hospital.] At the same time another 
sand boat, toith decks, was driven to sea with an old man and his wife on board; 
the vessel was found near Whitby the next day, the old couple having perished 
through cold and fatigue. 

1796, Jan. 26. — A public meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton and the 
neighbourhood was held, at the request of the mayor, to consider of the propriety 
of adopting in their own families, and enforcing generally by their example, 
the resolution entered into by parliament for diminishing the consumption of 
wheat. Also to consider if any, and what, alterations may be made in the 
existing com laws. 

, April. — A petition was sent to the House of Commons from the 

dealers in outter resident in Stockton, Yarm, <&c., complaining of the great 
frauds and abuses in their trade, and praying that the bill, then before the 
House, " for preventing the frauds and abuses in the weighing, packing, and 
selling of butter," might pass into a law. 

, May 3. — Complamt having been made to the magistrates of Stockton, 

that the practices of forestalling, ingrossii^g, and regrating various articles of 
provision prevail to a great degree, which offences are punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, the mayor gave public notice that offenders would be prosecuted 
to the utmost rigour of the law, and that the principal inhabitants [58] of the 
town had entered into an agreement to defray the charges of such prosecutions. 

, June. — During this month was published " The parochial history and 

antiquities of Stockton upon Tees : including an account of the trade of the 
town, the navigation of the river, and of such parts of the neighbourhood as 
have been connected with that place. Embellished with views of public build- 
ings, Ac. By John Brewster, M. A., vicar of Greatham and lecturer of Stock- 
ton. Printed by E. Christopher," 188 pp., 4to., lOs. 6d. • 

, Aug. 9. — The new iron bridge at Wearmouth was opened for the use 

of the public with great ceremony. The oration delivered at the opening by 
W. Nesfield, M.A., and the sermon preached in Sunderland chapel by John 
Brewster, M.A., on the same occasion, were afterwards printed at Stockton 
by Christopher &, Jennett. • 

, Oct. 1. — An interesting exhibition of "musical clocks" was given at 

the town hall, Stockton. 

, Nov. 11. — An act of parliament was passed for raising a provisional 

force of cavalry, to be embodied in case of necessity, for the defence of the 
country. By this act it was ordered that one horseman, and one sufficient 
mare or gelding fit for military duty in respect of every 10 horses kept for 
riding or drawing a carriage, should be enrolled. [The act was in operation 
at Stockton during 2 years.] 

, Dec. — R. Dodd's report on the line of inland navigation, from Stock- 
ton to Winston by way of Darlington and Staindrop, with projected branches 
to Durham, Northallerton, Thirsk, and Boroughbridge, was printed. It was 
addressed to the Mayor and Corporation of Stockton. One of his objects was 
to unite with the scheme of 1768 "a branch to connect with the projected 
Durham canal, and the further extension from Croft bridge to or near 
Boroughbridge, by way of Thirsk and Northallerton." 

, Dec. 21. — A public meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton was held, 

and resolutions passed " That a Volunteer corps of infantry should be formed, 
and, as soon as 60 names shall be enrolled, that application shall be made to 
government for their sanction and approbation, that this corps may be put 
upon the same footing as other Volunteer corps: That a committee be 
appointed to take the names of such as mean to serve personally, arming them- 
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selres at their own expanse ; to serve personallj, if provided with arms and 
clothing ;. or, to subscribe without personal service. ' The Mayor, Messrs. 
Sleigh, Wilkinson, Crowe, M. Crowe, Eaisbeck, Q-. Hutchinson, junr., Bown- 
tree, Preston, Barker, Lodge, and Wadeson, were appointed a committee to 
carry out the object of the meeting. 

1796, Dec. 25. — A subscription was raised in Stockton for the benefit of 
the French emigrants, amounting to £50, which included a collection at the 
church on Chnstmas-day, afber a sermon by Eev. J. Brewster. 

, Dec. 27.— Witton Castle destroyed by fire, the outer walls only being 

left standing. 

1797.— Bobert Wright, organist of the parish church at Stockton, died this 
year, and was succeeded in the office by his son, Thomas Wright. 

. — ^A man was murdered near Bowesfield, Stockton, about this year. 

His body, supposed to have been thrown into the river, was not found. 

, tfan. 2. — At a second public meeting held at Stockton for the pur- 
pose of forming a Volunteer corps, the following resolutions amongst otners 
were unanimously passed : — " That the inhabitants of this town and neighbour- 
hood be requested to enrol themselves, during the war, into a corps of infantry, 
to be trained to the use of arms : That the corps be called Stockton Indepen- 
dent Volunteers : That the corps be composed of such reputable inhabitants 
as are willing to learn the use of arms, and to serve without pay, but not to 
be marched beyond five miles from Stockton without their consent, except in 
case of actual invasion : That all gentlemen subscribing £ 10 or upwards, or 
agreeing to serve and provide for themselves arms, accoutrements, and uniform, 
shall be a general committee for carrying these resolutions into efiect." The 
corps was not fully equipped for active service until 1798, when it consisted 
of 3 companies (about 170 men), Eowland Webster being major-commandant. 
The uniform of the Grenadier and the Battalion companies consisted of a blue 
coat, with scarlet collar and edging, white cloth waistcoat single breasted, and 
blue pantaloons near to the ancles, with yellow buttons engraved with the 
town's crest and the initials S.I.Y., half black gaiters, a black silk neckerchief, 
and a round hat with a bear-skin crest ; and for the Light Infantry, a blue 
jacket, with scarlet collar and edging, and the remainder of the dress as before 
mentioned. 

, May 19. — A violent storm of thunder, lightning, and rain, commenced 

about 10 p.ic., and lasted 3 hours, the rain falling in torrents. The water run 
over the battlements of Norton bridge, and Brown's bridge, Stockton ; and 
persons having to travel along these bridges waded a considerable depth in 
water. 

, Nov. 2. — Died at Newcastle (where he had gone for medical advice), 

aged 68, Capt. Wm. Christopher. He made a handsome fortune in the ser- 
vice of the Hudson's Bay Company. In 1761 and 1762 he was engaged in inquiries 
for facilitating the discovery of the N, W. passage. In 1763, he and his friend 
Capt. Jonathan Fowler distinguished themselves by the skill and intrepidity 
with which they evaded their capture by several French ships of war. Capt. 
Christopher was interred at Norton, of which place he was a native. 

1798. — In this year, upwards of £860 were subscribed at Stockton, in aid 
of government, for prosecuting the war with France. 

. — An enrolment was made in the different townships, by direction of 

the Lord Lieutenant of the county of Durham, of persons willing to be em- 
ployed in the following offices, in case of actual invasion, viz., pioneers, 
drivers of carts, jmides, drivers of cattle ; also a return of men above 15 and 
under 60 years of age, old women and children, and also numbers of carts. 

, April. — Died at Gateshead, aged 71, William Hilton, poet, a native 

of Stockton, and son of Lancelot Hilton, solicitor [see 1727]. He became a 
mercer at Gbteshead, and had a shop on the old Tyne bridge, which was swept 

P 
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away by the great flood of 1771. The following year he (with hia partner 
and relation Wm. Baisbeck) was bankrupt. In 1776 and 1776, ^'from mo- 
tives of real exig^encj," he published his poems at Newcastle, in 2 toIb., con- 
sisting of tragedies and minor effusions. In 1781, he wrote memoirs of the 
life and writings of " his friend " John Spencer, sent., a bard of Newcastle, 
whose poem " Hermas, or the Arcadian Shepherds," he had published in 2 
vols, from 1781 to 1787 he was riding officer in the Sunderland customs. 
** The poems of Wm. Hilton," says Mr. Lon^taffe, '' if not entitled to high 
praise as poetry, are full of character and feelmg." 

1798, May 12.— The Calvinist dissenters of Stockton took a lease of the 
building in Oreen Dragon yard (formerly used as a cock -pit) for 21 years, for 
the purposes of public worship. They removed in 1818 to a chapel built for 
them in the "West Eow, by Mr. H. Beckwith. Their register of births and 
baptisms,eztending from I/99to 1816, and from 1821 to 1836, contains 67 entries. 

, Aug. — Stockton and the neighbouring towns illuminated on receiving 

intelligence of the battle of the Nile. 

, Aug. 30.— Colours presented to the Darlington Volunteers (Sir 

Balph Milbanke, colonel,) by the ladies of that place. 

, Nov. 5.- Vogel, the flutist, gave a concert at the town-house, Stockton. 

1799.^A public enrolment of the inhabitants of Stockton, exclusive of 
Portrack, Hartbum, and Preston, was made this year, and the numbers stood 
thus :<— Apprentices, 126 ; Journeymen, 17 ; Male Servants, 21 ; Female Ser- 
vants, 238; Lodgers, 119; Masters of Eamilies, 421; Women and Children, 
S245. Number of Pamilies, 992. 

. — Blakiston Hall was demolished about this time, on the removal of 

the Davison family to Kippax Park^ Yorkshire. 

, Feb. — A great fail of snow, from which the roads became impassable 

for a considerable time. 

, April 6.— The number of the Stockton Volunteers was reduced about 

this time ; and it was arranged that the services of the remainder should, in 
case of actual invasion, be extended to the limits of the northern military dis- 
trict ; they were also to receive pay from government for exercising one day 
in every week. Mr. John Allison succeeded Mr. Webster as maior comman- 
dant. In the course of the year the Stockton and Darlington Volunteers met 
at Longnewton, where they were inspected. 

, April 5.— A dreadful gale, attended with much snow, took place this 

night. Upwards of 100 vessels took shelter in the Tees. The Experiment, of 
Stockton, was lost near Seaham, on the 6th, and the master (John Foulstone) 
with the crew all perished. 

, May. — Rain fell almost every day from this month to December. 

, June. — Snow was seen on the Cleveland hills after the middle of this 

month. 

, June 1.— Charles Dibdin gave his popular entertainment at Stockton, 

entitled " The Sphinx," consisting of recitations and songs. In his ^' Tour 
through England," published in 1800, he thus speaks of the town and in- 
habitants, his opinion probably a good deal influenced by the slender encourage- 
ment he had received: '' Stockton is a clean well built market town, and as 
the Tees is capable there of bearing ships of heavy burd^u, there is a prettj- 
good coasting trade, and to London. Lead, butter, and bacon, are the princi- 
pal commodities. It was formerly famous for ale, an article of some considera- 
tion with our fathers and grandfathers It appeared to me 

that the consequence of Stockton had been a good deal oyerrated by the re- 
ports I had heard, and that one symptom of its decline seemed to be what you 
call hugger-mugger gentility. There may be some few persons of considerable 
property, but upon a comparison with Newcastle, Sunderland, or North Shields, 
it is an atom in a vortex, or a pinch of snuff in the mull of a Scotchman." 
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1799, July 20. — Bex. John Brewster (son of the Eev. Eichard Brewster, 
M.A^ formerly curate of St. Nicholas Church, Newcastle,) became the 10th 
yicar of Stockton. He had previously (from Not., 1776,) held the curacy and 
afternoon lectureship of Stockton, and in 1790 the vicarage of Oreatham. In 
1805 he resigned the living of Stockton for the rectory of Bedmarshall. In 
1809' he beoune rector of Boldon ; and in June, 1814, of Egglesclifie. In 
1818 he resigned the vicarage of Qreatham in favour of his son. Besides the 
** History of Stockton," he published several theological works. He died at 
Egglescliffe, most highly respected, Nov. 27, 1842, aged 89. 

, July 22. — Mary Mcholson, a servant of John Atkinson of Little 

Stainton, suffered capital punishment at Durham, for mixing arsenic with flour 
in a cake intended for the destruction of her master. All the feimily who par- 
took of it suffered from illness, but recovered, except the mother of Mr. 
Atkinson. 

, Aug. 8.— As some hay-makers were at work in a field at Stockton, 

they were suddenly alarmed by a prodigious whirlwind, which carried many 
hundred-weight of hay to an immense perpendicular height. 

, Oct. 11. — A violent explosion took place in Lumley colliery, which 

occasioned the death of S9 persons. 

, Nov. 12. — Several meteors or balls of fire were seen at Greatham, 

Stockton, and in the neighbourhood. '' They were," says Brewster, ** first 
observed between 5 and 6 i..m., in an eastern direction, and continued falling 
in succession and together till daybreak. The atmosphere was very clear, and 
the full moon shone with uncommon brilliancy. The meteors at first appeared 
like shooting stars, which soon became stationary ; they then, as it were, burst, 
and passed to the northward, leaving behind them beautiful trains of floating 
fire m various shapes, some pointed, some irradiated, some in sparks, and 
others in large columns. The fire-balls continued falling for two hours, and 
were succeeded till near 8 o'clock by slight flashes of lightning." The gene- 
ral appearance was sublimely awful, particularly to the Hartlepool fishermen 
then at sea. To some the sky appeared to open, and to display a number of 
luminous serpents moving in a particular direction ; these were soon after 
broken into separate balls, and fell towards the earth in a shower of fire. 
[Similar appearances were remarked in various parts of So. America on the 
preceding night.] 

, Nov. 26. — ^In consequence of the peculiar hardships of the times, a 

parish meeting was held at Stockton, which resolved that the soup kitchen be 
re-established, as the most beneficial method of relieving the poor of the place. 
^116 were raised in subscriptions, and 500 quarts of soup were distributed 
weekly to the poor for 8 months. 

18(N). ^A second friendly society for females was instituted this vear, by 
Mrs. George Sutton, who managed the concern until her death in 1814. Mr. 
Sutton bequeathed a legacy of x300, 3 per cent, consols, to the society, which 
in 1824 numbered 181 members. 

. — Mandale mill built this year. 

. — Edward Handy, of Wensley, a well known groom in the stables of 

the Duke of Bolton, died this year, aged 108. 

, Jan. 1. — A divinity library established in Stockton church, by the 

vicar, the annual subscription to which was fixed at one shilling, but has been 
aince incr^ised to 2s. 6d. In 1847 it contained above 800 volumes ; 204 of 
these (chiefly Latin), many of them on subjects of controversial divinity, were 
left for the use of the church by John Stock, schoolmaster, many years before. 

, Jan.— In this month, no less than 69 out of 71 vessels, laden with 

coals, from Shields and Sunderland, were wrecked on their passage to London. 

, Jan. 12. — ^Died at Durham, James Cawdell, manager of the theatre 

in that place and Stockton, &c. [see 1766.] " His abilities in his profession 
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were geuerallj admitted and admired, and aa an intelligent, friendly, social 
and facetious companion, he was almost unrivalled." He was author of a 
volume of " Miscellaneous Poems,'* published in 1785 ; he also wrote " The 
Triumph of Genius, a comedy," and other dramatic pieces. He retired from 
the stage in 1798, and disposed of his theatrical property to Stephen Kemble. 

The succession of managers of Stockton theatre, up to the time of its being 
taken or purchased by Eoxby, was— 1766, T. Bates ; 1786, J. Cawdell ; 1798, 
Graham and Stanfield ; 1802, S. Kemble; 1806, Anderson and Faulkner; 
1813, H. Kemble; 1815, Anderson and Faulkner; 1820, Anderson; 1822, 
Sheffield; 1824, Hillington and Bland; 1825, J. Bland; 1827, Bland and 
Crook; 1828, Crook; 1829, Mitchell; 1831, J. B. Parry; 1832, Eoxby and 
Beverly. During this period, the lovers of the drama were gratified by the 
visits of Egerton, Mathews, Booth, Incledon, H. Johnstone, De Camp, Web- 
ster, J. Bussell, Master Burke, Mrs. S. Kemble, Mrs. Egerton, Miss MAcaulay 
Mrs. Edwin, Mrs. C. Kemble, Miss Kelly, Miss C. Fisher, Miss S. Booth, 
Miss Foote, Mad. Yestris, and others of not inferior note. The inimitable 
Listen was a member of the company in 1804. 

1800, Mar. 2.— fiev. J. Brewster commenced in the church at Stockton a 
course of lectures on the " Acts of the Apostles," which were given on the 
Sunday evenings in Lent, and continued the following year. They were after- 
wards published. 

, May 17.— Died at Blackwell Grange, aged 64, George Allan, Esq., 

well known in the literary world as an antiquary, and amateur printer. He 
was a lawyer by profession, but from an early age devoted himself to the col- 
lection of materials for a history of his native county: to these valuable 
stores, Hutchinson's history of the county of Durham is most largely indebted. 

, June 3. — An address from the mayor, &c., to his Majesty, on his late 

providential preservation from Hatfield's atrocious attempt upon his life, was 
presented by Eowland Burdon, Esq., M.P. 

, Oct. — Count Boruwlaski, the celebrated Polish dwarf, visited Stock- 
ton, and for several weeks received visitors at his lodgings in Dovecot Street. 

, Oct. 22.— Printed by M.Heaviside, Darlington, "Eeportof the proposed 

great trunk of Canal from near Boroughbridge to Piersbridge, with various col- 
mteral branches to the Tees, near Worsall : also, to Eichmond and Bedale. By 
George Atkinson." The great trunk of canal, 42^ miles long, was estimated 
to cost £61,660; and the 3 branches (27 miles) £45,703— Total, £107,353. 
The annual revenue to arise from the tonnage of the canal was oilculated at 
£14,557. Subscriptions to the survey were to be paid to Mr. Alderson, of 
Eichmond, or to Mr. Wadeson, of Stockton. This project of a canal to con- 
nect itself with the Tees does not appear to have met with much support. 

, Nov. — Mr. Watson Alcock, surgeon, issued an address to the inhabi- 
tants of Stockton, recommending inoculation with the cow-pox, and offering 
to inoculate the poor gratis. 

, Dec. — ^Wheat in this month rose to £2 per boll, and in March, 1801, 

it sold for £1 16s. Od. 

1801. — By the population returns this year, Stockton township contained 
527 inhabited houses, and 6 uninhabited ; and 4009 inhabitants (1795 males 
and 2214 females). Hartbum had 104 inhabitants, Preston 64, Norton 965. 

, May 1. — The Stockton Museum, or Mental Miscellany, a quarterly 

magazine, published this year by John Atkinson, only reached 2 numbers. 
** Very little better than the Stockton Bee," says a critic. 

, March 14. — Died at Durham, Mrs. Eleanor Crowe, aged 106. 

, April 21. — Eejoicings at Stockton and other towns in the district for 

the victory obtained by Lord Nelson over the Danish fleet at the bombard- 
ment of Copenhagen, on the 2nd inst. George Hoar, a youth, who had just 
finished his education at Stockton, was a midsliipman on board H.M.S. Ardent. 
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which was under the command of of his uncle, Capt. (afterwards Admiral Sir) 
Thoe. Bertie, and was the only officer in this ship who fell during the en- 
gagement. 

1801, July. — A considerable subscription was raised at Stockton, about this 
time, for purchasing potatoes for the poor. 

, May I. — A concert of vocal and instrumental music (followed by a 

ball) was given in the assembly room,Stockton, under the patronage of the maj or, 
officers, and gentlemen of the Loyal Stockton Volunteers. Mr. T. Wright 
was leader of the band. 

, Sept. 9. — A proclamation issued by the magistrates against Sunday 

feasts and fairings in the villages within Stockton ward. 

, Oct. — News of the near prospect of peace arrived early in this month. 

"We were all," says a private letter, "much elated by the news. The bells at 
Stockton rung. Volunteers fired, <&c.. Sec. We shall have an illumination 
soon. Nobody will spare candles on such a joyful occasion.*' [A very bril- 
liant illumination took place at Stockton a short time after.] 

1S02, March 18. — A petition was sent to the House of Commons by the 
mayor and inhabitants of Stockton, for a survey to be made of all corn, grain, 
&c., twice in the year, as a means of enabling government to provide in mture 
against apparent scarcity. 

, April 8. — A general illumination, at Stockton, on the arrival of the 

definitive treaty of peace between Great Britain and the French Eepublic. 

, April 15. — John Thelwall commenced a course of 4 lectures on 

Elocution, at the town hall, Stockton ; and in the following month liloyd 
gave 3 lectures on Astronomy. 

, April 19. — A large vessel (the Tottenham), 517 tons, intended for the 

East India Service, was launched at Stockton from T. Haw's yard. The ship 
Eanger, for the West India trade, was launched the same week from Mel- 
lanby's yard. 

, May. — The subscription for enclosing the Grreen with wooden rails, 

commenced in November, 1801, now amounted to £218 Is. 6d. The work 
was at this time in progress. The length of the Green is 120 yards (including 
50 yards given to build a house for the vicar), and the breadth 70 yards. 

, May 13. — The Loyal Stockton Volunteers were disembodied ; and a 

sword, mounted in gold, and 2 silver goblets were presented to Major Allison 
by Mr. T. Watson on behalf of the non-commissioned officers and privates "as 
a small token of the esteem and attachment which they collectively and in- 
dividually entertained for their honoured and beloved commander." 

, June 1. — The Tyne Mercury, and Northumberland and Durham 

Gazette, a weekly Newspaper, was commenced at Newcastle, by John Mitchell 
(who died in 18l9). It appeared May 9, 1843, for the last time, under the 
editorship of his sons. It was continued by Eordyce, who altered the day of 
publication from Tuesday to Wednesday, and was discontinued Feb., 1846. 
It was, however, succeeded bv another paper, "The Newcastle Guardian." 

, June. — Died at Durham, Mr. Et. Harrison, aged 87, an eccentric 

character. He was a native of Yarm, and at an early period practised as an 
attorney, but abandoning that profession he became master of the Trinity 
School, Newcastle, and among his pupils were the first Lord Eldon and Sir 
Wm. Scott. He was acquainted w^ith almost every known language, and was 
a professed mathematician. 

y July 19.— Incledon, the celebrated vocalist, gave an evening's enter- 
tainment at the theatre, Stockton, entitled "Variety, or Something New." 
He visited Stockton a second time, in 1819. 

, July 29. — The old footpath through the Shipyards, in Smithfield, 

Stockton, was closed. 

, Aug, 20.— A shew of Melons and Carnations at the town hall, Stock- 
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ton. The 1 st prize in each case was "Half a dozen polished silTer tea Bpoona/* 
and the 2nd, " a pair of good silver tea tongs." 

1802, June 5. — The Commercial Bank, Stokeslej, established in 1796, be- 
came bankrupt. 

, Oct. 7. — A ten-oared Life-boat, built by Greathead, arriTed at its 

station at Bedcar, and was received with great joy by the inhabitants, who 
vied with each other in expressing their gratitude to those who have so gener- 
ously subscribed toward the accomplishment of so humane an institution. — 
Univ, Mag, [In Sept., 1864, the boat was said to have saved 330 lives.] 

, Oct. 29. — ^A meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton was held to con- 
sider " the expediency of making a cut across the neck of land between Stock- 
ton and Portrack, for the purpose of improving the navigation of the river 
Tees ;" when resolutions were passed as to the great advantages which would 
arise from the same to the town of Stockton, and to the market towns of 
Durham, Yorkshire, &c., and a Committee was appointed (viz., the Mayor, 
and Messrs. James Crowe, Et. Christopher, Mw. Wadeson, and Wm. Mel- 
lanby,) to correspond with the merchants, &c., in the neighbouring towns, in 
order to the forming of a general committee, to consult upon the best means 
of effecting the objects of the meeting. A second meeting was held, Nov. 26, 
when the Committee made their report, which enlarged on the difficulties of 
the present navigation, and on the great utility of the proposed measure. It 
states that loaden vessels coming irom the sea to Stockton can seldom get 
higher up the river than Portrack in the same tide, and are from various un- 
avoidable causes obliged to send their goods to Stockton in the river boats, 
which, by getting on the sands, are often detained 6 or 8 days, from whence 
come frequent injuries to the goods. A tide is frequently lost in attempting 
to navigate the crooked channel of the river, for the wind, most favourable 
fit)m the sea to Portrack, is direct contrary for a considerable portion of the 
course from Portrack to Stockton ; and every vessel of 200 tons and upwards 
built at Stockton is (when rigged) obliged to be tracked down the nver to 
Portrack. The ready admission of the flood tide will accelerate the time of 
high water at Stockton SO minutes, and extend the current of flood higher up 
than it is now carried ; and upon its ebb, particularly when there is mucn 
fresh water, will scour away the sands that now impede the navigation. The 
riyer thus deepened will admit laden vessels of 160 or 200 tons burthen to 
come up from the sea to Stockton, for the delivery of their cargoes, when the 
wind is suitable, in one tide. The Committee then recommend a sub- 
scription to be opened for defraying the cost of a survey of the most 
elig^le part of the neck of land to be cut through, &c. The sum wanted to 
defray the expenses attending the making of the cut they proposed to raise by 
subscription shares, the interest of which might be discharged by a tonnage 
upon all vessels coming in or going out the port with goods. The calculationa 
of tonnage were made on an average of the preceding 16 years, which accord- 
ing to the following statement would raise x735, a sum sufficient for the pur- 
pose required : —

survey [see 1806]. 

^ Dec. 17. — ^An act ofparliament was passed to shorten and improve 

the road between Yarm and Thirsk. 

1803. — The Maritime Company established this year. It provided vessels 
of heavy burthen to be employed, principally, in foreign trade ; with a capital

wbich admitted of their purchasing cargoes to be imported and exported for 
sale. [In the following year the capital stock of the company was £12,000, 
divided into 60 shares. The names of their vessels, &c., were— Britannia, 6. 
Bobinson (master) ; Albion, AJex. Hunter ; and Triton, St. Wilson] 

1803, Jan. — A memorial from Yarm was presented to the justices at the 
quarter sessions for the North Eiding of York and the county of Durham 
respectively, setting forth that the bridge across the river Tees at Yarm was 
too narrow to admit of carriages passing each other with safety, and dangerous 
to passengers in general ; that great obstruction was given hj the piers of the 
bridge to the navigation of the river, and also in flo^s causing the water to 
oveilow the town and the public road ; and recommending, with the object of 
removing these and other inconveniences, that the old bridge of 5 arches 
should be taken down, and an iron bridge of one arch only, and of suf&cient 
breadth, be erected upon or near to its site [see Sept. 3rdJ. 

, April 9. — Died at Stockton, "Wm. Alexander, M.D., aged 67, author 

of " Directions for the use of Harrosate Waters,'* and other medical works. 

, June 26. — A Female School of Industry instituted at Stockton by a 

society of ladies. The object proposed was, besides instruction in reading, 
writing, &c., to jrive a thorough knowledge of woman's work of every kind. 

, June 80. — The Banlung-house of Surtees, Burdon, Brandling & Co., 

of Newcastle, suspended payment. It afterwards became bankrupt. 

, July 6. — ^Across post between Sunderland and Stockton established 

daily, upon a trial for one year. 

, July 30. — Pears of invasion firom France being generally entertained, 

a meeting of the Deputy Lieutenants, and Magistrates for Stockton ward, was 
held at Stockton, at which they passed various resolutions relative to the duty 
of superintendents of parishes and their assistants ; amongst other things, 
that tney were to direct the removals required (i.e., of women and children, 
&c.,) to ^p. Auckland ; that each convoy of carts and waggons should be at- 
tended with proper tools and materials for repairs, and a tew spare wheels ; 
and that they should appoint a sufficient number of persons with horses who 
will engage to serve as messengers [see Oct. 5]. 

, Aug. 22. — ^The Stockton Volunteers were again called out on the re- 
commencement of the war, and enrolled under Lt.-Gol. Allison. They ap- 
p^ired in their new uniform (scarlet) on Oct. 16. The corps, now styled 
" The Loyal Stockton Volunteersj' consisted of 5 companies, viz., 1 Grenadier, 
3 Battalion, and 1 Light Infantiy. The commissioned officers were — Lt.-Col. 
Allison ; Major Baisbeck ; Captains £dw. Brown, W. Braithwaite, T. B. Gh rey , 
Q. Hutchinson, and W. Wilson ; Lieutenants B. Wilkinson, J. Oldfield, W. 
Page, J. Hutchinson, and J. B. Bowntree ; Ensigns W. Bichmond, Bd. Dick- 
son, C. White, Ba. Lodge, and F. Lumley ; Paymaster, J. Barker. (The 2nd 
Battalion was raised at Norton) About the same period Volunteer corps 
were raised at Yarm, under the command of Maior Meynell; Hartlepool 
(artillery), Lt.-Col. Spearman; Darlington (legion), Lt.-Col. Trotter; and 
Durham, Lt.-Col. Fenwick. 

J Sept. 3. — The foundation of an iron bridge over the Tees at Yarm 

was laid, on the north side of the river. For the erection, JB8000 were granted 
at the quarter sessions of Durham and of the North Biding. The stone work 
was let to T. Wheldon for £2440, and the iron work to Mr. Wilson for 
JB5560 ; the whole to be completed in the spring of 1805. The span of the 
arch was to be 180 feet, and its breadth 27 feet [see 1806]. 

. Sept. 23. — Died at Hoxton, aged 50, Joseph Bitson, a distingaished 

lawyer and critic. 

ICr. BitBon, bom at Stockton, Oct. 2, 1752, was son of Joseph Bitson, of that place, 
yeoman. His first, and only sohoolmaster was the Bct. John Thompson, of Stockton, after- 
wards Ticar of Warden, in Northumberland, who was accustomed to speak of him as one of 
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his best Bcbolars. Belxig destined for the law, he was articled to Mr. J. S. Raisbeck, and 
afterwards placed with Ealph Bradley, Esq., conveyancer. Here he obtained the friendship 
of his fellow-pupils, Ralph Hoar and Thomas Crathome, wliich. he retained through life. 
In 1775 he settled in London, having engaged to manage the conveyance department of 
Masterraan and Lloyd's office, Gray's Inn, at a salary of £160 a year. In 1780 he removed 
to Ko. 8, Holbom Court, Gray*s Inn (where he continued until his decease), and commenced 
practising for himself as a conveyancer. In 1784 he was appointed High BaUiff of the 
Liberty of the Savov, an office worth about £150 a year, for which he was indebted to the in- 
fluence of his friend, Wm. Masterman, M.P. ; and about the same time entered into Com- 
mons in Gray's Inn, with a view of being called to the bar, which event took place in Easter 
Term, 1789. He practised exclusively as a conveyancer, and carried into his business the 
same accuracy which distinguished his literaiy pursuits, but the law was never Bitson's first 
object, and he devoted his leisure to Ancient English Poetry, rhyme and ballad, and the 
drama, studies more congenial to his taste. In the British Museum he revelled in stores, 
then but little explored, and in London his daily walk to the museum almost bounded his 
rambles. His summer vacation was usually spent with his friends in the north, but in 1791 
he visited Paris with his old friend Wm. Shield, and once at least passed some pleasant days 
at Lasswade with Walter Scott. 

A list of Bitsoii's publications is annexed. The introductory ** Dissertation" to his Aneient 
Songt and Metrical Somancet, and the " Life and Notes" to Bobin Hood, display an exten- 
siye range through the regions of early English Uterature. He thrice mingled m controversj 
with the editors of Shakspeare (Johnson, Steevens, Malone, &c.), and although it is to be 
lamented that the objection of undue asperity should apply to his remarks, his intimate 
knowledge of the poet cannot be doubted. He has been also falsely represented as carrying 
into private life the morose habits of a Cynic and Misanthrope. His temper was no doubt 
in some measure irritable, and he suffered much from a highly nervous temperament, and 
from vei7 acute sensibiUty. He had adopted peculiar ideas on civil alid religious government, 
and on various other subjects of less importance;* '*but," says Surte^, "in whatever 
singular habits or speculative opinions he might indulge, his deep and serious feelings were 
neither morose nor unsocial, his attachments were steady and disinterested ; the associates of 
his youth were the friends of his age, and he lost the regard of no honest man whose good 
opinion he had once acquired. He neglected no natural tie of blood or connexion, and to an 
only nephew his attention was parental. In society with those in whose character he had 
confidence, Bitson was a lively cheerful companion, frank and unreserved ; and if tenacious 
of his own peculiar opinions, he was at least most tolerant of those of others. At war only 
with injustice, fraud, or cruelty, he walked quietly along the sequestered path of literary life." 
A friendly correspondence was maintained between Sir Walter Scott and Bitson till the 
death of the latter. The following honourable testimony is borne by Scott to the character of 
Bitson : — ** I loved poor Bitson with all his singularities ; he was always kind and indulgent 
to me. He had an honesty of principle about him which, if it went to ridiculous extremities, 
was still respectable from the soundness of the foundation. I don*t beUeve the world could 
have made Bitson say the thing he did not think. I wish we had his like at present.*' — " I 
had a great kindness for Bitson, and always received from him the readiest, kindest, and most 
liberal assistance in the objects of our joint pursuits. One thing I observed in his temper, 
an attention to which renaered communication with him much more easy than if it was neg- 
lected. He was veiy literal and precise in his own statements, and expecting others to be the 
same, was much disgusted with any loose or inaccurate averment." 

Bitson had a considerable turn for topography, and assisted both Hutchinson and Brewster 
in their respective works, and is said to nave prepared some materials for a <*Tillare" of the 
County of Durham. 

The constitution of Bitson, naturally delicate, had been for several years giving way, and 
he had experienced more than one alarming attack of apoplexy, which for a time deprived 
him of memory, intellect, and speech; on the lOth of September, 1808, he was attacked with 
paralysis of the brain, and during the paroxysm which ensued, he burned nearly the- whole of 
nia valuable catalogue of Bomances and many other manuscripts. By the advice of his 
physician, Dr. Temple, he was removed to the aiij premises and grounds of Sir Jonathan 
Miles, at Hoxton, where he expired on the 23rd of September, and was buried on the 27th 
of that month, in Bunhill fields, near the grave of his friend John Baynes. 

• The sinffuluii^ of his opinions, and his determination to jadee on erery subject for himself, were displayed in 
early life. In 1773, a present of MandeTille's Fabfe of the BeeSfhe sajs in hia fJssay on Animal Food, published 
in 1803, *' induced serious reflection, and caused him firmlj to adhere to a milk and vegetable diet, baring at 
least ncTer tasted, during the whole course of these 30 years, a morsel of flesh, fish, or fowl, or aoj thing to his 
knowledge prepared in or wiUi these substances ; unless on one occasion, when tempted by wet, cold, and hun- 
ger, he ventured to eat a few potatoes dressed under the roast ; or except by ignorance or im)X)sition.*' In 
inis essay he adopted a singular orthography, on the principle of giving every word, root, uid derivative its fhU 
due. The followmg are extracts from it : — *< Sir F. M. Eden has giveen the income of a weaveer in Kendal 
with a wife and seven children ; their provision is chiefly oatmeal, potatoes, milk, and butter ; no animal food 
whatever." *' In the villaee of West Harlsey, near Northallerton, lives a farmer, who is say'd not to have 
tasteed any kind of animal food from his cradle. He is a very lusty, good looking man, wel known in Allerton 
market.'* 
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At (me period, Bttson had poesessed a competent property; but it was amongst his anoma- 
lies, that, though he disliked gambling, he speculated with nearly his whole fortune in the 
funds, and the renilsion consequent on the peace of Amiens swept away the most of his 
oapitaJ. Under these circumstances, he sold a portion of his valuable library, which was rich 
in ancient English literature, and the remainder was disposed of in December, 1803. 

BitBon's person was small and thin, with a fiiir and fresh coloured complexion ; and his 
appearance was remarkably neat and gentlemanlike. There is no good portrait of him, only 
a caricature^ a print, and a slight etching ^in the Literary Anecdotes), bow of which are taken 
from the oaricaturss. ''Neither of these,** says Surteee, "siTe any correct idea of the little 
neat old man, in his suit of customary black, with his grey nair and pale delicate complexion 
tinged with < Time's &int rose.' He should haye been tsken in his CTcning chidr, cheerfully 
chirruping some old saw or bardish rhyme."

In 1792 he revised an edition, which it is believed was never published, of the tragedy of 
" Dido," by his friend and former townsman Joseph Beed, intended to render a selection of 
that gentleman's printed works more complete ; and to which was prefixed a short account of 
the ingenious author. An edition of Mr. Bitson's poetical and antiquarian works was 
uniformly printed in 1827, &c., in 12 vols., post 8vo. 

1803, Oct. 5. — Directions to be followed in case of invaaion, with particulars 
relating to each of the 5 divisions of Stockton, were issued by the superinten- 
dent and deputy superintendents of the parish. '* To lessen as much as possible 
the confusion which must necessarily take place in consequence of an enemy 
landing on this coast, the following plan for removing the Women, Children, 
Aged and Infirm, is adopted for the township of Stockton." Five stations for 
carts and waggons, with their drivers, were appointed, viz., 1st, The north end 
of the town ; 2nd, Opposite Workhouse Street ; 8rd, The south of the town ; 
4th, The south end of the Shambles. The 5th division was to be formed of carts 
from Hartbum and Preston. The 1st and 2nd divisions were to proceed up 
the old Darlington road to the Two Mile Houses ; the drd and 4th up 

Q 
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Oxbridge Lane ; and the 5th up the Back Lane to the same point ; and firom 
thence the several divisions were to proceed by way of Bishopton, Bushyford, 
&c., to Bp. Auckland. *' The signal for assembling will be a IGnute Gun, 
fired from the cupola of the Town's Hall; and as this will not be done without 
a real necessity for quitting the town, it is particularly requested that the 
signal may be attended to, and the carts drawn up at their respective stations 
with the utmost expedition." Mr. James Crowe filled the oface of Supenn- 
tendent ; his deputies were Messrs. Edn. Ferrand, Jas. Walker, Bd. Jackson, 
Geo. Snowdon, and T. Jennett. 

1803, Nov. 27.— Bev. Samuel Kennedy succeeded Mr. Marr as minister of 
the Dissenters' chapel, High Street, Stockton, and remained so imtil 1817. In 
1820 he conformed to the Church of England, became curate of Bjrton, and 
about 1834 incumbent of Muggleswick (near Lanchester), where he died in 
1851, aged 82. 

, Dec. — Johanna Southcott paid a visit to Stockton and the neighbour- 
hood, and remained there several weeks, but she did not make many converts 
to her opinions. At this period, and for many years preceding, another 
eccentric being named George Ord was accustomed to frequent the markets 
of Darlin^on, Stockton, Tarm, and other towns, (although frequently sub- 
jected to ul treatment from the rabble,) with a number of religious and other 
tracts for sale, many of which were of his own composition. He had an inter- 
view with Johanna ; but two of a trade do not usually agree, George consider- 
ing himself to be the true Shiloh. He called himself the Chosen Minister of 
Gt)d, the Messiah, the Prince of Peace, and many more exalted names. He 
travelled the three kingdoms, and, when his finances were low, was conveyed 
in a pass cart from one township to another. George was bom in 1755 at 
Great Stainton, where his father occupied a farm under the Pennyman femily, 
and on whose death his widow removed to Cowpen. After this George took 
a farm at Preston-on-Tees, where, for want or attention, every thing went 
wrong. He left a great many descendants, and was buried at Seamer in 
Cleveland, maintaining to the last the belief that he was a true prophet. 

1804. — Mr. L. Baisbeck appointed steward of the bishop's courts at Stock- 
ton, in the place of Mr. Clarke. He resigned the office in 1826. 

. — A life-boat was established at Hartlepool this year ; and about the 

same time Mr. T. Backhouse, of Darlington, presented Seaton Carew with a 
life-boat, and also built a house for its reception. 

, Jan. — The number of Volunteers in the county of Durham, according 

to the returns made this month, was 4449, and in the North Biding of York 
4683. 

, Feb. 1. — At a meeting, held at Stockton, of the Trustees of the new 

turnpike road leading from Thirsk to Yarm, and of other persons desirous of 
promoting the interests of that road, it was resolved to raise the sum of :£2500, 
by a subscription in the nature of a Tontine, for purchasing ground, and erect- 
ing an inn, to be called " The Cleveland Tontine Lm," at or near the junction 
of that road with the road leading to Stokesley. Any person was at liberty 
to subscribe for any number of shares, either on his own or any other person's 
life, and to be entitled to a proportionate share of the. rents ; and when the 
number of nominees was reduced to 3, the property was to become theirs, in 
proportion to the number of their shares. [In August, 1806, 20 additional 
shares of £25 each were created upon similar terms, for raising money to 
enlarge the stables and make further improvements.] 

, Feb. 14. — The ceremonv of the presentation of a pair of colours to 

the Stockton Volunteers took place. The day was extremely &vourable, and 
the whole proceedings conducted with great regularity. The bells comimenoed 
ringing at an early hour, and at 11 o'clock the colours were borne to church 
by the mayor (Mr. Carr), and G. Sutton, Esq., followed by the aldermen, and 
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the ladies to whose liberality the corps were indebted on this occasion. The 
church was excessivelj crowded. The corps were ranged round the side aisles 
and the east and west ends of the church, the colours being placed on each 
side of the pulpit ; the morning service was read by the vicar, and a sermon 
was preached by the Sev Jos. JDawson, chaplain to the corps, on Psalm xx., 5. 
After the sermon, the colours were laid on the altar, and consecrated in the 
usual form; which beins; done, the Volunteer band performed a piece of music 
of much beauty and solemnity, composed for the occasion by Mr. T. Wright, 
organist. The corps then left the church, and formed the line in the lugh 
Street, near the church, when the procession followed, and the colours were 
presented to Lieut.-Col. Allison by Mrs. Carr, who addressed him in the fol- 
lowing words : — ** Though I feel myself very unequal to the honour this day 
conferred upon me, yet in compliance with the wishes of the ladies of Stockton 
and Norton, I present you with these colours, in full confidence that you and 
the brave men under your command will defend them with honour to your- 
selves, ^our king, and country." To which the Lieut.-Col. replied, assuring 
the ladies of the gratitude of himself, and the whole corps, for the distinguished 
honour that day conferred, and their determination to stand true to the trust 
reposed in them ; he then placed the colours in the hands of the ensigns, the 
band played the national anthem, and several manoeuvres were gone through 
with great correctness and precision. The ground was kept by the Darlington 
Cavalry, under Lieut.-Col. Wettenhall. The church and street were crowded 
during the proceedings, and Stockton had rarely, if ever, before exhibited so 
interesting a sight. — ^In the evening the officers gave a ball and supper at the 
assembly rooms ; upwards of 30 couple danced, and about 200 persons were 
present. The supper table was provided with all the delicacies of the season; 
m the centre of the table there was a beautiful model of the Stockton arms, 
with transparent illuminated windows, and miniatures of the colours flying 
from the battlements, which had the happiest effect. — On the 20th, the Volun- 
teers were inspected by Lieut.-Col. Seddon. A patriotic poet of Stockton, at 
this period, addressed to the Stockton and Norton Volunteers a son^ entitled 
"The Mouth of the Tees — Tune, Lango Lee," of which the followmg is the 
iatroductory verse : — 

*' Ye stout Volunteen both of Stockton and Norton, 
As loyal a corps as was ever once thought on, 
Bemember the day when bj Allison led on. 
The troops were reviewed bj the braye Colonel Seddon, 
How He prais'd jour Appearance, Manoeuvres and Dress, 
What He said was your due, and He could say no less, 
Then let the Ixenoh come as soon as They please^ 
But They'd better beware of the Mouth ov thx Txis." 

1804, Feb. 23. — ^The famous hand of Silver Miners from Bohemia gave a 
concert of vocal and instrumental music at Stockton this evening. 

, March. — Died at Newcastle, aged 120, Mary M'Grea, schoolmistress, 

which occupation she had held upwards of 80 years. 

, March 8. — About midnight, the inhabitants of Bedcar were ah&rmed 

by a very heavy firing ; thinking the enemy was off the coast, the drums were 
ordered to beat to arms. The S^ Eencibles commanded by Gapt. Thrush were, 
in a few minntes, on the sands, when it proved to be minute guns from the 
brig Bose (of London), which had got upon Bedcar rocks. The life-boat 
put oSf but could not render them any assistance ; a few fishing boats at 
length reached the vessel, and brought all hands (26) on shore. The vessel was 
laden with timber from Christiansaud. The timber was saved, but the vessel 
became a wreck. 

, April. — ^At the beginning of this month there were violent storms at 

sea, and a great number of shipwrecks. Several vessels were driven on shore 
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at Hartlepool, and a sloop was driven on the North Gkire, near Beaton, where 
she sunk, and all hands perished. 

1804, April. — Mr. T. K. Grey, of Norton, having been appointed Inspecting 
Pield Officer of the district, Mr. W. Page succeeded him as captain in the 
Norton company of Volunteers. 

, Apnl 10. — ^The Stockton and Yarm Volunteers were at this time on 

permanent duty in their respective towns. 

, June 12. — A smart action took place off Staithes, for 2 hours, between 

the Prs Augusta, hired cutter, and a Prench privateer of 14 guns, when the 
privateer took her departure, hastened by the approach of 2 schooners, in 
which Capt. Thrush and a party of the Sea Eencibles at Bedcar wereproceed- 
ing to the assistance of the cutter. 

, June 20. — The Stockton Volunteers were inspected by Lieut.-Colonel 

Seddon. " This excellent corps went through all the 13 manoBuvres in the 
Volunteers' Manual, with that steadiness and precision for which they have 
ever been characterised ; and received on this occasion the greatest encomium 
from their inspecting officer. There is not the least doubt but this corps, for 
military appearance, and in point of discipline, is one of the first in Lieut.- Col. 
Seddon's district, as he himself has been pleased to express on several occasiona. 
Stockton ought indeed to be proud of such a corps. 

, June 23. — Two fine young men, apprentices of Mr. Bichard Jackson, 

currier, were drowned whilst bathing in the river, near Stockton bridge. 

, July 13. — ^The foundation stone of the Cleveland Tontine Inn was 

laid.— On the same day, a memorial to the postmaster-general was signed by 
the principal inhabitants of Cleveland, praying that a daily post might he 
establishea between Thirsk and Guisbrough. [A post was commenced on the 
6th September following.] 

, Aug. 7.— The Stockton, Darlington, and Durham Volunteers assem- 
bled in Hardwicke Park, Sedgefield, and were inspected by Gen. Leighton. 

, Sept. 22. — At a meeting held at Stokesley this day, a society was 

established for the encouragement of agricultural piuvuits, as well as for re- 
warding the industry of the dajr-labourer and cottager, under the name of 
" The Cleveland Agricultural Society," their meetings to be held twice a year, 
at Stokesley and Guisbrough alternately. 

, Oct. 15. — The Stockton Volunteers were reviewed on the low grounds 

near Norton bridge, by Brigadier-General Ker, who expressed himself highly- 
gratified, not only with their uniform soldier-like appearance, but also with 
the great steadiness and attention which they evinced m every movement that 
was performed. The dav, being remarkably fine, brought a large concourse of 
spectators to the ground. 

, Nov. 8. — The brig William and Mary, Capt. Bryson, of So. Shields, 

soon after leaving the Tees, had a smart engagement with a lugger privateer, 
which lasted nearly 3 hours, when the brig was obliged to strike. They took 
the owner, master, and all the people, out of her, except a man and a boy, and 
put 1 1 Frenchmen on board. The man (who perceived the brig sinking from 
a shot between wind and water) and 2 Erenchmen saved themselves in a small 
boat ; the brig, with the boy and 9 Frenchmen, sunk about 10 minutes after 
the boat left her. On the next day, the privateer captured 7 loaded colliers 
and 2 east countrymen, within a short distance of Sunderland. 

1805. — The town-house improved by the addition of a new clock, given bj 
Mr. B. Clarke (on resigning the office of steward to the bishop), and a new 
bell, purchased by the corporation at a cost of £38. 

. — There were at this time 34 public houses in Stockton, bearing the 

following signs, viz., Black Lion, Bed Lion [now Vane Arms], Golden Lion 
[now Enterprise], A. D., Bolton Arms, Brewer's Arms, Crown, Cup & Anchor 
[now Baltic Tavern], Golden Fleece [now No. 43, High Street], George & 
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Dragon, Green Dragon, Green Tree, Greyhound, Grey Horse, Half Moon, 
Hambletonian, Jolly Ropers, Launch, Nag's Head (Finkle Street), Nelson's 
Arms, Punch Bowl, Saxoni, Shakspeare [now No. 28, High Street], Ship, 
Shoulder of Mutton, Spread Eagle, Stag, Star and Garter [now Oak Tree], 
Stockton Arms, Swan, Talbot, Three Tuns, Unicom, and White Hart. 

1805. — An act passed this year for more effectually repairing the high road 
from Stockton to Barnard Castle, and for repealing the former acts [see 1847]. 
Additional acts were passed in 1823, 1824, and 1825. 

, Jan, 1 . — The Library at the Unitarian Chapel, Stockton, High-street, 

established. The subscription is Is.^^ annum, ana the library contains near 
500 volumes. 

, April 9. — A general meeting of merchants and other inhabitants of 

Stockton was held to consider Mr. Chapman's report and estimate of the ex- 
penses of making the proposed cut across the neck of land between Stockton 
and Fortrack, &c. At this meeting, resolutions were passed to apply for an 
act of parliament to authorise the making of the cut, and to grant a tonnage 
upon ail vessels loading and delivering in the port ; to raise a sum for defray- 
ing the expenses by subscription shares of JC50 each, no person to hold more 
than Jive, unless the whole number should not be disposed of before Jan. 1, 
1806 ; that interest on the shares should be allowed ailer the rate of 7{ per 
cent, (or 10 per cent., if the next meeting should prefer that rate), to be paid 
out of the produce of the tonnage duty, provided it shall be adequate to that 
purpose, and in case there should be any surplus, the same to be made applic- 
able to further improvement in the navigation of the river. A Committee 
was appointed of 15 persons, viz. : Messrs. J. Carr (mayor), James Crowe, 
Et. Christopher, T. Davison, Edn. Ferrand, W. Mellanby, Matthew Wadeson, 
and Jas. Walker, of Stockton; Jon. BackhonsOi junr., John lanson, Edward 
Fease, and Jos. Fease, junr., of Darlington ; T. Fawell, B. Flounders, and — 
Froctor, of Yarm. Mr. James Crowe was appointed treasurer, and Mr. L. 
Bai3beck solicitor to the company. 

, May 16. — The Darlington Volunteer Legion (consisting of both 

cavalry and infantry) marched into Stockton, to perform permanent duty for 
21 days. They were brigaded with the Stockton Volunteers on June 4th, and 
on the 5th returned to Darlington, where they -were received with ringing 
of bells, their Colonel was carried round the market-place, flags flying, and 
every token of respect shewn him for his kindness to his men. 

, June 21. — The Stockton Soapery; situated near the bridge, offered for 

sale, with 3 small dwellings adjoining ; dso, the buildings and ground adjoin- 
ing, formerly used as an iron foundry. The whole property is described as 
held by a lease for 40 years (20 unexpired), under the mayor and corporation, 
at the yearly rent of £\2, The property was, in April, 1806, sold to Mr. B. 
Atkinson, who built a row of cottages on a portion of the ground, now called 
Cottage Bow. The lease expired in 1825, and came into the hands of the cor- 
poration. 

— —, June 26.— The Bev. George Stanley Paber, B.D., was presented to 
the vicarage of Stockton, vacant by the removal of Bev. J. Brewster to Bed- 
marshall. In 1809, he succeeded Mr. Brewster at Bedmarsball, and in 1811 
became rector of Longnewton. On the death of Dr. Bell, in 1832, he was 
presented with the mastership of Sherbum Hospital, and died, Jan. 29, 1854, 
aged 80. He was the author of " Horaa Mosaic©," 2 vols., " Mysteries of the 
Cabiri," 2 vols., and many other learned theological works. 

, July 5.— The Stockton Volunteers marched to Hartlepool, to perform 

permanent dutv for 21 days. On their return home on the 24th, the whole of 
the officers underwent the ceremony of chairing. 

, July 11.— Bev. J. Brewster printed (for distribution) "A Farewell 

address to the inhabitants of the parish of Stockton-on-Tees on resigning the 
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vicarage of that place. On leaving the town his pamhioners presented him 
with a Cup, value 100 guineas. 

1805, Sept. 26. — E. Perrand, Esq., of Stockton, went over the new elegant 
iron bridge at Yarm, in a post-chaise ; when on the centre he drank success 
to the undertaking in a bowl of punch, and made the following appropriate 
speech on the occasion: — " Maj the Almighty protect this undertaking— May 
this Bridge stand the test of ages, till time is no more." — 2^/ne Merowry, 
[see Jan. 13, 1806.] 

, Oct. — The new and improved copper coinage was issued about the 

beginning of this month. 

, Oct. 5. — Thomas Wilson, a journeyman smith, residing in Cooke's 

Wynd, Stockton, was committed to Durham, charged upon the coroner's in- 
quest with the wilful murder of Margaret Barker, of Hutton Eudby, spinster. 
The circumstances of this horrid transaction, as appeared upon evidence before 
the jury (which sat 7 hours), are as follows:— The deceased was a respectable 
woman, about 46 years old, and had for several years subsisted herself 
and her aged parents by travelling in the adjacent country with housewife cloth 
for sale. On the evening of the 4th she came to Wilson's house, where she at 
times had been used to stay. From the evidence of his wife and. her daughter, 
the prisoner, about half-past 12 o'clock left his bed, and went upstairs to the 
room where the deceased, the wife's daughter and her infant child, slept. The 
deceased, who lay upon the side of the bed nearest to the door, he immediately 
attacked with a razor, and cut her in the cheek, afterwards in the throat, from 
ear to ear, and in other parts of the neck. Soon afterwards a cry of Murder! 
was heard by the neighbours, some of whom came to the fatal spot, and 
stumbled over the body of the deceased, at the foot of the stairs, near to the 
street door. Upon the arrival of the town's officers and others, the murderer 
attempted to defend himself with the bloody razor and a mould rake ; with 
the latter he struck one of the party a violent blow on the arm and head, 
who returned it with a short constable's staff, and he surrendered. From cir- 
cumstances which transpired, it was conjectured that his intention was to 
murder his step-daughter, of whose child he was the reputed father. The 
body of the deceased was interred at Hutton Eudby on the followingSundav. 
Wilson was one of a notorious family of tinkers, the terrors of the neigh- 
bourhood of Auckland. He was tried at the following summer assizes at 
Durham, found guilty, and ordered for execution;* but was afterwards 
respited on the alleged ground of insanity. He was discharged from the hulks 
in 1814, and worked for some years afterwards in Bp. Auckland, at his old 
trade of a smith. 

, Oct. 21. — An explosion took place in Hebbum Colliery, by which 36 

persons lost their lives ; and in the following month (29th) a similar event 
took place in Oxclose colliery, when 38 persons suffered. 

, Oct. 28.— Died at Stockton, Mr. John Allison, flax merchant and sail 

cloth manufacturer, aged 59. He was Lieut.-Col. of the Stockton Volunteers 
at the time of his death, and was buried with military honours. His widow 
placed in the church a tablet to his memory, which speaks of his " integrity 
of heart, affability of manners. Christian conduct, and love of his King and 
Country," as rendering him " amiable and respected in private and in public 
life." His funeral sermon was preached (Nov. 3) at the Unitarian Cnapel, 
by the Bev. S. Kennedy, from Job. xvi. 22. 

, Dec. 4. — A man named Stubbs was working in an undermined clay- 
hole, near Stockton, when it suddenly fell in, and he was killed. 

, Dec. 6. — ^This being a day ot general thanksgiving for the victory of 

* HiB last dying speech was hawked about in Stockton and other placer, on the day of hit 
expected execution. 
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Trafalgar, religious services were held in the different towns, &c., in the 
neighbourhood. At Stockton Church, a sermon was preached by the Bev. G-. 
S. Faber. from Exod. zv. 10, 11; and at the Unitarian Chapel, the Eev. S. 
Kennedy preached j&om Psalm cxxxvii. 5, a sermon afterwards printed. A 
collection of about j£75 was made at the church for the widows and orphans 
of those slain at Trafalgar. 

1805, Dec. 8. — At noon, a fire broke out in a stable adjoining the premises 
occupied by Mrs. Emma Appleby, Stockton, which contained a quantity of 
hay, straw, and com, and 2 valuable mares, one of which was suffocated. It 
originated from the carelessness of a servant who had left a candle burning 
against a wall. 

, Dec. 10. — A woman of the name of Stothard, whilst travelling be- 
tween Stockton and Hartbum, in a state of intoxication, missed her way and 
got into a pond, where she was found drowned the next morning. 

, Mr. John Jackson, who died in the colony of E8sequibo,/West Indies, 

gave by his will, £10 to the poor of Lackenby (his native place), and £10 
each to the poor of Lazenby, W ilton, and Eston. He also gave to the poor 
of Lackenby, Lazenby, and Wilton, the dividends arising from £365 consols. 

1806. — In this year, Longnewton Church (which affords accommodation 
for 180 persons) was almost wholly rebuilt; and Eedmarshall Church was re- 
paired, and the lead roof removed. The gross annual income of Longnewton 
rectory is stated at this time to have been £634, subject to annual payments 
of about £30. 

. — The manor-house of Darlington was bought by the township for 

the purpose of a poor-house. It had been so used for some time before. A 
large pile of new buildings was erected to the south in 1808. 

, Jan. 13.— About 12 p.m., the newly-erected iron bridge over the Tees, 

near Yarm, fell with a tremendous crash and concussion that was sensibly felt 
over every part of the town. This iinfortunate accident is supposed to be 
owing to the abutments not having been built sufficiently strong to bear the 
weight of the arch, as they were not composed of solid stone, but were chiefly 
flUed up with rubbish. It was the south abutment which gave way. [For- 
tunately the old bridge was still standing, and has since been widened.] 

, March 13. — The greatest fell of snow, during the last night, ever 

known in so short a space of time. 

, March 20. — Died at the Plantation, near Ouisbrough, aged 77, Qen. 

John Hale. He served in the American war, and with Wolfe at the memor- 
able siege of Quebec. He left 17 children by his wife, the daughter of the 
late W. Chaloner, Esq. 

1 June 10. — A great storm of thunder and lightning, with rain, during 

thenight,and the weather more sultry than had been experienced for many vears. 

, Aug. 4. — A melon of an extraordinary size was cut in the garden of 

Mr. Thomas Taylor, of Norton. The circumference one way was 36 inches, 
the other 28 ; the weighf was 10 lbs. The flavour was excellent ; and it is 
supposed to be the largest melon ever grown in this neighbourhood, or per- 
haps in England. 

, Aug. 27. — As James Woodward, of Stockton, grocer, and another 

person, were with their horses crossing the river Ure between Leybum and 
Middleham, in the ferry-boat, the horses became restive, and leapt into the 
water, forcing Mr. Woodward along with them, who was, unfortunately, 
drowned. 

, Sept. 6. — A mail coach commenced running from Sunderland, by 

Castle Eden, Stockton, Yarm, Tontine Inn, and Thnrsk, to Boroughbridge, 
where it joined the Boyal Charlotte Coach, and proceeded from thence every 
day to London. [In 1808 it gave up its connexion with the Boyal Charlotte, 
and ran to York.] 
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1806, Sept. 23. — ^Died at Eshe, near Lanchester, John Hunter, aged 106. 
, Oct. 9. — A quantity of smuggled geneva, tea, and tobacco, waa taken 

from some smugglers by the officers of the custom house at Stockton, assisted 
by a party of the Stockton Volunteers, under the command of Serjeant-Major 
T. Hunter.— I^n« Mercury. 

, Nov.— The Merchants' Shipping Company was established at Stock- 
ton about this time, for the conveyance of goods to and from London ; one 
vessel to sail weekly from T. & J. Wilkinson's Wharf, Stockton, and another 
from Hay's Wharf, London. 

, Nov. 10.— Sir Ea. Milbanke, Bt., and Sir T. H. Liddell, Bt., elected 

M.P.s for the county of Durham. 

, Dec. 15. — Died at Gainford, aged 72, John Cade, the humble but in- 
dustrious antiquary. He was a native of Darlington. 

1807, Jan, 30. — ^A sloop from Newcastle for Stockton was stranded in 
entering the Tees. Two men who were assisting to deliver her cargo, and who 
had got liquor, were drowned by the flowing of the tide over the vessel ; the 
rest of the people on board (8 in number) were saved by the Eedcar life-boat. 

, Feb. — The famous Durham ox, bred by Charles Colling at Ketton^ 

in 1796, was slaughtered, and weighed 220 stones. At one period, the enor- 
mous sum of £2^^ was offered for it and refused. 

, March.— Died at Hartburn, aged near 90, Grace Newton, widow, a 

poor inoffensive woman, who had been for many years persecuted by ignorant 
persons as a reputed witch. 

, March. — Jos. Wilkinson, a poor man belonging to Stockton, in re- 
turning home from Norton, missed his way near the bridge, and was drowned. 
In the same month, a son of John Coverdale, of the Bed Lion Inn, Stockton, 
as he was watering a horse at the river Tees, was, unfortunately, drowned. 

, April 7. — The Trafalgar Coach from Newcastle to Hull commenced 

running by way of Sunderland, Stockton, Thirsk, and York. Fare inside, 158. ; 
outside, 10s. 

, April 23. — The mayor and corporation of Stockton addressed the 

King against further concessions to the Eoman Catholics. 

, May. — The King having dismissed the Grenville ministry on their 

refusing to pledge themselves to the Boman Catholic question, he also dissolved 
parliament. A new election of representatives for Durham county took place, 
and, after a contest of 3 days, Mr. Cuthbert Ellison having resided, Sir Balph 
Milbanke, Bt., and Sir H. V. Tempest, Bt., were elected. The numbers at 
the close of the poll were — Milbanke, 674 ; Tempest, 563 ; Ellison, 396. 

— — , June 6. — The election of 2 knights of the shire to represent Yorkshire 
in parliament closed this day, after 15 days' contest, when there appeared 
for Mr. WUberforce 11,808 votes. Lord Milton 10,990, Hon. H. Lascellea 
10,177 ; the 2 former being declared duly elected. Thus terminated a struggle 
of such strength and perseverance as has never at an)r period been equalled at 
any county election in the kingdom. " Nothing," says a writer, " since the 
days of the Bevolution, has ever presented to the world such a scene as has 
been, for 1 6 days and nights, passing within this great county. Bepose or 
rest have been unknown in it, except it waa seen in a messenger totally worn 
out, asleep upon his post horse or on his carriage. Every day the roads, in all 
directions, and to and from every remote comer of the county, have been 
covered with vehicles loaded with voters." 

, Nov. 23. — A severe storm on the coast. No less than 17 yessela 

were driven on shore between Sunderland and the Tees. A Lynn vessel went 
ashore at Coatham, on the following day. 

, Dec. — Wordsworth composed the earlier half of his poem, " The 

White Doe of Bylstone," whilst on a visit to his brother-in-law (Mr. J. 
Hutchinson) at Stockton, about the close of this year. 
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1808, Jan. 14.— The Sibella, Barrett, and London, Wilson, both of Stock- 
ton, laden for London, were driren on shore near the Teesmouth. 

, Feb. 18. — One of the most dreadful storms of snow which had been 

experienced for sereral years, came on this night. It was accompanied with 
a severe gale of wind, and continued almost without interruption till the 
following afternoon. The storm prevailed over a considerable part of England; 
and for above 3 davs no London Mails, nor any Mail south of York, reached 
this neighbourhood, a circumstance unprecedented in the memory of any per- 
son living. 

^ , March 10. — Died in the Alms House, Stockton, Benjamin Fatten, 

barber. No apparent change in his body having taken place for 6 or 7 days 
after death, great curiosity was excited, and crowds of people visited the body, 
believing the old man to be in a trance. He was buried on the 20th inst 

, March 27. — The Caledonia, of Aberdeen, wrecked on the Bedcar rocks. 

Out of 29 passengers and seamen, only 6 were saved. 

, April 13. — ^The foundation stone of the Town Hall at Darlington was 

laid by Geo. Allan, Esq., in the place of the old Tolbooth. It was in the Italian 
style of architecture, with a terrace and balustrade on the top, surmounted by 
a cupola. 

, April. — Died at Dalton Percy, aged 113, Joseph Yeal, who was in his 

earlier days a great frequenter of cock fights, &c. 

, May. — After considerable opposition from Lord Harewood,* the "Act 

for making a Navigable Gut from the east side of the river Tees, near Stock- 
ton, through the neck of land into the said river near Fortrack; and for making 
various other improvements in the navigation of the said river between Stock- 
ton and the Sea," received the royal assent. The act provides for compensa- 
tion being made to Lord Harewood, and other persons whose property might 
be injured by making the cut. Power is given to the company to raise 
amongst themselves £7000, to be divided into shares of £50 each ; and if that 
sum is insufficient, a further sum of £5000, to be raised either in shares or by 
mortgage on the rates. The duties to be raised on ships above 10 tons' 
measurement, coming into or going out of the river, were to be 6d. per ton on 
vessels trading coastwise ; 9d. per ton on British ships from or to any foreign 
port; and 18d. on foreign ships trading to or from the river Tees : British 
ships, laden with Norway timber only, were to be 6d. per ton, and foreign 12d. 
[The land to be cut through was about 200 yards broad, and the saving of 
distance in the navigation was 2 miles, 2 furlongs, and 36 poles. The exca- 
vation was executed under contracts with different undertakers ; —the work 
was commenced in April, 1809 ; and the cut was opened for the reception of 
vessels, Sept. 18, 1810. The expenses exceeded the original estimate, and, in- 
cluding the cost of the act, the purchase of land, and other contingencies, 
amounted to £9300 : towards meeting this excess, and Lord Harewood's de- 
mand, 80 additional shares were created, and the deficiency was supplied by 
the appropriation of the duties as they accrued.] 

, June 13. — The Durham Volunteers, commanded by Lieut.-Col. Ship- 

perdson, marched from Durham to Stockton, to remain there on permanent 
duty for 12 days. 

, June 17. — The first general meeting of the Tees Navigation Company 

was held at the Town House, when a committee was appointed to carry the 

* Lord Harewood was owner of Mandale mill and eranary, on the Yorkshire side of the 
Tees, at the very extremity of the carre formed hy the then winding course of the river, which 
pro^rty he oonoeiTed would be much injured by the proposed cut. Negociations had been 
carried on unsuccessfully with hia lordshij^ for seTend years. The committee at last deter- 
mined to push the bill in opposition to his influence; and, during its progress in parliament, 
an a^;reement was concluded by which Lord H. consented to withdraw his opposition, on 
condition of receiving £2000 when the cut should be made nayigable.

1808, June 20. — The Durham Volunteers were brigaded with the Stockton 
Volunteers, at Stockton, and inspected hj Col. Seddon, who was pleased to 
express, in a very iinfeigned manner, that he had not for some time seen 
eitner militia or any other corps who could exceed them in discipline. In the 
erening there was a concert of vocal and instrumental music, conducted by 
Mr. Friend, and patronized by the officers of the 2 corps, which was followed 
by a ball, when the room was thronged by all the beauty and fashion of the 
surrounding neighbourhood. On the 24th, the Durham Volimteers returned 
home. 

, June 21. — The Yarm Volunteers finished their permanent duty at 

Bedcar ; and, on their way -home, halted at Marton, where a handsome enter- 
tainment was given to them by Major Budd, of the Cleveland Volunteers. 
In September, they presented to their commander. Major Meynell, a very 
superb sword and accoutrements. 

, June 28. — The Stockton Volunteers marched to Hartlepool, to be on 

permanent du^ about 12 days. 

-^ — , June 27. — ^The Darlington Volunteers returned home firom Bishop 
Auckland, where they had been 14 days on duty. 

, July 7. — The celebrated actor, John Bannister, Jun., gave, at Stock- 
ton Theatre, his amusing entertainment of "Bannister's Budget; or, an 
Actor's ways and means." It consisted of recitations and comic songs. He 
visited Stockton the following year with a " Second Budget." 

, July 12. — Two days of uncommon heat. The Thermometer in the 

shade in London at 3 p m. was 81^, and on the 13th at 94. It was the same at 
Stockton and the neighbourhood. 

, Oct. 19. — A man named Abraham Wade, who travelled the country 

Belling worsted, fell from the chamber window of a public-house in Stockton, 
and died in a few hours. 

, Oct. 25. — The Darlington Dispensary, for the relief of the sick poop, 

instituted. The funds are derived chiefly from subscriptions, and the interest 
of B. donation from the late T. Backhouse, Esq. [In the year ending Oct, 
25, 1864, the patients admitted by ticket were 694, and without ticket, 60. 
Total, 654. The income derived from subscriptions and donations, £119— 
interest, £15. Total income, £134, and the expenditure, £149]. 

, Oct. — The Bev. C. Anstey, vicar of Norton, has erected and supports 

at his own expense, a ver^ commodious school-house in that village, for the 
religious instruction of his poorer parishioners, which is attended every Sun- 
day by nearly 120, whom he constantly superintends himself. The same rever- 
end person has lately presented to his church a neat and appropriate service of 
Communion plate. — jf^ne Mercury, 

, Dec. — A liberal subscription was made at Stockton for the purpose 

of purchasing potatoes, to sell to the poor at reduced prices, during the winter. 

, Dec. 29. — As Mr. George Hutton, of turf celebrity, was returning 

home to Stockton, in crossing a small bridge, near Thomaby, overflowing with 
water, he unfortunatelv fell from his horse and was drowned. 

, The inner harbour of Hartlepool, which contained a surface of nearly 

12 acres, was this year enclosed for agricultural purposes ; but the inclosure 
being considered as injurious to the port, it was indicted as a nuisance. The 
cause was tried at the Durham asflizes, in 1813, when the verdict of the jury 
restored the harbour to its original purposes. 

1809, Jan. 19. — Skating on the river at Stockton for the first time since 
December, 1805. It continued 10 days. 

* The work was commenced about the latter end of March, 1809. 
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1809, Feb. — The Eev. Thomas Baker, rector of StaintOD, inducted to the 
vicarage of Stockton, on the resignation of Rev. Q-. S. Faber. In the follow- 
ing year he removed to the rectory of Whitburn. 

, April 2.— A collection, amounting to £17 Os. 6d., was made in Stock- 
ton church for the purpose of purchasing seed grain for the distressed inhabi- 
tants of Sweden. 

, July 9. — The Eoyal Charlotte stage coach ran through Stockton the 

first time. 

, July 25. — The foundation stone of the new County Courts and Gaol 

at Durham was laid in masonic form, by Sir H. V. Tempest, Bt., M.P., P.Q.M. 
£The county courts were opened, Aug. 14, 1811. The prisoners were not re- 
moved to the gaol till Aug. 4, 1819.] 

, Aug. 9. — Corri and his pupils (Duruset and Huckel), with Mrs. 

Corri, Mr. Corri, jun., and Mr. Higman, gave a very attractive vocal concert 
at the Stockton theatre. 

, Sept. 18. — Three vessels, in ballast, driven on shore between the 

Teesmouth and Saltbum. Crews saved. 

y Oct. 25.— This day, being the anniversary of the accession of George 

TTT. to the throne, and his entrance into the 5Qth year of his reign, was ob- 
served as a day of General Thanksgiving. At Stockton, the mayor and cor- 
poration went in procession to attend the morning service at church, accom- 
panied by the Volunteers, the different Friendly Societies, and the Freemasons 
in full dress ; and a sermo);i was preached by the vicar from Psalm cxi., 4. In 
the afternoon, the Volunteers fired, and the officers dined together ; and in 
the evening there was a ball. A subscription was also entered into for the 
benefit of the poor. At Wynyard, Sir li. V. Tempest, Bt., ordered a large ox 
to be roasted, and distributed with bread and strong beer. About 400 of his 
neighbours enjoyed the festival. 

. — The Methodist Chapel Library established. 

, Nov. 18. — Four vessels were wrecked at the mouth of the Tees. Two 

of the crews were saved with great difficulty by the Eedcar life-boat ; the 
other two perished. 

. The Baptist Society (founded by David Femie about 1751) pur- 
chased a building m West Bow for JC240, which they converted into a chapel, 
since enlarged. Rev. W. Hartley, of Newcastle, who became their minister 
this year, £ed in 1822, and was succeeded in the following year by the Bev. 
W. Leng. 

1810, March. — ^The Bev. John Gilpin, B.D., curate of Stockton, was pre- 
sented to the vicarage, vacant by the resignation of Bev. T. Baker. He re- 
signed the living in 1815, and soon after removed to Sedbury, near Bichmond 
in Yorkshire, where he died in 1843. 

, March 5. — The Eclipse, light post coach, commenced running from 

Newcastle to London, by wav of Sunderland, Stockton, Yarm, Thirsk, York, 
^., and carrying onlv 4 inside passengers. 

, Aug. 16. — The high tide, occasioned by the great firesh in the river, 

broke in at the east end of the new cut between Stockton and Fortrack, and 
was the cause of considerable obstruction to the progress of the works. It 
also broke down the sea-bank at Haverton Hill, and laid 60 acres of com 
under water. 

, Sept. 1. — A terrible storm of thunder and lightning during the la^t 

night. The chimney and gable-end of Michael Stephenson's house, in Bishop 
Street, Stockton, was struck by the lightning. 

, Sept. 18.— The opening of the cut or canal between Stockton and 



Portrack took place, with great rejoicings. The morning was ushered in by 
the ringing of bells. 
oeeded from Portrack 



the ringing of bells. At half-past seven, 3 sloops, decorated with flags, pro- 
through the cut, attended by the Volunteer band of 
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music, the Castom-liouBe boat, the Eedcar life-boat, and a number of pleasure 
boats, &c. ; guns were fired from the vessels as they entered into and went 
out of the canal, which were answered by guns placed on the quays at Stock- 
ton. When the sloops arrived at the Custom-house Quay, the company's flag 
was taken from the mast-head of the first sloop, and conveyed tbough the 
street, preceded by the band of music, and placed on the top of the cupola at 
the Town Hall. At 12 o'clock, the workmen employed in the cut, and the 
rowers of the Eedcar life-boat, &c., were regaled with beef and porter ; and at 
2 P.M., 72 gentlemen sat down to an excellent dinner at the Town Hall, the 
Volunteer band playing at intervals during the time. After dinner, resolu- 
tions were entered into, and a committee appointed to enquire into the practi- 
cability and advantage of a railway or canal from Stockton by Darlington to 
Winston, for the more easy and expeditious conveyance of coals, lead, &c. 

1810, Oct. 11. — T?he improved short-homed cattle and Leicester sheep, be- 
longing to Charles Colling, of Ketton, near Darlington, were sold by auction 
on this and the following day, and produced £8642 lis. Od. One bull 
(" Comet") was sold for £1000. 

, Oct. 17.— In consequence of the ruinous state of the pier at Hartle- 
pool, a meeting of the corporation and inhabitants was held, at which a sub- 
scription for the rebuilding of the pier was commenced, and a committee ap- 
pointed for the management of the concern. Mr. Shout, engineer, was con- 
sulted, who stated in his report that £3500 would be sufficient to render the 
pier and port complete and efficient. In 1811, £695 was expended; in 1812, 
£905; and in 1813, £253; but the subscriptions were found inadequate to 
complete the work at that time [see April, 1813]. 

. The principal part of the foot road on the east side of the High- 
street, Stockton, was flagged this year. 

. The Madras (Dr. Bell's) system of education was introduced in the 

Blue Coat Schools, Stockton, about this time. 

. An act of parliament for repairing the road from Catterick Bridge 

to Durham, and for repealing the act of 28th Geo. III., was passed this year. 

. " A letter, aadressed to Lord Grenville, by a Briton," 8vo., 174 pp., 

issued from the press of Christopher & Jennett. The author (Lord Bokeby, 
then residing in Stockton,) published also in 18 1 1, a poem, entitled " Beinstate- 
ment of the Commander-in-chief, by Arminius," addressed to the Duke of 
York ; and " An essay on Bank tokens, Bullion, &c., by a Briton." 
' . Mrs. Hall, of Sunderland, died this year, aged 106. [Her twin- 
brother died at the age of 101, and her mother, aged 108 years.] 

1811, Feb. — " A general view of the Agriculture of the county of Durham, 
with observations on the means of its improvement. By John Biuley." 1 vol. 
8vo., was published by J. Bell & Son, Newcastle. 

, March 19. — The Satisfaction, of Stockton, and two other vessels, all 

coal laden, were lost on the Gunfleet Sand. The crews were saved. 

, March 31. — A collection of £39 4s. lOd. was made in Stockton 

church, for the benefit of the British prisoners in France. 

, April. — ^T. Bobinson, pilot,lost in a small boat at the mouth of the Tees. 

, April 20. — At Thornaby, a cow was killed, and part of a cow-house 

thrown down by the lightning. 

, May. — ^An old house at Stockton, called the Blue Posts (built in 

1485), formerly the property of the Burdons, was pulled down, and a house 
and shop built on the scite, oy John Appleton, bookseller. 

, June. — Died at Seaton Carew, aged 107, Eleanor Smith, widow. 

, June. — ^Died at Kilton, near Guisbrough, Dorothy Page, aged 106, 

and Jane Wood, aged 101. They both lived in one house, and always en- 
joyed a good state of health, and retained their faculties to the last. Their 
woman servant, who was then living, was about 80 years of age.

1811, June.— The census taken about this time. Stockton township con- 
tained 799 inhabited houses, occupied by 989 families ; males, 1799 ; females, 
2430 ; total of persons, 4229. Increase since 1801, 220. 

, Aug. — A trial (Oliver v. Hutchinson) at the Durham Assizes, arising 

out of a horse-race at Stockton, in 1810, occasioned a good deal of interest in 
the sporting world. Mr. Oliver, the plaintiff, was clerk of the course, and a 
law was made by the stewards of the races, that all the horses allowed to run 
were to be entered bj a certain day. Mr. Hutchinson, who had a horse he 
intended to run, had from some cause neglected to enter him in compliance 
with the rules, but did so afterwards, and gave Oliver a bond to indemnify 
him. Hutchinson's horse ran and won the race. He demanded the money, 
and having given the bond, he received the stakes. An action, was, however, 
brought against Oliver, by Mr. Milburn, the owner of the second horse, and 
he recovered. To reimburse Oliver for his loss and expenses, this action was 
therefore brought. Mr. Frank, solicitor, and Dobson, his clerk, having 
proved the bond, the amount of costs in Milbum's action, and Hutchinson's 
acknowledgment to settle the whole, damages (£385 10s. Od.) were awarded 
to plaintiff. 

, Aug. 10. — Mandale Mill was set on fire by accident, but the flames 

were fortunately extinguished soon, without much damage. 

, Oct. — At the election of Mayor for the borough of Stockton, Mr. 

Bichard Dickson and Mr. George Snowdon were each proposed for the office; 
Mr. Dickson was chosen, but the steward having declared him to be not pro- 
perly qualified, he was set aside, and Mr. Snowdon elected. Mr. S., however, re- 
fused to be sworn into office ; and the consequence was that a mandamus had 
to be applied for (as in Mr. Simpson's case, in 1795), and on the 12th of 
February following, Mr. James Walker was the elected Mayor. 

, Oct.— An association formed at Stockton for the protection of per- 
sons and property. The period for which it was establishea was 3 years. In 
1814, the engagement was renewed, and has continued to the present time. 

1812. — In consequence of the great scarcity of silver coin, local tokens 
were issued by tradesmen in many of our larger towns. At Stockton, 
Christopher & Jennett, printers, issued shilling tokens, bearins their names^ 
Ac., on one side, and the Stockton Arms on the other ; they ako issued mt- 
pences of 2 kinds, but without their name, the Ist having Britannia on one 
^side, and a Bee Hive on the other, and the 2nd having Britannia and the 
'figure 6, without date. In the following year, copper tokens of one penny 
and a halfpenny were issued by them, the former having " Stockton Bridge** 
on one side, and Britannia on the other, with the legend, ^' Britannia Fenny 
Token ;" the Halfpenny Token, without their names, having a head of Lord 
Nelson on the obverse side, and a Ship on the other. In 1814, parliament 
passed an act making both pavers and receivers of tokens liable to a penalty 
of £5, and not exceeding £10. 

, Jan. 17. — At a meeting of gentlemen, merchants, Ac., held at Dar- 
lington, to receive the report of a committee appointed (Sept. 18, 1810,) to 
enquire into the practicability of a canal or railway from Stockton by Darling- 
ton to Winston, it was resolved that a survey be forthwith made by Mr. 
Sennie, and that a subscription be entered into in order to defiray the expense 
of such survey. A numerous committee was appointed to carry out the oDJect. 
[See Peb. 7, 1815.] 

, Feb. 19. — Chas. Mathews gave his popular entertainment of "The 

Travellers ; or. Mail-coach Adventures," at Stockton theatre ; and afterwards 
performed 4 nights in various characters with Anderson and Faulkner's 
company. 

, April 6. — Killed, at the capture of Badajoz, Lieut. Et. Fowler (1st 

batt. 7th Foot), son of the late Capt. Jonathan Fowler, of Stockton. 
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1812, April. — ^Eiots and disturbances took place in the northern counties, 
on account of the high price of com. At Stockton, inflammatory bills were 
distributed, and attempts made to preyent the shipment of corn. 

, A-pril 17. — The Ocean, Davison, of Aberdeen, laden with stones, struck 

on Sedcar rocks, about 1 a.m., and soon afterwards went to pieces. The 
crew consisted of 7 men and bojs, 4 of whom perished. 

, April 25. — In consequence of the high price of com, subscriptions 

were commenced at Stockton for the relief of the poor residing in the town, 
by selling to them wheat and rye-meal at a reduced price. The subscriptions 
amounted to jC3d4 15s. Od. From the account rendered by the treasurer (J. 
Crowe), it appears that by means of this fund upwards of 1486 persons were 
served weekly with meal for 14 weeks, ending Aug. 18. The quantity of 
wheat-meal served out to them was 80,689 lbs., and of rye-meal 12,405 lbs. ; 
and the receipts for sale of meal were iSlOOO 8s. 6d. 

, April 28. — Died, at Darlington, Mrs. Alice Turner, aged 103 



, April 28. — At a meeting of the clergy and other inhabitants of the 

town and neighbourhood of Stockton (the vicar of Stockton in the chair), an 
Auxiliary Bible Society was formed, for the purpose of disseminating the Holy 
Scriptures in the ward of Stockton and its vicinity, and of co-operating with 
the British and Foreign Bible Society in promoting their distribution abroad. 
The Eev. J. Gilpin, and J. Cartwright, were appointed secretaries. [This 
year the donations amounted co £215 IGs. Od., and the annual subscriptions 
£65 7s.6d.] 

, April. — The farmers and marsh-holders in Cleveland and Stockton 

ward gave notice that there would be shows of &t and lean cattle, sheep and 
pigs, at Stockton, on the last Wednesday in this and the 5 following months, 
and on the last Wednesday of each of the first 9 months in every future year ; 
and also that there would be shows of horses on the last Wednesdays in Jan., 
April, and September, in each year. 

, May 12. — The Monarch daily coach commenced running from Stock- 
ton to Bd. Castle ; the fare inside ICis. 6d., outside 7s. 

' , May 26. — ^A dreadful explosion of gas took place in FeUing Colliery, 

near Gateshead, in which 41 men and 51 boys perished. 

, June 9. — Two oxen, belonging to Mr. Dryden, were struck dead by 

the lightning, in a field near Longnewton ; and much damage was done to 
Mr. Goundry's windmill, near Billingham. 

, June 15. — The Stockton Volunteers commenced permanent duty for 

14 days. 

, Aug. 17. — ^Died, in Gateshead, Isabella Sharp, aged 114. By the 

Ghiteshead register it appears that she was christened Aug;. 17, 1698. 

, Aug. 17. — Died, Sir John Eden, Bt., of Windleston, 50 years an 

active magistrate, and chairman of the Durham quarter sessions, also M.P. 
for the county, from 1774 to 1790. 

,Sept.-^The foothpath on the west side of the High-street, Stockton, 

laid with nags from Bamsgate-street to Dovecot-street. 

, Sept. 30. — ^A cheese market was held at Stockton for the first time. 

New milk cheeses brought from 68 to 738. per cwt. 

, Oct. 10. — An explosion took place in Herrington-mill pit, Pensher, 

when 20 men and 4 boys were killed. 

, Oct. 12. — Three men were killed in a well at Marton, by mephitic 

air. Jas. Ingledew went down first to repair some part of the well, near the 
bottom, when he instantly expired. The other two went to his assistance and 
shared the same fate. 

, Oct. 14. — Henry, Lord Barnard, and Sir H. V. Tempest, Bt., were 

elected M.P.8 for the county of Durham, without opposition. [On the death 
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of Sir H. y. Tempest, in 1813, J. G. Lambton, Esq., was elected in his place; 
and in 1816, Mr. Powlett succeeded his brother, Lord Barnard. 

1812, Oct. 21. — In consequence of the Stockton Bace course being flooded, 
the days of running were postponed to the 3 following days. 

, Nov. 27.— John Gibson, one of the Tees pilots, when returning to 

his boat at Stockton, fell into the river, and was drowned. 

-. — About this year, in forming drains, at the north-end of the slake at 

Hartlepool, about 6 feet deep, sevend holes, about 8 feet square, were dis- 
covered, filled with human *bones; trees also, the wood of which was in excel- 
lent preservation, together with the antlers of deer, and an immense nutnber 
of t^th, supposed to have belonged to these animals. 

. — The Methodist Chapel, in Bondgate, Darlington, was built this 

year. It measures 64 feet by 52, has a gaUery all round, and seats about 
1400 persons. It cost upwards of £4000. [An organ by Nicholson, of Boch- 
dale, was added in 1840 ; cost £800.] 

. — The Bethel (Independent) Chapel, in Union-street, Darlington, was 

built this year, at the expense of Mr. J. lanson. It was enlarged in 1822, 
and will seat 500 persons. 

. — A poem on Stockton, bv Bobert May, issued jfrom the press of Chris- 
topher & Jennett, this year (in 12 pp.) The author, no doubt, forming a 
modest opinion of his own work, aadresses the critics thus : 

•*Te critics, your mercnr extend, 

To th' bad parts, the worse, and the worst : 
This Poem's not meant to offend . . . 
Pray pardon Froduetion theflrsi*^ 

" The second part of Stockton, a poem, by a Lady," followed at the dose of 
the year, and is a feeling and eloquent address to the Stockton youth, on the 
prevalent vices of the day. [A poem, of similar size, was printed in 1815, 
entitled " Stockton, an Historical poem, by T. Webber]. 

. — St. Cuthbert's Parish School, Darlington, commenced on the 

national system of education. A suitable school room was built for it in the 
Lead Yard in 1824. In 1856, about 150 boys, on an average, attended the day 
and Sunday schools. 

1813, Jan. 19. — The Yarm and Cleveland Shipping Company (established 
in 1812, to run 7 schooners regulariy between Yarm and London,) launched 
their first 2 vessels at Paul, on the Humber. A private letter, dated Stockton, 
Feb. 24th, says— "Two of the Yarm ships have arrived from the neigh- 
bourhood of Hull, where they were built ; tney are pretty looking vessels, and, 
they say, go very well with a fair wind, but are not calculated to make much 
way with a foul one. They came up the river so slowly, that the Yarm peai 
pie suspected the pilots of having been bribed by the Stocktonians to retard 
their motions. These Yarm folk seem determined on giving a death-blow to 
the shipping trade of Stockton. I wish thej may not toke it into their heads 
to knock down our bridge, which we are gom^ to try to make a free bridge." 

, March 2. — A public meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton and the 

neighbourhood was held for "taking into consideration the expediency of 
raising, by subscription, an adequate fund for discharging the several claims 
directed to be satisfied out of the tolls payable at Stockton bridge, to the in- 
tent the same may become a Free Bridge." A committee was appointed to 
promote the object, and a subscription was opened, but the attempt did not 
prove successful. 

, April 15. — The establishment of a local militia precluding the neces- 
sity of continuing the service of the volunteer in&ntry m Great Britain, the 
Stockton Volunteers were this day disembodied. In the following August, a 
silver cup was presented by them to their commander, Mr. Baisbeck, as a 
token of their esteem. 
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1813, April 15.— An act for improving the port and pier of Hartlepool re- 
ceived the royal assent. Bj the provisions of this act, everj ship or vessel 
entering into or using the port, shall paj a sum not exceeding the dutj of 2d. 
per ton ; evory boat or coble used within the port, and belonging to any per- 
son in Hartlepool, or within one mile thereof, 58. jper ann, ; and every dwell- 
ing house of tne annual value of £& or more, a sum not exceeding one fortieth 
part of the rental. Th& management of the pier is vested in a certain number 
of commissioners, and empowers them to borrow £3000. 

• , May.— The 2 regiments of local militia (for Durham) were assembled 

for training. 

, May 25. — The Society of Arts presented a gold medal to Mr. W. 

Backhouse, Darlington, for planting 300,000 larches, and 50,000 other timber 
trees, on waste ground ; to Mr. Jona. Backhouse, jun., of Darlington, a silver 
medal, for planting 274,000 larches ; and to Mr. T. White, of W oodlands,* 
near Lanchester, a gold medal, for applying the bark of larch trees to tanning, 
instead of oak bark. In the following year, Mr. Ed. Backhouse was presented 
with a gold medal, for planting 363,000 larches on waste land. 

, June 13.— The new Methodist Chapel, Stockton (built on the old 

site), was opened by the Eev. T. Lessey. The chapel measured 36 feet by 43. 

, Auff. 1.— Died, at Wynyard, Sir H. V. tempest, Bart., M.P. for the 

County of Durham, aged 41, after a short but severe illness. On the 12th, 
his remains were deposited in the family vault at Longnewton. 

, Aug. — The Eev. T. Ewbank, rector of Elton, having filed a bill in 

the court of Exchequer, for the recovery of tithes against Mr. Wade, and 
others of that parish, and Wade not being well satisfied as to the certainty of 
tithes being paid in the village, brought an action at the Durham assizes (this- 
month) to find whether they were so ; and if they were not, to recover the 
money which he had paid Ewbank, or only a certain modus in lieu of them. 
The jury, without much deliberation, returned a verdict for the defendant. 

, Sept. 2.— George Stephenson, then an engine- wright, placed his first 

locomotive steam engine on the tramway leading from the Kenton and Cox- 
lodge collieries. He had previously minutely observed the improvements 
made by Wm. Hedley,t mining engineer at Wylam colliery, and also one of 
Blenkinsop's Leeds engines. Stephenson's 2nd engine was placed on the 
Elillingworth railway, July 25, 1814: still the steam power and the horse 
power were near upon a par in point of cost ; and the locomotive might have 
been eondemned as useless, had not Mr. S. applied the steam blast, and thus 
doubled the power of the engine. This same year (1813) Sir Rd. Phillips, 
and also Mr. Edgeworth, predicted the adoption of railways^ as a mode of 
rapid transit. 

, Sept. 28.— The Hall pit at Fatfield colliery, Chester-le-Street, fired * 

from the foul air, and 32 men and boys were killed. 

* It IB worthy of obaeiration that, many yean before this, the father of Mr. T. White was 
preaented by the Society, sucoeesiyely, with 9 gold and 2 silyer medals, for planting larch upon 
what was a mere heath, and is now one of the most delightful and picturesque places in the 
North of England. 

t Mr. Blackett, the owner of Wylam colliery, having been nnsucoesful, the former year, in 
introdncing an engine on Trerethick's plan, took out a patent in the name of Wm. Iledley 
for a frame on 4 wheels, on which was mounted the improved locomotive engine. The first 
experiment demonstrated that the weight of the engine would of itself produce sufficient ad* 
hesion to enable it to drag after it, on a smooth tram-road, the requisite number of waggons^ 
in all kinds of weather, without the aid of racked rails, toothed wheels, endless chains, and 
1^. In the Kensington Museum are now preserved a couple of old locomotive engines, 
*' one," says the Illustrated News, ** the oldest locomotive in existence, the parent of all that 
has been since produced, the original old " Puffing Billy" of the Wylam coUieiy, constructed 
in 1818 by William Hedley for Christopher Blackett ;" the other is tiie ** BookeV' constructed 
by Gtoorge Stephenson in 1829. 
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1813, Oct. — About this time, Wm« Martin, of Newcastle, visited Stockton, 
Hartlepool and other ports (on his way to London to tlieBoard of Longitude), to 
exhibit his longitude glass, " by which he can measure time to the 120th part 
of a minute, witb accuracy and steadiness, alike unaffected by change of climate, 
air, or motion."

^ Oct. 6.*-Mr. Thomas Prest, fiirmer, in returning home from Stockton 

market, was robbed near Wolyiston of his watch and about £14^ and nearly 
murdered. Man^ other robberies were committed, or attempted, on the Sun- 
derland road dunng this and the following month. 

y Dec. 14.^A meeting of the inhabitants was held ''to consider on tbe 

best means to preserve the peace of the town against any persons disposed to be 
riotous or disoraerly." A number of persons were sworn as spedal constables, 
to watch the streets durine the winter evening. 

J Dec. 24. —An explosion took place in Felling CoUiery, by which 9 

men and 13 boys were killed. 

.—A spacious school-room was built^ this year, at Bishopton, by sub- 
scription. 

.—The scite of the Free Gbrammar School, Darlington, was added to 

the burial ground, and another school built by the parish of similar dimensions. 
An upper stor^ was added in 1846. 

.— Elwick church was repaired this yea^, and the leaden roof exchanged 

for slate.

y Jan. 17.— Died at Stockton, after an illness of 4 days, Orace, the 

wife of G^rge Sutton, Esq., aged 66. The poor lost in this excellent woman 
a kind firiend ; so late as the 6th inst. (Thanksgiving Day), she gave a plenti- 
tul dinner to upwards of 100 children belonging the cmuitable institutions. 
Bhe was interred in the family vault at Elton. To perpetuate her memory, 
her female friends placed a tablet in Stockton church, as a mark of their 
esteem and veneration. 

, Jan. 17.— The frost (which commenced Dec. 24) was more intense 

this morning, in this neighbourhood and over a great portion of England, than 
it had been since 1796. At Bavensworth, Fahrenheit's thermometer was as 
low as 18 decrees below the freezing point. On the 15th inst., at York, it is 
■aid to have been 28 degrees below the freezing point. 

, Jan. 24. — In consequence of the heavy fall of snow during the last 

week, 4 davs' mails from the south were due at Stockton. They arrived the 
foUowinff day. 

, Feb. 10. — ^The ice by which the Tees had been choked for the last 

5 weeks broke up. The Hawk (London trader) broke from her moorings at 
Stockton by the pressure of loose ice, passed through the new cut, and ran 
aground at Newport. 

y Feb. 20. — Died, at FoLim fieurm, near Darlington, John Yarrow, ased 

110. He was able, the preceding summer, to cut turnips in a field, as well as 
to engage in other occupations ; his diet chiefly consisted of bread, milk, and 
cheese. 

^ Feb. 23.— Died, of the wounds received in action in the south of 

France, Lieut. Henry Stapylton, of the 68th foot, 2nd son of H. Stapylton, 
Esq., of Norton. 

, April 7.— Died, at Bd. Castle, Wm. Hutchinson, Esq., F.S.A., derk 

of the lieutenancy of the county of Durham, aged 82. He was author of the 
History and Antiquities of tl^ County Palatine of Durham (3 vols. 4to.), and 

S 
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of the HiBtories of Cumberland and Northumberland, besides other works. 

1814, April 14. — Married, at Norton, Thomaa Hinderwell, aged 76, to Miss 
Dinah Geddes, aged 25. The bridegroom was married in leather breeches, 
newly cleaned, which had been in his possession 80 years. 

, May 3. — Quisbrough market-day changed m)m Friday to Tuesday in 

eyery week. 

, March. — Mr. John Preston, of Stokesley, died, learing £2000 upon 

trust for rebuilding or enlarging the old school-house there, the master to 
teach classics, English, writing, and arithmetic, to 12 or more poor children 
belonging to the town of Stokesley. The produce was laid out in the purchase 
of £2593, navy 5 per cent, annuities. This sum, notwithstanding heavy ex- 
penses in chancery, was afterwards considerably augmented, the object of the 
legacy not having been carried out for several years. [See 1835.] 

, June 8. — A general illumination took place at Stockton, to commemo- 
rate the signing of the definitive treaty of peace with France. During the day, 
an effigy of Bonaparte was paraded on horseback through the different parts of 
tne town. Many transparencies, together with a profusion of colourea lamps, 
were exhibited. Amongst the most conspicuous illuminations were those of 
the Custom House, Post Office, Stamp Office, the 2 Banks, and the houses of 
the Mayor (Oeo. Sutton), Aldermen Alcock, Wilkinson, and Walker, and 
Messrs. Embleton, W. Dobing, J. Wilkinson, &c. The band of the late corps 
of Volunteers played through the principal streets, which were crowded to a 
late hour of the morning. At Yarm, the Friarage was brilliantly illuminated. 

, June 16. — A new coach commenced running weekly between Whitby 

and Stockton, by way of Staithes, Skelton, Eedcar, &c. Fare inside, 20s. ; 
outside, 14s. 

, July. — Petitions to parliament for the complete abolition of the slave 

trade were sent from Stockton, Norton, &c., signed by about 1000 persons. 

, July 20.— A heavy fall of rain at Stockton, accompanied by thunder, 

Ac. At Acklam, a cow belonging to Mr. W. Cass was killed by the lightning. 

, July 21. — A large sturgeon was caught in the Tees, 2 miles below 

Stockton, with a fishing net, and sold to a druggist for 55s., much below its 
value. It was 8 feet 4 inches long, and 3 feet 10 inches in circumference. 

,, July 28. — Cuthbert Sharp, Esq., was knighted by the Prince £egent 

on presenting an address from Hartlepool. 

, Sept. 10. — The Durham County Advertiser, No. 1, published by 

Edward Humble. Mr. H. had previously conducted the Newcastle Advertiser 
(now discontinued). 

, Sept. 13. — A cricket match for £100 was played in a field near Pres- 
ton, by 11 gentlemen of Stockton and the same number of Yarm. Tarm, 1st 
innings, 45 ; 2nd ditto, 18 — total, 63 : Stockton, 1st innings, 24 ; 2nd ditto, 
36 — total, 60. Yarm had only one man out in the 2nd innings. Each side 
had 2 umpires. 

, Sept. 15. — The new Meeting-house of the Society of Friends, in Mill 

Lane, (though not finished) was opened this day for worship. It will seat 
above 200 persons; cost about £1800. The burial ground contains 17 
roods. 

, Oct. 14. — The Two Brothers, of Whitby, with coals from Sunderland, 

on entering the Tees, was wrecked on the South Oar. The crew was saved by 
the Eedcar life-boat. 

, Oct. 15. — A clerk belonging to the Merchant Shipping Co., whilst 

travelling in a gig, was stopped near Blakiston by 2 foot pads, who robbed him 
of several bank-notes. 

, Oct. 23. — Died, in London, George Brown, Esq., a native of Stockton. 

He left £3000 to rebuild the Alms Houses at Stockton, and £1000 to the 
Blue-coat School for general purposes. He also left £8000 to build 2 schools 
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in Arkingartlidaley and pay the master ; and £1600 to rebuild tlie cliurch or 
chapel at Arcletown, ana to rebuild the parsonage house, &c. 

1814, Oct. 28. — Died, at Cleasbj, near Darlington, Ann Donnel, aged 105. 
, Nov. 19.— Died at Stockton, aged 70, vice- Admiral Brunton. He 

was bom at Stockton; and entered the navy in 1771, serving first on board 
the Marlborough as an able seaman, and afterwards as master's mate. He was 
promoted to be a Lieutenant, in 1777 ; a Commander, in 1782 ; a Post Cap- 
tain, in 1783 ; a Eear- Admiral of the Blue, in 1805 ; a Vice-admiral of the 
Blue, in 1810 ; and a Yice-admiral of the White, June 4, 1814. The infirmity 
of deafness was the cause of his not being employed in active service, in the 
latter period of his life. He sustained the nonest character of a British 
sailor in the most honourable manner,, and as the tablet erected to his memory 
in Stockton church expresses, " He possessed the esteem of all with whom 
he served, whilst his conduct in private life procured him universal respect." 

, Dec, 16.— A tremendous gale of wind from the south-west. At 

Stockton, many houses were partially stripped of their tiles, and several 
chimneys blown down. Great damage was done to the houses and shipping 
in Sunderland, Newcastle, &c. 

. The Soapeiy buildings pulled down this year, and a row of small 

cottages (now " Cottage BrOw") built in their place, by Mr. B. Atkinson. 

. Mr. T. Simpson, of Newham, came forward this year in defence of 

the Com Laws. His work (printed by Christopher & Jennett, 100 pp., in 
8vo.) was entitled " A defence of the Landowners and Farmers of Great 
Britain ; and an exposition of the heavy parliamentary and parochial taxation 
under which they labour ; with a general view of the internal and external 
policy of the country, &c." In the following year, he pursued the subject in 
"Letters to the Bp. of Durham;" and in 1816, he published "A brief ex- 
position of the actual state of the Landowners and Farmers of Great Britain, 
in corroboration of the facts and arguments adduced in two pamphlets, &c." 
Mr. Simpson resided in Stockton many years before his death, which took 
place June 10th, 1843, at the age of 84. He was Mayor of Stockton in 
1795 and 1796. 

1815, Jan. The Dispensary at Stockton having been closed since July, 
1812, in consequence of the annual subscriptions being allowed to fall 
into arrear, and irom other causes, a public meeting was held to re-establish 
the institution, when the rules were revised and a Committee, Treasurer, and 
Surgeon were appointed for the year. Committee : Bev. T. Story, Messrs. 
Jas. Crowe, J. Wilkinson, T. Dixon, Jas. Ward, Bd. Jackson, T. A. Tennant, 
M. Wadeson, and T. Fall. Treamrer : Mr. Ed. Dickson. Surgeon : Mr. E. 
Cock. The Medical gentlemen who succeeded Mr. Cock, as surgeons, &c., to 
the Dispensary, were, 1836, H. & W. Milbum ; 1844, James Smith ; 1846, 
Wm. Johnson; 1849, J. W. Eichmond; 1852, J. D. Oastler ; 1859, Et. Peele; 
1859, John Farquharson; 1861, T B. Temple; 1863, Henry Howson. The 
Treasurers for the same period were, 1815, Ed. Dickson; 1818, Eev. Thomas 
Story ; 1823, F. E. Eichmond ; 1831, Thos. Eichmond ; 1835, Joshua Byers ; 
1838, Thos. Eichmond. The number of patients admitted to the benefits of 
theDispensarywere, in 1816,119; 1826,187; 1836,456; 1846 (exclusive of 
paupers) 663; 1856. 1099 ; 1863, 1992. 

, Jan. 24. — A county meeting held at Durham to petition the House 

of Commons a^;ainst the continuance of the property tax, a promise having 
been given on its first enactment, thac it should cease on the return of peace. 

, Jan. 28.— The Betsy, of Sunderland, coal laden, came ashore at 

Beaton, and soon afterwards went to pieces. The crew were, with great diffi- 
culty, saved by the Hartlepool life-boat. 

, Feb. 7. —A meeting of the subscribers towards promoting a canal or 

railway from Stockton by Darlington westwards, was held at Darlington, to 
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consider Mr. Benme's report and estimate. Mr. Bennie did not gire at that 
time any decided opinion whether a canal or railway would be most desirable. 
The cost of a canal was estimated to be £95,600. A report was ordered to 
be published, but, during its {progress, the fiiilure of seyeral of the neighbour- 
ing banks, and other commeroal disasters, rendered the execution of Jennie's 
plans, at this time, hopeless. 

1815, Feb. — During this and the following month petitions to the House of 
Commons against admtional restrictions on the importation of foreign grain 
into this country were sent from Stockton, Darlington, and the princi^ towns 
in the neighbourhood. Counter petitions were also sent from the agricultu- 
tists of Durham and Cleyeland, imputing their present distresses to the im- 
moderate importation of foreign com. 

, Feb. — Coatham com mill was burnt down about this time ; and, on 

March 8, it was followed by Yarm mill. 

, April 6.— Died, at Norton, Ann Cumming, aged 101 years. 

, April 13. — ^A tremendous gale (torn the N. and N. E. came on this 

evening, and continued during the night and the whole of the following day. 
It proved very disastrous to the shipping upon the coast. Three fishing boats 
belon^ng to Bunswick, with their crews (21 in number), and one belonging 
to Stfuthes with 8 persons on board, fell victims to the raging tempest. A 
subscription was immediately commenced for the relief of the families of the 
sufferers, which amounted at the close of the year to £1536. 

, May 3.— A dreadful catastrophe occurred at Heaton-main colliery, by 

the breaking in of a quantity of water from the old workings ; 41 men and 34 
boys perished. 

, May 16. — Died, at Stockton, Thos. Crathome, Esq., the last of the 

name holding possessions at Crathome. The Crathomes held lands there 
anterior to the Conquest, and were the most ancient in direct descent of the 
landed proprietors of Cleveland. [Mr. C.'s younfi;er brother, his successor, 
took the name of his wife (Tasburg), and oied, leaving only one child — ^a 
daughter. The estate has since been sold to Mr. James Dugdale, of Beverley.] 

. June 2.— Fifty-seven men and boys lost their lives in the Success pit, 

near Newbottle, by an explosion of inflammable gas. On the 27th, a similar 
explosion took place at Sheriff-hill colliery, bv which 11 persons lost their lives. 

, June 29. — ^The Wear bank (Ooodchilds, Jacksons & Co.,) suspended 

payment, professedly, for a time. It became bankrupt, Oct. 20th. 

, July.— In consequence of a memorial from tne corporation of Stock- 
ton, the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury allowed goods enumerated in 
table C of the Warehousing Act (except timber) to be warehoused at that 
port. [The same privilege was granted for timber in 1818.] 

, July 6.— Stephen Kembie took his farewell benefit at Stockton theatre, 

in the character of Falstaff (in K. Hen. lY). He was considered by Sheridan 
to be the best declaimer he had ever heard either on or off the stage. [He 
died at Durham in 1822.] 

, July 20. — Mowbray, Hollingworth & Co., bankers at Durham, Dar- 
lington, and Thirsk, stopt payment. Their names appeared in the bankrupt 
list a few days afterwaros. 

^ July 22.^The mail coach running between York and Shields was 

upset near the Cleveland Tontine inn, bj which accident Mr. W. Braithwaite, 
of Stockton (grocer), had his elbow dislocated, and Mr. Cromie was more 
seriously injured. The coachman and guard were also both much hurt. 

, 3mj 27.— Lumley & Co. (Stockton and Cleveland Bank) declined 

business. They appeared in the buikrupt list, August 15th. 

, July 2b. — A public meeting held at Stockton to promote a subserip- 

tton for the wounded, and for the families of those killed in the British army 
at the battle of Waterloo. £ 100 had been collected at the beginning of August. 
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1815, July 31. — Eighteen persons were killed or wounded at Mr. Nesbam's 
oollieiy, Newbottle, by the bursting of the boiler of a locomotive steam-engine. 

, Aug. A Sunday-school established at Stockton by the Methodists. 

, Aug. 28. — The proprietors of the North Briton coach commenced 

running a coach between Shields and York, by way of Sunderland, Stockton, 
and Thirsk. 

, Sept. 13.— Eev. "W. N. Darnell, B.D., was collated to the vicarage of 

Stockton, on the resignation of the Eev. J. Gilpin. In 1820, he was pre- 
sented with the living of St. Margaret, Durham, and in the following year 
with a stall in Durham Cathedral. These preferments he resigned in 1881, 
on becoming rector of Stanhope. 

— i — f Oct. 2. — The Commercial Bank (Messrs. Skinner, Atty, & Holt) 
eetablished at Stockton in the place of the Stockton & Cleveland Bank. 

, Oct. 19.— Lord Sidmouth issued a proclamation against illegal com- 
binations amongst the sailors. The seamen on the Tyne and Wear had, for 
the last seven weeks, laid an embargo on vessels going to sea ; and it was not 
till military and other aid was procured that (on the 21st) a chaoge was 
effected. 

, Nov. 15. — " The rage of the lower orders for imitating high life was 

never perhaps more strongly exemplified than in the following 'circumstance : 
— Four girls took a FosUchaUe from Stokesley to Stockton to attend the 
Statute ndr at the latter place, not to hire servants, but to get hired !" — 3\fn6 
Mercury, 

, Dec. SO. — One of the most serious floods that has happened since 

1771, took place in the river Tyne, the effects of the storm the previous day, 
and the suoden thawiug of the immense accumulations of snow and ice on 
its banks. Considerable damage was also done by this storm on the banks of 
the Wear and Tees. 

. A school erected at Haughton-le-Skeme, at a cost of £368. It is 

conducted on the National system. The children of the parish are admitted 
at a reduced quarterage, varying from 2s. to 5s. 

1816, March 13. — Died at Stockton, aged 69, Mr. John Chipchase, one of 
the people called Quakers ; a respectable man, and a distinguished teacher of 
mathematics. Born to no rank but that which is our natural heritage, he de- 
pended upon the assistance of kind friends, and his own industrious applica- 
tion, for that which he acquired. In early life, he received the instruction of 
Mr. Claxton, an ingenious school-master in Stockton, and the gratuitous in- 
formation of Mr. Wright, a merchimt of that place. But that which com- 
pleted what these good firiends had begun, was the circumstance of his being 
afterwards a pupil of Wm. Emerson, the celebrated mathematician. Mr. C. 
was a successful teacher for more than half a century. Besiding in a sea-port 
town, his instruction was invaluable for voung men studying navigation. He 
attended the boarding-school for young ladies ; and young persons of all des- 
criptions under a course of either public or private education, for 2, and in 
some instances for 3 generations, have been placed under his care.* He was 
strongly attached to his native town, and particularly to its local history. 
After a short, but violent attack of illness,t he expired, much lamented by 
his scholars and acquaintances, who held his memory in the highest respect. 
''Five Elegies'* on his death (composed by different i>ersons) were printed. 

, I^y 12. — ^A Bank for Savings from the earnings of poor toidesmen, 

mechanics) labourers, sailors, servants, Ac., was established at Stockton for

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the aoeommodation of the town and neighbourhood. The bank was opened 
weekly, on Wednesdays from 12 to 1 o'clock, in a room adjoining the Free- 
masons* Lodge. The directors afterwards removed it to the committee room 
in the new alms houses. In Norember, they announced that the sum of £1212 
had been received, and that the principal part of it was invested in govern- 
ment securities. The interest then allowea was after the rate of 4 per cent, ; 
this has since been reduced to 3 per cent. In 1862, the number of depositom 
was 1768; sums deposited, £50,261 158. 8d. ; to which add 25 charitable 
societies, £732 16s. lid.; and 10 friendly societies, £2345 4s. Sd. ; making a 
total of £53,309 16s. 5d. 

1816, June. — Sir Guthbert Sharp's "History of Hartlepool" was published 
this month. 

, June.— About this time also was published the Ist vol. of "The His- 
tory and Antiquities of the County Palatine of Durham," by Eobert Surtees 
of Mainsforth, Esq., E.S.A. This was followed in 1820 and 1823 by the 2nd 
and 8rd vols. ; the 4th Mr. S. did not live to perfect. It was printed as he left 
it, in 1840, with a life of the author, by his friend Mr. George Taylor, of 
Witton-le-Wear. 

, June 14. — George Fleetham, of Grindon, by a codicil to his will, left 

£80 to the vicar, in trust, that the interest be apphed in schooling, clothing, 
putting out apprentices, &c., 4 poor children of the township, under the age 
of 14. 

, July 1. — The pulling down of the old alms houses at Stockton was 

commenced this day ; toe new alms houses were covered in about the middle 
of the following ifovember. The new building, for which Stockton was in- 
debted to the liberality of the late George Brown, Esq., is in the Gothic style, 
and consists of a centre and wings 123 feet long. It is built of brick, sur- 
mounted with stone. An arched entrance leads, on the right hand, to a com- 
mittee room, which was used for transacting the business of the poor, but is 
now applied to various purposes ; on the left hand are convenient rooms used 
as a dispensary for the poor. The rest of the building, both on the ground 
floor and in the upper story, is divided into 36 comfortable apartments for 
poor women and families.* 

, July 30. — ^The Thomas and Jane, from Sunderland, with coals, sunk 

within the Teesmouth. 

, August 14. — Mr. "Wm. Wetherell, of Stockton, wine merchant, while 

standing in the gallery adjoining the ^ud jury room, in the court at Durham, 
suddenly dropped down and expired immediately. 

Sept. 9. — ^The expected issue of a new silver coinage having had the effect 
of bringing into circulation in the neighbourhood an increased quantity of 
foreign and counterfeit shillings and sixpences, a public meeting was held at 
Stockton to determine upon the necessary measures to prevent loss and incon- 
venience from the same, when a resolution was passed recommending " to 
tradesmen and others to receive in payment small sums only of such silver as 
appears to be the regular coinage of this country ; and also of such plain shil- 
lings as shall weigh 2 dwts. and 16 grains, or upwards ; and that French and 
Irish shillines and sixpences be wholly rejected and refused." [On the 21st 
inst., the following notice was posted at the mansion house, London: — "Take 
notice, the Bank of England do not refuse any shillings or sixpences on account 
of being plain, provided they are English.'*] 

, Oct. 1. — The election of the Mayor of Stockton for the ensuing year 

was contested. Messrs. H. Hutchinson and T. Jennett were proposed by 

* TJnforfcunately, no tniit deed connected with this charity has been found to shew the in- 
tentions of the first benefactors, as to the class of persons who were to benefit bv it ; but the 
impreision on the minds of some of their descendants was that poor persons, who were not 
in the receipt of parish relief^ should be preferred before the mere pauper. 
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their respective friends, when there appeared for the former 16 rotes, and for 
the latter 17 ; but a scrutinj was demanded hj Mr. Hutchinson's fnends, and 
on the Tuesday following he was elected. 

1816, Nov. 23. — The offices of the United Shipping Co., and Bichardson & 
Co., wharfingers, Stockton, were broken into, and robbed of a small quantity of 
cash. A reward of fifty guineas was offered for the discovery of the ofienders. 

, Dec. 3. — In consequence of the late unfavourable harvest, a public 

meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton was held to receive the report of a 
committee appointed, Nov. 26, to examine into the actual state of the poor 
and labouring classes in the town : Subscriptions were entered into .which, 
during this month, amounted to £485, and were increased the following month 
to about £600. Employment was found for most of those who had no work; 
and large distributions of beef, bread, and soup were made at reduced prices. 

, Dec. 1 1. — A heavy storm of snow, accompanied with tremendous 

peals of thunder and lightning, was experienced at Sedgefield, from 6 to 10 in 
the morning ; after which it blew a perfect hurricane, quite dispersing the 
snow ; altogether forming a phenomenon seldom witnessed in this country. 
A similar storm took place at Stockton, but less violent. 

. The National School, at the north end of Stockton, was erected this 

year. The building was 5b feet by 34. A National School was also built at 
Yarm, by subscription, capable of containing 160 boys and girls. 

. Thomas Foster, of Sedgefield, le^ by will JE20CK) in government 

securities, the interest whereof was to be expended in procuring clothes for 
the 10 inmates of Cooper's Alms Houses [vid. 1702] once in the year; and 
the interest of £600 stock to be expended in bread, and distributed every 
Sunday morning, after divine service, to poor persons residing within the 
parish, and not receiving parish relief. In 1817, each inmate of the Alms 
Mouses received £10 6s. l^d. [Mr. Foster was many years a domestic in 
the family of Dr. Lowth, rector of Sedgefield, who was luterwards bishop of 
liondon]. 

1817, Jan. 24. — Considerable excitement prevailed at this time throughout 
the country, caused by the distresses of the people, and the numerous meet- 
ings held for the purpose of petitioning parliament for a reform in the House 
of Commons. The Stockton magistrates, fearful lest the tranquillity of the 
town might be disturbed, called upon the respectable householders to act as 
special constables ; 74 persons answered* the summons. About the same time, 
a petition for reform and retrenchment was submitted to the inhabitants by 
the reformers ; it lay for signature 1 1 days, and was signed by 700 persons. 
Soon afler this, a meeting, convened by the Mayor, was held (Feb. 7th), when 
a counter-petition was brought forward, but, being met by " a declaration of 
sentiments " from the reformers, a considerable discussion took place, and it 
was agreed that both petitions should be withdrawn : the following resolution 
was then passed — " That it is sincerely desired the intended Address to the 
House of Commons shoidd express the sentiments of the inhabitants as com- 
prehensively as possible ; and that the 7 gentlemen now named be appointed 
to prepare a form which may effect that object (viz., Messrs. H. Hutchinson 
(mayor). Sleigh, Crowe, Cartwright, Milbum, Eaisbeck, and Tennant). On 
the 14th, the committee brought forward a petition, which was adopted, and 
lay for signature 8 days, receiving 300 signatures. 

, Feb. — A society for the relief of lying-in women was established this 

month. It is supported by voluntary contributions. From 60 to 80 poor 
women have been annually assisted by this charity. 

, Feb. 4.— Died, at Stockton, aged 81, (George Sutton, Esq., senior 

alderman of the corporation. He left the bulk of his property to his grand- 
nephew, George Hutchinson, who took the name of Sutton. To the late Mrs. 
8utton*s blanket fund, he left the interest of £200 in 6 per cent stock. Ha 
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left also interest of the following sums, in the 8 per cent. cantoU : to the Dis- 
pensary, £300; the Simdaj-school, £100; the School of Industry, £800; 
Mrs. Sutton's Female Benefit Society, £500; each of the 5 Male Benefit So- 
cieties, during their continuance respectively, £200; the original Female 
Benefit Societies, interest to accumulate for 20 years, £100 ; as an addition to 
the stipend of the organist, interest to accumulate for 20 years, £400. There 
were other legacies in the 3 per cents,, vis. : to the Blue-coat Charity School, 
£560 ; towards enclosing a burying ground, if purchased within 6 years after 
the testator's death,* £600 ; towards paying, Hghting, and improving the town, 
if an act of parliament be procured within 5 years firom his death,t £200 ; and 
to the Bible Society, £100. 

1817, Feb. 12. — ^The extensive woollen manufactory of Messrs. Edward and 
Joseph Pease, of Darlington, was consumed by fire. Upwards of 500 persons 
by this cidamity were deprived of a livelihood. The loss sustained was about 
£80,000, but was nearly covered by the insurance. 

, Feb. 18. — The exchange of the new silver coinage for the old com- 
menced simultaneously in all parts of the kingdom, and continued for a fort- 
night, after which the old ceased to be current. Bank of England tokens 
excepted, which circulated as before. 

, March 18.— Mr. E. Dalton commenced, at Stockton, a course of 

9 lectures, on Mechanics, Hydrostatics, Hydraulics, &c. Amongst the illustra- 
tions of his lectures, those which excited the greatest interest were his work- 
ing models of difierent steam-engines, which gave motion to various pumps, 
carriages for roads, boats, &c., &c. 

, April 14.- General Aylmer chosen Chairman of the Durham Qoaiter 

Sessions in the place of John Carr, Esq., deceased. 

, May.— A Bank for Savings was established at Darlington. In 1832, 

in consequence of the deaths of several of the trustees, and others being desirous 
of discontinuing their services, it was dissolved, the amount due to depositors at 
the time being £21,520. [A new Savings Bank was established in 1837, and 
in 1853 the amount of deposits was £29,965]. 

, May I. — A daring robbeir was committed, during the night, in the 

office of Wass. Johnson, and Toad, timber merchants, Stockton, by forcibly 
entering the same by the roof, breaking open the locks of the iron safe, desks, 
Ac., and stealing therefrom a small quantity of silver and other articles. 
Fifty guineas reward were offered for the discovery and conviction of the 
offenders. 

, May 9.— John Dobing, of Stockton, carrier, whilst on his return 

from Sunderland, was attacked about 10 p.m., between Sheraton and the Eed 
Lion inn, by 3 men, who, after treating him in a barbarous maimer, robbed 
him of notes, &c., to the amount of about £40. 

, May 20. — Two men were killed in Preston ouarry. 

1 May 80. — ^A very heavy fall of rain took place at Ghiisbro*, all the 

rivulets being swelled into great rivers, preventing the progress of travelleni 
for a considerable time. The town of Stokesley was mostly inundated. 

, June 7. — Four men and a woman, at South Shields, having com- 
menced the circulation of forged £5 notes of the bank of Backhouse & Co., 
Darlington, were fort^inately discovered before they had passed more than 4 
notes, when one of the men was taken into custody, and tried at the follow- 
ing assizes. The committing magistrate (Mr. Fairless) produced his examina- 
tion, and observed that, seeing him an odd man, he cross-examined him as he 
would do a witness. The judge, disapproving of the magistrate's conduct, 
directed the jury to acquit the prisoner. 

, June 19. — ^A public meeting held at Stockton to petition parliament 

that Extents in Aid may be abolished ; and also against tne Insolvent Act.

, Aug. 26. — The Vi4sar of Stockton v, Jackson^ Moses, and others. — 

^nuB was an attempt made, in the Yioe Chanoellor'i Cout, to invalidate the leases flranted 
hf the Yicar and Veetrymen, to Jamee Cooke and othen, in 1716, on the grounde that me pro- 
▼laion partook of the nature of a charity, that the Yicar and Yeetiymen were merelT troBtees, and 
that the leasee were in effect h total a]i^tion,and therefore a breach of tnut, and that only build- 
ing leasee for a term luual in such cases were in the contemplation of the legislature. The cause 
was first brought before the Yice Chancellor (Sir Thomas Flomer) in April, 1816.

Stockton, Norton, &c., not to haye their chimneys cleansea bj means of climb- 
ing boys, but to employ mechanical means for that purpose. 

, Oct. 18. — ^Mrs. Mary Burden, of Stockton, gave to the township of 

Stainton in Cleveland, an annual rent charge of land in Stainton, for the pur- 
pose of educating 6 poor children. 

J Nov. 5. — ^An elegant silver cup (subscribed for by a few respectable 

inhabitants) was presented to Mr. Bd. Jackson, of Stockton, for his attention 
and great exertion in improving the highways in that township. 

, Nov. 16. — ^The sloop Eifleman (of Portsmouth), coal laden, struck on 

Bedcar rocks, and became a total wreck. The crew was saved. 

, Nov. 19. — ^This being the day of the Princess Charlotte's funeral, di- 
vine service was performed in Stockton church in the evening, and an appro- 
priate sermon preached by the Eev. W. N. Darnell, from rraw. zxvii. I. A 
consolatory adcuress to the Prince Begent was unanimously agreed to at a 
public meeting held Dec. 16th. 

, Dec. 18. — An explosion of fire damp occurred in the Phun pit at 

Sainton colliery, when 10 men and 16 boys lost their lives. 

, Dec. — The west gallery in the church at Stockton was enlarged about 

this time.

1818, Jan. — In this and the following month there issued from the Stock-

1818, Jan. 31. — An elegant silver tureen and stand were presented to toe 
Eev.

pointed to carry this plan into effect sliall direct," Sao, A committee was appointed, and a 
subscription entered mto for the purpose. [This society, to well deserring of tupport^ 
fidled for want of funds, and was distolyed Not. 9, 1820.] 

, March 30. — Mr. Joseph Hill, of Pontefract, was appointed organist 

of Stockton church, vacant by the resignation of Mr. T. "Wright. [See 1852.] 
The following address to the public was circulated by Mr. Hill soon after his 
settlement at Stockton : —

, May 28. — Died, at Stocliton, Betty Duck, aged 96, famous in her 

time as a curer of warts. Her husband (an old sailor) died in 1812, aged d6. 

, June 19. — A district committee for Cleveland, in aid of the Society 

for promoting Christian ICnowledge, was established at a meeting held at 
Stokesley. 

, June 24.— J. G. Lambton, Esq., and Eight Hon. W. P. V. Powlett, 

were re-elected M.P.8 for the County of Durham, without opposition. 

,June 26. — ^An Independent Chapel opened in the "West Bow, 

Stockton ; and sermons preaclied on the occasion by the Eevs. J. Jackson (of 
Great Hamilton), W. Howell, and J. Arundel (of Whitby). The cost of the 
chapel was about £500. 

, July 9. — A meeting held in Stockton, at the request of Mr. Christo- 
pher Tennant,to consider the practicability of connecting Stockton Q)j means 
of a canal) with the western part of the county. Alter explaining to the 
meeting the advantages to be derived from the measure, he read various docu- 
ments confirmatory of his statements, and also the report of Mr. G. Leather, 
who had, by his instructions, surveyed the country with a view of pointing 
out the lowest, least expensive, nnd shortest practicable line for a canal Jrom 
the Tees into the present working coalfield,. The length of the proposed line, 
which was to commence near Fortrack, and terminate near Evenwood Bridge, 
was 294 miles ; the rise, 442 feet ; the number of locks, 50 ; the estimated 
cost, £205,283. An estimate was also made of a proposed branch firom Brad- 
bury, to the North of Tudhoe, near Durham, the length of which was 9f 
miles, and the cost £85,812. The report appearing favourable to the pro- 
ject, a resolution was passed, ''That the documents presented by Mr. Tennant, 
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and now read, be accepted, and a committee appointed to arrange for the 
public meeting on the 31 st already called by the Mayor, in answer to a requi- 
sition, signed by no less than 349 tradesmen and gentlemen." 

1818, July 13. — Died, in London, aged 56, John Wear, Esq., son of Mr. Q-. 
Wear, of Stockton, surgeon. He was a bencher of Gray's Inn, and eminent 
as a conveyancer. 

, July 31. — ^At the public meeting held this day in Stockton to consider 

of an application to Parliament in the ensuing session for making a navigable 
canal from the Tees to Evenwood Bridge (Earl Strathmore in the chair), 
Mr. Tennont again explained liis views in proposing this measure ; and after 
CoL Sleigh had moved a resolution in its favour, ISir. Baisbeck rose to advo- 
cate the scheme of a canal from Stockton to Winston, by way of Darlington, 
and moved as on amendment, " That a committee be appointed to inquire 
and report which of the undertalungs alluded to will most extensively pro- 
mote tne general interests of the port,*' &c. No one rising to second the 
amendment, the original motion was carried ; and resolutions were passed to 
apply to parliament for an act, the next session ; and that the subscribers 
should raise £206,000 in shares of £100 each, and be incorporated as "The 
company of proprietors of the Stockton and Auckland Canal;" and "That in 
case the proportion of the estimate rec^uired bv the standing^ orders of the 
House of Commons shall not be subscribed before the 1st of January next, 
the present subscriptions shall from that day be considered void." Another 
meeting of friends to the measure was held Oct. 31st, when speeches were 
made by Messrs. Cartwright, Sleigh, Crowe, and Tennant in favour of, and by 
Mr. B. Flounders, of Yarm, against it. A second report from Mr. Leather 
was read, principally in answer to the objections urgea against the plan. In 
November a deputation (Messrs. Cartwright, Crowe, and Tennant; attended 
a meeting in London for promoting the measure, but was unsuccessful in 
raising the necessary subscriptions. A meeting of subscribers to the canal, 
htfld Dec. 16th, after expressing regret at the failure of the measure, appointed 
a committee '' To ascertain whether a Bailroad on the northern line, which it 
is supposed may be constructed so as to shorten the distance still fnore, should 
not be substituted for a canal." 

, Sept. 29. — Mr. Eobert Ceiling's sale at Barrapton, on this and the 

following day, was attended by distinguished agriculturists and breeders from 
all parts of England, all anxious to procure a branch from his stock of Durham 
short horns. The number sold was 61, many of which were only from 6 to 
12 months old ; the average price was 125 guineas each. The highest prices 
of the cows were, 30D, 331, and 373 guineas. A bull (the Lancaster) 621 
guineas. The total amount of the sde was £9,496, being £854 more than 
was produced by Mr. C. Ceiling's sale in 1810.

, Oct. 19. — ^A daring burglary was committed in the house of Mr. J. 

Gillson, Stokesley . The coachman of Mr. Hugessen having become acquainted 
with the house, descended one of the chimneys with a lantern in his hand, and 
broke into the office, where it is believed he was alarmed by the maid servant, 
whose lodging room was directly over it ; be made a precipitate retreat by the 
back kitchen, leaving the money and silver plate undisturbed.

3 — ^About 8 p.m., u the waggon of W. Howgill, carrier, was 
passiiig over a small brid^ near Elton, tne driver being aueep, the horses 
took the near side of the bridge, the walls of which were onlj a foot high ; the 
waggon was upset, and two of the horses killed ; the man, who was thrown 
over the waggon, sustained little injurr; but a woman who was in the waggon 
received a severe shock ^m the accident. 

, Nov. 13. — A public meeting was held in Darlington for the purpose 

of considering the committee's report of the survey taken a few years ago by 
Mr. Bennie for a canal, and lately by Mr. Overton, for a railway between 
Stockton and the collieries in the Auckland district, by way of Darlington, 
(Dr. Eenwick in the chair). After the reading of the report, the meeting 
was addressed by Messrs. J. Backhouse, jun., Edward Pease, J. Orimshaw, Ac., 
and resolutions were passed to apply to parliament for an act to make a rail or 
tramway on the plan and estimate given by Mr. Overton, and to raise the sum 
of £124,000 (the estimated exjpense) in sliares of £100 each. The railway 
was to commence at Stockton from the vacant ground belonging to the corpora- 
tion, and to terminate near Etherley colliery, being a distance of 35 miles. In 
addition to the main line Mr. Overton proposed 8 branches (to Crofb, Tarm, 
Ac.), together 16 mUes. Supposing 20 miles of the main line to be made a 
double way (the rest single), ne calculated the total expense of the whole 
would amount to £124,000. 

, Dec. — ^The Eev. J. Brewster, jun., A.M., was presented to the Vicarage 

of Greatham, by the Earl of Bridgewater. He died March 17, 1860, aged S. 

, Dec. 2. — This being the day appointed for the interment of her late 

majesty, Queen Charlotte, it was observed in Stockton and the neighbouring 
towns with every mark of respect. 

— — Stockton commenced tnis year enlarging its boundaries after being for 
many years stationary. Several new houses were built at the north end of 
the town, which now form part of Smith Street, Middle Street, Ac. Parts 
of the old building belonging to Mr. Tennant's sailcloth manufactory were 
taken down, and a large and handsome dwelling-house* erected in their place. 

1819, Feb. — Petitions from Stockton and other neighbouring towns were 
sent to parliament this month for an amendment of the Criminal laws ; and 
in the following month, against the Insolvent Debtors' act. 

, Feb. 4. — Mr. M. A. Taylor moved, in the House of Commons, an 

address to the Prince Begent, that he would be pleased to five directions, 
That the 4 northern counties should have 2 Commissions of Assize, and 2 
jail deliveries in the course of the year. The address was carried ; and in the 
following month (March 24) the first spring assizes north of York were held 
at Durham. 

, March 17. — The Aurora of Stockton (Capt. Benjamin Bobinson) 

bound for Biga with coals, was lost in the Categat : the captain and his son 
Bobert,two nephews, William and Benjamin Irving, and 3 others of the crew 
were unfortunately drowned; 4 only were saved. 

, April 5. — ^The Stockton and Darlington Bailway bill was lost in the 

House of Commons by a majority of 106 against 93. 

, April 8. — ^A pubHc meeting held at Stockton to receive the re- 
port of the committee appointed (in December) to inquire whether a railway 
on the line of the proposed Stockton and Auckland omal may not be substi- 
tuted for a canal, and a resolution passed fiavourable to the same. [At the 
close of the year, the subscribers having found great difficulties in prosecuting 
the measure, agreed to abandon it, and accept the terms ofiered by the sub- 
scribers to the southern railway, viz. : to bring coals to Stockton at not move 
thflji 2d. per ton per mile for home use, and a halfpenny per ton per mile for 
exportation.] 

• Now oooapied hj Mr. BeoingtoiL 
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1819, April 17. — ^About tliis time the riding on Velocipedes became a 
leading amusement in Stockton, and other places. 

, April 17. — Seyeral of the Hartlepool fishing cobles were overtaken, 

when at sea, by a violent gale from the E.S.E., and it was with great difficulty 
that, with the aid of other cobles and the life boat, they were saved, their 
boats having been several times filled with water, bj the heavy seas which 
broke over them. On the following Sunday, the fishermen vrith their families 
attended the church, to offer up public thanks to Ood for their unexpected 
preservation. 

, May. — " On the premises of Mr. Thos. Calander, firmer, near Stock- 
ton, 34 years ago, a large stone bottle was placed, by accident, in a tree in 
front of the house, about 1^ yards from the ground. The same year, two 
birds of the Blue-cap species built their nest in it, and brought forth their 
oung, which has been the case every year since. One year, in particular, the 
irds were too large to enter the bottle, and the farmer was obliged to file 
the neck a little wider ; afber which, to thejoy of the family, the birds con* 
tinned to build in it." — Ikfne Mereurif. [Th^ have continued to do so up to 
the present time (1866) with 3 exceptions. When they omitted to build, it was 
because the old nest, by inadvertence, had not been pulled out of the bottle.] 

, May 6. — Lord Stewart and his bride (Lady Frances Emilj Vane 

Tempest) arrived at "Wynyard,* and were received with great rejoicings. 
Their marriage took place in London, April 3rd. 

, May 25. — Died at Neasham, Frances Waters, a pauper, aged lOto. 

, June 6. — ^The workmen's office at the manufactory of Mr. T. A. Ten- 

nant, Stockton, was forcibly entered during the night, and the desk broken 
open with a view, it is presumed, of obtaming money. Twenty guineas re* 
ward was offered, for the discovery of the offenders. 

, June 28. — Mr. E. Procter, of Saltholm, commenced reaping a field 

of barley, a circumstance unprecedented in the county of Durham, so early in 
the year. 

, July 12.— Died, at Stockton, aged 69, Mr. Bobert Christopher, who 

had carried on the business of a printer and bookseller in that town exten* 
sively, for nearly half a century. He leffc a legacy of £20 to the Dispensary. 

, July 19. — An explosion of fire damp took place in Sheriff-hill colliery, 

near Gateshead, by which two men and 33 Doys lost their lives. 

, July 19. — A man named George Sobinson lost his life near Croft 

bridge, in consequence of the rapid descent of the river. Anxious to preserve 
his horse and cart, he leaped upon the animal's back, and was approaching 
the shore, when the torrent came and overthrew the whole in its course. 

, Sept. 6. — ^A public meeting, held in the Town-hall, Stockton, to take 

into consideration the expediency of applying to parliament for an act to 
authorize the Paving, Lisnti^, and otherwise improving the town, and es- 
tablishing a Night W atch. iSesolutions were passed in mvonr of the same ; 
and also for providiuj^ a new Cemetery or Burying-place for the parish of 
Stockton in a convement situation. 

• In the raign of Edward I. Sir Hng^ Orad, Ent, whs tiie owner of Wynyard. In 1414 
it was the property of Thomas Longton, of Becbnarsball. On his death his estates passed to 
his nieoe, Sibilla, who married Sir Soger Conyers, Eni., and whose giand-danghter, SibiUa, 
married fialph Claxton in her right of WynTard. Wm. darton, their grandson, was a skilful 
herald and antiquary. His estates passed to his daughters, Alioe and Anne, wives of Sir 
Wm. Blakiston and Wm. Jennison, Esq., and his grand-daughter the wife of Francis Morley. 
By sttooesaiye purchases the estates becwme united in the DsTisons of Blakiston ; John Da- 
Tison sold it to Thomas Budd, of Durham, from whom it was purdiased by Jcim Tempest, 
who r^resented the city of Durham in 1742 and the 3 suoeeedmff parliaments. He died in 
1766. His son, John Tempest, also represented the oily of DuruMn in 5 parliaments. He 
died in 1794^ leaTing the property to his nephew. Sir Henry Yane^ Bart, the fiither of Lady 
Fimnees Bmily Yane Tempest.

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1819, Sept. 24. — ^It haTing been generally expected that the tolls of Stock- 
ton Bridge would cease before this time, the impatient populace pulled 
down the gates, threw two of them into the riyer, and brought the remaining 
one to the south end of the shambles, where thej publidy burnt it, with 
little opposition. In consequence of this dissracefal outrage, the magistrates 
attended at the Town-house on two following days, when 113 of the 
respectable inhabitants were enrolled as special constables for the preservation 
of property, peace, and good order. The trustees of the bridge published 
(Oct. 9) a statement of the accounts, shewing that they had then in hand 
£2643 applicable for the purchase of two estates for the bishop, the one in 
lieu of the ferry rents, and the other as a compensation for the land appro- 
priated for the road to the bridge, and to be of the yearly value together of 
£107 10s. [Some of the leading rioters were pumshed by imprison- 
ment.] 

f Sept. 28. — Wm. Sadler, in his balloon and car (accompanied by Mr. 

Livingstone), ascended from Liverpool at 2* 15 p.m., and descended near Norton 
5*6 P.M., having travelled 120 miles in less than 3 hours. 

, Nov. — There being at this time a scarcity of silver money, paper notes 

for 2s. 6d. were issued by W. Braithwaite,T. Jennett, T. Eeles, and other trades- 
men of Stockton ; and in other places both 5s. and 2s. 6d. notes were in 
circulation. 

, Dec. — The first steam mill in Stockton was erected in Elysian Place, 

by "Wm. Jickell, bricklayer. 

, Dec. 7. — Subscriptions set on foot for the support of 2 or 3 troops 

of cavalry. The services of one troop were offered to government, and accepted 
on the loth : another troop was soon afterwards raised. The officers of the 
Ist troop were Capt. "W. Sleigh, Lieut. Waldy, Comet Jas. Eobson ; Sergeants 
J. Wilkinson and G. W. Todd; Surgeon Alcock. 2nd troop, Capt,T. E. Grey; 
Lieut. Hawkes ; Comet T. Sowerby, &c. 

, Dec. 10. — The frost very severe. Skating on the Tees at Stockton 

this and the following day. The frost recommenced on the 22nd Dec., and 
the river continued frozen till Jan. 23rd. 

, Stockton theatre became a very attractive place of amusement this 

year, caused by the visit of an unusual number of stars. Amongst these 
were : Miss Kelly ^in April), Miss Clara Fisher and Mr. Booth (July), Lide- 
don (Nov.), and Miss S. Booth (Dec). 

, The matrix of a brass s^ was found in Longnewton churchyard, this 

year, inscribed " Sioillttm Wilelmi De Bboc ;" and on the inner circle, 
" G.I.E.E. NoMEV I' Abet." The device, a holy lamb and a cross. William 
de Broc appears as a witness to charters about the year 1300. 

, A British school for boys established in Skinnergate, Darlington. [The 

average attendance in 1853 was 158.] 

, The Earl of Bridgewater provided dwellings, at his own expense, for 

the 7 out brethren of Greatham Hospital. 

, At a court leet held this year, the market dues (which had been con- 
siderably changed since 1707) were fixed as follows : — ^Butchers' stalls per 
year for the use of the party taking only, and subject to the lessee for the 
time being, of the market, under the corporation, having the privilege of 
letting the same on the days when the same are not actually occupied by the 
yearly tenant himself, £8. Each butcher for a stall for a Wednesday only, Is. ; 
for a Saturday only, 6d. All stalls 8 feet in length, and 4 feet in breadth, 
except such as afterwards mentioned, covered, 9d. ; uncovered, 6d. Stalls of 
greater dimensions in proportion, Standage on the ground for 12 feet by 6 
feet, for pots, glass, wooden*ware, baskets, and furniture, 6d. ; for brooms, Id. 
Hucksters' and finiit stalls, covered, 6d. ; not covered, 8d. Potato and fruit 
carts, 8d. Jbr standage qf goods sold by auction. Furniture, Is. ; implements 
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of huBbandiy, and formmg utensils, Is. ; horses, cows, pigs, sheep, or other 
beasts, for each lot, Is. . For each hawker's cart or waggon, 26. Fish stalls 
of the aboTO dimensions, per daj, 4d. Caravans per daj, small, 9d. ; middle 
size do.. Is. 6d. ; large do., 2s. On the 4 Hiring day9 and at the liaces, the 
tiallage to he double. 

1819. — ^Bavenscroft's good old tune "St. Dayid*s," played every 4th hour by 
the chimes of Stockton church for a great nimiber of years previous, was 
superseded by a more modem tune. 

1820, Jan. 1. — " The Durham Chronicle; or, G-eneral Northern Advertiser," 
a new weekly journal, was commenced by John Ambrose Williams. 

, Jan. 8. — ^The tolls of Stockton bridge ceased this day, and the gates 

were opened free to the public. 

, Jan. — ^In consequence of the severity of the season, a subscription 

was raised at Stockton, amounting to above £70, for purchasing coals to be 
distributed amongst the poor. 

, Jan. 21. — ^A second subscription for the relief of the poor was set on 

foot at a public meeting of the inhabitants, which was expended in the purchase 
of bread, meat, rice, and bacon, to be sold to the poor at half price. 

, Jan. 23.— The Duke of Kent, 4th son of K. George III., and father 

of Queen Victoria, died at Sidmouth, aged 52, after a short illness. 

^ Jan. 24. — ^The ice in the river (which had been closed nearly 4 weeks) 

broke up this evening. 

, Feb. 2. — The accession of his majesty George IV. to the throne of 

these realms, was proclaimed in the market place at Stockton. 

— — , Feb. 16. —This being the day appomted for the funeral of his late 
majesty, Gtoorge III., a sermon (afterwards published) was preached in the 
parish church of Stockton, by the vicar, as a mark of respect to his memory. 
The shops in the town were closed at 5 o'clock ; and at 6 a procession to the 
church, by torchlight, was formed bjr the mayor and corporation, the Free- 
masons in full dress, and other inhabitants. 

1 Feb. 29. — Durham Assizes were held for the first time at this period 

of the year, and are to be held in future twice a year. 

— — , March 8.r— Mr. Bobert Colling, of Barmpton, the celebrated cattle 
breeder, died, aged 73. 

, March 11. — Died, at Salutation, near Darlington, Benjamin Gkunett, 

aged 104. He never experienced one day's illness, and walked about till a 
few hours before his death. 

, March 18.— J. G. Lambton, Esq., and the Bt. Hon. W. J. F. Powlett 

were elected M.F.s for the county of Durham, after a very severe contest. 
At the close of the poll, the numbers were for Lambton 1731, Powlett 1136, 
Wharton 874. 

, April 20.— The Stockton Loyal Cavalry appeared in new clothing ; 

and on the 24th, entered upon permanent duty for 2 weeks. At this time 
they were 96 in number. 

, July 8. — The Bill for lighting, cleansing, and otherwise improving 

the town and borough of Stockton, received the royal assent. 

, July 18. — ^A violent storm of thunder apd lightning visited the 

southern and south-western parts of the coun^ of Durhimi. The injury done 
to the crops of com in the neighbourhood of Bamardcastle was very great. 

, July 19.--Bobert Barker, a hawker, taken into custody at Stockton 

on suspicion of passing counterfeit silver. There were found upon him 18 
base shillinffs, and 10 base halfcrowns. On the following day there was 
found inacuiKsh £34 19s. in base mlver. 

, July 27.-^Died, at Darlington, Jane Butherford, aged 101 years. 

«— , Auff. 5.— An Auxiliary Peace Society established at Stockton. It 
was discontinued in 1824, but reorganized in Dec., 1826. 
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1820, Sept. l.—The " Newcaafle Magazine," published by W. A, Mitchell, 
price 2s. 6d., was commenced, to be continued every 2 months. 

, Sept. 7. — The Solar Eclipse which took place to-day was the greatest 

which had occurred in this part of Europe since 1764. Although the sky was 
cloudy, the eclipse was seen at Stockton yery distinctly at interyals. 

, Sept.— An address to Queen Caroline, expressive of feelings of regard 

and respect, lay at the Black Lion Inn, Stockton, for signatures, and was 
presented to her majesty the following month, by Dr. Lushington. 

, Oct. 17.— Mj. Waller, a farmer, near Stockton, who had 20 years 

before divided amongst his creditors about 8s. in the pound, called them 
together at Durham, and paid them the remaining 12s. 

, Oct. 25.— The High Street, Stockton, lighted up for the first time 

this evening. Watchmen were appointed on the following day. 

, Oct. 31.— As Arthur Marlham, of Greatham, a shrimper, was pursu- 
ing his oocopation on the sand islands at the mouth of the Tees, he was OTertaken bj the 
tide in the aask of the evening. Being nearly surrounded by the water, and a few yarda of 
land being all the uncovered spaoe left him, he selected the highest spot, on which he placed 
his leap (a wicker basket carried on the shoulder while shrimping) ; and fixing hia shrimping 
pole with the net downwards, to giye the pole as sure a purchase as he could, he mounted his 
basket and held by the pole. The tide soon covered his feet, and gradually flowed as high aa 
his middle. After 8 hours he thought he saw the water b^gin to fall ; but in a few minutea 
a breese sprung up, and the tide flowed again, 6 or 7 inches. The tide, however, was &lling, 
and he remain^ on his sand-bank till he was happily relieved by the fishing boats in the 
morning. He was then 2 miles from the Durham coast, and 3 from Yorkshire. 

y Nov. 8. — A society formed at Stockton for the support of preaching on 

board of ships in the river Tees. The first sermon was delivered this eveniog. 

, Nov. 17.— Queen Caroline's acquittal was celebrated at Stockton this 

evening by a Bonfire on the Coal Hill. In the morning a figure representing 
the Devil was paraded round the town, accompanied with music. In the 
evening 6 figures, each as large as life, representing Lord Castlereagh, Ma- 
jocchi, De Monti, and 2 others, were suspended to a gibbet 12 feet high, a 
large quantity of combustible materials being placed underneath. '' Ood save 
Queen Caroline *' was sung by the multitude assembled in full chorus, the fire 
was lighted, and the malefactors consumed to ashes. — At Yarm, the same 
evening, the town was generally illuminated ; and at Barnard Castle there 
was also a spleodid illumination. On the following evening, Norton particu- 
larly distinguished itself in various ways ; and before 7 o'dock every house 
was lighted up, with two exceptions. 

— — , Nov. 28. — An Illumination on account of the Queen's victory took 
place this evening at Stockton ; but in consequence of the considerable time 
which had elapsed since the withdrawal of the bill against her, it was far from, 
general. A few special constables were sworn in on the occasion, but the 
evening passed over quietly. 

, Dec. — The footpath from the N.W. comer of the church wall, to the 

N.W. comer of the Alms-houses, laid with fiags. 

, Dec. 11. — Died, at Stockton, aged 75, Eev. Thos. Dixon. He had 

been a preacher in the Methodist Connexion above fiO years. Several poetical 
tributes were paid to his memory. 

, Dec. 16.— The Eev. John Cundill, after being curate of Stockton 10 

years, succeeded to the vicarage on the resignation of the Bev. W. N. DamelL 
In Oct., 18^32, he removed to the vicarage of High Goniscliffe, and died there 
November 26, 1849, aged 70. 

, Dee. 21.— The Stockton Shipping Co. established on the ruins of the 

United Shipping Co. Their first new vessel (the Phoenix) was launched 
this evening. 

, The Stockton Harmonic Society formed this year under the leadership 

of Mr. Joseph Hill, organist. 

, Mrs. Mary Pease, widow of Joaeph Pease, woollen TnanufiMturor, 
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erected 4 alms-hoases in Dftrlingfcon, for the residence of 4 poor widows of 
the age of 60 years at least, and of good moral character and reputation, to be 
nominated b j the Sodetv of Friends. 

1821, Jan. 24. — ^An aadress {resented from Stockton to the House of Com- 
mons by Mr. Lambton, praying that the Queen's name should be restored 
to the Liturgy, and that she should be put in possession of her other rights 
and privileges. It was signed by 000 of the inhabitants. 

, Jan. 26. — ^The Bamters (Frimitiye Methodists) commenced preaching 

at Stockton. 

, Feb.— Addresses to the Houses of Lords and Commons sent fipom 

Stockton for a reformation of the penal laws, signed by 140 persons. 

^ Feb. 22. — ^A Methodist Missionary branch society established in 

Stockton. 

, March 21. — ^The new steam mill for grinding com, belonging to 

Colling Cooke, at Stockton, was discovered to to on fire a little after 1 1..M., 
and the whole of the proper^, except the engine-house, was destroyed, toge- 
ther with a grait quantily or com and flour. There being a suspicion that 
the mill was wilfully set on fire, a reward of 200 guineas was offered for the 
discovery and conviction of the incendiaries, but without effect. 

, April 19. — An act of parliament was passed for making and maintain- 
ing a railway or tramroad from the river Tees at Stockton to Witton Park 
coUiery, with several branches therefrom. 

, May. — A new coach, called the " Ho^ Coach," commenced running 

between Stockton and Bamard Castle three times in the week. 

, May M. — Snow fell in Stockton this morning between 7 and 8. The 

Cleveland hills had been covered several days preceding. 

, June 4. — Power was granted to rebuild the nave and aisles of Marske 

church. The old church is supposed to have stood before the Conquest, and 
consisted of a middle and 2 side aisles, divided by round pillars supporting 
circular arches. No traces of antiquity now remain. The register books 
commence in 1570. 

, June. — ^The population, &c., of the parish of Stockton-on-Tees, ac- 
cording to the census taken this month, was 1113 families, 2804 males, 2702 
females. Total 5006. Houses, 992; being an increase in 10 years of 103 
houses, 124 families, and 777 inhabitants. The population of Hartlepool, 1249. 

, July 12.— Stockton bridge declared Jree^ and the stone gate posts 

taken down. 

, July 19. — ^The coronation of K. George IV. celebrated at Stockton 

by the ringmg of bells and the firing of the yeomanry. Dinner parties were 
assembled at the Town Hall, the Black Lion, Bed Liion, Golden Fleece, and 
Oreen Dragon Inns ; and in the evening there were dancing parties at the 
Town HaU and Free Masons' Lodge. 

, Aug. — ^Ten hay stacks wilfully set on fire and bumt down within 8 

miles of Stockton this month. 

^ Aug. 25. — ^Lord and Lady Stewart, with their infant son, arrived at 

Wynyard firom Vienna, where his lordship had fiUed the office of Ambassador. 

, Oct. 23. — ^A dreadful explosion took place in Wallsend colliery, by 

which 52 persons lost their lives. Similar accidents took place the same 
month at l^ewbottle and Felling collieries, at each of which 6 persons were 
deprived of existence. 

J Nov. 5. — Tke yiemr rf Stockton v. Jaekton, Moset^ and others, — 

This cause was heard on appeal before the Lord Chancellor Eldon against the 
Vice Chancellor's decision, [see page 1291. Lord Eldon con&med the 
former decision, but was of opmion that the legislature had given a more ex- 
tensive power than they intended ; as, however, the terms of the act had been 

V 
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complied with, he could not cut down the leaaes, especially after thej had 
been acquiesced in for upwards of a century.* 

1821, Nov. 8. — The old sign of the Eed Lion was taken down by Guthbert 
Bobinson, innkeeper, Stockton, and the Vane Arms mounted in its stead. A 
dinner was given t)y Lord Stewart to his tradesmen in honour of the event. 

, Dec. 7. — ^The "Westmoreland, of Stockton, (Capt. Eyder,) on her 

passage to London, was wrecked this night, on Fakefield Beach, near Lowes- 
toft. The master, mate, and two other seamen were lost ; two men, a boy, 
and a female passenger were rescued by the life-boat, and a part of the cargo 
was saved. 

, Dec. 21, 24, 26. — Mr. Lloyd gave 3 lectures on astronomy at the 

Town-haU, Stockton. 

1822, Feb. 3. — ^Tarm was visited by the highest flood remembered since 
1783. It was preceded the day before by a violent tempest of wind and rain. 
The river began to rise at 9 in the evening .(Saturday), and the night was 
spent by the inhabitants in removing their property to the upper rooms of 
their houses, &c. At 10 a.m. (San(ky) it was 7 feet deep in many parts of 
the main street. The view from Egglescliffe was then singularly grand ; the 
river had become an immense smooth silver lake, on which Doats were plying, 
and in the midst of which Yarm seemed immersed. About noon the water 
began to retire, and at 5 in the evening the street was nearly free. On 
Saturday evening the road from Croft bridge by Darlin^n was impassable, 
in consequence of which the mail on Sunday morning passed through 
Hurworth. Not much damage was sustained ; there had been little rain in 
the immediate neighbourhood. The floods in the Tyne and Wear about the 
same time did much damage. 

, March 3. — A new chapel for the Primitive Methodists was opened at 

Darlington. The foundation stone was laid Oct. 16, 1821. 

, May 11. — ^The Euby (Neal), from Newcastle to Yarmouth, with 

coals, was wrecked on the rocks below Hartlepool. The crew all perished 
except the master, who saved himself in a crevice of the clifl* that stands from 
the main clifl*. Many other vessels suflered in the same storm. 

, May 16. — The Expedition coach from Durham to Stockton commenced 

running thrice a week, in opposition to a Scotch car which travelled the same 
road on the same days. The Scotch car was soon after exchanged for a 
second coach. 

, May 16. — The royal assent was given to a bill for lighting the town 

and borough of Stockton with gas. On 27th June the workmen commenced 
laying the pipes, &c. 

, May 23. — The first rail of the Stockton and Darlington Eailroad was 

laid near to St. John's well, Stockton, by Mr. Meynell, chairman of the com- 
mittee. He was accompanied in procession to the spot by the mayor, alder- 
men, &c., of Stockton, the committee, above 100 of the workmen, the Yarm 
band of music, &c, 

, May 28. — Subscriptions for the relief of the distressed peasantry in 

Ireland were entered into at a public meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton. 
In July they amounted to £138 . At Yarm £38 was collected for the same 
purpose. 

, July. — A labourer at Thrislington, who was employed winning stones 

in the parish of Bp. Middleham, turned up with his pick-axe some broad 
limestone flags, not 18 inches below the surface, and discovered lying beneath 
them a perfect human skeleton. On the right side lay the iron head apparently 
of a lance or javelin. Another skeleton was afterwards found in the same

field ; and 8 or 9 other eepulclires, containing human bones, were afterwarda 
opened at yarious distances. These graves appear to have been the fiimily 
burial place of some early Saxon owner of the soil. 

1822, Sept. — Mr. Wilson's beautiful garden in Hunter's Lane, Smithfield, 
Stockton, was sold ; and shortly afterwards there appeared in its place 6 mean 
dwelling houses, and a brewhouse. 

, Oct. — ^At the beginning of this month the work was finished of en- 
closing the Green at Stockton with new iron rails in the place of wood. This 
and the lamp-posts, &c., were completed at an expense of £559 12s. lOd. 
The subscriptions raised for the purpose amounted to £624, and there was 
receiyed for old materials and grass i&32 5s. 

, Oct. 24. — The St. Martin's (Planter), from Miramiohi, with timber, 

and the Hawk, from Sunderland, were totally wrecked on the North Gar. 
The crews were sayed. 

, Noy. 14. — Stockton was for the first time lighted with gas. 

y Noy. 15. — A public meeting was held at Stockton for the purpose of 

engaging a competent person to act as a police officer within the town and 
borough. The election fell on James Ward. , ^ 

, The church at Seamer near Stokesley rebuilt. The baptismal font in 

this church was the gift of Sir Outhbert Heron, Bart. It is a handsome 
marble structure, and was taken from the ruins of a church at Alexandria, in 
Egypt, in 1798. 

, This year two little works came from the Stockton press, written by 

Mr. John Hutchinson, banker. (1) '' Origin and Pedigrees of the Sockbum 
Short-Horns, with remarks, an appendix, and a supplementary essay : the 
whole intended to elucidate many points necessary to be known by south- 
country breeders and amateurs. In Prose and Verse." (W. Bobinson, 
printer.) (2) " Carmina Yoluntaria, being Odes on the Boyal Trip to Scot- 
umdy and the King's Betum." (T. Eeles, printer.) 

«NEPTTIfifE, ho! hoi!

1823, Jan. 14. — A severe snow storm commenced at Stockton this night, 
which continued until Feb. 9, when it was followed by a thaw. The Sunder- 
land mail was detained at the Bed Lion inn, unable to proceed, from the 
2nd to the 11th Feb. ; and during 4 or 5 days no coach was able to travel in 
the neighbourhood of Stockton. Neither the mail nor any other coach 
reached Durham either from the north or the south for 3 or 4 days. 

, Jan. 15. — Thirteen vessels, principally coal laden, driven on the sands 

at Stranton during a heavy gale, 4 of which became total wrecks, but happily 
no lives were lost. 

, Feb. 2. — ^The Tees, of Stockton, and 3 other vessels driven on shore, 

near Hartlepool, 2 of which (coal laden) sunk. 

, Feb. 11. — The Commercial Society for promoting the interests and 

trade of Stockton was formed. Admission, 5s. eacn: annud subscription, lOs. 

, March 6. — The foundation stone of the new Methodist chapel in 

Brunswick-street, Stockton, . was laid by Mr. Bichard Walker, sen. It was 
opened for public worship on Dec. 3l8t following. 

, March 24. — ^An act obtained for paving, lighting, watching, and 

t'leanaing the town of Darlington. 
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1823, March 28.— Oharlee William, Marquis of Londonderry, created Vis- 
count Seaham and Earl Yane.* 

, ^VTnl 17. — The magistrates of Stockton having receiyed information 

of disgnioeful and tumultuous proceedings in the town during the two previous 
evenings, in order to prevent similar outrages appointed a number of the 
principal inhabitants and others special constables tor that purpose. 

— — , April. -'Stockton approved of by the Treasury as a warehousing port 
for Bum in Table A, and Wme and Spirits in Table B of the warehousing act. 

— — , May.— The Durham coach " JESxpedition " commenced running every 
day (Sundays excepted) between Newcastle and Leeds, via Stockton. 

, May 23. — The Stockton and Darlington Bailway Bill, for altering the 

line of the railway, and also the line or lines of some of the branches there- 
from, and for making an additional branch, and for altering and enlarging the 
powers of the former act, received the royal assent. 

— «-, June d.-*-A meeting of the Stockton burgesses held to consider whether 
repairing of the old shambles or the building of new ones would be most 
advantageous; 2 plans were produced, the first of which was to repair the 
old fhambles at an expense of £680, and to excavate a sufficient space under- 
neath them, for the reception of the stall boards, &c., used in the market. By 
doing this, it would make room for as many stalls at the south end of the 
shambles as would be taken from the north end by the 14 feet proposed to be 
laid to the market place ; and the number of butchers' stalls would be 45. 
The seeond plan produced was for new shambles, including a com exchange, to 
be the same length and breadth as the present ones, about 1 foot higher, and 
to be built 8 yards further to the south. It was also proposed to excavate a 
place under the exchange room, for the stall boards, Ac., used in the market ; 
and the number of butchers' stalls was to be 48. After an animated discus- 
sion, the amendment for new shambles was carried, and the proposition for 
repairing the old ones lost. 

— «-, June 21. — Died, at Norton, Captain Jas. Shields, aged 69. He was 
the first commander who visited the South Sea fishery by Cape Horn, and 
received the government reward. 

— — , July21. — New shambles were commenced at Stockton in place of the old 
ones ; but many of the burgesses considering that to carry them 8 or 9 yards 
further south was an encroachment on their rights, determined on opposing 
the extension, and, with the assistance of workmen, on the morning of the 
24th threw down the new wall, and filled up the foundations. In consequence 
of this, 18 persons were on the following day summoned before the magistrates 
to answer for a breach of the peace. The case was dismissed. 

— «-, Aug. 17.— The church at Norton re-opened lAer being considerably 
enlarged, and 2 additional galleries (containing 850 free seats) erected. The 
church is now calculated to hold 850 persons. 

— '— , Sept. 22. — The wind having suddenly chanced to the north-east, this 
afternoon, a fishing coble belonging Bedcar was lost with its crew, John 
Cram and his 2 nephews (sons of Jas. Bobinson). 

, Oct. 81. — A parhelion, or the phenomenon of 8 suns, appeared at 

Calvert's farm near Oreatham, at noon this day. 

— , Nov. 8.— A dreadful explosion of inflammable air took place in the 
Plain pit of Bainton colliery, when 58 men and boys perished, and 2 others 
afterwards died. 

, Nov. 5.— A fine specimen of the Falco chrysaetos ^Golden Eagle) was 

shot near the river Tees, by L. Budd, Esq., of Marton. It weighed 12 lbs.; 
length, 8 feet 4 inches ; extent of its wings, 7 feet 5 inches ; bill, o inches long. 

* Hb lordship, who had been nised to the Peerage m Banm Stewart-, July 1, 1814^ anc- 
oeeded to the Marqulittte on the death of his brother, Angnst 12, 1822. 
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1823, Nov. 18.^ A stoam yessel company established at Stockton for the 
purpose of furnishing boats for river use. 

, NoY. 20.*— A fire discoyered about 4 p.m. in the upper room of Mr. B. 

Jordison's house, at Stockton, arising from some cotton wicks taking fire. The 
engine was speedily brought, and fortunately the fire was extinguished witii 
litue damage. The same morning, the window curtains of a lodging room in 
the Yane Arms inn were burnt by coming in contact with the fiie. 

, Dec. 6. — A public meeting was held at Stockton, at which resolutions 

were passed, stronglj recommendmg the owners of steam-engines connected 
with manu&ctories in the town, to consume the smoke arising from them. 

, Dec. 81.— The new Wesleyan Methodist chapel in Brunswick-street, 

Stockton, was opened for public worship this eyening, by Bey. Bobert Newton. 
He preached again on the following day in the forenoon, and was followed by 
the Bey. A. L^sey in the afternoon and eyening. Collections were made at 
these and 8 followmg services, altogether amounting to £188. The chapel is 
20 yards long by 18 broad, and ^1 accommodate 1200 hearers. A Sunday 
school and 2 dwelling-houses for the preachers haye been since attached. 

, A sayings bank was established at Stokesley this year. 

— — , The new road between Oxbridge lane and the yillage of Oarlton was 
commenced. 

y Seyeral fields lying on the west side of the town were laid out for 

building ground, and houses were commenced in the streets now known by 
the names of Brunswick, Skinner, William, Albion, and Lodge streets. 

, Published, at Stockton, "An Outlme of Hints for the Political and 

Moral Training of the Human Bace," by Bobert Jackson, M.D. : 8yo. 271 pp. 
(W. Bobinson, printer^ 

, An Auxiliary Church Missionary Society established in Stockton. 

1824^ Jan. 9. —A piece of plate (an £pergn6) yalue £100 was presented to 
Mr. Baisbeck, of Stockton, by the mayor, aldermen, and other members of the 
corporation, as a mark of their esteem. Around the base of the pedestal are 
the arms of the corporation, and on one side those of Mr. Baisbeck, taste- 
fully executed in chai^d, firosted, and polished silyer. The opposite side bears 
the following inscription : — 

''Preeented to Leonud Baiabeok, Boq., b^ the liayor, Aldennen, and BmgeBses of the 
Borough of Stoekton, whoee namee are inaenbed, as a teatimon^ of the high eateem they en- 
tertain for hia indepoideiit attendance on aU oocaaiona of pnbho bnaineaa ; for the seal and 
exertions he baa diaplayed in promoting the ffeneral interests of the town and port» the frank 
and gentlemanly demeanour inrariably mani&ted in his public capacity, as well as towarda 
prirate indiyiduala. — January 9, 1824.'* 

f An order was issued by the chief constable (W. Watson) to the other 

constables in Stockton ward, warning them that tw;o hotfy ttedUrB were lurk- 
ing about the neighbourhood. 

, Jan. 31. — A portmanteau, under the care of John Dobson, a derk in 

the Tees Bank, Stockton, containing about £5000 in bills and notes, was, early 
this morning, stolen from the York and Shields mail coach, whilst changing 
horses at the Black Lion inn at Stockton. A considerable portion of the 
contents of the portmanteau belonged to the Commercial Bank. A reward 
of 200 guineas was offered for its recovery without effect. After a considerable 
time, howeyer, had passed oyer, and for certain considerations, it was returned 
to the latter bank ; but it was never known by whom the robbery had been 
committed. 

, Feb. 24.--At a public meeting held at Stockton, a petition to parlia- 
ment for the abolition or slavery was proposed by Mr. Jas. Crowe, seconded 
by Col. Sleigh, and adopted ; 340 signatures were afterwards attached to the 
petition. 

, March 23. — An act was passed for more effectually repairing and 

improving the road from Thin>k to Yarm.

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1824, April 15. — ^A silver waiter preaented to Mr. Wright, solicitor, Stock- 
tou, on which is the following inscription : — ^* Presented to H. B. E. Wright, 
Esq., by the Commissioners for putting in execution the Stockton l^hting 
and Paving Act, as a mark of esteem for his valuable and gratuitous servioeB 
during his secretaryship. — April 15, 1824." 

y April 27. — ^At a meeting of the Stockton corporation, a petition to 

parliament aqainti the proposed ^ Northern or Tees and Weardale Kailroad " 
was moved by Mr. Bd. Jackson, and seconded by Mr. W. Bichmond; a petition 
tM i^/SmMir was moved as an amendment by Mr. Crowe, and seconded by Mr. 
John Hutehinson. Majority for the amendment. 

, May 11. — ^The Stockton cavalry, and the Durham, Staindrop, and 

Gibflide coros, met together at Durham, and were inspected by Major Orey of 
the Sooteh &reys. 

y May 17. — ^The Stockton and Darlinston Bailvmr bill for relinouishing 

one of their branch ndlvrays, and making a branch to Hagger Leases Lane, in 
lieu thereof, and for nuaing a further sum of money, £6., Ac., received the 
royal assent. 

^ June 18. — The Sheriff held a court at Stockton, and a ju^ was sworn 

to detennine if the extension of the shambles, 9 yards south, and 2 yards east, 
would be injurious to the King, or anj of his subjects. Counsel were engaged 
on both siaes, and the jury determined the question in the negatiTe. In 
August a petition firom many of the bureesses was presented to the Bishop 
agamst the removal of the shambles further south. 

y July 29. — ^A sale took place of 8 vessels and 8 river sloops belonging 

to the Merchiuit Shipping Co., vrith a view to the esteblishment of tilie^ew 
Merchant Shipping Co. 

— *, Oct. — ^A field in Smithfield, Stockton, belonjging to Mr. Neasham, vrae 
purchased by Zach. Hetcher, stonemason, for building ground. Commercial, 
Maritime, Paradise, Tees, and other streete now occupy the ground. 

, Oct. 5. — ^Mr. John Wilkinson was elected mayor of Stockton the 

third time, after a very severe contest. 

y Oct. 5. — A grand musical festival at Newcastle-on-Tyne on this and 

the 8 following days. One-fifth of the monies received for tickete (£769) 
was given to the chariteble institutions of Northumberland, Durham, and 
Newcastle. l%e Stockton Dispensary was indebted to the festival for a 
donation of £25. 

— ^,Oct. 11. —A most violent storm on the east coast. The oldest person 
living had never known more vessels wrecked or on shore. Fifteen light 
colliers came on shore near Seaton, one of them (the Confederacy, of Scar- 
borough) sunk. Two vessels, laden with deals, &c., from the Baltic, were 
wrecked at the entrance of the Tees. A Norway vessel came on shore n^ 
Blackballs ; and another with timber, &c., near Bedcar. A sloop, laden with 
oato, from Bostock, upset on entering the Tees ; the master was (h*owned, the 
rest of the crew (3 men) were saved by the Seaton life-boat. Between Black- 
halls and Huntcliff, there were not less than 60 vessels on shore or wrecked* 

— , Nov. 27. — Beporte of a survey of the river Tees, made by H. H. 
Price, O.B. (assisted by Wm. Bdgeworth, C.E.), by order of the Tees Naviga- 
tion Co., were presented at a general meeting of the company this day. ^Hie 
report was ordered to be printed and a copy sent to each shareholder, and at 
the next annual meeting to be taken into consideration. A second survey 
vras made by Price in the following year, on the practicability of making a 
canal through Mr. Hustler's holme, opposite the east end of the cut, witn a 
view of shortening the distance to the sea. 

, Dec. 16. — The Albion, the first steam vessel launched at Stockton 

(July), arrived firom Newcastle, where she had been fitted up with 2 powerful 
engines, for the purpose of towing laden vessels in the river Tees. [In 1854 
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there were 26 legistered steam yeaseb belonging to the TeeB,of from 10 to 68 
tons burthen, the greater part of them chiefly employed in towing ships.] 

1824, Dec. 22.-— Several fishing cobles lost at itedcar, with their crews, 
during a violent storm. Amongst the sufferers were G^. Bobinson and 2 of 
his sons, and Thomas Hall vdth nis 2 sons. 

, The Weeleyan Methodists erected a place of worship at the south end 

of Norton, on the Stockton road. 

, Jh, Jackson published a second edition of his work entitled ''A View 

of the Formation, Discipline, and Economy of Armies ; with an Appendix, con- 
taining hints for medical arrangement in actual war. 1 vol. 4to." (W. 
Bobinson, printer, Stockton.) [A 8rd edition of this work, revised, with an 
interestinfi^lfemoir of the author's life and services, was published in 1846.] 

1826, Jan. 2. — ^A Sunday school established in tiie Unitarian chapel, 
Stockton. 

^ Jan. 7. — ^A society for the preservation of life from shipwreck was 

formed at Stockton, and a handsome subscription made for the purpose. 

y Jan. 18. — A new Sunday school opened by the Methodists at Stockton, 

adjoining to their chapel in Brunswick street. 

— —/Jan. 18. — A meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton held for the 
purpose of enabling Mr. Brandling to explain his plan for a new road from 
Crathome to Newcastle by way of Stockton, which he stated would save a 
distance of 7 miles. A committee was appointed to make further inquiries. 
Other meetix^were afterwards held, but the project was laid aside. 

, Jan. §2. — A petition to parliament in benalf of Lord Althorp's bill 

for the reooveiy of small debts agreed upon at a public meeting held at 
Stockton. 

y Eeb. 18. — ^Died, at Stockton, aged 66, Lieut. CoL Wm. Sleigh, son 

of Mr. Charles Sleigh by Mary Sutton, sister of G^rge Sutton, Esq. 

Bi eariy life OoL Sleigh entered the anny; was made lieatenant in 1778, and Oaptain in 
1780 i and in 1794 he became Lieatenant*Oolonel of the 88rd regiment. During the war 
with the ooUmiea, he aooompanied hia regfiment to North Amerioa, and in 1781 was engaged 
in two aetiona wtth the enemy. After hia retirement from the army, he held the oommiBsion 
of Major in the Dorham militia, and Bubaeqnently was appointed inspecting Colonel of Yol- 
vnteer com, in sereral districts of Yorkshire, Ac His last senrice was that of Gommander 
of tiie Yoranteer OsTaliy raised in Stockton. He was also for numr years a magistrate for 
Ifae ooonty of Dorham, and was held in great estimation by his friencis. 

y Feb. 20. — ^A neat and commodious chapel opened at Sadberge.by the 

Methodists. 

, March. — ^Two human skeletons found in digging for gravel at Hart- 
bum, one at the depth of 2, and the other of 4 feet, about 10 yards asunder. 
They appeared to have laid long in the ground, and were full grown. — Table 
Booh. 

y March 4. — Fetititons to parliament for the repeal of the House and 

Window Tax, and for the abolition of Beceipt Stamps, were agreed upon at a 
public meeting held in Stockton this day. 

y Mar^ 8. — A meeting of the Stockton corporation held, when resolu- 
tions were passed to borrow £2800, at a reduced rate of interest, in order to 
pay off seymd debts due from the corporation, and for the expenses attending 
the building of new shambles. The sum of £300 was also voted for the erec- 
tion of Hot and cold baths in connection with St. John's well. 

y March 19. — Died, at Hampstead, Sir Ealph Noel, Bart., son of the 

aecond Sir Ealph Milbank of Halnaby and Seaham, and M.P. for the county 
of Durllam from 1790 to 1812. He married Judith, eldest daughter of Vis- 
oount Wentworth, on whose death in 1816, 'he was permitted, by royal license, 
to use the surname of Noel only. Anna Isabella, his only child, born in 1 792, 
was married Jan. 2, 1816, to Lord Byron She was a warm patroness of edu- 
cation, and died May 16, 1860, aged OS. 
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1825, March 31 . — Died, in Stockton, aged 69, Mr. James Crowe, merchant. 

In the particular incidents of the life of Sir. Crowe there is little to call for a detailed notice ; 
its uniform and consistent tenor formed its crowning ornament. His sphere of action was 
oomparatirelj limited ; but if to hare declined no exertion of body or mind which might sub- 
serre the interests of his friends, his neighbourhood, or his coontiy ; to hare fearlessly en- 
countered obloquy and suspicion by the assertion of unpopular principles in difficult tmiea, 
can stamp the character of public-spiritedness, few hare more nobly merited the title of a 
*' pnblio man '* than the deceased. Mr. Crowe's f&ther was a protestant dissenter : on his 
mother's side he was descended from the family of Cooke, one of the oldest and most respect- 
able in Stockton, and from which, being of the established church, the office of mayor of the 
borough had not unfrequently been filled. Though the property and the influence of the 
character of Mr. Crowe qualified him to take the same lead as his ancestors in the civil affiurs 
of his native town, the existence of the sacramental test effectually precluded his offering 
himself for the office of mayor or any other corporate office, and thus excluded him from 
opportunities of sodal usefrihiess ; otherwise his tiJents and public spirit would hare ensured 
to him the suffrages of his fellow-townsmen. 

Mr. Crowe's first appearance as a pubUo man was during the American war, when a small 
body of Tolunteers, raised for the protection of the town, was placed under his command. At 
a much later period (1803), when fear of invasion from France greatiy prevailed, and plana 
were formed for removing women, children, and infirm persons in case orneoessity to a place 
of security, his services were called for, and the direction entrusted to him [see p. 105]. All 
measures of public utility he was ever ready to promote, but perhaps the most important 
work he engaged with, and in which he zealously laboured for many vears, was that of the 
improvement of the river, by making a navigable cut through the neck of land, then known 
by the name of " Todd's Neck." He was a contributor towards the expenses of Pickemell's 
survey in 1791, and from that period he never lost sight of the object. In 1802, when a 
committee was formed to frffther the measure, he was appointed treasurer ; and until 1808, 
when the act of parliament was obtained, it was his principal employment (under the advice 
and direction of Mr. Chapman, engineer) to assist in brin^^ing this important undertaking to 
maturity ; and it is only due to his memory to connect his name with' a measure which haa 
proved so beneficial to the interests of the town and port. Such was his seal in whatever he 
undertook, that he was frequently placed in situations of trust, and on one occasion was un- 
expectedly appointed an executor of the will of a gentleman of large property (Capt. William 
Omistopher) whose only previous connection with him arose out of a matter of arbitration, 
in which BCr. Crowe had decided in flavour of the opposite party. Mr. Crowe's frmeral waa 
numerously attended by his townsmen, whose respect was as marked aa it was merited. 

-, April 11. — " The Mechanical and Scientific Institution of Stockton- 



upon-Tees, Yarm, Norton, and the neighbourhood," established at a numerous 
meeting held at the Town-hall, Stockton, this evening. After a gratuitous 
lecture on the adyantages resulting from scientific institutions, by Mr. John 
Jackson, lecturer, the mayor (Mr. J. Wilkinson) took the chair, and various 
resolutions favourable to the establishment of such a society were passed, and a 
committee appointed to draw up rules for its government. On the 21 st April 
a meeting was held at the Free Masons* Lodge, which had been engaged for 
the new societj, rules were agreed upon, and officers appointed for the year. 
The subscriptions for adult members were to be 12s. per annum, and appren- 
tices 6s. The officers were to consist of a President, 8 Yice-PresidentSy 2 
Secretaries, a Treasurer, and 15 members to form a Committee of Manage- 
ment, one-third to be chosen from the general members, and the other two* 
thirds irom the Masters and Journeymen members of the institution. The 
following are the names of the officers appointed : — President, the Mayor of 
Stockton ; Vice-Presidents, Eevs. J. Cundill, J. Brewster, sen., and J. C. 
Meeke, and L. Raisbeck, J. D. Neasham, T. R. Grey, W. Grey, and J. Cart- 
wright, Esqrs. ; Secretaries, T. Randyll and W. Fallows ; Treasurer^ G. Lock- 
wood; Committee, J. Hixon, T. Richmond, E. Pease, jun., J. Chipchase, T. Eeles, 
E. Wilson (roper), H. Beckwith, A. Brown, W. Claxton, B. Stratford, W. Smith, 
T. Eobinson, T. Lambert, T. Finley, and T. Best. In June following 
Mr. Jackson delivered a course of 10 lectures on popular subjects of Natural 
Philosophy ; and in the winter, classes were formed for chemistry, mechanics, 
and geography. At the close of the first year the number of members on the 
list was 224, and the library contained 261 vols. The subscriptions amounted 
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to £78, and the donaidoDB to £96 (including £21 firam Bishop Btffington 
and £20 from J. O. Lambton, H.F.) 

A aixQilar institution was establiahed this year at Darlington, which at one 
time consisted of above 150 members, but soon became extincfc ; it, howerer, 
was revived in 1886. 

1825, May 7. — The York and Shields mail coach ceased running ; and the 
York, Sundlerland, and Edinburgh mail commenced, passing through Yaim, 
Stockton, Sunderland, and Newcastle. In consequence of a violent thunder 
storm the former night, the river at Thirsk rose 10 or 11 feet above its usual 
height, and thus prevented the new mail proceeding on its journey for 5 hours. 

*«— , May 10. — The Tees and Weardale Bailway bill thrown out by a com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, affcer a struggle of 14 days. 

, May 12. — The old shambles at Stockton taken down this morning. 

Many of the inhabitants seeing the great improvement made in tibie appearance 
of thie High-street by their removiu^ got forward a req uisition to tne mayor 
(numeroiuly signed) to call a meeting to consider '' Whether the necessity for 
erecting permanent shamblee eannot be obviated by substituting nkmBoMe 
ones, or by some other means."

for the use of the public. The proprietors assembled at the bottom of Bmssel- 
ton Engine Plane, and here the carriages^ loaded with coals and merchandise, 
were drawn up the eastern ridge bj the Bmsselton Engine, a distance of 1960 
Yurds, in 7^ minutes ; and then lowered down the plane on the east side of the 
hill, 880 yards, in 6 minutes. The train of carriages was then attached to a 
locomotive en^e (built by Stephenson) in the foUowing order : 1. Locomo- 
tive engine, with the engineer (u^eo. Stephenson) and assistants. 2. Tender, 
with coal and water; 6 wamons loaded with coals and flour; a covered coaidi, 
with the committee and other proprietors of the railway ; 21 waggons fitted 
up for passengers ; and last ot all, 6 waggons loaded with coals. The signal 
being given, the engine started off with the train of carriages, the speed being 
fiequentiy 12 miles an hour, and at that time, the number of passengers was 
counted to 460, whidi, together with the coals, merchandise, and carriages, 
would amount to near 90 tons. After some little delay, the engine, with its load, 
arrived at Darlington, a distanceof 8^ miles, in 65 minutes. Six coal waggons 
were then left l^hind at Darlington. Mr. Mejpell's band of music and 
additional passengers now having joined the procession, the train moved again, 
and arrivea at Stockton in 8 hours and 7 minutes, including stoppages, the 
distance being nearly 12 miles. At this time thenre were not less than 600 
persons vrithin, and hanging by the carriages. Throughout the whole distance 
the fields and lanes were covered vrith spectators. l%e day was closed by an 
excellent dinner at the Town -hall, Stockton, of which 102 gentlemen partook ; 
Mr. Meynell was chairman on the occasion. ! Part of the workmen wore 
entertained at Stockton, and part at Tarm. The Stockton and Darlington 
Bailwav is 26 miles in length m>m Witton Park to Stockton, with branches 
to Darlington, Yarm, Ac. At this time it was a single line, and chiefly com- 
posed of malleable iron rails. 

1826, Sept. 28. — The new shambles at Stockton opened for public use ; the 
cost of the Duilding, &c., amounted to £1960; the materials of the old building 
were sold for £86 16s. 2d. 

y Sept. 28. — ^A public cattle and sheep show held at Stockton ; it was 

very numerously attended, and prizes of 1 sovereign each were distributed. 
The first horse niir in Stockton was also held this &j. 

f Oct. 21, 22. — ^Master Qeorge Aspull, a most extraordinary performer 

on the piano-forte, accompanied by his brother, Mr. W. Aspull, gave 2 concerts 
in tiie Assembly room, Stockton. [The talent for music displayed by this youth 
(now 9 years of age) was so great that the most jGutidious [predicted for him a 
reputationof the highest order. He visited Stockton again in July, 1829. His 
early death a short time after was much bimented.] 

, Nov.— The new pottery at South Stockton (W. Smith & Co.) opened 

for the sale of goods. 

^ Nov. — ^A number of building sites offered for sale in a field at Stock- 
ton, late belonging to Mr. Botcheroy. [Begent street now occupies the 
ground.] 

, Nov. 12.— The office of Mr. Bobt. Lamb, agent for J. Backhouse & Co., 

at Stockton, was broken into, and about £120 in silver, with other artidea 
taken awav; a reward of 80 guineas was offered for such information as would 
lead to the conviction of the offender. — On the 18th the house of Mrs. 
Skipsev was broken into, and various articles stolen from the bar and cellar. 
Several attempts at burglary were also made in this and the following month, 
but vrithout success. 

^ Nov 25. — The " Betsy and Ann," a vessel belonging to the Stockton 

Marine Co. (Mc Clough, Master) ran on shore this night between Seaton and 
the Tees mouth, and went to pieces ; crew saved. An Aberdeen vessel was 
wrecked near the same place, with the loss of the crew. Several other vessels 
came on shore the same night. 
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1825^ Dec. 4. — ^A new chapel, capable of containing 860 peraonsy was opened 
in Maritime street, Stockton, by tne Frimitiye Methodist society. Their first 
camp meeting was held July 15, 1821, and their usoal place of meeting had 
been in Qreen Dragon yard. 

y Dec. 7 — ^A grand exhibition of fireworks given on the carrs, opposite to 

Cleveland row, Stockton, at the expense of Mr. G^rge Christopher, of Lon- 
don, son of the late Capt. Wm. Christopher. 

, Dec. — ^In consequence of the commercial distress prevailing in almost 

all parts of the kingdom, numerous fiulures took place. The Tees Bank on the 
loth was under the necessity of suspending payment, and on the 24th was 
declared bankrupt. 

f Matthew Murray, a native of Stockton, diedat Leeds this year,aged62. 

Hit paxents were of the workmg oUsb, and he was apprmitioed to a Uaeksmith, in 'vi^iioh trade 
he Teij aoon acmiiied oonaiderable ezpertness. "Se mamed before his time had expired* 
Trade being alack at Stockton he remoTed to Leeds, and obtained work with Mr. M<^wiii»ll^ 
who was then begiiming the inanu£BU)taie of flax, for which the firm hat since beo^ 
The jonng blacknnith soggeeted sereral improvements in the maohinerv, whidi seonxed tiie 
approral of his empk>yer, who made him a present of £20, and very shortly after promoted 
faim to be the first mechanic in the workshop. On this stroke of good finrtune he took a 
hoose^ sent to Stockton for his wife, and now Ht himself fidrly started in the world. Mnr- 
ray introduced numerous improvements in the machineiy for spinninff flax ; and in 1796, 
with James Fenton and David Wood, he opened works at Holbeok, tor makms machines 
and engines. He improved the steam-engine^ and made for Blenkinsop the first locomotive 
that regularly worked npon a railway.

1826, Jan. — ^Messrs. J. Backhouse & Co., of Darlington, opened a branch 
bonk at Stockton, in the early part of this month. 

, Jan. 17. — ^A most severe contest took place at the Cleveland Tontine 

inn on the election of assignees of the Tees Bank, this and the preceding day. 
Hie result was as follows : — ^The 1st list nominated Mr. Bichara Dickson and 
Mr. Thomas Bichmond, of Stockton, and Messrs. Fawell, Beed, and Appleton, 
of Yarm. 2nd list, Messrs. B. Dickson, T. Bichmond, and T. Stimwix, of 
Stockton. Srd list, Messrs. Dickson, Bichmond, and Fawell. 

The amount of joint debts proved^ the 1st list (exclusive of about £800 
separate debts) was £49,264 Os. 5d. Mr the 2nd list (exclusive of about 
£11,000 separate debts) £72,124 4s. 6d. Jbr the 8r^ list, £8,576 19s. 4d. 
Majority for the 2nd list over the 1st, £22,860 4s. Id. The total of joint 
debts proved was £124,964 4s. 8d. Sei)arate debts about £11,800. 

In the following March a petition was presented to the Lord 
Chancellor from Joseph Pickering, butcher, and other creditors, praying that 
the conmiission might be superseded, and that the petitioners might be at 
liberty to issue a new commission, and choose new assignees, alleging amongst 
other reasons that the present commission had been concerted between the 
commissioners and bankers ; that transfers had been made in the books from 
creditors to debtors, and in other ways, so as to diminish the funds of the 
bank. On the 29th April, the Chancellor gave his decision that he should 
not supersede the bankruptcy, but that the petitioners might take out a 
renewed conunission, and that a meoting should be held for the choice of new 
assignees, if the creditors think fit [see June 15]. 

, Jan. 17. — A terrible explosion of fire-damp took place in Jarrow 

colliery, by which 34 men and boys were killed. 
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1826, J«ii* 2&— The fint ship kden with coakfran the Tees failed this day. 
She todL in her loadisig at the newly-erected staithea, Cottage low, Stockton. 

— — y March 14. — An attempt made to break into the hooae of Mr. J. Wil- 
kinson, at Stockton, about 2 p.m., but the family being alarmed, the YiUains 
dficasiped. Twenty guineas reward was offered for information leading to 
their oonnctitm. Other attempts at burghiiy were also made in the following 
month. 

9 March 30. — ^A remarkable electrical phenomenon was observed be- 
tween 8 and 10 this evening, consisting of a broad zone of white light, form- 
ing an exact arch across the sky. It appeared arising from the west as a 
streaming light, which passed between the 2 stars in Orion's shoulder, and 
sweesing through the zenith, it proceeded through the tail of Ursa Major, and 
a litde to the north of Cornea Borealis, apparently perpendicular to the mag- 
netic meridian. Its greatest breadth appeared to be 4 or 5 degrees. Tbs 
light was steady and regular, resembling the tail of a comet ; but when seen 
through a telescope was scarcely visible.

6d. ; Experiment, Is.; without any charge for guards or 
coachmen. Parcels not exceeding 141bs. each, 2d, ; and not exceeding 281bB.

, ApriL — ^The Slip or watering place at the Custom House Quay, 

Stockton, dosed up about this time. 

^ May 19. — Public subscriptions opened in various places for the dis- 

tiened manii&eturers in Lancashire. At Stockton £103 Is. 6d. were collected. 

, May 30. — ^An explosion took place in To¥meley Main (Stella) coUieay 

on the Tyne, by which lamentable occurrence 88 human bdngs lost their lives. 

y June. — ^Mr. Thomas H. Faber was appointed by the bishop. Steward 

of the Court leet, and Baron of the borough of Stockton, in the place of Mr. 
L. Baisbeck, resigned. 

— < — , June 15. — ^A meeting of the creditors of the Tees Bank was held at 
Stockton, pursuant to an order of the Lord Chancellor, for a new choice of 
assignees, if the creditors should think fit. A proposition being made for 
the re-election of the old assignees, Mr. Baisbeck, with a few compliments to 
them, proposed, as an amenounent, an addition of 2 or 3 gentlemen to their 
number. On the 1st proposition being put to the vote, the creditors signed 
their names for or against it ; and the powers held by the creditors present at 
the meeting being exhibited, the casting up was deferred to the following day, 
when Mr. Baisbeck withdrew the powers ne held, and the old assignees were 
again elected.*

, Sept. 12. — ^Died, at Stockton, aged 79, Mr. G^rge King, master 

mariner. By his will he left the interest of £1800 to his wife and niece for 

• Mr. StanwiXjiron merchant^ one of the assigiicos. died at his father's house at Kcrerston, 
near Baby, on Nov. 9th following. 
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their livee, and after them to the parish, to be applied towards the maintenance 
of the poor. [In Julj, 1868, it oecame applicable to the latter purpose.] 

1826, Sept. 18. — A subscription entered into at Stockton in conjunction 
with the magistrates of the North Biding of the county of York, " For obviat- 
ing the inconvenience so much felt from the steepness of the hill near Mandale 
Granarj." 

, Dec. 80.— Mrs. Elizabeth Prissick, of Hartlepool, died, leaving to 

John Wells her property for his sole benefit during his life time, on condition 
of his making some provision for the education of the poor. He accordingly 
erected and endowea 2 school rooms, which were placea under trustees, and a 
deed to that effect was enrolled in the High Court of Chancery, 1886. The 
children (about 150 boys and 100 girls) are educated on the national system 
in the tenets of the Church of England. The annual income (£200) arises 
from rents of property in South Terrace. 

1827, Jan. 4.— Died, at Bishop Auckland, Parkinson Wouldhave, aged 108. 
, Jan. 20.— The funeral of the Duke of York took place at Windsor. 

The day was observed at Stockton and neighbouring towns by the shops 
being dosed. 

, March. — Madame Tussaud's celebrated exhibition of waxwork was 

opened this month at the Town-hall, Stockton, and continued till the latter 
part of April. A promenade concert of vocal and instrumental music was given 
each evening (Sunday excepted), and proved veiy attractive. 

, April 6.— Died, at Thursby,near Carlisle, aged 76, Bobt. Jackson,M.D., 

laspeetor^Graneral of Amy HoipitalB. Dr. Jackson was a natlTe of Stonebyen, in Lanarkshire $ 
he was apprenticed for 8 years to Mr. W. Baillie, of Biggar ; and although his circumstances 
were distreesiiigly narrow, he completed his professional training at Edinburgh. In 1774 he 
went to Jamaica, and there practised cold affusion in fever with success, long before that 
method was adopted by Dr. Cunie. In 1778 we find him serving in the British army in 
America* as regpiental surgeon ; and on tbe termination of that war, and after graduatmg 
M.D. at Lsjden in 1784^ he settled at Stockton ; but when the contest with France broke out 
in 1798, he was appointed to the 3rd regiment of foot as the only road by which he could 
amTC at the office of anny physician. During the war he senred in Belnum, St. Domingo, 
and Taiiotts other places, in the course of which extensire practice^ he added largely to the 
stock of medical soienoe, and the improrement of that branch of tiie profession to which he 
was attached, as his numerous works will erince. Chi his return to Stockton in the latter 
part of 1798, he published a valuable work on contagious and endemic ferers. About this 
time he undertook the medical charge of 1700 Bussian soldiers, who were stationed in the 
ntmrm^i Idttids iu a sad state of disease and disoiganization ; and so well did he acquit 
himself that in 1800 the commander-in-chief nominated him physician, and head of the army* 
hospital depot at Ghatham, without any application on his part. In his retirement at Stock- 
ton lie put forth 2 raluable works, one on ue medical economy of armies (1808), and the 
other on the British army in particular (1804). From 1811 to 1815 he was employed in 
the West Indies, and in 1819 was sent by ^oyemment to Spain, where the yeDow fever had 
broken out, and his report on its characteristics has been uniyeivally admitted to supply the 
fbUest information on the subject. Early in 1827, when a British force was sent to Fortuffal, 
he deaixed pennission to aooompany it, but illness prevented him, and he died shortly alter. 
"Tliii^" says Ohambers (Edinburgh Journal, Jan. 17, 1862), *' closed a long career of useful- 
neis s ibr it is not too much to say, that few men of his time laboured harder to benefit his 
fttlow-oreatures than did Dr. Et. Jackson.'* [The study of langua^^es was a favourite pursuit 
of Dr. Jackson* Besides his acquaintance with the Greek and Latm tonffues, he was not only 
fiuniliar with the study of modem continental authors, bnt also with the literature of the 
Arabioi Persian, Hebrew, and Gbelic languages.]

-The Bleach works of Mr. T. A. Tennant, at Stockton, 
entered dunng the last night, and upwards of 1200 gallons of oxygenated 
muriatic acid destroyed. A reward of 20 guineas offered for the discovery of 
the offender or offenders. 

, May 29.-- The Eoman Catholics of Darlington opened a new chapel 

there. The length is 70 feet, and breadth 40 feet. It is oesigned by Ignatius 
Bonomi, and bmlt in the Gothic style. Dr. Hogarth, bishop of the northern 
district, was then the incumbent. [In 1767 the number of Catholics in the 
parish was 84 ; in 1850 the number of communicants was nearly 300.] 

, May 29. — Mr. Eobert Wilson, draper, presented with a silver waiter, 

value £50, inscribed '' The gift of the Parishioners of Stockton-upon-Tees to 
Bobert Wilson, Churchwarden, upon his retiring from the duties of this office 
in the year 1827." 

, July 8. — A new gallery on the south side of the church, at 

Stockton, having been built, a portion of the pews were this day sold, to pay, 
along with private subscriptions, for the cost of the erection. A number of 
the pews were reserved as free seats. 

, July 12. — ^The foundation stone of a handsome obelisk, 61 feet high 

and 12 feet 8quare,wa8 laid on Easby heights,to the memory of Captain J. Cook, 
by Mr. Bt. Campion, then lord of the manor. It was finished on Oct. 27th. 

, Sept. 9. — A new Wesleyan Methodist chapel was opened at North 

Cowton, near Darlington. 

— — , Sept. 13. — The Wear Bank (Goodchilds, Jackson, & Co.) whose 
bankruptcy in 1816 (see p. 124) was superseded, became bankrupt a !hid time. 

-^ — , Sept. 24. — At an early hour this morning Stockton exhibited a scene 
of unusual bustle, which, m the day advanced, continued to increase till the High atinet was liter- 
ally thronged with people from idl parts of the town and surrounding country, anxious to see 
the great Captain of the age. At the entrance to the street from the Yarm road a triumphal 
arch was erected, formed of evergreens, among which the laurel was predominant. Over the 
arch were the words " Welcome to the Hero of Waterloo," surmounted by 7 flags. Flags 
were also exhibited on the church tower, the cupola of the Town-hall, the Custom House 
Mid the Post Office^ as well as on the fronts of many priTate houses, with appropriate inscrip- 
tions ; the whole had a striking appearance and excellent effect, more particulany the display 
in front of the Black Lion inn. About 5 o'clock in the afternoon upwards of 100 of the 
tenantry of Lord Londonderry passed through Stockton decked with rosettes : these were 
followed by 2 waggons containing a numerous band of music; afterwards came an open 
carriage, wnwn by 6 horses, containing the Marchioness of Londonderry, and other lacUes. 
A close carriage and pair followed, and after it Lords Londonderry, Beresford, and Oastle- 
reagh. Sir H. Hardi^e, and Sir B. Greeley on horseback. The procession mored on to 
Yarm bridge, near to which the tenantry drew up in single line, on each side of the road, and 
the carriages passed between them to meet the Duke, who, having already reached Yarm, 
immediately entered Lady Londonderry's carriage, and the procession set out in the same 
order on its return to Stockton. The firing of a cannon announced the approach of the 
warrior, and tiie horses were almost immediately taken fr^m the carriage in which he rode, 
and he was drawn by a number of men decorated with blue ribbons, inscribed " Wellington 
for erer," through the triumphal arch to the Town-hall, a salute of 19 guns (S^rpounders) 
being fired as he adyanced. On his arrind at the Town-hall, and before he alighted from 
the carriage, addresses were presented to him from the corporations of Stockton and Hartle- 
pool, and from the clergy and principal inhabitants of Stockton and its neighbourhood. The 
following are the words of the first address : *'We, the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, and Bur- 
gesses of Stockton, in the County Palatine of Durham, b^ leaye most respectfully to i^proach 
your Once with the offer of our cordial congratulations on your arriyal in this county, and 
t6 express the high sense we entertain of the peculiar honour conferred upon this town by 
your presence. We shall eyer contemplate, with unbounded admiration, the pre-eminent 
military skill and mighty yalour which achieyed your Grace*8 numerous and bnlliant yicto- 
ries in the Peninsula, and were ultimately crowned with your imriyalled and most glorious 
triumph on the field of Waterloo ; and whilst we call to mind the perils which, at the com- 
mencement of your campaigns, beset eyery nation in Europe, and the serious gloom which they 
eyerywhere excited, we are impressed with the deepest gratitude for those signal seryioes^ 
which, under Proyidenoe, haye stayed the scourge of war, and obtained for your country the 
happy repose of an honourable peace. To this bumble tribute of our applause, respect, and 
gratitude, we presume to add an earnest prayer, that your Grace may be blessed wiui health 
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and length of dftyt to enjoy the Hintingninhed and well-merited honours and rewards bestowed 
upon you bj our gracious Sovereign and your admiring and erateful country.** Hie addresses 
having been presented, and the Puke havinff replied to eadi, he, with IiadY Londondeny, 
proceeded to the Assembly Boom, followed by the rest of the oomp^iy, the oand within the 
hall playing as they advanced " See the conquering Hero comes.** The Assemblv Boom, in 
whidi refreshments were served up, was elegantly decorated. At the higher end of it was a 
beautiful canopy of crimson and yellow doth, raised on a platform. Under this sat the 
chairman, the mayor of Stockton (Wm. Skinner, jun., Esq!), having on his rudit hand the 
Duke of Wellington, the Marchioness of Londonderry, Sir Boger Oresley, Sir fi. Hardinge, 
and tiie Marquis of Londonderry ; and on his left Lac^ Sophia Greeley, Lord Beresford, Luly 
Bmilv Hardinge, Lord Oastlereagh, Sir T. Lawrence, and Sur Henry Browne. Aflber the 
health of the £ng was drunk, the mayor proposed, with suitable compliments, ** The health 
and prosperitv of the greatest Captain of the age, his Qrace the Duke of Wellington, by whose 
persevering efforts, unrivalled skill, and transcendent valour, the independence of Europe has 



been preserved.'* The Duke, in reply, observed that he had already expressed, in answer to 
addr e ss es which had been presented to him in the street, the gratitude he fdt for the very 
1 and oordial reception he had met with in Stockton, on his way to pay a visit of a few 

days to his noble friend ; but from the very handsome manner in whicAi tWmayor had intro- 



duoed and the compimv had drunk the toast to his health, he felt bound to a«in tender his 
acknowledgments. The mayor had been pleased to allude to the services wluiui he had it in 
his power to perform for the country. In the performance of those services, he had been 
greatly assisted by some of the friends he now saw around him, and by none more than his 
noble friend the gallant Marquis s and he was glad to learn that the peace which resulted 
from those services had been attended with beneficial consequenoes to ttie commerce of this 
port. The Duke then proposed the health of the mayor, and prosperity to the town of 
Stockton. After the healths of Lord and Lady Londondenr and of Lord Beresford had 
been drunk, the Duke proposed the health of the mayor of fiartlepool (General Seddon). 
His Ghrace and the other visitors then took leave, beinff engaged to dine at Wynyard to meet 
a large party invited for the occasion, amonsst whidi were Earl Bathurst, Btfl Grey, the 
Marquis of Ik>uro, the Bishop of Durham, and other distinguished persons.* Other toasts 
were drunk after his Ghrace and friends quitted the room. 

1827, Oct. 1.— One of the locomotiye enginee on the Stockton and Darlinff- 
ton Bailway was wantonly set off, in consequence of whidi it was exceedingly 
injured, and other serious damage done along the wharfs at Stockton. A re- 
ward of 10 guineas offered on conviction of the offenders. 

, Oct. 4. — A new Wesleyan Methodist chapel opened at Hurworth, bj 

"Wm. Dawson. 

, Oct. 19.— A public meethig held at Stockton to consider what 

measures can be pursued to remove the present risk and inconyenience arising 
from the late alteration in the post-office regulations. [One of the grievances 
was the forwarding of London letters by a lad to Darlinfi;ton.] The meeting 
was adjourned to the 27th, when a memorial was agreed upon to be sent to 
Sir F. Freeling. 

, Oct. 23.— The Stockton Amateur Band, consisting of 20 performers, 

under the leadership of Mr. Henrv Heavisides, gave their first concert of 
instrumental military music at the To¥m-hall. They continued to give one 
or two concerts annually, uniting, during a portion of the time, vocal vdth 
instrumental music, until their 27th and last concert on Dec. 26, 1845. 

, William Harry Vane, third Earl of Darlington, created Marquis of 

Cleveland. 

, The Tees Goal Company established at the beginning of this year. It 

commenced with 7 ships. 

1828, Jan. 4. — Various plans for the further improvement of the river Tees 
having be^a suggested, the Tees Navigation Company consulted Mr. B. Ste- 
venson, C.E., on the subject. He made a report in which he proposed '* to 
extend the Cut of 1810 towards Newport in a somewhat crescent form. By 
this means the navigable track will be shortened about two-thirds of a mile, 
and an additional fim acquired, which will not only tend to reduce the sand

Lambton, M.P. for the county of Durham, raised to 
the dignity of a Baron, by the name of Baron Durham, of Durham and Lamb- 
ton castle, piii 1833 he was created an Earl.] 

— , Feb.— Numerous petitions to parliament during this and the preced- 
ing year from Darlii^;ton, Stockton, and other towns, for the repeal of the 
Test and Corporation Acts. A •Bill for that purpose was brought into the 
House of Commons by Lord J. Bussell on tne 26th, which, mer yarioua 
amendments in the two houses, received the royal assent May 9th. 

— , Feb. 12. — ^A meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton (called by the 
mayor) was held, in consequence of resolutions passed by a meeting of coal 
owners and other gentlemen at Darlington, on the 6th inst., inimi(^ to the 
projected improvements in the navigation of the river Tees [see Jan. 4]. 
Besolutions were passed unanimously, that petitions to both houses of parlia- 
ment should be prepared in favour of the measure, and tendered for signature 
to the inhabitants of Stockton, and all others interested in the trade of the 
port. 

, Feb. 18.— Wm. Eussell, Esq., of Brancepeth Castle, was elected 

M,P. for the county of Durham in place of Lord Durham. 

— — , March. — JNumerous meetings and petitions to parliament from Stock- 
ton, Darliiigton, &c., either in favour of or against the projected railway from 
Haverton Hill to Sim Pasture, and the Branch Bailway from Stockton to 
Middleebrou£;h. 

— -— , A{>rU.^The Custom House at Stockton removed from Finkle-street 
to Housewife-hme, Smithfield. 

, April.-*An elegant window of stained glass, executed by J. GKbson, 

of Newcastle, was put up this month at the east end of Stockton church. The 
centre represents Christ bearing the cross, with other attributes, portrayed 
in a very superior manner. The placid countenance of the Saviour is findy 
expressive of a heavenly meekness and resignation. The remainder of the 
window is filled with b^utiful and chaste ornamental work, and the whole so 
harmonizes as to give it a most imposing and striking appearance. 

, April 1 1 .—A strong contest ix)ok place at the election of an assistant- 
overseer for the township of Stockton, in the place of John Dobson. There 
were 7 candidates. At the dose of the poll the numbers stood thus : Thomas 
Coser 75, James Ward 64, Thomas Bidiardson 88, John Smith 19. The other 
candidates withdrew their names. 

-^ , April 21.— The" Broedition" and "Pilot" coaches from Durham and 

Shields to Leeds, by way of Stockton, were united under the name of Phamis. 

, April 29.— The north mail changed its time of arrival at Stockton 

from 12 at noon to 12 at midnight, but returned to its old time on Nov. S4tii 
following. 

^> May 23.— The Stockton and Darlington Bailway Company's bill for 

making a branch railway teom Stockton to liiddlesbrough received the royal 
assent. 

— , May 23.— The bill for making and maintaining a railway from the river 
Tees near Iiaverton Hill to Sim Pasture Farm, in the parish of Heighington, 
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with certain branches therefirom, received the royal assent. The name given 
to the railway was " The Clarence Eailway."* 

1828, June 19.— The Tees Navigation Uo.'s Act for making a navigable cut 
from the east side of the river Tees, near Fortrack, into the said river near 
Newport, received the royal assent. [The work was commenced in October.] 

, June 21. — A public dinner given at Stockton to Mr. Henry Blan- 

shard, of London, and Mr. Christopher Tennant, of Stockton ; to the former 
as a tribute of respect for his spirited efforts, at various periods, to obtain a 
northern railway; and to the latter as a well-merited compliment for his 
unwearied perseverance in pursuit of the same object. 

f June 22.*-Isabella Eddy, a widow, at Felton, near Chester-le-Street, 

died, aged nearly 107. 

, June 29. — John Pickering, son of the late Joseph Pickering, butcher, 

drowned near Stockton bridge, whilst endeavouring to save the life of a boy. 

, July 21, — ^Died, at St. Omer, in France, Geo. Allan, Esq., of Black- 
well Grange, M.P. for the city of Durham 16 years. His remains were 
deposited in the family vault in Darlington church. 

, July 12, 13.— The heavy rains which fell on these days were produc- 
tive of serious loss to the agricultural population. The rivers in Durham 
and the neighbouring counties, by overflowing their banks, caused immense 
damage, particularly to crops of hay, which in many instances were entirely 
swept away. 

, Aug. 3 — ^A new church opened at Bedcar for divine worship. It is 

in the Gothic style, and holds sittmgs for 750 persouB. Bonomi, of Durham, 
was the architect. 

y Aug. 14. — ^A steam mill and warehouse, belonging to Wm. Musgrave, 

grocer and mustard manufacturer, situated behind his diop in the High-street, 
was burnt down this morning. The alarm was given about 5 o'clock. The 
fire burnt with great fury for a considerable time, but by active exertions, a 
good supply of water, and the unroofing of an adjoining warehouse, the fire 
was fortunately got under about 8 o'clock. The buildinewas insured in the 
Norwich Company for £600. A public meeting was held on the 18th for the 
purpose of adoiptmg measures to protect property in the town in cases of fire, 
and a subscription was opened for purchasing a third fire engine for the town. 
[The engine arrived in the following March.] 

, Sept. 12. — ^A boy struck dead by lightning, at Acklam. 

, Sept. 29. — ^A luminous arch appeared stretched across the heavens in 

a direction nearly N.E. and S.W. It was first seen about 7 p.m., issuing firom 
dark clouds near the horizon, quite across the zenith, where it intersected the 
Milky Way to the opposite horizon. Its width continued uniform for some 
time, bein^ about 8". The greater part of the sky was dear, and thickly 
studded with stars, which were quite visible through the arch. It remained 
perfectly steady for some time, and then assumed the fieeting, shadowy nature 
of the Aurora Borealis. The light in the northern horizon, which had hitherto 
not been remarkable, suddeidy orightened into a most vivid and sublime exhi- 
bition of the Aurora, the brilliant streamers of which extended nearly to the 
zenith. The arch, which had disappeared, again became visible, extending in 
a direction parallel to its former one, but much further south. The evening 
was fair, and several fiying stars shot across the heaveuB during the continu- 
ance of these appearances.

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1888, Nov. 10.— A double murder was committed at Cowley House, near 
Sedgefield, by Joseph Hutchinson, on his father and brother (John and larael 
Hutchinson), who were joint occupiers of the farm. At his trial, Feb. 23, 
1820, the jury having expressed their opinion that he was of unsound mind, 
and unfit to take his trial, he was taken oack to prison, to be removed to an 
asylum. 

, Nov. 20.— A dreadful explosion took place in the Bye Pit, at Wash- 
ington colliery, which occasioned the death of 11 boys and 8 men. 

f Nov. 23.— At the rent day held at Wynyard Park, the silver tankard 

promised by Lord Londonderry to that tenant whose form should this year be 
found in the best state of cultivaticm, was awarded to Matthew Byle, (h West 
Herrington. 

, Nov. 28. — ^The foundation stones of the new harbour and town of 

Seaham were laid by Lord Londonderry, amidst an immense concourse of 
people assembled to witness the ceremony. 

y Dec. 9. — Lord Londonderry laid the keystone of the arch of the new 

bridge, near Stockton, on the Durham road. It is called Londonderry Bridge 
m compliment to his lordship. 

f Dec. 13. — ^The dwelling-house of Mrs. Moralee, dress maker, Stockton, 

was broken into this evening, and above £20 in bank notes and gold stolen. 
Biehard Bobinson, a sailor, belonging Seaton Carew, was tried for the offence 
at the ensuing assizes, and found guilty. His sentence was death, afterwards 
ehanged to transportation. 

^ Dec. 20. — A collection of £9 8s. 6d. was made at the TJnitarian chapel, 

Stockton, for the benefit of the Spanish and Italian refugees, after a sermon 
by the "Rev, J. G. Meeke. 

, About the beginning of this year, an aperture m the ground in a field 

near Norton was discovered, from which a hissmg noise issued during several 
days, louder than the human voice. An attempt was made to ascertain the 
cause without effect, but it was supposed to be a rush of some description of 
gas with which the ground in that place had been overcharged. 

, The Bev. Thos. Plumer succeeded to the vicarage of Ncvton, vacant 

hy the death of the Bev. G. Anstey. In 1849 he removed to the rectory of 
Mstree, in Herts. 

1829, Jan. 25. — Died, in London, aged 79, Mr. Wm. Shield, the celebrated 
composer. 

This vefy eminent TCnglMh composer was bom at Whiokham, near Gkiteshead, in 1749. 
"Wlun onlj 6 jears old he was taught by his father, who was a teacher of singing, to modulate 
his voioe and practise the violin ; and subsequently received a few lessons of thorough-basa 
from the celebrated Arison, of Newcastle. On the death of his father he was bound by 
indentore to a boat-bmlder at South Shields, and during his apprenticeship led the Newcastle 
aabacription oonoerts. At the expiration of his apprenticeship he devoted himself wholly to 
his &TOiirite art. Having produced an admired spiecimen of sacred music, be was requcBted, 
when the new ohuroh at Sunderland was to be consecrated, to compose the anthem, which 
was performed by the then excellent Durham choir, to a large congregation. He next joined 
Bates's company of comedians [see p. 73], and took the management of the fashionable oon- 
oerts at Scarborough ; at this time also composing the music to many of the songs of his 
friend Conningham, an actor in ^e company. He soon directed his views to the metropolis^ 
■nd procured a situation in the Italian Opera-house, where be remained 18 yean, and dunng 
that time produced upwards of 20 operas for Colman*s and Covent Gkirden theatres. Of the 
latter he became musical director. In 1790 he became acquainted with Haydn. In 1791 he 
accompanied Bitson, the celebrated critic, on a visit to Paris, and from thence visited the 
ehief cities of Italy, with a party of foreign composers. On his return to England he pub* 
lished his well-known " Introduction to Harmony." On the death of Sir W. Parsons, in 
1817, K. George IV, appointed Mr. Shield master of his musicians in ordinary. He died at 
his house in Bemess* Street^ London, and was interred in tlw cloisters of Westminster Abbey. 
The titles of Shield's published works are as follows : *' An Introduction to Harmony — ^A 
Cento— Six Oanaonets— Two Sets of Trios lor a Violin, Tenor, and Violonoello." Dramatic 
j w sg ss " The Flitoh of Bacon (his first dramatic attempt)— Rosina— Poor Soldier^Marian 
— ^Fanner— Hartford Bridge— Woodman— Bobin Hood— Abroad and at Home— Fontain- 
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Ueni— Koble Peaaant— Oriuade— The Trarelleni in SwitierUmd— Omai— Lord Mf^oor^a 
Day-— Piotare of Paria — Look and Key — Patrick in Prjuaia — Gholerio Pathera— Ketlej 
Abber — ^Two Faoee under a Hood," &c., &c. Amonget Uie single pieces whicAi still remain 
popnlar may be mentioned ** The Loadstars— The Thorn— The Bud of the Rose— The Wolf

land— The Streamlet— The Plonghboy— Village Maids^Tom Moody." Of the merits of 
Shield as a composer, we may quote the words of the Quarterljf Muiieal Ssview : '* Late aa 
be Appeared, he stmok out for himself a style of writing, pure, chaste, and originaL Hia 
great prominent charaoteristio, howerer, is simplicity. No composer has erer woren so few 
notes mto such sweet and impressiye melodies, while the construction of the bass and har- 
mony is alike nfttural, easy, and unaflTected. We cannot open one of his operas without being 
instantly captivated *with ^this quality of his music. In such delightful entertainmenta aa 

* Marian ' and ' Boslna ' his airs breathe all the freshness, and purity, and beauty of rural life. 

* * * Perhaps no writer is so remarkable for songs containing so much that is stricUy 
national. After Purcell, we consider Shield to be the finest and most perfect example of really 
English writers. Ballads in a|l the different modes of sentiment and description abound in 
his operas : sea and hunting songs, the rural ditty, the conyirial song and glee, the sentimental 
ballad, are so frequent, that indeed, with the occasional interposition of songs of execution, 
tiuy may be said to make up the customary and continual alterations from air to air. * • • 
The taste of our own age bears us out in the belief that as much of ^Lr, Shield's music will 
descend to posterity, carrying with it the intrinsic marks of English genius, as of any other 
writer aince the days of Aone. As a whole we haye nothing superior to ' Bosina.' " 

1629, Feb. 2. — ^Tork Minster set on fire by Jonathan Martin, a religions 
enthnnaBt. The roof of the choir, and its internal fittings, were destroyed. 

Jonathan Martin was a natiye of Hexham, and bom in 1782. After serving an appren- 
tioeahip to a tanner, he, in his 22nd year, removed to London, where he was entrap^ on 
bo»rd a man-of-war. After a few years he was paid off^ and went to Nortox^ where he worked 
aa a tanner with Mr. Page. Here he experienced a senes of wonderful dreams, beoame greatly 
d istr ee sed in mind, joined a religious society, entered into controyersy with the clergy ; de- 
ebred against their preaching, doctrine, and habits ; and on one occasion entered the church on a 
Bimdaj morning, took possession of the pulpit, and hayinff folded down the 4th chapter of 
St. lurk's gospel, yerses 21, 22, and 23, he hy down tifi the prayers were oyer, wW ha 
b eg an to preach, but of course was soon ejected from the pulpit. After this he worked at 
Whitby, Bishop Auckland, and other places. About 1814 uie Bishop of Lincoln haying to 
hold a eonfirmation i^ Stockton, Martin borrowed an old pistol, and. told his wife he was 
vsaolyed to try the &ith of the bishop, by pretending to shoot him : for this he was taken 
beferothe Justices at Stockton, and was sentenced to be confined in West Auckland Asylum, 
snd from thence he was removed to Ghiteshead, from which he twice escaped. In 1820 he 
waa at Borouffhbridge, in 1825 at Darlington (where he worked with Mr. Middleton), and in 
1827 at Lino(un. He att'Onded the morning and eyen'rig services at York Minster on Sunday, 
Feb. 1, 1829, and in the eyening secreted mmself until the ringers left the belfry. Having 
carried his plans into execution, he left the minster, and it was not until several hours after- 
wards, Tiz., 7 the following morning, that the fire was disooyered. The trial of Martin took 
piaee at York on Mareh Slst; and after a long trial, the yerdict of the jury was, " We find him 
guilty, but consider that he was insane when he committed the act," which was equivalent to a 
yerdict of ''Not guilty.'* Martin was then remoyed to the city jail, and from thence (April 27) to 
the Chnminal Lunatic Asylum, St. 6korge*s Fields, where he died, June 3, 1838. He was a 
brother of the ''philosopher,*' Wm. Martin [see p. 121], and of the celebrated painter, John 
Martin. 

, March 5. — Died, aged 67, the Eev. Geo. Barrington, Viscount Bar- 

xington, rector of Sedgefield from 1791. He was succeeded in the rectory by 
the Bey. T. L. Strong. 

, March 6. — A. Horse Post from Stockton to Hartlepool established. 

, May 22. — An Act for making a railway from Newcastle-upon-Tyne 

to Carlisle received the royal assent. 

f June 26. — A very heavy thunderstorm in various parts of this neigh- 

boarbood. At Hurworth, the electric fluid descended upon the house occu- 
pied hj 0. GkMcoigne, grocer, splitting the shop door, and knocking down 
ms inmnt child. The servant, who was then in an upper room, was thrown 
on the floor, taken up insensible, and completely blackened by the lightning. 
Medical aid was promptly obtained, and after 2 hours of unwearied persever- 
ance on the part of the surgeon (Mr. Walker), she was restored to life. 

, June. — Brewster's Parochial History of Stockton, 2nd edition, with 
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additions and alterations, was published this month. (Printed by T. Jennett.) 
686 pp., large 8yo. : £1 6s. [The most interesting addition to this work is 
the appendix, " On the Natural History of the Vicinity," by John Hogg, Esq., 
M.A.,F.L.S.] 

1829, July 11.— Violent thunder storm. Mrs. Walker's house in Dovecot- 
street, Stockton, was struck by the lightning. 

, July SI.— Died, at Abingdon, aged 66, Sir John Hullock, one of the 

barons of the Exchequer. He was burieS at Barnard Castle, his native place. 

, Aug. 12. — The " Eoyid Union " coach commenced running from 

Newcastle to Leeds, by way of Stockton. It ceased running after a tnal of a 
few months. 

, Aug. 12-14. — ^Three days of almost incessant rain in Stockton and 

the neighbourhood. On the 1 4th, 8 vessels were wrecked near the Tees mouth. 

, Oct. 14. — ^A strong gale, accompanied by heavy and long-continued 

rain through the preceding night, occasioned considerable dama^ in the 
rivers Tees, Tyne, and Wear. The Tees rose to an unusual height, and 
the water was about 6 feet high in Yarm. The Carrs opposite Stockton were 
covered deep with water. Five vessels went on shore on Stranton sands. 

, Oct. 26.— A public meeting held at Stockton, at which an Association 

was formed for the purpose of opposing the East India Company's monopoly, 
and obtaming a firee trade with India, China, and the populous countries of 
the Eastern world. J. S. Buckingham, Esq., (who had early in the month 
delivered a course of lectures on Egypt, Arabia, Palestine, Mesopotamia 
Persia, India, &c.) addressed the meetmg at great length. 

, Oct. 27.— The Croft branch of the Stockton and Darlington Eailway 

was opened. Numerous coaches, each drawn bv one horse, and each crowded 
with nrom 80 to 60 passen^rs, were followed by a train of waggons, laden 
with coals, and formed an interesting procession. 

-; — , Nov. 24.— Died, at Wjrcliffe rectory (whither he had gone on a pro- 
fessional engagement), Mr. Wright, music master, of Stockton-on-Tees, aged 
66, extensively known and esteemed for 40 years past in this countv, and the 
North Biding of Yorkshire, as an able and scientific teacher, and highly en- 
deared to his family and friends as an ingenious and most worthy man.-^ 
Durham Chronicle. 

Thomas Wright, bom at Stockton in 1768, was the son of Bohert Wright, organist of that 
town, and at a yery earW Age eyinoed mnoh ingenuity hoth in mosic and mechanics. When 
he was only 11 jears old he was an organist, officiating in that capacity for Gbrth, the organist 
of Sedgefield church. He was subsequently a year or two with Ebdon, organist of Durham 
cathedral, more an assistant than scholar. The first and beet foundation of his musical sldQ 
he always considers was laid by his &ther, who had been a pupil of Charles Arisen, and who 
was, by reason of such advantage, well yersed in thorough-bass, and an able musician.^ Emer- 
son, the great mathematician, was a frequent associate of Bobert Wright ; and Thomas has 
been heard to say, that one of the earliest incentires he was aliye to, was his (£merson*s) 

S raise ; and that when he ventured to take any part in the oonrersation his fiither held with 
Imerson, the latter would often pat his head and call him a clever lad ; and when, in the 
visits of the philosopher to Stockton market, they happened to meet in the street, a boon of 
apples or gingerbread, with a word or two of his beet ohwrl expletives, eenerally testified his 
reooffnition. On the death of his &ther in 1797, Mr. Wright suooeeded him as organist at 
Sfcodkton, which office he held until 1818, when he resigned.^ In 1795 Mr. Wright published 
a concerto, which first introduced the mode of fixing and designating the time, that musical 
compositions are to be played in, bv the oscillations of a pendmum, and a primer of musio 
and supplement to the primer, whicji were highly esteemed as elemental works, and placed the 
composer in the first class of sound and scientifio English masters. Br. Miller borrowed the 

£lan of his primer from Wrights In a note to that publication he says, '* 1 was present when 
[r. Wright was teaching a young lady, and I thought that his method of grounding her was 

* The interest of the legsoj left by G. SatUm, Baa., in 1817, as so addition to the stipend of the orgaiast, 
wie, by hia direetions, to aooomnlftte for 20 yean. This lone reetriotion of payment of interest to the organist 
appears to h»Te been oansed b^ nnintentional offence given V Mr. Wright, who, after gratoitooafy bestowing 
considerable time and labour m improving the organ, had rentured to ask Mr. Sutton and the Mthorities to 
repay him the small sams he had disbursed on its account. 
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to eocooDflDt that I am indebted to him for the first idea of this primer." An onaeted opera, called 
" Bnatioily '* (written by his wife in 1800), an anthem of thanksgiying for peace, 2 Psalm tnnat 
flHUy and Stockton) ^ & piece performed in the church by theyolunteer band of murio, on the 
consecration of the colours, a few marches and single songs, complete the list of his publications. 
Mr. Wright jjarticularly excelled in spontaneous performance, especially upon the organ, and 
had that discriminatiye nicety of ear which has been so much thought of aa a gift or attainment 
in the case of one or two other eminent musicians ; he could tell what single note is struck upon a 
keyed instrument, not seeing it, and in like manner detect his pupils at a little distance when 
they put down a note with a wrong finger. Nature, indeed, seemed to haye deyoted him to 
music. 

1829, Middlesbrough.— Messrs. T. Bicbardson, H. Birkbeck, S Martin, 
Joseph Pease, jun., Edward Pease, and P. Gibson, united under the name of 
the Middleburg Company, and purchased of Wm. Chilton, Esq., about 600 
acres as the site of a new town, a terminus of the Stockton and Darlington 
Bailwaj, and for the erection of staithes, warehouses, Ac. Building sites at 
6s. per square yard and upwards were rapidly sold; and the place, which then 
contained about 40 inhabitants, was, in 1841, a town with a population of 6709. 

, An extensive hotel erected at Dinsdale by Earl Durham was opened 

this year by Mr. H. Marshall. It is a neat and substantial building, with a 
Tuscan portico ; and contains above 70 apartments, including spacious draw- 
ing, dinm|;, and billiard rooms. It is pleasantly situated on a loft^ eminence, 
and from its windows may be obtained extensive and beautiful views of the 
surrounding country. After a short period it was found that the magnitude 
of the establishment, rendered it too onerous an undertaking to be carried on 
successfully, and for some years it remained unoccupied, until a retreat for 
those whose state of mind requires seclusion and medical treatment was 
established there, under the care of Dr. Mackintosh. Seven acres of land 
adjoining it are laid out in pleasure grounds, which are devoted to the 
recreation of the patients. 

1830, Jan. 1. — The Unitarian Society at Stockton, after giving the usual 
treat to the children of their Sunday school, held their first congre^tional 
tea party. This was the commencement of a practice in the town which now 
generally prevails amongst dissenting and many other societies. 

,Jan. 10 — 17. — A succession of severewintry weather, accompanied by 

boisterous gales from the N.N.E. of more or less violence. The waters over- 
flowed the quays both at Sunderland and Stockton, and great damage was 
sustained on various parts of the Yorkshire and Durham coasts, particularly 
at Sunderland, Seaham, Bridlington, Scarborough, Whitby, and Staithes. 

, Jan. 21. — Sunday evening services commenced in Stockton church in 

place of the afternoon services. 

f Peb. 4. — A subscription begun for the poor at Stockton, and about 

£100 raised, which was distributed to them in meal and coals. 

, Peb. 23. — The vessels of the Stockton Marine Company sold, previous 

to the dissolution of the company. The " Ibbetsons," 226 tons register, sold 
for £900; the "Eesolution," 177 tons, for £910; and the « Amo," 108 tons, 
for £640. 

, Peb. 25. — Gkorge Buckton, of Lackenby, for stealing at Stockton 

market, on the 20th January, 13 bolls of wheat, the property of Clarke 
Kesham, was tried at the Durham assizes, and sentenced to 7 years' trans- 
portation. 

, April 8. — An act of parliament passed for maintaining the road firom 

Catterick Bridge to Durham, and repealing the act of 1820. 

, May 1. — The Hanger Leazes branch of the Stockton and Darlington 

Bailway was opened. This branch (which is 6 miles long) diverges from the

occupied as a garden. 

— ^-j June 27. — As the brig " Bee," of Great Yarmouth, was proceeding 
down the Tees, a tremendous thunder storm came on about 5 p.m., when a 
thunder-bolt struck the foretop gallant mast, splitting it into seversd pieces, 
as also the fore-topmast and lower mast. Some of the crew, standing in the 
fore part of the ship, were knocked down, and a young man had his jacket 
burnt and his back severely scorched. The mate, who was struck down, was 
unable to speak for an hour. A calamity of this description was not known 
to have occurred in the Tees before this. 

— — , July 16. — This being the day on which the funeral of K. George IV. 
took place, religious services were held in the evening at Stockton, and other 
places in the district. 

, July 20.— Fortnight fairs for the sale of cattle commenced this day 

at Stockton, in the place of monthly fairs. Fairs for the sale of horses were 
at this time fixed to be held on the fortnight days preceding May 4th and 
Oct. 29th in each year ; and a market for the sale of wool to be held annually 
on the fortnight fair preceding the drd of Julv. 

«—-«, Aug. 3. — A dreadful explosion of hydrogen gas took place in Jarrow 
colliery, when 42 men and boys were deprived of life. 

, Aug. 12.— Lord W. J. F. V. Powlett and Wm. Euasell, Esq., elected 

M.P.S for the county of Durham. 

,0ct.5.— The Stockton Auxiliary London Hibernian Societyestablished. 

, Oct. 8. — During the night a barn at Butterwick Trods, near Sedge- 
field, occupied by a tenant under Mr. Eussell, and in vrhich a quantity of 
barley had been deposited, was discovered to be on fire, and before proper 
assistance could be obtained^ the whole was reduced to ashes. There were 
strong reasons to believe this was the act of an incendiary ; and a reward of 
150 guineas was offered for the conviction of the perpetrators of the atrociouB 
outrage, but without the desired effect. 

, Oct. 18. — This being the day when th6 new Beer Act took effect, a 

number of houses were opened in Stockton, Ac, for the sale of beer. 

, Oct. 23. — The Temperance Society of Stockton and its vicinity, estab- 
lished at a meeting held in the Friends' Meeting-House, afber addresses by 
Mr. C. Eose, of Dundee, and Eev. E. Young, of Stockton. The society was 
to consist of all who "voluntarily agree to relinquish entirely the use of ardent 
spiriU, except for medicinal purposes ; and although the moderate use of other 
hquors is not excluded, yet, as the promotion of Temperance is the specific 
design of the society, it is understood that excess in these necessarily excludes 
from membership." 

, Nov. 1 1.— Darlington first lighted with gas. [See 1846.] 

, Dec. 10. — Bank of England notes, amounting to £80, were stolen 

from the pocket of George Alderson, and a reward of ^10 offered on the con- 
viction of the offender. In the following week Joseph Wynn, coal-trimmer, 
was charged with the robbery, and committed to Durham to take his trial for 
the same. 

, Dec. 12 — A tremendous gale this morning, and several vessels wrecked 

near Seaton, amongst which were the " Newcastle " (Crowther), of Stockton, 
with the crew, consisting of 8 men ; a Newcastle vessel, with a crew of 9 men, 
2 only of whom were saved ; and the " George," of Newry, laden with kelp, the 
crew drowned. 

, Dec. 19. — "Wolviston chapel, after undergoing considerable enlarge- 
ment, re-opened for divine service. It now contains 320 sittings, 130 of which 
are free. [TI19 chapelry of Wolviston was separated from the mother church 
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(BilliBgham) in 1577. The old chapel fell into ruins about 1620, and remained 
in that state till 1716, when it was rebuilt. In 1845, the net income of the 
liring was stated to be :£256.]* 

1830, Dec. 27. — The ceremony of opening the Middlesbrough branch of the 
Stockton and Darlington Eailwaj, and also the chain bridge across the Tees a 
little above Stockton, took place. The bridge was built by Capt. Brown, E.N . 
'* It was 274 feet long, 25 broad, and 60 in height, and calculated to sustain a 
weight of 150 tons. On the arrival at the suspension bridge of the coaches 
with the company from Darlington, they were joined by their Stockton 
fiiends, and proceeded to Middlesbrough, where they were received with the 
firing of guns and great demonstrations of joy. Several waggons laden with 
coal accompanied the train, and an immense entire coal was sent down from 
Black Boy colliery, for the London market, which, when broken, was calcu- 
lated to make 2 London chaldrons. The staithes were of great dimensions. 
6 vessels could be loaded at the same time. The banks of the river being low, 
the waggons were placed on a cradle, on which they were hoisted by steam 
on to the staith, from whence the coals were lowered into the ship. The coals 
having been shipped, a large body of the railway proprietors, their officers, and 
friends sat down to a cold collation. A table, 134 yards long, was set out iu 
part of the principal gallery of the staithes, which was covered in, and secured 
from the severity of the frost. Nearly 600 persons partook of the good 
cheer; and as the gallery was well lighted with portable gas, the effect produced 
was equally agreeable and brilliant. On the approach of evening, the chief 
part of the company set out on their return home. 

^ Primitive Methodism was first introduced into Hartlepool in 1822 ; 

and in this year a chapel was built in the Croft, which was afterwards im- 
nroved by the erection of galleries [see 1850]. In this year, also, the Wesleyan 
Methodists erected a smul chapel in the village of Seaton. 

, A number of nuns, of the Order of St. Theresa, with their prioress 

and chaplain, came this year to reside at Field House, near Cockerton, and 
have since erected an elegant chapel in the Early English style of architecture. 
[The Carmelites or White Friars were expelled from Englind at the time of 
the Eeformation, and took refuge in Antwerp ; and in 1648 a colony of them 
proceeded to Lierre, in Belgium, where they remained until the French revo- 
lution compelled them, in 1795, to seek a refuge in England.] 

1831, Feb. 2. — A violent storm on the East coast ; 12 ships were on shore 
in the Tees bay, and several vessels lost with their crews. 

, Feb. 10. — The opening of the new cut from the river near Blue House 

Point, to the river near Newport, took place. About 2 p.m., a considerable 
number of the shareholders, with their friends, steamed down the river to 
Newport, where were some vessels lying ; one of which, the brig "Arno," was 
towed through the cut to Stockton, preceded by a line of steamboats and 
other craft, amidst loud rejoicings, and in the presence of a great concourse 
of spectators, who lined the banks of the river, and the quays. The fineness 
of the day and the infinite variety of handsome flags which were displayed, 
gave a lively appearance to the scene. On quitting the vessels, the members 
of the company, and their visitors, marched in procession to the Town-house, 
preceded by a band of music ; and a little before 5 o*clock, a party of about 
100 persons sat down to a sumptuous dinner. Mr. Kaisbeck presided, sup- 
ported by Lord Falkland, Sir Cuthbert Sharp, and other influential gentlemen. 

• WolTiflton, says Mr. Longstaff (Archaeologia iEliana, it. 98), was probably the well-known 
rendence of Bishop Pudaey'e archit*»ct, " Bicnrdus Ingcniator ;" for his seal gives a wolf 
passant as a punning derice. Near Wolriston is some of our most remarkable transitional 
arehiteetttre, in the churches of Norton, BiUingham, and Hartlepool. "Kicardus Tngeniator," 
dealing with property at Wolriston (called Olveston in Wm. Bufus's time), seals with a wolf. 
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The new channel, which crosees a large curve in the river to the North, is 
about 1100 yards long, 260 feet wide, and 16 feet deep.* The cost, irrespec- 
tive of salaries, rent, and usual expenses, was £16,307 for labour and materials; 
£5553 for purchase of land, compensation, &c. ; £1309 for engineering, plans, 
&c, ; and ^2826 for parliamentary expenses ; total, £25,995. 

1831, March 16. — ^The Stockton Society for the suppression of vagrancy 
and mendicity established, and a committee appointed " To frame and adopt 
such regulations as they may deem advisable for the necesaair relief of 
vagrants and distressed travellers, and for their speedy removal;" also to 
engage a proner person to act as superintendent, and generally to manage the 
concerns of tne society. 

, March 9. — The " Majestic " steamer commenced sailing weekly be- 
tween M iddlesbrough and London, with passengers, goods, and cattle. 

, April 26. — ^The South Durham and Cleveland Horticultural Society 

held their first show in the Town-hall, Stockton; the Marquis of Londonderry 
had been elected ^sident, and Lords Prudhoe and Falkland vice-presidents. 

, May 3.---l)urham County meeting held, at which an address of con- 
gratulation to the king, on his dissolving parliament, was adopted. 

, May 10. — Wm. Eussell, Esq., and Sir Hedworth Williamson, Bart., 

were elected M.F.s for the County of Durham, without opposition. 

, May 28.— "The Sunderland Herald, Shields and Stockton Observer, 

and Gteneral Advertiser," a weekly newspaper, commenced by T. Marwood 
and Co. Another weekly paper was commenced at Sunderland, Jan. 29th, 
entitled the " General Shipping Gtizette," but discontinued after a few months. 

, May 30. — By the population returns taken this day, the township of 

Stockton contained 7763 inhabitants, Hartbum 162, and Preston 76. TotiU of 
the puciah of Stockton-on-Tees 7991. Inhabited houses 1397, uninhabited 27. 

, June 14. — ^The first stone of a National School House was laid at 

Hurworth, by Mrs. Hartley. The expenses of the school are defrayed princi- 
pally from the rent of land (about £25), and the weeklv pence paid by the 
children. The foundation stone of the new church was laid on the same day, 
by J. N. CoUyer, Esq. [see 1832]. 

^ , June 18. — ^A public meeting held at Stockton, and a petition to par- 
liament to allow Stockton and Norton to send a representative to the House 
of Commons agreed upon. 

, July 6. — The mail which ran from York to Shields by way of Stockton 

ceased running, and the Stockton letters had to be forwarded to Darlington 
until Oct., 1833, when the Leeds and Shields mail was established. 

•; — -, July 12. — The Stockton Shipping Co., and the New Merchant 
Shipping Co., commenced running a steam packet weekly between Stockton 
and London. 

, July 14. — The Stockton Shipping Co. dissolved partnership. A new 

company was established on its ruins. 

1", July 26. — A cargo of coals (the first) was shipped at Seaham, amidst 

the firing of cannon and the cheering of the people. 

— -, Aug. 27. — A new Wesleyan chapel opened in Park street, Darling- 
ton ; it seats 300 persons, but is principally used as a Sunday school. 

, Sept. 8. — This being the coronation day of King William IV. and 

Queen Adelaide, it was observed at Stockton as a holiday. The shops were 
dosed, the bells rang memly, and there was a display of flags from the public 

* A forest of fruit and other trees was found buried at a great depth in the earth whilst 
making this ezcaration.

The mayor and a large party of gentlemen dined at the 
Town-house. At Darlington, the shops were closed, the bells rung, a band 
of music paraded the streets, and 3 public dinners took place.

1 831 , Sept. 29. — The church at Seaton Carew, erected through the exertions 
of Mrs. Lawson, of Boroughbridge Hall (who contributed £2,400 for its en- 
dowment), was consecrated. The chancel was added in 1842, and, with a 
gallery, afforded about 250 additional sittings. The church will now accom- 
modate about 500 persons. Its total cost £1691. [A chapel, with the privilege 
of a chantry, existed here in ancient times, but there are now no traces of it to be 
found]. The Eev. J. Brewster preached in the church, on the Sunday after 
its consecration, a sermon (afterwards printed), from Eccles. v. 1, on ** The 
duty and advantage of attending the divine services of the church." 

, Oct. 10.— The Marquis of Cleveland presented a petition from 

Stockton to the House of Lords, numerously signed, praying that the Beform 
Bill sent up from the House of Commons should pass into a law. [The Lords 
bad divided on the Beform Bill on the 8th, when there were found for the 
second reading 158, against 199 ; majority against the bill 41.] 

, Oct. 26. — The Cholera Morbus made its first appearance in England 

at Sunderland. So fatal were its effects that at Sunderland, from Oct. 26 to 
April 3, out of 538 cases, there were 205 deaths ; at Newcastle^ from Dec. 7 
to March 12, 1039 cases— 322 deaths : at Gateshead, from Dec. 25 to March 
6, 402 cases — 144 deaths ; North Shields and Tynemouth, from Dec. 10 to 
March 17, 258 cases— 91 deaths; at Newbum, Jan. 3 to Nov. 5, 1832, 424 
cases — bl deaths. [The population at the last-mentioned place was only 550.] 

, Oct. 31. — A large meeting of the freeholders of the county held at 

Durham to deliberate on the rejection of the reform bill, and to address the 
king and his ministers. From 8 to 10,000 persons were present. 

, Nov. 3. — For the purpose of preventing, as far as possible, the spread 

of the cholera in the town and neighbourhood, a meeting of the inhabitants 
of Stockton was held, and a Board of Health formed, consisting of the mayor 
and aldermen, the magistrates, churchwardens, overseers of the poor, clergy, 
and medical gentlemen of Stockton and Norton. The town was divided into 
11 districts, and a committee appointed for each. On the 22nd inst., a sub- 
scription was commenced to enable the committees to furnish food and other 
relief where they found need, and to cleanse their respective districts. 

, Dec— Mr. T. H. Faber appointed coroner for Stockton ward in the 

place of Mr. Joseph Frank (resigned). 

, Leven Grove, a superb edifice in the Grecian style, erected by Vis- 
count Falkland, on the site of the original mansion. 

, The Darlington Temperance Society instituted; but after a short trial 

being found inefficient,it was broken up,and aTotal Abstinence Societyfounded. 

1M2, Feb. 1. — Bishop Van Mildert regranted and redemised the copyhold 
and leasehold houses and lands, belonging to the Free Grammar School at 
Norton, to the Eev. C. J. Plumer (vicar), John Cartwright, John Hogg, and 
T. B. Grey, Esqs., in trust for the said school ; and, after defraying out of 
the rents aU repairs, they are to pay "the residue thereof to the master of the 
■aid school, to be from time to time appointed by the Bishop of Durham, and 
his successors, as a remuneration for the services of the said master, for teaching 
and instructing, without anv further fee or reward whatsoever, sia hays, to be 
chosen by the vicar for the time being, to be selected from the parish of 
Horton, and every vacancy in the number of such boys to be from time to 
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time filled up by the said vicar, so that the master of the said school shall 
teach at all times six hoys at the leasts 

On the 18th July, 1861, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, as 
the representatives of the Bishop of Durham, enfranchised all the leaseholds 
belonging to the said school, and they declared that the same, now being 
freehold, should be held by the said trustees upon the same trusts as the 
copyhold lands. The property of the school now consists of a good freehold 
house and garden, valued at £18 a year; and the annual income of the rest 
amounts to about £43. The present master is the Bev. Ed. Balshaw.* 

1832, Feb. 5. — The Darlington District Bank established. It is a joint 
stock bank, and has since created branches at Stockton, Barnard Castle, 
Northallerton, Stokesley, and Guisbrough. 

, Feb. 25. — A spinning mill at Stockton, belonging to Mr. Jas. Walker, 

situated by the river side, was discovered to be on fire this evening. Great 
exertions were found necessary to subdue the fire, and fortunately the building 
was saved, but considerable loss was otherwise sustained. [The family of 
Mr. Walker shortlv after this occurrence emigrated to Canada.] 

, March. — A new clock purchased for the church at Stockton. 

, March 5. — A debate m the House of Commons on Mr. Trevor's 

motion to give a representative to Stockton. 

, April 3. — Died, at Upper Clapton, near London, aged 46, Christopher 

Bichmond, Esq., of the Middle Temple, a native of Stockton. He was educated 
for the profession of the law, and, after the usual preparatory studies, was 
called to the Bar. His practice was that of a conveyancer, in which depart- 
ment of the profession he rose to a high degree of reputation, and in conse- 
quence had many pupils.f 

, April 3.— A Bill to alter, amend, enlarge, and extend the powers of 

several acts passed in 1828 and 1829, for making and maintaining the Clarence 
Bailway, received the royal assent. 

— — , April 10. — Mr. Wm. Soulsby, merchant, of London, died. He left 
£800 to be invested in government stock ; the interest of which was to be 
paid to the master for the time being of the old Grammar School, at Sedge- 
field, for the education of 2 additional poor children, to be instructed in the 
lAtin dassics, until they attain the age of 14. 

, May 1. --Stockton made a warehousing port for sugar, coffee, &c. 

These, with the privileges before granted, made it a bonded port for aU 
articles of general merchandise allowed to be warehoused except tobacco. 

, May 12.—" The Newcastle Journal," a weekly newspaper, commenced 

by Hemaman & Perring, Pilgrim-street. 

^- — , May 16. — An unusually large meeting of the inhabitants of Darlington 
held, at which a petition to the House of Commons was adopted, praying the 
House to address the king to recall Earl Grey to the nation, and also to 

* John Hogg, Esq., to whom I am indebted for the above paragraph, says, " In what jear 
this school xftisfint fonnded, I cannot learn. The earliest notice of it, which I can find, is a 
grant from Bishop Orewe, dated March 20, 1720, to Thos. Davison, of Blakiston, Esq., and 
Bd. Chapman, Gentn., of certain copyhold houses and lands in the parifh of Norton, in trust 
for the better support of the master of the Free Grammar School, and his successors. Also 
certain leasehold houses and lands had been demised by the Bishops of Durham for a long 
period during the 17th century, for the terms of 21 years, to the vicars of Norton in trust, ' for 
the use of the school house, 'for the free teaching of 6 boys therein, and no other use whatsoever.'

would satisfy the country be granted. Similar petitions were adopted at other 
places in the district. 

1832, May 23.— In a committee of the House of Lords on the Eeform Bill, 
Lord Londonderry moved that Stockton should be substituted for Ghiteshead. 

, May 27. — The new church at Hurworth opened for public worship. 

It was built on the old site, and the square western tower is all that now 
remains of the old church. There is accommodation for 830 persons in the 
body and galleries of the church. The cost of the building was £1965. 

, May 30.— The "Mary Hall," of Stockton, seized at Sunderland, with 

10 tons of tobacco (smuggled), value £3000. The master (Dryden) and 
mate were committed to Durham Gaol, and afterwards sentenced to one 
month's imprisonment, and to serve in the navy 5 years. 

, May. — There was at this time living at Ferryhill a woman named 

Catherine Moralee, aged 112^. She was bom at Ley bum, Nov. 22, 1719. 
Her sight and hearing were a little impaired, but her memory was remarkably 
retentive. 

, June 1. — The royal assent given to a bill for establishing a harbour 

and docks at Hartlepool, and for constructing a railway. In 1830, private 
negociations had taken place with the Duke of Cleveland, with the view of 
converting Hartlepool into a shipping port ; and in 1831, Mr. Christopher 
Tennant having shown himself friendly to the scheme, application was made 
to parliament, and being pushed vigorously forward, an act was obtained. 

, June 1.— An ad; was also obtained for borrowing a further sum of 

£5000 for improving the Pier and Fort of Hartlepool, and for reducing the 
port cluwes, &c. 

, June 5. — The foundation stone of a new stone bridge across the Tees 

at Blackwell Eord laid. The bridge consists of 3 elliptical arches ; the centre 
one being 78 feet span, and the 2 side arches each 63 feet. A toll is levied 
on both horse and toot passengers. 

, June 7.— The Keform Bill received the royal assent. By this act the 

county of Durham was formed into 2 divisions, North and South, each to 
return 2 knights of the shire. Sunderland, Ghiteshead, and South Shields 
were created new boroughs, with the privilege of retnming^the first, 2 mem- 
bers, the two latter, one each. Durham city remained as before. The North 
Biding of Yorkshire to have 2 members, and Whitby one member. Thirsk 
andNorthallerton each to lose one of their two members. 

, June 12.— The passing of the Beform Bill celebrated at Darlineton 

by giving a public dinner to the operatives of the town, previous to which 
upwards of 8000 of them walked in procession round the town, preceded by 2 
bands of music, amidst the firing of guns, ringing of bells, and display of flags. 

, June 29. — A subscription having been raised for the purpose of giving 

a public dinner to the working classes of Stockton, to celebrate the passing of 
the Parliamentary Beform Bill, all the shops and places of business were closed 
during the day, and the green fitted up for the occasion. The day was beautiful, 
and the immense number of persons assembled to witness the festivities, com- 
bined with ringing of bells, firing of cannon, and other demonstrations of joy, 
rendered this one of the most interesting days ever experienced in Stockton. 
In the course of the morning, a grand procession of the trades, with their 
flags and banners displayed, and headed by the mayor and a number of the 
inmibitants, accompanied by a band of music, passed through the principal 
parts of the town, and then proceeded to the green. The following was the 
order of procession : The mayor. &c., ; sailors ; ship-carpenters (with 2 ban- 
ners) ; snoemakers ; grocers ; joiners ; potters (with 6 banners) ; weavers 
(with 8 banners) ; tailors; masons; bricklayers; founders; smiths; nailors; 
ropers; printers; blockmakers; curriers; sawyers; lead founders and rollers; 
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painters ; plumbers ; corkcutters ; millwrights ; and woolcombers. The 
dinner tables were well arranged, and the chair was taken by the mayor (Mr. 
R. Lamb), and the vice-chair by Q-. W. Sutton, Esq. More than 1700 persons 
sat do¥ni to partake of the good substantial meal provided, including about 
100 persons oesides the working classes. After dinner, various toasts and 
speeches, and music, both military and vocal, filled up the remainder of the 
afternoon. The Eeform Song (air '' Scots wha hae ") was sung with boist- 
erous applause. The expenses of the dinner amounted to £199 lis. 6d.* 

1 832, J uly 4. — A public dinner, given at Sedgefield, to celebrate the passing 
of the Beform Bill, when nearly 100 persons partook of roast beef and plum 
pudding. 

, July 4.— The royal assent given to a bill for enabling the Dean and 

Chapter of Durham to appropriate part of the property of their church to the 
establishment of a University in connection therewith, for the advancement 
of learning. 

, July 6. — A public meeting held at Stockton, and a committee formed, 

to co-operate with other towns in South Durham in securing gentlemen of 
knowledge and integrity, and of liberal and constitutional principles, to send 
to parliament. A similar meeting was held at Darlington, on June 22nd. 

, Aug. 17. — The Cholera Morbus broke out with great violence at 

Stockton. Out of a population of about 78U0 there were, during the months 
of August and September, 126 deaths from cholera. Hartlepool suffered still 
more severely, as the number of deaths there was 57 out of a population of 
1400. 

, Aug. 26. — A tremendous thunder-storm, accompanied by hail and rain, 

commenced this morning at Stockton, before 5 o*clock, and lasted above 2 hours, 
with little intermission. The hail was of immense size, and the fall of rain 
greater than ever remembered during a similar period in this neighbourhood. 
The demolition of glass amounted to upwards of £200. Great damage was also 
sustained in the gardens and orchards in the immediate vicinity. The same 
storm was experienced with great violence at Darlington and Staindrop. 

, Aug. 26. — The old burial ground at Stockton being found insufficient 

for the increasing population of the parish, a piece of ground at the south end 
of the town was set apart for the interment of persons dying of the cholera. 

, Sept. 11. — The shops at Stockton closed, and the day set apart for 

religious services, at the church and other places of worship, on account of 
the ravages of the cholera. The sermons, preached on this occasion by the 
Bevs. F. A. Faber and B. Webster, were published by T. Jennett. 

— — , Oct. 15. — Marton Lbdge, in Cleveland, the property and residence of 
the Bev. T. M. Budd, entirely destroyed by fire. 

, Nov. 13. — Wm. Cobbett, M.P., lectured in the theatre, Stockton, on 

Parliamentary reform, sinecures, pensions, tithes, &c., to a very crowded 
house. He lectured the previous evening at Darlington. 

, Nov. 30.— J. S. Buckingham, M.P., lectured in the Town -hall, 

Stockton, on British India, and gave a full account of our great Indian 
Empire, now about to be opened to British settlers. 

, Dec. I . — A daily post commenced between Stockton and the new port 

of Middlesbrough. 

, Dec. 18. — The nomination of candidates for the representation of 

South Durham took place at Darlington, in front of the Town-hall. John 
Bowes, Esq., was supported by H. Witham, Esq., of Lartington, and Bobt. 
Surtees, Esq., of Mainsforth, as his proposer and seconder ; B. D. Shafbo, £^.,

, A Chamber of Commerce formed at Stockton for the purpose of 

protecting the interests of the port| and promoting their advancement and 
miprovement. 

— — , A public school-room, capable of containing 100 scholars, and a house 
for the master, erected at Wolviston this year, by grants from the Bishop of 
Durham, the dean and chapter, and other sources, at a cost of £175. Twenty 
scholars are taught free, each for 3 years, for which the dean and chapter 
contribute £10 annually. 

' , The principal bridge across the Skeme widened and repaired. 

— — , The XJnion Shipping Company established about this tune [see Feb. 
24, 1853]. 

1833. — Jan. 14. — ^Wm. Henry, Marquis of Cleveland, created Duke of 
Cleveland. The dukedom had been eztmct since 1774. 

, Jan. 31. — ^A piece of plate presented to the Bev. J. Arrowsmith, 

late curate of Stockton, by his mends. Mr. Baisbeck officiated at the pre- 
sentation, and also presided at the dinner which followed. 

, Feb. 17. — ^A serious riot took place at Hartlepool, between the Irish 

and English labourers employed on the railway. On Monday (the 24th) the 
English party searched the town, and drove out every Irishman they could 
find. One was killed, another had his leg broken, and a great many on both 
sides were dreadfully cut and bruised. All the works were laid in, an express 
was sent off for the military, and a number of special constables were sworn in. 

^ March 5. — The "Middlesbrough," a vessel of about 300 tons, launched 

from the building yard of Mr. Laing, at Middlesbrough, being the first vessel 
built at this rising town. 

, March 20. — The Clarence Bailway Bill, for making a branch to Chil- 
ton, received the Boyal assent. 

f March 29. — A fire took place at Salter House, near Wynyard, a farm 

occupied by Mr. Newby, bv which f) valuable horses were destroyed and other 
considerable damage was done. The origin of the fire was not known. 

, April 30.— Died at Blackwell, near Darlington, Mrs. Brockett, aged 

101 years. 

, May 0. — A dreadful explosion of hydrogen gas took place at T 



well colliery, near Newcastle, by which 47 men and boys were deprived of life. 

, May 11. — A case came before the magistrates and a jury at the 

County Courts, Durham, in which Mr. B. Appleby, of Wolviston, and the 
Bishop of Durham, sought to recover a larger amount of compensation from 
the CLeurence Bailway Co. than had been offered, for the injury done to certain 
freehold property belonging to Mr. A., and to other leasehold ground held by 
him under the bishop, by the deviation of the company from the plan origi-

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nallj proposed for their line of railway below Haverton Hill. One of the 
eompauy's witnesses estimated the damage at JB1092 ; and one of the claim- 
ants' witnesses at £8800.

183S, June 1. — A meeting of gentlemen was held in London to consider 
the proposed measure of Mr. W. A. Brooks, G.E., for forming Port William 
in tne Tees Bay (the Hon. Admiral Fleming, M.P., in the chair), when 
a resolution approving of the measure was passed, and a numerous committee 
of management appointed. A second meeting was held on March 19, 1834, 
and about that time Mr. Brooks published a pamphlet entitled " Proposed 
Asylum, Harbour, and Naval Station at Eedcar, on the coast of Yorkshire, 
on the south side of the Tees Bay, to be called Port William. Projected by 
W. A. Brooks, Esq., G.£.,to be executed by Public Commissioners, appointed 
by the Legislature." 

, June 18. — The Clarence Bailway Bill, for extending the line from 

Samphire Batts to Saltholm, received the Boyal assent. 

, June 28. — An Act passed to enable the trustees of the charity school 

at Stockton to dispose of certain lands belonging to the charity, and to pur- 
chase others in lieu thereof. [This, being acted upon, enabled the trustees to 
add from £30 to £50 to the former income of near £200.] 

-— , June 30. — A small chapel opened for public worship in West-street, 
Middlesbrough, by the Unitarians. 

, July. — An ancient cemetery discovered at Hartlepool, in a field cslled 

Cross Close. Several small, inscribed sepulchral stones were found, which 
are supposed to have been rehcs of St. Hilda's convent. They were at the 
depth of 3^ feet from the surfiice, resting on the limestone rock, and each 
supported the skull of a human skeleton. Two of the gravestones, which 
bore mixed Bunic and Saxon characters, with a rude cross, have been de- 
eiphered to mean Sildeth^ the virtuou9j and Hilme, the meek. Another stone 
was found in 1838, bearing the inscription, GhrehUye^ or Berchtha. 

, July Ol — A piece of plate, accompanied by a purse containing 100 

guineas^ was presented by the inhabitants of Stockton to the Bev. Jas. CundiU, 
as a testimonial for his long and faithful services as their curate and vicar. 

, Aug. — Coals first delivered on the Stockton branch of the Ckrence 

Bailwmy. 

, Sept. 1. — ^The gale from the N.R, which commenced the previous 

night, continued the whole of this day, with the most tremendous seas re- 
membered, and incessant torrents of rain, occasioning, on the whole of the 
eastern coast, an immense loss of life and property. The works of Hartle- 
pool fortunately escaped injurv, but considerable damage was done to those at 
Seaham Harbour, and at Sundarland the breast- work of the South pier was 
washed away. The '' Eagle," Ckwson, from Stockton to Botterdam, with 
eoals and earthenware, was totally lost, near Homsey. The crew saved. 

— -, Sept. 7.^The Stockton and Darlington Bailway Co. commenced the 
substitution of Locomotive Engines, in lieu of horses, iat drawing coaches 
and goods between the two towns. 

, Sept. 30. — Wm. Haslewood, M.D., was elected mayor of Hartlepool. 

ne number of aldermen having, however, become too reduced to perform 
any legal act, and a writ of quo warranto having been served upon the mayor, 
he diadaimed the office a few weeks after his appointment. Thus fell into 
abeyance one of the most ancient corporations of the kingdom. 

, Sept. — ^Died at Stockton, Mr. Bobson, the celebrated painter, after a 

abort bat painful illness. He had come down from London oy one of the 
sleameara, and was on his way to Durham, his native place. The productions 
of hia pencil will long be regarded as proofs of that fine genius which was 
chiefly instrumental in raising the British School of Water Colour Painting 
to its pfeaent state. 
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1833, Oct.— The Bishop of Durham presented 3^ acres of ground to the 
parish of Stockton-upon-Tees for the purpose of erecting a second church and 
forming a cemetery ; and 1^ acres for a parsonage-house, garden, Ac, 

, Oct. 7. — The celebrated Faganini exhibited his wonderful performance 

on the violin, in the Stockton theatre. The receipts were about £80, the ad* 
mission to the boxes (which were crowded) being, on this occasion, 7s. 6d. ; 
pity 4s. ; gallery, 2s. 6d. 

, Oct. 10. — The Boyal Mail between Leeds and South Shields com- 
menced running (by way of Stockton and Knaresbrough) from Leeds at 5-30 
P.M., and from Shields at 8-15 p.m. [see July, 1835]. 

, Oct. 28. — Durham University opened. Fortv-five gentlemen were 

admitted members on the day of commencement, 19 of whom were students 
on the foundation. For the foundation of the University, the Dean and 
Chapter gave up property valued at upwards of £100,000. 

, Oct. 29. — Coals shipped at the Clarence Staithes, Stockton, the first 

time. 

— , Nov. 2. — A meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton was held, at 
which subscriptions were commenced for the erection of a church or chapel, 
and for inclosing the ground recently given by the Bishop of Durham for a 
cemetery. A numerous committee was at the same time appointed to collect 
subscriptions. 

, Nov. 6. — The " Paragon," a vessel belonging to the Stockton Shipping 

Co., took fire about 7 p.m., when at anchor near the Nore, and was totally 
deekrojed. The crew and passengers, together 16 persons, saved their lives 
by talung to the boat, but no part of their property was saved. 

, Nov. 16. — The Corporation Commissioners sat at the Town-hall, 

Stockton, to inquire into the system of civic government, and other matters 
relating to the borough. They held a sitting at Hartlepool on the 13th, for 
similar purposes. 

J Dec. 16.*— The Tees rose with great rapiditv to an unusual height; 

and as a labourer was attempting to secure some timber at the new bridge at 
Blackwell, it was swept away with the man upon it, and carried down the 
stream. His dangerous situation being observed on arriving at Croft bridge, 
he was removed by a boat, in a state of great agitation, and safely conveyed 
ashore. 

, Dec. 19. — ^As Mr. Edward Steele, late engineer to the Clarence Bail* 

way Co., and Mr. J. Wilkinson, of Stockton, wharanger, were returning from 
Barnard Castle, their vehicle (a gig) was accidentally upset near Piersebridge, 
when Mr. Steele was killed by a leaden waggon passing over his head. 

, During this and the following year near JE400 was expended on im- 
provements of the Assembly-room, Toim-hall, Stockton, and new furniture 
for the same. 

, The first Bank established in Hartlepool was a branch of Sir Wm. 

Chaytor's, in this year, and which was a few years afterwards merged in a 
branch of the Union Joint Stock Bank, commenced there in 1836, and dis- 
continued in December, 1846. 

, A Mechanics' Institution was commenced at Hartlepool this year, 

but meeting with small success it was suspended in 1836,' reopened in 1840, 
and again suspended in 1843 for a short time. In 1847, the establishment 
was re-organised, and its rules revised, and in 1849 a news room was begun. 

, A Wesleyan Chapel opened in Middlesbrough capable of holding 200 

persons. In 1846 it was remodelled, and galleries were added. 

^, About the year 1830, Mr. Charles Attwood, in one of his geological 

investigations, communicated his conviction that a large extent of valuable 
ironstone existed in Cleveland; and Mr. T. T. Hall states that, in 1833, he 
accompanied Mr. Brooks, then engineer to the Biver Tyne Commissioners, 
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** to examine and report upon these valuable iron ores;" but notwithstanding 
his report calling attention to the immense beds of ore existing, little notice 
was taken of the subject at this period [see 1846]. 

1834, Jan. 29. — The first seam of coal, 3 feet 9 inches in thickness, was 
won at Thomley colliery, the property of Sir Wm. Ghaytor & Co. The 
depth was 72 yturds. 

, Jan. 30. — ^A cargo of Hedley's West Hetton Coals shipped from the 

Clarence Eailway Co.'s staithes at Haverton Hill, on board the " Willing 
Mind," of Scarborough, being the first coals shipped from that place. 

, Feb. 11.— Died at Mainsforth, aged 54, Kt. Surtees, Esq., M.A. and 

F.S.A., the historian of the county of Durham. Mr. S. was a native of 
Durham. He received his early education at Houghton-le-Spring, then 
graduated at Oxford University, and studied the law in London. On the 
death of his father in 1802, he relinquished his connection with the profession 
of the law, and devoted the rest of his life chiefly to literary and antiquarian 
studies. Few men have ever enjoyed a larger share of public respect and 
private affection than this estimable and excellent gentleman. He numbered 
among his many friends and acquaintances Bishop Heber and Sir 
Walter Scott. His correspondence with the latter occupies a considerable 
portion of Mr. Taylor*s interesting memoir of him, given in the last volume 
of the History of Durham. On April 27th, a few weeks after his death, a 
literary society was established in his honour, called " The Surtees Society," 
which has for its object the publication of unedited MSS., illustrative of the 
intellectual, the moral, the religious, and the social condition of those parts 
of England and Scotland which at one period constituted the ancient kingdom 
of Northumbria. 

, Feb. 15. — A meeting of the friends of the Established Church 

resident in Stockton and the neighbourhood was held for the purpose ** of ex- 
pressing their sentiments, at a time when the avowal of attachment to the 
Establishment may be of the utmost importance." A declaration to that 
effect was agreed to, and the churchwardens were appointed to obtain signa- 
tures to the same. 

, Feb. 18. — The new burial ground at Stockton consecrated by the 

Bishop of St. David's. 

, Feb. 21. — A meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton (called by the 

mayor) was held to consider the propriety of petitioning parliament: 1st, For 
such reform of the Established Church as may increase its efficiency as a 
religious institution ; 2nd, For the removal of the admitted grievances of dis- 
senters ; and Srd, For the immediate abolition of church-rates. Mr. Cart- 
wright, of Norton, moved an amendment to the 1st resolution, which was lost, 
and the whole of the resolutions were carried by a considerable majority, and 
embodied in petitions to the 2 houses of parliament, which received 400 sig- 
natures, and were traosmitted to the Ea^l of Durham and Mr. Pease for 
presentation. 

, March 4. — A public meeting held at Stockton for protection of the 

trade of the town, at which Mr. Kaisbeck (chairman) brought charges against 
the Stockton & Darlington Eailway Co., of improper partiality towards Mid- 
dlesbrough to the disadvantage of Stockton. The meeting ended by the 
establishment of a Steam Packet Co., the election of 28 persons to form a 
Board of Trade, and the recommendation of various improvements. 

, March. — A Temperance society formed (or rather, revived) at Stock- 
ton [see 1830], the members to abstain entirely from the use of distilled 
spirits, except for medicinal purposes, and allowing the moderate use of other 
liquors. The society afterwards adopted the total abstinence principle. 

, March 12. — The "Stockton General Shipping Co." estabhshed for 

the purpose of purchasing vessels to be employed generally in the immediate 
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trade of the town; the capital to be raised by subscription shares of 
£10 each. 

18S4, March 16.— The "Stockton Commercial Shipping Co." established 
for the purpose of employing ships in the coal trade, or in the import and 
export of merchandize. The capital fund to consist of shares of £25 each. 
Mr. T. Laing was appointed manager for the first year. 

, March 15.— The County of Durham Agricultural Society established 

[see Sept. 5, 1842]. 

, March 31 —A Wesleyan Chapel opened at Thomaby Pottery. 

, April 3.— The "Hawk Packet," of Newcastle, and the sloop "Sisters," 

of Whitby, came in contact off Hartlepool early this morning. The " Sisters" 
sunk, and 3 out of 4 men were drowned. 

, April 7. — The Stockton Choral Society gave their first public concert 

in the Assembly-room, Town- hall. The pieces selected were principally from 
Handel. The number of performers about 50. Mr. Joseph Hill, leader. 

, May 10. — Died at Stockton, aged 78, Mrs. Elizabeth Crowe, widow 

of James Crowe. She left a legacy of JE20 to the Dispensary. 

, June 16. — A steamer commenced sailing between North Shields and 

Stockton, thrice a week, calling at Sunderland and Hartlepool each way. 

, July 29. — Mr. Green, accompanied by 2 females, ascended from 

Darlington in a balloon, and landed at Pilmoor House, near Croflb. 

f Sept. — This month, a cast-iron bridge was completed across the 

Skeme, at Darlington, affording a new communication between the streets at 
the east side of the market-place and the river. 

— — , Oct. 16. — Died at Stockton, Mr. Matthew Brown, aged 100. 

, Nov. 18. — The foundation stone of a new church at Stockton was 

laid by Archdeacon Thorpe, accompanied by the Mavor and Corporation, the 
magistrates, clergy, and buUding committee, after which, a cold collation was 
provided by the Corporation at the Town-hall. 

, Dec. 9.-- George Bobinson, a Bedcar pilot, at imminent peril, put to 

sea in a smaU boat, and succeeded in saving the lives of 2 boys who had been 
left by the life-boat (when it rescued the rest of the crew), lashed to the 
rigging of the brig " Mowbray," which had been wrecked near Bedcar. For 
tlus noble act a subscription was entered into at Stockton, and (in the follow- 
ing May) a silver tankard presented to him by Mr. Bd. Dickson, in the names 
of the subscribers. 

*-* — , A small chapel for the use of the Boman Catholics erected in Henry 
street, Hartlepool. On a slab over the door-way was the following inscrip- 
tion: — "This Duilding was erected by John Wells, and presented by him to 
the Boman Catholics, for the use of their religious exercises, at the request 
of Mary, his wife, A.D. 1834." On the building of a larger chapel in 18^, 
the smaller one was converted into a shop. 

, " A Guide to Croft, Dinsdale, Middleton, Darlington, Ac.," by J. 

Gordon, Esq., solicitor, Bichmond, was published at Darlington, this year. 
Mr. G. died at Durham, in 1837. He was an able antiquarian and philologist. 

, Acts of Parliament were passed this year (1) For making a railway 

from Durham to Sunderland, with a branch to join the Hartlepool railway at 
Haswell ; (2) To enable the Hartlepool Dock and Bailway Co. to make a new 
branch of railway to Durham, &c. ; (3) For making a railway from Blaydon 
to Hebbum, with 6 branches thereout ; and (4) For making a railway from 
the Hartlepool Bailway, near to Moorsley, to the Stanhope and Tyne railroad 
at XJsworth. 

1835, Jan. 13. — Messrs. Joseph Pease and John Bowes re-elected M.P.s 
for South Durham without opposition. 

, March 9. — That portion of the Newcastle and Carlisle Bailway lying 

between Blaydon and Hexham, 17 miles in length, opened to the public. 

D* 
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1835, June 8. — An oratorio given in Stockton Church for the benefit of the 
widow and children of John Atkinson, Jun., late a member of the Choral 
Society. Mr. Hill presided at the organ, and Mr. Wetherell waa leader of 
the band. After the expenses were paid the sum of £48 was left for the 
benefit of the family. v 

, June 10. — One of those dreadful explosions, so frequent in mining 

districts, took place in one of Mr. Bussell's collieries at Wallsend, by which 
26 men and 75 boys lost their lives. 

, Jtdy 6. — The mail coach between Leeds and South Shields ceased run- 
ning, after a continuance of less than 2 years. 

, July 9. — The Hartlepool Docks and Harbour opened for the shipment 

of coals and merchandize. The first shipment of coals was made in the 
" Britannia," belonging to Mr. Or, Sharp, of Sunderland, which proceeded to 
sea amid the ringing of bells, the firing of cannon, and the accuamations of 
the people assembled. The day was extremely fine. 

, July 11.— Coaches started to run daily on the Clarence Bail way, be- 
tween Stockton and Durham. 

, Aug. 26. — The sea rose very high at Hartlepool, owing to which, 

considerable damage was done to the town wall, by making breaches therein. 

, Sept. 8. — This morning a gentleman arrived at Stockton by the 

" Times " coach. From thence he went by railway to Darlington, arriving at 
which place he missed a £5 note ; and not having his purse out after leaving 
Stockton, he returned thither in. the afternoon, and making a diligent search 
at the spot where he had alighted from the ''Times," 8pee<£ly found the note, 
which had lain in the street upwards of 6^ hours. 

, Sept. 9. — ^The Municipal Corporations Bill, brought into the House 

of Commons by Lord John Bussell, on the 5th June, received the Boyal 
assent. [By this act the powers hitherto possessed by oumers of prop^ty 
were taken from them and transferred to the occupiers, " The constituencies 
of our new municipality are to consist of every male person, of full age, who 
on the last day of August in any year, shall have occupied premises within 
the borough continuously for the 3 previous years, and shall for that time 
have been an inhabitant householder within the borough, provided that he 
shall have been rated to the poor rates, and shall have paid them and all 
borough rates during the time of his occupation.'*] 

, Oct. 4. — An organ, purchased for the Unitarian Chapel, was opened. 

, Oct. 7. — A deed appointing trustees for the management of the 

Prissick Schools, Hartlepool, was enrolled in the High Court of Chancery. 
The bovs' school and the |;irls' school were built by Mr. John Wells, from 
money left to him by the wiU of Mrs. Elizabeth Prissick (who died in 1826). 
The endowment is £200 per annum, arising from ground rents. A thinl 
school has been built for infants, and the instruction in these schools is strictly 
conformed to Church of England tenets. 

, Dec. 3. — The revising barristers, under the Municipal Beform Act 

(Messrs. Brandreth and Park), held their sitting at Stockton. There were 
only 2 claims made to be placed on the burgess list, both of which were re- 
jected. The borough was to be divided into 2 wards (East and West Ward), 
each of them to return 9 members to the Council. 

, Dec. 22.— The new Church at Stockton consecrated bv the bishop of 

St. Davids. The building is G-othic, from designs by B. & J. Oreen, New- 
castle. It is built of stone. The tower terminates in an octangular spire, 
200 feet high. The interior has a gallery on each side, and one at the west 
end, on which the organ is placed. The church will accommodate .1200 per* 
sons ; part of the sittings are free. The income of the new church is about 
;£300. The cemetery appropriated to it contains near 5 acres. That belong- 
Ibg to the old church, which adjoins upon the north, 2} acres. 
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The groBs income of the yicar of Stockton was stated this year at JB294, 
subject to permanent payments of £47, and to the payment of a curate, £50. 
The income has since oeen increased to £300 a year from the bishop's demesne 
lands. 

1835, Dec. 24. — A public meeting held in Stockton to consider the yarious 
plans of railroads projected in the country, particularly the Great Northern 
line. After considerable discussion, in which Mr. G. Tennant and Mr. Pease, 
M.P., took the principal part, a committee was appointed to make enquiries. 

, Dec. 26. — Consiaerable interest was excited at Stockton at the first 

election of Councillors under the new act. The following gentlemen were 
chosen, yiz. : For the East Ward, Ghr. Lodge (24), Et. Lamb (23), C. Mar- 
tin (21), Wm. Eobinson (19), T. Walker (18), Eobinson Watson (17), Josh. 
Byers (16), G. Walton (16), and T. Jennett (14). West Ward, Bt. Jordi- 
son (29), Jos. Wade (25), S. Braithwaite (24), G. Applegarth (22). J. B. 
Walker (21), W. Skinner, Sen. (20), T. Heaviside (18), C. Coates (14), and 
Jos. Glaxton (13). On the dlst the election of aldermen took place, and the 
choice of the Council fell upon W. Skinner, Sen. (17), B. Jordison (16), C. 
Lodge (13), B. Lamb (13), B. Watson (12), and T. Walker (11). On the 
Ist Jan. 1836, Mr. Skinner was elected Mayor,* and Mr. T. H. Faber, Town 
Clerk ; and on the 7th, F. Thompson, W. Watson, T. Mills, Farrow, C. 
Swenne, and T. Jackson, were elected to fill up the yacancies made in the 
council by the election of aldermen. 

, A new school erected at Stokesley, at a cost of £198 ; and a master 

and mistress appointed, with a salary of £130, and an under master with £50 
[see March, 18141 

, A new church at Upleatham, an elegant building, in the Norman 

style, built this year, at the cost of only £450. The stone was obtained from 
a neighbouring quarry, free of expense ; and of the sum subscribed, the Earl 
of Zetland gaye £200. The church contains sittings for 220 persons. The 
register bo<3cs commence in 1654. 

, The first Shipping Company established at Hartlepool was called the 

Original Company. It was followed by the Oeneral Shipping Company the 
same year, the Union and Commercial Companies in 1838, and the Phcenix 
in 1843. The total capital of the 5 companies amounted to £179,144. Four 
of these companies were dissolyed during the years 1843^-1846. The Com- 
mercial liyed till 1851. 

1836, Jan. — ^A Temperance Hotel (the first) opened at Stockton about this 
time. 

— — , Jan. 13. — Bey. Samuel Warren, LL.D., the founder of the sect 
called "Wesleyan Association Methodists," held a public meeting at the 
Theatre, Stockton, when addresses on the present state of Methodism were 
deliyered by him, and by Messrs. D. Bowland, of Liyerpool ; Oraham, of 
Manchester; B. Parker, of Haughton; and B. Emmett, of Yarm. [Dr. 
Warren, a few years afterwards, took orders in the Established Church.] 

, Jan. 16. — Died at Monkend, near Croft, aged 85, Mr. Chas. Colling, 

the original breeder of the Durham short-homed cattle, with the celebrity of 
which breed his name is inseparably connected. 

, Jan. 28. — An awful explosion occurred at Hetton Colliery by which 

20 human beings lost their liyes. 

, Feb. 4. — At a meeting of the parishioners of Stockton to consider 

the advantage or disadyantage of dividing the parish into ecclesiastical dis- 
tricts, or of forming it into 2 separate parishes, the meeting was unanimous 
against any changes being made. 

* For the old mode of election, see page 60; and for the oaths of office taken by the major 
and all other officers of the corporation, as well as the forms and oaths used in the borough 
ooorts, &0., I beg to refer to Bnswttei's Stockton, 2nd edition, pp. 129—149. 
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1836, Feb. 13. — A meetiiig of the inhabitants of Stockton and the neigh- 
bourhood held to consider ^* the propriety of petitioning parliament for the 
repeal of certain enactments which are found to interfere with the constitu- 
tional freedom of the press.** Mr. G. Hardcastle, Wm. Mauleyerer, Esq., of 
Amclifie Hall, and Bey. W, Duffield, were the principal speakers; and 
petitions to parliament were agreed to, with yerj slight opposition. [This 
meeting was caused by a fine haying been passed on Mr. W m. Eobinson by 
the magistrates, for reprinting a handbill on the " Eathcormac Massacre,** 
which originally appeared in a daily paper, and refusing to giye up the name 
of his employer.] 

, Feb. 17.— A seyere storm, which commenced on the preceding eyening, 

and continued during this day, occasioned great damage along the east coast, 
and in the riyers Tees, Wear, and Tyne. At Stockton the riyer was higher 
than it had been known since HOt'), and yery great damage was done on both 
sides of it. At Seaton Garew the water flowed through the town like a riyer. 
In New Stranton and its yicinity 19 houses were completely gutted by water; 
and the new public-house at Hayerton Hill was entirely destroyed. A yessel 
went on shore near Seaton, and all hands perished. A Sunderland brig, near 
Hartlepool, cut away her mainmast, slipped her cable, sailed up the Tees, and 
was found in some fields neav Middlesbrough. The pottery at Middlesbrough 
sustained near £1000 damage. Part of the railway between Middlesbrough 
and Stockton was washed away. The cattle on the banks of the riyer were 
with difficulty sayed; and a number of sheep lost on the Carrs, opposite Stockton. 

, Feb. 19. — A public meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton held, at 

which it was agreed to petition parliament in fayour of the '' Durham South 
West Junction Bailway,*' haying for its object to connect the great Auckland 
coal-field with Stockton, by the shortest practicable route. It was intended 
to join the Chilton branch of the Clarence Bailway. 

, Feb. 26. — At a meeting of the Stockton Town Council it was dedded 

by a majority of IS to 7 that application should be made to Lord John Bua- 
sell for the appointment of borough magistrates, and the following gentlemen 
"were nominated for the office: John Stagg, timber merchant; H. B. E.Wright, 
solicitor ; Thos. Bichmond, iron merchant ; Bt. Lamb, iron merchant ; Thos. 
Walker, flax merchant; and Bt. Bayson, land agent. At a future meeting of 
the Council (March 29th) it was determined to dispense with magistrates 
for the present year, 2 only of the nominees haying consented to act. 

, March 8. — Died at South Shields, Mrs. Wetry Mackeyi aged 105. 

, March 12. — The Northumberland and Durham District Bank estab- 
lished at Newcastle. The capital to be £500,000 in 50,000 shares. In less 
than a month 40,000 shares were subscribed for. 

, May 7. — ^The " Englishman,'* Capt. Sharp, in leaying the riyer Tees, 

went aground on the Bar, and became a total wreck. 

, May 9. — A fire occurred at Hartlepool this eyening on the premises 

of Mr. Paddon, druggist. High street. The flames were soon extinguished, 
but the damage to the property was considerable. 

, May 23. — The prospectus of " The Durham County Coal Company" 

issued. The capital to be £500,000, in shares of JC50. The shares were 
quickly taken up, and the company soon afterwards leased royalties at Whit- 
worth, Byers Green, Gordon, Eyenwood, and Coxhoe. [This company was 
dissolyed in 1854, and about £5 per share returned to the shareholders. The 
pit at Whitworth Park had proyed a most disastrous speculation, and it was 
* laid in '* in 1841, after an outlay of nearly £40,000.] 

, June 21. — ^The Boyid assent giyen to an ''Act for separating the 

Palatine jurisdiction of the bishop of Durham from the bishoprick, and yest- 
ing it in the Crown." The County Court was abolished, and the future 
bishoprick held subject to the directions of parliament.

1886, June 29. — Dr. Ed. Maltbj, the new Bishop of Durham, was in- 
troduced at the King's leyee, and did homage on his appointment. He resigned 
the bishoprick in 1856, and died Julj 8, 1859, aged 90. 

— — , Juhr4. — The Great North of Engbind Bailwa^ Company incor- 
porated. The Company intended to haye made a through hne from Newcastle 
to York, with a branch from Woodend, near Thirsk, to Leeds. The act enabled 
them to make the most difficult portion, that from Croft to Newcastle ; but 
the intention of the promoters being altered, they obtained an act for the line 
from York to Darlington, which was opened in 1841. The line from Darling- 
ton to Newcastle was abandoned, and a separate body arose to complete the 
chain of communication. 

, Aug. 16. — A hay-stack, in Loyesome lane, belonging to Mr. James 

Hunter, of the Vane Arms, set on fire, supposed wilfully. John Dawson, 
who was committed to Durham gaol on suspicion, was tried at the following 
assises, and acquitted. 

, Aug. 23.~The Directors of the National Proyincial Bank of England 

succeeded to the business of Messrs. Wm. Skinner & Co., bankers, at Stock- 
ton and Darli ngto n, and opened branches at these places under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Wm. Skinner, Jun. There are also branches at Hartlepool, 
Barnard Castle, South Shields, Ac. 

, Sept.— The Tees Coal Trade Shinning Co. established at Stockton. 

^— , Sept. 1. — The Dissenter, a monthly periodical, printed and published 
by Wm. Bobinson, Stockton, commenced this day, and was continued to the 
end of 1887. The editor (Mr. Thomas Wemyss) published also a small tract 
this year, entitled *' Argument from Scripture that the Ministry of the Gospel 
oueht to be gratuitous." In publishing the Dissenter Mr. Weymss professes 
to haye neither party nor priyate ends to serye, his object being to assist with 
information or friendly admonition those who haye no object in view, but that 
truth may be finaUy yictorious. Mr. Wemyss, who in early life resided at York, 
was at this time resident at the Orange, Norton, and deyoted his time chiefly 
to purposes of education. He was intimately conyersant with the Hebrew 
ana Greek languages, and was the author of seyeral translations from the 
former; amongst others, the Book of Job ; also '' Biblical Gleanings," " Key 
to the Symbolical Language of Scripture," &c. Mr. W. died at Darlington, 
Apnl 10, 1841.

, Oct. 4.— The foundation stone of Trinity Church, Darlington, laid 

by Bishop Maltby. The style of architecture is Early English, the church 
consisting of a large naye, z aisles, and a porch tower on the south, in the 
second story of which is the Tcstry. There are 1010 sittings, 600 of which 
are to be free for ever. In 1843 a new organ, by Hoggart, was added ; and 
in November, 18d0, a dock was placed in the tower. 
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1836, Nov.— In this month workmen commenced the remoyal of the North 
gate in the old wall of Hartlepool. Being low and narrow, it had long heen 
abandoned as a thoroughfare. 

, Nov. 19. — A number of fishermen at Hartlepool were placed in great 

danger in consequence of a boisterous wind having suddenly arisen while they 
were engaged at a distance from the coast. There were at sea 26 boats, each 
containing 3 men, and there seemed at one time little chance of their escaping 
from destruction ; but the life boat was launched, manned by a gallant crew, 
and by her aid the whole were safely landed. 

, Dec. 2. — The inhabitants of Darlington were alarmed about 12 o'clock 

at night by a special messenger from Sadberge announcing that the house of 
Mr. Christopher Richmond of that place, tanner, was on fire. Two engines, 
with all necessary assistance, were immediately sent, and on their arrival the 
fire was found to have made devastating progress. The flames continued to 
rage with great fury till about 3 o'clock m the morning, when they were sub- 
dued. By the exertions of the firemen, a small portion of the house was 
saved, but all the furniture, save what was in a single room, and some valu- 
able papers and documents, were consumed. The house, with its contents, 
was not insured. Some members of the family had a narrow escape. 

, Dec. 4.— Stockton and the neighbouring parishes formed into a Poor 

Law Union, by Sir John Walsbam, one of the Poor Law Commissioners. 
The Union was called the Stockton Union, and was divided into the sub- 
districts of Stockton, Yarm, and Hartlepool. The Stockton sub-district con- 
tained the parishes of Stockton and Norton, and the township of Thornaby. 
The Hartlepool sub-district contained the parishes of Billingham (including 
tVolviston), Greatham, Stranton, Hart, and Blwick Hall, and the chapelry of 
Hartlepool. The Yarm sub-district comprises the parishes of Longnewton, 
Elton, part of Eediuarshall, Qrindon, Egglescliffe, Kirkleavington, Yarm, 
Stainton,West Acklam, Middlesbrough, and the chapelry of HighWorsall. The 
entire area of the Union was 83,774 acres, of which 19,657 were in Yorkshire. 

, Dec. 11. — Died at Stockton, Mr. Thomas Ward, aged 100. 

, Dec. 22.— A newly-erected Lighthouse on the pier at Hartlepool 

was publicly illuminated for the fi.rst time. The cost of its erection was 
about £200. 

, Dec. 23.-;-A storm of snow and wind commenced, and continued 

many days. Several vesHels belonging the Tees were lost or damaged. The 
mails from the south were delayed many days. 

, Dec. 25.— The Wesleyan Association Chapel in Eegent-street opened. 

It will hold about 200 persons. 

, Dee. 25.— Daring a heavy gale from the E.N.E. a Danish brig, in 

running for the Redcar shore, got among the breakers behind the rocks, when 
the crew, 9 in number, took to their boat, but were all swept away.' The 
Redcar lifeboat, nmuned by a crew of 21 men, attempted to save the Dauish 
seamen, but had the misfortune to lose one of their own crew, Wm. Guy a 
pilot. 

1836.— A general "turnout" of the potters at Thornaby took place this 
year, caused by the masters refusing to limit the number of apprentices. One 
journeyman only in each department refused to leave, and commenced the 
training of native apprentices. 

.—A Building Society established at Hartlepool this year. It was 

followed in 1842 by the Equitable, and in 1851 by the Independent. In 1850 
a branch of the Leeds Permanent Building Society was extended to Hartle- 
pool. 

. — Gas Works established in Hartlepool, the private property of Mr. 

J. A. West. They were purchased from him in 184U by the Gas and Water 
Company. 
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1836. — Acts of parliament were passed this year (1) For making a railway 
from Newcastle to North Shields, and (2) For enabling Messrs. J. & E. W. 
Brandling to make a railway from Gateshead to South Shields and Monk- 
wearmouth. 

1837, Jan. 8. — Professor Johnston commenced an interesting course of 11 
lectures on geology, at the Town-haU, Stockton ; and in the following month 
he gave 9 lectures on chemistry. 

, Jan. 9.— The river Tees much swollen by the breaking up of the ice. 

The new bridge at Sockbum was carried away ; and a great many houses in 
Yarm were inundated. 

, Jan, 21.— Died in Newcastle, aged 56, John Sykes, editor of the 

** Local Becords of Northumberland and Durham," and several interesting 
tracts on subjects connected with the history of the district. 

\ Jan. 30.— Died in the poorhouse at Sedgefield, aged 112, Ann Mit- 
chell (alias Nanny Whitelegs). She had been formerly an itinerant vendor 
of earthenware, and a woman of intemperate habits. 

, Feb. — A master mariners' society formed about this time for the 

purpose of affording relief to the members or their widows, when needed. 

, Feb. 3.— The first ship [the Coundon, 340 tons] built in Spence's 

new shipyard, Thornaby, was launched. 

, Feb. 1 1.— A drying stove in Thornaby pottery was discovered to be 

on fire about 5 p.m., but the flames were fortunately subdued about 2 hours 
afterwards. 

, Feb. 22. — ^The first election of Guardians for the Poor at Stockton, 

took place this day, when the Vicar, and Messrs J. Grey, Jos. Weatherall, 
B. Hay son, K. Eobson, T. A. Tennant, Bobinson Watson, and John Stagg, were 
chosen. These only remained in office until the regular annual election, on 
the 1st Thursday after the 25th March, when the only changes made at Stock- 
ton were Messrs. H. B. £. Wright and B. Lamb in the place of Messrs. 
Watson and Bobson. 

, Feb. 24. — The " Baby Castle," Grensides, a vessel belonging to the 

Merchant Shipping Company at Stockton, was wrecked on Salthouse Beach. 
There were only £'200 or £300 saved out of a cargo worth £6000. 

, March 2. — The office of Messrs. Skinner & Thompson, wine merchants, 

Stockton, broken into, and the sum of £134, consisting chiefly of bank notes, 
stolen, A reward of £50 was oflered for the conviction of the oflender. 

, March. — At the Durham Assizes the Corporation brought an action 

against T. Bichardson for the recovery of 12s. 6d. for anchora<;e and plankage 
dues, and got a verdict in their favour, thus establishing the bishop's right to 
these dues on the Yorkshire side of the river Tees. 

, March 2. — The acts passed in 1836 relating to Marriage, and to the 

General Begistration of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, came into operation. 
By the first act, marriages may be performed in any place of worship 
registered for the purpose, in the presence of the registrar and 2 witnetsea ; 
and persons objecting to this may marry before the superintendent registrar, 
or some registrar of the district, and in the presence of 2 witnesses. By the 
latter act, a general registry office is to be established in London, and unions 
and parishes are to be divided into districts, and registrars appointed, to whom 
parents and occupiers are required to give notice of births within their family 
within 42 days, and of deaths within 5 days. 

, March 25. — The Times Durham coach ceased running. 

, Maroii 31 .—The Byers Green branch of the Clarence Bailway opened. 

It is 5 miles in length, and connects that line with the coal fields of West 
Durham. 

, April 5.— The Stockton "Beading Society," which was established at 

the latter part of 1336, and met at the Temperance Hotel (Mrs. Waateirs)^ 
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No. 121, High-street, united with the MechanicB' InBtitution, which had for 
several jears been in a very declining state, the friends of both considering 
that as their objects were much the same a union would be for their mutuiS 
benefit. The united society, which was called '* The Mechanics' Institution 
and Beading Society," met this eyening at the Lodge, when rules were adopted, 
not materially different from those of the old institution, and officers appointed 
for the year. The subscribers were divided into 3 classes, the annual sub- 
scription being fixed at 10s., 6s., or 4s. John Cartwright, Esq., was chosen presi- 
dent ; Messrs. W. Bayley, H. £. E. Wright, and B. Bayson, vice-presidents ; 
Mr. E. Backhouse, treasurer ; Messrs. W. Benington and Josepn Clephan, 
secretaries ; and the following 15 were elected members of the committee, 
viz., Bevs. W. Duffield and W. Leng, Messrs. Jos. Elockton, T. Bichmond, 
T. Bandyll, Josh. Byers, B. Bald, Gt. Allan, G. Smith, Jos. Taylor, Bd. Nash, 
T. Scott, T. Dunn, and G. Walker. The Lodge was engaged for lectures and 
general meetings, and Mrs. Wastell's rooms for the library and committee 
meetings. [In 1848 the society removed to rooms under the Temperance 
Hall, Tennant-street, and in 1851 to Corporation Hall, which they had 
purchased.] 

1887, April 6. — ^A public meeting held at Stockton, to take the case of the 
suffering poor in the Highlands and Islands of ScotUnd into consideration. 
A subscription was commenced which amounted to above £1()0- 

, April 16. — A remarkable day, there being an incessaoit fall of snow 

and sleet the whole day, such as is rarely witnessed at this season, both in 
this district and throughout the north of England. At Middleton Teesdale 
the snow was drifted to the depth of 15 feet. 

, April 22.— The five quarter seam was won to-day at Crowtrees Col- 

lienr, laying open about 1600 acres of the West Hetton coal field belonging 
to Wm. H^ley & Sons. The seam was in great perfection. 

, May 24. — This being the day the Princess Victoria attained her 18th 

year, it was celebrated at Stockton by public dinners at the Town-hall, Black 
Lion, and other inns. In the afternoon a ship named '' The Princess Victoria" 
was launched from Spence's yard, near the bridge. At Darlington the poor 
were regaled with roast beef and plum pudding. 

, June 24. — ^The Queen Alexandrina victoria was proclaimed in the 

market-place at Stockton. 

, July 8. — This being the day appointed for the interment of the late 

king, it was observed in the different towns with the greatest respect. At 
Stockton there was a religious service at the old Church, and a sermon preached 
by the Bev. G. Newby, from Psa. xc, 12. 

, July 12.— The Clarence Bail way Bill to alter, amend, enlarge, and 

explain the powers of former acts, received the Boyal assent. 

, July 12—16. — The counties of Durham and Northumberland were 

visited with dreadful thunder storms, at intervals, for 5 days in sucoeasion, 
doing great damage. At Stockton, on the 14th, the thunder and lightning 
were accompanied by hail ; and on the same day, at Bedcar, a boy was' killed 
by the lightning. 

, Julv 2z. — Two men and 2 boys belonging to the " James," a Perth 

vessel, which was lying with a cargo of coals at the Clarence Staithes, Stock- 
ton, were suffocated in consequence of the coals taking fire during the night 
from the negligence of the coal trimmers in placing their candles against the 
ceiling of the vessel. 

, Aug. 1. — Writs having been issued for a new parliament in conse- 
quence of the death of the King, the election for South Durham took place 
tnis day, when Messrs. Pease and Bowes were elected without opposition. 

, Aug. 13. — About midnight a fire was observed in the workshops of 

Messrs. Middleton A Sons, of .Darlington, tannenf and curriers. Altaough 
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fire-engines were brought to plaj upon it, the fire spread rapicHy ; but bv the 
exertions of the firemen the flames were confined to the workshops, which 
were entirely destroyed. Two engines were sent for to Stockton, but before 
their arrival the fire was in a great measure extinguished. The damage was 
estimated at from £2000 to £6000, but the property was insured. 

1837, Aug. 20.— The brig "Fanny," of Stockton, took fire, when off Filey, 
and was totally destroyed. She belonged to the Stockton Shipping Company, 
which lost a vessel in a similar manner in Nov., 1833. 

, Sept. 5. — Died at the Banks Cottage, near Durham, Count Joseph 

BoruwLaski, the celebrated Polish dwarf, aged 98. Though of diminutive 
formation, his height being short of 3 feet, his person was of the completest 
symmetry. He was buried in Durham Cathedral, his remains being placed 
near to those of Stephen Kemble. He visited Stockton, and other places in 
the neighbourhood, in October, 1800. His autobiography, publishea in 1820, 
gives a faithful idea of the lively little writer. 

, Sept. 27.— Died at Heighington, aged 66, Capt. W. P. Cumby, RN., 

C.B. He was first lieutenant of the "Bellerophon," m the memorable battle 
of Trafalgar, and his captain being killed in the action, the commasid pro, tern. 
devolved on him ; and in 1806 he was promoted to the rank of post-captain 
for his gallant conduct on that day. 

, Nov. 6. — ^As the steam-vessel " Freedom" was towing 2 ships out of 

the river Tees, the boiler burst, and the vessel was blown up, and immediately 
sunk. There were 3 men on board, 2 of whom were much injured ; but the 
master, John White, lost his life by the accident. 

, Nov. 9.— The ship " Stafford," Haswell, with fiax, from Botterdam to 

Stockton, run down near Flamborough Head by a loaden collier. Crew saved. 

, Nov. 18.— The Gateshead Observer, and Newcastle, Durham, and 

Northumberland Advertiser, a weekly newspaper, commenced. 

, Nov. 25.— A meeting held at the Town-hall, Stockton, this day, by a 

considerable number of the inhabitants favourable to the erection of a building 
for the transaction of the rapidly increasing business of the town, and came to a 
resolution to erect ''a commodious and handsome public building, containing an 
Exchange, a public meeting room, a news room, a library, a museum, and 
other apartments, suitable for commercial, litenury, and scientific purposes." 
In Februarv following, Mr. Wm. Bayley, as chairman of the " Stockton Ex- 
change Buildings Co.," read a report of the committee, recommending the 
purchase of a building in Dovecot street, the property of Mr. Sutton (formerly 
the ancient residence of the Bunting famil^r), having a frontage of 22 yards, 
and a depth of 16 yards ; and also the adjoining property belonging to Mrs. 
Atkinson. The recommendation of the committee was approveo, and an 
amement made for the purchase of the former for £675, and the latter for 
£1012, with the addition of 200 shares (of £10 each) in the project. Archi- 
tectural plans and designs for the proposed edifice were advertised for, and 
16 were sent in and exhibited in May, and a selection made of one estimated 
to cost £^500 ; but differences of opinion arose on this and other matters, 
and the company was dissolved, after incurring expenses to the amount of 
£501, a considerable portion of which arose from having to compensate Mrs. 
Atkinson for rescinding the contract. 

, Dec. 6. — In consequence of an explosion of foul air at Springwell 

Colliery, near Newcastle, 27 men and boys unfortunately perished. A similar 
accident occurred at this colliery in 1833. 

, Dec. 20.— A great storm of wind and rain during this and the pre- 
ceding day. The rivers in the counties of York and Durham, particularly the 
Wear and Tees, were much flooded. At Bradford and Wakefield great losses 
were sustained. At Stockton a man named Hogg was drowned near Brown's 
bridge, in' consequence of the swoUen state of the Lustrum beck.

1837, Dec. 29. — The parish of Stockton-on-Tees divided into 2 ecclesiastical 
districts. The order for assigning the boundaries of the Trinity Church dis- 
trict appeared in the London Qazette this day. The division of the town runs 
firom the river up the centre of Einkle street, crosses the High street south 
of the Townhouse, and up the centre of Dovecot street and Mill lane. 
Hartbum and Preston are in the Trinity district. 

-An act obtained by the commissioners of the Hartlepool Pier and

This was followed by the es- 
tablishment of the slip-way on the Middleton shore. The total number of 
ships built up to 1851 was 44, of which 32 were by Messrs. Denton & Co. 

. — British Schools built at Middlesbrough K>r 120 boys and 100 girla, 

and a grant obtained from the School Society of £150. 

. — ^An act for making a railway, to connect the Great North of Eng- 
land, Clarence, and Hartlepool Sailways, was passed. 

. — The Pleasures of Home and other poems, by Henry Heavisidea, 

published. T. Jennett, printer. A new edition was ttdled for in 1840, and 
a third in 1859. 

1838, Jan. 3. — The Sunderland Beacon, a weekly newspaper, commenced by 
John Kitchen. The Northern Times, another Sunderland paper, the Ist 
number of which appeared Oct. 4, 1839, was afterwards incorporated with 
the Beacon. 

, Jan. 8. — Snow -fell for the first time this winter, and the storm con- 
tinued, with little intermission, until the latter part of the month. The frost 
was, some portion of the time, extremely intense. On the 27th a public 
meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton was held, and a subscription opened, 
** for the purpose of distributing among the necessitous poor such a quantity 
of coal, bread, and potatoes, as may be deemed expedient." 

— — , Peb.— The " Stockton Conservative Association" established at a 
public meeting held for the purpose, and a committee and other officers ap- 
pointed. The association was to embrace the polling districts of Stockton 
and Se^field. 

Feb. 14 —A silver tea-pot presented to Mr. T. Coser, of Stockton, by 

the mayor (Mr. C. Lodge), on the part of the subscribers, " for the fidelity, 
Ac., with which he had for many years discharged the duties of assistant- 
overseer," Ac. 

— -y Feb. 20.— A " Mutual Marine Association" formed at Stockton. At 
this time there were nearly 200 vessels connected with the port. 

— — , Feb. 22.— At a meeting of the Stockton Town Council, the appoint- 
ment of a Borough Commission of the Peace was agreed to, and the foUowing 
names proposed to be sent to Lord John Eussell, viz., the mayor (Mr. Chr. 
Lodge), and Messrs. T. Walker, T. Eichmond, Cuth. Wigham, and W. Alcock. 
[Mr. Walker withdrew his name.] At the same meeting bye-laws were 
adopted for the government of the borough. 

, Feb. 26.— A great fall of snow on this and the preceding day. The 

Newcastle and Leeds coach unable to proceed further south than Castle Eden, 
until the evening of the following day. 

, A{;ril 13. — As the brig "Mary," Eobson, was proceeding out of the 

Tees this night, she struck heavily on the bar. A steamer of Hartlepool 
came to her assistance, but the water increased so much on her that she 
could not be kept afloat, and eventually sunk in about 4^ fathoms at low water. 
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1888, April IC— A new organ, built by Mr. T. Charlton, waa opened at 
the Catholic chapel, Stockton, by Master fiayley, son of Mr.W.Bayley, solicitor. 

, May 1. — A railway coach commenced running between Stockton and 

Hayerton Hill on Wednesdays and Saturdays. 

, May 18. — ^The new church at Stockton opened for divine senrice. 

Sermons were preached in the morning by the Archdeacon of Durham ; and 
in the afternoon by the Vicar of Stoclcton. In the eyening, Prebendary 
Townsend preached at the old church. Collections were made in aid of the 
funds of the new church, after each sendee. 

, May 18. — ^A fire was discoyered in a house in West row, occupied by 

Bt. Eden, a shoe-maker ; but before an entrance could be effected, the poor 
man had died from suffocation. The fire was soon extinguished. 

, May 19. — ^The Stockton Boroush Magistrates held their first meeting. 

, April 17. — A cattle show was held at Billingham for the first time. 

Mr. John Jackson, brewer, was the principal promoter of it. Notwithstand- 
ing the un&yourable state of the weather, it was pretty well attended, and the 
admirers of fine cattle were not disappointed. A subscription was entered 
into for the show of 1889. 

— — , June 18. — The Newcastle and Carlisle railway opened from Bedheugh, 
a little to the west of Oateshead, to the cilr of Carlisle. 

^ , June 21. — ^A large public meeting neld at Stockton, when a j^roposi- 

tion to macadamize the east side of the Town house was almost unanunously 
negatiyed. 

^ , June S8. — This being the day appmnted for the coronation of Queen 

Victoria, it was generally obseryed as a noliday in all parts of the kingdom. 
At Stockton the shops were closed during the day, ana a little after 10 a pro- 
cession started from the Town hall, and passed through the principal streets 
of the town. The procession was headed by the Stockton band of music, 
which was followed oy 24 of the late yolunteers, with the colours belonging 
the corps ; the mayor, aldermen, and councillors ; magistrates ; clergy and 
other ministers ; the masters and scholars of the yarious schools ; master- 
mariners and sulors of the port ; Hayerton Hill band and glass workers ; 
members of the different clubs ; band of music ; the different lodges of odd- 
fellows ; ancient foresters ; rechabites ; the tntdes ; inhabitants, 6 abreast ; 
police-officers. Each society proyided its own regalia, fiags, and banners. 
At half-past 11 the procession halted before the old church, and attended 
seryice there, the Eev. G. Newby (yicar) preaching from Proy. iii. 6., a dis- 
course on the blessings of our civil and religious establishments. After ser- 
yice a dinner was giyen, consisting of beef, bread, and ale, to aboye 600 poor 
persons (not receiving parochial relief.) In the afternoon the school children 
(a yery large number), and the Bechabites and others, had tea and cake on 
the green. The ringing of the bells and firing of cannon at intervals, and the 
beauty of the day, added much to the pleasure which all seemed to enjoy on 
this occasion. On the 6th July following, the ladies' and gentlemen's com- 
mittees, with a few friends (altogether near 100 persons) had a tea-party on 
the green. The Stockton band played during the evening, and countiy dajices 
and singing were carried on with great spirit until half-past 9. 

, Jidy. — ^The officers of the Customs at Stockton seised upon 27 large 

cases of machinery for the linen manufacture, which were about to be ex- 
ported to Botterdam. 

, July 24. — The foundation stone of a new church, on the scite of the 

ancient chapel at Middlesbrough, was laid by Mrs. Hustler ; and on Aue. 
27th and 2oth, a bazaar, under high patronage, was held in aid of the build- 
ing fund. 

, Aug. 14.— The Stockton and Port Clarence Steam Packet Co. estab- 
lished for carrying goods and passengers between Stockton and Haverton Hill| 
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Fort Clarence, and Middlesbrough. A packet commenced running between 
these places on the 27th, but meeting with small encouragement was, after a 
month or two, discontinued. 

1838, Aug. 28. — The foundation stone of a Weslejan Methodist Chamel 
was laid in Northgate, Hartlepool. It was opened for worship in 1839. The 
building will seat about 700 persons, including 150 free sittings. 

— — , Aug. 31. — One of the stands on the Stockton race ground fell with 
aboTe 100 persons, .one of whom had his arm broken. A young woman was 
also much injured this day, being knocked down by one of the horses whilst 
she was crossing oyer the course. 

, Sept. — Flans laid down for a new town in Thomaby township, to be 

called South Stockton. 

^ Sept. 17.— Died at Castle Eden, aged 81, Eowlimd Burden, Esq., 

M.F. for the County of Durham from 1790 to 1606. The county, amongst 
many other beneficial measures, was chiefly indebted to him for the escablish- 
ing of a turnpike road from Sunderland to Norton ; and soon after for the 
grand design of connecting Sunderland and Monkwearmouth by means of a 
lofty iron bridge. 

, Oct.--In this month an organ was placed in St. Hilda's church, 

Hartlepool; and in the course of the year, the fljring buttresses, one of which 
had fallen down, were restored. Several of the footpaths into the church- 
yard were also stopped. 

— y Oct. 5. — South Stockton Building Society established. 

— , Oct. 8. -Bishop Maltby (who had preached in the new church at 
Stockton on the precedmg day), and the clergy of the neighbourhood, were 
entertained by the mayor and corporation with a cold collation. 

- ■ -, Oct. 12. — Mangiamele, the calculating boy (a Sicilian), gave speci- 
mens of his extraordinary powers, at the Black Lion Hotel, St^ton, this 
evening. 

— — , Oct. 18. — A public meeting was held at Stockton to consider *' the 
expediency of placing the life-boats at Bedcar, Seaton, and Hartlepool, on some 
certain and permanent establishment," when it was decided to ask for a vol- 
untary rate of 3d. for every vessel clearing from the port of 150 tons and 
under, and 6d. for every vessel above 150 tons, to be collected at the custom- 
house. 

, Oct. 29. — The Duke of Sussex (being on a visit to the Earl of Zet- 
land) visited Middlesbrough, when a public breakfast was given on the occa- 
sion, which was verv numerously attended. Addresses were presented to the 
duke from the inhabitants of Middlesbrough, by Wm. Hustler, Esq. ; and 
from the Corporation of Stockton, by the mayor (Mr. C. Lodge), &c, Mr. 
Hustler presided at the entertainment ; and amongst other gentlemen present 
were the Bishop of Durham, Lord Dundas, Sir S. Crompton, Bt., M.F., Sir 
Wm. Foulis, Bt. ; Messrs. H. Lambton, M.F., A. White, M.F., Jos. Feaae, 
M.F., H. Yansittart, Josh. Crompton, £. Appleby and W. Mauleverer ; Col. 
Hildyard ; the mayors of Stockton and Bichmond, &c., Ac. 

-~-.-The Stockton and Durham County Bank established. Capital, 
£150,000, in shares of £20 each. The prospectus stated that the opening 
out of various railways and branches, the increase of the exports of the port 
and of ttsde generally in the district, held out favourable prospects for the 
establishing of such an undertaking ; the increase of productive industry re- 
quiring a corresponding au^entation of banking facilities, and that expenence 
had shown that these facilities can be best secured by the joint stock bank« 
ing system. A provisional committee was appointed, and the requisite capital 
in a short time subscribed. 

. — In consequence of a grant of £600 towards building an additional 

church in Stockton, from the Incorporated Society of London, a considerable 
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niunber of sittiiigB were set apart in the pariBh churchy and declared free 
for ever. 

1838. — ^An ahns-houae erected at WolTiaton by the Marchioness of Lon- 
donderry, canable of accommodating 6 poor women. 

.~A Dranch of Mesars. Backhouse & Go.*s bank established in Hart- 
lepool, this year ; and a branch of the National Provincial Bank of England 
in the following year. 

1839, Jan. 7. — One of the most violent storms experienced for man^ years 
took place this day. At Darlington, Stockton, and other places, wall% chimneys, 
&c., were blown down, and various accidents occurred. At Sadberge the 
tower of the new church, containing the bells, was blown down, and fell into 
the body of the building. The storm was still more destructive about New- 
castle, Durham, and many other parts of England. 

, Feb. 19.— Died, aged 72, Lawrence Dundas, Earl of Zetland. He 

married in 1794, Harriett, daughter of G^n. John Hale, and by her had 2 
sons and 3 daughters. He was created Earl of Zetland in 1838. His eldest 
son (Thomas) succeeded him in the title and •estates. [The late earl was the 
22nd in lined and direct descent from Uthred, son of Gospatric, the 1st earl 
of March, whose descent from the royal race of the Saxon kings of Engluid 
is sustained by the concurrent testimony of various learned historians and 
antiquaries.] 

f Feb. 19.— Dovecot House, standing at the east end of Dovecot street, 

Stockton, was taken down, chiefly at the expense of the Corporation, the scite to 
form a part of the public street. The Corporation also purchased the 
Bunting property, situated at the north side of the street, for the purpose of 
erecting on its scite a building to contain rooms suitable for public 
business. 

y March 18.— The Great Northern, Clarence, and Hartlepool Junction 

Bailway opened, and the first shipment at Hfurtlepool from the new 
colliery at Kelloe, belonging to Thomas Bichmund Ghde Braddyll, Esq., took 
place. 

, March 19.— A dreadful accident occurred on the Clarence Bailway. 

The coach train from Crow Trees to Stockton had reached the curve on Mains- 
forth Cam, when the engine was thrown off the line, and precipitated over 
the embankment. The train consisted of 2 coaches, the first of which was 
dragged half-way down the embankment, when the connectin|j bar fortunately 
broke. The passenciers escaped unhurt, but 3 men (the engine-man, stoker, 
and guard) were killed, their bodies being so horribly mutilated by the engine 
rolling over them that it was with difficulty their remains could be 
removed. 

, March 20.-^ The Newcastle Bank (Sir M. W. Bidley, Bt. & Co.) 

which had been established 84 vears, was incorporated with the Northumber- 
land and Durham District Bank. 

, April. *A steam-packet commenced running daily between Stockton 

and Middlesbrough, calling at each trip off Port Cl^nce. This second at- 
tempt to establish a river packet for passengers, &c., like the first, ran only 
2 or 3 months. 

, April 2.— The foundation stone of a Bottle House laid at South 

Stockton, near the railway. This was the first work of the kind undertaken 
on the banks of the Tees. 

, April 11.— A public meeting held at Stockton to take into considera- 
tion the bill (now in parliament) for the formation of a harbour at Bedcar, 
the expenses of constructing and maintaining which, were to be defrayed by 
a passing toll on shipping. A number of gentlemen addressed the meetinj^, 
amongst whom were Messrs Baisbeck, T. Simpson, Jos. Pease, M.P., W. 
Fallows, Jos. Taylor, and T. Walker. Besolutions were passed for opposing:

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the progress of the bill, and a committee appointed for that puipoae.* The 
bill was lost in parliament. 

1839, April 15.— Petitions in favour of Penny Postage w«re pfeeented from 
Stockton, and other places, to the Lords, by the Marquis of Giereland, and 
to the Commons, by Joseph Pease, Esq., M!.P. Petiticms for the same object 
were agreed to by the Stockton Corporation, in the following month. {^ An 
Act for the further regulation of the duties on Postage/' received the Koyal 
assent on the 17th August.] 

, May. — The works of the Stockton and .Hartlepool Bailway were 

commenced this month. This line was carried into effect without the authority 
of an Act of Parliament, ]>rivate arrangements having been made with the 
owners of the property required. It commenced by a Junction with the Clarence 
Bailway near BiUingham, and terminated at tilartlepool, being rather more 
than 8 miles long. The engineering works comprised a viaduct of 92 brick 
arches at Greatlmm meadows, and a clay embaniment alongthe sea-shore for 
a distance of 3 quarters of a mile. The viaduct is about 700 yards long and 
90 feet high, ana is founded on piles, driven to a depth in some places of 60 
feet. The capital of the company was £60,000, in shttrss of £80 efieh 
[see November 12, 1840]. 

y May.— A building society formed at South Stodcton. 

, May.— During tins and the 3 following months considerable alarm 

was felt at Stockton by the proceedings of the Chartists, who held numerous 
meetings, chiefly in the market-place, their speakers usin^ language of a veiy 
inflammatory nature. On July 20 and 23, 200 of the mhabitants enroUea 
themselves as special constables ; and on the 27th, 2 companies of the 77th 
regiment ([Enniskillen) arrived, temporaiy barracks being provided for them 
in the national school-room. On Aug. 19, Byrne (a Chifftist delegate), when 
attempting to addr^s a large and tumultuous assembly, was taken into cus- 
tody, and he, with Owen, the chairman of the Stockton Chartists, was com- 
mitted to take his trial at the next assizes. The military left the town on the 
26th September. 

, May 2.— The lights placed in the river Tees exhibited for the 1st 

time. There were 2 towers erected a little northward of Seaton, and 2 upon 
the Bran Sand, and one floating light at the entrance to the river. The chan- 
nel from thence to Middlesbrough had 11 fixed and 1 large light. 

, May 3.— The foundation stone of a cotton mill was laid in South 

Stockton. 

, June 18.— The Newcastle and North Shields Bailway, about 6} miles 

in length, opened ; and also that part of the Brandling Junction lutilway 
which connects South Shields and Monkwearmouth. The railway from Gates- 
head to South Shields and Sunderland (another part of the Brandling) was 
opened September 6. 

, June 18.— A violent storm of rain, with thunder and lightning, 

almost incessant from to 7 p.m. At Byers G-reen a railwav labourer was 
killed by the lightning. A similar storm occurred on the 27th June. 

, June 28. — An appalling explosion occurred at Hilda Wallsend Col- 
liery, South Shields, occasioning the loss of 50 lives. 

, July 4.— A bill for making a railway from Crook and Billy Bow to 

the Byers Green branch of the Clarence Bailway, to be called the West 
Durham Bailway, received the Boyal assent. 

— — , July.— Siieveral trees, of great thickness, and a cannon ball, found in 
digging a bond pond on the Garrs, South Stockton. 

*The 2 parallel rangei of rocks, called the Salt Soar and Bast Scar Bocks, extending into 
the sea at Bedoar 1| miles in length, and half a mile apart, were intended to form the natural 
piers or breakwaters of the harbour, wliioh would enclose an area of 510 acres, and save, iu it 
was said, an expenditure of above one million sterling. 
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1830, July la— The *'Soath Stockton" branched, being the flnt yessel from 
the building yard at South Stockton, situated opposite to Clereland Bow. 

f July 18. — ^The first cargo of coals firom Comforth Colliery, the pro- 
perty of Messrs. Eippon, of North Shields, shipped at HartlepooL 

9 July 26. — ^Bules and regulations for the goTemment of " The Stock- 
ton Branch Anti-Corn Law Association*' adopted. 

y Aug. -Sir W. Chaytor, Bart., sold the Witton Castle estate to D. 

Madean, Esq., M.P. for Oxford, for about je96,000; the purchase money 
howerer was never paid, and Mr. Maclean becoming bankrupt in 1846, the 
property was, in 1851, resold to Mr. H. Chaytor for £68,540. 

, Aug. 6.— Officers appointed, by tne Stockton Commissioners for 

lighting and paving, to act as a police for the town. 

, Aug. 10.— Died at Hartlepool, aged 100, Hannah Sharp. 

-— , Aug. 27. — A Bazaar (^ned at Darlingtcm for the purpose of liquidat- 
ing the debt on Trinity church. The aggregate proceeds amounted to JS707. 

«-- — , Sept. 12. — ^Died at Leeds, sudd^y, Mr. Christopher Tennant, the 
originatiNr of the Clarence Bailway, and one of the principal promoters of 
the Hartlepool docks, &e. He was buried at Hartlepool to the 20th, 

— ^-, Sept. 21.— John Watkin, of Whitby, for using seditious language at 
a Chartist meeting in Skinner street, Stockton, was bound over to take his 
trial at the following assizes. 

y Oct. 5.^The first number of " The Hartlepool, Stranton, and Seaton 

Herald," was published at Hartlepool by J. Procter. It was discontinued 
after a sh(^ Irial. 

— — , Oct. 19.— Thos. Gray, a servant of Sir Wm. Foulis, Bt., killed by 
coming in contact with a steam-engine, whilst driving a cart and 3 horses 
across the railway at South Stockton. The coroner's jurv on the 21st returned 
a verdict of manslaughter against Matthew Appleton, tne engin^man, with a 
deodand of £1400 on the engine. 

^— , Oct. 28.— The Hartlepool Lodge of Odd-Fellows commenced. "Its 
objects are the mutual support of the members, by providing, with an aUow- 
ance fat subsistence, medical attendance during sickness, and the payment of 
a certain sum of money on the death of a member or his wife.*' Tne Ancient 
Order of Foresters was established on the 16th Nov. foUowing, embracing 
similar objects. 

— — , Nov. 19. — The provisions of the Countv Constables Act adopted for 
the county of Durham, the number of constables to be 81, beinff one to 
every 2000 inhabitants. Major Wemyss was appointed chief constable. 

— — , Nov. 30 — The foundation stone laid of Corporation HaU, Stockton. 
The mayor was accompanied to the place by the borough magistrates, the 
town-derk, aldermen and council, and a large number of the respectable in- 
habitants of the town and neighbourhood. After the usual ceremonies were 
performed, of inserting beneatn the stone copies of the 5 weekly papers of 
the county, the sUver coins of Queen Victoria, a shilling token and a penny 
token of Christopher & Jennett, a plate with an engraved inscription, which 
included the names of the building committee, architect (Mr. W. Kawstome), 
contractors, and others concerned in the building, the mayor performed his 
part, and afterwards made a short and animated speech, in which he contrasted 
tt^ present appearance of Stockton with its former state when he, a boy of 
10 years of age, first came to the town, which then contained only from 2 to 
9000 inhabitants. The procession then returned to the Town-hall, where a 
large party partook of wine and dessert in honour of the interesting ceremo- 
nial ot the oa^. The scite on which Corporation Hall was built, formed only 
part of that intended for the larger building, projected by the Exchange 
Buildings Co. [See p. 177.] It was proposed that the present erection 
should contain a Justice room, &c., a post-omce, library, and news room; but 
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with the exception of a news room^ it was confined to Coiporation uses, until 
purchased in 1851 for the Mechanics' Institution. 

1839, Dec. 7. — A doubt havins been expressed hj the town-clerk and a 
portion of the Council as to the legality oi Mr. Jennett's re-election to the 
office of mayor, on the ground that in accepting that office on the 9th Nov. 
1^38, he vacated his office of alderman, ana consequently at the dose of his 
mayoralty he ceased to be a member of the council, and was therefore ineligible 
to re-election in 1889 ; and opposition having also been made to adding to 
the number of members of the watch committee, appointed at the annual 
meeting, as being illegal, the friends of the mayor obtained the opinion of 
Sir Wm. Eollett, which was in favour both of the mayor's election and of 
adding to the number of the watch committee. [At their next quarterly 
meeting the 2 borough magistrates (Mess^. Lodge and Bichmond) and Mr. 
J. E. Walker, were elected on the watch committee.] 

, Dec.— A fish, known as the Opah, or King Fish, was caught near 

Hartlepool. It measured 5 feet 4 inches in length, and weighed 6J stones. 

. — .Mr. Thomas Lambert, of Stockton, has construct^ a neat 

model for gates, toT)e used at the crossings of railways. The gates turn on 
centres, and are so simple and complete that one man can open both of them 
at one time, with the greatest facibty. When open, they prevent any one 
passing on the railway, and admit the progress of carriages, carts, &c., on both 
sides of the turnpike. Each gate is also furnished with an elevated, circular 
signal, containing a lamp, which turns with the gate, so that whether it be 
night or day, persons at a great distance will be enabled to see when 'Danger* 
is announced. — Sunderland Serald. 

. — ^This year there were at Hartlepool 90 vessels, measuring about 

22,050 tons, and representing a capital of £208,800. At the close of 1654 
there were registered in the port 173 sailing vessels, measuring 35,993 tons. 

— ^— .— Miss Chilton, of Mshbum Hall, left by will £200 stock for the 
education of poor children belonging to the township of Fishbum. 

1840, Jan. 1. — ^A United Secession chapel, capable of holding 500person8, 
was opjened at Hartlepool by Eev. Q-. Young, D.D., of Whitby^. The con- 
gregation was formed a few years before this, and in 1847 umted with the 
"Belief" church, and took the name of "United Presbyterians." 

- — , Jan. 10. — ^The Penny Postage rate was commenced this day.* 

, Feb. 10. — ^An omnibus commenced running twice a day (Sundays 

excepted) from the Eailway Hotel, Stockton, to the Bailway Tavern, near 
Castle Eden, for the purpose of conveying passengers by railway to Sunder- 
land. 

y Feb. 10.— The Queen's marriage, this day, was celebrated at Stockton 

by the closing of shops, public dinners, balls in the evening, and by raising a 
considerable subscription, which was expended in the purchase of about 160O 
lbs. of bacon, and 300 bushels of potatoes, and, with 100 tons of coals (given, 
by the coal-owuers), distributed amongst the poor during the following week. 

, March 9. — An Infant School opened in Begent street, Stockton. 

Children from 3 to 8 years of age are admitted. Towi^ds the erection of the 
school the Corporation gave, in 1835, a liberal donation of £100, and after- 
wards the further sum of £200 for 20 shares in the building. 

, March 27. — ^The workshops of G. Hewitt, joiner, and Et. Laverick,

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chair-maker, in Dovecot street, Stockton, were burnt down this morning. 
The loss in stock, tools, Ac,, suffered hj them and a few other persons, was 
estimated at above £300. A public meeting was held the following day, and 
a subscription set on foot which amounted to £163 2s. Od., out of which 
£14 were paid to those who gave assistance at the fire, and the remainder to 
the sufferers in proportion to their losses. 

1840, March SO. — A riot took place at Middlesbrough, in consequence of a 
number of Irishmen being engaged for excavating the docks in place of 
Englishmen, who had refused to work without higher wages. Several of the 
latter were tried at the next Northallerton sessions for assaulting, &c., the 
Irish, and sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. 

^-— , April. — The mail from the south commenced dispatching the mail-bag 
for Stockton, direct from Entercommon, and letters were delivered at 8 f.h. 
instead of the following morning. 

y May. — New offices for the Tees Navigation Co. were commenced 

building in Thistle Green, Stockton. Buildings also were commenced in 
Smithfield, in the paddock lately belonging to Mr. E. Christopher, now the 
Bcite of James street. In May, 1841, the building of Garden place com- 
menced on the scite of the beautiful garden, late the property of Mr. Allison. 

, June 9. — ^The house of Mr. George Cusson, in High street, Stockton, 

was robbed of various articles of plate, Ac, Several other robberies took 
place about the same time in Brunswick and Skinner streets, &c. 

, June 12. — ^The West Durham Bailway, extending from Byers Green, 

near Black Gbte, was opened. The remainder of the line to Billy Bow was 
opened June 15, 1841. [This line was, in 1851, in the possession of mortga- 
gees, but has since become a very profitable undertaking.] 

, June 16. — ^A goods train on the Stockton and Darlington Bailway 

took firo, when near Stockton, and a quantity of merchandize, worth nearly 
£1000, was destroyed. 

, June 27. — ^A meeting of the Stockton Corporation held for the pur- 
pose of addressing the Queen on her providential escape from assassination. 

— — , June. — ^The first Provident Building Society established in Stockton. 
Shares, JC60 each. Monthly subscriptions, 5s. per share. 

, June SO. — The floating light, at the entrance to the Tees, was removed 

for the purpose of re-coppering its keel, when upwards of 7 tons of small 
mussel shells were founa adhering to the bottom. 

, July 3. — ^A steam corn-mill erected on the Quay side, Stockton, be- 
longing to Mr. T. Wren, miller and com merchant, commenced its operations. 

— — , July 28. — Died at Cowes, Isle of Wight, a^ed 48, John George 
Lambton, Earl of Durham. He was succeeded in the title by his son, George 
Frederick D'Arcy Lambton. 

, Aug. 24. — In consequence of the opening of the North Midland and 

other railways, a new nostal arrangement came into operation by which letters 
from London (via Leeas) arrived in Newcastle in about 20 hours. At Stock- 
ton, letters were delivered 4 hours earlier. 

, Sept. — " The Buin, and other poems," by Thomas Watson, Junr., of 

Stockton, published. J. Jordison, Middlesbrough, printer. 

, Sept. 2. — Two girls, aged 9 and 6, drowned in a pond opposite 

Clarence Terrace, Stockton. 

, Sept. 24. — A Bazaar held at the Town-hall, Stockton, on this and 

the 2 following davs, in aid of the funds of the New Church. On the '25th, 
a Ball at the Black Lion Hotel, and on the 28th, a Dinner was given for the 
same purpose. 

, Sept. 26.— The New Church at Middlesbrough consecrated by the 

Bishop of Durham. The building cost £2500, of which £1200 was obtained 
from the Bazaar, and j£500 from the Church Building Society. 
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1840, Oct. 1. — The Oburch at Hurworth having been greatly enlarged and 
beautified by the rector, the additional buildings were this day consecrated by 
the Bishop of Durham. 

, Oct. 23. — ^The interesting event of opening Corporation Hall was 

celebrated by a par^ of gentlemen taking wine and dessert, followed by tea 
and coffee, in one of the principal rooms of the building. A band of music 
played outside some portion of the evening, and at the close there was a dis- 
play of fireworks. The magistrates held their first sitting in the new Justice 
room on the 25th. 

, Nov. 2. — ^Died in London, aged 72, Sir Anthon]^ Carlisle, sui^eon, a 

native of Stillington, particularly eminent as an anatomist, physiologist, and 
naturalist. In 1793 he was appointed surgeon to the Westminster Hospital. 
In 1829 he filled the office of President of the College of Surgeons. He was 
appointed Surgeon Extraordinary to George lY., when Prince Eegent, and 
was knighted by him at the first levee he held as king. Sir Anthony owed 
his position to the activity and industry with which he pursued the various 
departments of science connected with his profession. To medical literature 
he made many contributions. 

— — , Nov. 10. — The Rev. Wm. Duffield, who was about to leave Stockton, 
delivered his concluding lecture on chemistry to the members of the Mechanics' 
Institute ; after which the President, on behalf of the subscribers to the 
testimonial, presented him with a Silver Coffee Pot and Plated Cake Basket, 
the first article bearing this inscription — "Presented to the £ev. Wm. Duffield 
by the members of the Mechanics' Institution in token of their high esteem 
and gratitude.— Nov. 10, 1840." 

, Nov. 12. — The Stockton and Hartlepool Eailway first used for the 

conveyance of coal. It was opened for the conveyance of passengers and 
general merchandize, Feb. 10, 1841. [See p. 182.] 

, Nov. 22.— The brig " General," belonging to the General Shipping 

Co., Stockton, lost at St. Agnes, on the coast of Cornwall. The master 
(Shipley) and the whole of the crew perished. 

, Dec. 7. — ^The new dock at Hartlepool opened for traffic. It was com- 
menced in March, 1839, and the undertaking comprised a tidal harboucr, 20 
acres in extent, and 2 wet docks, each upwards of 7 acres. 

— — , Dec. — Died at Norton, aged 105, Mary Wilkinson. 

, Dec. 10. —At a public meeting held at Stockton respecting the pre- 
servation of life and propertv at sea (the Earl of Zetland in the chair), it was 
resolved that " the Shipwreck and Life Boat Societies now existing in this 
place be incorporated, and form one society, for the purpose of providing a 
competent number of Life Eoats, of rewarding their crews and other persons 
who may exert themselves in the saving of life, and of establishing such stations 
for rockets and Capt. Manby's apparatus, as may be deemed expedient, and sup- 
plying all other means which may be recommended for preserving lives and 
Property in cases of accident by sea, and that such society be denominated 
?he Tees Bay Life Boat and Shvptoreck Society ^ 

, Dec. 12. — The market established at Middlesbrough was held the 

first time, this day (Saturday). 

, Dec. 24. — The Great Northern Advertiser and Commercial Herald, 

a weekly publication, first published at N ewcastle, this day. It was distributed 
gratuitously till March 25, 1841, when it was enlarged. On Sept. 30, 1843, 
it appeared under the title of the Newcastle Advertiser. In June, 1845, it 
was purchased by the proprietors of the Courant, who discontinued its pub- 
lication Aug. 1, 1848. 

, A National School erected at Middleton, near Hartlepool. It is a 

large brick building, with some ornamental display on the south. 

.—The great increase of trade in the port of Stockton since 1836 may 
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be seen bj a compariBon of that year with the present year. In 1886 the 
number of yeaselB belonging to the port was 1*26 ; .tonnage, 17,894. In 1840 
there were 272 vessels ; tonnage, 51,886. The customs duties in the former 
year were £64,477 ; in the latter, £97,225. 

1840. — ^An Act was passed this year for enabling courts of justice to admit 
non-parochial registers as evidences of births or baptisms, deaths or burials, 
and marriages. The registers are required to be in the custody of the 
registrar-general. 

1841, fan. 4.— The Great North of England Bailway, from York to Dar- 
lington, opened for the conveyance of coals and merchandize; and on 
March 31st for passengers. 

, Jan. 16. — In consequence of the inclemency of the weather and the 

distressed state of the poor, a subscription was entered into at Stockton for 
their relief. The amount raised Tabove £140) was expended in 410 stones of 
meal and 9910 quarts of soup ; the former given, the latter sold at Id. per 
quart ; 128 waggons of coals (the gift of several coal-owners) were also ais- 
tributed amongst the poor. 

, Jan. 17. — Considerable floods in the Tees, Wear, and other rivers, 

occasioned by the breaking up of the ice. GUie damage to the shipping, &c., 
at Sunderland, was estimated to be £91,000. 

, Jan. 17. — Died at Sedgefield, aged 101, Mrs. Marv Graggs ; and on 

the 18th, at Morden, near Sedgefield, aged 102, Hannah Mall. 

, Jan. 23.— The first part of the " Local Historian's Table Book of 

remarkable occurrences in the counties of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Northumber- 
land, and Durbum,'* was published by M. A. Bichardson, of Newcastle. The 
work was afterwards completed in 8 vols. 8vo., and divided into 2 parts, viz., 
Historical and Legendary. 

, Jan. — ^The brig " Elton," belonging to the Commercial Shipping Co., 

Stockton, lost at sea. 

, Feb. — Numbers were affixed, during this and the following month, 

to the whole of the houses in the streets of the borough and town of Stockton. 

f Feb. 9. — Congratulatory addresses, on the birth of the Princess Boyal, 

were sent to the Queen from the borough Council of Stockton. 

, Feb. 9. — The railway from Stockton to Hartlepool formally opened. 

The festivities of the day concluded with a dinner at Stockton, at which H. 
Yansittart, Esq., presided. [See p. 186.] The railway was opened for general 
purposes the following day. 

, Feb. 19. — At about 10^ p.m., this evening, a fire was discovered to 

be raging in the mansion of Lord Londonderry, at Wynyard Park, and not- 
withstanding the utmost exertions of the servants, a considerable portion of 
the building was consumed before the flames were got under. The fire was 
first observed to be issuing from the chapel, which was then in course of 
erection, and was the first to fall a prey to tne fiames. A large picture gallery, 
the principal drawing-room, and the conservatory were next destroved, and 
the fiames then spread over the main body of the building. Despatches were 
sent for fire-engines in every direction, and in the mean time all the plate and 
books, most of the pictures, and many other valuable moveables, were happily 
saved from destruction. The fire-engines from Stockton and other places 
soon after arrived, and all chance of saving the principal building being then 
hopeless, every effort was devoted to preserve the apartments of the Marchioness 
in the east wing, and that portion of the structure was fortunately uninjured. 
By 7 o'clock the 'fire became exhausted, two-thirds of the mansion having 
then been destroyed. The principal part of the furniture, a number of valu- 
able pictures, and one of the finest collections of tropical plants in the kingdom, 
fell a prey to the fiames, and the damage altogether was estimated at upwards 
of £15,000. The cause of the fire was never ascertained. The building was 
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•rected from designs by Wyatt, upon the scite of s hail, long the residence of 
the Tempest famuy. It was commenced in December, 1822, and would have 
been finished in a few months. 

1841, March. — ^The election of the Stockton Guardians this year was re- 
markable for not being contested, the old guardians (Bevs. O. Newbj and 
K. K. CoUinson, and Messrs. Gh-ey, Wright, Weatherall, Stagg, Bichmond, 
and Bobsonlf filling the office a second year. The second occurrence of the 
kind took place in 1860. 

, March 13. — An explosion of gunpowder occurred in a room in Union 

street, Stockton, occupied by a woman named Gibbon, who had been using a 
small quantity to light her fire. The ceiling of the room was destroyed, and 
the door and windows shivered. to pieces ; but though the woman and a little 
boy were blown with sreat violence into the street, they escaped unhurt. 

, March 18. — ^The trial, " Eev. G«o. Marwood, of Busby Hall, vertug 

the Earl of Harewood and Isaac Garbutt, of Mandale,'* took place this day 
at York. The claim made by Mr. Marwood (lessor of the plamtiff) was to a 
considerable tract of land wnich formerly formed the bed of the river Tees 
(on the Yorkshire side), and which, about 1828 or 18*29, had, bv the operations 
of the Tees Navigation Co., been left dry, and become valuable land for 
agricultural purposes. A verdict was given for the defendants. The trial 
was merely an enquiry into a question of right, without any personal feeling 
on the one side or the other. 

-—•, March 26. — ^A man named John Bobinson, who had been confined in 
the lock-up at Stockton, on several charges of felony, pulled down, during the 
night, the fire-place of the room he was confined in, made a hole through the 
wdl with one of the iron bars, and escaped. 

, April 7.— The completion of the Great North of England Bailwar 

caused an acceleration of the mails, and on this day the letters, &c., which 
left London the previous evening, arrived in Newcastle at 1-30 p.m., having 
reached their destination in 16^ hours, a saving of 3^ hours. [See p. 185.1 

, April 19. — A meeting of the parishioners of Stockton (called by the 

churchwardens) was held to consider the expediency of making a rate for de- 
fraying the expense of enclosing the new burial ground, estimated at JESOO. 
A motion, made by Mr. Wright, that a voluntary subscription should be 
raised for the purpose, was agreed to. 

, April 19. — A dreadful explosion occurred at the Bigge pit, at Wel- 
lington Colliery, near North Shields, by which 32 persons were deprived of 
life. 

— — , May 23. — ^A handsome chapel built by the Wesleyan Association 
Methodists, in Paradise Bow, Darlington, was opened for public worship. 
It will seat near 600 persons, and has commodious school-rooms attached. 
The premises were erected at a cost of about £2700. 

, May 31. — The Eoimdation stone of the new Boman Catholic Chapel 

at Stockton was laid by Bishop Mostyn and Bev. W. Hogarth. [See July 7, 
1842.] 

, May 31. — A railway excursion to Castle Eden Dene, by the members 

of the Stockton Mechanics* Institution, took place this day. This visit was 
distinguished by a lecture on Geology, given by Professor Johnstone, in one 
of the romantic situations which that place supplies. 

, June.-— Stockton promoted to oe a third-class port. 

, June 7. — The census of England and Wales taken this day. Stockton, 

including Preston and East Hartb urn, contained 10,071 inhabitants; Norton, 
1628; Middlesbrough, 5709; Thomaby, 1485; Hartlepool, 5236. 

, July 6. —Parliament having been dissolved on the 23rd June, the 

nomination of members for South Durham took place this day at Darlington. 
John Bowes, Esq., was proposed by Messrs. U.. T. M. Witham and Josepli 
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Peaae ; Lwd Hanr Vane by Meesra. J. Allan and G. Silvertop ; James 
Faner by Meesra. M. Fowler and D. Maclean, M.P. At the close of the 
poU the nombera were, for Vane, 2547; Bowes, 2483; and Faner, 1739. 
This electioa was the most costly which ever occurred in South Durham; and 
Mr. Bowes afterwards declared that his expenses, during this and the previous 
contest, exceeded £30,000. Much angry feeling was excited during the 
election, which broke out into actual riot at Darlmgton on the 28th June, 
when the Town hall was much injured, and the police had to run for their 
lives. 

1841, July 22.— A race took place on the Tees between 6 boats, from New- 
port to the Floating Light, and oack again, a distance of about 20 miles. The 
race was won by the '< Water Wagtail," in 3 hours and 5 minutes. 

— - — ^ Aug. 30.— Several names added by the Duke of Cleveland to the 
Commission of the Peace for the county of Durham, viz., Messrs. C. B. 
Bewicke, John Stam, John Page, Bt. Appleby, and others. 

f Sept. 24. --%e Queen granted a new charter of incorporation to the 

borough 01 Hartlepool, the Corporation having been extinct since 1833. Mr. 
W. YoUum was appointed mayor by this ins&ument, which simply revived 
the old charter of 1593. Mr. W. J. Y oUum was elected mayor on the following 
4th of October. [See Dec. 5, 1850.] 

^ Oct. 19. — ^A man, named Bobinson, having unsuccessfully attempted 

to shoot Mr. Harrison, of Stockton, grocer, as he passed the '' Brown Jug " 
{Norton road), for revising to lend him £5, committed suicide by shooting 

-^— , Oct. 22.— The Elephant Bock, a remarkable natural curiosity on the 
sea shore, near Hiirtlepool, thrown down during a high sea. 

, Oct. 31.— The new organ, built bv Mr. Thos. Charlton, for the Wes- 

leyan Methodist Chapel, Stoclrton, opened by Mrs. Hill. The cost of tiie 
organ was £300. 

, Nov. 14. — ^The brig " Susannah" (the property of the Commercial 

Shipping Co., Stockton), wrecked, during a storm, opposite to Coatham, and 
all nan£ (nine) lost. 11 other vessels came on shore near to the same place, 
2 of which went to pieces. 

, Nov. 26. — A public meeting held at Stockton to promote a subscrip- 
tion for the relief of tne distressed poor, by supplying them with soup and 
potatoes. Hie delivery of the soup commenced the 23rd December. 23,830 
quarts of soup were sold at Id. per quart, and 736 bushels of potatoes at a 
reduced price. 1 10 waggons of coals were also distributed. Tne total cost 
was £190. 

, Nov. 29.— A public meeting held at Stockton to consider the experi- 
ment of macadamizing a portion of the High street (now begun), when an 
almost unanimouB vote decided agaiast the continuation of the work. 

J Dec. 27. — Elton church, after being nearly rebuilt by the rector, was 

reopened. It is a humble edifice, capable of accommodatmg 100 persons. 
The gross income of the living is stated to be JC180 per annum, upon which 
Are charged permanent annual payments amounting to £10. 

. — A chapel built at Middlesbrough for the use of the Primitive 

Methodists. 

— . — ^Acts of Parliament obtained this year for paving, lighting, watch- 
ing, cleansing, and otherwise improving the town of Middlesbrough and the 
neighbourhood ; for the West Durham Bailway Co. to raise a further sum of 
money, and amending their act; for the Durham and Sunderland Bailway Co. 
similar powers ; and for the G-reat North of England Bailway Co. to amend 
and enlarge the provisions of their acts. 

. — A school-house erected at the north end of the village of Stranton. 

It is called Fulthorpe's school, and derives its support from property left by 
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the Bey. Ghr. rolthorpe, in 1707. It is managed by 6 truteesi of whom the 
Ticar of Stranton, for the time being, is the acting trustee. 

1841. — " The Bard, and minor poems," by John Walker Ord, ooUected and 
edited bj John I'odge, Stockton, and published by Simpkin, Mai^hflJl A Go. 

1842, Jan. 10.^1%e Shildon Tunnel, one of the peatest railway works in 
the country, opened with much ceremony and rejoicmg. Hitherto the Bishop 
Auckland coal field had been connected with the coast by a series of inclines, 
entailing great loss and delay in transit ; and to obviate these inconveniences 
this tunnel was projected, and the work commenced April 23, 1839. The 
tunnel is l300yar(b long, and is constructed for 2 lines of railway. Its 
greatest depth from the siirface is 120 feet. Its breadth is 21 feet at the 
point whence the arch springs. It cost £100,000. 

, Jan. 26.— The ceremonial of christening the Prince of Wales took 

place this day, and was celebrated throughout the country with suitable 
demonstrations of joy. Shops and places of business were almost everywhere 
closed. 

, Jan. 26.— Three bags of tobacco taken from 8 men near Newport, 

and several more afterwards found, altogether weighing 6048 lbs., on which 
the duty would have been £934. Two of the men escaped. 

, Jan. 26.— A snow storm, said to be the greatest which had occurred 

for ^ years, was experienced in South Durham. The streets in ParKngton 
were so much blocked up that many shops remained closed all day. When 
the thaw set in 2 boys (Bobert and Thomas Swales) were drowned in Fortrack 
lake by the breaking of the ice. 

, Jan. 29.— Died in London, aged 76, William Henry Vane, Duke of 

Oleveland, Lord Lieutenant of the county of Durham. 

, Feb. 2.— Died in Stockton, aged 86, Balph. Stoddart, the oldest sea- 
man in the port. He fought under Nelson at the battle of the Nile. 

— ;— , April.— There were upwards of 70 houses untenanted in Stockton 
at this time. 

— — , April.— The subscriptions for supplying the noor at Stockton during 
the last winter with soup and potatoes amount^ to JE238. 523,830 auarts en 
soup were sold at Id. per quart; and 736 bushels of potatoes, and 112 tons of 
coals were distributed. 

, May 12.— The dock at Middlesbrough, which had water admitted 

into it first time on 19th March, was this day opened for business. It has an 
area of 9 acres of water surface, and is entered by a channel rather more 
than a quarter of a mile in length. There is capacity for 150 sail of large- 
sized vessels, and in moderate spring-tides there is 25 feet of water in the 
dock, and 19 in the channel. 

, May 17. — At a numerous meeting of the Stockton and Cleveland 

Agricultural Association and others interested in the success of the agricul- 
turist, and desirous for the improvement of farming stock, held in the Cor- 
poration Hall, Stockton, rules for the management of the said association 
were agreed to. 

, May 20.— A well, supposed to have been closed since the demolition 

of Stockton Castle, discovered within its precincts. The surface, for several 
inches deep, was covered with gravel, beneath which were found a large 
number of tiles. 

, June 18.-^ A bill for completing the railway communication between 

Newcastle and Darlington, by a railway, to be called the Newcastle and 
Darlington Junction lUUway, with a branch at Durham, received the Boyal 
assent. 

, July 7.— The Boman Catholic Chapel in Norton road, Stockton, 

opened with the usual ceremonies. It was dedicated by Bishop Mostyn, and 
sermons were preached in the morning and evening, by the Bev. B. W. Sib- 
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thorpe. The musical parts of the aerrioe were chanted by the Stockton and 
Hartlepool choirs, assisted by Miss Whitnall, from Liverpool, the £ev. W. 
Knieht presiding at the organ. The building, which cost about £7000, is in 
the Gothic style of architecture, from designs by Pugin, the present chapel 
forming the nave of the general design, the aisles, Ac., to be added when 
required. It has two large school-rooms adjoining, also a cemetery, contain- 
ing 242 squaro yards. The Bev. J. Duffdale, minister of the chapel, to whose 
creat exertions the Catholics were indebtedjprincipally for the new building, 
died, much lamented by them, Oct. 10, 1847, aged 41. 

1842, July 11. ---Died at Darlington, aged 108, Mrs. Eliz. Hurworth. 

, July 26.— The burial ground atkched to the Church at Seaton Carew 

consecrated by the Bishop of Durham. 

, Auffust. — ^The quantity of salmon caught in the Tees during this 

season was larger than any previously known. One boat netted, at one tide, 
110, amongst which were 16 very large salmon. Several boats took from 30 
to 60 each. The price was proportionably low, from 8d. to 6d. per lb. 

, Au^. 6.— ^MessrB. J. Sta^g and T. Bichmond, of Stockton, whose 

names were inserted in the Commission of the Peace in August, 1841, by the 
late Lord Lieutenant, the Duke of Cleveland, qualified as ]i£igistrates for the 
county, at the adjourned Quarter Sessions in Durham. The following gentle- 
men, who owed their elevation to the Sibrquis of Londonderry, the present 
Lord Lieutenant, qualified on the same occasion, Messrs. W. Alcock, of Stock- 
ton; T. W. Waldy, of Egglesdiffe; W. Anderson, B. Anderson, and J. W. 
Boxby, of South Shields ; and J. Scott, N. Horn, and W. Ord, of Sunderland. 

, Aug. 10.— A violent storm visited Stockton and the vallev of the 

Tees. At Darlington, several houses were struck by lightning, and tne print- 
ing office of Coates A Farmer, at that place, set on fire, but the fiames were 
soon extinguished. 

J Auff. 22 — The Duke of Cambridge arrived at Stockton on his way 

to WynyarcC to be present at the festivities consequent on the coming of age 
of Lord Seaham. The Corporation presented him with an address, and after 
he, with Lord and Lady Londonderrv, Ae., had partaken of an elegant colla- 
tion prepared for them, he proceedecf to Wynyard. At Wynyard, a dinner 
took place upon the lawn, of which between 700 and 800 of the Marquis's 
tenants and dependants partook. A whole ox was roasted for the occasion. 

1 Aug. H^.— During a thunder storm which occurred this evening, a 

young man, named Proud, was killed by the lightnins at Lamb's Close, near 
Hutton Henry. At Castle Eden a woman was killed whilst nursing a child ; 
and at Thorp a woman was struck blind, and a field of barley set on fire. 

, Sept. 6.— The County of Durham Agricultural Society, established

, Oct. 27.— Died at Stockton, aged 103, Mrs. Jane Parrow. 

, Nov. 4.— The wife of T. Prest, a labouring man, residing in Halton's 

yard, Stockton, administered laudanum to herself and her 3 children, one of 
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whom, s boj 3 years old, died. She idterwards attempted to hang henel^ 
but was pieyented, and sent to a lunatic asylum. 

1842.— The North of England Agricultural Sociely established at Oieat 
Ajton this year by the Society of Friends. Its objects are to give a religions 
and useful education to children not members of the Society, out connected 
with it, and to children of its members under certain circumstances. The 
boys are to be educated a portion of their time in agricultural and other use- 
ful manual employment ; and the girls to be taught knitting, needlework, and 
the different aepartments of housekeeping. Ijie bill of admission is £8 
per annum. Children admitted when 9 years old, and to leave the school 
when they have attained the age of 14, except by leave of the Committee. 
The number of children in IS43 was 36 boys and 24 girls. At the outset 75 
acres of land were purchased for £6500, and a contribution of £5000 made 
towards its funds. 

. — ^Amongst the acts of parliament passed during the year relating to 

this district were the following, viz., an act for the abandonment of a portion 
of the line of the Great North of England Bailwav ; an act to enlarge the 
powers of an act relating to the Gr«it North of Kngland, Clarence, and 
Hartlepool Junction Bauway ; and an act for the maintaining and better 
regulating of the Stockton and Hartlepool Bailway, and for incorporating 
the proprietors thereof. 

1843, Jan. 13. — ^A tremendous storm of wind passed over England, inflict- 
ing serious damage, particularly in the southern counties. The barometer 
feU to an extent almost unprecedented in these latitudes, the mercury in New- 
castle being marked 27,961. 

f Feb. 4. — ^Earlythis morning a most disastrous storm of wind arose, 

doing great damage. The cotton mill at South Stockton and many houses 
were partially unroofed. Mr. Page's steam-engine chimney at Norton and 
some of the chimneys at Thornaby were blown down. At Stockton, the Town 
house. Corporation Hall, and other buildings, suffered considerably. At Hartle- 
pool, a chimney at the gas works was prostrated with a fearful crash, bearing 
down the neighbouring walls, and several houses were unroofed. 

, Feb. — ^A ragged school commenced at Hartlepool. The number of 

children on the books for the year ending March, 1851, was about 100, the 
average attendance beinff about 70. 

, Feb. 18.— The brig "Mary" (Mellanby), belonging to the Stockton 

General Shipping Co., was lost on the Maplin, on her way to Bochester. 

, Feb. 18.— ''The English Bose," the first steamboat built in the port 

of Stockton, made her first experiment. She was built by T. Lane & Co., 
South Stockton, and her en^es made by Bolckow A Yaughan, Middlesbrough. 

f Feb. 21. — ^A meetmg called by the Mayor of Stockton '' to consider 

the injurious effects that several measures, now in contemplation, will have 
upon the trade and commerce of Stockton, and the trade of the Tees,'* Ac. 
As the meetii^ was attended by very few persons, including only one of the 
25 requisitionists, the mayor very properly dissolved the meeting. 

, Feb. 27.— The Earl of Zetknd Inn at Middlesbrough, kept by Andrew 

Mason, was burnt down this morning. The fire was discov^ed about 2 o'clock. 

, March 10. — ^The shock of an earthouake, early this morning, was felt 

in various parts of England. A slight shock was perceived by a few persons 
in Stockton and the neighbourhood. 

, March 11. — Ghreat distress prevailing amongst the poor at Stockton 

for want of employment, a subscription was entered into for their relief, and 
the amount raised (£124) was expended in employing them to improve the 
footpaths in the neighbourhood of the town. A balance left of a former sub- 
scription (£41) was also expended in potatoes and coals for their benefit. 

, Much 25.— The work-shop of Tindall, a joiner, in Bishop street. 
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Stockton, discoYered to be on fire about 7-30 p.m. Assistance beine readily 
<»btained, the fire was prevented firom spreading further, but the shop was 
destroyed. 

1843, April.— The Marchioness of Londonderry published by subscription 
^'A Journal of 3 months tour in Portugal, Spain, and Africa," the proceeds to be 
•deyoted to the establishment of a Dispensary at Seaham. 

f April 8. — ^The Durham Spring Assizes concluded, after continuinff 

the yerr unusual period of a fortmght. There were 97 prisoners in the caH 
«ndtf, besides upwards of 40 ciyil cases, and some of tne latter were left 
undecided. 

, April 11.— The bill to authorise certain alterations in a portion of 

the line of the Oreat North of England Bailway, and for vesting the same in 
the Newcastle and Darlington Junction Bailway Co., received the Boval assent. 

^ May 25. — ^Died at Darlington, suddenly, aged 88, Mr. Chr. Wetherell, 

aolicitor. The deceased was supposed to be the heaviest man in Ibgland at 
the time of his death. He weigned 33 stones when 30 years of age; and his 
coflBn, which was 7^ feet long, 2 feet 5 inches deep, and 3 feet 2 inches across 
the breast, weighed^ with the body, 68 stones. 

, June 16. — ^The boat races which took place on the Tees this day, be- 
tween Stockton and Caivo Fleet, excited more than usual interest. 

, June 26. — Mr. Topliff, the blind oreaoist of Trinity Church, South- 

wark, delivered at Stockton the first of ois 3 lectures on the rise and 
progress of music, during which he performed on the piano-forte and musical 
glanes, and gave a varieir of vocat illustrations, mcluding songs ifrom his 
'' Melodies ofthe Trne and the Wear." [These lectures were afterwards given 
at Hartlepool.] Mr. T. is a native of Sunderland, and sung the local and 
pit songs with great spirit. He had previously visited Stockton in 1822, and 
ne repeated his visit also in 1844, 1847, and 1860. 

, June 27.<^The Clarence 'Sailway Bill for enabling the company to 

make an issue of new shares, and for otherwise altering and extending some 
of the provisions of the acts relating to the said nilway, received the Boyal 
assent. 

f June 30.— Three prisoners, named Taylor, Orierson, and Lamb, suc- 
ceeded in escaping from Durham gaol. Two of them were captured a few 
days after whilst robbing a shop at Middlesbrough. 

—— , July 1. — Mr. Baiabeck made over to trustees the sum of JB1700, the 
interest of which was to be paid to the treasurer of the Stockton Dispensary, to 
be by him applied under the direction of the committee of management for the 
genml purposes and objects of that institution, or in extending and increas- 
inff its usenilness, so long as its income (exclusive of the interest of the 
£1700) amounts to £70 per annum, fiuling which, for 2 years, the benefit^ 
cf the fimd are to be transferred to the Blue Coat School, for the purpose of 
providing the children with clothing. The sum constituting this fond is de- 
rived firom the balance left in hand belonging to the officers of the Stockton 
Volunteers at the time of their dbbandment in 1813, and the interest after- 
wards arising from it ; and, in consequence, Mr. B. made it a condition that 
every person who had served 12 months as non-commissioned officer or private 
in the corps, and also wives, widows, and lineal descendants, should be admitted 
to the benefits of the Dispensary without the regular admission. 

, July 11.— Died at Bellvue, Harrogate, aged '82, Thos. Thrush, Es^., 

justly honoured for his conscientious resignation of rank and emolument m 
the fioyal Navy, on account of his conviction of the unlawfulness of war 
according to Christian principles. Mr. Thrush was a native of Stockton, and 
son of Wm. Thrush, ironmonger there. On the removal of the family to 
Bichmond, he was placed in the grammar school, under the tuition of the 
Bev. Anthony Temple, the preceptor, and friend of the late eminent scholar, 

J* 
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the Bey. J. Taie, and was afterwards sent to York for tbe purpose of being 
more perfectly mstructed in the French language. He was then bound a^ 
prentice to Mr. Simpson,* a draper at Bichmond ; but on the doae of hia 
apprenticeship in 1782, he obtained his mother'sf reluctant consent for hia 
entering the sea seryice, his original desire. In 1787, through Capt. Brunton's 
interest with Lord Mulgraye, he was appointed master's mate on board the 
" Ajriel," a sloop of war. In 1802 he became a commander, and had it not 
been for his reeignation would in due time haye taken rank among the 
Admirals of the Soyal Nayj. In 1825 he resigned his commission ana ad* 
dressed ^* a letter to the King " stating in a respectful but firm manner the 
ground on which he had adopted so unprecedented a measure. To render hia 
apologjT for withdrawing himoelf firom his profession more complete, he pub- 
lished in the same year, " Obseryations on the causes and eyils of War -, its 
unlawfulness, and the means and certainty of its extinction," in % series of 
letters to a firiend.—part I. A 2nd part appeared in 1826, and a 3rd part in 
1827. In the following year he published these parts in a collected form, 
prefixing his letter to tne King.

, Oct. 17. — Considerable loss of shipping on the east coast. 

, Oct. 27.— Severe storm at sea. The " Alonzo," of Stockton, lost on 

the Cornwall coast, with all hands ; and the " Cygnet,'* a yessel belonging to 
the Commercial Shipping Co., lost on the Giinfleet sands. 

' , Noy. — As tne coach train, on the Clarence Bailway^ was proceeding 

on the curye line, near Billingham Station, the engine came in contact with 
another, to which was attach^ a number of empty waggons, and a dreadful 
collision was the consequence. All, howeyer, escaped unhurt ; the damages 
estimated to amount to upwards of £300, as many of the waggons, together 
with the coaches and engmes, were almost shiyered to atoms. On the same 
day, as a train of 8 waggons, coal laden, was proceeding down the line from 
Loyesome lane station to the staishes at Cottage Bow, Stockton, in consequence 
f^ the slippery state of the rails, occasioned by the frost, and tiie drags not 
being on, it ran amain into the Tees. The coais were all lost, and the waggona 
much injured. 

, Noy. 8. — ^The Bishop Auckland and Weardale Bailway opened^ wiien 

seyeral trains proceeded from Crook, the west end of the line, to Middle*- 
brough. 

, Noy. 21. — ^A selection of sacred music was performed this morning

and 2 were wounded. 

-^— . — ^The restoration of the ancient church of Marton was commenced 
this year, under the direction of J. B. Eudd, Esq. The re^ster bodks are 
6 in number. The first commences in 1572. The 6th ocmtains the register 
of the celebrated Captain Cook, "James, ye son of James Cook, day labourer, 
baptised Nov. 3, im" 

— — .«— A School built at Ayton for 50 boys and 50 ff^^ It is in oonneadon 
with the British and Foreign Society. The cost (£M0) was speedily miaed. 
Thos. Bichardson, Esq., gave a sdte for the building, and endowed tiie school 
wllh 4 shares in the Stockton and Darlington Bailway. 

1844, Jan. 25.— The Stockton Commeraal Shipping Co. dissolved, and on 
May 21 the General Shipping Co. was also dissdyed. These 2 Companies 
were formed in 1634, and considerable losses were sustained by the shar^ 
holders, in both cases. [See pp. 168, 169.] 

^— -, Feb. 7. — ^The first shipment of Coals firom Coxhoe Cc^iery todc ^ace 
at Stockton amidst rejoicing. 

--^, Feb. 23.—- A heavy fidl of snow commenced, and continued several 
days. The maOs firom the south were delayed, and there were great losses at 
sea. 14 vessels were driven on shore at or near Hartlepool. 

, Feb. — ^A Soup Eitohen established at Stockton the latter part of this 

month. 12,063 quarts of soup woe sold to the poor at Id. per quart, and 
potatoes and coals distributed amongst them. The subscriptiona raised for 
the purpose amounted to £157. 

f March 14. — ^An Anti Com Law meeting held at the Stockton Theatre 

this eveninff , which was attended by a numerous audience. Colonel Thomp- 
aon, and 1^. Flint, of Leeds, were the principal speakers. 

, March 15. — Mr. Thoe. Hutohinson, railway extractor, killed by a 

train of waggons, on a railway, near Sedgefield. 

, March 29.— Died at Sadberge, aged 100, Mrs. Feetham. She left 10 

aooa and daughters living. 

^ April 5. — ^The bonds by which the pitmen in Northumberland and 

Durham were engaged to their employers expved this day; and tiie men having 
generally refused to renew them, a '^stoike" was the consequence. At this time 
the following were the numbers of men employed in the several districts, nearly 
•Uofwhomstruck:— The Tyne, 15,556; Blyth,1061; the Wear, 13,172^ the 
Tees, 4211 ; total, 83,090. At the end of July only 2000 unionists had re- 
turned to work; but 3519 foreigners had been engaged. In the second week 
of August the strike was virtuiuly at an end. PHie loss to the district by 
this strike was estimated at upwards of JS500,000.1

, April 26. — ^A new chapel opened by the Independents in Darlington

Stephenson, and other gentlemen, left London at 6 a.h., and arrived 
at Gkitesheaa at 2-24 p.m., having performed the distance (303 miles) in 
hours and 24 minutes. The whole of the coaches running between Newcastle 
and the south ceased running this day, with the exception of the mails to 
Darlington and Lancaster, and the Durham coach. On July 7th the sotfi 
letters arrived in Newcaside by coach for the last time. The first mail coach 
from London to Newcastle commenced running Nov. 13., 1786. [See p. 85.] 
It performed the journey in 45 hours. The same journey is now accomplished 
in one-fifth part of the time.

, Sept. — The manor and estate of Dinsdale, including the well-known 

spa, was, about this time, purchased of the trustees of the Earl of Durham 
for £40,000, by H. G. Surtees, Esq. In 1770 it had been bought by W. 
Lambton, Esq., from the family of Surtees, for JC 1 5,360.

, Sept. 28. — One of the most destructive explosions which ever 

occurred in the Durham coal field took place at Haswell Colliery, when 95 
human beings were deprived of life. A subscription was set on foot for the 
relief of the families of the sufferers, which eventually reached to £4264. 

^-— , Oct. 3.— The County of Durham A^cultural Society held their 
annual meeting at Stockton. The dinner, which was attended by between 
300 and 400 persons, took place in a booth (100 feet long and 40 feet broad), 
erected in the High street, north of the Town hall. Lord Harry Vane was 
in the chair, and Lord Seaham, vice^shairman. Amongst the speakers at the 
meeting were the Duke of Cleveland, Marquises Londonderry and Blandford, 
and H. J. Spearman, D. Maclean, and B. Burden, Esqs.

The amount de- 
posited in the bank at the end of 1650 was £2357. 

, Nov. 1.— The dues payable to the Tees Navigation Co. by vesaela 

entering the river were altogether discontinued, the Stockton and Darlington 
Sailway Co. having taken a lease of the tolls to April 30, 1853, at the rate 
of £8StOO per annum, the lease stipulating that £1300 should annually be set 
apart for lights, leaving the remainder applicable to general purposes. This 
arrangement ended widi the expiration of the lease. 

, Nov. 2. — ^Two vessels wrecked near to Seaton, during a storm ; one 

a Gothenburg vessel, the other the " Celia," from Memel to Hull, which loet

shore. 
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1844, Nov. 11.— Matthew and James Watson, Henrj Bossdl, and D. Bu- 

flaas, oommitted to Durham gaol to take their trial for forgery, and issuing 
orseid notes of the Stockton and Durham County Bank. Their tnal took place 
at uie assizes on the 19th December, when they were found guilty, and Buglass 
sentenced to 1/) years' transportation, and the others to 20 years. Jas.Watson 
having been brought forward as a witness, his sentence was remitted. 

. — The Eev. John Patrick Eden, 17th vicar of Stockton, succeeded 

the Bev. G. Newby. Mr. Eden, in 1845, removed to Bishop Auckland ; in 
1848 he became rector of Bishop wearmouth ; and in 1863 or Sedgefield. 

1845, Jan. 2. — ^A silver salver weighing 200 oz., value £90, was presented 
to the Bev. G^rge Newby, the late vicar of Stockton, on which was the 
following inscription: — "Presented by the Parishioners of Stockton-upon-Tees 
to the Kev. Geo. Newby, M.A., in grateful acknowledgment of his zeal, 
fidelity, and benevolence, during an incumbency of 12 years." In the centre 
a representation of the church is engraved. [See p. lo5.] 

, Jan. 6. — ^Hartlepool having;, by the opening of the harbour and docks, 

evadually restored its trade and privileges, was, by the Commissioners of the 
Customs, created, from this date, a separate port of the 6th class. Like Sun- 
derland and Stockton it was originally a member of the port of Newcastle. 
The limits of the port were fixed to be from the north side of Castle Eden 
Dene to the south side of Seaton, and the coast from south to north extend- 
ing 3 miles seaward. 

, Feb. 27. — ^A snow storm commenced and continued 6 days, when a 

rapid thaw took place. 

, March 26. — ^A seam of coal, 8 feet 3 inches in thickness, was won at 

Bishop Middleham, at a depth of 70 fathoms. 

, ApriL — The works at West Hartlepool of the Harbour, Inner Dock, 

and Town, commenced in the spring of this year. 

, June 24. — ^At a meeting of the Great North of England Bail way 

Co. it was resolved to lease that railway to the Newcastle and Darlington 
Bailway Co., on their guaranteeing to pay a yearly dividend of 10 per cent., 
and JC250 for each JCIOO share in 1850. In consequence of this, shares which 
a short time before had been offered at £52 rose to £250. The company's 
debt (about £150,000) was paid off by an issue of new shares, and the ude 
was sanctioned by parliament in 1846. 

, July 1. — New arrangements made by the Post Office at Stockton by 

which the south and other letters were delivered between 9 and 10 ▲.!£. 

, July 21. — The following Bailway Bills received the Bojral assent this 

day, viz., The Great North of England Branch Bailway to Bichmond ; the 
Leeds and Thirsk Bailway, with branches to Knaresboroush, Ac. (length of 
main line, 39^ miles ; branches, 6^ miles) ; and the Middlesbrougb and 
Bedcar Bailwav (length, 7^ miles). The Hsjrtlepool Pier and Port Bill, the 
object of which was to remodel the appointment of Commissioners, received 
the Boyal assent at the same time. 

f July 26. — Died at Stockton, aged 62, Leonard Baisbeck, Esq., many 

'years a solicitor at that place. He filled the office of steward to the Bishop 
from 1804 to 1826, and in 1832 was elected mayor of Stockton. He was also 
in the commission of the peace for the county of Durham. [See p. 141.] 
Mr. B. left a legacy of £200 to the Stockton Dispensary. It was also in- 
debted to his Executors at this time for a donation of £30. 

, July 31, — ^The Wear Valley Bailway, from the Bishop Auckland and 

Weardale Bailway to Frosterlev, with a branch to Bishopley Crag, Stanhope, 
(length, 8} miles), and the Bauway from Newcastle to Berwick, with branches 
therefrom (total length, 95^ miles), received the Boyal assent. 

, Aug. 9. — During the late session of parliament the following Bail- 
way Bills were passed in addition to the 5 already named, viz., The Great 
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North of England Bill for enabling the Company to make a branch railway, 
&c. ; The Newcastle and Darlington Bill for enabling the Company to piir« 
chase the Brandling Junction BaSwaj ; and the Newcastle and North Shields 
Bill for making a railway (1 mile long) from North Shields to Tynemouth. 

1845, Oct. — ^The scite of the ancient Chapel of St. Helen, at Hartlepool, 
was discoyered in the Earwell Field in that town. The bases and capitals of 
a number of Gothic pillars,a piscina, a stone cofiBn containing a skeleton of a 
full grown person, 5 feet 10 inches high, in excellent presenration, and some 
other relics of antiquity, were discoyered. An examination of the archi- 
tectural fragments proyed that the chapel had been built about the year 1200. 

, Oct. 10. — The Eev. Bobert Gray, curate of Bishopwearmouth, and 

son of the late Bishop of Bristol, succeeded to the yicarage of Stockton on 
the resignation of the Bey. J. P. Eden. In March, 1847, he was appointed 
Bishop of the Cape of Good Hope. 

, Oct. 29. — The Tidal Haroour Commissioners (Mr. A. Chapman, M.P. 

and Capt. Washington, B.N.) sat at the Town hall, Stockton, to enquire into 
the past and present state of the port. On the following day they sat at 
Hartlepool. 

, Dec. 9. — ^The new Congregational Chapel in Stockton, situated at the 

north end of the town, opened for public worship. The foundation stone of 
the building was laid on the 1st of May. 

y Dec. 16. — ^A stackyard at Acklam belonging to John Handyside, 

farmer, set on fire by a man in his serrice, owing to a dispute about wages. 
Ten stacks of com and 2 of hay were burnt, causing a loss to the farmer of 
about £400. The man was committed to prison for trial. 

, Dec, 17. — A portion of the Newcastle and Darlington Bailway at 

Mordon Carr gave way, and aboye 50 yards of the line disappeared altogether 
in marshy ground. The traffic was stopped several days by the accident. 

, Dec. 18. — A new Gas-light Company having been projected at Stock- 
ton, meetings were held between its provisional directors and the committee 
of the old company, and this day an amalgamation was agreed upon, when it 
was decided to fix the value of stock and materials to be transferred by arbi- 
tration. The premises, works, and apparatus were accordingly valued at 
JC5532 ; of this, the new company, on their bill receiving the Koyal assent, 
were to pay to their predecessors £60, and the remaining JE5472 was to be 
divided into 576 shares of £9 10s. each. The entire capital of the new 
company was fixed at £7980 in 840 shares of £9 10s. each. An act of par- 
liament was obtained the following year. 

, Dec. 21. — ^The vessel " Commerce" (Capt. Lister), was wrecked on 

making for the Tees during the storm this morning. 

, Dec. 21. — The warehouse in Calvert's Lane, Stockton, occupied by 

Messrs. Close and Bowron, wholesale grocers, nearly destroyed by fire. The 
fire bell rung at 7 a.m., and about half-an-hour afterwards the roof of the 
building fell in. The fire was fortunately overcome in the course of the 
morning. A public meeting was held on the 30th, when resolutions were 
passed to appoint firemen, and raise a fund for the expenses attending the 
same, and Keeping the engines in good order. 

. — ^The oldparsonage at Bedmarshall taken down, and a new rectory 

built at a cost of £1000, chiefly defrayed b^ the rector, the Eev. T. Austin. 
Considerable alterations and improvements in the Church were also begun by 
him about the same time. The Church accommodates about 160 hearers. 
The nett income of the living was stated to be at this time above £340. 

, Dec. — "Songs of the Heart: The Meeting of the Minstrels, and 

Miscellaneous Poems, by Edward Marsh Heavisides," of Stockton, published. 
W. Braithwaite, printer, Stokesley. 

, Dec. 26.-.." The Tees Lodge" of Freemasons, No. 749, constituted at 
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Stockton. Mr. Benj. Murray was the first master appointed. In 1865 it 
had 70 subscribing members. 

1846, Jan. 27. — ^A Free Trade Soiree took place at Stockton, which was 
very numerously attended. Upwards of £100 were subscribed in the room 
towards the League fund. 

, Peb. 21. — The Newcastle Guardian, a weekly newspaper, commenced 

on the discontinuance of the " Tyne Mercury," which had been established 
nearly 44 years. 

, April 28. — ^A meeting held for the purpose of establishinp; a school 

on the plan pointed out by the British and Foreign School Society, and a 
committee appointed for the furtherance of the measure. 

J April. — Died at Tarm, aged 77, B. Flounders, Esq., formerly a timber 

merchant at that place. By his will he left £1000 to the National School at 
Yarm, £500 to the Infants' School, and the interest of £600 to be given 
yearly to the noor of Yarm in blankets and clothing. 

^ -; — ;, May 16 — The Darlington Horticultural Society held its first exhi- 
bition in the Sun Inn, Darlin^on. The shows became eminently successful. 
In 1853 the sum of £98 was distributed in prizes. 

f May 21. — The new Stockton and Darlington Bailway Station at 

Stockton opened. 

, June. — ^The Stockton and Durham Coun^ Banking Go. (established 

1838) transferred their business to the National Frovincial Bank of England. 
Of the capital paid up (about £90,000) a large proportion had been lost 
during the 8 years of its continuance. 

, June 4. — The Bedcar and Middlesbrough Bailway opened. The old 

steam-engine (first used at the opening of the Stockton and Darlington Bail- 
way in 1825, and since laid by) performed the distance (7^ miles) in 25 minutes. 

, June 10. — ^A donation of £25 made to the Stockton Dispensary 

by the executors of the Eev. G. Newby. 

, June 18. — ^A British School opened in the Temperance rooms, Ten- 

nant street, Stockton, under the care of Mr. and Mrs. T^n. The number 
of children in attendance durjng the first year was from 70 to 90 boys, and 
from 90 to 100 girls. [The number of boys on the roll in January l&i65 was 
127, and of girls 180.] 

, June 21. — ^Three brothers (Wm., Chas., and Thos. Travis) were, with 

a waterman (T. Westall), unfortunately drowned by the upsetting of the boat 
in which they were proceeding from Hartlepool to Middlesbrough. 

, June 22. — ^A severe thunder storm, this evening, between 10 and 12. 

' A ship, near Haverton Hill, was struck by the lightning, and the topgallant 
mast almost shivered to atoms. Three men on board the vessel were struck 
at the same time, and one of them nearly deprived of life. 

, July 5. — ^During the thunder storm which took place this evening, a 

poor girl at Cramlington, near Newcastle, was killed by the lightning. 

, July 16. — ^The bill for lighting Stockton and other places with gas, 

and that for making a railway from Northallerton to the Stockton and Hart- 
lepool Bailway, received the Itoyal assent. 

, July 16. — ^The passing of the Com Laws Bepeal Bill (June 26) was 

celebrated at Hartlenoof and Durham by a great holiday. 

, July 17. — ^The Electric Telegraph on the Newcastle and Darlington 

Bailway completed. 

, July 27.— The bill for enabling the Great North of England Bailway 

Co. to leased and also to sell their Bailway to the Newcastle and Darlington 
Junction Bailway Co., and to raise additional money (£4,000,000) for those 
and other purposes, received the Boyal assent. Under this act the name of 
the Newcastle and Darlington Junction Bailway Co. is changed to the York 
and Newcastle Bailway Co. 
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-, July 30.— The Stockton, Norton, and Cleveland Horticaltnral Society 



held their first exhibition in the Town hall, Stockton. A second was held on 
the following 1 7th September. 

, Aug. 10. — ^The G-reat Horth of England Branch Bailway to Bich- 

xnond opened. 

, Aug. 24. — The new public offices at Darlington for ihe meeiangs of 

the magistrates of Darlington Ward, and also for the County Court, were 
used for the first time. 

1846, Aug. — The Newcastle and Darlington Junction Bailway Co. obtained 
during this session 8 acts of rarliament giving them powers (1) To purchase 
the Durham and Sunderland Bailway. (2) To make a branch to the Durham 
and Sunderland Bailway, nearly 7 miles ; a branch to Bishop Auckland and 
Weardale Bailway, 12| miles; 2 shorter branches nearly 2 miles; total, about 
21} miles (estimated cost, £820,000). (8) To enable them to purchase the 
Pontop and South Shields Bailway. 

, Sept. 28. — A branch Society for the Propagation of the GtMpel in 

foreign parts established at a public meeting held at Stockton. 

, Oct. 2. — Lord Seaham and his bride arrived at Stockton. The Mayor 

and Corporation went in procession to meet them at the railway station, and 
to present a congratulatory address. 

, Oct. 10. — The Duchess of Gloucester (daughter of George III.) 

arrived at Wynyard on a visit to Lord Londonderry. 

, Oct. 12. — ^The branch Bailway, 16 miles long, connecting the Hartle- 
pool docks with the line at Ferryhill, was taken possession of by the Tork, 
f^ewcastle, and Berwick Co., which had previously taken a lease of the new 
line and the docks for 81 years from July, 1848, at a rental of 8 per cent, on 
the share capital of the Dock Company, and 8 per cent, on that of the Hart* 
lepool Junction Bailway. At the expiration of the time the 2 companies 
were to amalgamate on equal terms. 

, Oct. 13. — A destructive fire broke out this momin? in the paper mill 

of Bainbridge & Son, situate at the north end of Tarm bridge. Nearly the 
whole of the mill, a large portion of the stock, the Bed Lion public-house, 
a smith's shop, and a cottage, were all entirely consumed before the flames 
were got under. 

, Oct. 27. — Preparations commenced for building a row of houses on 

the scito of the old garden in Smithfield, belonging to Mrs. Haw. 

f Nov. 28.— The Bishop of Durham appointed Mr. F. Mewbum, chief 

bailiff of Darlington, in the place of Mr. Thomas Bowes, deceased. 

, Dec. 11. — A severe snow storm commenced, which extended from 

Darlington and Stockton to Edinburgh. It was accompanied at Darlington 
by vivid lightning ; and during a day or two afterwards the roads and rail- 
ways in the neighbourhood were choked up by drifted snow. On the 18th a 
thaw set in and the snow gradually disappeared. 

. — Messrs. Bolckow & Yaughan, who already had 4 iron furnaces at 

Witton Park, commenced the use of the Cleveland stone. In 1850 a seam 
16 feet thick was found. [The first modem notice of the ironstone of Cleve- 
limd occurs in a work published by Young and Bird in 1822 ] 

. — ^The Town HaU at Middlesbrough built this year. It contains 

apartments for various public offices. 

. — ^A new G-as and Water Co. established at Darlington and incorpo- 
rated hj act of parliament. They purchased the works of the old company ; 
and their subscribed capital amounted to £25,000, in shares of £12 10s. each. 

. — The Stockton Church iTnion established, "The object of this 

Union is to raise funds for extending the Church of Christ at home and 
abroad. This it seeks to effect by aiding some of those great Societies which 
the Church employs for that end." 
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1846. — The Hartlepool Qbb and Water Co., formed this year, obtained an 
act for supplying the town with these articles. They purchased the old 
works, the property of Mr. J. A. West, which had supplied the town with 
gas from 1836, but the water part of the project was not then proceeded 
with. [See 1849.] 

. — ^The Hartlepool Post Office, hitherto a branch of that at Stockton, 

was constituted a separate establishment about this time. 

. — " The History and Antiquities of Cleyeland, comprising the Wapen- 
take of East and West Langba^h, by John Walker Ord, F.G S.L.," published 
in 1 Yol. 4to. Printed by W. Braithwaite, Stokesley. 

1847, Jan. 18. — Prince Louis Napoleon (afterwards Emperor of the Prench) 
was a visitor at Wynyard at this time. 

, Peb. 15. — ^A Concert given at Stockton Theatre for the relief of the 

destitute Irish and Scotch ; and for the same purpose subscriptions entered 
into by the inhabitants of the town, and collections made at tne old church 
and otner places of worship during this and the following month. The total 
sum raised amounted to £545, and in addition to this, various articles of 
clothing were given. 

, Feb. 16. — A tea-party held at the Temperance Lodge room, Stockton, 

by the Society, " in approoation of the uncompromising conduct and success- 
ful labours of Messrs. J. Plockton and T. Ainsworth in the cause of total 
abstinence." 

, Ye]}. 27. — The Town Clock, at Stockton, illuminated this evening for 

the first time. 

*, March. — ^A proprietary Com Mill Association established at Stock- 
ton, and a committee appointed to make preliminary inquiries. 

, March 19. — ^An Early Closing A^ssociation established at Stockton. 

, March 29. — A Portrait of Mr. Hy. Heavisides, of Stockton, printer 

(painted by Mr. J. H. Taylor), was presented to him by his friends, with the 
following inscription : — '* Presented to Mr. Heuiy Heavisides, author of the 
Fleasurea of Uome^ &c., by John Crosby, Esq., Mayor of Stockton, on behalf 
of the subscribers, as a small token of their high respect and esteem for his 
literary genius and attainments. — Stockton, March 1847.'* 

, March 31. — The railway from North Shields to Tynemouth (about 

one mile long) opened. 

^ April 12. — The National and Infant Schools, lately erected in Smith- 
field, Stockton, for 100 boys, 100 girls, and 100 infants, at the cost of £1600, 
were opened. They are of the Elizabethan style of architecture. 

, April 30. — ^A County Court for the more easy recovery of small 

debts and demands (when not exceeding £20) was held at Stockton the first 
time. H. Stapylton, Es^, the judge appointed for the Durham district, pre- 
sided. 

, May. — The Bev. P. J. James, late curate of Southwick, near Sunder- 
land, was presented to the vicarage of Stockton in the place of Bev. B.. Gray, 
lately appointed Bishop of the Cape of Good Hope. Mr. James is the 19th 
vicar or Stockton. 

, May 22. — The late vicar of Stockton received the following address, 

accompanying a present from the parishioners : — *' Mrs. Baisbeck and Mrs. 
B. Watson are requested by the parishioners whose names are inscribed, to 
beg the favor of Mr. Gray to accept their humble offering " (his robes apd 
scarf as Bishop of the Cape of Good Hope, and an Oxford D.D.'8 hood), 
*' being desirous of evincing the deep sense they entertain of his earnest and 
unwearied efforts for the spiritual benefit of all under his pastoral care. They 
likewise beg to express their deep regret at his departure, and their sincere 
wishes that length of days and all earthlv happiness may be granted him.** 
Mr. Gray returned an appropriate and affectionate reply to the address.

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1847, June 1. — ^The opening of the Hartlepool West Harbonr and Docks 
took place this afternoon between 2 and 3 o'clock. The gates of the dock 
having been opened, the Dock Co.'s life boat led the procession, followed by 
a steam boat containing the master and brethren of the Trinitj House, New« 
castle ; another steam boat containing the directors and friends ; the barque 
" Prima," of Jersey, towed by a steamer ; and the schooner " Admiral Ben- 
bow," also in tow of a steam tug, with numerous small crafb ; the^ entered 
the new dock amidst great cheering. The two sailing vessels took in cargoes 
of coals, and proceeded to sea within 2 hours. A large party afterwards 
dined at the King's Head Inn, Hartlepool, H. Yansittart, Esq., chairman of 
the directors, presiding. The works consisted at first of a Harbour of 13 
acres, enclosed by 2 stone piers from the west shore of the bay, and a Dock 
of 8 acres in the meadows behind, or west of the harbour. 

, June 2. — ^The new public buildings erected in the Bull's Wynd, 

Darlington, in the Italian style, were opened by a soiree in connection with 
the Mechanics' Institute, Lord H. Vane presiding. The central hall is 82 
feet by 44, and the total cost of the buildings was about £8000. 

, July 1. — ^The Newcastle and Berwick Hail way, which was partially 

opened on the Ist of 3£arch, was this day brought into operation upon the 
whole length of 66 miles. 

, July 9. — ^An net for amalgamating the Newcastle and Berwick Bail- 
way, and the York and Newcastle Eailway, received the Boyal assent. 

, July 28. — Acts of parliament obtained during the last session (1) 

For enabling the Leeds and Thirsk Bailway Companv to alter the proposed 
Junction with the York and Newcastle Bailway, and for other purposes ; and 
(2) To enable the Uartlepool West Harbour and Dock Co. to confirtmct 
additional docks, and for other purposes. 

, Aug.'-A Baptist Chapel opened at Darlington about this time. 

, Aug. 3. — The Wear Valley Bailway fifom near Witton-lo-Wear to 

Frosterley (about 12 miles long), being an extension westward of the Bishop 
Auckland and Weardale line, was opened. 

, Aug. 5. — Parliament having been dissolved on the 28rd July, Lord 

H. Yane and James Farrer, Esq., were elected M.P.s for South Durluun 
without opposition. For the North Biding of Yorkshire, E. S. Cayley, Esq., 
was re-elected, and the Hon. 0. Duncombe succeeded his brother (now Lord 
Feversham). 

, Aug. 30. — ^The Wear Valley Bailway Co. (having obtained an act for 

the purpose during the last session of parliament) agreed to purchase the 
Shildon Tunnel, the Bishop Auckland and Weardale Bailway, tne Weardale 
Extension, and the Wear and Derwent Junction Bailway, for £674,660. On 
Sept. 29th they leased the whole of their lines for 999 years, at 6 per cent, 
on the share capital, to the Stockton and Darlington Bailway Co., who took 
possession of the property on the 1st of October. 

, Sept. 2. — Sir Bobert Peel, on his road to Wynyard Park, on the 

occasion of the marriage of the Earl of Portarlington to Lady Alexandrina 
Vane, was invited to a luncheon in the Central Hall, Darlington, and pre- 
sented with a complimentary address from the inhabitants. On the following 
day an address of thanks for his removal of restrictions firom the com trade 
was presented to him at Wynjrard by the mayor and a deputation from Stock- 
ton on behalf of the Corporation and inhabitants of that town. 

, Sept. 23. — ^A cncket match, which lasted 3 days, was played at 

Stockton by 22 gentlemen of that town and of the North Bidmg of York 
with 11 of All England, which terminated as follows: — All England, Ist 
innings 55; 2nd innings 118; total, 173. — Stockton, &c., 1st innings 56; 2nd 
innings 73 ; total, 129 ; All England winning by a majority of 44. The All 
Englanders paid several visits to Stockton after this time. 
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1847, Sept. 29.— A Tea and Coffee Service presented to Mr. llos. Wren 
hj his Mends at a public dinner held on the occasion. The following is the 
inscription on the plate : — " To Thomas Wren, Stockton*on-Tees, miller and 
corn merchant, in public recognition of his high and unimpeachable character 
for honour and integrity." 

, Oct. 1. — ^The new Light House, erected on Hartlepool Heugh, lighted 

up for the first time. The height firom the ground to the centre of the light 
IS 68 feet, and the light is 84 feet above high water mark. The total cost 
(indudin^ JC2100 for the expense of protecting the cliffs in front) was £5750. 
The erection of a light house on this spot had long been a favourite project 
of Mr, C. Teunant, whose earnest prayer was that he might be buried 
beneath it. 

, Oct. 2. — ^A weekly Newspaper, price 84d., commenced at Barnard 

Castle, by Mr. G. Brown and others, entitled "Tne Darlington and Stockton 
Times, and Barnard Castle, Eichmoud, Auckland, Middlesbrough, Hartlepool, 
Te^k^e, and Swaledale Journal." In the following Februarv, Darlington 
was made the place of publication. In February, 1849, Mr. Thompson be- 
came sole proprietor. 

, ^ov. — ^An Indigent Sick Society established at Hartlepool. It ia 

supported by annual subscriptions. 

, Nov. 20. — A public meeting held at Stockton for the p^urpose of con- 
sidering the sanitary condition of the town, and of adopting immediate 
measures for securing the health of the inhabitants. A committee ap- 
pointed, and in consequence of its report, made at an adjourned meeting 
neld on the 27 Nov., as to the drainage, &c., a resolution was agreed to, call- 
ing upon the commissioners, ander the local act, to carry out its provisions^ 
and to enforce those of the Nuisances Bemoval Act. 

, Dec. 6. — ^A severe storm at sea. Two Stockton vessels were lost in 

Yarmouth Eoads. One of them, the '^Durham Packet" (Green), belonging to 
the Merchants' Shipping Co., was lost on the Scroby Sand; the crew were saved. 
The other, the schooner '* Northallerton" (Gkudie), belonging to the London . 
and Stoc^n Shipping Co., was lost on Winterton Bidge, but the crew, 8 in 
number, unfortunatelv perished. 

.— The Sev. T. B. Holgate, vicar of Bishopton, rebuilt the church 

there, at the joint expense of himself and his sisters, about this time. They 
also preaented it with 3 large bells, a clock, and a fine-toned organ b^ Hog- 
gett, the entire cost being above £11,000. The church is fitted up with 9M 
sittings, 100 of which are free. The yearly income from the living is about 
£170. 

1848, Jan. 18.— Died at Hurworth, aged 100, Mr. John Banks. 

— , Feb. — A Sagged School established in Hartlepool and supported by 
annual contributions. In 1853 a mistress was engaged to teach the girls 
needlework, &c. The number of boys and girls on the books was at that 
time about 100, and the average attendance 70. 

, March 10.— Dr. Maltby> Bishop of Durham, as Lord of the Manor, 

granted a piece of the waste ground off" Norton Green to the Eev. C. J. Plumer 
(vicar), T. E. Grey, Esq., and J. Hogg, Esq., in trust, for a school for the 
education of poor persons in the principles of the Christian religion accord- 
ing to the doctrines and discipline of the Church of England. A school had 
been commenced several years before, which is supported by a grant of JC40 
from the Council of Education, and the annual subscriptions of the parishioners 
amounting to between £30 and £40. [In consequence of the increased 
number of boys, it has lately been found necessary to enlarge the school 
house.] There is also a school at Norton for poor airls, which is held in a 
house built by the late Kcv. C. Anstey, and supported by annual subscriptions, 
and also a Sunday school of long standing. 
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1848» Awil. — ^A Hortieultand Society for Stockton and the neighbourhood 
established ; Messrs. G-. H. Swain and A. Dixson, hon. secretaries ; Mr. T. J. 
Todd, acting secretary. There were 3 shows this year, yiz., May 25 and 
Aug. 10, at the Town hall, and Sept. 14, at the railway station. 

^ April 5. — ^A fire took place in Messrs. Fossick & Hackworth*s Loco- 
motive Engine Building estabhshment. The joiners' and smiths' tools were 
destroyed, with a large number of valuable patterns. 

, April 18. — ^About 2 a.m., a fire broke out in a house in Houndgate, 

Darlington, occupied as a school by Mr. Duranville, who lost all his furniture 
and books. By great exertion the fire was subdued about 6 in the evening, 
but the amount of dami^ to the premises was very considerable. 

, May 11. — ^The flour mill at Yarm belonging to Mr. Bd. Apjpleton 

was destroyed by fire. 

, June 8. — Died at Darlington, aged 104, Mrs. Mary Brown. 

y June 28. — Mr. Head, of Bishopton, on his return home from Stock- 
ton between 10 and 11 in the evening, was stopped near Brown's Bridge by 
footpads, who robbed him of about xl6. 

, July 4. — ^A swarm of bees lighted upon a lamp-post in the Hi^h 

street, Stockton, and took possession of the interior of it. They were dis- 
lodged with some difficulty. 

f July 27. — The new Grammar School, built by the Stockton Corpora- 
tion in Skinner street, on ground belonging to Mr. W . Skinner, and of which 
they had taken a lease for 10 years, was opened by Mr. J. Sladden, B.A., the 
new master. 

J Augtist. — ''The History and Antiquities of the parish of Darlington, 

by W. Hvlton Dyer Longstaffe, Esq., F.S.A." Fart 1st published. [The 4th 
and concluding part was published in 1854.] 

, Sept. 5. — Acts or parliament were passed during the late session: — 

Por makine a branch railwav to Northallerton from the Leeds and Thirsk 
Bailway. For the York and Berwick Bailway Co. making a deviation near 
Thirsk ; and for the same Company taking a lease of the Hartlepool linee 
and docks. \See p. 200.] 

, Sept. 6.— The "Thirsk Packet," a vessel belonging to the Merchants' 

Shipping Co., was run into by a Shoreham light collier, near Staithes, and so 
severely shattered in the midships, that she sunk in about 10 minutes, but the 
crew were saved. The loss of the cargo amounted to jC4000, and the ship 
£2000. 

, Sept. 19. — Lady Londonderry's bazaar, in aid of the funds for build- 
ing a churcn at Thorpe, was held in the Stockton and Darlington Bailway 
station house at Stockton this and the following day. Amongst the visitors 
were Sir H. Hardinge, Sir Jas. Graham, Duke of Cleveland, D'Israeli, G. Hud- 
son, and other men of rank, &c. The entire proceeds were upwards of £500. 

, Sept. 24. — Died at Durham, Major Wemyss, chief of the Durham 

Constabulary force. He was found lying in a wood, 2 miles from Durham, 
in an insensible state. He was succeed^ in his office of chief constable by 
Major White. 

f Oct. 5. — ^A bazaar opened at Darlington in aid of the building fund 

for St. John's church. The proceeds amounted to i>430. 

, November. — The Loyal Sincerity Lodge, No. 356, of the Grand 

Order of Modem Druids, constituted at Hartlepool. It commenced its 
necessarv payments in May following. [At the anniversary meeting of the 
Order of Druids (Hartlepool district) held in Nov., 1865, the report stated 
that there were then 6 Lodges in the district, and that the number of mem- 
bers was 1073, and their funds £2915 ; and that since 1848 they had paid to 
sick members, and for deceased members and members' wives, £5392.] 

, Nov. 24. — A public meeting of the inhabitants of Stockton, held this

dnj, decided upon the eetabliBlunent of a soup kitcheiii on account of the 
distressed state of trade and manufactures, and the consequent number of 
the poor out of employment ; and, by supplying to them nutritious food, 
thus aiding the phms now in progress for improving the dwellings of the poor 
by draining and cleaning. Considerable subscriptions were made for the 
purpose. 

1848, Nov. 27. — A, fire broke out chis evening in the wet dock at Hartle- 
pool on board the brig " John and Bichard,*' of Sunderland. The vessel was 
burnt to the water's edge. 

, Dec. 28. — As a boat, containing 6 persons, was proceeding firom 

Middlesbrough to Stockton, it was accidentally upset by the force of the cur- 
rent, and 2 men, a woman, and a boy were drowned. 

— Considerable repairs and alterations were made durins this and the 

following year in the church at Sedgefield. The roof of the dianoel, which 
had previously been ceiled, was renewed, and is now open and of high pitch. 
The roof of the nave and aisles are also open, and constructed of stained 
wood. The cost was defrayed by subscriptions to between £200 and £300. 
The pews are all open, and there is accommodation for 600 persons.

18^, Jan. 11. — Mr. Wm. J. Yollum, mayor of Hartlepool, accidentally 
fell into the Victoria Dock in that town, and was drowned. Mr. Edward 
Tumbull was elected mayor for the remainder of the municipal year. 

f Jan. 16.-^A beautiful private chapel, erected by the Marquis of 

Londonderry, opened for divine service. 

9 Jan. 25. — James Morton, a farmer, near Stainton, committed suicide 

in conseouenoe of pecuniary embarrassments. 

9 Jan. 27.— The shop of Mr. Moss, clothier, at Hartlepool, was entirely 

burnt down* 

, Feb. 2. — ^A serious accident occurred on the Clarence railway, near 

Stillington, occasioned by a bolt giving way, and the engine and tender being 
thrown over. Bichard Holmes, the engineman (aged &), was killed, and his 
brother John, the fireman (aged 22), was so dreadfully scalded as to die on 
the 4th Feb. A luggage waggon bein^between the engine and the coach, 
the passengers fortunatel;^ escaped. [The &ther of Holmes, also an engine- 
man, was imfortunately lulled, by his engine, on the railway in the latter part 
of 1846.1 

f Feb. 7. — ^Elihu Burritt, the learned American blacksmith, paid his 

first visit to Stockton, and lectured on '' Peace " at the Friends' meeting house. 

9 Mareh 9. — ^Died, at his residence in Parliament street, London, aged 

70, Mr. Anthony White, a native of Norton, and son of Mr. Bt. White of 
that place. He became a graduate of Cambridge University, where he took 
an honourable degree. He commenced practice as an assistant sur^n at the 
Westminster Hospital, with which institution he continued associated until 
his death. At an early period he obtained celebrity for the dexterilr^ and 
aoeoees of his operations in difficult cases. His reputation procured him a 
place in the council of the Boyal College of Surgeons, and he thrice succeeded 
to the presidential chair. To men engaged in scientific and literary pursuits 
his knowledge and skill were freeljr extended ; and he suggested several im- 
portant improvements in surgical instruments. 

, April 14. — ^A Newcastle vessel on entering the Tees got on the north 

Imr and sunk about 4 p.m. ; the 4 men on board took to the rigging, where 
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they remained until 2 o'clock the next morning, when the Seaton life«boat, 
on a second attempt, fortunately succeeded in saving them from a watery 
grave. 

1849, May 17.— The Kiu^ of Holland died at the Hague. His eldest son, 
and successor, the Prince of Orange, was at the time on a visit to the Duke 
of Cleveland. 

, May 23. — Edward Gilbert, of Peterborough, aged 48, committed 

suicide at the Vane Arms, Stockton, by cutting hia throat oa retiring to his 
bed room in the evening. 

■ ■■ , June 5. — ^An awful explosion of gas occurred at Hebbum Colliery, 
by which 33 men and boys were killed. 

, June 26. — To remedy the deficiencies of the Hartlepool Gkis and 

Water Bill, passed in 1846, an amended Bill was brought into parliament and 
received the jioyal assent this dav. This act enables the company to bring 
the water from a spring, issuing firom magnesian limestone, in a quarry near 
Hill-house, at Stranton; it also gives the company the privilege of supplying 
Hart, Middleton, Stranton, and Seaton Carew with water. An illumination 
took place at Hartlepool in honour of the event, and a ball was held in the 
Town hall. « 

f July 31. — ^A final dividend of ^d. in the pound was declared on the 

estate of Mowbray, HoUingsworth, & Co., bankers at Durham and Darling- 
ton, who failed in 1816. 

, August. — The school-rooms in connection with the Independent 

Chapel at Darlington proving insufficient, new and commodious ones were 
opened this month in A-endrew street, at a cost of about £800, of which 
£200 was contributed by Mr. J. C. Hopkins. 

J Aug. 1. — During the session of parliament, closed this day, the 3 

follo¥ring Biulwav Bills were passed. Eor the Stockton and Darlington Co. 
taking a lease of the Middlesbrough dock ; for the York, Newcastle, and 
Berwick Co. making new branches ; and for empowering the Leeds and Thirsk 
Co. to raise additional capital. A Bill was also passed incorporating the 
*' Darlington Gas and Water Co.," which had purchased the old Gas works 
in 1846. The water was previously obtained from wells, varying in depth 
from 6 to 30 feet ; but proving inadei^uate for the supply received, the company 
made choice of the river Tees as their source, and laid down their works so 
as to abstract the water from that river, at a distance of about 2 miles west 
of the town. 

^ Aug* 4. — Died at Kirklevington, aged 74, Mr. Thomas Bates, well- 
known to the agriculturists of Cleveland for his skill as a breeder of short- 
horns. 

, Aug. 17. — ^Died at Newcastle, aged 68, Sir Cuthbert Sharp, F.S.A.^ 

Collector of Customs at that place. He was a native of Sunderland, and son 
of Mr. Cuthbert Sharp, shipowner, by Susannah, sister of Brass Crosby, Esq. 
He served the office of mayor of Hartlepool in 181 6» during which he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood on presenting an address to the Prince 
Begent. The same year he published his ^' History of Hartlepool," which 
established his reputation as an English antiquary. His other publications 
were "Memorials of the Rebellion of 1569;" "A memoir of Braes Crosby;'* 
" Chronicon Mirabile ;" " The Bishopric Garland ;" and several tracts. lie 
was the Collector of Customs at Sunderland from 18*23 to 1845, when he was 
removed to Newcastle. 

y Aug. 19. — A violent outbreak of Cholera took place at Bd. Castle. 

144 deaths occurred in the town during this and the 4 following months from 
this dreadful disease. 

-^ — , Sept. 10. — The friends of the Eev. W. Campbell, Congregational 
minister, Stockton, presented him with a testimonial of respect on his leaving 
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the neighbourhood, expressing their sense of his public services in the sup- 
port of various benevolent and useful objects and institutions in the town. 

1840, Sept. 18. — ^A public meeting held at Stockton, with the view of estab- 
lishing a Water Company, at which Mr. B. F. Eeed was instructed to ascer- 
tain where a sufficient supply of water could be procured, &c.f and the meet- 
ing was adjourned to the 18th October. On that day Mr. E. made his report, 
which recommended a district in the townships of Norton and Cariton, 3 
miles from Stockton, and 170 feet above high water spring tides in the Tees 
at that place, which would comprise a *' Gather** of 750 acres, off a clean dis- 
trict, situated on claj, and free from villages, at an elevation sufficient to lay 
the water into the highest story of any house in Stockton. In estimating the 
cost (in which he had the assistance of Mr. Fowler, C.E.)i he considered that 
the whole, including parliamentary expenses and all contingencies, would be 
covered by the sum of £15,000, and that the net revenue might fairly be 
reckoi^ as near 7f per cent. The report having met the approbation of the 
meetii^, a prospectus for the formation of a Water Company was soon after 
issued fixing the cwital at £15,000 in shares of £10 each. [The opposition 
this project met with eventually, and other reasons, prevented its being carried 
into execution.] 

^ , Sept. 26. — A selection of sacred music was performed at Stockton 

church this morning by pupils of the York Wilberforce School for the Blind ; 
and in the evening the same performers had a vocal concert at the Town hall. 

, Sept. 28. — The Queen on her journey from Scotland having consented 

to receive an address from the inhabitants at Darlington, great preparations 
were made for her reception at the Bank Top Bail way Station, which was hung 
with evergreens and banners, See. Sir G. Grey having introduced the borough 
bttilifr (Mr. Mewbum), he presented the address to her Majesty, who received 
it in the most gracious manner. The enthusiasm of the many thousands 
which assembled, including the nobility, magistrates, clergy, Ac., was very 
great.^ The day was a complete holiday, the shops were shut up, and the 
evening closed with a bonfire, fireworks, ^c. 

, Sept. 30. — A very stormy day, and great loss in shipping on the 

Durham and Yorkshire coasts. Two ships were totally lost, with all hands ; 
the one at 4 p.m., about 4ths of a mile from Marsk; the other (on the follow- 
ing morning) was washed ashore at Coatham. About 16 vessels were on shore 
between Shields and Hartlepool. • 

^- — 9 October. — ^The West Hartlepool Mechanics' Institute established. 
After the completion of the Athemeum in 1852 the library and museum of 
the Institute were placed in that building. 

, October. — -The deaths from Cholera Morbus during this and the two 

preceding months were, at Hartlepool, 160, and at Stockton about 20. Yarm 
also suffered greatly. On the 12ta of this month the shops at Stockton were 
closed, and the day observed as one of public humiliation and prayer. [The 
total number of deaths in the county of Durham from Cholera and Diarrhoea 
during this year was 2022, and in Northumberland 1679.] 

f Oct. 18. — ^At the Stockton Annual Cheese Fair, held this day, there 

were above 100 carts with cheeses (an unusual number). The prices were 
from 38s. to 42s. per cwt. 

, Oct. 24. — Wm. Eanger, Esq., Superintendent Inspector of the 

General Board of Health, on this and following days, held sittings at 
Darlington to enquire into its sanitary condition. He commenced a similar 
enquiry at Stockton, Oct. dlst, and Hartlepool, Nov. 7th. His remarks at 
the close of each enquiry shewed the necessity of attention to drainage, the 
supply of water, ventilation of streets and dwellings, &c., recommending also, 
in each case, the application of the provisions of the Public Health Act ot 
1848. 
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1849, Nov. 6. — ^The church at Orindon being in a dilapidated state, a 
new church was built for the parish at Thorpe Thewles, and consecrated this 
daj. It has sittings for 176 hearers, 120 of which are firee. The cost of the 
building was about JC900. 

, Nov. 7. — The burying ground of the old church at Stockton being 

much crowded, a new one, situated between that of Trinity Church and Yann 
Lane, was consecrated this d^ by the Bishop of Durham. 

, Not. 15. — Ghaneral ll^anksgiving day for the abatement of Cholera. 

, Not. 24. — Several forged £6 notes of J. Backhouse & Cc's, Darling- 
ton Bank, paid in different shops in Stockton, this evening. 

^ Nov. 25. — ^The Stockton Town Mission establishdl. 

, December. — ^The Sedgefield Institute of Literature and Science com- 
menced this month. 

1850, Jan. 3. — ^The new church (St. John's) at Darlington, on the east of 
the Skeme, opened by license from the Bishop of Durham (who consecrated 
the building July 16, 1853). The edifice was designed by Mr. Mi^eton, 
and is in the Early Enelish style, accommodating about 650 persons. The 
total cost was about £4000. 

, Jan. 14. — ^A Chamber of Commerce established early in the month, 

and this day the officers were elected. President, John Grey: Vice-Presidents, 
Bt. Thompson and Josh. Byers ; Treasurer, A. Brady; Secretary, Jos. Laing; 
and 8 members of the Committee. 

, Feb. 26. — Capt. B. Ibbetson, who had been deputed bv her Majestv's 

Commissioners to assist in promoting an Exhibition of the Industry of All 
Nations, to be held in London iii 1851, addressed a meeting at the Town hall, 
Stockton. Besolutions in its support were passed, and a committee appointed 
to obtain subscriptions in furtherance of the same. [At Stockton the sub- 
scriptions amounted to £95 ; and in other towns the subscriptions raised for 
the same object were, at Baniard Castle, £13 ; Hartlepool, £37 ; Darlington 
£67 ; and Durham, £170.] On April 18th following, Mr. Geo. Wallis, from 
London, gave a lecture on the nature and objects of the proposed grand Ex- 
hibition, which was well attended by the working-classes. 

, March 30. — ^The North-east coast of England was visited by a terrific 

sale, and the results were of the most destructive character. At Hartlepool, 
14 vessels were driven on shore in different parts of the harbour, and nearly 
all speedily became. wrecks. 

y April 2. — ^At a meeting held at Darlington, it was resolved to appro- 
priate about 30 acres of Chari^ hind, called "Poor Howden*s,** as a park for 
the free use and recreation of the public. The ground has since been laid 
out in a manner omamenl^l to the town. 

^ April 19. — Died at Cleasby, Darlington, aged 100, Wm. Bradle 

, April 24. — ^The Darlinston Water Works having been compt 

the water was introduced into the town. 

, May 22. — ^The annual meeting of the Yorkshire Union of Mechanics' 

Institutes held at Darlington, Edwd. Baines, Esq., in the chair. It was stated 
that, in 1845, the Union contained 20 institutes; it now comprised 109, with 
18,616 members ; 27 new institutes were admitted. Dr. Erskine, the Dean 
of Kipon, occupied the chair at the soiree held in the evening, at which about 
400 persons were present. 

, June 14. — Died at Stockton, aged 80, Mr. Bd. Dickson, who was far 

many years a leading wholesale and retail draper in that town. He left by 
will to the Dispensary the sum of £100. 

, July 15. —A public meetii^ held at Stockton to consider Mr. Banger's 

^'Beport to the Gknend Board of Health on a preliminary inquiry into the 
sewerage, drainage, and supply of water, and the sanitary condition of the 
Inhabitants of Stockton-on-Tees." A resolution proposing to bring Stockton 
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under the Health of TownB Aet was brought forward, but negtftived by a 
maioritj of 86 to 24.* 

1860, Jiily 24— 26.— A baaaar held in the Town hall, Stockton, in aid of 
the limd for building a parsonase houfle in the ditrtriet of Holy Tiinitj, and 
towards purchasing an organ for the church. The estimated eost of the 
buildii^ was £000, towards which the bazaar contributed £230^ the Mattbj 
fund JffaOOj a mortgage on the living £300, and the remainder was made up 
hj donations. 

, August. — ^The West Hartlepool Harbour and Dock Co.'s Bill, to alter 

and improTe their harbour, and construct additional works, and for amending 
the act passed in 1847, receited the Boyal assent. A Bill was passed also 
for enabling the Y6rk, l^ewcastle, and Berwick Bailwaj Go. to am«id the 
terms for purchasing the Gk^t North of England Bailwaj. 

— — , Aug. 2. — ^A nleeti^ held in the Friends' meetiiig house, Stockton, 
to take into consideration the extreme destitution existing amongst the in- 
habitants of the Shetiand Islands, with a view to the adoption of means for 
its aUeyiation, and to hear addresses firom 2 gentlemen wqo had visited the 
Islands. The Mayor (Mr. Trotter) in the cha^r. Donations were made by 
tiie inhabitants both in money and clothes. 

' 9 Sept< 1. — ^The price of gas, which at the first establishment of the

The 
company proposed to convey the water (now obtained for supplying Darling- 
ton rrom the river Tees, about 2 miles west of that town), by iron pipes, firom 
the water pipe maixis of the Darlington Co., near the present reservoir of 
that company, partly down the road from Darlington to Yarm, and partly 
down the line of the railway to the towns of Stockton, Yarm, and Middles- 
brough. The water was described by Mr. Hawksley, the engineer, as being 
" very soft ; it comes from the millstone grit, the baisalt and other early for- 
mations, from which water is always derived of a remarkably soft quality : 
the tertiary formation, with the exception of sand, always yields water of a 
hard quality." 

, Dec. 81. — ^The revenue of the port of Hartlepool firom the opening

published, with a memoir of the author, by his father. 

. — ^The public baths at Hartlepool, situated at the south-east end of 

the Town Moor, were this summer opened to the public. The edifice is in 
the manor-house style of architecture. 

. — Messrs. feolckow & Yaughan, of Middlesbrough, who had com- 
menced the use of the Cleveland Ironstone in 1846, being desirous of having 
the position of the stone nearer to their own works than had hitherto been 
accomplished, pursued their inquiries inland, and this year ascertained that 
the positions of the seams on the Eston hills were no great distance from the 
place where, in 1811, the late Mr. W. W. Jackson, of ^N'ormanby, had ex- 
tracted 2 waggon loads, which he sent to the Leamington Ironworks on trial, 
and of which an unfavourable report was made. Mr. J. being disheartened 
by the report did not ^attempt anything further. Although attention was 
called to the subject by Mr. Attwood in 1830, and Messrs. Hall and Brooks 
in 1832, little notice was taken, and little success it is said would have at- 
tended the use of the Cleveland stone so long as the furnaces were blown 
with cold air ; for it was not until the application of Neilson's hot blast in 
1828 that the iron masters were able in 1831 to produce foundry or gray pig 
iron from the ore gathered from the Yorkshire coast. In 1835 ^o&ssor 
Phillips speaks of the layers of ironstone forming the coast, and describes 
the character of the country inland as far as Eston Nab. About 1836 a rail- 
way' was constructed up the vale of the Esk, and near Grosmont a bed of 
solid ironstone, 3 or 4 feet thick, was discovered, but the produce was not 
libove 25 per cent. Messrs. B. & Y . having then established a rolling mill at 
Middlesbrough, and subsequently blast furnaces at Witton Park, further in- 
quiries led to their opening out a mine at Skinningrove, where they found the 
ironstone thicker ana also richer, as it contained nearly one-fourth more iron 
than it did at Grosmont. The success attending the discovery at Eston was 
so great that it rendered the district, according to Mr. Bald, capable of sup- 
plying one million tons of pig iron annually. 

1851. — The junction of the Stockton and Eural Police was agreed to by 
the magistrates at the Durham Quarter Sessions. 

-, Jan. 7. — The Clarence Eailway Co. agreed to lease the line in per- 
petuity, to the Stockton and Hartlepool Co., at 2^ per cent, on the share 
capital, the lessees to pay off the government and other debts. 
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1851, Jan. 29. — ^Mr. Stephenson, O.E., sat at the Town hall, Stockton, to 
take evidence on the subject of the proposed Harbour at Bedcar, as a Har- 
bour of Befuge. 

, Feb. 11. — ^A handsome niece of plate, valued at about £500, was 

presented to Mr. E. W. Jackson \>j the inhabitants of West Hartlepool, "as 
a token of their admiration of the skill, energy, and patient perseverance dis- 
played in projecting and executing the West Hartlepool Harbour and Docks." 
The testimonial consisted of a bust of Mr. Jackson in silver, surrounded by 
figures of Commerce, Industry, and Science. 

, Feb. 12. — A testimonial of respect, in the form of a purse, was pre- 
sented to the Bev. Wm. Leng, of Stockton, for his gratuitous services during 
9 years as honorary agent for the Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners* 
Benevolent Society. • 

, Feb. 18. — The prospectus of the Stockton-on-Tees Water Works Co. 

issued. Capital JC12,000, in shares of JCIO each. It was proposed to obtain 
a supply of water from the river Tees, at a point about a mile above the town 
of Tarm, whence, after being properly filtered, it would be brought partly on 
the line of the Leeds and Thirsk Kailway, and partly on the turnpike road, 
to the town of Stockton, at a pressure sufficient to carry it about 70 feet 
above the level of the market-place. The works would be sufficient to supply 
South Stockton, Tarm, and Middlesbrough, if it should be found desirable. 
[For the 2 former water projects, see pp. 207 and 210.] 

f March 5.— A puolio meeting of the inhabitant of Stockton and the 

neighbourhood, interested in agriculture, was held in the Corporation hall, 
for the purpose of establishing a District Farmers' Club. The mayor (Mr. 
Trotter), was appointed President ; Bev. T. H. Dyke and Mr. W. C. Newby, 
vice-presidents ; and Mr. W. Bayson, secretary. The following gentlemen 
were appointed members of the Committee : — J. Dodds, W. Simpson, and 
J. Palmer, of Stockton; G-. Trotter, Tunstall; B. Hymers and T. Parrinc^n, 
Marton; M. Bowser, Thomaby ; Mr. Christie, Kirklevin^on ; Mr. Graham, 
Wynyard ; T. H. Dobson, Linthorpe ; G. Hutchinson, Bishopton ; and Jos. 
Parrington, Normanby. 

, March 5. — ^Aja extraordinary rise of water in the Tees took place 

during a north-east wind, being from 2 to 2^ feet. The rise on the Bar was 
19|>feet; Middlesbrough, 16^ feet ; and Stockton, 14 feet. The difference 
of the time of high water at the Bar and at Stockton Quay is one hour. 

f March 10. — ^A Bill having been introduced into parliament for trans- 
ferring to commissioners the property, powers, and liabilities of the Tees 
Navigation Co., repealing or amenoing previous acts, dissolving the Compom', 
constructing a dock, near Stockton, making cuts, and other works, Mr. W. 
Bald, C. E., was appointed by the Lords of the Admiralty to make a local 
inquiiT into the case of the Tees Conservancy Bill, for which purpose he at- 
tended this day, at the Town hall, Middlesbrough, to make sucn examination, 
survey, and enquiries, in relation to the proposed act, as he had been directed 
to do. The report made by him was ordered by the House of Commons 
(April 28) to be printed. Mr. Bald at the conclusion of it expressed his 
opinion that great improvements may be made in the deepening of the river, 
both at the bar, and in other parts, and that in combination with this, an ex- 
tent of many thousand acres of land could be safely embanked in from the 
sea, if proper works were constructed to direct and guide the force of the 
current in the navigable channel. [See May 16.] 

, March 31. — In the population returns taken this day, Stockton, in- 
cluding Preston and Hartburn, numbered 10,459; Norton, 1725; Middles-

The skeletons were huddled together in 
various positions, and had ail belonged to men of large stature. lu> reodrd 
of their interment seems to exist. 

, April 6. — ^The Wesleyan Beformers opened a place for diyine worship 

in Mill Lfuie, Stockton. 

^ Apnl 10.— The poor of the Stockton Union removed from the old 

workhouse in Bishop street to the New Union Poor House lately erected in 
Portrack Lane. [The old workhouse was sold in the following year for jE600.] 

, May 16. — ^The Tees Conservancy Bill thrown out by a Committee of 

the House of Commons. It being supposed by the people of Stockton that 
the Bill was promoted br the Stockton and Darlington Kailway Co., in oppo- 
sition to the wishes of the people of that town, much rejoicinK took place on 
the defeat of the measure. At a special meeting of the Tees Navigation Co., 
held June SOtii, the committee of the company were directed to take neeesaary 
Steps for introducing a Bill into parliament the next session for the conserva- 
tion and improvement of the river. 

, May 26. — ^Public baths and wash-houses in Kendrew street, Darling- 
ton, opened to the public. The building was erected by subscription^ and 
cost near £700. 

, June 8. — A new chapel opened in Church street. West Hartlepool, 

bv the Wesleyan Beformers. It will accommodate 500 persons. TheBeformeife 
also erected in Hartlepool, this year, a Chapel to accommodate 800 persons. 

, Jidy ft. — ^The Sunderhind News, and North of England Adverfaser, 

a weekly Newspaper, was commenced. In May, 1855, it was inoorp<»ttted 
with the Stockton and Hartlepool Mercury. 

, July 14. — Chreat dissatis&ction prevailing in Stockton with the 

Stockton, Yarm, and Middlesbrough Water Bill now passing through parlia- 
ment, a public meeting was held and resolutions entered into for the forma- 
tion of a new company. [See Feb. 18.1 

, Julv 18.— The Corporation Hall at Stockton having been purchased 

^ the Mecnanics^ Institute, that Society (which had removed from Maaons' 
Court to Tennant street in January, 1848,) took possession of the hall. The 
building was purchased for £1100, and after various alterations had beoi 
made, and other expenses added, the total cost was about £1165, for the 
payment of which £800 was borrowed, and the remainder raised by subaerip- 
tion. 

, July 21. — A public meeidng held at Stockton to consider the exmdi- 

ency of having the Public Health Act applied to Stockton. W. S. Orey, £^., 
moved a resolution opposed to it, which was met by an amendment, moved by 
Mr. Bobert Bichmona, in favour of it, and the latter carried by a smaU 
majority. On the following day the parties in opposition met and passed a 
counter resolution. 

^ July 24.— The Stockton, Middlesbrough, and Yarm Waterworks Bill 

received the Boyal assent. The first sod of the new works was cut on Oct. 1. 

, July 30. — ^The Durham County Agricultural Society's 10th annual 

show was held at Stockton. The society dined at the new Borough Hall, 
which, although unfinished, was opened for the occasion. This was followed 
(Axis, 1st) by a tea-party of the Mechanics* Institute. The formal opening 
of the hall took pkce on May 1^, 1852. 

, Aug. 8. — ^Durin|; the late session of parliament the following Bills 

were enact^ viz. : A Bill to provide for the alteration or extinguishment of 
the existing rights in the Freemen's Pastures in Hartlepool, and for their ap- 
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propriation and mana^ment ; for Testing in the body corporate of the boronffh 
the narbour dues reoeivable bj them, &c A Bill for constructing an adu- 
tional pier for the protection of the harbours and bay of Hartlepool, and to 
establish a fenj across the Commissioners' harbour ; for raising further money; 
and for amending former acts. A Bill for enabling the Stockton and Dar* 
lin^n Bailwaj Co. to increase their capital. A Bui to enable the Leeds and 
Thursk Bailwaj Co. to change the name to " Leeds Northern." Two Bills 
for the York, i^ewcastle, and Berwick Bailwaj Co. to make various arrange- 
ments in respect to minor lines leased by the Co., and for other purposes. 

1851, Aug. 17. — ^During a yiolent thunderstorm, the lightning stoick the 
house of Mr. T. Hood, of Stranton, and killed Mrs. Hood. 

—. — y Aug. 28. — ^A new Boman Catholic Chapel, dedicated to St. Mary, 
was opened for public worship in Middleeate street, Hartlepool, with ^:reat 
ceremony, in the presence of Cardinal Wiseman, Bishops UcM^h, Brum, 
Brown, and Morris, and a lar^e number of priests. The chapel, designodDy 
Hansom, is in the Early Engbsh style, and nas a fine spire, and a p^ of 8 
bells. The exterior of the chapel, which consists of tower, nave, witii dere- 
atory, side aisles, and apsidal chancel, is plain, and without side buttresses. 
It is 121 feet in length and 43 in width. 

, Sept. 6. — The Sunderland Times, a weekly Newspaper, and successor 

to the Northern Times and Beacon, commenced. 

, Sept. 20. — A weekly Com Market commenced in Hartlepool, to be' 

held on Saturdays. 

, Sept. 25. — Severe storms during the previous niffht and this day. 

Twelve ships were driven on shore between Huntcliffe and Teesmouth, 2 of 
which were wrecked, but only one life lost. Considerable losses took place 
North of the Tees. 

, Dec. 8th. — ^Died, aged 66, John Wilson, Esq., Judge of the County 

Court for G-lamorgan, Brecon, and Badnor, and Becorder of Carmarthen. 
He was a native of Stockton, where he served his clerkship to Mr. Baisbeck. 
He afterwards became a member of the Middle Temple, London, and was 
called to the bar. 

, Dec. 81. — Sharp's History of Hartlepool, 2nd edition, published by 

John Procter, with a supplemental history to 1851 inclusive. 

. — During the autumn of this year a larse Primitive Methodist Chapd, 

with a minister's house attached, was erected in Hartlepool, the old one, 
erected in 1880, being too small. 

. — ^The Auxiliary Bible Society of Hartlepool reconstituted as a dis- 
tinct and independent establishment. It had previously only formed a part 
of the Stockton Auxiliary Society. 

. — ^The amalgamation of the West Hartlepool Dock Co., and of the 

Stockton and Hartlepool Bailway Compaiw, agreed to. 

. — ^A Police Station erected in West Bow, Stockton, this year, on 

ground adjoining the Borough hall. The ground was purchased of the Cor- 
poration by the County for £300, and the buildings and cells cost together 
£500. 

1852, Jan. 15.— Died at Stockton, aged 66, Mr. Joseph Hill, teacher of 
music and organist of the old church at that place. He was a performer of 
ereat ability on the organ, piano-forte, and harp, and the youngest of three 
brothers, all eminent as musical nrofessors. His father was for many years 
organist of South Church, Lincolnshire. Mr. J. P. Jewson succeeded Mr. 
Pill in the office of organist. 

, Jan. 80. — A public meeting of the owners of property and ratepayers 

in the township of Stockton was hdd at the Town hall "to tale into consider- 
ation the proposed Bill for the Extension of the Borough,'* and for other pur- 
poses. The necessity of an application to parliament arose from the fact that 

0* 
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the borough, comprising only one-fifth in value of the rateable property in 
the town, was placed in Schedule A, 5 and 6 Wm. lY ., whereby her Majesty 
was precluded from granting the desired extension of the town by order in 
council. By the census of 1851 it appeared that the population of the old 
borough was only 1929, whilst that of the rest of the township was 8149; 
Total, 10,078. The meeting was numerously attended, and after an animated 
debate, which lasted three hours, resolutions were passed in favour of the bill. 

1852, Feb. — A new Chapel was onened by the Particular Baptists, in Chare 
Head Field, Hartlepool. The building cost £600, and will accommodate 
about 500 persons. [There were only 7 Baptists in Hartlepool in 1845.] 

, March. — The '^ Olive Branch," from Stockton to Canada, loaded with 

coals and earthenware, was lost in the St. Lawrence. The crew and 36 pas- 
aengers were saved, but the ship was a total wreck. 

, March 6. — ^A new Chapel for the Wesleyan New Connexion Metho- 
dists was opened at Hartlepool by Mr. Langridge, of Leeds, capable of 
acoommodatmg dOO persons. 

y March 16. — ^A public meeting held at Stockton to receive the report 

of a committee (appointed 5th May, 1851) on the Tees Conservancy Bill, 
when resolutions were passed against the Middlesbrough Dock Co., or anj 
private company, having the appointment of Commissioners for carrying the 
Bill (if passed) into effect. 

• — ^ — y April 6.— The Directors of the Stockton, Middlesbrough, and Yarm 
Co. issued notices of their being prepared to receive applications for supply- 
ing water to the inhabitants of Stockton. 

— , April 11. — The members of the Wesleyan Association, Hartlepool, 
after holding their meetings in a room in Darlington street, built a chapel in 
Mount Pleasant, on a part of Smith's charity estote, which was opened this 
day. It will seat about 400 persons. 

y April 16. — ^A new Church, dedicated to the Trinity, was opened at 

Hartlepool when sermons were preached by the Bev. Dr. Davies, rector of 
Gkteahead. The church, which is in the Decorated style of architecture, was 
designed by Mr. John Middleton, and cost near £2700. It will seat 800 
persons, and 500 of the sittings have been declared free. 

, April 17. — ^A preliminary Savings Bank opened in connexion with the 

Stockton Mechanics' Institute. It commenced with 30 depositors, and at the 
end of the year the number was 96, the total amount deposited being :£ 1 32. The 
principal object of this bank is to act as an Auxiliary, by enabling parties to 
deposit weelly, or otherwise, any amount from Id. upwards, to be transferred 
to the Stockton Savings Bank, if so requested by the depositor, when the 
amount reaches 16s. 8d., that being the lowest sum bearing interest. 

;-, April 24.— Died at Sedgefield, aged 102, John Piles. He was for 72 

years in the service of the Bussell family at Brancepeth. 

, May 9.— Died at Ormesby Hall, aged 86, Sir William Hy. Penny- 
man, Bt. 

> May 15. — The Borough Hall, Stockton, which was opened this day, 

was built on the scite of a large mansion in High street, the residence of the 
late Mr. Bd. Dickson, and was adapted for its present purpose by Mr. W. 
Clephan, architect. The Hall, an elegant building, is at the back part of the 
premises, 80 feet long, 36 wide, and 36 high. The front building admitted of 
easy conversion into council chamber, and other offices, which are now (1866) 
occupied as a Custom House, and offices for the Poor Law Guardians, &c. The 
yard is covered with a ridged roof of glass, and forms a pleasant, sheltered 
approach from the house to the hall, and is about 72 feet long by 23. The 
total cost of the whole was iJ3J300, viz., for the purchase of the premises 
(less £300 received for a scite for county police station), £1200; new hall, 
£1350; vestibule, £300; alterations and repairs, £1£«0; lighting and furnish- 
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ing liall and vestibule^ £300. The hall is appropriated for holding public 
meetings, basaars, sales, assemblies, concerts, and lectures. 

1852, May 15.— The Leeds Northern Bailway (late Leeds and Thirsk 
Bailwaj) was opened from Melmerby to Stockton. A train from Leeds, of 
above 40 carriages, arrived at Stockton about 1 -20 p.m., bringing with them the 
directors of the railway and their friends ; they were met by the members of 
the corporation, accompanied by a number of the inhabitants, who walked in 
procession from the Town hall to the railway. The Borough hall was opened 
Dy a public dinner, to which the directors of the railway and other gentlemen 
were mvited. About 250 persons were present, the Mayor (Mr. Trotter) 
being chairman. It was stated by Mr. Constable, the chairman of the Leeds 
Northern Co., that the line opened that day, 29 miles long, had cost £15,000 
per mile. The meeting passed over very pleasantly. [Li consequence of this 
railway extension, a violent competition sprung up between the Leeds Northern 
and the York, Newcastle, and Berwick Co. ; and in July, when the warfare 
was at its heisht, the latter company conveyed passengers from Leeds to 
Newcastle and back, via York, a distance of 238 miles, for 2 shillings.] 

— — , May 28. — ^The Bill " for the extension of the boundaries of the 
mimicipal borough of Stockton, and for transferring to the corporation of the 
■aid borough the properties and effects now vested in certain commissioners 
having junsdiction in the township, and to provide for the better draining, 
deaninfi;, paving, watching, lighting, and otherwise improving the said borough," 
received tue Boyal assent. Although supported by the corporation, and other 
influential parties, it met with considerable opposition in parliament. The 
Act incorporates clauses taken from the Public Health Act, 1848 ; Lands 
Clauses Cfonsolidation Act, 1845; Towns Improvement Clauses Act, 1847; 
Markets and Fairs Clauses Act, 1847 ; and Towns Police Clauses Act, 1847. 
The principal boundaries of the extended borough are, The Biver Teet from 
the railway bridge over the Tees to the North-ILast point of the old Cut, and 
from thence by the channel of the old river to Portrack Bridge ; and the 
Liuiram Beck from Portrack Bridge to East Hartbum ; the remainder of 
the boundary runs between East Hartbum and the Bailway Bridge. [For 
further particulars see the ''Act."] The division into 4 wards is as follows: — 
Norih JSaH Ward (which includes Portrack), and South Bast Ward^ are on 
the East side of the High street, and are themselves separated by Bishop 
street and the kennel running at the South side of Thistle Oreen to the Tees; 
The North West and South West Wards are on the West side of the High 
street, and are separated from each other by Dovecot street, Mill lane, and 
the road leading from thence on the South side of Light Pipe hall to the 
wooden bridge over Lustram Beck. 

i June. — ^A volume of " Parochial Sermons," by the late Eev. J. Brew- 
ster, M.A., published, the profits to be applied in aid of the funds for enlarg- 
ing and supplying additional sittings in the Parish Church of Greatham. 
Estimated cost of alterations, £330. 

, June 1. — The ceremony of opening a 2nd dock at West Hartlepool, 

to be called the ''Jackson Dock," containing 14 acres, took place. The in- 
creasing trade of the new port requiring an extended accommodation, the new 
dock, and also the enlargement of the outer harbour, from 13 to 44 acres, 
were made, and this day inaugurated, thus obtaining, in the harbour and 
docks, convenience for 500 vessels. After the formal opening 500 gentlemen 
sat down to dinner in a spacious pavilion, Mr. Jackson presiding. The day 
closed with a ball in the AthensBum. 

, June 2.— The Leeds Bailway Co.'s new Station, Bishopton Bead, 

Stockton, opened. 

, June 25. — The Amateur Musical Society invited their friends to an 

Evening Concert at the Borough hall, and had an extraordinarily large 
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audience. The band was led by Mr. Jewson ; the principal Yocaliats were 
Mrs. Burnett and Master Leyboume ; and instrumental performers, Messrs. 
Wood, of Durham, T. Watson, of Newcastle, Lawson, and Taylor. [A 
similar gratuitous concert was given in the following January to a crowded 
audience.] 

18A2, June SO. — ^The Bill for the Conservancy, improvement, and regulation 
of the river Tees, the construction of a dock at Stockton, the dissolution of 
the Tees Navigation Co., and other purposes, received the Boyal assent. The 
ad^ states the capital of the Gompamr to be JS29,000, in 580 shares of £50 
each, and the deot £39,320. The Commissioners are to be elected annually, 
viz., 6 by the Stockton Borough Council, 5 by the Middlesbrough Improve- 
ment Commissioners [now by the Middlesbrough Council], 2 by the xann 
Batepayers, and 3 are to be appointed by the liords Commissioners of the 
AdmirallT ; th^ are to be conservators of the river, and to have all the 
powers of the Tees Navigation Co., which latter body is to be dissolved as soon 
as its claims are discharged. Power is given to raise £207,000 on the Tees 
Conservancy Fund, and £80,000 on mortgage of the Dock Fund, which 
latter account is to be kept distinct from other transactions of the Commia- 
sioners. Provision is made for the whole of the principal sums beiiu; paid 
off in 7 years, mortgages for £18,000 ^ven to the sharoholders of iSOb, a| 
4 per cent, interest, and in the proportion of £100 principal money for every 
£50 share ; and for £32,000 to the shareholders ot 1828, at 4 per cent, in 
the proportion of £80 principal for every £50 share. Various works to be 
done by the Commissioners are pointed out by the act, as also the order of 
their execution, and these are to be completed within 7 years from the com* 
mencement of the act. 

, June 30. — The Bill '' For the amalgamation of the Stockton and 

Hartlepool Bailway Co. and Hartlepool West Harbour and Dock Co., 
and for authorising the lease or purchase of the Clarence Bailway by the 
Stockton and Hartlepool Bailway Co., or the amalgamated company," Ac., 
receiv^ the Boyal assent. 

, July 1. — Parliament dissolved. In addition to those already noticed 

the Boyal assent was given to the 4 following Bills during the late session, 
viz. (1) For makinff a railway frt>m the MidcQesbrough and Bedcar Bailway, 
near Middlesbroug^h, to or near to Ouisbrough, with branches to the Cleveland 
Hills, and for making arrangements with the Stockton and Darlington Bail-* 
wsLj Co. (2) For increasing the capital of the Stockton and Darlington 
Bailway Co. (3) For enabling the xork, Newcastle, and Berwick Baiiway 
Co. to make a deviation in the line of their Bishop Auckland branch, and for 
other purposes; and (4) For enabling the same company to make a deviation 
in the line of their Thirsk and Malton branch, and for other purposes. 

, July 5. — ^A terrific thunder storm passed over the counties of Durham 

and Northumberland, and many persons were kiUed by the lightning. The 
flood carried away nearly a mile of the Spennymoor branch of the Clarence 
!EUdlway, and the other fines near Ferry Hill were much damaged. 

, July 16. — In consequence of the accession of Earl Derby to the head 

of the government, parliament was dissolved on the 1st inst.; and on thit dam 
the eledion of representatives for South Durham took place, when Lord H. 
Yane and J. Farrer, Esq., were elected without opposition. 

, July 21. — The railway train from Ferry Hill to Stockton was run 

into near Stockton by a Leeds Northern luggage train, by which 2 of the 
carriages were shattered to pieces, and severd of the passengers severely hurt. 
Mr. Grainger, an eminent engineer, of Edinburgh, had both his legs broken, 
and died of his injuries on the 25th ; Mrs. Cunningham, of Kelso, suffered 
in a similar manner, and died on the 2Srd.

^ Aug. 3. — Public rejoicing at Stockton for the passing of the Borough 

Extension Bill and the Tees Conservancy and Stockton Dock Bill. The day 
was observed as a holiday. A procession of the different trades, with their 
banners, fiags, &c., headed by the mayor and corporation and other inhabitants, 
paraded through the principal streets of the town ; this was followed, at 8 
o'clock, by a dinner on the Green, where above 3000 persons sat down to a 
substantial meal,* the expenses being met by previous subscriptions. 
Salutes of cannon were fired at intervals during the day, and fiags displayed 
from public and other buildinss 

' , Se^t. 7. — The "West Hartlepool AthenaDum formally opened. The 

building is in the Italian stvle of architecture, and was erected from designs 
by Mr. H. B. Bobson. The interior comprises a school-room, laboratory, 
and store-room, on the basement fioor ; a news-room, library, 2 class-rooms, 
and 2 rooms for a housekeeper, on the ground fioor ; and a lecture-room, 70 
feet by 80, on the upper fioor. The cost was about £1,100, exclusive of the 
acite and stone materials, which were furnished by the dock company, and 
cartage and labour provided by the neighbouring mrmers. 

, Oct. 1. — Hy. Manisty, Esq., attended at the Borough hall, in Stock- 
ton, to revise the new Burgess List. The number of burgesses enrolled in 
the 4 wards was 640. The old list contained only 110. The rateable value

, Oct. 28. — ^A disastrous storm arose on the east coast, occasioning 

great losses of life and property ; 20 vessels were driven on shore within a 
fthort distance of each otner — 1 vessel was lost off* Huntclifie, 8 off Seaton, 1 off

At Stockton there was a religious service 
at the Parish Church, to which the mayor and corporation went in procession, 
and the Bev. F. J. James preached an appropriate discourse from 1 Sam. iv. 21 
(" The glory is departed'*), to a large congre^tion. 

; Dec. 25. — A destructive storm of wind arose from the south west 

about 4-80 ▲.!£., and continued, with little intermission, until the 27th at 
noon. At Stockton part of the spire of Trinity Church was thrown down, 
through the roof, and did much injury. At Hartlepool a long range of ware- 
houses for the new docks was prostrated. At Darlington, and other places, a 
great number of houses were unroofed, and numerous personal injuries sus- 
tained. The shipping on the coast escaped with little injury. 

1853, Jan. 2. — A new collection of *' Psalms and Hymns" introduced into 
the religious services of the Parish Church at Stockton, in the place of the 
selection from Tate and Brady's Psalms. 

-— — , Jan. 2. — A small but beautiful oi^n was opened in Stranton Church 
by Mr. C. Hoggett, organ builder. West Hartlepool. 

, Jan. 7. — Buried at Longnewton, Mary Benton, widow of a butcher 

at that place, and a native of the parish of Cockfield, aged 117. In early Life 
ahe resided with her grandmother at Pieroebridge, and remembered the soldiers 
being quartered there during the rebellion of 1745. She could read without 
spectacles to the last. Her father (Balph Lodge) lived to the age of 105 
years.

, Feb. 2. — ^A meeting called by the Corporation of Stockton of land- 
owners, £u>mers, and others, interested in establishing an annual Fat Stock 
and Poultry Show for Stockton district and Cleveland, was held at the Town 
halL [The success of the show in Stockton market on Ifith Dec., 1862, was 
the inducement for holding the present meeting.] 

^ Feb. 6.— The " Fox," of Stockton, cast on shore within a few miles 

of Boulogne by the fury of the gale. The whole of the crew (numbering 8 
or 10) perished. 

^ Feb. 8. — A borough rate of Is. per £ on houses and 3d. per £ on 

land (being the first rate made by the new Council) ordered. Owners allowed 
to compound for houses rated at £6 and under, at three-fourths of the rate. 
A second rate of Is. Sd. per £ was ordered April 12th for the purpose of 
paying the expenses of obtaining the Borough Extension Act. 

J Feb. 11. — A snow storm (the first uiis winter) commenced, and con- 
tinued &lling in slight showers, with little intermission, for above 2 weeks. 

9 Feb. 24. — The vessels (10 in number) belonging to the Union Ship- 
ping Co. sold on the dissolution of the company. They produced £12,060, 
whieh amount was considerably above their valuation.

, May. — ^The Electric Telegraph Co. extended their wires to Hartle- 
pool via Leeds and Stockton. 

, May. — ^The South Stockton Cotton Mill, with a considerable portion 

of land, purchased by Mr. Pease for £7000. 

, May 3. — ^A meeting of the Stockton Borough Council adopted a 

Eitition to parliament for the privilege of sending a representative to the 
ottse of Commons. 

, May 12. — The Bill for amending the Tees Conservancy and Stockton 

Dock Act of 1852; a separation of the Stockton Dock from the Tees Conser- 
vancy; alteration of dues; rate in aid on property in the borough; arrangements 
for traffic, &c., &c., was rejected by a committee of the House of Commons 
because of there being no precedent for the rate in aid by which it was proposed 
to pay the interest on the money expended in the construction of the dock. 

, May 20,— Died at Sedgefield, aged 106, Mrs. Ann TumbulL 

, June 22. — A wool market commenced at Stockton, to be continued 

twice a year oa the last Wednesdays in June and July. 
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1858, June SO. — Bj a deciBion of the Judge at Wefltminster the ancient 
writ of pone, peculiar to the count j of Durham, ¥ra8 dedared to be abrogated 
bj a recent act of parliament. 

, Jul^ 25 — ^27. — A. bazaar held in the Borough hall, Stockton, in aid of 

the Mechamcs* Institute. A debt of £1,100 had been contracted by the pur- 
chase of the Corporation hall, towards the payment of which about £300 had 
been raised by subscriptions; and encouragement having been given by many 
ladies and gentlemen of the town, for stiU further materially reducing the 
debt by a bazaar, the business was warmly taken up by the friends of the 
institute, the result of which was that a net sum of £382 10s. lid. was 
raised for the purpose. Contributions to the bazaar were made in local manu* 
factures, natural productions, works of art, and fancy articles in great variety; 
and stalls for their sale, imder the superintendence of the ladies, were arranged 
round the room. A handsome screen, valued at £30, was given by the 
Marchioness of Londonderry, and disposed of by lottery. ^ A collection also 
of above 100 valuable oil paintings were contributed for exhibition in a separate 
room, to which a small admission fee was paid. 

, Auff. 7. — ^The Bye-Laws of the Corporation of Stockton, passed May 

8rd, were aUowed by Lord Palmerston, Aug. 4, and came into force this day.

, Aug. 20. — The Leeds Northern fiaUway Bill for creating new shares 

and raising money on loan, &c., was passed during the late session. 

, Sept. 1. — A church rate of 2|d. per £ for Trinity Church, Stockton, 

having been refused, a poll was demanded, which took place on the 8th and 
9th, when the numbers were, for the rate, 54, against, tOl. Majority against 
the rate, 137. [A voluntary rate was adopted in 1854.] 

, Sept. 19. — ^A Mr. Hampton and friend made an ascent in a balloon 

from Darlineton, and effected a descent at Stockton, having travelled the 
distance in about 20 minutes. 

, Sept. dl. — Cholera having prevailed for 2 or 8 weeks past in the 

neighbourhood, more parcicularly at Newcastle and Gkiteshead, the Stockton 
Bovd of Ghiardians passed a resolution for emploving assistant medical 
oflSoers, if necessary, and to dispense medicines to the afflicted and needy 
poor. On the 26th they agreed with the committee of the dispensary to open 
that institution for the purpose of dispensing suitable medicines, and the dis- 
pensary was kept open, day and night, until the disease was removed. Dr. 
Lewis, of London, visited the town, and 2 young medical students were also 
employed in visiting from house to house. Dr. Whiteside was appointed 
officer of health for 6 months. Three deaths occurred in Stockton at the 
latter end of September, and 13 in October, principally in the north east 
ward. [In Newcastle there were 1,53d deaths from Aug. 31 to Nov. 4, and 
in Gkiteshead 433, together 1971, of which number above 1700 took place in 
the month of September.

, Dec. 16. — Died at Hartlepool, aged 69, Billy Purvis, well-known in 

Scotland and the North of England as proprietor of an itinerant theatre. 
His residence was in the Close at Newcastle, from an early pmod of his life. 
A tombstone to his memory was erected in 1860. 

. — ^A window of stamed glass was placed in Norton Church, on the

. — ^Messrs. Bell Brothers erected iron works at Samphire Batts, on 

round purchased of the railway company. [In this year (1866) they have 
furnaces, and a village has risen up there, containing above 700 inhabitants.] 

1854, Jan. — The Commissioners of the Pier and Port of Hartlepool did not 
establish their ferry until this time, when they erected landii^ places, and 
commenced conveying passengers. Previously this had been periormed by 
decayed or infirm fishermen and pilots. In one week, soon amr the estab- 
lishment of the ferry, 3000 passengers were taken across by it, whilst the 
fishermen's boats conveyed 17,000. The Commissioners supposing they had 
an ezdnsive right of ferrv, filed a bill in Chanoezy to prevent the fishermen 
plying ; but before the Chancellor's decision was given, a clause was intro- 
duced into the <' Harbour of Befuge" Bill of 1855, to the effect that the Com- 
missionerB shall have no exclusive right of ferry. 

, Jan. 3. — One of the most severe frosts that has occurred in this cen- 
tury was experienced during the fiirst 3 davs of the year. On the morning 
of tins day the Newcastle Literary and Philosophical Society's thermometer 
fell to 11 , and in the more exposed situations as low as 4** was registered. 
On the 2nd, at Stockton, the thermometer at 9-30 ▲.]£. was 13"*, and at an 
earlier hour considerably lower. 

f Jan. 4. — The wind during the last night having suddenly changed from 

N.W. to S.E., the temperature rose considerably, but the change had a disas- 
trous effect upon the vessels near the coast. At Hartlepool 8 laden vessels 
srounded upon the bar, and became wrecks, and a still larger number were 
oriven on shore near the mouth of the Tees. After a temporary calm the 
gale again rose on the 7th, and continued to rage until the morning of the 
lOthy and proved still more disastrous to shipping than the first. At the con- 

Q* 
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dusion of the storm 60 Bhips liad been wrecked between the Tees and Hart* 
lepool, M at Sunderlimd, 84 at Tjnemouth, and nearly 50 more at Tarious 
places in the neighbourhood. The Iobb of life was not great. Very little 
snow fell in this district, but in the South of England a great quantity fell, 
and in consequence of the stoppage both of colliers and railwajrs, coals were 
in London between 40s. and 50s. per ton. One of the minor inddenta of 
the storm was the fall, at Hartlepool, of the Maiden Bower, a rock which had 
for ages withstood the angry surge. 

1854, Jan. 5. — ^A subscription for the poor entered into at Stockton for 
supplying them with soup at Id. per quart ; also coals and bread (gratis) to 
tho most necessitous. 

, Jan. 26. — ^The ** Advance," the first Iron Ship built on the banks of 

the Tees, was launched from the yard of the Iron Shipbuilding Company, 
South Stockton. She was a screw steamer of S36 tons, and intended for the 
London and Middlesbrough trade. This slupyard shortly after passed into 
the hands of Messrs. Bichardson, Duck, & Co, 

, Feb. 6. — ^A second iron shipbuilding yard commenced on the banks 

of the Tees by Messrs. M. Pearse & Co., near to the Clarence Staithes, 
Stockton. Their first ship, the " Iron Age," 375 tons, was launched August 
10th following. Shortly after this time they purchased the building yaid 
belonging to Mr. Markham. [At what penoa shipbuilding commenced at 
Stockton is not known, but the probabilities are in favour of the latter part 
of the 17th century. A Mr. Chapelhow is said to have been the first to ea> 
tablish a building ^rard on the Tees. He had been sent down by the GbveRi- 
ment to purchase timber, and it struck him that what was too small to serve 
for London, might be advantageously worked up on the spot. The shipyard, 
last purchased by Pearse & Co., was for many years the property of the 
Heacuam family, who were also the occupants until about the time of the 
death of Mr. John Headlam (the great grandfather of the late Dr. Headlam, 
of Newcastle), in 1748, after which it was let successively to Michael Humph- 
rey, Mr. Stephenson, and others. Mr. W. Mellanby, their successor, after 
carr^ring on the business for man^ years, died in 1814; it was then conducted 
by lus executors until Julv, 1815, when the property was purchased and oo> 
cupied by Mr. H. Markham ; and on his declining busmess, the vard be- 
came the property of the present owners, Messrs. Pearse & Co. The other 
yard, together with the land on which the Pottery stands, was occupied as a 
building yard at an early period, by Messrs. Pye & Son, and afterwards by 
P^e the younger and Mjr. Thomas Haw. In 1790 Mr. Haw was sole occupier. 
He died in Dec., 1810, when the business was carried on by Mr. T. Maw, 
Jun., until 1813. Mr. Markham was the tenant tiU 1815, and he was followed 
by Mr. Davison, the last who continued the wood shipbuilding trade on that 
spot, and this only for about 2 years. At difierent periods, for a sood many 
years after 1813, the trade was carried on near to Cottaee Bow, by Mr. T. 
Haw, Jun., Mr. W. Mellanby, Jun., Messrs. W. Tumbml & Co., and others. 
In 1836 shipbuilding was commenced by Mr. Spence on the south side of the 
river, near to the bridge, and was followed in the same neighbourhood by Mr. 
Irving, Messrs. Lane & Co., &c. Messrs. W. Tumbull & Co. were the last 
builders of wooden vessels remaining in the port of Stockton. Shipbuilding 
has been carried on occasionally at Fortrack, but never for any great lengi£ 
of time together. Mr. John Mellanby (the last) commenced the trade there 
in 1826, and built several vessels.] 

--i — , Jan. 28. — Two blast furnaces belonging to Bell Brothers opened at 
Haverton Hill. 

, March 6. — ^Died in London, aged 75, Charles Wm. Vane, 3rd Mar- 
quis of Londonderry. His remains were brought to Wynyard, where they 
lay in state until the 16th, and were then interred in the family vault at 
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Longnewton. The UiirqmB entered the army in 1794, and distingaished him- 
aelf on varionB occasionBy particularly during the peninsular war, and was 
promoted to be a major-general in lolO, and a lieutenant-general in 1814. 
He was married to Lady Frances Anne Yane Tempest (his 2nd wife), in 1819. 
In 1823 he succeeded his brother in the Irish honours, and in 1833 was 
created Earl Yane and Viscount Seaham. In 1842 he became Lord Lieutenant 
of the Oountj of Durham, but his name will be best known to future years 
as the planner and completer of Seaham Harbour. 

1854, April. — The Earl of Durham appointed Lord Lieutenant of the 
County of Durham, in the place of the Marouis of Londonderry, dec^ised. 

y -^E^ ^^* — Christ Church, West Hartlepool, consecrated by the 

Bishop of Durham. This building is in the Early English style of architec- 
ture, and has a square western tower 100 feet high, containing a peal of 6 
bells. The extreme length of the interior is 125 feet, the width oi the nave 
28 feet, the length of the transept 82 feet, and its width 23 feet. At the 
west end of the nave is a stone gallery for the choir and organ, the latter 
built by Mr. Langley. The sittmga, which are open, contain accommodation 
for 1000 persons, 300 of which are firee. A parsonage house has been erected 
adjoining the church. 

,Mnj 8. — ^The Stockton and Cleveland Union Bailway Bill thrown

It contains a reading room (98 b^ 22 feet), library, 
committee room, class room, lecture hall (G2 by 42 feet) with g^lezy, and 2 
rooms finr the residence of an attendant. The cost of the erection, including 
land, ^^^luture, &c., was about £2,600. Theprincipal subscribers to the build- 
ing fbud were Miss Pease, of Feethams, £400, and Miss Barclay £300.

1854, Oct. 6. — The most destnictiTe fire which ever occnned in I^ewcartle 
or Oateflhead. A fire had broken out the night before in Ghiteshead ; and at 
an earlj hour this momingy a bonded warehouse, to which the fiames had ex- 
tended, suddenly ezplodea with tremendous yiolence, and instantly the two 
towns were on fire. The loss was calculated at between £200,000 and 
£300,000, of which £120,000 was insured. 

, Nov. — ^The Commissioners of West Hartlepool purchased 11 acres 

of ground at £200 per acre, from the Dock Co., for the purposes of a public 
cemetery. Part of the knd was appropriated for the interment of members 
of the Church of England ; the remainder for dissenters ; and 2 chapels, in 
the Gothic style of architecture, were erected near the centre of the. eround. 
[The cemetery was consecrated June 23, 1856, hj the Bishop of Manchester.] 

, Noy. 9. — ^A fire broke out in the flour mill belonging to Messrs. T. 

Wren & Son, near Stockton, which, in a little more than an nour, consumed 
the whole premises and their contents. The building consisted of a large 
steam mill, with adjoining granaries 5 stories high containing a large quantity 
of wheat and fiour. The loss was estimated at £5,000. 1%e property was 
insured for £3200. 

f Noy. 13. — ^A public meeting held at Stockton to promote a subscrip- 
tion in aid of '^ The Patriotic Fund " established for the relief of the widows 
and orphans of those who had been killed during the war at this time going 
on in the East. A subscription was commenced in the room, which in a short 
time amounted to £120, and a committee appointed for collecting further 
subscriptions. [£371 9i9. 4d. was remitted in the following Eebruary to the 
managers of the fund.] 

, Noy. 23. — ^A number of y€»sela wrecked near Hartlepool during a 

dreadful storm of wind, and many liyes lost. 

f Noy. 24. — ^The property of Mr. Ord, at South Stockton, consisting 

of lands and houses, was oTOred for sale in 17 lots. The reseryed biddings 
were £30,000, but the whole was sold a few days afterwards for £23,000. 

f Dec. — West Hartlepool first lighted with am. 

, Dec. 31. — In January 1705 the number of yessels belonging to the 

port of Stockton was 47; tonnage 6730. At the close of this year there were 
158 yessels, measuring 28,603 tons. Of these, 37 were below 100 tons bur- 
then; 56 between 100 and 200; 61 between 200 and 800; 9 between 300 
and 400; 2 between 400 and 500; 2 between 500 and 600 ; and 2 aboye 600 
tons. 

, Dec. 31. — ^There were only 2 small yessels belonging to the port of 

Hartlepool in 1832. In 1839 there were 90 yessels ayeraeing about 245 tons 
each. At the close of 1854 there were 173 sailing yessels, measuring in the 
M;gregate 35,993 tons ; of these, 17 were under 100 tons burthen, and 8 
aboye 400 tons. In this year Hiurtlepool exported 381,800 tons of coal, and 
27,231 tons of cinders; the yalue of other exports was £276,999. The 
reyenue receiyed by the Commissioners of the Pier and Port for the last 20

The fall of snow was not great, but 
the fitist for seyeral days was yezy seyere. The riyer was rendered unnayiga- 
ble by the ice for aboye a week. Soup and bread were distributed to the poor 
for seyeral weeks, and coals gijen to the most distressed. 

, March.— The West Hartlepool and Hamburgh line of packets com- 
menced running this month. 
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1856, March 13. — ^The general Drainage of the town of Stockton begun in 
the Bridge road. 

, March 22. — ^A new CommisBion of the Peace for the Borough of 

Stocktcm haying been issued, the newlj-appointed Magistrates took the oaths 
of office, viz., Messrs. £. Craggs (mayor), W, Eichardson, F. Bomjn, S. 
Braithwaite, C. Trotter, and Dr. Keenljside.* Mr. J. IL Wilson was ap- 
pointed derk to the magistrates. Their first meeting was held April 26^ in 
the Assembly Boom, Town hall, which had preyiouslj been fitted up as a Justice 
Boom and Council Chamber. 

, April 2. — ^The Stockton Third Proyident Building Society established, 

when 100 members were enrolled. At a meeting, held May 8, the number 
of shares then taken was about 270. [The term of the first Society expired a 
year or two before ; the second has 500 members. J 

y April 21. — ^The Northern Express, a daily paper, first published at 

Darlington. It was remoyed soon after to Newcastle, and there published 
(price Id.) under the name of ^* Northern Daily Express." 

, May 28. — ^A new Wesleyan Chapel opened at West Hartlepool. It 

is a large plain brick building, situated opposite to the church, and will hold 
about 700 persons. 

". , June 2. — ^The Stockton and Hartlepool Mercury and Middlesbrough 

News, a weekly paper, published at Hartlepool, commenced. 

, June 9. — The parish clerk of Bedmarshall killed by a bull, in a field 

adjoining Oxbridge Lane, near Stockton. 

^1 June 27. — Died at Great Burdon, near Haughton-le-Skeme, Jane, 

wife of Mr. J. S. Wooler. Suspicion being ^cited that she had come to her 
end by unfair means, a coroner's inquest was held, and an open yerdict returned; 
but Mr. Wooler was apprehended on the charge of murder, and after long 
examinations before the magistrates at Darlington was committed for trial. 
His trial took place before Baron Martin (Dec. 7th), and laate4 3 days. The 
eyidence established the fact that the deceased bad died from the effects of 
arsenic ; but being unsatisfactorjr as to the means by which the poison had 
been administered, the jury acquitted the prisoner. The trial, which cost the 
eounty £521, excited great interest. 

, June 30. — ^The North of England Advertiser, a weekly newspaper 

(price l^d.), oonmienced at Newcastle by Bobert Ward. 

f July 8. — ^The Newcastle Messenger, No. 1, a newspaper commenced by 

the proprietors of the Newcastle Courant, to be continued thrice-a-week. It 
rearmed to No. 273, and was discontinued March 28th, 1857. 

^ JiUy 6. — ^The Tees Mercury,No. 1 (incorporated with Charles Knight's 

Town and Country Newspaper), published, price 2d., by B. Swales, Darlington. 
[The paper did not reach a 2nd number.] 

, July 16. — The Boyal assent giyen to a Bill for " the improyement, 

maintenance, and regulation of the port of Hartlepool, for a Harbour of 
Befuge there, and for other purposes.'* 

, July 17, — An explosion of Gas took place in Einkle street, Stockton, 

owing to the damage done to the pipes by the drainage works. 

, July 29, 30. — ^A disgraceful affray took place in Middlesbrough, 

caused by a number of Irishmen attacking the police. 

f Aug. 2. — ^At a meeting of the Durham County Magistrates it waa 

agreed that a Lunatic Asylum should be erected on land selected for the 
purpose, situated north-east of Sedgefield, between Fishbum and the Durham 
road. The cost, including the ground, was estimated at about ^£50,000. 

, Aug. 4. — Died at Bomaldkirk, near Barnard Castle, George Stephen- 
son, aged 105. At the age of 100 he walked to Darlington, a distance of 22 
miles, in one day.

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1855, Ang. 7. — Stockton was visited by a storm of thunder, lightninff, and 
rain, such as had not been experienced there for many ^ears past. It lasted 
about half-an-hour, leaving the streets like so many nvers. Two cows, the 
property of James Taylor, of Mill lane, were struck dead by the lightning, 
and a house in West row, occupied by Mrs. Grant, was struck, and both the 
walls and the furniture of one room much damaged. At Norton, Mr. Page's 
house and the one adjoining suffered considerably. 

, Au£;. 14. — ^Tne following Bills passed through parliament this year,

The " Osprey," an 
iron steamer, 386 tons, was launched the same day from the building yard of 
Messrs. Pearse & Co. Her dimensions were : — length of keel and fore rake, 
170 feet; extreme breadth, 28i feet ; and depth of hold 15 feet. 

, Sept. 3. — One of the Blast Furnaces belonging to Holdsworth & Co., 

Stockton, bghted for the first time, and on the 5th was tapped. 

, Sept. 5. — ^An order made by the Stockton Borough Council that fixiit 

and vegetables should be sold by wewht instead of measure, came into operation. 

, Sept. 6, 7, 8.-^tockton Kaces, afler being discontinued smce the 

death of Mr. John Jackson, in December, 1845, were this year revived on the 
new course, near Mandale. 

^ Sept. 5, — A Poljrtechnic Exhibition opened at Darlington, in aid of 

the funds of the Mechanics' Institution. At its close (Oct. 22) the total re- 
ceipts were found to exceed £800. 

f Sept. 18. — Died at Durham, aged 59, J. P. W. Johnstone, M.A., 

7.B.S., Lecturer on Chemistry and Mineralogy, and Founder of the Durham 
Athenffium. He was the author of " The Chemistry of Common Life," in 2 
Yola., and of other valuable works. 

— — , Oct. 1. — ^The Oreen, in Stockton, illuminated in honour of the victory 
of Sebastopol. Music and fireworks formed a portion of the evening's enter- 
tainment. 

, Oct. 1. — Francis Jarvis, a labourer, killed by the fidling of the earth 

in tunnelling a portion of the new drain in the Hign street, Stockton, oppo- 
site to Bishop street. Two others were, with difficulty, got out, after bemg 
buried in the soil for 20 minutes. Elizabeth Watson, an old womaUiWas 
burnt to death the same day in her house in Catholic street. 

, Oct.— The Medical Library of the late Watson Alcock, Esq., pre- 

eented to the Stockton Dispensary, by his daughters, the Misses Alcock. 

, Oct. 23.— The portrait of Mr. Ba. Ward Jackson presented to the 
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West Hartlepool Improyement CommiBaibnen, in trust for the town, Irf a 
number of the inhabitants, as a tribute of esteem for his character and genius. 

1855, Nov.— The Bowes Field Estate, Stockton, purchasedby M. Fowler, 
Esq. It is 107 acres in extent, and was purchased for £13,000, including 3 
annuities. 

, Dec. 6. — ^Madame Olara Norello, the most eminent of English female 

vocalists, tookpart in a public concert at the Borough Hall, Stockton. 

1856, Jan. 29. — ^About midnight the shop occupied by J. Baxter, grocer, 
in Lodge street, Stockton, was discovered to be on fire. So rapid was the 
proness o! the flames that Mr. B. was obliged to escape from his bed room 
window in his nieht clothes. The premises, with the exception of the outer 
walls, were completely destroyed. 

, Feb. d.— The '< Demetrius,'* 600 tons, the first iron yessel built at 

West Hartlepool, launched from the building yard of Mr. John Pile. 

, Feb. 6. — A Stockton trader (the ''Darlington"), loaded with iron, 

Ac., came into collision with a Sunderland vessel, on her voyage to London, 
and almost immediately sunk. Crew saved. 

, Feb. 7. — A tremendous gale of wind this evening, and through the 

night, causing considerable damage both at sea and on the land. A vessel 
was lost off Hartlepool. 

, March 19. — ^The steam flour mill of Mr. Malthouse, at Hartlepool, 

took fire this evening, and was entirely burnt to the ground. The stock, 
machinenr, Ac., were valued at nearly £1000. 

, April 2. — ^The Bishop of Durham, in consequence of a monojr pay- 
ment of JC6532 per annum, transferred to the Ecclesiastical Commissionen 
all the lordships, manors, lands, tenements, and revenues of the once r^gal 
patrimony of ot. Cuthbert. The only exceptions were the park and grounds 
attached to Auckland Castle. 

, April 16. — ^The Boyal assent given to a Bill ** To authorise the divi- 
sion of the borough of Middlesbrough into Wards ; to enable the local board 
of health to purchase gas works and light the district, and to enlarge the market- 
place ; to enable the corporation to establish a public wharf, and a passage over 
the river Tees ; to confer other powers on the local board and the corporation, 
and for other purposes." 

, May. — A branch of the Free Trade Association formed at South 

Stockton. 

f May 4. — General Thanksgiving Day for peace with Bussia. Peace 

WB8 proclaimed the following daj in the market-place, Stockton, with the 
usual ceremonies. [The ratification of the treaty of peace was signed at 
Paris, Anril 27.] 

f May 10. — Joseph Porter, an overman at the Norton Iron Works, 

absconded, taking with nim JB222 in gold and silver. 

, May 14.— The Yorkshire Union of Mechanics' Institutes held their 

19th anniversary meeting in the Odd Fellows* Hall, Middlesbrough. E. 
Bainee, Esq., M.P., presided at the meeting of Dele^tes, and Lord Hany 
Yane, M.P., took the chair at the evening soiree. Previous to the latter 
taking place, the delegates and their friends witnessed a run of metal from 
one of the furnaces of Messrs. Bolckow & Yaughan. On the following day 
a visit was paid to Ouisbrough, and the iron stone mines at Cod Hill, and in 
the evening to West ELartlepool. The report stated that the number of In- 
stitutes contained in the Union was 130, being an increase of 21 since 1890. 
[See p. 208.] There were 7 additional institutes admitted at this meetiujg. 

, Ma;^ 18. — An Adult School for instruction in reading and writing 

commenced in the Friends' Meeting House, Stockton. 

, Ma^ 28.— -A Bagged School opened, under a mistress, in the building 

lately occupied as a Custom House, in Housewife Lane, Stockton, which ^ 
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attended hj above 90 cbildren the first day. In the course of the first year 
a second female teacher was appointed ; and at the close of it, the report stated 
the following numbers as the average attendance : — Day School, 63 ; Evening 
School, 48 ; Sunday School, 60. The office of President was filled by Mr. 
Joshua Byers, and that of Treasurer and Secretary bv Mr. Wm. Holt. [For 
2 or 3 years previous, a Sunday School for the same class of children had been 
conducted by Mr. and Mrs. Holt, and other friends, in a room in Castlegate.] 

1866, May 29. — A General Holiday at Stockton, Middlesbrough, and Hart- 
lepool, in Commemoration of Peace being established with Eussia. A pro- 
ceeaion, composed of above 2000 children of Stockton and South Stockton, 
between the ages of 6 and 16, preceded by a band of music, and the mayor 
and other members of the council, paraded the town between 3 aod 4 p.if. ; 
and after witnessing the ascent of a balloon the children, in 2 divisions, had 
tea and cake in the Borough Hall. The inhabitants of the Alms Houses and 
Workhouse had a similar treat. In the evening there was a Concert bj 
several itinerant performers, which went off remarkably well. The balloon 
reached Barugh, near Pickering, f On this occasion there were expended 
2696 tea cakes ; bread, 86 lbs. ; tea, 29 lbs. ; sugar, 110 lbs., &c., &c.] A 
similar treat was given to the children of Middlesbrough by the inhabitants 
of that town. 

, May 80. — ^The Merchant Shipping Co. and the Stockton and London 

Shipping Co. agreed to imite, and substitute screw steamers for sailing vessels, 
to run weekly to London and back; the capital to be £30,000, in 1200 shares 
of £26 each. 

, June 3. — The opening of the 3rd Merchandize Dock (the Swainson) 

at West Hartlepool, which is 16 acres in area, took place with great ceremony. 
At 3 P.M. a number of vessels, consisting of the new screw steamer, " Ward 
Jackson," with the directors and their friends, followed by other vessels, 
sailed into the new dock, amidst every demoostration of joy. After the 
ceremony, the directors entertained about 800 of their friends to dinner, and 
a display of fireworks took place in the evening. The total space occupied 
at this time by the harbour, docks, quays, &c., was 145 acres, and the wnole 
of the erections had been produced m little more than 9 years, the population 
of the township having risen during that period from 4U0 to 800. 

, June 18. — Pnnce Napoleon, when on a tour around the British 

Islands, visited Hartlepool, and other places on the coast. 

, June 23. — A Bill to authorize the making of a turnpike road from 

the township of Thomaby to Middlesbrough, with a bridge over the creek or 
arm of the river Tees, and for other purposes, received the Royal assent. 

J June 26. — A Subscription ^News and Beading Boom established at 

South Stockton. 

, June 29. — Three young men, of Stockton, unfortunately drowned 

whilst bathing in the sea at Seaton Carew, having got into a pit in the sand, 
formed by a recently removed wreck ; 2 of them ( W. Brown and J. Pearson) 
were apprentices of Messrs. Watson & Co., drapers, and the other (J. B. 
Harrison) an apprentice to Messrs. Mills & Co., grocers. 

, July 8. — The Barnard Castle and Darlington Bailway opened with 

great rejoicings. It is 16 miles long, had then but one line of rails, and its 
cost was only £8000 per mile. 

, July 14. — ^The Stockton New Gas Co., at a general meeting of the 

proprietors, agreed to sell to the Corporation the works, stock, &c., of the 
company, the sale to date from the 30th of June, the purchase money to be 
paid in September, and the purchase to be finally completed on the Corpora- 
tion obtaining an act of parliament for the purpose. 

, July 15. — ^A Congregational Chapel opened at West Hartlepool. 

The building is in the Gothic style, from designs by T. Oliver, Jun., and will 
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accommodate 700 persons. The yestry, school-rooms, class-room, &c., are 
arranged under the chapel. The cost of the building was about £2800. 

18&, July 19. — ^The " Eichard Hartley," iron ship, launched from Messrs. 
Pearse & Co.'s yard, being the largest vessel ever launched in Stockton. The 
length was 227 feet ; length on keel, 200 ; tonnage, 705 register, or about 
850 tons builders' measurement ; breadth, 29 feet ; depth, 16^ feet ; and 
fitted to accommodate 70 passengers. [This vessel was lost in Oct., 1869, on 
the Tungke rock, about 90 miles from Hong Kong.] 

, July 29. — An unhappy dissension having existed for several weeks 

at West Hartlepool, with respect to the incumbency of Christ Church, Mr. 
S. W. Jackson, one of the patrons of the living, this day fastened up the 
entrance of the church with chains, &c., and issued a notice intimating that 
the step had been taken in consequence of the £ev. J. H. Burges, the in- 
cumbent, being without a legal title to his of&ce. On the following day Mr. 
B. ordered the chains, &c., to be removed, whereupon Mr. J. sent a body of 
bricklayers to the spot, with instructions to block up bX\ the entrances ; but, 
as Mr. B., and a numerous party of his friends, were within the edifice, the 
effects of the workmen were wholly abortive. In the evening the building 
was taken possession of by the mob, who had been attracted to the place. 
The contention between Mr. J. and Mr. B. continued for several months; but 
as the incumbency was clearly illegal, through a technical informality in the 
instruments by which he was presented to the living, the Bishop of £)urham 
(Dr. Longley), in April, 1857, advised Mr. B. to withdraw from the town, a 
request he complied with, and resigned the living. 

, Aug. 1. — ^Alfred Benson, joiner, killed at the Norton Blast Furnaces 

by becoming entangled with the machinery in the engine room. 

, Aug. — Mr. W. Scurfield Q-rey and Mr. Charles Trotter qualified to 

act as magistrates for the county. 

, Aug. 6. — ^The first tapping at the Norton Iron Works produced a 

great Bell for the Westminster New Palace. Two furnaces, containing 18 
tons of metid, were required, and the casting was completed in 6 minutes. 
The bell weighed 15 tons 18 cwt. 1 qr. 22 lbs. It is 6 times the size of Bow 
BeU, and half as much again as York. The composition is 7 of tin and 22 of 
copper. It was shipped at West Hartlepool for London on Sept. 8. 

, Aug. 9. — The first steam ship despatched from the Tees for the Con- 
tinent by the Middlesbrough Steam Co., who intend running her every fort- 
night. 

, Aug. 13. — ^A testimonial presented to Mr. Bichardson, surgeon (after 

a dinner given him by his friends), consisting of a silver goblet, 6 silver covers, 
time-piece, 12 dessert knives and forks, muffineer, silver claret jug, gold watch 
guard, and 2 sets of gold studs. The following inscription was engraved on 
the goblet :— -'* Presented to Wm. Bichardson, Esq., one of the Magistrates of 
the Borough of Stockton, together with other articles, to the value of 100 
guineas, by several of his friends, to denote the high appreciation of his 
energetic and successful patronage of Old English Q-ames and Pastimes, and 
their admiration of his many excellent qualities. — July, 1856/' Mr. Trotter 
presided at the meeting. 

y Sept. 18. — ^A new line of railway, constructed to avoid the Brusselton 

Incline, was opened from the north end of the Shildon Tunnel to West 
Auckland. 

, Sept. 28. — In consequence of continuous rains the rivers in Durham 

and Northumberland were greatly flooded. Between Ferryhill and Aycliffe 
several hundred acres of land were inundated, the fences of the fields being 
in many cases under water. Near to Yarm a stack of com was carried away 
by the Tees and a man who had got upon it for the purpose of saving the 
grain, was taken to South Stockton before he could be removed. 
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1856, Sept. 30. — Dr. Maltbj, bishop of Durham, resigned his see owing to 
the infirmities of age. 

f Oct. 7. — A most destractive fire broke out in Silver street, Stockton, 

on the premises of Messrs. S. Braithwaite & Son, wholesale grocers, about 
3 ▲.]£. The &mi)7, who lived on the premises, were, with difficulty, rescued 
in their night clothes, and found shelter in the house of Mr. J. B. Clephan, 
grocer, who was resident in the same street, and who also, at the great risk 
of his life, entered the burning premises, and secured several articles of con- 
siderable value, but it was found impracticable to save much of the property. 
A quantity of gunpowder, which was kept in the shop, exploded with great 
violence during the nrogress of the fire, and blew out the ^ont of the house, 
as well as many windows in the neighbourhood ; and the alarming appearance 
of the flames at this time having induced the authorities to send to Hartlepool 
for additional fire engines, a messenger was obtained who rode the distance 
(14 miles), in 35 minutes. Two engines were immediately despatched by a 
special train, but before their arrival the fire had reached the top story of the 
house, where about 100 lbs. of gunpowder were deposited, and a tremendous 
explosion was the consequence. The flames, however, did not extend to the 
adjacent houses, and the fire was subdued in about 4 hours. The damage 
done to the |>roperty and stock was estimated at from £5000 to £6000, 
£2800 of which were covered by insurance. 

, Oct. 24. — George Chesney, aged 39, killed at the Blast FumaceSy 

Stockton. His son (a boy) was killed by the machinery at the foundry of 
Messrs. Brown, about 10 days before. A subscription for the benefit of 
Chesney's 6 orphan children was set on foot by the coroner (Mr. John Settle) 
and reached the sum of £60. 

, Nov. 4. — ^A bridge across the Tees at Over Dinsdale, recently erected 

in the place of an old timber structure, fell this day as workmen were removing 
the wooden scaflblding used in building the arches. Two men were killed 
and another severely injured. 

, Nov. 7. — Felice Orsini, whose sufferings in Austrian dungeons, and 

remarkable escape from the prison of Mantua, excited so much interest in 
this country, delivered a lecture on Austrian Despotism in Italy, at the 
Athenieum, West Hartlepool, to a numerous audience. 

, Nov. 14. — A Dundee schooner stranded near Hartlepool, during a 

severe storm ; the crew (5 in number) were saved by i^ West Hartlepool 
life boat. 

, Nov. 27. — The inhabitants of Hartlepool, in testimony of their grate- 
ful appreciation of the services of their late ma^or, Mr. Thos. Eobson, pre- 
sented him with a portrait of himself, together with a silver salver ; the por- 
trait to be placed in the Town hall. 

, Dec. — A great fall of snow at the beginning of this month, and after- 
wards several days of severe frost, followed by a rapid thaw, commencing on 
the dth. A considerable flood took place in the river Tees on the dth, owing 
to the breaking up of the frost. 

, Dec. 6. — Dr. C. T. Longley, bishop of Eipon, who succeeded Bishop 

Maltby in the see of Durham, was this day installed. In 1860 he became 
Archbishop of York; and on the death of Dr. Sumner, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, in Sept. 1862, he was appointed his successor. 

1857, Jan. 3-5.— A most dreiE^ful storm on the north-east coast, in which 
more than 130 seamen perished, and an incalculable commercial loss was sus- 
tained. Four vessels coming into Hartlepool were lost with all hands. 

, Feb. 14. — The new markets recently erected at West Hartlepool by 

the Improvement Commissioners were opened with considerable rejoicing. 

, March 27. — The sale of ships oelonging to the 2 Shinping Com- 
panies at Stockton (now united and employing steamers insteacl of sailing

yessels), took place to day. The number of vessels was 9, registering from 
148 to 187 tons, n.m., and carrying from 220 to 290 tons. The amount for 
which they were sold was £10,280. 

1857, March 29. — A new Wesleyan Chapel opened at Sedgefield for diyine 
service. 

, March 31. — Parliament having been dissolved, the nomination of 

candidates for South Durham took place this day at Darlington. Lord Harry 
Vane was proposed by Mr. Hutt, M.P. and Mr. B. H. Allan; Jas. Farrer, 
Esq., by Mr. Fowler and Col. Stobart ; and H. Pease, Esq , by Capt. Scurfield 
and Mr. J. Pease. The result of the polling on April 3rd was as follows : — 
Pease, 2570 ; Vane, 2545; Farrer, 2092; the first two being elected. 

, Apnl 1. — The Bishop Auckland branch of the North Eastern Bailway 

opened. The bridge which crosses the Wear on this branch is 188 feet high; 
and the length of the Belmont Viaduct is 694 feet. An Act was obtained 
this year for making a branch railway from the Bishop Auckland branch to 
the Conside Iron Works. 

, April 23. — Mr. J. B. Poclet, master of the Academy at Bellevue 

House, Marton, committed to York to take his trial on the charge of setting 
fire to the house on the 16th inst., with intent to defraud the owner, T. Hep* 
bum. He was tried at the following assizes (July 16), and acquitted. 

, April 28. — The foundation stone of the National Schools, West 

Hartlepool, laid by Mr. E. W. Jackson. The schools contain room for 800 
boys, 300 girls, and 150 infants. 

, June. — The Pontop branch of the North Eastern Eailway (about SJ 

miles long), connecting the collieries in the west of the County of Durham 
with the main line at Fatfield Gears, opened. 

, June 6. — The foundation ston^ of a pedestal, on which it was intended 

to place the first passenger locomotive engine, was laid by Mr. Jos. Pease, in 
front of the Eailway Co.*s Station at Darlington. The engine was constructed 
by George Stephenson in 1825. 

, June 13. — " EsDCAR. — Several important improvements have recently 

been made at this favourite watering place. The place has been drained 
under the superintendence of the Local Board of Health, and waterworks 
have Jbeen constructed by which a plentiful supply of excellent water is 
brought from a famous spring near Upleatham. A gas company has been 
formed, and gas works are in course of erection. The town will be lighted 
during the ensuing autumn." — Local Paper. 

, June 14. — A new and commodious Independent Chapel was opened 

for religious service at Middlesbrough, by the Kev. J. W. Massie, D.D., of 
London. The cost of the building was £2700, towards the payment of which 
£800 was received from the sale of the old chapel, and j£900 from subscrip- 
tions, donations, &c., leaving a balance of debt upon the new chapel of £1000. 
The Eev. H. P. Bowen was the minister at this time. 

, June 21. — Early this morning the Windmill of Mr. Wm. Sheraton, 

of Stranton, was discovered to be on fire, and in about 4 hours the building 
and all its contents were entirely consumed. A neighbouring house was 
much damaged by the wands of the mill falling upon it. 

, June 23. — Mr. Geo. Edwards, of Bishop Auckland, appointed sur- 
veyor of the borough of Stockton (in the place of Henry Newton), at a 
salary of £100 per annum. There were no less than 50 candidates for the 
office. 

, July 12. — A fire occurred in the premises of Mr. John Lear, brush 

manufacturer, Darlington. The upper stories of the house were entirely- 
destroyed, and considerable damage was done to the stock on the ground. 

, July 13. — The Eoyal assent given to an Act for making a Eailway 

from the Haggerleazes branch of the Stockton and Darlington Eailway, near 
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the Lands GollierT, to the Lancaster and Carlisle BaiQway at or near Tebaj 
in Westmoreland ; and for making arrangements with the Stockton and 
Darlington Bailway Company, Ac 

1857, Aug. 9. — Lon^poewton Chnrch opened, after having been rebuilt at the 
Bole cost of the Marchioness of Londonaerry. A mausoleum of considerable 
size is annexed to it, oyer which there is a handsome monumental diance^ 
with grained roof, and painted glass windows, by Mr. Wailes. 

, Aug. 10. — ^A !bill to unite and amalgamate the Stockton New Gas 

Company and the Stockton Oas Consumers' Company (Limited), and to 
authorise the united company to raise additional capital, and to sell their 
undertaking to the mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of the borough of Stock* 
ton, Ac., received the Koyal assent. 

, Aug. 12. — A silver tea and coffee service, and a gold watch, presented 

to Mr. John Ealmer, of Stockton, as a testimonial of regard from the donors, 
for the energy and ^sterprise shewn by him in introducing amongst the 
agriculturists of this district the various improved implements and machines 
now in general use, and making them familiar with every modem facility em- 
ployed in agricnhnre. The inscription engraved on the plate was as fouows : 
^ SilvOT Tea and Coffee Service and Gold Watch presented to Mr. John Palmer^ 
of Stockton-on-Tees, by upwards of 400 landowners, agriculturists, and others^ 
in testimcm^ of his services, for having introduced improved implements and 
machinerT into the North oif England." 

, Aug. 28. — ^Two acts of parliament were passed during the late session 

relating to the Hartlepools; one "To authorise the West Hiiurtlepool Harbour 
and Bailway Co. to convert loans into debenture stock, to raise further capitid, 
to arrange with holders of shares or stock for conversion thereof into other 
shares or stock, Ac. ; " the other " For amalgamating the Hartlepool Dock 
and Bailway Co. with the North Eastern Bailway Co., and for vesting the 
undertaking of the former company in that of the latter," &c. 

, September. — ^Two publications relating to the county of Durham 

iasued from the Newcastle press this month, viz. — " The History and Anti- 
quities of tiie County Palatine of Durham, &c. ; bv William Fordyce ;" in 2 
vols. 4to: and "Local Becords of Northumberland and Durham, i8d2-1867; 
by John Latimer.*' Demy 8vo ; ISs. 6d. The latter work is a continuation 
of Sykes's Becords. [v. p. 175.] 

, Sept. 4.~ The Durham County Agricultural Show held at Stockton. 

f Sept. 20. — The clock turret of the Town Hall at Stockton discovered 

to be on fire at 2 f.h. The fire, which was fortunately soon overcome, was 
supposed to have been smouldering froin the time the gas was extinguished, 
fourteen hours previous. 

, Oct. 7. — ^This day was observed, by order of the Queen, as a day of 

humiliation and prayer, on account of the grievous mutinies and disturbances 
which had broken out in India. A public meeting was held at Stockton on 
the 16th inst., for the purpose of raising a subscription for the relief of our 
countrymen now suffering by the revolt in Lidia. In December, JB182 was 
remitted to London for that purpose. 

, November. — A great number of petly robberies took place at 

Stockton during; this month and the early part of December. At Gmathan 
and West Hartlepool there were several attempts at housebreaking. 

, Nov. 2. — Thirty-six new streets had been laid out at Stockton since 

the extension of the borough in 1852, and phms for 208 new houses sanc- 
tioned. 

, Nov. 8. — ^The new organ in the Parish Church of Stockton opened 

by Mr. Jewson. It was built by Nicholson, and contains 57 stops. Collec- 
tions were made in aid of the organ fund, amounting to £412, 

Nov. 9. — The members of the United Methodist Free Church, 
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Stockton, met to celebrate the first anniversary of the union of the Wesleyan 
Beformers and Wesleyan Association Societies in that town, and also to 
present their minister, the Eev. Edmund Heywood, with the proceeds of the 
soiree, and expression of their appreciation of his varied and untiring labours 
during the year. 

1857, Nov. 20. — ^A return made to the House of Commons of the number 
of accounts and amount of deposits in the savings' banks of the United 
Kingdom. Of the four oldest in the county of Durham, Stockton had 1732 
accounts, amount £48,658; Darlington, 1705 accounts, amount £40,220; 
Durham, 1012 accounts, amount £33,349 ; and Bishop Auckland, 976 ac- 
counts, amount £33,128. 

, 14 ov. 26.— The Northumberland and Durham District Bank stopped 

payment'. 

1858, January 25. — The marriage of the Princess Boyal to Prince Frede- 
rick William of Prussia took place this day in London. At Stockton it was 
noticed by closing the shops, and giving soup and bread to the poor. In the 
evening there was a display of fireworks, and the Borough Mall and the 
houses of the Vicar and Mayor were illuminated. Addresses to the Queen 
and Prince Albert from the Corporation, were presented Feb. 18, by a depu- 
tation, consisting of the Mayor and Aldermen Skinner and Craggs. [The 
cost of soup and bread distributed to the poor from this date to Feb. 26th, 
was £167 19s. 8d., for 11,167 pints of soup and 10,267 lbs. of bread.]* 

, February. — ^The new branch railway, by which direct communication 

is secured between Hartlepool and Sunderland, was opened early in this 
month. 

, Feb. 6. — " The Stockton Advertiser and Weekly Times," a penny 

paper, published by Luke and Son, commenced. It was the first newspaper 

Sublished in Stockton ; but its reign was short, having closed its career on 
anuary 15th, 1859. 

, Feb. 7. — A fire discovered this morning about six o'clock blazing 

through the roof of the premises occupied by Mr. Clough, grocer, in Dovecot 
Street, Stockton. Fortunately, by the early arrival of the engine, and the 
abundant supply of water, the fire was speedily subdued. The damage to the 
stock and macnmery amounted to about £200. 

, Feb. 23. — At a special meeting of the Stockton Town Council, a 

resolution was passed '^ to memorialise the Admiralty to oppose the construc- 
tion of a bridge across the river Tees, as proposed in a bill now before Parlia- 
ment, entitled ' Stockton and Darlington Eailway (North Eiding Line) Bill * ; 
and also the construction of the two ferries, as proposed in biUs now before 
Parliament— one opposite to Middlesbrough, the other opposite or near to 
Port Clarence ; all of which, in the opinion of this Council, may materially 
impede the navigation of the river, and cause a large diminution of the tidal 
flow." A public meeting of the inhabitants had been held on the 8th inst., 
which passed resolutions inimical to the same bills. 

f March 1. — A screw steamer, the first iron vessel built at Middles- 
brough, launched from the yard of Hake, Kimber, & Co. 

, Mar. 2.- - An extensive land-slip took place at Eunswick, and property 

destroyed estimated at above £15,000. 

, Mar. 31. — The Admiralty Commissioners sat at the Town TTall^ 

Stockton, on this and the following day, to take evidence on the Stockton 
and Darlington Eailway Bill, and the Durham and Cleveland Eailway Bill, 
so far as related to a bridge and ferry across the river Tees. 

, April 13. — A portion of the New County (Lunatic) Asylum, near 

* Similar donations of soup, bread, and coala were distributed in the following winters, 
whenever the seyenty of the season or the distresses of the poor required them. 
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Sedgefield, being finished, it was this day set apart for the reception of 1 1 
men, and shortly afterwards for 22 additional men and women. 

1858, May. — Norton lighted with gas for the first time. 

, May. — Coal was not generally employed as fuel until the beginning 

of the reign of Charles I. It was, however, introduced into London before 
1306. The coal fields of CoUierly, ne«r Lanchester, were opened in 1330 ; 
those at Merrington and Ferry Hill, in 1343; and those of Ghiteshead, 
Whickham, and Tyuemouth, in 1500. The coal fields of the United Kingdom 
have been estimated to contain an area of 12,000 square miles. The vend of 
coal at this time (according to the "Mining Journal") was about 5,500,000 
tons per month ; this was obtained from 2700 collieries. 

. May. — Part of the Ordnance Maps of the county of Durham (about 

forty parishes) were published at this time, viz.: Billingham, Bishopton, 
Darlington, Dinsdale, Egglesclifie, Elton, Elwick Hall, Oreatham, Grindon, 
Longnewton, Middleton St. George, Norton, Bedmarsh^, Sedgefield, Sock- 
bum, Stoc^on-on-Tees, <&c. The size of each sheet was 40 by 27 ins. ; and 
the scale 25J ins. to a mile, near 1 square yard to an acre. The town of 
Stockton was also published in six maps, on a scale of 10 feet to a mile. 
Yorkshire was published in 311 sheets (at 2s. each), on a scale of 6 ins. to a 
mile. 

, May 7. — ^A robbery of a large number of watches and jewellery (value 

above £100), belonging to Antonio Solari, an Italian hawker, was committed 
in a lodging-house in West Bow, Stockton, by a tailor named Lenhar^i sup- 
posed to be a Polish Jew. The ofiender made his escape at the time, but was 
afterwards found, tried, convicted, and punished. 

, May 16. — Several burglaries committed at Stockton this night, but 

the thieves were not very successful, except in the house of Mr. Bigland, 
where they obtained several valuable trinkets, a sovereign, a £5 note, two 
gold watches, and other articles. The watches were taken from the bed-room 
where Mr. and Mrs. Bigland were sleeping. The other houses entered the 
same night were those of Mr. Jacobs and Mr. John Bage, in Bishopton Lane, 
and Mr. W. Bobson, Wellington Terrace. A man was taken up on suspicion, 
but discharged for want of evidence. 

, May 25. — Tenders received by the Stockton Corporation for building 

Baths and Wash-houses in Portrack Lane. The number of tenders was 
18, running from £1320 to £2179. That of Mr. Thomas Bowron, for £1340, 
was accepted. 

, June. — A newly-erected CQm mill opened in Portrack Lane, Stockton, 

by the Union Com Mill Society. [See April 8, 1861.] 

, June 3. — A thunderstorm commenced about 5 p.m. and continued at 

intervals till 11. The rain, which fell in abundance, was the first of any 
importance this year, the length of drought being unexampled during the 
present century. An elderly woman living in Hafiron Street was struck by 
the lightning, and lost the use of her right arm for a considerable time. 

June 9. — Intelligence having been received in Stockton that the 

proposed bridge across the Tees at that place, for which a clause had been 
inserted in the Stockton and Darlington Bailway Company's Bill, had been 
thrown out by the committee of the House of Commons, the beUs of the 
parish church were set a ringing, cannons fired, and many vessels in the river 
aecorated with flags. 

, June 14.— The Darlington Cemetery opened for interments. 

y June 30. — ^Betums were made to Parliament of the number and 

description of persons employed at this time on each railway in the United 
Kingdom. Of those in the !North of England, the Great Northern numbered 
6539 in their service ; the Blyth and Tyne, 375 ; the North Eastern, 7623 ; 
the Newcastle and Carlisle, 693 ; the Stockton and Darlington, 2034 ; and the. 
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West Hartlepool, 890; the last named compriaing in its staff 2 Beeretaries, 
engineer, 2 superintendents, 2 storekeepers, 2 accountants, 12 timekeepera, 
17 station-masters, 3 ticket ooUectors, 2 draughtsmen, 49 clerks, 9 foremen, 
73 engine driyers, 72 firemen, 23 guards, 884 artificers, 6 switchmen, 32 
gatekeepers, 2 policemen, 48 porters, 1 12 platelayers, 49 labourers, and 38 
unspecified. 

1898, July 10. — ^A pennj weekly newspaper, under the name of the 
*' Stockton Herald," commenced bj Mr. W. B. Baker, on Tory principles. 

, July.— The interest of £1800, left by Captain George Sting, of 

Stockton, to his widow and niece for their liyes, and after their death to his 
natiye parish, was now, on the death of the legatees, applied to the mainten- 
ance 01 the poor. [See p. 148.] 

-*— , July 24.— About 10 p.m. a yiolent storm burst oyer the town of 
Stoektcn, accompanied by torrents of rain, and continued with little interyal 
^ near two o'clock the following morning. A horse, belonging Mr. Hut- 
ehinson, <hi the Durham Bead, was killed, and another, bekxiging Mr. 
Strother, much injured. At Spring Gkrdens, a fine ash tree was struck by 
the lightning and shiyered. 

, July 31. — Died, at Dariington, aged 91, Edward Bssse, Esq., whoae 

name will be oyer remembered in connexion with the establishment of. the 
railway system, haying been an actiye coadjutor with George Stephaison and 
others in originating and establishing the Stockton and Darlington Bailway, 
the first public loeomotiye railway. 

, August 2.— 'During the sitting of Parliament, which was pr o ragned 

this day, the following Bills receiyed the Eoyal assent : — 
(1) " To alter and improye the boundaries of the municipal borough and 
district of Middlesbrough ; to enlarge the Market Pl^oe ; to ccmstniet 
landing places on the north side of the riyer, and to establish a public 
passage up and oyer the said riyer ; to transfer the powen of tiie 6nrial 
Board to the Local Board," &c. (2) <'To consolidate and amend the Aete 
relating to the Stockton, Middlesbrough, and Yarm Water Company ; 
to change the name of the Company, aud authorise the construction of 
additional works and the raising of further mcmeys," Ac. (8) ''To 
confer additional powers on the Tees Consenrancy Commissioners; to 
regulate the fisheries on the riyer Tees; to yest the anchorace and 
plankage dues in the said Commissioners; to alter and amend their

, September 6.— The Tees Bay Life^boat and Shipwreck Society agreed 

to transfer their boats, stores, &e., to the Boyal National Life-boat Institu- 
tion. 

— ^ — , Sept. 28.— The new church at South Stockton (the foundation stone 
of which was laid by George Gilpin Brown, Esq., on Sept. 22, 1867) conse- 
crated by the Archbishop of York, and a sermon preached by his brother 
(Archdeacon Musgrave) on the " duty and benefit of public worship." The 
proees^on from the school to the church was headed by the Archbishop and 
Ikie principal clergymen of the church, and followed by the members of the' 
Stocston Corporation. The style of the church is G-othic, and the building 
will sesft 750 persons. The cost will be about £3000. 

y Sept. 30. —A fire in the pit' at Page Bank Colliery, near Bishop

, October 18. — The Harbour of Befuge Commissioners sat at Hartle- 
pool to take evidence on the subject ; and on the 20th at Eedcar, for the 
flame purpose, and to receive deputations from Stockton, Middlesbrough, 
and other places interested in the inquiry. 

-: — , Oct. 18, 19, 20. — Yarm Fair attracted this year a greater number of 
'VPtong-doers than usual. Besides lesser offences reported to the police, 2 to 3 
cases of felony were brought under their notice, one of which was an atteihpt 
at highway robbery. 

, Oct. 23. — Harvest Home celebrated at Bishopton with great re- 

joieisigs; In the afternoon thtere was a religious service in the parish church, 
and a sermon by the vicar (the Eev. C. H. Ford). After service, the farmers 
aaid the harvest-men, to thie number of 96, sat dbwn to a good dinner of roast 
beef and plum-pudding, pies and ham, and ale. The vicar presided, and the 
dinner was followed by singing, dancing, and fireworks. [The practice of 
celebratiBS Harvest Home, now introduced, was kept up in succeeding years.] 

, November 1.— At the election of councillors for the borough of

, Nov. 5.— Eejoicings took place at Stockton on account of the opening 

of the nevr road from Mandale Lane to Middlesbrough, and the inauguration 
at the Bussian Gun, the shops being generally closed through the day, and 
buaiiiess nearly altogether suspended. The day was closed b;^ a dinner at 
the Borough Hall in honour of these events and as a compliment to the 
Mayor of SStockton (Mr. Dodds), which was attended by a great number of 
the' friends and admirers of that gentleman. 

, Nov. 6.— -Middlesbrough, under the new Borough Bill, having been 

divided into 3 wards, each returning 6 members, an entirely new Council was 
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chosen. On the 9th, the major and aldermen were chosen ; and, after the 
election of councillors to fill the seats left yacaat, the following gentlemen 
formed the Council for the year : — Mayor j Mr. J. Eichardson ; Aldermen^

1858, Not. 8. —Died, Dr. Qteo. Peacock, Dean of Ely, celehrated as a 
mathematician and astronomer. He was son of the Eev. Thos. Peacock, who 
was 56 years curate of Denton, near Gainford, and who died in 1 836. To the 
ardour and exertions of Dr. Peacock was due much of the success of the great 
literary and scientific undertakings of the time. In his position, both when 
Junior Tutor of Trinity and as Dean of Ely, few excelled, him in business 
Qualifications, and in the judicious manner in which he discharged his duties. 
Whatever he did, he did well. His mind was singularly clear. His works 
give but a faint idea of his merits. 

, Nov. 10. — ^At a meeting of the Guardians of the Stockton Poor Law 

Union, it was agreed that the parishes of Hartlepool, Stranton, Greatham, . 
Hart, Elwick, &c., be divided from the Stockton Union, and be allowed to 
form themselves into a separate union. 

, Nov. 14.— The Hunwick, screw steamer, of West Hartlepool, coal 

laden, foundered off Yarmouth in a violent gale of wind. The crew were 
saved. The screw steam traders from London to Stockton, Middlesbrough, 
Sunderland, &c., which left London the previous evening, were obliged to 
put into Harwich, few escaping accidents. 

, December 7. — A meeting of shipowners held in Stockton to consider 

the depressed state of the shipping interest. A resolution was passed stating 
that this distress was in a great measure owing to many foreign states main- 
taining differential duties, which were unjust in operation, and prejudicial to 
all concerned in British shipping ; and that the time had arrived when the 
nowers vested in her Majesty oy clause 324 of the 16th and 17th Vict., cap. 
107, should be put in force ; and that her Majesty's Government be ui^d to 
take such measures as would most speedily obtain such a result. A deputa- 
tion was appointed to co-operate with the General Shipowners' Society, and 
to attend the general meeting of shipowners, to he held in London on the 
16th inst. 

, Dec. 17. — The new Congregational chapel at Eston, a neat and sub- 
stantial building, opened for public worship. 

, Dec. 19.— The Bishop of Cape Town, who had visited England for 

the purpose of raising funds to extena church missions in South Africa, paid 
a visit to his old parishioners at Stockton, and preached 2 sermons in further^ 
ance of his object ; and, on the following afternoon, held a meeting in the 
Borough Hall, where he explained to his audience the proceedings he had 
been carrying on in his diocese during; his 10 years' residence at Cape Town. 
The collections and subscriptions raised during the two days amounted to 
£42 13s. 5d. 

, Dec. 19.— The celebrated Italian reformer. Father Ghivazzi, gave a 

lecture on " Oliver Cromwell," at the Borough Hall, Stockton. 

, Dec. 23. — The Borough Council of Stockton agreed to a memorial to 

Earl Derby, stating the claims of that town to be represented in Parliament, 
in the new bill that was to be introduced for the extension of the franchise. 

. — The old Stone Bridge across the Tees, uniting the 2 towns of 

Stockton and South Stockton, was widened this year, and the bridge road 
much improved. 

1859.- January 7. — A Penny Savings' Bank opened in Hartlepool, in con- 
nexion with the I'emperance Society. 
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1809, Jan. 15.— The dwelling-lioiise of Mr. Glendexmmg, at Billmghamy 
broken into early this morning, and a quantity of plate and other artidee 
stolen. Wilson Britain, a moulder, was Iried for the Durglaiy at the Durham 
Assizes, and sentenced to 10 years' penal servitude. 

, Jan. 21. — Armstrong, a police officer, in passing through a field 

between Portrack and Billingham, encountered a man of suspicious appear- 
ance, and on questioning him was violently assaulted by the man with a olud- 
geon, and so severely injured that it was with difficulty he could reach the 
nearest house. The offender, a labourer, was committed for trial. 

, Jan. 26. — ^The centenary of the birth of Bobert Bums celebrated at 

the Yane Arms, Stockton, by a public dinner. The Mayor presided ; and 
there were about 90 persons present, 40 of whom were countrymen of the 
poet. 

, February. — Messrs. Skinner and Whalley, South Stockton, applied 

for a patent, and had protection allowed for an improvement in their manu> 
facturing of ornamental and other tiles. 

, Feb. 5. — Two fatal accidents occurred on the railway near Haverton 

Kill this evening. Mr. Mordue, a surgeon, of Middlesbrough, was run over 
by an engine on the line, and died in consequence the foflowing morning ; 
and Eulrchus Walton, a shoemaker, was run over by the horse carriage, and 
also died the next day. 

, Feb. 7. — The Congregational Society, Stockton, presented to their 

minister, the Bev. T. Davison, a purse containing £76, as a testimonial of 
their regard. 

, Feb. 13.— The United Free Methodist Chapel, Linthorpe Bead, 

Middlesbroi^h, opened for religious worship by the Bev. M. Baxter, oi 
London, and the Bev. D. Black, the minister. [The foundation stone was 
hiid Oct. la, 1858, by Mr. H. Thompson, Mayor of Middlesbrough.] 

, March.— The report of the Harbour of Befuge Commissioners 

appeared about this time. The portion of the north-east coast specially 
investigated by them extended from the Fame Islands to Flamborough Head, 
and they decided on recommending the construction of 3 Life Harbours — one 
at the entrance of the Tyne, one at Hartlepool, and one at Filey. In preferring 
Hartlepool to Bedcar, thej baj : " On the opposite side of Tees Bay is a site for a 
Life Harbour, in no way mferior to that of Hartlepool, and possessing a greater 
depth of water, and, in some respects, superior facilities for construction. 
But Bedcar, a place without trade or great commercial interests, can contri- 
bute nothing to the expense of a harbour; whereas, from Hartlepool, a 
flourishing port of daily increasing importance, extent, and wealth, large 
assistance is to be expected in return for the local advantages it will derive 
firom its creation." 

, March.— A cottage hospital and dispensaij established at Middles- 
brough about this time, on the plan adopted at iLaiserwerrt, on the Bhine. 
In October, it consisted of 3 cottages joined together, containing 1 1 beds, 
attended by 3 voluntary unpaid nurses, and was supported by voluntary 
contributions. The honour of its establishment is due to Miss Jaques, a 
lady who came to reside in Middlesbrough in 1858, and took an active part 
in the hospital as a nurse. 

, March 7. — The Margaret, of London, in ballast, struck on the rocks 

off Bedcar, and was lost. The crew took to the boats, and were saved. 

, March 11. — Henry Boss and John May committed a burglary at 

Slapewath, near Guisbrough, and stole from G. Storey's dwelling-house 2 
boUles of spirits and other articles, besides making a violent attack upon 
various members of the family. The daughter of Storey greatly distinguished 
herself by the courage which she displayed on the occasion. The men were 
sentenced at the York Assizes to 20 years' penal servitude.

, June 9.^— The Stockton Baths and Wash-houses fVM*mally opened to 

the pubUc by the Mayor (Mr. J. H.Wren), accompanied by his brother magis- 
Iqratesy the members of the Council, and othw gentlemen ; after which the 
Mayor treated the company (near GO in number) with* a handsome lunchecMi, 
served up in the commodious apartment intended for the public washt-house. 
The leading toasts after luncheon of " Success to the Baths and Wash-housea/* 
and " The Mayor and Corporation," were received with great enthuaiaam. 
The SwimraiDg Bath (which was a lively scene during the afbernoon and 
evening) is 50 feet long and 25 feet wide, containing about 88,000 gallons of 
wnter^ It is approached by three flights of steps, and varies from about 3^ 
te^ 6 feet in depth of water ; 21 dressing stalls are arranged round 3 sides of 
the' apartment. The warm baths are divided into male and female ; and again 
iato nost and second classes for each ; the shower and vapour baths are d:»- 
tributed over the ditferent classes. The wash-house department comprisea a 
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wash-house, diyine room and laimdry : the wash-house is fitted up with 21 
stalls, each stall having a wash tub, steam-boiling tub, and hot and cold 
water, and steam taps. Possing tubs, scrubbing boards, and wringing 
machines, are likewise proyided. The building is a structure of red brick. 
The front elevation is mvided into three blocks — the central block being two 
stories high, and the sides one story, each block being finished bj a pedi- 
mented gable, surmounted by finial ornaments. In the tympanum oi the 
pediment of the central blocK, the Corporation Arms are carved in effective 
b(u relief. In the front are the office and superintendent's apartments ; and 
on the right the entrance to the baths, and on the left the entrance to the 
wash-houses. To defray the cost of the building £3,000 was borrowed from 
the Loan Commissioners. The Baths, &c., were made fi'ee to the public till 
the 18th instant.

fiven. The sports took place in the cricket ground, to which no less than 
,000 persons paid entrance at the gate during the first day, and the second 
was equally crowded. 

, July. — Drinking fountains put up in the stations at Middlesbrough, 

South Stockton, Darlington, &c., by the Stockton and Darlington Bailway 
Company. 

, July. — A transference of ecclesiastical patronage from the see of 

Durham to the Bishops of Manchester, Eipon, and Chester, is about to be 
made by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. The patronage at present vested 
in the Bishop of Durham is about £88,000 per annum, exclusive of cathedral 
canonries. Of this 9 livings are to be transferred to the see of Manchester 
(including Elwick HaU, £542, Sadberse, £325, and Egglescliffe, £1,049,) 8 
are to be transferred to the Bishop of Kipon (including Bedmarshall, £841,) 
and 9 are to be transferred to the see of Chester (including Norton, £878, 
and Longnewton £604), making collectively 26 livings, value £13,000 per 
annum. The patronage which will still remain to the Bishop of Durham, 
irrespective of the 6 cathedral stalls, comprises 37 livings ; and the livings of 
NewDum and St. Nicholas, Newcastle, are to be transferred to the see from 
the Bishop of Carlisle. The Bishop of Durham has abo the alternate patron- 
age with the Crown of 9 livings. — Local Fapera.

the shipping and staithes adjoining. The staithes slightly caught fire, and 
some sparks set fire to the rigging of a vessel lying in the dock. The fire was 
extinguished about 3 o'clock, occasioning a loss of from £200 to £900, 
uninsured.

, August 13. — Three acts of parliament passed during the late session,

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2) An act to enable the South Durham and Lancashire TTnion Bailway 
Company to deviate their authorized line of railway, to construct a road for 
providing better access to the railway at or near Barnard Castle, &c (3) An 
act to enable the North Eastern Bailwaj Companj to make a branch from 
the Leeds and Thirsk Bailwaj to Pateley Bridge, &c, 

1859, August 22. — Captain Philip Barker, of Stockton, on his yojage in 
the ship " Margaret,'' from Lisbon to America, was murdered by the cook (a 
Portuguese). The ship was brought to Falmouth by the mate, and the 
murderer delivered up into the hands of the police. He was tried at the 
Central Criminal Court, Loudon (in October), found guilty, and sentenced to 
death. There being grounds, however, for suspecting that the man was 
insane when he committed the offehce, he was respited to give an opportunity 
for inquiry at Lisbon and other places as to his state of mind. The result 
was that, in May, 1860, his sentence was changed to that of penal servitude 
ifor life. 

, A ugust 25. 26. — Stockton races were distinguished this year by the 

great numl^r of horses enteied, by the opening of a new grand stand 
(designed by Mr. W. Clephan), and by the unusually large attendance of 
Visitors. 

, August 27. — Thomas Devin and John Thomas were committed from 

Stockton to take their trial for issuing counterfeit shillings, and having in 
their possession a quantity of base money. 

^ September 23. — Dr. fiills, the lately appointed Bishop of Colombia, 

at a meeting held in the Borough EEall, Stockton, gave an interesting account 
pf the new settlement, and advocated the support of the mission, by donations, 
AC. (Dr. TTillfl, some few years before, neld a curacy in the county of 
iDorham.) 

, September 25. — An alarming fire broke out at Ayton, in the fSum- 

yard premises belonging to the Agricultural School. With the aid of the firo 
engine from Stokesley, and the exertions of the villages in supplying water to 
the enc;ine, the fury of the flames was soon arrested, but not finally overcome 
until daybreak the following morning. The premises and haystack were 
insured. 

, September 26 — ^Edward Gordon, a tailor (aged 29), killed by a blow 

on the thrcMit from John Ward, in a drunken fight, both men in the employ- 
ment of Mr. T. H. Devereux. Ward was tried at Durham, December 9th, for 
manslaughter, and found guilty, but recommended to mercy. His sentence 
was 3 £iys' confinement, making up, with his previous imprisonment, 2 
months. 

, October 1. — Mr. H. Heavisides commenced a monthly publication, 

8 rice l^d., entitled " Heavisides' Illustrated Magazine,** but closed it after the 
th number. 

, October 10. — A heavy sale from the north east, and various losses at 

Bea. *'The Bra,*' of Whitby, whilst attempting to take the west harbour, 
Hartlepool, was totally wrecked. 

, October, 25, — About 10 p. m., a strong breeze got up from the south 

east accompanied with rain, which increasing at 12 became a terrible hurricane, 
with a heavy sea running in the bay of Hartkpool. About 100 vessels made for 
the Hartlepools, several of which were totally wrecked, many stranded on the 
Middleton sands, and all were damaged more or less. Great losses occurred 
also amongst the collier vessels that sailed from the north east ports, several of 
them going down in the open sea, but their crews were fortunately rescued. 

, October 31. — A meeting of the Tees fishermen was held on the quay 

at Stockton, to consider the grievances they laboured under from the proceea- 
ings of the Tees Conservancy Commissioners, whose bye-laws imposed a tax, 
or license, upon every one wno took fish, of any kind, from the Tees, within 
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their juriBdiction. They came to a resolution to procure legal assistance, 
believing they had a prescriptive right to fish without any license. A 
inemori^ from the fishermen to the Stixskton Borough Council was presented 
on November 9th, requesting the council to render them assistance. 

1859, November 25. — The West Hartlepool schools formally opened by

y December 17.— John Kichardson, clerk to the Hartlepool %oard of

found guilty, and sentenced to 15 years' penal servitude. 

, December 20. — The New Public Boom at the north end of Norton 

(the property of Mr. Crosby, solicitor), was opened this evening. The public 
room is 45 feet by 23, and was well filled at an earlj hour. Jbhn Hogg, Esq. 
the president of the Norton Institute, took the chair, and during the evening 
the meeting was addressed by the chairman, and Messrs. Crosby, Barret^

opened for relidous services. The size of it is 38 feet by 29^, and the school- 
room 81^ feet by 29}. About 250 persons partook of tea in the school-room 
on the following day. The cost of the building and scite i^ about £500. 

, December 27. — A new Sunday and Day School opened at Darlington 

in connexion with St. John's Church. 

y December, 30. — ^The Stockton Gazette and Tees-side Advertiser, a 

new penny weekly newspaper, commenced under the editorship of the Bev. 
B. Spears. On December 1, 1860, it united with the Middlesbrough Times, 
under the name of the ** Stockton Gazette and Middlesbrough Times." 

^December 30. — ^The frost had been so severe during ihe latter part of 

this month, that the river Tees at Stockton was entirely blocked up with ice 
during a week or more. A rapid thaw came on this night. 

^ Bifle corps were formed this Y&a at Stockton, Hartlepool, Middles- 
brough, Bedcar, N^orthallerton, Btokesley, and Bichmond ; and in the follow- 
ing year at Darlington and Marske. 

1860, Jan.— A small volume entitled ^'The Snowdrift, or poems for the 
Christmas Hearth," hj Byron Webber, grandson of the late Thos. "Webber, 
published. H. Heavisides, printer. 

, Jan. 5. — An Infant School-room opened at Bank Top, Darlington. 

, Jan. 18. — A public meeting held in Middlesbroug;a to celebrate the 

opening of the new ouilding of the Mechanics* Institution in that town. 
About 700 persons were present. The president (Mr. Isaac Wilson) took 
the chair, and the meeting was addressed during the evening by Messrs. J. A. 
Roebuck, M.P., E. S. Cayley, M.P., H. Pease, M.P., Washington Wilks, 
&c. The number of members during the last year was stated by the 
secretary (Mr. W. Taylor) to liave been 911, and that all debt was cleared 
off the building. The cost of the building has been near £^,000. 

y Jan. 24. — The West Hartlepool Star of Temperance Lodge opened. 

, Feb. 1. — A subscription raised about this time for sending to the 

i)eaf and Dumb Institution at Birmingham a poor boy (Thomas Thompson), 
aged 13, living at East Hartbum, to be main&ined and educated for a term 
01 5 years, and taught some useful trade. His mother, a widow, had 2 other 
ions, also deaf and dumb. 

, Feb. 14. — ^The Queen^s approval of the formation of a Bifle Corps at 

Stockton having been received, the volunteers, Accompanied by their chosen 
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officers, marched to the Borough Hall, and were received by the mayor and 
several of the borough magistrates, and after taking the prescribed oath, 
signed the roll. The corps at this time numbered about 140, and 60 more were 
expected to join, in order to form 2 companies. The colour of the uniform 
was to be a light grey. The following names of officers appeared in the 
Qazette, March 2nd, viz. Captains B. Thompson, Jun. and J . J. Wilson ; 
Lieutenants, Gt. M. Watson and T. H. Close; Ensigns, W. B. Mills and B. 
T. Jackson. The Stockton Corps is the Ist Bifle Corps in the county of 
Durham, and the 64th corps in tne kingdom. 

1860, Eeb. 27. — A violent hurricane at Stockton and in the neighbourhood 
for about two hours. A wall was blown down in Norton road. In Cleveland 
some com stacks were uiuroofed, and several blown over. During the snow 
storm three ships got ashore near Bedcar, and one became a wreck. 

, Mar. 2. — An explosion of gas took place in Burradon collieiy, by 

which sad event 74 men and boys lost their lives. 

— — , Mar. 6. — A tea pary was held in the National School Boom, Seaton 
Carew, to commemorate the 25th year of the Bev. J. liawson's residence 
there. In the course of the evening a cheoue for £613 was presented to him 
by the Bev. G-. J. Fox, of Durham, being the amount of a suoscription raised 
by his friends in the county for the enlargement of the parsonage. At the 
same time the parishioners presented to Mr. and Mrs. Lawson a handsome 
silver coffee pot, cream jug, and sugar basin, with an inscription as follows : 
" Presented to the Bev. John Lawson, M.A., and Mrs. Lawson, as a testi- 
monial of affection from their parishioners." 

, Mar. 7. — At the School of Art examination at Darlington, the master 

of the British School, Stockton (W. Horton), the pupil teacher (J. J. 
Wilkinson), and 8 scholars sat for prizes. Of these the master, pupil 
teacher, and 5 scholars were successful ; a large proportion, as the ordinary 
number who gain prizes is one in ten. 

, Mar. 23. — ^About 10 p. m., the iron foundry of Mr. John Mainwaring in 

Skinner street, Stockton was discovered to be on fire. Alarm was im- 
mediately given, and with the aid of many willing helpers the fire waa 
extinguished by 1. SO the following morning. Part machinery was destroyed, 
alon^ with the benches and tools in the fitting shop, and the large timber 
flooring of the storeroom above. The damages were estimated at x500, bat 
the property was insured. 

, Mar. 28. — " Three batteries are in course of erection at Hartlepool, 

one on Fairy Cove, another in front of the Priarage field. Town Moor, and 
the third (nearly completed) at the western base of the commissioners' light 
house. The batteries altogether mounted nine guns. The order for the 
construction of barracks for the accommodation of 800 men had been received 
from the war office." The building of the barracks was commenced in 
August. 

, Mar. 24.— The official opening of the Stockton Polytechnic Exhibi- 
tion at the Borough Hall took place this afternoon, and on Monday the 26th 
it was opened to the public. This exhibition was established in aid of the 
building ftind of the new church at South Stockton, and continued open until 
June 5th (above 10 weeks). It consisted of a beautiful collection of oil 
paintings, water colour drawings, engravings, photomphs, &c. ; bronzes, 
statuettes, vases and mosaics ; testimonial plate, jewellery, &c. ; glass, china^ 
and porcelain manu&ctures ; chemical and mineral products ; wood and ivory 
carving; a large collection of models of ships, steam vessels, locomotive 
engines, life boats, agricultural machines, stocking working machines, &c. Ac; 
phSosophical, music^ and horological instruments ; a variety of stufied birds, 
insecte, and other specimens of natural histoiy ; relics and curiosities fit>m 
various countries ; and a great number of miscellaneous articles. So rich a 
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treat to the public was never before produced at Stockton ; and the gentlemen 
who gave their time and labours for that purpose richly deserved the thanks 
of the visitors generally, and more particmarlj those of the parties for whose 
benefit the exhibition was got up. 

1860, April 2. — ^A large steam flour mill at Tarm, belonging to Messrs. T. 
Wren and Sons, was discovered to be on fire about 2 a.m. By the aid of two 
of the Yarm engines, the fire was in a great measure overcome in less than 
3 hours, but the loss to the insurance office was above j£ 1,000. The 
whole of the boiler house and engine house was destroyed, and a hxgd 
quantity of stock more or less iniured. 

, April 7. — Two little girls, daughters of the Bev. E. Spears, the one 

aged three years, the other five, had a most marvellous escape from a fearful 
death. They were crossing the Leeds Northern Bailway, by the footpath 
leading from Stamp street to Mr. Wren's mill, when the engine of a snort 
train came up and caught them both, throwing the elder girl outside, and the 
younger one inside the rails, both escaping with a slight bruise or two. 

, April 8. — The New Connexion Chapel, Hartlepool, opened by the 

Bev. Mr. Cooke, President of the Society, London. The collections in aid of 
the building fund reached the sum of j£150, half of which amount was given 
by Jos. Love, Esq. A bazaar was opened on the following day (Monday), 
which yielded £156, and on Tuesday £46. 

, May 3. — A new Boman Catholic Chapel opened at Tarm, within the 

grounds of Thomas Meynell, Esq., to whose zeal the whole edifice, with its 
fittings, was due. It is in the Gothic style of architecture, and forms an 
ornamental and conspicuous object in the town. The body of the chapel is 
70 feet long, and 22 wide. The finest object within the building is the high 
altar, one of the best specimens of its kind in England, on account of its 
sculpture and carving. It is of Caen stone, inlaid with encaustic tiles. 

, May 9. — The Hill House property, situated between Stockton and 

Norton, containing 52 acres, was, with the farm buildings, offered for sale 
by auction. The biddings were as high as £6550 ; the reserved bid £8000. 
The property was afterwards sold for £7,000. 

,May 28. — During the severe storm of snow and wind this day a great 

number of ships were stranded near Bedcar, Seaton, Hartlepool, &c., and 
great loss of life and property occurred at Blackball rocks. The " Corra Idnny'* 
of Stockton, a small vessel laden with guano, was lost, with all hands, at the 
mouth of the Tees. . The blast was so severe, that at Portrack, Billinghamy 
Seaton, Sedgefield, and other places, sheep, &c. in great numbers were found 
dead in the fields. A farmer at Saltholm lost 40 sheep, and another at 
Bedcar lost 33. Trees in Cleveland were torn up by the roots. In some 
places the snow was nearly a foot deep. The prospect of an abundant crop 
of fruit was lost by the storm, the olossoms and leaves of the trees being 
destroyed. 

, May.— Dr. H. M. Villiers, Bp. of Carlisle, and brother of Earl 

Clarendon, nominated to the bishoprick of Durham, in the room of Dr. 
Longley, now archbishop of York. [Bp. Villiers died August 9, 1861, 
aged 48.1 

, J une 1. — The branch railway from Stokesley to Castleton, which had 

previously been opened out for coals and lime, commenced this day taking 
passengers. 

^ June 2. — The "Little "Western " steamer began to convey passengers 

between Middlesbrough and Stockton, at specified intervals during the dajr. 

, June 2. — The Middlesbrough and St. Petersburg Steam Shipping 

Company commenced their line of steamers about this time. 

, July. — The Bailway Bridge which crosses the Tees at Stockton 

discovered to be 6n fi^, and the flames gaining an ascendancj which 
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threatened to destroy the woodwork of the bridge. Alarm being given the 
servants of the railway hastened to the place with backets, and succeeded in 
extinguishing the flames, but not before some of the timbers of the bridge had 
been burnt completely through. 

I860, July S, 4, 5. — A Bazaar held at the Borough Hall in aid of the funds 
for building a new parsonage house at Elton. 

, July 20. — During a thunderstorm this day the electric fluid struck 

the telegraph wires on the Stockton and Darlington railway, from South 
Stockton to Eston. It set the instrument at Eston on Are, and the bells of 
the instrument ringing at the stations ; at Middlesbrough and Stockton the 
coils of wire in the boxes were fused. Communication was cut off for several 
hours, till fresh wires were placed in the instruments. 

, July 27, 28. — The neavy rains on these days caused the fields and 

lanes on the west and north sides of Stockton to be completely flooded. The 
becks were higher than they had been known for many jears, and the road 
from Stockton to Bishopton was impassable for a considerable time. The 
hay on some of the low lands was carried away, and a great quantity of cut 
and uncut hay in the vicinity rendered completely useless. 

^ Aug. 7. — The foundation stone of the North Biding Infirmary laid 

by the Earl of Zetland, with great ceremony. For the site of the building, 
Mr. Hustler gave an acre of land adjoining to " Long Plantation," on the 
Stockton and Middlesbrough road. 

, Aug. 8. — A warehouse on the Quayside, Stockton, belonging to Mr. 

C. Martin, wharfinger, fell, owing to the weight of goods within it, and the 
pressure of damp soil against the wall, occasioned by the late rain. 

, Aug. 16.— The Stockton and Darlington Eailway Company decided 

at their hal^yearly meeting, that they and the other companies m connexion 
with them should unite with the North Eastern Bailway Company, on terms 
previously arranged; the latter to hold 844 per cent, of the ioint property, 
the former 15^ per cent. The Stockton and Darlington Bailway Company 
procured an act of parliament this year for raising additional capital. 

, Aug. 17. — The Tees Conservancy Commissioners v, B. "W. Jackson 

and others. The Vice Chancellor decided a|;ainst the application made to 
stop the defendants erecting a jetty and shipping place on the fore shore on 
the south side of the river near Cargo Fleet, as the plaintiffs had not satisfied 
the court that it would be injurious. 

, Aug. 20. — An old man nearly 80 years of age (Anthony Mowbray, 

formerly a sailor) was found this afternoon in his room in Stoker's yard. 
Bishop street, almost burnt to a cinder, and lying dead on the fioor. The bed 
was on fire. 

, Aug. 27.— Middlesbrough inaugurated its first flower show, which, 

though not extensive, was choice in quality. A band contest took place in the 
show ground the same day. 

, Aug. 29. — ^A testimonial of public respect and esteem presented, at 

Gkteshead, to Mr. James Clephan, on his retiring from the editorship of the 
Gateshead Observer. A soiree was held in honour of the event. Tea was 
succeeded by a concert, after which the testimonial, consisting of jC2o0 in 
money, and a silver inkstand, was jointly presented by the Mayors of 
Newcastle and Gateshead (J. Blackwell, Esq. and G-. Crawshav, Esq). The 
following is the inscription engraved on the inkstand: " Presented to Mr. James 
Clephan, with £250, on his retirement from the editorship of the Ghxteshead 
Observer^ by his brethren of the press and other friends, gained by his public 
conduct and private worth, during 22 years of useful and honourable labour. 
August 29th, 1860." 

, Sept. 10. — ^A Methodist New Connexion Chapel opened at West 

Hartlepool. The cost of the building was about £1,000. 
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1860, Sep. 10. — Mr. S. W. Jackson commenced oonstructin^ a jetty in the 
river in connexion with the railway to Normanby, &c. ; and being opposed by 
the Tees Commissioners, a rather disgraceful scene occurred. After a few 
days' contest, the commissioners with£ew their opposition. The jetty, com- 
posed of open timber work, was about 1,000 feet long. 

, Sept. — Eedmarshall Eectoi^, value JC259 per annum, and Creyke, 

£690, transferred by the Bp. of Bipon to the 1st Lord of the Treasury in 
exchange for others. 

, Oct. — The Coatham Working Men's Club held its first annual 

meeting this month. The club contains 140 members, and has a Penny 
Savings' Bank in connexion with it. 

, Oct. 8. — ^A tremendous gale, which did considerable damage to houses, 

com stacks, fruit trees, &c., at Middlesbrough, Stockton, Hartlepool, and the 
surrounding district. The ebb tide was remarkably low, and the bar of the 
Tees in places was not covered more than one foot. 

, Oct. 7. — ^A "Wesleyan Chapel -opened in South Stocktpn by Eev. J. 

Parrar, secretary of the conference. It contains SOO sittings, and cost nearly 
£600. 

, Oct. 18.— -The new hall of the Sedgefield Mechanics' Institute 

opened. 

, Nov. — Stockton admitted by the Board of Customs as a port for the 

importation of wine in wood, under the Customs Tariff Amendment Act, 
1860. 

, Nov. — The improvement of the state of the Tees at this time is 

shown by the following soundings at different points. 
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, Nov. — Mr. H. Heavisides published his little work entitled " The 

Minstrelsy of Britain, or a glance at our lyrical poetry and poets, &c., in- 
cluding a dissertation on the genius and lyrics of Bums," 120 p.p., sm. Svo. 

, Nov. 6. — New Infant Schools opened in Marton Lane, Middlesbrough. 

, Nov. 6. — ^The Commissioners for enquiring into Salmon Pishenes 

(Sir W. Jardine, Bart., and Messrs. Efennell and Bickards) sat in the Town 
TTaII, Stockton, and a large number of persons interested in the salmon fishery 
of the Tees were present. The evidence of the principal witnesses (Messrs. 
J. Dodds, M. Fowler, I. C. Chaytor, G-. J. Jordan, &c.) showed tlmt there 
was a considerable decrease in the salmon of the Tees. 

— — , Nov. 8. — A neat and commodious place of worship opened by the 
Wesleyans at Marske. 

, Nov. 9. — The celebrated exile M. Louis Blanc delivered his lecture 

at Middlesbrough upon the ^* Mysterious Personages and Agencies in France 
towards the end of tne 18th century." 

, Nov. 18.^ A screw steamer (''The Zaire") the largest of the kind 

that has been built on the Tees, launched from the yard of liifessrs. Pearse & 
Oo., Stockton. Her tonnage 1193 o.m. ; horse power, 120; accommodation, 
40 first class, 86 second class, and 60 third class passengers. She was built 
for trade between Spain and Africa. 
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1800; Nov. 20.— Died at West Hartlepool, aged 62, Mr. WflHam Hutton, 
!F. G-. S. He was at one period editor of the Fossil Flora, and one of the 
leading practical geologists of the country, and a prominent promoter of all 
kinds 01 scientific organisations. For a few years past, he resided at West 
Hartlepool ; and to him the Athensum is indebted for the admirable classifi- 
cation and completeness of the museum which has been established there. 
He was generally esteemed alike for the soundness of his judgment and the 
charm of his conversation.

The Middlesbrough 
Hfe boat was taken down the river, and succeeded in saving the captain 
(Arthur Watt) and the crew, but the vessel sunk. 

, Dec. 9. — The Primitive Methodists opened a new chapel at South

, Dec. 12. — The "Palikari," a very large and fine screw steamer, launched 

from [Richardson and Go's yard. South Stockton ; tonnage o. m. 1200 ; burden, 
IMO tons ; nominal horse power 180, effective ditto 600. 

^ Dec. 14. — ^The new public dock in front of the Town Hall, Hartle* 

pool, illuminated for the first time. 

, Dec. 18.— The London Gazette announced the transfer of the patron- 
age of the perpetual curacy of Middlesbrough from T. Hustler and his heirs, &c. 
to the Archbishop of York, in exchange for the perpetual curacy of 
West Acklam. 

, Dec. 16.— The brig "Eliza" (Pinkney) of Stockton wrecked on the 

North Gare near Bedcar ; the crew saved. 

, Dec. 20. — A dreadful explosion took place at Old Hetton Collery, by 

which 20 miners lost their lives, the rest (15) having a providential escape. 

, Dec. 20. — A fire broke out early this morning in the upper part of 

the house of Mr. Wilson, merchant tailor, Hardwicke Terrace, Stockton, when 
the roof and interior oi the house were almost entirely destroyed. 

— -, Dec. 21.— A tea party held at the Borough Hall, Stockton, as a mark 
of respect to the Bev. W. Leng, for the estimable manner in which he had 
nerformed the duties of pastor of the Baptist congregation during a period of 
o7 years, and also for the services rendered by him as the Honorary Secretary 
of the Shipwrecked Mariners' Society. 

, Dec. 16. — Died at Hartlepool, Jeanie Shepherd, the oldest inhabi- 

i»nt, in her 100th year. 

, The Bev. H. B. Tristram was collated to the mastership of Greatham 

Hospital, and shortly afterwards presented himself to the vicarage. The 
office of chaplain was abolished on the death of the vicar in 1855, and the 
future masters were to be in holy orders and to reside. Their stipend was 
fixed at £500, if not also vicar; and if vicar, at £356 per annum, the value of 
the vicaraee being £190 per annum.

The crew (8 men) took to their 
boat, which was instantly swamped ; the captain alone, who had a lifebuoy on, 
was saved. 

, Jan. 17. — ^The new hall of the North York Lodge of Freemasons at 

Middlesbrough opened. 

, Jan. 31.— A public meeting held at Middlesbrough, and resolutions 

passed for the formation of a rifle corps. About 30 gave in their names and 
were enrolled at the meeting. 

, Feb. 9.-* A storm on the east coast, which commenced the evening 

before, increased this morning to a fearful extent, and was the most disastrous 
of an^ gale within the memory of the oldest seafaring man resident in the 
vicinity of the Tees bay. From 60 to 70 vessels were wrecked at or near 
Hartlepool, besides many others along the coast ; and upwards of 50 seamen 
lost their lives between Hartlepool and Huntcliff. At Whitby, the life boat 
was upset, and 12 lives were lost. The river Tees rose 18 inches higher than 
the ordinary spring tides, the highest seen for several years past.

, June 23. — Mary Colling and Mary B. Bennett, killed by lightning 

at Morden, near Sedgefield, during a heavy thundenitorm at that place. 

, June — .The Diocesan Church Building Society at York, umned, this 
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month, 4 districta for Cleyeland, viz., Think, Malion, Whitby, and Middles- 
brough. 

1861, July 4. — The railway from Barnard Castle to Tebay opened for 
mineral and other traffic. 

, July 18. — In the Vice Chancellor's court, " The Tees Commissioners 

V B. W. Jackson and others," the plaintiffs moved for a special injunction to 
restrain the defendants from excavating the bed and foreshore of the Tees 
adjoining a jetty, lately constructed by the defendants on the Normanby 
foreshore. The case was argued this and 2 following days, when the Vice 
Chancellor (Kindersley) granted the injunction with certain exceptions. 

, July 22. — ^The County Court Judge held his sitting at Middlesbrough 

the first time. 

, July. — ^By the Municipal Act lately passed, the right of Borough 

Magistrates to grant licenses to public houses was established. 

, Aug. 6. — ^The parliament, this day prorogued, had during the session 

passed the following acts ; viz. (1) To enable the Local Board of Health for 
the township of Darlington to supply gas and water in the adjoining townships 
of Cockerton, BlackweU, Whessoe, and Haughton-le-Skeme ; to enlar^ the 
market place, erect a covered market, make and improve roads; to vest in the 
Local Board all the powers of the Burial Board ; to raise additional money ; 
to levy and alter tolls and rates, &c. (2) To enable the Cleveland Bulwav 
Company to extend their railway from Ouisbrough to the river Tees, with 
branches connected with that extension,* and to make certain deviations in 
the authorized line of their railway ; to confer certain powers with reference 
to other undertakings, &c. (3) To regulate the mutual fiicilities to be 
afforded to traffic by the West Hartlepool Harbour and Bailwav Company, and 
bv the Stockton and Darlington, South Durham and Lancashire Union, and 
"Eden Valley Bail way Companies; to give further powers to the West 
Hartlepool Harbour and Bailway Company with reference to the manage- 
ment of their docks and works, &c. (4) To enable the same company to 
raise further money, &c. (5) For authorising the Stockton and Darlington 
Bailway Company to make a new branch railway, and to abandon the making 
of one of their authorised branch railways, &c. (5) For enabling the same 
company to raise additionid capital, &c. (6) To authorise the making of a 
railway from the Stockton and Darlington Bailway, at or near the Frosterley 
station, to Newland side near Stanhope, with a road approach from Stanhope, 
ice. (7) To enable the North-Eastem Bailway Companv to construct a 
branch railway between the North Yorkshire and Cleveland Bailway at 
Castleton, and the Whitby and Pickering Bailway ; to make a deviation in 
and abandon part of the last mentioned lailway ; to acquire additional lands ; 
&c. 

^ Aug. 7. — The South Durham and Lancashire Union Bailway 

formally opened. A train of 16 carriages lefb Darlington at 8 a.m. On 
arriving at TTebay (Westmoreland) they were welcomed bv the anxious crowd ; 
and at 11 many of the west country directors and their families joined in the 
return to Darlington, where at 8 p.m. a large company (about 180 persons) 
dined together at the King's Head Inn. 

, Aug. 9. — The new Wesleyan Chapel at South Bank (Eston) opened 

for public worship. It is a neat building, and will accommodate 800 persons. 

, Aug. 9. — The Stockton Journal, a new weekly penmr newspaper, 

commenced. [It closed its career with the 27th number, Feb. 7th, 1862.t 

, Aug. 17. — ^The railway from Bedcar to Saltbum opened, on which 

occasion the inhabitants of Bedcar were treated with a trip to the new 
bathing village. 

* This aet anthomed the completion of the remainder of the line from the river Teee to 
Skinningrove, on the aea ooaet, a diatanoe of 20 milea. 
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1861, Aug. 18. — The opening Berviees in connection with the new Scotch 
Presbyterian Church, in Bridge Boad, Stockton, took place, the Bey. Dr. 
Macfarlane, of Glasgow, nreachinff in the morning and eyening, and the Bey. 
A. Stewart (minister of tne church) in the afternoon. The bmlding is in the 
Qt>thio style, and has sitting room for nearly 1,000 persons. Its estimated 
cost was £900. [The foun&tion stone was laid on toe 18th March, by Mr. 
Joshua Byers.] 

^ Aug. — ^Dr. C. Baring, Bp. of Gloucester and Bristol, translated to 

the bishopric of Durham on the death of Bp. Yilliers. 

, Aug. — A collection of original psalm tunes entitled " The Abbey 

Bell," by J^. G. G. Atkinson, of Middlesbrough, published. 

f Sept. 2. — The Theatre, the interior of which had been newly painted, 

Ac., was opened by Mr. Powell, and the Leicester company of performers. 

^, Sept. 8.— The house of Mr. Bichard Walker, High Street, Stockton, 

broken into early this morning, and seyeral silyer articles stolen therefirom. 
The thieyes had made an entrance at the back part of the premises, had 
lighted the gas, and examined seyeral drawers, but being, as it is supposed, 
early disturbed in their operations, had to decamp before penetrating nir into 
the nouse. 

, Sept. 12. — A "Toung Men's Christian Association" formed at 

Stockton, on the plan of the London society, and Mr. W. B. Brayshay 
appointed president, Mr. T. Whitwell, secretary, and Mr. H. Craggs, 
treasurer. 

, Sept. 27. — The first meeting of the Bural Deanery of North Cleyeland 

was held in Stainton, at the house of the rural dean. Canon Gooch. There 
were about 25 cle^;ymen present. 

, Oct. 2.— ^e foundation stone of the new Hotel at Saltbum laid by 

Earl ZetLmd. 

, Oct. 6. — A barge launched from the yard of Pearse & Co., Stockton, 

for the use of the Cleyeland and Normanby Bailway, capable of carrying 24 
waggons, containing 13^ tons each, across the riyer Tees. 

, Oct. 26. — A new chapel opened at Castleton by the Primitiye 

Methodists, the site of which (45 yards square) was giyen by Mr. W. 
Loyingboume. 

, Noy. I. — A disastrous storm raged on the coast this night. 2 yessels 

ran ashore near Seaton, the crews of which were sayed by the iSe boat. The 
new pier at Hartlepool receiyed considerable damage. A brig was driyen out 
of the harbour and carried to Bedcar, where it was wrecked. Great losses 
were again sustained on the 15th, by a strong gale from the north-east. 

, Noy. 2. — An unusual high tide in the riyer Tees, which oyerflowed 

its banks, and the quays at Stockton were partly under water. 

^ i^oy. — The Post Office Sayings Bank opened at Stockton early in 

this month. 

, Noy. 19. — Mr. Coleman, accompanied by his solicitor (Wilkinson), on 

leaying the railway coach at West Hartlepool, to inspect (by order of the 
Vice Chancellor) the books of account of the Harbour and Bailway Company, 
at their office, was met by a mob of workmen and others, who sp disgracelully 
treated him that with some difficulty he reached the office. A charge of 
conspiracy to molest, &c., Coleman, was brought against 3 tradesmen, which 
was heard before the magistrates, Jan. 17th, who expressed their opinion as 
being un&yourable to the defendants ; but as Mr. Coleman's solicitor wished 
that the proceedings should go no further, the case was dismissed. On 
application to the Vice Chancellor an order was made by him that the 
required books be sent to London for inspection. 

, Noy. 23.— The Cleyeland Bailway opened from Normanby jetty to 

Skelton new mine. 
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1861, Not. 27. — ^The committee of the Hartlepool newlj institated District 
Natural History Society held its first meeting. 

, Not. 27. — Two haystacks belonging to John Black, farmer, near 

Marske, totally destroyed by fire. A man who had slept in the cart shed was 
taken up on suspicion, and confessed having set fire to the stacks wilfully. 

, Dec. 2. — The equestrian statue of the late Marquis of Londonderry, 

erected in the market place, Durham, was formally inaugurated. 

, Dec. 19. — ^A fire broke out this morning at Wynyard Hall, which 

fortunately was, by the active exertions of the servants and workpeople on the 
spot, with the aid of a small engine belonging to the hall, neany got under 
before the arrival of the Stockton engines. They were however set to work, 
and the fire was completely extinguished before 1 p.m. The whole of the 
chapel and the two rooms above it were completely destroyed. The chapel 
which adjoined and formed part of the edifice stood at the western side of 
the mansion, and in one of tne rooms over it a fire had been lighted, and it is 
supposed that the conflagration was caused by a spark or cinder falling from 
this fire upon the floor. 

, Dec. 22. — Middlesbrough Church re-opened after being closed 4 

months for the purpose of repairing and paintmg, and also for erecting a 
gallery with open seats, capable of holding 300 persons. 

, Dec. 23. — ^This being the day of the funeral of the Prince Consort, 

it was observed at Stockton with every mark of respect so peculiarly due to 
the memoir of that noble and virtuous man. The shops were closed 
during the day. Public religious services were performed at the old church 
(to which the corporation, rifle corps, &c. went in procession,) and at sevend 
of the dissenting places of worship. The day was similarlv observed at 
Middlesbrough, and other towns in the district. [Addresses of condolence to 
the Queen were afterwards sent from Stockton by the Corporation, the 
Unitarian congregation, &c.] 

, Dec. 27.— A Sheriff's Court held at Stockton before the Under- 
sheriff and a jury to fix the price of a piece of land belonging to Mr. B. 
Welch, required for the junction of the Stockton and Darlmgton Sail way 
with the North Eastern Eailway. The portion of land required was 1 acre, 
3 roods, 24 poles. Various estimates were given by the witnesses, varying 
from £835 to JB3651. The jury after 20 minutes' consideration decided as 
follows: — £919 12s. for the land, and £600 for the severance; together 
£1519 I2s. 

, Dec. 31. — At Stockton, the bells of the old church summoned the 

parishioners, at II o'clock this evening, to a religious service suitable for the 
close of the old, and the commencement of a new year. The curate (Eev. T. 
Law) read the litany, and the vicar (Bev. F. J. James) preached an appro- 
priate discourse from Psalm 39, v. 13. After a closing hymn and prayers, one 
portion of the congregation departed, and another remained for communion. 
[This service, the first of the kind in Stockton church, was repeated in the 
following years.] 

1862, Jan. 1. — Carriages commenced running on the street railway in 
Darlington. The line which ran from the market place to the Stockton and 
Darlington Bailway, and the Workmen's Institute on the Durham road, is 
nearly 2 miles in length. The first car travelled the entire distance in 4 
minutes. To test fully the advantages or otherwise of Mr. Train's system, a 
company with a capital of £4,000 was formed. [The company continued to 
run carriages on the road for a considerable period, until a strong public 
opposition to them occasioned their discontinuance.] 

, Jan. 1. — Several ladies of Stockton united together in presenting to 

the vicar a gown and cassock ; to Mrs. James, a silver cake basket ; ana to 
their niece, Miss Edwards, a handsome gold chain. 
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1862, Jan. 2. — A permanent building society fonned at Stockton. The 
first building society had been lately wound up, and 2 others which still 
remained were terminating ones, and closed to new admissions. The new 
society adopted the permanent system as being the most equitable to all 
classes, and about 50 of the persons present enrolled themselves as members. 

f Jan. 16. — One of the most dreadful accidents connected with the 

cool mines took place this day at Hartley new pit, Northumberland, 
occasioned by the snapping in two of the huge beam of the pumping engine 
(about 40 tons weight), one half being precipitated down the shaft, carrying 
with it the brattice, and bearing down the sides of the shaft, thus choking 
up all communication for 8 days with the poor men in the pit. The conse- 
quence was the death of 204 men and boys (including 5 men killed in the 
shaft on the day of the accident), and the leaving destitute of 103 widows, 
275 children, and 47 others; total 407. A subscription was commenced 
almost simultaneously all over the kingdom, and above £70,000 was raised in 
a few weeks for their relief. 

, Jan. 18. — The " Bahama " iron steamer, 898 tons o.m., launched by 

torch-light from Messrs. Pearse & Co.'s yard, Stockton. 

, Jan. 23. — Died at Norton, aged 83 years, William Grey, Esq., a 

magistrate for the county of Durham, and formerly a solicitor at Stockton ; 
and on the 26th his widow, Mrs. Joanna Grey, aged 78 years. 

, Feb. 11. — A public meeting held at South Stockton for the pur- 
pose of forming a Mechanics' Institute, and aprovisional committee 
appointed to carry out the project. Mx. W. "Wnitwell was appointed 
secretary. 

, Feb. 16. — The Greatham Parochial Institute established. In Jan. 

1865 the Institute had a reading room well supplied with newspapers and 
other publications, and a small library. There were at that time 40 members. 

, Feb. 28. — ^A general meeting of the West Hartlepool Harbour and 

Bailway Company held, and a new directory appointed, viz., Messrs. Dibb, 
Fletcher, Head, JEtowley, Sandbach, B. W. Jackson, and B. Watson. The 
meeting adjourned to April 11th to receive Mr. Ball's report, which was to 
give statements of revenue and expenditure for 1861, and a statement of the 
capital account to the end of 1861, shewing the whole liabilities of the 
company, and the manner in which monies raised had been applied. [At the 
adjourned meeting a favourable report was made by the Directors, who 
expressed a hope that notwithstanding present appearances, they might 
preserve the whole property of the company for the common benefit of the 
proprietors. The meeting approved of tne deed of assignment which had been 
executed for the protection of the property of the company against the claims 
of individual creditors.] 

, Mar. 17. — The election of a member to represent the North Biding 

of York in parliament, in the place of the late £. S. Cayley, Esq., was very 
warmly contested ; W. J. 8. Morritt, Esq., who was elected, having 5,507 
votes, and F. A. Milbank 5,041. Mr. Cayley had been in parliament nearly 
30 years. 

, Mar. 20. — The steamship " Onward," of Middlesbrough, wrecked on 

her passage to London, 14 miles west of Flamborough Head. The crew and 
17 passengers had scarcely left the vessel 10 minutes when she sank. 

, April. — Mr. J. Yaughan, of Middlesbrough, patented an invention for 

improvements in treating gas produced by blast furnaces, to other furnaces, or 
heating apparatus. 

, April.— Messrs. H. W. F. Bolckow, J. Vaughan, and T. L. Elwon, 

were appointed magistrates for the North Biding of Yorkshire. 

— — , May 1. — The Guisbrough Mechanics' !histitution opened. The cost 
of the building, which is situated in Chaloner Street (a new street), was £652 
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(exclusiye of the site, drainage, &c.) Captain Chaloner, who was the principal 
bene&ctor to it, presided at the meeting, and delivered an excellent address. 

1862, May 6.— The Stockton Post Office removed from No. 92, High 
Street, to the premises at the Town hall. The post office authorities agreed 
to a second evening despatch of letters to London, &c. at 8 ; and also uiat a 
pillar box be placed near the Congregational Chapel in lieu of the receiving 
nouse. No. 148, High Street, then closed.* 

y May 15. — ^A public meeting held in the Borough Hall, Stockton, for 

the purpose of establishing a Surreal Hospital (the Ma^or in the chair), 
when resolutions were P&^^ ^ ^^ favour, and a committee appointed to 
forward the measure. The committee engaged a house in Thisue Gk^en, 
which afforded accommodation for 6 beds, and which was opened for the 
reception of patients on Sept. 8th. Bules drawn up by the provisional 
committee were submitted to a general meeting of subscribers ana approved, 
and officers appointed until the annual meeting in July, viz. : — OatnmUiee^ 
Messrs. W. Wnitwell, James Brown, John Brown, B. B^ger, J. B. Clephan, 
W. Clephan, and James Ferguson; IVeaturery Thomas Bichmond; Secretary ^ 
J. Brotnerton. [The names of J. Settle and T. Younger were afterwards 
added to the committee.] Surgeont^ Messrs. Trotter, Bichardson, Fobs, 
Laidler, and Drs. Whiteside and Farquharson. The number of patients 
admitted to the SOth June, 1863 (9^ months), was, house patients 2^ ; out 

Satients 36 ; and of these 47 were cured, 6 relieved, and 4 remained in the 
ospital. In the year ending June 30th, 1864, there were 64 house patients ; 
of tnese 52 were cured, 5 reueved, and 2 died. In the following year (1864-5) 
there were 41 house patients and 16 out patients, of whom 48 were cured, 2 
relieved, 1 incurable, and 7 died ; and in 1865-6 there were 48 house patients 
and 19 out patients, of whom 67 were cured, 6 relieved, 1 incurable, and 7 died. 

, May 16.— The"EstonNab" (Hutchinson), with a cargo of coals 

firom Stockton to Newhaven, was, on entering the Cockle Gkt, struck by the 
main chain of the " Boreas,'* of London, nearly cutting her in two. The 
master and 4 men of the crew of the " Eston Nab *' succeeded in getting on 
board the " Boreas ; " but, unhappily, the master's wife and the rest of the 
crew, 8 in number, went down with the ill-fated vessel. 

, May 26.— Stoekton Borough Petty Seisions,— The Town Clerk called 

upon the !&i^gistrates to issue warrants against Messrs. W. Beninfi;ton, lately 
elected auditor, and T. Crag^, assessor, for the payment of fines they had in- 
curred by refusing to serve in these offices. The application was refused. 
The case was afterwards brought into the Court of Queen's Bench, which (in 
December) decided^br the Corporation in the case of Benington, and againgt 
it in that of Craggs. 

, June 7. — The formal opening of the Eden Valley Bailway took place. 

This line branches from the South Durham and Lancashire Bailway at Kithj 
Stephen, and joins the Lancashire and Carlisle at Clifton, about 4 miles from 
Penrith. The railway was 0}>ened for public traffic on the 9th inst. 

, June 9, 10.— The prizes given by the Stockton "Wrestling Society 

this year, for wrestling, foot races, games of fives, pole leaping, Mil races, 
with other sports, amounted to £150 ; they were given in sums of £20 
downwards. 

, June 9. — ^A Wesleyan and Independent Welch Association formed 

for a portion of South Durham (includmg Witton Park, Ferry Hill, Stock- 
ton, &c.) They held their first annual meeting at the Whitsuntide of 1863. 

* Mm. Mtry Elin Steele, who wu postmietreea at the bflginniiig of the pveient onfcmy, 
resided in West Bow, in the house now No. 140. On her deeth lur. Thomae Donn, late of 
Durham, wae appointed postmaster. He resided for some time in the house now Vo. 77, 
High Street, and after his death, his widow, who snooeeded him in the olBoe^ remoTed to a 
house No. 99, on the west side of the street^ and afterwards to No. 99. 
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18^, July 1. — ^The "Princess Alice," an iron vessel (tonnage 630 o.m.), 
launched from Fearse & Co.'s yard, Stockton. She was built for the trade 
on the West Coast of Africa. [This day, the Princess Alice was married to 
Prince Louis of Hesse Darmstadt.] 

, July 28. — The opening of the new Central Hall at Eedcar was cele- 
brated by a morning and evening concert, well attended. This building, for- 
merly the railway station, was leased of the railway company by 24 gentlemen, 
and fitted up for public purposes. The hall is 130 feet long by 45, will 
accommodate nearly 2000 persons, and is a delightful promenade in bad 
weather. There are also refreshment rooms, reading rooms, &c., connected 
with the hall. 

, Aug. 24. — The new Congregational Chapel in Union Street, Darling* 

ton, opened. It is on the site of the old Bethel Chapel, and will seat 600 
adults, allowing 20 inches for each, and 100 children, allowing 14 inches for 
each. The total cost, with the value of the old materials, was JB1900. The 
additional land purchased, and the cost of the new organ, increased the 
amount by £690. 

, Aug. 24. — ^The following Eailway Bills were passed during the session 

of parliament just closed, viz.: — (1) For the amalgamation of the South 
Durham and Lancashire Union and Eden Valley Bailway Companies with 
the Stockton and Darlington Bailway Company ; for the transfer to the last- 
named Company of the Frosterley and Stanhope Bailway, &c. (2) To 
authorise a deviation of part of the Frosterley and Stanhope Bailway ; to 
construct a new branch; to abandon portions of authorised Ime and approach 
to Stanhope ; to raise additional capital, &c. ^3) For authorising the Stock- 
ton and Darlington Bailwa.y Co. to make new lines of railway, £i. (4) To 
enable the Eden Valley Bailway Co. to construct certain extension and branch 
railways ; to use portions of other railways ; to raise additional capital, &c. 
(5) For the amalgamation of the Newcastle-on-Tyne and Carlisle Badway Co. 
with the North Eastern Bailway Co. (6) To enable the North Eastern 
Bailway Co. to construct the Team Valley, and other branch railways in 
Durham, Ac, 

, Aug. 27. — ^Died in London, aged 70, Thos. Jefferson Hoffg, Esq., a 

native of Norton, aiid eldest son of the late John Ho^, Esq., of ^at place. 
He received the principal part of his education at the Boyal Grammar School 
of Durham, and in 1810 went to University College, Oxford, where his ac- 
quaintance with Percy Bysshe Shelley quickly ripened into an ardent friend- 
ship. Mr. Hogg entered early at the Middle Temple, and was called to the 



qui

Bar in 1817. He for manv years regularly attended the Durham and Nor- 
thumberland assizes. In 1833 he was appointed one of the Municipal Com- 
missioners for England and Wales ; and, afterwards, he was for more than 20 
years re-appointed Bevising Barrister for Northumberland and the northern 
boroughs. Mr. H. had a thorough acquaintance with Greek ; and in the 
modem languages, German, French, Italian, and Spanish, he was well read. 
He had a great love for travelling, and in 1827 he published, in 2 vols. 8vo., 
^* Two Hundred and Nine Days ; or. The Journal of a Traveller on the Con- 
tinent." He was also the author of " The Life of Perc]^ Bysshe Shelly," in 
2 vols. 8vo., 1858. Besides these works, many articles in the Westmmster 
and Edinburgh Beviews, New Monthly Magazme, and other periodicals, were 
communicated by him; and also 2 able articles, ''Alphabet" and ''Antiquities," 
in the Encydopsdia Britannica, 7th ed., 1842. Mr. Hogg was highly esteemed 
by the late Lord Chief Baron Pollock, who was long on the Northern Circuit 
with him, and was one of his best friends. 

J Sept. 1. — ^The Lanchester Valley Bailway (12 miles lone), connect- 
ing Durham with Consett, formally opened for passenger and goods traffic.

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after viflitin^ Newcaaile, Shields, Sunderland, Sue., at which places he had been 
most enthusiastically reoeiyed, paid a yisit to Middlesbrough (accompanied 
by Mrs. G-ladstone), where he was met with similar hearty demonstrations of 
welcome, the day being there a complete holida} .

Upwards of 100 wrecks and casual- 
ties were posted at Lloyd's during these days. There were also numerooa 
accidents on land. 

, Oct. 25.— A public meeting held at Stokesley to consider the subject 

of statute hirings, witn a yiew of effecting some improyements in them. The 
meeting was addressed by J. 8. Pennyman, Esq. (chairman) ; Beys. C. Cator 
(rector), A. B. Skipworth, J. Eobson, and P. Morgan; and Messrs. J. W. 
Pennyman, J. Bichardson, Isaac Wilson, 0-. M. Tweiddcdl, &c. An associa- 
tion was formed for the purpose, and a committee appointed. 

, Oct. 29. — A haystack belonging to Mr. B. Alderson, of South Stock- 
ton, was discoyered to be on fire, but, fortunately, the flames were seen, and got 
out before much damage was done. It was only 2 months before this that 
some hay was discoyered to be on fire in the same place. 

, Noy. 14. — ^At a public meeting held in Stockton to consider the dis- 
tressed condition of the Lancashire operatiyes, a subscription was opened, and 
a committee appointed to collect subscriptions for their relief. Aboye JS300 
were raised for the purpose. 

, Noy. 22.--A fearful explosion took nlaoe at Walker Colliery, near 

Newcastle, by which about 20 men and boys lost their liyes. 

^ Noy. 25. — ^A meeting held at G^sbrough for tiie purpose rf estab- 
lishing a Society, to be called <<The Cleyeland Association for the Promotion 
of Church Music," the object of which was to promote and improve Chnfch 
Music, and congregational singing, by assisting to proyide musioal instmctioin 
for such parochial choirs as may enrol thetnselyes in the Union. Dr. Gard- 
ner was appointed treasurer, and the Beys. C. Bailey and F. Tierman, 
aecretaries. 

, Noy. 30.— The Linthorpe Bead Chapel (ITnited Methodist Tree 

Church), MidAesbroughy re-opened, after the erection of a gaUery» which 
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runs round S rides of the chapel, and will accommodate about 500 persons. 
It cost JC180, and other improyements £30. 

1862, Dec. 3. — The openmg of the Marske Literary Institute was obsenred 
in the Tillage as a general holiday. In the evening a party of 320 persons 
took tea together, after which a public meeting was held (the Bev. J. Tate, 
chairman), at which addresses were given by J. W. Pease, Esq., and othen. 
The lecture room will accommodate 360 persons or more. The total cost of 
the building was a little above £900, to which sum Earl Zetland contributed 
£300, and also the site of the building, and Messrs. Pease £200. 

^ Dec. 18, Ac. — The north-east coast visited for several days by gales 

of a more or less dangerous character. A vessel was wrecked off &dcar, 
and the crew perished. On the 2lst, at Stockton, the tide rose upwards of 4 
feet more than its ordinary height. The water overflowed the river banks on 
the South Stockton side to a ereat extent. 

1863, Jan. 2. -—Mr. John Aiderson, one of the secretaries of the Stockton 
Mechanics' Institution, and a zealous advocate of temperance principles, pre- 
sented by his friends with a neat time-piece, as a memento of their esteem, 
on his leaving the town. 

^ Jan. 5. — ^The openine of the new Wedeyan Sunday School in Por- 

track Lane, Stockton, took phce ; and it being intended to use it also as a 
place of public worship, the first sermon was preached the same day. The 
building will hold 250 persons. 

, Jan. 16.— The shop of Mrs. Bvmer,in Bamsgate, Stockton, was entered 

Hub night, and the contents of the till, between 8s. and 98., stolen. The same 
night the office of Mr. Hall, timber merchant, was forcibly entered, and locks 
of desks, Ac., broken, but, fortunately, the cash had been previously removed. 

, Jan. 18. — ^The New Connexion Methodists, who were about estabUsh* 

ing a branch of their Society in Stockton, held their first services in the 
Temperance Lodge Boom. 

^ Feb. 3. — ^A valuable testimonial was presented to Mr. Wm. Fallows, 

of Middlesbrough, by his friends, consisting of a silver service, comprising 
salver, tea pot, coffee pot, sufl;ar bowl and tongs, and cream jug, t^ether with 
2 ahares in the Stockton and Darlington Bailway, worth £80. The value of 
tiie entire testimonial was £150. The following was inscribed upon each of 
the articles: — "Presented to William Fallows, £s^., by his mends, as a 
memorial of their regard and esteem, and in recognition of his long and valu- 
able services to Middlesbrough and the district.— -February, 1868." [An 
address firom the Corporation had been presented to Mr. F. on the 16th 
December preceding, on his retirement firom the Council.] 

^ Feb. 5. — ^A fire broke out this evening in the Iron Foundry bekng- 

to Mr. B. Boger, in West Bow, Stockton. The fire brigade, and other 
officials, were quickly on the spot, but a proper supply of water could not be 
procured before the flames had made rapid progress. The roof of the pattern 
shops, which was built of wood, and where the fire originated, soon feU in, 
and the shops and their contents, valued at about JE1500, were completely 
destroyed. By the exertions of the firemen the rest of the property was 
saved, and at 10 o'clock all danger was past. 

^ Feb. 13.— The bri^ ''Sceptre," of Middlesbrough, bound for London 

with coal, whilst lying at smgle anchor, near to the Lower Hope Point, was 
ran into by the screw steamer " Scotia," which carried away her foremast. 
The ship almost immediately sank, and 3 of the crew, who were asleep in the 
forecastle, were drowned ; the master and other 6 of the ctew were saved. 

, Feb. 19. — The Bioyal Mint issued notices of recall of the old copper 

coinage, to be received by certain tradesmen at Middlesbrough, and other 
places in the neighbourhood, and the new bronze coin or cadi given in 
exchange. [The new bronze coin was first issued in I860.] 
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1863, Peb. 19.— The new Lodge of Philanthropy (No. 749), opened at 
Stockton, in place of the Tees Lodge, which was established in 1845, on the 
reviyal of Masonry in that town.* 

, March 5. — A Sonday School Union formed at Middlesbrough ; and, 

on the 25th, a similar association formed at Stockton. 

, March 7.— A large iron screw steamer, the " Southerner," of nearly 

2000 tons burthen, launched from Messrs. Fearse & Co.'s yard, Stockton, 
being the largest vessel hitherto launched from the banks of the Tees. 

, March 10. — ^This being the marriage day of the Prince and Princesa 

of Wales, it was observed with great rejoicings in the the principal towns, &c., 
of this neighbourhood. At Stockton the day was ushered in by the ringing 
of bells and the display of banners. At 9 o'clock a special meeting of the 
Council was held, when addresses of congratulation to the Queen, and to the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, were agreed to. At 10 the Bifle Corps as* 
sembled, and marched up to Norton, where they fired a Boyal salute ; and, 
on their return, repeated the same at the north end of the Town Hall. Dinner 
was given to 120 inmates of the workhouse ; and, a subscription being raiaed 
for the purpose, above 200 poor inhabitants of the town were feasted in Mr. 
Cooke's commodious school room, and dinner sent to 60 who were too infirm 
to leave their own homes. Processions of the various clubs, and of the school 
children, took place in the afternoon. The mayor (Mr. Laing) and about 60 
other g^tlemen dined at the Town Hall ; and there were dinners also at the 
Black Lion, Vane Arms, &c. About 3000 children were treai;ed with tea and 
cake at the different schools of the town. Messrs. Pearse & Co. entertained 
their workmen,* with their wives and friends (about 800), with tea. There 
was a ball and supner at the Borough Hall, and a juvenile ball at the Yane 
Arms. Many of the houses were beautifully illuminated during the evening, 
and a splendid display of fireworks took place at the south end of the shambles. 
The day was equally well observed at Middlesbrough and the 2 Hartlepools, 
and the villages of the district vied with each other in displaying their good 
wishes for the married pair. 

, March 12. — A candle shop and warehouse in Blue Post Yard, Stock- 
ton, belonging to Messrs. Beed, tallow chandlers, was discovered to be on fire 
about 10 this evening; but the fire could not be subdued until the building 
was completely gutted, leaving nothing but the walls. The loss was estimated 
at about £1500 ; great part insured. 

, March 21. — A sailing; vessel, named the "City of Sydney," launched 

from the yard of Messrs. Bichardson & Co., South Stockton, of the following 
dimensions: length, 222 feet; extreme breadth, 84} feet; depth of hold, 23 
feet ; tonnage, o.m., 1 130 tons. This vessel, the largest sailina vessel yet built 
on the Tees, was intended for the Black Ball Line of Austndian Packets. 

, March 26. — About 11 p.m. a fire broke out in a portion of the pre- 
mises belonging to the shop occupied by Mrs. Crosby, grocer, in High street, 
Stockton, but no serious damage was done before the fire was subdued. 

, April 7. — A Chamber of Commerce formed at Middlesbrough, and a 

committee appointed to prepare a code of rules. 

, April 8. — ^A fiour mill, in the occupation of Mr. Winspear, on the 

west side of Norton, almost totallv destroyed by fire. The building belonged 
to Mr. Colpitts, and the damage done was estimated at JC1500. 

, April 9. — ^The shop of Mr. B. Milnes, of Stockton, was broken open, 

and a quantity of cigars stolen. W. Bankin and B. Irvine, labourers, wera 
indicted at the Durham sessions for the same, and found guilty. Both prison- 
ers having been previously convicted man^ times, were sentenced, Bankin to 
4 years, and Irvme to 7 years' penal servitude. 

* Another Lodge was fonned at the latter part of the year, stjled " The Lodge of Philas- 
thropy. No. 940.'^ 
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1R63, April 9. — The first meeting, under the new Highway Act, for the 
Stockton and Hartlepool district, was held at Stockton, for the appointment 
of officers. Mr. Jos. Dodds was chosen clerk (his salary to he £60 per 
annum) ; Mr. Wm. Skinner, treasurer ; and it was resolved to advertise for a 
surveyor, the salary to he JC180 per annum. 

, April 21. — The new County Court, situate in Bridge Bead, Stockton, 

was opened for the first time. The room for the holding of the court is at 
the northern end of the huilding, and is a large and convenient room for the 
purpose. It is lighted hy a large sky-light and very small windows near the 
root. 

, May 19. — A tea-party held in the Borough Hall, Stockton, to bid 

farewell to Mr. Wm. Holt, district inspector of the National Provincial Bank, 
who was about to leave the town for London, and to present him with a testi- 
monial of their esteem. About 80 of his friends assembled, and after tea, the 
chair being taken by the president of the Mechanics' Institute, addresses 
were made by Mr. John Dodshon, on account of the Bagged School ; Mr. 
T. W. Homsby, secretary of the Mechanics' Institute ; Mr, Wm. Ferguson, 
secretary of the British School ; and -Mr. W. B. Braysbay, for the Town 
Mission, pointing out the valuable services Mr. Holt had rendered to these 
institutions for several years past. Mr. Byers then rose, and, after some suit- 
able remarks, presented the testimonial, which consisted of a handsome silver 
tea and coffee service, accompanied by a beautiful illuminated scroll, bearing 
the names of the subscribers. The coffee pot bore the following appropriate 
inscription : — " Presented to William Holt, Esq., on his leaving Stockton, by 
81 subscribers, as a token of esteem, and of their appreciation of his services 
in connexion with the Mechanics' Institute, British School, Bagged School, 
Town Mission, and other kindred institutions — May 19th, 1863." Mr. Holt, 
after addressing the company at some length, concluded by expressing for 
himself and Mrs. Holt their warmest thanks for the testimonial, and to those 
who had spoken, and all who had been present that night, for their kindness. 
After a short address from Mr. Crosby, this very pleasant and interesting 
meeting was concluded. 

, May 24. — The newly-established Presbyterian Church at Darlington 

held its introductory services in the Mechanics' Hall. [In 1865 the £ev. 
W. A. P. Johnman was engaged as the minister.] 

, May 27. — The Lo^ Government Act adopted by a portion of the 

township of Thomaby, now known by the name of South Stockton, as had 
been previously agreed upon ; the board to consist of 1 2 members. 

, June 22. — The Blue Coat Schools, at the north end of Stockton, 

lately rebuilt, were opened. They comprise boys, girls, and infant school- 
rooms, calculated to accommodate 250 boys, 200 girls, and 200 infants. Class- 
rooms, lavatories, Ac., are attached, and there is a spacious play ground behind. 
The building (Gothic) is from the designs of Pritchard & Son, and built by 
T. Bowron — the cost about £2000. Three residences for the teachers have 
been built, facing into Garbutt Street. The charity was founded in 1721, 
and now provides clothing for 40 boys and 40 girls belonging to the parish. 
[See p. 58.] 

, June 27.— Early this morning a fire broke out in the new forge at 

Middleton, near Hartlepool, belonging to Messrs. T. Eichardson & Co., engine 
builders. A scanty supply of water was with difficulty obtained, and an engine 
being got to work, all oanger of the fire spreading was at an end. The build- 
ing, being of wood, was all destroyed, and the diunage done to the machinery 
was considerable. 

, July 18.«-*A destructive fire broke out at Mr. Wrightson's bleach 

works, Darlington, supposed to have been the act of an incendiary. The 
damage sustained was at least £1000. 

At 
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1863, July 18.— An alarming fire took place at Great Ayton, caused by the 
striking of a lucifer match by a little boy. The stacks and shed, the property 
of Miss Martin, were almost wholly destroyed. 

, July 23. — A Bill " for regulating the debenture debt and capital of 

the West Hartlepool Harbour and Bailway Go." having been brought into 
parliament at the early part of the year, and passed the House of Commons, 
was thrown out by a committee of the House of Lords ; but being recom- 
mitted was, after yarious important modifications, passed, and received the 
Boyal assent this day. 

, July 28. — ^Three other Acts connected with this district passed during 

the late parliamentary session, viz. : — (1) To emible the Tees Conservancy 
Commissioners to purchase additional lands ; to alter existing, and impose 
new tolls, rates, and duties ; to confer additional powers for raising money ; 
to repeal and amend the existing acts of the Commissioners, Ac. (2) To ex- 
tend the time for completing the Cleveland Bailway ; to anthorise the Cleve- 
land Bailway Co. to raise further suras of money, and the West Hartlepool 
Harbour and Bailway Co. to hold additional shares. (3) For the amalgama- 
tion of the Stockton and Darlington Bailway Co. with the North Eastern 
Bailway Co. 

, July 30. — ^The house and shop of John Granger, furniture and 

general dealer, John Street, West Hartlepool, together with the furniture, 
totally destroyed by fire. 

, Aug. 5. — The Bev. J. McNeil inducted to the pastoral charge of the 

newly formed United Presbyterian Church at Middlesbrough. 

, Aug. 4 — 7. — The "xorkshire Agricultural Society held their annual 

meeting at South Stockton. The first day (Tuesday) was chiefly devoted to 
the trial and the judging of implements ; on the following days the show 
ground was open to the public, and was visited by great numbers. The total 
number of persons admitted was 15,976, exclusive of 2000 admitted free 
(viz. : — members, exhibitors, committee, and servants.) The total receipts 
were £859 13s. 8d. 

-, Aug. 9. — ^A neat chapel, erected by the Primitive Methodists, 



opened for public worship at Moorsholm, near Stokesley. 

, Aug. 11. — A robbery took place this evening at the residence of the 

Bev. J. A. Park, El wick Hall, of a pocket book containing 2 Bank of England 
Notes for £200 and £100 ; a cheque for £57 ; 4 sovereigns ; a gold watch ; 
and other articles of value. Although a reward of £20 was offered, no vestige 
of the property was discovered till Sept. 16, 1864, when a servant of Mr. 
Park was cutting hay from a stack in a field adjoining the hall, and the pocket 
book, with its contents, was found, undisturbed, under the stack. Suspicion 
fell on a domestic, discharged from the household, and it was supposed he 
feared to revisit the scene of his guilt, and secure the bounty. 

, Aug. 15. — " The workmen, who for some time past have been engaged 

in making a large well at the works of Messrs. Bolckow & Yaughan, Middles- 
brough, discovered, at a depth of 1300 feet, a bed of rock salt, since ascer- 
tained to be of great thickness.*' — Local Paper, 

, Sept. 3. — A number of the members of the British Association, after 

closing their annual meeting at Newcastle, made an excursion into Cleveland, 
and on their way visited Port Clarence, Middlesbrough, Saltbum, the Up- 
leatham mines, Bolckow & Co.'s works, <&c., and were afterwards entertained 
by the Middlesbrough Corporation at dinner, where above 300 persons took part. 

, Sept. 7. — A railway collision took place at Darlington, where the 

railway crosses the North Eastern, by the 3rd class train from York running 
upon a mineral train. Three 3rd class carriages were smashed on one side ; 
several of the passengers were severely hurt, but no lives were lost. 

, Sept. 20. — The Wesleyan Chapel in Corporation Boad, Middlesbrough, 
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was opened for public service. The total cost of the building (including 
£1150 for the ground, &e,) was £5315. 

1863, Sept. 22.— A fire broke out this afternoon in West Bow, Stockton, 
in the warehouse of Messrs. Sanders & Co., chemists, which fortunately was 
prevented from spreading to the adjoining property. Some stove pipes in the 
drying room, having become over-heated, set fire to the fioor ; the upper part 
of the premises were consumed and the roof fell in. The damages to the 
property, which was insured, were from £400 to £500. 

, Sept. 26.— Died at Brompton, aged 50, the Bev. P. W. Faber, D.D., 

Superior of the Brompton Oratory. He was one of the most able of the 
recent converts to the Boman Catholic faith. Dr. F. was son of the late Mr. 
Faber, of Bishop Auckland, and nephew of the late Bev. G. S. Faber, master 
of Sherbum Hospital, and formerly vicar of Stockton. [See p. 109.] 

, Sept. 29.— An iron sailing vessel, " The Boyal Victoria," launched 

from Pearse & Co.'s yard, Stockton; her tonnage, building; measurement, 
1298 tons, and burthen 2100 tons. In consequence of the check chains and 
warps breaking, the vessel could not be brought up till she arrived at Martin's 
Wharf, the quay of which she carried part away, but without damage to 
herself. 

, Sept. 29. — ^The Commissioners (Jas. Laird, M.F. and Professor 

Huxley), appointed to ii^quire into the state of the sea fisheries, sat at Hart- 
lepool for the purpose. The objects of inquiry were "Whether the supply of 
fish is increasing, diminishing, or stationary ; whether any of the existing 
modes of fishing cause any wasteful destruction of fish; and whether any ex- 
isting laws intenere with the working of the fisheries." A great number of 
witnesses were examined. 

, Oct. 1.— The first meeting of the South Stockton Board of Health 

held. The following 12 gentlemen had been previouslv elected as members, 
viz. : — Messrs. J. Whalley (chairman) ; Ambrose Walker, Wm. Lynas, Jos. 
Yentress, Wm. Whitwell, Jas. Hauworth, Geo. Skinner, T. H. Head, James 
Bowron, Thos. Snaith, Bt. Bobinson, and Jos. Bichardson. 

, Oct. 5. — An exhibition of does (the first) held at Middlesbrough, 

got up by Bd. Bobinson, publican. The number of entries was 96, and com- 
prisea most of the best dogs in the district. 

, Oct. 6. — The shock of an earthquake felt in many parts of England, 

more particularly in the western half, from Yorkshire to Devonshire. 

, Oct. 10.— A Middlesbrough tug boat, in crossing the Tees bar at low 

water, struck the ground, by which her bottom was stove in, and she soon 
filled with water and sunk. The crew, 4 in number, launched their small 
boat, and were saved. 

f Oct. 28. — A bazaar held at the Borough Hall, Stockton, on this and 

2 following days, in aid of the proposed new Bagged Schools to be erected in 
Fortrack Lane. The net proceeds were £480. 

, Nov. 2. — A most severe gale on the north-east coast, particularly at 

Shields and Hartlepool. 

y Nov. 8. — The foundation stone of the South Ghire Breakwater laid, 

with due ceremony, by Mr. Wilson, chairman of the Tees Commissioners. 
The work was commenced in the early part of the year. This and the intended 
North Gkure Breakwater are designed for improving and protecting the naviga- 
tion of the Tees, ^d affording shelter to the shipping on the north-east 
coast. 

, Nov. 4.— At the Stockton station of the West Hartlepool Bailway 

a goods train of 64 waggons was driven into a siding with such violence that 
several of the waggons were forced over some balks of timber, and came in 
contact with the cleanns house, which was removed bodily, and nearly every- 
thing in it displaced or broken. 
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1863, NoY. 8. — Saltbum became an independent poet town. 

, Nov. 11. — The foundation stone of a new church at Middlesbrough 

laid by the Archbishop of York. 

, Nov. 22. — ^A temporary building opened at Saltbum for the use of a 

Church of England congregation. It was built at the expense of Mr. W. 
Thompson, of Darlington, and held 300 persons. 

, Nov. 22. — A new chapel opened at Normanby for the United 

Methodist Free Church. The building is 38 feet long and 30 broad, and 
accommodates 250 persons. It cost about JE240. This is the first place of 
public worship erected in Normanby. 

, Dec. 1. — The price of gas reduced at Stockton from 48. 6d. to 4s. 

per 1000 cubic feet. The price in 1822 was 10s. 

y Dec. 2. — ^A meeting of subscribers and friends to the Stockton Me- 
chanics' Institute was held in the Borough Hall for the purpose of presenting 
to the president of the institute (Mr. Bichmond), on the anniversary of his 
75th birthday, his portrait, •executed in photography by Mr. Guttenberg, and 
afterwards painted in oil. After tea was concluded, the mayor (F. Bomyn, 
Esq., J.F.) took the chair, and briefly opened the proceedings of the evening; 
the testimonial was then presented by C. Trotter, Esq., J. P., the senior vice* 

S resident of the institute, and addresses were made and resolutions moved 
uring the evening by Messrs. Crosby, Ainsworth, Elockton,HeaviBide8,Fra8er, 
Jas Clephan, Jos. Clephan, J. G-. Thompson, Homsby, Benington, Bev. W. 
Bobinson, and others. The company was enlivened, at intervals, by the per- 
formance of a vocal party, consisting of the 4 Misses Clephan, Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Stewartson, accompanied on the piano-forte by Mr. E. D'Oyley Bayley. 
The portrait was afterwards placed in the large room of the institution, the frame 
of the portrait bearing the following inscription : — "This Portrait of Thomas 
Bichmond, Esq., President of the Stockton Mechanics' Institute of Literature 
and Science, was presented by the Committee and Members of the said Insti- 
tute, as a mark of respect for his general character, and as a token of their 
appreciation of his valuable services to the Institute since the commencem^it 
in 1826, and especially during the 21 years he has so ably filled the office of 
president, and was, with his consent, directed to be hung up in the pubUc 
room of the Institute. — December 2nd, 1863." 

f Dec. 2. — ^The Middlesbrough AthensBum, an institution established 

for the cultivation of literature, science, and art, had its first public meeting 
in the Town Hall, this evening, the mayor (Mr. Gilkes) being in the chair. 
Mr. M'Glashan, surgeon, delivered the inaugural address; alter which, a meet- 
ing of the society was held, when Mr. E. G-ilkes was nominated president ; 
Mr. D. Beid, secretary ; and Mr. J. F. Elgie, treasurer. 

, Dec. 5.— The West Hartlepool Working Men's Club formed. At 

the end of the first year it numbered 240 members. 

, Dec. 22.— The Bev. G. B. Ferry, curate of Trinity Church, Stockton, 

on his leaving the town, was presented with several testimonials on acoount 
of his great exertions in establishing night schools for adults ; and for other 
services. One of them, from the parishioners at large, was a Pocket Com- 
munion Service ; a silver tankard and cover ; and Smith's Dictionary of Ae 
Bible, in 3 vols. 

, Dec. 23. — ^An explosion of gas occurred in the banking house of 

Messrs. Backhouse & Co., at Darlington, bv which the floor of the bankers' 
private room (the roof of the cellar) was blown up, and the furniture and 
fixtures of the apartment were much injured. 

. — ^The Stockton and Middlesbrough Steamboats conveyed 45,000 

persons between these 2 places during this year. 

1864, Jan. 2. — The steam tug "Victory" in proceeding firom Hartlepool 
to Seaham, with 2 vessels in tow, struck on the rocks at the north of the

light-house in'front of the Town Moor, and became a perfect wreck. The 
men on board were saved. The yessel (worth £1800) was uninsured. 

1864, Jan. 11. — A public meeting held at Beaton Carew for the purpose of 
adopting the Local Government Act, 1858. The act was rejected, after a 
stormy discussion. A poll was demanded, and refused. 

, Jan. 18. — Died at Baby Castle, aged 75, Henry, second Duke of 

Cleveland, eldest son of the first Duke. He was succeeded in the title and 
estates by his brother, Lord William Foulett. [See Sept. 6.] 

, Jan. 22. — The premises of Messrs. Bolton Brothers, rope manu- 
facturers. West Hartlepool, destroyed by fire. 

, Jan. 26.— "The Dalhousie," the 1st iron vessel built by Messrs. 

Denton, G-ray, & Co., launched at Hartlepool. 

-Feb. 12. — A violent storm raged on the coast during this and several 

following days, and considerable damage done to the shipping. On the 16th, 
2 vessels were totally wrecked on the South Scar rocks, near Bedcar ; the crew 
of one of the vessels was saved by a coble, the other by the Bedcar lifeboat. 

, Feb. 13. — A chimney in the works of Messrs. Bolckow & Co., Mid- 
dlesbrough, 100 feet high, was blown down by the high wind. 

^, Feb. 18.— Died at Newcastle, aged 86, Thos. Emerson Headlam, M.D., 

a gentleman most highly esteemed in his professional character, and still more 
for the unwearied exertions he displayed during a long life in assisting to pro- 
mote whatever appeared likely to nim to prove beneficial to his native town 
or to his country. His great grandfather, John Headlam, was a shipbuilder 
at Stockton, and owner of the property lately belonging to Mr. Markham, and 
now forming a portion of the shipyards occupied by Messrs. M. Fearse & Co. 
[See p. 222.] The father of Dr. Headlam was a native of Stockton, but re- 
moved, when a youth, to Gateshead, where he became eminent in the ship- 
building trade, and died at the advanced age of 93.* 

, Feb. 24. — The first launch from Messrs. File & Co.'s iron shipyard, 

at Hartlepool, took place to-day. The ^' Alpha" is a steam ship of 1050 tons 
register. 

, Feb. 26. — ^The TJnited Kingdom Electric Telegraph Co. opened their 

Northern Trunk line to Newcastle, Sunderland, and Stockton; the rate to be 
uniformly Is.' 

, Feb. — Mr. H. Heavisides published his little work, entitled " Court- 
ship and Matrimony; their lights and shades: comprising practical considera- 
tions for the married and unmarried." 

, March 5. — A weekly Saturday sale of hides, skins, and tallow, com- 
menced at Stockton by Mr. D. Atkinson, at the request of 81 butchers residing 
at Stockton, the Hartlepools, Middlesbrough, Seabam, and other places. 

, March 5. — ^At the meeting of the Tees Commissioners this day, it 

was stated that " within the last 2 or 3 years 11| miles of training walls had 
been made between Stockton and the sea, and they had only 4 or 4J miles to 
complete between Middlesbrough and the sea, when the entrance of the low 
side of the river would be completely embanked by training walls for the 
guidance of both flow and ebb tides. With respect to the great work, the 
jetty, it was carried forward 23 feet every day, depositing each day between 
800 and 900 tons of material." 

, March 10. — A Chamber of Commerce formed at Darlington. 

, March 14. — A fire discovered, about 2 i..m., in the rick yard, near 

Preston Hall, belonging to Mr. Fowler. The stacks, 4 of wheat and one of 
beans, were destroyed, but, fortunately, the fiurm buildings were preserved. 
A reward of £20 was offered by Mr. Fowler, and £50 by Government, for 
the discovery of the offender.

Backhouse & Co., of the old houses in 
His;h Street, belonging to Messrs. Farmer, for £2650, which, 70 years before, 
had cost £600. The site, 150 years ago, cost £5. 

, March 19. — Matthew Hodgson, an old man, aged 65, tenant of a 

small fSftrm, at Hart-bushes, murdered, this eyening, on his road from Hartle- 
pool, and robbed of his money, between £4 and £5. 

, March 20. — ^A neat Chapel opened at TJpleatham hj the FrimitiTo 

Methodists, the site having been given by Earl Zetiand. It is built of fire 
brick, will hold 200 persons, and cost j£l86. 

, March 24. — ^Thomas Stainbank, a retired farmer, at Middleton-one- 

row, where he had lived the greater portion of his life, died, aged 102 years. 

, March 24. — A facsimile edition of the Newcastle Chronicle for 

March 24, 1764 (its earliest number), published by the editors this day. 

, March. — The Darlington and Stockton Times Newspaper sold by Mr. 

Thompson, the proprietor, to Mr. H. K. Spark, of Darlington. 

, March. — The Derwent and Consett, with the Bishopwearmouth Iron 

Works, sold, clearing off the assets of the District Bank, Newcastle. The 
Bishopwearmouth Iron Works, also part of the property of the company, 
was formed separately into a Limited Liability Company, under the tifle of 
the North of England Co. (Limited.) 

, April 8. — ^The first kunch from the yard of Messrs. Candlish, 

Fox & Co., iron-shipbuilders, Middlesbrough, was that of the " Dunelm/' a 
sailing vessel of 517 tons, builders' measurement. 

, April 19.— The hanging of the new p^ of 8 belki for St. Hilda's 

Church, Middlesbrough, was completed about this time. They were given to 
the church by gentlemen connected with the town, having cost them about 
£500. The^ weighed from 4 to lU cwt. each. 

, April26.— The Stockton Tercentenary celebration of Shakspeare's 

birthday took place this evening in the Borough Hall. It consisted of a 
concert by the Amateur Musical Society, selected from Shakspeare's works; 
and the performance of portions of Henry YIII. and the Merchant of Yenice, 
by amateurs, before a crowded audience. The performers in the plays were 
Messrs. T. H. Head, Arthur Head, T. W. Hornsby, D. Wrichtson, S. fossick, 
J. Brotherton, J. Warner, Cargill, Johnson, and x)r. Farquharson. Amongst 
the singers were Miss Leyboume, Miss Heatley, Mrs. Close, and 4 Misses 
Clephan. The proceeds of the evening's performance were given to Miss 
Leybourne. The birthday was celebrated at Middlesbrough on the 29th by 
music and readings at the Odd Fellows' Hall. 

, April 27. — A fatal accident occurred at Mr. Samuelson*s blast 

furnaces, at this time erecting at Newport, by which one man was killed, and 
2 others injured. 

, May 2. — The Stockton Corporation v» Webster and Young, — Messrs. 

Webster and Young were, in July, 1863, summoned before the Borough Bench 
for having commenced the erection of certain buildings in Norton Boad, 
without having previously complied with the bye-laws, in depositing plans and 
notices thereof, and obtaining the sanction of the Local Board of Health to 
the said erection. The Bench considering the charges proved, fined the de- 
fendants. Against this decision an appeal was made, and the case came on 
for hearing in the Court of Exchequer, which, this day, decided against the 
Corporation. 

, May 6. — Plans for the erection of about 80 new houses and a foundry, 

and the laying out of 5 streets, allowed by t)ie Stockton Board of Health; 
on the 20tb, 1 1 new streets and about 62 houses ; and on June 3rd, 56 houses 
and 4 streets; making together 198 houses, 1 foundry, and 20 streets, sanc- 
tioned at these 3 meetings of the board. 
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1864, May 6. — A Chamber of Commerce established for West Hartlepool 
and the district. 

, May 16. — A thunderstorm visited Swaledale, and the river became 

suddenly swollen to a degree not paralleled in living memory. It was most 
destructive in its effects at Richmond, and other places along the course of 
the river. The road between Arkendale and Barnard Castle was partly 
washed away 

, May 16.— A fire took place at Thirsk, by which Messrs. Baker sus- 
tained great loss, the house and shop goods being destroyed. The valuable 
Herbarium of Yorkshire plants, which were in the charge of Mr. J. B. Baker 
(author of the "Flora of North Yorkshire ")» ^©^ tot^y gone, only one of 
the walls of the botanical room being left standing. 

, May 16, 17. — The Whitsuntide Sports (wrestling, foot races, Ac.) 

took place as usual in the cricket field, and were numerously attended, £150 
being taken for admission to the grounds. Whitsuntide was distinguished 
this year by very hot weather. 

, May 20. — The thunderstorm, which this day visited many parts of 

the country, was more or less felt at Stockton and the neighbourhood. At 
South Stockton, Mrs. Walters, an elderly widow, was struck by the lightning, 
and became very ill, and her house and the adjoining one received some damage. 

, June 9. — Barnard Keenan's house and shop, situated at the east side 

of the entrance to the Bridge Eoad, Stockton, late the property of Mr. Matthew 
Crowe,deceased, having been purchased bythe Corporation for the improvement 
of that part of the town, was sold to Mr. Webster for £3 15s., the materials of 
the house, Ac., to be removed in a few days. [This building was for many 
years occupied by Thos. Wiseman, cartwright, and Dinah, his wife, who was 
celebrated for her great skill in the manufacture of brandy snaps.] 

, June 12.^Died in London, after a short illness, aged 38, Lord 

Adolphus Vane Texnpest, second son of the late Marquis of Londonderry, 
and M.P. for North Durham. He was buried at Longnewton on the 17th inst. 
His Lordship had been in the army, and served with his regiment in the 
Crimea, but, soon after his return to England, retired from the army. [Sir 
Hedworth Williamson, Bart., succeeded him in the representation of North 
Durham.] 

^ July 3. — Several friends of the Methodist New Connexion at Mid- 
dlesbrough commenced the formation of a society there, and opened a place 
of worship. 

— — , July 6. — The Stockton and Hartlepool Mercury, a newspaper pub- 
lished twice-a-week, reduced its price from l{d. to Id. per number. 

, July 14. — At a meeting of the Darlington Board of Health, a resolu- 
tion was passed that notice be given to the Street Bailway Co. *' to remove 
their railway at the expiration of the present year, and that the road be 
restoi^ to its original rorm." [See p. 2i54.] 

, July 14. — ^A serious accident occurred on the North Eastern Bailway, 

near to Washington, by the breaking of the front axle of the engine. Six 
carriages were thrown off the line, and 3 of them entirely over the embank- 
ment. Many of the passengers were seriously bruiged, but happily no lives 
were lost. 

, July 20. — Hannah Bowntree, daughter of the landlady of the Bed 

Lion, Norton, died suddenly, after a struggle with a drunken man named 
Elmer, whom she had been attempting to put out of the house. The man 
was committed to take his trial at the next Durham aesizes, and was found 
guilty of " manslaughter," with a recommendation to mercy. 

, July 29. — An act of parliament was obtained this year to enable the 

Stockton and Middlesbrough Water Works Co. to extend their limits for the 
supply of water; to construct additional works; to raise additional capital, Ac. 
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Another act was obtained to enable the North Eastern Bailway to make branch 
railways, and other works, in Durham and Cumberland, &c. 

1864, Aug. 6. — A fire broke out this afternoon in Stockton Street, Middles- 
brough, on the property belonging to Mr. H. Chapman, consisting of a 
joiners' shop, saw mill, timber yard, and other offices ; and such was the 
rapidity of the fire, that in about 2 hours it completely gutted and destroyed 
the whole of the saw mill and premises, and did serious damage to the neigh- 
bouring houses. 

, Aug. 13. — A new timber dock, about 8 acres in extent, opened at 

West Hartlepool, connecting the former dock with the large pond at the 
north of the slake. 

, Aug. 19. — In the course of certain excavations in connection with an 

accommodation road under the Cleveland Bailway to Bamaby Gfrange Farm, 
near Gnisbrough, there were lately found a number of bones, a few shells, 
and a curious plate of metal. The bones have belonged to one or more s{)eci- 
mens of the aboriginal horse, the extinct hos hngifrons^ the swine, and two 
species of deer, probably the red and roe deer. Of the deer, the ox, and the 
swine, the remains of several appear. They were found at a medium depth of 
8 feet, embedded in a substance consisting of drift matters — sand, twigs, 
sticks, nodules of wood, shells, and small stones. The plate of metal, which 
is either brass simply, or washed with gold, is elaborately embossed and en- 
graved, and belongs probablv to a late Celtic, or early Anglo-Saxon period. 
A similar discovery was made at Normanby bank some time before. 

, Aug. 27. — Miss Charlotte Anderson, an elderly lady, of Bishopton, 

burnt to death by her clothes accidentally taking fire. 

, Aug. 29. — Messrs. Jas. Trowsdale and Kt. Morton were summoned . 

before the Borough magistrates for non-payment of JE20 and £22 for private 
improvements, fronting their premises, in Allison Street, done by the borough 
surveyor in consequence of their neglecting the same. An order was made 
for payment, with costs. Notice of appeal was nven. 

, Sept. 1.— "The Dolmebaktchi," a vessel of 1388 tons, the largest 

ever built at Hartlepool, launched bv Messrs. Denton, Gray & Co. 

, Sept. 1. — ^The joiners' workshop belonging to the Adilam Iron Works, 

then in course of erection, was discovered to be on fire about 10 this night. 
In a short time the whole of the building (being of wood) was one mass of 
flames, and in about an hour was entirely consumed. 

, Sept. 6.— Died at Baby Castle, William J. F. Vane Poulett, third 

Duke of Cleveland, aged 72. He was succeeded by his brother, Lord 
Harry Vane, M.F. for Hastings, the third and youngest son of the first 
duke. 

, Sept. 6. — ^Messrs. Bolckow & Yaughan's extensive iron works have 

been lately sold, and transferred to« Joint Stock Company, with a capital df 
£2,500,000 (already subscribed) the purchase to take effect from the Slst 
Dec, 1864. Messrs. B. & Y. will act as chairnum and vioe-chainnan of the 
new company. — Local Papers, 

, Sept. 6. — A new iron company has been just formed at Stockton, 

with a capital of £100,000. The blast furnaces of Messrs. Holdsworth & Co! 
have passed into their hands, together with 28 acres of land adjoining, on 
which rolling mills are to be erected. 

, Sept. 7. — The new Pilotage Board at Hartlepool met for the first time. 

, Sept. 8. — Alarming explosion at Seghill Colliery ; 7 persons killed, 

and several severely wounded, 

, Sept. 9. — A strong gale from the S.W. prevailed at Stockton great 

part of the day. In Mill Lane some trees were blown down, and in Grey 
Street the front upper stories of 5 houses, ready for roofing, were laid pros- 
trate. At the Boiling Mills, Fortrack fields, 2 large sheds, nearly finished. 
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supported on iron pillars, were also blown down, and the timbers broken to 
shivers ; the damage estimated at above £200. 

1864, Sept. 12.— A new life boat, 33 feet long, and 8 feet wide, the gift of 
Sir P. Crosslej, M.P., of Halifax, and intended to replace the old life boat 
(the oldest in the kingdom) built in 1802, was launched at Bedcar. 

, Sept. 21. — The workmen of Messrs. Bolckow & Co., Middlesbrough, 

struck worK, owing to the foreman (Geo. Bushel) not allowing the men to 
leave the works on the occasion of a fellow workman (Taylor) being fatally 
injured by machinery, and, as they alleged, refusing assistance. Bushel was 
mobbed and threatened by the men, and a deputation was appointed to see 
the managers, and insist on his discharge. The real fact was that Bushel 
ordered 8 men to carry the poor fellow home, and then ordered the gates to 
be closed, and the other men prevented from leaving the works. Twenty- 
three of the men were brought before the magistrates, but the masters refus- 
ing to bring a criminal charge, the decision was postponed. The threatening 
attitude of the men, however, induced the magistrates on the Slst to telegraph 
to York for the aid of a party of Hussars. Nothing, however, could induce 
the men to return to their work, until, Bushel resigning his office a few days 
after, cordiality was restored. 

, Sept. 26. — The shock of an earthquake felt between 12 and 1 this 

morning at Leeds, Skipton, Bochdale, Manchester, and other places in the 
North of England. 

, Sept. 27. — A bazaar opened in the Borough Hall, Stockton, in aid of 

the funds of the Volunteer Eifle Corps, which lasted 4 days, and produced 
the sum of £247. 

, Sept. 30. — A fire broke one at Hartlepool, in the show room of Messrs. 

Gray, Callender & Co., drapers and silk mercers, in Southgate, a little before 
2 P.M. The fire was overcome fortunately without the aid of the engine, but 
not until damage had been done to the amount of from JC800 to £1000, 
nothing being left but a few charred remnants of valuable shawls, silks, bon- 
nets, crinolines, <&c. 

, Sept. — In consequence of the great increase in the population of 

Stockton, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners created the new and separate dis- 
trict of St. James, which was taken from the north-eastern part of the old 
parish. The Crown appointed the Eev. Thomas Law, curate of the old 
parish, the first incumbent. The incumbency was, on its assignment, endowed 
by the Commissioners with £150 a year, which was afterwards increased to 
£200, on a room being licensed for worship, and is to be still further aug- 
mented to £300, with a parsonage, as soon as a church is erected. [See 
Sept. 25, 1866.] 

^ Oct. — Fox, Head & Co.'s new malleable iron works, near Newport, 

finished, and in nearly full operation. 

, Oct. — The following extract from the Builder is interesting, as being 

the obituary notice of a native of Stockton : — " It is with regret that we an- 
nounce the death of Mr. John Smith Heaviside, with whose name our 
readers will be familiar as a wood engraver, his works having appeared in this 
journal, from time to time, over a course of many years. He was the 2nd 
son of Mr. T. Heaviside, of Stockton, builder, and the eldest of 3 sons who 
adopted the profession of wood engraving, all of whom were originally devoted 
to different pursuits. His next youngest brother (Thomas) was the first to 
enter the profession, he being one of the earliest pupils of the elder Bonner ; 
and it was by his younger brother that the subject of our notice was initiated 
into the art, not until, however, he had attained the age of 26 years. After 
working some time in London, he entered into an eu<;agemeiit with Mr. O. 
Jewitt, of Oxford, and ultimately embarked in business in tliat city, in part- 
nership with Mr. P. Delamotte. Most archaeological students will be familiar 

ct 
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with the engrayinga produced by this firm for Mr. Parker's works connected 
with architecture. Architectural subjects were always Mr. Heaviside's pre- 
ference and specialty*. Indeed, his experience as a young man in his father's 
business rendered him peculiarly fitted for this sort of illustration. It is 
but 2 weeks since we published a * cut ' of his, part of which was the work 
of his own hands. Thus he may be said to haye died in harness." Amongst 
the earliest members of the Stockton Mechanics' Institute we find the name 
of J. 8. Heaviside, then an apprentice to his father. 

1864, Oct. 21.— "The Duke of Cleveland has generously offered to be at 
the sole expense of the restoration and ornamentation of the chancel of St. 
Cuthbert's Church, Darlington, which is estimated at about £1100." 

, Oct. 21, 23. — A severe storm on the north«east coast, and consider- 
able loss sustained both in property and life. 

, Oct. 25. — An accident took place on the Stockton and Darlington 

Bailway, near to the goods station at Stockton, by which 1 1 of the waggons 
were literally smashed to pieces ; and on the following day a similar accident 
occurred on the same line at Preston Junction. 

, Oct. 26. — In the Post Office Savings Bank at Stockton, 409 accounts 

were open, with a total amount of £5207; Middlesbrough had 481 accounts, 
amount £4578. 

, Oct. 26. — The first annual meeting held of the Thomaby Church of 

England Institute (established in 1863), at which the Eev. H. B. Tristram 
deUvered a lecture on his recent tour in Palestine. 

, Oct. 29. — The class list of the examinations held by the IJniversiW 

of Durham showed that there were 64 candidates ; of these 37 were successful, 
out of which number 7 were pupils of Mr. Cooke, Stockton ; 5 of these 
passed in honours, and another (Keith) gained the head prise. 

, Oct. 80. — The new Central Hall, West Hartlepool, opened, with an- 
niversary services of the New Connexion Methodists. Mr. Merryweather, 
the owner of the hall, built it chiefiy for his own convenience, to be used as 
an auction room. The principal (or Assembly) room is 71 1 feet long, 31-^ 
broad, and SO high, and will comfortably seat 600 people. 

, Oct. 31. — The new post-office buildings at Middlesbrough opened. 

, Nov. 13. — The Wesley an Chapel in Northgate Street, 'HxMepooL, 

opened, after being greatly enlarged, at an expense of above ££KX). It will 
accommodate near 1000 persons, instead of 700 as formerly. The chapel was 
built in 1839, a vestry and class room were added in 1841, and a lurge school 
in 1852. 

, Nov. 15. — The fourth Stockton and South Stockton Benefit Building 

Society established. This society took the place of the second Stockton 
Building Society, then near its termination. 

, Nov. 23. — South Stockton lighted with gas for the first time. 

, Nov. 26. — The Neptune Marine Insurance Co. (Limited), of Hartle- 
pool, held their first general meeting. There were in all 40 shareholders, 
with a subscribed capital of £10,000. 

, Nov. 25. — A violent gale on the east coast. Several wrecks at Tyne- 

mouth. The " Juniata," of Hartlepool, went on shore at Harwich, with the 
loss of 4 men. 

, Nov. 26. — The annual election, to fill up 6 vacancies in the King's 

Scholarships, in the grammar school, Durham, took place in the Chapter 
Boom, Durham Cathedral. The number of candidates was 24, and out of 6 
successful candidates, 4 were from Mr. Sladden's school at Stockton, viz., 
J. Thomas, aged 13 ; Chas. lanson, 12 ; J. Brewster, Jun., 12 ; and Ernest 
Cadle, 11. These scholarships are each of the annual value of £40, and are 
tenable for 5 years. 

f Dec. 1. — Early this morning, as a number of workmen were crossing 
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by the Hartlepool Ferry to their daily employment, the boat, by iDJudicious 
management, came in contact with a steam tug, and half filled with water, 
when the greater part of the passengers were thrown out ; all got safely 
landed, with the exception of John I^ng, a smith, who was drowned. An 
inquest was held on his body, on the 4th January following: verdict, '* Acci- 
dentally drowned." 

1864, Dec. 2. — The Stockton News and Advertiser, a penny newspaper, 
printed by David Atkinson, was commenced. 

, Dec. 8. — ^The Stockton Iron Furnace Company (Limited) incorpora- 
ted, with a nominal capital of £60,000, in £50 shares. The Stockton Sail Mill 
Company (Limited) was incorporated on the same day, with a capital of 
£35,000 in shares of £100. 

, Dec. 8. — Mr. Bolckow, of Middlesbrough, announced his intention 

to present a piece of land to the borough, to be converted into a public park 
for the use of the inhabitants, for which purpose he had agreed to purchase 
92 acres of land in the Linthorpe Boad, opposite to the Cemetery. 

, Dec. 10. — Mr. Hutchinson, grocer, bishop Street, Stockton, exhibited 

in his window a cheese weighing 881 lbs. 

, Dec. 13.— Byers Green Colliery, the property of the West Hartle- 
pool Co., sold to Messrs. Bolckow & Co. (Limited), for £51,200. 

, Dec. 19. — At a public meeting held at Guisbrough, the Health of 

Towns Act was adopted. 

, Dec. 22. — Two men killed, and 4 others severely injured, at the new 

Hartlepool Biolling Mills, then nearly completed, by the failing of a crane, 
used for carrying and lifting large weights. An inquest was commenced on 
the bodies of the 2 men, on the 23rd inst., which continued till Jan. 6th, 
when a verdict of " Accidental death " was given. 

, Dec. 27. — A large and neat hall, built by the Temperance Society, 

at Hurworth, was opened. A meeting was held in the hall (Alfred BacK- 
house, Esq., chairman), and at 4 p.m. was followed by addresses from many of 
the most eloquent temperance advocates. [The foundation stone was laid by 
Joseph Pease, Esq., in the preceding March.] 

, Dec. 28. — The wire rope manufacture commenced at Hart "Warren. 

y Dec. 28. — The committee appointed by the Congregational Society 

at Stockton in 1863, for the purpose of removing a debt of £500 which 
remained on the chapel, announced that that object had been attained. 
The chapel was erected in 1845 at the cost of about £1800. 

. — The North Eiding Infirmary opened for the admission of patients 

this year. This building was erected at a cost of £8500. It has 8 wards, 
with accommodation for 64 patients, and all other requisite apartments. [At 
the annual meeting, held April 4th, 1867, the expenses for the last year were 
reported as being £892 ; and that there had been 313 patients, of whom 181 
were admitted into the house. The number of those cured was 231, relieved 
36, and dead 15 ; the remainder were under treatment.]

1864. — A parliamentary paper published in June reports the shipping be- 
longing to the ports of the United Kingdom. According to this authority, 
the Hartlepools possessed at the beginning of the present year 183 yessels of 
aboye 50 tons register, of an aggregate tonnage of 39,183, and 15 of less 
than 50 tons, having an aggregate tonnage of 428 — total tonnage 39,603. 
Whitby had 353 and 61 of the above classes respectively of an aggregate ton- 
nage of 69,295 : Stockton, 39 and 8 respectively, aggregate 10,5(55 : and 
Middlesbrough, 49 and 9 respectively, aggregate 9,484. It is known that the 
Hartlepools, Stockton, and Middlesbrough, have considerably recruited the 
register since the commencement of the present year ; and more than one-half 
ot the vessels registered as belonging to Whitby, trade exclusively from the 
Hartlepools. 

. — Mill Field Iron Works, for the manufacture of iron chairs, &c., 

were established this year by Smith, Hardy & Co., near to Light Pipe Hall 
and the Leeds Bail way ; and with them is connected a small brass foundry. 

1865, Jan. 5.— The Old Friarage at Hartlepool, turned into a Hospital at 
the expense of fi. Burdon, Esq., was this day opened. Some portion of Mr. 
H. Smith's charity is devoted towards the annual expenses. 

, Jan. 7. — The " John and Jumes." a small vessel belonging to New- 
castle, wrecked on the North Gare, with 2 men on board. 

, Jan. 7. — The Darlington and Eichmond Chronicle, a weekly penny 

paper, commenced. It closed its career on 6th May following. 

, Jan. 11. — ^The Stockton Athenaeum Club opened its rooms, in St. 

John's Boad, consisting of a reading room (39 feet by 27) and refreshment 
room on the ground floor ; chess and conversation rooms (same size as reading 
room) and billiard room on the next floor. The subscriptions range from 1^ 
to 3 guineas per annum. The first appointed of&cers were Messrs. T. H. 
Head, president; Jos. Dodds and G. B. Garthorne, vice presidents; W. H. 
Benington and J. S. Byers, secretaries ; and about 12 committee-men. 

, Jan. 11. — An iron screw steamer launched from Bichardson & Co.'s 

yard, South Stockton, 1524 tons building measurement, and 1668 tons gross 
register. 

, Jan. 13. — The Chamber of Commerce, Stockton, which had held no 

meeting since Dec., 1862, met to choose officers for the year. Mr. Joeh. 
Byers chosen president; Messrs. W. Benington and Jos. Laing, vice-presidents; 
and Mr. T. W. Hornsby, secretary. 

, Jan. 22. — A fire took place at the factory of T. Bichardson & Sons, 

Middleton, near Hartlepool. It was fortunately subdued in about an hour, 
but the damages were estimated at ;£300. 

, Jan. 23. — A case was brought before the borough magistrates at 

Stockton, W. B. Waldron, manager of the theatre, v. J. Swallow, manager of 
the circus in Park Bow, for an infringement of the act 6 and 7 Vict., 68, by 
performing stage plays in a building not duly licensed. The play referred to 
was "Turpin's Bide to York." No decision was given, as there was au equal 
division of the magistrates. 

, Jan. 28. — An iron sailing ship, 1626 tons, launched at West Hartle- 
pool, being the largest sailing ship which lias been launched from Pile, 
Spence & Co.*s yard. 

^ Jan. — A new limited liability company formed at West Hartle- 
pool, about this time, by Messrs. Pile, Spence, & Co., shipbuilders, Hartle- 
pool, capital £500,000, in £25,000 shares of £20 each. It combined the 
Loudon and West Hartlepool establishments, including. Pile, Spence & Co. 
shipbuilders and owners ; the West Hartlepool Steam Navigation Co. ; the 
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West Hartlepool Iron Co., and the Stockton Bopery Co. The shipbuilding 
yards coverea 9 acres of land ; the graying docks built of stone, one of which 
measured 280 by 60 feet, and the other 860 by 50 feet; the new rolling mills 
occupied 5 acres of ground, and 5 acres additional were bought for their ex- 
tension.. The whole of the sum was subscribed, and the shares allotted on 
February 7th following. 

1865, Jan.— Few of the Friendly Clubs which existed in Stockton in 1794 
(see p. 93), having for their leading obiects the nroviding for cases of sickness 
and aistress, now remain ; but since that perioa a great number of societies 
with similar objects and improved systems of government have been established 
in various parts of England, branches from which are connected with this 
neighbourhood. The most important of these is the Manchester Order of Odd 
Fellows, which at this time was divided into 3504 lodges, numbering 873,669 
members. Seven of these lodges containing. 532 members belong to the 
Stockton district. The oldest. The Tradesmen's Glory Lodge^ which opened 
in 1835, had 150 members. The Ancient Order qfMreatere^ Friendly Society* 
had 2 Courts at Stockton, viz., the Court Banks of the Tees, No* 409 
(opened in 1837), numbering 110 members, and Court Loyal Exchange, No. 
6 io, 60 members. There are also Courts at Norton and South Stockton. A 
third Order is that of M'ee Gardeners, of which there were 2 Lodges at 
Stockton, viz., The Moss Bose (opened in 1858) having 105 members, and 
the Anchor and Castle, 19 members. There were 11 others in the Stockton 
district, viz. one each at Eston, Eston Junction, Ouisbrough, Hinderwdl, 
IkLurske, Osmotherle^, Bedcar and Skelton, and 8 at Middlesbrough. Total 
number of members in the district, 964. Besides these, there were also in 
Stockton, 2 Lodges of Druids, and many smaller societies for similiur purposes. 
In the Hartlepool district the number of members in the orders above named 
is veiy considerable. 

, Feb. 8.— Severe weather at sea, which continued several days, causing

The building measures 31 feet 
by 22 feet, and accommodates 170 persons. The estimated cost JC225. 

, Feb. 15. — ^The shock of an earthquake experienced near Ulverston. 

, Feb. 20, 21. — A severe storm of snow, Ac. Besides many other 

losses, a fishing smack from Staithes got close in shore near Seaton, and 
grounded, and the whole of the crew (9 hands) were drowned. The Hartle* 
pool life boat was got ready, but too late to render assistance. A subscription 
for the families of the deceased was handsomely supported. 

, Feb. 22. — ^The Dean and Chapter of Durham conferred the vacant 

living of Wolviston, with £180 per annum, on the Bev. Wm.'Eade, curate of 
Aycliffe 24 years. 

, March 18.— Great rejoicings at Eirkleatham Hall on Mrs.Newcomen*s 

son Arthur coming of age. An address on the occasion was presented to 
Mrs. Newcomen by the tenants, agent, brethren and sisters of the hospital, 
and others, siened by 225 persons, and one also to young Newcomen and his 
bride. Mrs. N. had relinquished the possession of the hall and management 
of the estate to her son, and removed to Coatham House.

Bailway Co. with the North Eastern Eailway Co. took effect from this dav. 
During the last 3 years, ending this day, the revenue had considerably 
increased, the part arising from passengers being £15,170, £17,589, and 
£'20,599; and that from merchandize traffic £55,689, £68,591, and £80,591. 
The gross revenue from all sources during the same period was £225,413^ 
£246,193, and £263,029; the net produce was £108,290, £123,742, and 
£137,046.

Mr. Morritt, the late member, 
was also a candidate ; and the state of the poll at the conclusion was, for Mil- 
bank, 6585; Duncombe, 6362; Morritt, 5889. 

, July 21.— A severe contest also took place for South Durham, which 

ended in the election of J. W. Pease, Esq. (3401) and Capt. C. F. Surtees 
(3211). Capt. F. B. Beaumont, the losing candidate, had 2925 votes. 

, July 28. — A fire broke out in the engine house of Lauder & Co., 

moulders, West Hartlepool, a little before 10 this evening ; but by the active 
exertions of the firemen, police, and others, it was subdued before it had 
spread far. The engine house, and a few other things, were totally destroyed, 
the damages amounting to about £700.

removed from Housewife Lane to the new schools lately erected in Portraek 
Lane. The premises comprise a large schoolroom, committee room, and large 
class room, boys' and girls' lavatories, playground, &c, ; also the master's 
house. The schools wOl accommodate 200 children at least. [The annual 
report presented in May 1866 states the number of children on the register as 
being 171, and the average attendance during the year to Have been boys 58, 
girls 38, and infants 30. The average attendance at the night school 27 boys 
and 19 girls, and Sunday school 41 boys and 40 girls.] 

, Sept. 1. — ^The number of qualified burgesses in the borough of 

Stockton this day was 1344, viz., North West Ward 368, South West 260, 
North East 567, and South East 149. 

, Sept. 7. — The " Chilian," the largest ship ever built on the Tees, 

launched from the yard of Messrs. Pearse & Co., at Stockton. This great 
event was witnessed by thousands of spectators, most of the manufactories at 
Stockton and Middlesbrough having closed early, that the workmen might 
witness the launch, which took place at 6 p.m. Long before this, every spot 
on both sides of the river from which a sight of the launch could be obtained 
was secured, and every body seemed to enjoy the magnificent spectacle. The 
technical description of the ship was as follows : — ^leneth over all 355^ feet ; 
beam moulded 42 feet ; clear depth 28^ feet ; and about 3,000 tons groea 
register. The ship, which was built for the British and South American 
Steam Navigation Company, Liverpool, is elegantly fitted up for 70 1st class 
passengers, and has accommodation between decks for 200 2na class passengers. 
[A ship of similar dimensions, and intended for the same trade, was launched 
by Pearse & Co. on May 16th, 1866.] 

, Sept. 9. — The Tees Bowing Club, lately formed (which is in a sort of 

union with the Tees Amateur Boat Club, and now contains 85 members), 
inaugurated their establishment by a procession of boats down the river from 
the boat house near the bridge to beyond the ship yards and back, accompanied 
by a band of music, &c. 

, Sept. 10. — Considerable damage done to the new works of the 

Stockton Eail Mill Co. Six chimney stalks were blown down, and the roof aJao 
considerably damaged. The loss was estimated at between £500 and £1,000. 
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1865, Sept.— The first sod of the Tees Valley Eailwa^ (Middleton Teesdale 
to Barnard Castle) cut by the Duke of Clereland at Middleton. 

, Sept. 13. — The old Independent Chapel, West Eow, Stockton, 

rented by the Welsh Independents, who had some time previous formed a 
congregation in the town. The Welsh Baptists also were uien about to form 
a society in Stockton. 

— , Sept. 15. — ^A stack belonging to Mr. Millington, Billinffham, dis- 
covered to oe on fire, and suppos^ to be the work of an inoenduury. By 
ffreat exertions, the fire was confined to the stack, otherwise the whole of the 
buildings round it would have been consumed. 

, Sept. 20. — ^At Middlesbrouffh, this evening, the premises of H. T. 

Barry, outntter, were discovered to be on fire. On entering the shop, it was 
found that some loose hanging goods and a portion of the counters were on 
fire. The flames being extinguished, the appearances presented occasioned 
an enquiry to be made, and Barry and another person (Geo. TwibeU) were 
charged with setting fire to the premises. There was no furniture in the 
house, and the stock-in-trade not worth more than jE50, whilst Barry had in- 
surances in 2 offices for £500 each. [Barry and Twibell were tried at the 
York assizes, March 27, 1866, found guilty, and Barry sentenced to 7 years* 
penal servitude, and Twibell 5 years.] 

, Sept. 21. — ^The new Bail Mills at Stockton, situated between Smith's 

Pottery ana the Blast Furnaces, were put into partial operation. 

, Sept. 26.— The foundation stone of a new buildinff for a Mechanics' 

Institute at Hartlepool, laid by Bowland Burden, Esq., amidst great rejoicings. 
The town had a haEf-hoUday on the occasion, and a numerous company was 
present, including the 2 M.P.S for South Durham. In the evening a soire^, 
followed by a public meeting, concluded the day. 

, Sept. 28.— The schooner "William," of Hartlepool, coal laden, 

wrecked near Bawcliff. The master, mate, and boy were drowned, and one 
man saved. 

, Sept. — ^A bone cave, with human remains, discovered at Byhope 

Colliery. 

, Oct. 6. — ^The " Kinj^ of the Oreeks," an iron steam vessel, launched 

from the yard of Messrs. Bichardson, Denton, & Co., Hartlepool, being the 
largest ever built there. Her gross register tonnage was 1684 tons, and 
actual tonnage 1550. 

, Oct. 7. — A Conservative association formed at Stockton about this 

time. 

, Oct. 8. — ^Wm. Gilbert, a labourer at the Stockton Blast Furnaces, 

aged 35, killed by being crushed between 2 waggons. He was son-in-law of 
Chesney, who was killed at these works in 1856. Leonard Bean, one of the 
witnesses of the accident, another son-in-law of Chesney, had a son who was 
killed at the Swainby mines in 1864. [See p. 231.] 

, Oct. 8-10.---Storm on the north east coast. A ship wrecked behind 

the south pier of Seaham Harbour on the 8th ; and the " Advice," of Hart- 
lepool, wrecked off Whitburn on the 10th, and one of the apprentices drowned. 
A severe gale took place on the coast on the 18th, occasioning considerable 
loss of lile and property. 

, Oct. 16. — An accident occurred on the railway, near Port Clarence, 

about 7-30 a.k., owing to neglect in not altering the signals. A collision 
took place between a passenger train and a waggon train ; the passengers were 
thrown from their seats with great violence, but fortunately not so much hurt 
as to be prevented from proceeding on their journey. 

, Oct. 20. — A portion of the West Hartlepool cemetery consecrated 

by the Bp. of Durham. 

— — y Oct. 26. — ^A meeting held at Stockton to inaugurate the Working 
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Men's Club. Mr. Jos. Dodds presided ; and there were also present the Bev. 
H. Solly, Secretary of the Institute Union, J. W. Pease, Esq., M.P., Eer. 
H. B. Tristram, and other gentlemen, who took part in the business of the 
eveping. 

1865, Oct. 25.— Ed. Walker, Esq. took his seat for the first time on the 
Stockton bench as a magistrate for the county of Durham. [Mr. Walker 
died in July, 1867, aged 72]. 

, Oct. 30. — A Young Men's Christian Association established at 

West Hartlepool. 

, Oct. 31.— The Thomley and Ludworth collieries, the property of the 

Thornley coal company, sold by auction for £105,100. 

, Oct. — A handsome turret clock recently fixed in the tower of 

Stranton church. Hobt. Hind, the maker of the clock, was a whitesmith by 
trade, and worked for some time with the late D. Pearson, of Stockton, and 
afterwards with Martin Kirtley, to whose business he succeeded. He com- 
menced the clock about the time Trinity church, Stockton, was built, with 
the hope of getting it into that church tower, but was disappointed owing to 
the insufficiency of the church funds, and died without being able to find a 
customer, though the clock has since been pronounced to be a very fine piece 
of mechanism. 

, Oct.— The Eev. E. Taylor, incumbent of St. Hilda's, Hartlepool, 

published a new scientific work, entitled " The Twofold Purpose of Creation." 
A former work by him was published in 1825 [see p. 147]. A volume of 
poems entitled " Stray Leaves from Parnassus," by W. B. Baker, editor of 
the Stockton Herald, was also published this month. 

, Nov. 1. — Near 100 persons sat down to a lunch at the Borough Hall, 

Stockton, this afternoon, when presentations were made to the chairman and 
vice-chairman of the Board of Guardians, of 2 elegant silver salvers, in ac- 
knowledgment of their valuable services. The Mayor presided, and the 
salvers were presented by Mr. W. Fallows, of Middlesbrough, on behalf of 
the subscribers. The inscription upon the one presented to Mr. Fowler is as 
follows: — "Presented to Marshall Fowler, Esquire, of Preston Hall, Ac., bj 
the Guardians and Satepayers of the Stockton Union, in acknowledgment of 
his valuable services as Chairman of the Board, during a period of 27 years. — 
1st Nov., 1865.'* The salver presented to Mr. John Grey, vice-chairman of 
the board 28 years, bore a similar inscription. 

, Nov. 2. — An accident occurred to the railway iron bridge at the 

Hartlepool slake, which caused the stoppage of the railway traffic between 
the 2 towns, a vessel having been driven against it by the violence of 
the current. The repairs necessary for the bridge prevented any traffic over 
it until the 9fch, when it was re-opened. 

, Nov. 3. — Two men drowned in crossing the water in a boat, near 

Blue House point, where the present river joins Portrack lake (the old bed 
of the river). Four men were on board and were all precipitated into the 
water by the upsetting of the boat, it having struck the end of a submerged 
pile belonging a wooden bridge (across the creek), which had just been taken 
down for the purpose of erecting a new one. 

, Nov. 16. — A Margate vessel, bound for Hartlepool, wrecked on the 

Saltbum rocks ; and on the following morning, a Scarborough vessel was 
wrecked on the same rocks. In both cases the crew was saved. 

, Nov. 17. — ^A fire broke out upon the premises of Mr. Hawkridge, 

Church Street, Hartlepool, about 11 p.m., which burnt 4 hours before it was 
finally subdued. The shop and upper rooms were completely gutted, and 
little remained but the bare wails. The property was insured for £1000, 
which nearly covers the loss. 

, Nov. 18.— Two large steam TesselB^the "Harvest Qoeen," of Haiile- 
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pool, and the ''London,'* of Dundee, came into collision in the Taj mer, in 
consequence of which the "London" sunk a short time after, whilst the other 
vessel had to make for the shore, and was run aground on the beach, but 
afterwards sunk. 

1865, Nov. 22. — ^A fire broke out in the premises of Mr. Jackson, draper, 
Northgate Street, Hartlepool, about 1 1 p.ic., but being confined to the snop 
and lower room, was, b;^ the active exertions of the firemen, completely got 
under a little after midnight. The value of the goods destroyed was estimated 
at £1500. 

y Nov. 29. — ^The members of the Order of Druids in the HarUepoob 

district celebrated their 2nd anniversary at Hartlepool. They reported that 
there were then iii the 6 Lodges of that district 1073 members; and that 
since the formation of Sincerity Lodge in 1848 they had paid to sick members^ 
and for deceased members, and members' wives, £5892. Their present funds 
were £2915. 

, Nov. 30. — ^The new Church of St. John the Evangelist, at Middles- 
brough, consecrated by the Abp. of York. It is situated at the end of Mar* 
ton road, and was built to contain 910 sittings, all free. The style of archi«' 
tecture is the Early Pointed, with the introduction of plate tracery in the 
windows. It is built of coloured bricks, with stone dressings, and comprises 
nave, with side aisles and clerestory, transept, chancel, porch, and tower. 
The cost of the building, exclusive of the site (which was given by the 
Messrs. Cochrane), was near £6000. Erom a statement ^ven in the local 
papers, there appears to have been at this time accommodation in the different 
places of worship in Middlesbrough for 8660 persons^ as follows : — ^The Es* 
tablished Churches, 1760 sittings; Wesleyan Chapel, 960; Centenary Chapel, 
870; United Free Methodists, 600 ; Wesleyan Reformers, 400; Primitive 
Methodists, 600; Presbyterians, 670 ; Independents, 600 ; Welsh Baptists, 
260; Welsh Independents, 150; Baptists, 400 ; Unitarians, 160 ; Boman 
Catholics, 800; Society of Friends, 150; Bethel, 300. 

, Nov. — A Working Men's Club formed this month at South Stockton. 

y Nov. — ^The number of workmen employed in 18 of the principal 

manufactories, &c., of Stockton and South Stockton, at this time, appears to 
have been between 6000 and 6000, according to the account given in Heavi- 
sides' Annals. The workshops enumerated are, 12 Iron Works, 4930 men; 
1 Brass Works, 210; 1 Glass Works, 220; 2 Potteries, 250; and 2 Sailcloth 
manufactories, 54 ; total 6664. 

9 Dec. 16. — ^A Middlesbrough butcher, charged at the Stockton Police 

Court with exposing unsound meat for sale in the market, was fined £10. 
[Cases of a similar kind occurred frequently after this time.] 

, Dec. 16. — The West Hartlepool Eeviviscent Industrial Co-operative 

Society held a public tea meeting at the close of their firat financial year, and 
gave a glowing account of their success. The sales of goods had amounted 
to £640— the net profit £53 — ^leaving dividends on purchases of near 2s. 
per pound. Number of memben 49. [In 1866 the number was 1 12.] 

, Dec. 16. — ^The proprietora of the Stockton and Hartlepool Mercury 

commenced publishing their paper with a change of name, " South Durham 
and Cleveland Mercury," and at the same time doubling the size of the 
Saturday paper. 

, Dec. 16. — ^The "Helen" schooner (H. Eix, master), lost during 

a fearful gale on its passage from Hartlepool to Aberdeen. The mascer 
fell overboard and was drowned the preceding day. The 2 hands left 
in the vessel (the mate and apprentice) launched the ship's boat, and after 24 
houn' exposure to the storm, were happily rescued by a Welsh schooner, and 
landed at Peterhead. 

, Dec. 20. — ^The Acklam Iron Works, belonging to the new eompaay, 

Ft 
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Messrs. J. Sterenson, M. Jaques, and Jos. Dodds, opened. Thej are bnilt 
on ground in the township of Middlesbrouffh, adjoinmg that portion of the 
borough near to the works of Messrs. Hopkins, Gilkes & Co., and Messrs. 
Lloyd. Thirty acres of ground were taken for them, and they hare a frontage 
to the Tees of 500 yiurds. There are 3 blast furnaces, 70 feet high, diameter 
of boshes 22\ feet. When in full blast, they are expected to produce an 
aggregate of 1000 tons of pig iron per week. 

1865, Dec. 23.— The new Church at Haverton Hill consecrated by the Bp. 
of Durham. The style of architecture adopted is a modified Gothic. It is 
built of red brick, with stone dressings, and is finished at the west end with 
double bell turret, in which has been fixed a small, well-toned belL The in- 
ternal dimensions of the nave are 56 feet by 28, and those of the chancel 28 
feet by 27. The sittings in the nave are about 250, all free. The total cost 
of the church, including boundary walls for the churchyard, was near jElfiOO. 
Mr. T. Bowron was the contractor for the entire work. 

, Dec. 30. — ^The heavy gale which visited Middlesbrough and the 

neighbourhood this night, did considerable damage to the houses and chimneyB 
there, and at North Acklam, but fortunately no life was lost. 

, Dec. — ^The fine old Church of St. Cuthbert, Darlington, re-opened, 

after being thorotjghly repaired and restored. 

, Dec. 30. — ^The West Stockton Iron Co. (Limited) incorporated, witii 

a nominal capi1»l of £20,000, in £50 shares. 

, Dec. 81. — ^The Durham County Lunatic Asylum, which was partially 

opened for the reception of patients in April, 1858 (see p. 284), had before 
the close of the year 173 patients under treatment. The Allowing table gives 
the number offoHenU admitted^ &c., to this time. Dr. Bobert Smith was the 
medical superintendent of the hospital, J. W. Barnes, Esq., treasurer, and 
Eowland Burden, Esq., chairman of the committee of visitors : — 
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. — The Orpheus Club, commenced this year at Middlesbrough, had in 

the following year about 50 members, who met weekly for the practise of 
vocal and instrumental music, under the leadership of Herr Franz Groenings. 

. — A new Butchers' market erected at Middlesbrough, compel 

chiefly of iron and glass on the sides facing the market-place and East Street. 

. — ^The JNorth Ormesby Hospital dates its commencement at Middles- 

brough in March, 1859 [see p. 289] ; and on its removal to Ormesby in May, 
1861, a branch hospital for out-door patients was established in Ytj Street, 
Middlesbrough. From the commencement to the end of this year there have 
been 553 in-door and 2,133 out-door patients ; and the number of dressings 
at the branch hospital by the Sisters (who give their services gratuitously) 
has been 10,463. The amount of subscriptions and donations during this

1866, Jan. 3. — ^Three cases of appeal at the Durham Quarter Sessions by 
Elliott, Danbj and Wetherell, against the Stockton Borough Magistrates, for 
refusing to grant spirit licenses to their respectire houses. The bench con- 
finned the order or the magistrates in each case. 

^ Jan. 6. — ^The ship " Euphemia," lyinc in the docks at West Hartle- 
pool, exploded, leaving the vessd so fiir as the deck was concerned almost a 
total wreck. She had received a cargo of Shotton gas coal for France, and 
the hatches were battened down when the explosion took place. As the 
flame burst upward, the apprentice, aged 17, was very severely burnt about 
the wrist, face and foreheao, but fortunately no lives were lost, although the 
captain and mate were also on board. 

— , Jan. 9. — ^A new Permanent Benefit Society established at Hartlepool. 

^ Jan. 11. — ^The South Stockton Mechanics' Institute and Working 

Men's Club inaugurated, and subscriptions set on foot for a building. 

, Jan. 14. — Great loss of life and extensive injury to property were 

caused by the dreadful gales along the coast. In the morning, the brig 
*' Medina," of North Shields, when off the Tees mouth, during a heavy gale of 
wind from the S.W. came into collision with the steam ship '' Amo," with 
such tremendous force, that she immediately sunk. The captain of the bri? 
fortunately jumped on board the steamer, and bymeans of the life boat saved 
5 of the crew, but the other 4 were drowned. The '* Amo," which had been 
seriously injured by the collision, afterwards sunk, but not before the 
passengers and crew (with one exception) were safely rescued by another 
vessel. 

, Jan. 15. — About midnight an explosion occurred at the Tees Side 

Iron Works. That portion of the blast tube which run between the engine- 
house and the furnaces was torn up bodily, in some places scarcely a wreck 
being left to testify to the former state of things. Other portions of the 
worl^ suffered. It was estimated that £2,000 would be required to restore 
the works to their former condition. 

, Jan. 15. — ^The barque ''B. A. Jones," 361 tons register, launched 

from Mr. Harkness's building yard, Middlesbrough. She was built on the 
composite principle of iron frame, planked ; and was the first vessel of the 
kind in the Tees of the same build. 

, Jan. 19. — The first annual meeting of the friends and subscribers to 

the Darlington Cottage Hospital took place. The total number of admissions 
since the opening were 43, whilst 910 had been under treatment as out-door 
patients. 

, Jan. 29. — ^A fishing boat containing 3 men, on its return to Hartle- 
pool with other boats, in a rough sea, shipped a '' Upper " and sunk. Fortu- 
nately 2 of the men by great exertions were saved, but the other poor fellow 
Wm. Davison (the owner of the boat) sunk to rise no more. 

y Jan. 30. — ^A boating dub formed at Middlesbrough, consisting of 

about 50 persons. 

, Jan. 29.— The Bev. Dr. Wm. Hogarth, Boman Catholic Bp. of 

Hexham and Newcastle, died aged 80. On the 31st his body 1^ in state at 
Darlington, where he had resided above 50 vears, and on the following day 
was removed to St. Cuthbert's College at Ushaw for interment. 

, Jan. — ^The Hartlepool Mutiud Marine Insurance Association formed. 

, Jan. — ^The formation of the Tees Fishery district publicly certified 

by the Home Secretary (Sir G. Grey) ; its limits to be the river Tees, and 
the coast from the north side of the Hardwick-burn, north of Hartlepool, to 
the south side of the beck at Skinningrove. 

, Feb. 1. — A fire broke out between 11 and 12 o'clock this evening, in 
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a house in Castlegate, Stockton, occupied by Mr. John Bobaon, a marine atore 
dealer, and Mr. William Thompson, a basket maker. It gained rapidlj before 
the fire engine was in working order, but the fire was nearlj extinguished 
about half-past one. Everything in the upper flat was destroyed, and also 
the goods in the lower fiat. 

1866, Teb. 6.— Mr. Wm. Trotter, of Bp. Auckland, solicitor, had just joined 
a hunting party, when his horse from sudden fright reared himself and fell 
backward, crushing his unfortunate rider, and killing him on the spot. 

< , Feb. 6. — ^During this and the last two days considerable damage was 

done at Hartlepool, Middlesbrough, &c., by the seTere gales which prevailed. 
At South Stockton this evening a poor man was killed and 2 men severely 
injured by the fall of the puddling sued of the North Yorkshire Iron Works. 
On the 5th a house in xarm Lane, Stockton, was seriously damaged, the 
gable beinff thrown down. 

, F^. 9. — Trees first planted in the Albert Park, Middlesbrough, by 

Mr. and Mrs. Bolckow and a party of friends. On the 15th the Corporation 
met for a similar purpose. 

, Feb. 14. — ^The threatened strikes and lock-outs in the shipyards at 

Hartlepool, Middlesbrough and Stockton, were completed. At Hutlepool 
alone ooO men went out of employ. 

— «-, Feb. 19. — ^The People's Music Hall, Northgate, Hartlepool, opened. 
The building is neatly fitted up. The pit is seated for 300 persons, the 
galleries for 200, and the boxes for about 80 persons. Mr. Hall is the 
projector and sole proprietor. 

, Feb. 23. — An accident of a similar kind to the one at South Stockton 

occurred, occasioned by a high wind, which swept beneath the roof of the 
rolling mills at Cockerton, and brought it down. Five men were buried 
under the ruins, but were soon extricated : one of them (B. Graham) was 
killed, and 4 injured, of whom one (Jas. Wise) died from the severity of his 
hurts. 

, Feb. 28. — The Hon. J. C. Dundss, M.P.for Bichmond (heir presump- 
tive to Earl Zetland), buried at Marske. He died at Nice, Feb. 14th, aged 57. 

, March 2. — An unknown fish, 14| feet lon^ and 18 inches in greatest 

diameter from the back fin to the belly, covered with beautiful silvery aides, 
as bright and pearly as those of the salmon, wss picked up by a pilot near 
Seaton Snook. The dorsal fin, which extends along from the ** shoulders" to 
the tail, is of a bright red colour.* It was sent to Leeds for exhibition* 

, Msrch 7. — The Grange Farm, Linthorpe, lately purchased hj a Man* 

Chester Company, contains something more than 140 acres. The pnoe statrf 
to have been given for the estate is £70,000. 

, March 7—8. — A strong north east wind swept the Durham and York- 

shire coast, the sea rising to a great height; 51 vessels took refuge in Hartla*> 
pool harbour. The schooner '* Urania,** from Hamburg, was wrecked within 
50 yards of West Hartlepool harbour mouth; the '* Amsterdam," of Sunder- 
land, was wrecked on the North Oare Sand in Tees Bay ; the crews of both 
ships were saved with some difficulty. 

, March 13. — The Wesleyan Chapel at Marske re-opened after tho 

erection of a gallery. 

, March 20---23. — The Wesleyan Bazaar, for a new chapel in Norton 

Bead, held m Corporation Hall, Stockton. It produced £559, the largest 
amount ever received at any bazaar held in this town. 

, March 24.— The sloop '' Gipsy,** of Wisbeach, struck on the Salt 

* The extraordinary AbK taken at Seaton was the Oreat Sibh<m Fish, the Vaagmaer of the 
Korwegianci, the Oymneirus hanktii of naturalists. Only one other specimen is known to 
exist in this country, that in the Newcastle Museum, taken off CuUercoata in 1849. The 
Beaton spedmen is the 9th known iaatanoe of the capture of this rare fish on onr shoMt* 
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Scar Boek about 2 ▲.!£., and eventoallj became a total wreck. The master 
and his wife and 2 men were saved, but no part of the cargo. 

1866, March 81. — In the 12 months ending March, no less than 1192 
yessels with toreiga cargoes entered the port of West Hartlepool, being equal 
to the ^entries inward with cargoes" of 6 successiTe years previously. 

, March. — A Fishermen and Pilots' Benefit Society established at 

Hartlepool, in consequence of the reo^it calamities among the fishermen. 

, March. — The parish of Stanhope has been divided into 6 ecclesiastical 

districts ; the bishop or Bipon to have the patronage of Stanhope, Bookhope, 
and Eastgate ; the oishop of Chester that of Frosterley ; and the bishop of 
Durham those oi St. John's and Heathery Cleugh. — Local Faper, 

, April 1. — ^A Chapel opened at Saltbum by the Primitive Methodists 

on part of a plot of ground given by the Earl of Zetland. The building is 
44 feet long by 37 broad, and computed to seat 280 persons comfortably. 

^ A|ttil 2. — ^AJezaader Duncan, sea pilot, whilst on his way down the 

Tees this morning, his coble capsized between the 6th and 7th buo}s, and be 
was pitched into the river ; but, singularly enough, by the timely iissistance of 
a huge breaker, he got on the top of the inverted boat, which floated asain 
down the river.

petition in finvour of the Beform Bill now b^re Parliament. Similar meet- 
ings were held at Hartlepool on the 5th, West Hartlepool on the 9th, and a 
second meeting at Darlington on the 10th April. 

J April 4. — ^The Bev. J. Q. Bowe, of West Hartlepool, presented by 

bis friends with a salver and tea and coiffi^e service. Upon the salver was the 
following inscription : — '* This salver, together with a silver tea service and 
eoffee pot, was presented to the Bev. J. G. Bowe, by his parishioners and 
friends, as a mark of afiectienate esteem on his retirement irom the incum- 
bency of Christ Church, West Hartlepool, 1866." 

, April 15. — About 12*20 this afternoon, a fire was discovered in a 

joiners' shop and warehouse lately erected in William Street, Stockton, which 
oonld not be overcome until it had worked the destruction of the building. 
The dwelling-house adjoining, occupied b^ the owner (Fletcher), suffered 
little damage. Most of the wood in the buildisig was safely removed, but the 
wnners' tools were destroyod. The fire was caus^ by some children, who had 
been playing in the upper rooms. 

, April 16.— Two stacks, on the fium of Low Stotfold, Elwick, totally 

deatroyed oy fire dmring the night, unseen by any one. 

, April 16. — The Phoenix Terminating Building Society established at 

Hartlepool in place of the " Atlas," now run out. 

, April 20. — A terrible explosion on board a West Hartlepool Screw 

Steamer (^Ae ''Leipsic'*) bound for Antwerp with ooala. by which one part 
6[ the ship was nearly destroyed, and several of the men were severely hurt. 

, April 24.— A letter from Mr. J. W. Pease, M.P., to Earl BusseU, of 

Jdiis date, states the present population of the Hartlepools as being about 
38,000; Darlington, 26,000; Stockton, 28,000 ; Bishop Auckland, 15,000; 
and Middlesbrough, 80,000. 

— — , April 25. — ^Died at the residence of her brother, Bev. Canon Knight, 
of Hartlepool, Miss Alice Knight, aged 42, a lady who, during her 15 years' 
lesidemoe at that pkoe, peculiarly distinguished herself by her devoted atten- 
tion to the work of hdpinc the poor and educating their children. Her loss 
wasideeply felt, eqieeiaOy by the poorer class of Iririi.

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1866, April 27. — Died at Cooper Hill, near Preston, Lancashire, aged 86, 
Charles Swainson, Esq., for many years chairman of the West Hartlepool 
Harbour and Bailway Company. 

, April 30. — The London Steam Collier and Coal Company (Limited), 

the new Owners of Thomley and Ludworth Collieries, gave a dinner to their 
workmen (about 900), and tea to the wives and children of the pitmen (about 
1100). The Thortiley Colliery has connected with it the royalty of between 
3 and 4000 acres of coal. 

, May 4. — The moulders (about 40 in number), in the employment of 

Pile, Spence, & Co., West Hartlepool, presented to John Potts, foreman 
moulder, now leaving the town, a silver pencil case and a purse of sovereigns. 

, May 7. — A new and commodious theatre opened in Northgate, 

Hartlepool, the property of Mr. Humble, innkeeper ; the lessee, Mr. 8. H. 
Bell, oi Sunderland. The building is of brick, and will comfortably seat 
1500 persons. The stage is 23 feet by 2d. The cost of the building was 
about £3000. 

, May 10. — A public Beform meeting held at Darlington, and resolu- 
tions passed, urging on Government the granting of a member for the borough. 

, May 15 — 17.— The bazaar held these days for the benefit of the new 

chapel, building for the Primitive Methodists at Stockton, produced £232. 

, May 16.— The ship "Germany," the duplicate of the "Chilian" 

screw steamer [see p. 278,] was launched from the yard of Messrs. Pearse & Co., 
at Stockton, tliis afternoon, and witnessed by an immense assemblage of 
spectators on both banks of the Tees. Her dimensions are — length over all, 
360 feet ; beam moulded, 42 feet ; depth of hold, 28 J feet ; gross register, 
about 3,1 18 tons burthen. 

, Mav 17. — ^The foundation stone of the theatre, now erecting at Mid- 

dlesbrough by Councillor John Imeson, was laid by the mayor. The building, 
of which Mr. W. H. Blessley is the architect, is to have a white Dressed brick 
front, relieved with red bricks. The extent of ground occupied by it, includ- 
ing auditorium and stage, is 80 feet by 56 feet ; and the wnole will form a 
block 104 feet by 60 feet. The house will be lighted by means of a powerful 
sun burner, placed in the centre of the ceiling. The width of the stage be- 
tween walls will be 56 feet, and the depth from the foot lights 32 feet. The 
height from the pit to the centre of the ceiling will be 45 feet. The boxes 
are calculated to accommodate 360 persons (including private boxes, 40 seats); 
pit, 516 ; pit gallery, 215 ; upper gallery, 690 ; total 1780. 

, May 20. — The services connected with the opening of the new Pri- 
mitive Methodist Chapel, Paradise Bow, Stockton, took place to-day. The 
building comprises chapel, 2 vestries, school-room, and keeper's house (4 
rooms,) erected from designs bv Mr. C. J. Adams, architect. The chapel is 
50 feet long by 40 wide and 28 high, and a gallery is carried round 3 sides of 
it. It is calculated to seat 600 persons, and the school-room will accommo- 
date 250 scholars. The entire cost of the property was £3237. 

, May 21. — The new building of the Mechanics' Institution in 

Brougham Street, Hartlepool, opened by the president, Mr. William Gray, 
accompanied by a numerous assemblage of persons, including the mayor and 
corporation. The building is of the composite order of architecture, and built 
of a rich coloured brick. The rooms are spacious, well lighted and ventilated, 
and in every way comfortable. The billiard room is 40 feet long by 20 wide; 
the library 22 by 16 ; the reading room 22^ by 16. The assembly hall ex- 
tends the whole length of the upper story, and is 80 feet by 40. Seat acoom* 
modation is furnished tor 650 persons. 

, May 27. — A new organ erected in Bedcar Church, comprising 14 

stops, divided in swell and great organs, pedal pipes, &c. The cost waa up- 
wards of £200. Special services were held in the church on the 5th of July 
to celebrate its completion. 
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1866, June 4.— Died at Edinbui^h, aged 71, Bt. Kaye GreviUe, LL.D., a 
native of Bishop Auckland, and eminent as a naturalist. He began to study 
plants before he knew that any book had been written on the subject ; and 
Defore he was 19 years old he had made careful coloured drawings of between 
one and two hundred native plants. He was intended for the medical pro- 
fession ; but circumstances having rendered him independent of it, he devoted 
himself to botanical pursuits. His collection of land and fresh water mollusca 
was the finest in Scotland. Amon^ his works will be found *' Flora Edi- 
nensis," "AlgsB Britannicie/' "Scottish Cryptogamic Flora," and numerous 
papers on ferns, algsB, mosses, &c., in various scientific journals. 

, June 7. — ^At a meeting of the committee of Hartlepool Hospital, it 

was decided " that a House Surgeon be appointed, with a sahiry of <mO per 
annum, who is also to be secretary and dispenser ; " also, that a dispensary 
department be opened, under the superintendence of the house surgeon, for 
dispensing medicines at the hospital twice-a-week to out-door patients. Sub- 
scribers of £1 annually to have 4 tickets each. 

, June 7. — The railway passenger train from Saltbum, in approaching 

Marske Station, about 8*30 a.m., ran off the line on account of some of the 
points being wrong ; the engineman immediately stopped his engines, and 
put the break on, by which, what would have been a serious catastrophe,, was 
avoided. The rails were torn up for several yards, and the traffic impeded 
the greater part of the day. 

, June 8. — Died at Haughton-le-Skeme, Mr. Wm. Bewick, aged 70. 

He was a native of Darlington, and very successful as a portrait painter, but 
had retired many years from the artistic profession. 

, June 12. — GHie new Mechanics' Institute at Bishop Auckland, built 

on the site of the old one, was opened this day. 

, June 14. — ^The church benefice at Marske increased by the Ecclesi- 
astical Commissioners, and is now £100 a year. 

, June 14.— The tapping of Messrs. Swan, Coates, & Co.'s new furnaces 

at Cargo Fleet took place this day. These furnaces were the first established 
on the Normanby estate, and the first pair of a set of 6 intended to be 
erected there. 

y June 14. — The Carlton Iron Works, at Ferryhill, commenced opera- 
tions. 

, June 16. — The Volunteer Life Brigade, lately formed at Hartlepool, 

adopted rules for government. 

, June 17. — An organ, erected in the Wesleyan Chapel, Corporation 

Boad, Middlesbrough, formally opened. 

, June 22. — A Volunteer Life Brigade, consisting of about 26 persons, 

formed at Blackballs, made choice of Mr. W. Marshall as their captain. 

y June 25. — Died at Longnewton, aged 64, the Eev. Thomas Hart 

Dyke. He was at one time chaplain to Bp. Van Mildert, by whom he was 
appointed to the rectory of Longnewton, in 1832. 

, June. — The new and larger bell buoy lately put down at the Long 

Scar rocks, proves much more efficient than the old wooden one displaced by it. 
It is made of iron, with a wooden ball, being about 9 feet diameter, and near 
2 tons weight. — Local Paper, 

, July 3. — A hailstorm of extraordinary violence occurred at Sedge- 

field, and in the neighbourhood, this afternoon. 

, July 8.--Bichard Buonaparte Kirkham, of Stockton, sentenced at 

the Durham Quarter Sessions to 4 months' imprisonment for receiving a 
mortice gauge, knowing it to have been stolen. 

y Jmj 2. — ^The basis or standard for a new rate for the county of 

Durham allowed and confirmed by the Court of Quarter Sessions. The 
amount for Stockton Ward was £304,237, being an increase over the rate for

, July 13.— The Albert British Schools, Albert Boad, DarlinfftoQ, 

•opened. At the close of the first year the number of girls and inSmtB 
educated there were 162, and boys abore 260. 

, July 16. — ^The announcement made by tbe ironmasters at Middles- 
brough, South Stockton, Darlington, Hartlepool, Ac, of a reduction of wa^ 
to the amount of 10 per cent, on this day, was followed by the men refusmg 
to work. 

, July 21. — ^In consequence of the income of the Greatham Hoq[>itBl 

teving considerably increased, a new sdieme for its eatensioa and (uture 
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maiiMietnent, supported hj the Bp. of Dorbam as its patron, hj the Master 
and Brethren, and bj the Trusted, was this day approved by the Master of 
the Bolls, and took effect forthwith. It is now under the management of 12 
Trustees. There are to be 13 in-brethren and 13 out-brethren ; they are to 
be needy and infirm persons, of the age of 50 years at least ; the in-brethren 
are to have their dotning, food, firing, and lights, as before, and also an allow- 
anoe of £12 per annum. The out*brethren are to have an allowanoe of £26 
in money only. The allowance of £80 is allotted for the maintenanee 
of the ifational Schools in the parish. As the funds of the charity increase^ 
the number of brethren is to be increased to 40, according to the original 
foundation. 

1866, July 25.^Me88rs. File, Spence, & Go. (Limited), of West Hartk- 
pool, a company formed in 1865, in consequence of various difficulties sus- 
pended their business. The capital was £500,000 (25,000, shares of £20 
each), of which £13 per share oad been paid up, except those of Joseph 
Spence, who held 4850, and John Pile 39(X). The number of shareholders 
waa between 260 and 270. 

, July 27. — The Great Eastern landed the shore end of the Atlantic 

Cable at Heart's Content Bav (Newfoundland), and messages of congratula- 
tion passed ranidly between that point and Ireland. 

^-— , July 31. — ^The heavy rains of the 29th inst., and this day, had the 
efiect oi doing considerable damage to the Ghui Works at Stockton, destroy- 
ing the works thready executed for the erection of a new gasometer. At 
Stokesley, the flood was greater than had been known for 40 years past. 

, July 31. — ^During a heavy gale this morning, the " Ostrich," of North 

Shields (411 tons), soon after leaving the Tyne, suffered shipwreck at Man- 
haven, on the rocks, about a mile from Marsden, and 10 men, including the 
master, were drowned, and only 3 saved. The storm was most severe at the 
Hartlepools this and the preceding day. 

, July. — ^The foundation stone laid of a Theatre at West Hartlepool ; 

for the erection of which the West Hartlepool Theatre Co. (Limited) was 
formed on May 7th, the capital £3000 in £5 shares. The total cost of the 
structure was estimated at £3500; the ground, 84 feet by 50 feet, cost £585. 
Mr. W. Harrison is the architect. The material of the walls is brick, dressed 
with stone. The entrances to the boxes and pit are in the front of the build- 
ing, and the gallery and stage entrances at the back. The internal accommo- 
dation will seat about 1500 people, distributed thus:-— boxes and dresa circle, 
300; pit, 550 ; and sallery, 650. The size of the staee will be 30 feet by 48 
feet. The ceiling, aoout 40 feet above the level of the pit floor. A snort 
distance from the centre of the ceiling will be suspended a sunlight, consisting 
of 300 burners. 

f Aug. 3. — ^The engines and machinery of the new rolling mills of the 

Darlington Iron Company at Albert Hill were first set in motion. 

-— , Aug. 4. — ^A destructive fire took place at Messrs. Louis Mars & Co.'s 
Plate Ohiss Works, Hartlepool. The alarm was raised about 10-45 p.k., and 
at half-past 11 the roof of the warehouse fell, and the fire that burst out was 
immense. By the united efforts of 2 engines, the flames were completely 
subdued about 2 o'clock, but not before the side wall had fallen, and the 
warehouse been completely gutted, and portions of other buildings destroyed. 
None of the stock was saved. 

, Aug. 6. — ^The new railway bridge across the sluice gates in Hartle- 
pool channel erected. 

, Aug. 6. — ^The new Theatre, Tarm Lane, Stockton, was opened this 

evening bv Mr. W. Sidney, l^»ee and manager, with the performances of the 
eemedy of ** A Bird in the Hand is worth Two in the Bush," and the burlesque 
•f **La Sonnambula.** The heuae was well attended, particularly the pit and 

Ht 
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gallery, and, with the exception of the upper and some portion of tbe dress 
boxes, was crowded. The building is of an oblong shape, 110 feet in length 
from front to back, and 56 feet in breadth, exclusive of a large wing of 20 
feet running the whole length of the west side. The materials used in the 
structure are red bricks, with freestone dressings. The entrances to the 
boxes and pit are in the principal front ; that to nie gallery is in the western 
portion, which contains the steircase leading to the upper boxes, the green 
room, private dressing room, &c., &e. In the interior, you find the boxes and 
gallery sweep roimd me building with a bold curve. The gallery (independent 
of the 2 front seats which are made into upper boxes) will hold above 650 
persons ; the upper boxes, 100 ; the dress boxes, with 2 private boxes, one on 
each side, 200 ; and the pit is capable of accommodating about 700 persons ; 
altogether, there is comfortable sitting room for 1650 persons or more. The 
stage, which was built on the same model as the stage of Covent Garden and 
the Haymarket Theatre, is 50 feet in breadth by 38 in depth. The proscenium 
rises 28 or 30 feet above the sti^e. The height from the pit to the sunlight ia 
40 feet. The colours employed in the decorations harmonized well with each 
other, and the whole building had an air of lightness and grace. The receipts 
of the evening were, from boxes, £Sl Is. Od.; pit, £28 168. Od.; and gallery, 
£16 5s. 6d.; total, £76 2s. 6d. The number of persons present in the boxes 
was 278 ; nit, 576 ; and gallery, 651 ; total, 1505 Messrs. J. Potts & Son, of 
SunderWa, were the architects of the building, the contract for which, with 
the exception of the stage fittings, was taken by Mr. T. Bowron ; and the whole 
was superintended bv Mr. Wm. Clephan.

(4) IPor making and 
maintaining a bridge across the river Tyne to connect the boroughs of New- 
castle-uDon-Tyne and Ghiteshead, with approaches thereto. (5) The Merry- 
bent ana DarUngton Bailway. (6) The Whitby, Bedcar, and Middlesbrough 
Union Bailway. (7) To enable the North Eastern Bailway Co. to construct 
a Bailway from Gillmg to Helmsley and Pickering.

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1866, Aug. 11. — ^A fi;nuid review of 20,000 Tolunteen of tbe counties of 
York and Durbam took place at York, before tbe Prince of Wales, tbe Duke 
of Cambridge, Ac. 

, Aug. 11. — ^Tbe '* Columbian," a screw steamer, launcbed from Pile & 

Co*s. dock yard. West Hartlepool, ber tonhi^ 2158. Sbe was built for tbe 
West Indian and Pacific Steam Navigation Co., Liverpool. 

^ Aug. 12. — ^A cbild killed at Darlington bj tbe falling of tbe wall of a 

coal bouse in Bondgate. A coroner's inquest was beld, and tbe jurj returned 
tbe following verdict — ^''Tbat tbe deceased, Mw. Long Sbutt, came to bis death 
by tbe falling of a wall, caused by tbe wilful neglect of tbe landlord, Jobn 
Stobart^ and tberefore guilty of manslaugbter." 

, Aug. 13. — ^Tbe foundation stone of a new Wesleyan CbapNel laid at 

Stockton, in tbe Norton road, by Josbua Byers, Esq. It was estimated to 
cost £2,700, of wbicb £2,200 was tben raised. 

, Aug. 15. — ^Tbe engine of tbe rolling mills, Westbum Iron Works, 

near to tbe Gas Works, Stockton, put in motion on trial. 

, Aug. 16. — Four men lost tbeir lives by an explosion of gas at tbe 

new winning Adelaide Colliery, near Sbildon. 

^ Aug. 17. — Tbe disputes between tbe masters and workmen in tbe 

iron trade of tbe Nortb wbicb commenced in February still subsisted. Sbaw 
& Co. in tbeir circular of this date observe : — ^ Tbe works in tbe Nortb of 
England, witb tbe exception of tbe Stockton Iron Co., Limited, and tbe 
Hartlepool Malleable Iron Co., witb wbicb we are connected, are closed ; and 
ibere seems as little prospect as ever of an adjustment of tbe differencea 
between master and men. Tbe sbipbuilding trade in nearly tbe same 
condition. 

, Aug. 18. — ^Two explosions of gas took place at Hartlepool, one on 

tbis day, and anotber on tbe following day, in tbe scbooner ''Wingate 
Grange," tben lying in tbe Victoria Dock, Dy wbicb 2 men were seriously- 
injured, and tbe vessel considerably damaged. Tbe vessel bad taken in a 
cargo of Sbotton gas coal. 

, Au^. 23. — ^At tbe Stockton Brewster Sessions, out of 24 new appli- 

cations for licenses, 5 were granted, viz., 2 in Fortrack Lane, and 1 eacb in 
Silver Street, Norton Bead, and Tarm Lane, making tbe total number of 
licensed bouses in tbe borougb 62. Tbe beer bouses were about 70 in 
number at tbis time. 

, Aug. 24. — ^At a public meeting of tbe inbabitants beld in Seaton 

Carew, tbe new Sewage Act was adopted for tbat place. 

, Aug. 24. — Yiscoant Boyne of Brancepetb Castle elevated to the 

House of Lords by tbe title of Baron Brancepetb. [Barnard Castie waa 
granted by James I. to bis favourite Viscount Bocbester, wbo was created 
B«ron Brancepetb and Earl of Somerset. He died in 1633, but bis honoura 
and possessions were not transmitted.] 

y Aug. 29. — Tbe beavy rains wbicb fell tbis day were tbe cause of great 

injury in Cleveland and Soutb Durbam. Tbe Leven overflowed its banka to 
a great extent, and tbe town of Stokesley was completely under water. The 
flood came down witb terrific force into Wbitby harbour, doing great damage 
to tbe sbipping and fisbing boats. Many of tbe fields between Middlesbrough 
and Saltburn were entirely flooded, and patcbes of wbeat lav prostrated. 
The bridge across tbe £sk at Qrosmont was wasbed away, and many cattle 
and sbeep were drowned. 

, Aug. — ^The litigation between Messrs. Bolckow and Co. of Middlea- 

broagb, and tbe Limited Liability Co., to whom tbeir works were sold, 
termmiated, tbe arbitrators appointed having fixed tbe value of the properties 
at £955,000, instead of the original valuation of £808,000, leaving a gain of 
£147,000 to Bolckow & Co.

In the last year, there were consumed by the town lamps 8,689,450 cubic 
feet; sold by private contract, 98,000 ; and consumed at the works, 400,000. 
The quantity of gas made at the works was 42,223,200 ; loss by leakage, 
6,461,500. 

, Sept. 3.— Died at Christchureh (Hants), aged 74, Sir Geo. Edward 

Pooock, of Hart. 

, Sept. 6.— About 8 p.k. the passenger train from Whitby to Stockton, 

when about 2 miles from the Picton Station, was, by the engine leaving the 
line, thrown off the rails. Several of the carriages were broken to pieces. 
Two men (in the company's employ), who were in the first coach, were killed, 
and another fatally injured ; thie rest of the passengers were mjured more or 
less, but not seriously. 

, Sept. 8. — The rain which feU durinff the last few weeks had a dis- 
tressing influence on the wheat crops, ft was almost unprecedented in 
Northumberland and Durham at this period of the year. In Cleveland the 
destruction was greater than' during 35 years previous, the rivers overflowiDg 
their banks, inundating the low grounds, and rendering almost worthless a 
vast quantity of cereal produce. 

f Sept. 18. — ^At a meetii^ of the directors and shareholders in the 

Limited Liability Co., Messrs. Bichardson, Denton, Duck, & Co., of Hartle- 
pool and Stockton, it was resolved that the original vendors should take back 
their respective busioesses, and the shareholders have their shares paid back 
at par, with interest, in instalments of 3, 7, and 10 years. 

, Sept. 19, 20*— The Cleveland Agricultural Show was held at South 

Stockton, on the same ground as that occupied by the Yorkshire Show in 

It 
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1868. A loss was siutained by the absence of cattle, owing to the disease 
now prevailinjg; ; but the show of horses, poultry, agricoltoral implements, 
and farm dairy prodace, was excellent. The attendance was very good, 
although the weather was unfavourable. 

1866, Sept. 22. — An alarming accident occurred at the entrance leading to 
the Coal Dock from the West Hartlepool Harbour, which had been in course 
of repair, When the gates were ready for lodging in their places, it was 
necessary to dam the water at the seaward entrance; the dam, no we ver, gave 
way, the water having risen to 17 feet, and before anv could escape, a terrific 
stream of water rushed in, and a number of the workmen were immersed in 
the water, and with difficulty escaped being drowned. 

, Sept. 25.— The ship, "Dove," of West Hartlepool, laden with coals 

from 8hielas,when 16 miles off Hartlepool, sprung a leak, and in less than an 
hour the vessel sunk. The crew (6 in number) saved themselves in the boat. 
News arrived the same day that another West Hartlepool vessel, the 
"Atlantic," had foundered in the North Sea, on the 15th inst., and that the 
crew had been picked up by a schooner and landed at Lowestoft. 

, Sept. 25. — ^The foundation stone of the church of the ecdeeiastical 

district of St. James, situated in Fortrack Lane, Stockton, was laid by the 
Bev. F. J. James, vicar of Stockton. It was designed by Fritchett and Son, 
of Darlington, the cost being estimated (including site, £600,) at between 
£5,000 and £6,000, to which the Bp. of Durham's Special Church Building 
Pund gave £5(X>, Incorporated Church Building Society £120, and the 
Corporation of Stockton £l05. The buildine is designed in the Early French 
Decorated style of medisDval architecture, and comprises nave, with north and 
south aisles, chancel, vestry, orsan chamber, with tower and spire at the 
south west angle of the nave. The internal dimensions are: — ^Nave and aisles 
73 feet by 47; chancel 25 feet by 20; and accommodation is provided (all on 
the ground floor) for 560 sittings, all free; and may be enlarged so as to 
contain 800 sittings. Externally, the design presents, on the south side 
parallel to Fortrack Lane, at the west corner, a square tower rising 50 feet, 
surmounted by an octagonal lantern rising 50 feet more, and finished with a 
spire rising to the total height of 150 feet from the ground. The lantern has 
8 two-light belfry windows, with red stone shafts, carved caps, moulded 
bases and arches, and surmounted by rich canopies finished with carved 
crockets and finials. The 2 next bays of the south side are occupied bv 
three-light windows, with double-splayed jambs and arches, traceried heads 
and label moulds, and eastward of them is the gable end of an incipient 
transept. This gable end contains 2 long two-light windows, and '^a ro9e 
window." The south side of the chancel is of 2 bays, each containing a two- 
light window, and divided by canopied buttresses. The east^nd of the 
chancel is occupied by a handsome five-light window. The north side is 
similar to the south side in design, both' sides of the nave having a clerestory 
of two-light windows. The west-end has on the lower stage a wide doorwa} , 
with shaft, carved caps, &c., similar to the south door ; ana above the door is 
a four-light window. The whole of the facing of the exterior is of thin 
coarse greyish brown wall-stone from near Fateley Bridge; and the plinth, 
strings, windowing, and other ** dressings " are from the Dunhouse quarries, 
near Staindrop. 

, Sept. 29. — ^The foundation stone of a new church at Saltbum laid by 

the Earl of Zetland, in presence of a large number of spectators; the temporary 
structure, erected in 1863 by Mr. Wm. Thompson, having already proved too 
small. The new church designed by Fritchett will be, when completed, a 
handsome structure in the Early Decorated Gothic, freely treated in the 
French style. The complete design comprises nave, with north and south 
aisles, 89 feet by 55; north and south transepts, 24 by 12 ; chancel 30 feet 
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bj 24 ; yestrj, organ chamber, nortb porcb, and a towor and apire at the 
north east angle of the nave, 18 feet square at the baae and 160 feet high from 
the ground to the apex of the vane. Of this, the nave, north aisle, and north 
transept form the portion at present contracted for, and will afford accommo- 
dation for 563 adults. The chancel is to follow, then the tower and spire, 
leaving the south aisle to be added when required ; and when thus completed, 
accommodation will be provided for 810 adults, all on the ground noor in 
wide seats. The tower with the spire will be a very prominent object from 
the town and the approaches to it. It is square in plan throughout; the 
belfij stage, decoratea hj recessed and shafted two-light windows «, a rich 
cornice is surmounted bj a tapering spire, having richly carved open canopied 
pinnacles at the angles. The expense of the portion now in nand will be 
about £3,000, and to complete tne design douole the sum will be required. 
Hie principal donors are Earl Zetland, i^KX); and the Diocesan Society, £300. 

1^66, Sept. 29. — ^The number of vaccinations officially reported in Hartle- 
pool Union during the year ending this day was 1044, oi which number 1039 
were successful. The number of vaccinators was 18. In the previous year 
the total number of cases was 1821. 

, Sept. — ^The income of the living of Trinity Church, Hartlepool, 

increased to £300 by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 

, Sept. — ^A great number of burglaries and attempts at burglaries took 

place this month at Hartlepool and West Hartlepool. 

, Sept. — ^The Co-operative Store established in Suffield Street, Middles- 
brough, at the latter part of 1865, was going on satisfactorily, with about 100 
shareholders. The shares were £1 each. 

, Oct. 4— The new covered market, with police and public offices, 

situate in Middl^te Street, Hartlepool, the foundation stone of which was 
laid in August, 1865, was opened this day by the mayor (Mr. Groves). The 
building, designed by C. J. Adams, is in the Italian style, having a facade 120 
feet long and 84 feet high, with turret in the centre, and spire lOO feet high. 
The frontage, through which there is an arched entrance to the market, 
comprises the various public offices. The market is 120 feet square, with a 
range of 8 shops on each side, and a fountain in the centre. The Justice 
Boom is situated on the first floor, and is a spacious and most convenient 
apartment, being 56 feet by 27. 

, Oct. 8. — ^A court held at the Black Lion Inn, Stockton, by J. P. 

Fearon, Solicitor to the Attorney General, respecting a legacy of £i50, left in 
the year 1700, by Eliz. Denton, for the maintenance and keeping in repair of 
a monument to Eliz. Whitley, in Stockton church yard. The money was 
invested in Consols, and had accumulated to above £300. The inquiry was 
caused by the affair having got mixed up with a suit in Chancery. The 
monument, a very humble one, was, with some difficulty, found near to the 
church on the south side. 

, Oct. 9. — At the 2nd quarterly meeting of the Stockton Co-operative 

Society, a very favourable account of its success was reported. Seventeen 
members had joined the society during the last quarter. 

, Oct. 18. — During a strong south-east gale this evening, the brig 

"Freedom," of Poole, was wrecked on entering the bay of West Hartlepool. 

, Oct. 81. — A calamitous colliery explosion occurred at Old Pel ton, 

near Chester-le»Street, by which 24 lives were lost, and 3 men severely 
injured. 

, Oct. 81. — The first pipe cast in the new foundry of Lishman & Co., 

Norton Boad. 

, Oct. 81. — Mr. Frankland, of Seaton, shot, during this week, 5 

beautiful specimens of the Egyptian Goose, a bird exceedingly rare on these 
coasts. Herodotus tells us it was held sacred by the Egyptians. Athenasua 
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praises it on account of its eggs, giving them a second place, those of the 
peacock being assigned the ^t.

, Nov. 2. — A riot took place at Witton Park in consequence of several 

new men having been set to work at the iron furnaces of Messrs. Bolckow 
and Vaughan. This gave great offence to the workmen on strike, who, becom- 
ing exasperated, committed various acts of a most disgraceful character. 
Several of them were finally secured. Two men, for taking part in the riot, 
were tried at the Durham assizes, and sentenced to 6 mon^r imprisonment. 
Work was recommenced by the strikers on Dec. 8rd. 

, Nov. 9. — At the annual meeting of the Stockton Borough Counci], 

Mr. A. C. Knowles was elected Majror for the ensuing year. At this meet- 
ing an estimate of the amount required to defray the general expenses of the 
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borough for the 6 months ending Maj 1, 1867, was approyed, and a general 
district rate of Is. in the pound ordered, as follows : —

The drainage rate at 2d. in the pound amounted to £308 lOs. 9d. The 
annual income deriyed from the Borough Fund is applied to other purposes 
than those to which the rates are applied, and may be estimated at aboye 
£1000, from which haye to be deductea expenses of repairs, taxes, and cesses. 
The last year's rental of the property was, from the Borough-Hall, £195 12s. ; 
Town-Hall, £157; West Bow, £46 5s. 8d.; shops, &c., £80 10s.; butch- 
ers' stalls, £115 8s. 6d.; stallage and standage dues, £402 16s. Id. 
Besides these, the fines on conyictions before magistrates produce (on an 
ayerage of 3 years) £52 10s., making a total of £1054 lOs. The profits 
from the Gas Works add yery considerably to the Corporation reyenue. 
The payments out of this fund were — salaries, £253 ; annuity, £35 ; sub- 
scriptions to the Bagged and other schools, £45 ; and (on an ayerage of 3 
years) miscellaneous subscriptions, £86 ; law expenses, £193 ; repairs, &c., 
£215; taxes and cesses, £125 lOs. ; stationery and printing, £52; miscel- 
laneous expenses, £87 ; and interest of money (uncertain). 

— At the meeting of the Hartlepool Borough Council, 
Mr. Bt. Walker was elected Mayor. A motion that the Mayor haye a salary 
of £50 per annum was carried by a majority of 7 against 6. The Clerk

, Nov. 14l — ^About midnight (last night), till near 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing, appeared the beautiful display in the heavens which occurs once in 33 
years. With a sky all but cloudless, the meteoric showers were seen in great 
abundance, and with the greatest interest and pleasure to all who witnessed 
them. Some of the London journals compute the number of meteors, visible 
from 11 P.K. to day-break, at from 7000 to 8000. 

f 16. — ^A seveie storm on the coast commenced, causing considerable 

loss both of lives and property. On the following day a brig went on to the 
Bedcar rocks, and could not be removed. The crew were rescued. 

f Nov. 19. — ^A commencement made of the co-operative scheme at the 

iron works of Messrs. Fox, Head, A Co. About 20 or the workmen, chiefly 
eld hands, signed the agreement. 

, Nov. 22. — The foundation-stone of the ''Middlesbrough Exchange'* 

kid by Mr. Bdckow. 

^ Nov. 23. — The mail-bag which was despatched from Stockton to 

South Stockton, in time for the south mail, was either lost or stolen from the 
eonveyance between ihe two places. 

*— , Nov. 25. — ^The Grey Booms at Norton, originally intended for a 
mechanics' institute, were, after undergoing various alterations, and being 
fitted with pews, opened as a place of public worship by the Primitive Metho- 
dists. The Vuikting is 65 feet oy 22, containing accommodation for 350 sitters, 
and, including alterations, costs about jE500. For several y^ars past this 
society had rented the Friends' Meeting-house. 

y Nov. 26. — ^A very handsome new Theatre, the property of Mr. Imeson, 

was opened at Middlerorough by the manager and lessee, Mr. Wybert 
Bousby. The extent of the ground occupied b^ the building is 80 feet by 
50. The stage is 56 feet by &, and the theatre is capable of accommodating 
nearly 2000 persons. Mr. W. H. Biessley was the architect. The play 
selected for the opening performance was ^ The Man in the Iron Mask." 

^ Nov. — ^At the Tatter part of this month, the unfortunate strike in the 

iron trade, which had been carried on for 18 weeks, and occasioned much dis- 
tress among the workmen and a serious loss to the masters, was considered to 
be virtually at an end, the men at the different works having begun to resume 
work at Middlesbrough, Hartlepool, Stockton, Witton Park, &c. 

f Dec. I. — ^Died at Hardwick Hall, near Sedgefield, Christopher 

Bramwell, Esq., a county magistrate, aged 72. He was formerly a wine and 
spirit merchaut at Sunderland. 

, Dec. 2. — ^The house of Mr. Et. Newton, Alma-street, Hartlepool, 

entered in the evening, whilst the family were at church, and various articles 
of plate stolen. 

f Dec. 4. — At the first anniversary meeting of the Baptist society, 

worshipping in Northgate Hall, Darlington, under the pastorship of Mr. 
Gt)rdon, the plan for building a chapel, school-rooms, &c., was explained to 
the meeting. The chapel is to accommodate 827 sitters, the class and school 
rooms 500 scholars, and the lecture room 80 persons. 

, Dec. 6. — A new street-sweeping machine, drawn by a single horse, 

and intended to supersede manual labour, introduced into the pubUc streets 
at Stockton. 
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1866, Dec. 8.— The Town-Hall at Stockton undergoing at this time a 
thorough renovation. In the Justice Eoom, new windows were placed in the 
east and west ends, and a figure of '^ Justice" at the east end. 

, Dec. 8. — ^The ship "Wrecker," of Newcastle, on leaving the Tees, 

when near to the North Gare, was disabled, and became a wreck. The steam- 
boats could not render any assistance to the ship ; but a man, named Oeorge 
Cowell, went off in a small boat to rescue the crew. Unhappily, the boat 
upset, and he who so nobly risked his life was drowned, 

, Dec. 8. — Pile, Spence, & Co. (Limited). — A special resolution, re- 
quiring the company to be wound up voluntarily, having been passed, an order 
was given this diay by the High Court of Chancery, that the voluntary wind- 
ing up of the company be continued, subject to the supervision of the Court. 

, Dec. 10. — ^A great reform meeting held at Hartlepool this evening, 

at which Mr. Edmund Beales, president of the National Beform League, 
attended. A similar meeting was held at West Hartlepool the foUowing 
evening. 

, Dec. 14. — ^The Bev. E. A. Lane, on leaving Marske^^on his appoint- 
ment to the incumbency of Sculcoates, near Hull, was presented with a silver 
tea and coffee service, value sixty guineas, by a number of his late parishioners. 

, Dec. 27. — ^The election of the new Board, under the powers of the 

Local Government Act, lately adopted at Seaton-Carew, took place. The 
number required to constitute a Board is 9. At a meeting held on the 4th 
of January, Dr. Lonsbotham was elected chairman. 

, Dec. 31. — ^The report of the Stockton Permanent Benefit Building So- 
ciety, for this year, showed that the ordinary shares issued during the year were 
261 ; the nuniber withdrawn, 150 ; leaving still in force, up to this date, 745; 
an increase of 1 11 over the number in force at the end of 1 865. The amount 
advanced to honorary members during the year was £5,670, making the total 
amount, since the origin of the society, £20,700. The total value of sub- 
scribed capital, from the establishment of the society, was — ordinary shares 
(when realized), £84,765 ; paid-up shares, £2,255 ; realized shares, £10,419: 
total, £97,439.

. — An ingenious mode of utilising the waste gases from blast fur- 
naces has been invented by Mr. John Player, of Norton, which consists 
essentially of drawing them into a hot-blast stove, by means of a steam jet, 
and then consuming them.^-^Local paper. 

. — In consequence of the great prevalence of the cattle disease in the 

latter part of 18()5, an order was made by the Mayor of Stockton for closing 
the market on the 2nd November of that year. It was re-opened May 2, 
18GG, but closed again soon afber, and was not again re-opened until July 28 
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1866. — The commercial depression which had prevailed during this year 
was greatly increased in this district in the spring, oy the strikes of the work- 
men in the shiphuilding trade ; and, in the aatumn, the iron trade of Cleve- 
land, Durham, and Tyneside was at an almost universal standstill from similar 
disagreements, producing privation and want. At the close of the year, 
however, the more extensive wage disputes had got nearly all settled. The 
cost of the recent strike, in wages alone, says the ''North of England Iron 
Trade Beview," is calculated at about £30,000. But, in addition to this, by 
the suspension of works for the 19 weeks of the strike, about £1,250,000 has 
been lost to the district. 

The Boman Catholic Church, in Sussex-street, Middlesbrough, which was 
built in 1847, and enlarged in 1854, was still further enlarged this year. 
The school and presbvtery adjoin. 

A tower and north aisle have been added to the Boman Catholic Church, 
in Stockton, at a cost of about £1,300. The aisle will accommodate SOO 
persons.

* Mr. and Bfrs. Emerj were actors of considerable merit The latter appeared at the BtkjmaAt/t 
Theatre, London, in 1802, as Dame Ashfield ; and was anbseqnentlj engaged at Corent Garden 
Theatre. Their son, John Emery, was nnri?ailed as an actor of Yorkdiire and many othtf eharaetera ; 
more particnlarlj as Tyke, Vknner Ashfield, Orson, Oibby, Bobin Ronghhead, Pan, Qdlban, fte. 
He was bom at Sunderland in 1777> appeared on the London stage in 1798^ and died in I ~~ 
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1787y Oct. 6. — Stockton, which in its earlier days was considered to be a 
tolerably quiet town, jet had occasionallj its little misonderstandings and 
quarrels. The following is an amusing instance of one. The '^ notice" was 
posted in a public room in Stockton, probably the news-room : — 

''Whereas, Mr. G. has insulted Mr. W., and, upon application, has refused 
to make any apology, or ffive Mr. W. that satisfkction which eyery gentleman 
in his situation is entitled to. Mr. W. therefore declares Mr. 0. is a coward 
and a scoundrel. — 5th Oct.*' 



''The supposed insult to Mr. W. has been disavowed in the most une- 
quiyocal terms ; and it is allowed by eyeryone who has been acquainted with 
it, that the cause does not justify a challenge. Mr. C. hopes he shall not 
be afraid to meet Mr. W., or any other person, upon a proper occasion ; and he 
thinks that, under all the circumstances of the case, he may reasonably refuse 
to fight with a man who has betrayed evident signs of insanity.— :5th Oct." 

" Capt. S. presents his compliments to Mr. P., and begs he will do him 
the favour to take down the paper in which Mr. C. and Mr. W. were con- 
cerned, as the misunderstanding between the two parties is made up to the 
satisfaction of those interested in it. 
" Stockton, Saturday Evening." 

"From a representation of the cause of difference between Mr. 0. and 
Mr. W., Gapt. S. has taken the liberty to pull down the paper reflecting on 
Mr. G., as misrepresented and defamatory.

1796, Feb. 26.— The following petition from Stockton to the Friv;^ Goun- 
cil, was signed and transmitted to K. Burden, Es^., M.P., for presentation : — * 
"To His Majesty's Most Honourable Pnvy Gouncil : 

" The Petition of the Merchants and Owners of the Ships Eagle, Isabella, 
K^tune, Friendship, Stockton, Darlin^n, Eichmond, Jos. and William, and 
Hannah, belonging to the United Shippmg Gompany, at the Port of Stockton, 
" Humbly sheweth, — 

" That the Merchants and Owners of the said Vessels are in Gontract 
with the Merchante at London to supply and carry Butter, Pork, Bacon, 
Hams, Gheese, Flour, Gom, Ghtdn, and other articles of Provision, from hence 
to London, (great quanties being shipped here) ; and it is found necessary for 
each of the said Vessels to load, with these Ooods, from two to three hundred 
pieces of Lead, for BaUast, being for the better preservation of the said Ves- 
sels and Gaigoes during the Voyage. 

" That the Navigation of the Biver here haying been stopped by the 
Frost for several wee^ past, the Merchants were prevented shipping of these 
Gk>ods, and they have great quantities now on their hands. — That, since the 
late Thaw, a quantity of the above-mentioned Articles have been laden on 
board some of the said Vessels, but they are now prevented clearing on 
account of the present Embargo ; and, great part of the said goods being per- 
ishable, must mevitably be considerably injured, and the proprietors sustain 
^reat loss, unless they are permitted to clear and proceed to London, the 
mtended Port of delivery. 

" That, beside the said Articles, some of the Sailcloth Manufacturers here 
have Gontracts with G-ovemment to furnish Ganvas, which is sent by the said 
Vessels; but they are also prevented shipping the same, on account of the 
Embargo. 

* A few days after this Petition was prepared, an Order of Coancil waa issued for permittiog 
▼enelSk laden wholly with pronsions, to be cleared.

'' That after the said Vessels arrive at London, and their Carj^oes are 
unladen there, they are re-laden with G-roceries, and sundry other Qoods, at 
Seals' Whflurf, Southwark, for this Port and Towns adjacent. 

" Your Petitioners, therefore, humbly Prav that the said Vessels, with 
the aforementioned Articles, may be exempt from the Embargo ; and that 
your Lordships will be pleased to give the necessarjr directions, for that pur- 
pose, to the Officers of His Majesty's Customs at this Port and London ; and 
your Petitioners will use every exertion to provide the number of Men to be 
supplied at this Port for manning the Navv, as directed by the Bill now pend- 
ing in Parliament, equally the same as if their Vessels were subject to the 
Embargo. 

" And your Petitioners, as in Duty bound, will ever pray." 
1801, Jan. 27. — In consequence of the great losses at sea which many of 
the inhabitants had sustained, the following address was sent from Stockton 
to the Admiralty : — 

"Mat it pliasb tour Lordships t 
"We, the Ma^r and the principal inhabitants of Stockton, in the Coonty of Dniham, beg 
leave to represent to yonr Lordships, that the Town and Netghbonrhood have snfRerad very great 
loss hj the capture of two of the Ships which trade between this port and London, to the amomit 
of not less than £24,000. The first was the Neptnne, Henrj Terrj master, on the 10th April, 
1799, by the American, Blackman commander, near Flambro' Hnd, and carried into North 
Bergen The second was the Esgle, Brysn Robinson master, on the 22nd December last, off 
Robin Hood's Bay, by a Lagsail Cutter, and is carried to Tezel — We wish to represent to ronr 
Lordships, that there hath Imco much smaggling lately on the Yorkshire coast, which we apprehend 
is carried on by Vessels in the doable capacity of Smuggler and Privateer; which, while ddivering 
their cargoes^ ean procore good infonnation respecting our ships, and lie in wait for them accord- 
ingly. — We are, therefore, under the moat drodful apprehensions of additional captuics, iMvisg 
genenlly at least one or more of our ships on the pssaage, loaded with the most valuable goods 
each way, which we have good reason to believe is too well known by the Commanders of Privateers. 
— We, therefore, beg your Lordships will be pleased to allow a suitable Convoy for the Port of 
Stockton, or otherwise afford us such protection as in the wisdom of your Lordships may be thought 
sufficient 

'* With the greatest respect and submistion to your Lordships, we will only observe, that were 
a suitable vessel stationed between the Tees and the Humber, she might serve the double pnrpoaa 
of protecting the Trade of the Port of Stockton, and crushing a destructive contraband employment^ 
whid hath long been carried on near the river Tees, to the vary great iigniy of His Mqesty^ 
Revenue " 

1B03, Nov. 14. — ^The shipownera of Stockton, having for a considerable 
time suffered much inconvenience bv the detention of their vessels when readj 
for sea, owing to the delay received in procuring the necessary protectione, 
sent the following petition to the Lords of the Admiralty : — 

" We, the M&yor and Merchants of Stockton-upon-Tees, in the Coonty 
of Durham, beg leave to represent to your Lordsnips that the Neptune, 
Henry Terry, and the Eriends, Joseph Graham, are now detained in the Biter 
Tees through the want of the usual Protections ; and are wholly loaded with 
Butter and Cheese, and other Provisions, epreat part of which, we believe, are 
for His Majesty's victualling office, and wm soon be in a perishing state if not 
immediately forwarded. 

" We further b€g leave to represent to your Lordships, that we have five 
more ships, belonging this Port, which are chiefly successively employed in 
conveying Butter and Cheese, and other Provisions to London, which, if not 
favoured with the necessary Passports, their detention will occasion very 
great inconveniency to the trade of this Port, and also great disappointment 
to the Cheesemongers and others in London. 

" We, therefore, pray that your Lordships will be pleased to afford our 
Shipping secure Protections, or otherwise give us such relief as in the wisdom 
of your Lordships mav be necessary.*' 

1814, July 28. — A ueav^ shower of rain and tremendous thunderstorm at 
Ormesby, iNormanby, Guisbrough, &c. Hailstones fell full two inches in 
length. All the glass in the hothouses in Sir W. Pennyman's gardens were 
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broken, and many squares of glass destroyed at Normanby and Ghiisbrongh. 

1814, Dec. 16. — ^A most tremendous gale of wind. At Stockton, the water 
was blown from the Tees across the Cam, many houses were partially strip- 
ped of their tiles, and several chimneys blown down. At Hart, the windmQl 
was blown down, with three men in it. A man was killed by the fall of a 
garden waU at Sunderland; and a workman in Mr. N. Bobson's manufactory, 
at Darlington, was killed by the fS&ll of his master's garden wall.

E. Duncombe, who had succeeded his 
fiitherinl841." 

1864. — ^An Act was passed to enable the Stockton, Middlesbrough, and 
Yarm Water Go. to supply with water Norton, Coatham, and Bedcar, and 
other places ; to raise a further sum of money, &o. 

1858, May 1. — ^The daily issue of the Newcastle Chronide commenced, 
under the name of the Newcastle Daily Clironide. 

1860, June 1, p. 245.— For ''this day" read "June Ist, 1861." 

1865, Jan. 20. — ^Died at Seaham, aged 64, Frances Anne, Marchioness of 
Londonderry, much lamented by her friends and numerous tenantry. She 
was buried at Longnewton on the 28th instant. 

1865, p. 281.^or " Dec. 15" read " Nov. 15." 

1866, May 26.— A new weekly Conservative paper commenced at West 
Hartlepool, oearing the name of the " South Durham Herald," price 2d. 
[The price was reduced in the following year to Id.] 

1866, Oct. 8.— Eliz. Whitley [see p. 295] was tlie wife of Balph Wliitley, 
and daughter of Thos. Sutton, jun. She died at the age of 27. Mrs. ISiza- 
beth Sutton, her mother, after her second marriage with Mr. Denton, left 
the interest of £50 fur the purpose stated. 

1866. — ^Tlie Iron IVade Eeifiew lias some interesting information relative to 
the operations carried on by Messrs. Bolckf iw, Yaughan, & Co. It is stated that 
the mm produced, in 1866, 710,000 tons of ironstone from the Eston mines 
alone, and that they were then opening out several additional winnings. 
Gniey had 18 bkst furnaces, and 9 in course of erection. They produced 
annually 200,000 tons of pig iron, and used from 80 to 90,000 tons of this 
for conversion into uianu£actured iron, besides consuming large quantities for 
foundry work. The make of finished iron was from 75 to 80,000 tons per 
annum. The firm had 5 collieries, and raised 7iearly one million tons per 
annum ; they also farmed 3,000 acres nf land, kept a number of steamers 
plying between Middlesbro' and the Continent, had extensive enjg;ineering 
estabUshments, waggon-shops, &c., and hundreds of houses on their various 
properties.

The following interesting paper, communicated by a friend, does not 
strictly belong to the year 1866, but as the subject of it has excited so much 
public interest during the year, we will, with it, bring to a dose our 
"Local Bbcobdb": — 

^ The Boyal assent was given to the Beform Bill on the 15th August, 1867. 
By this statute, Stockton, Darlington, and the Hartlepools, in South Durham, 
and Middlesbrough, in North Yorkshire, become Parliamentary boroughs, 
and will each be summoned to return a representatiye to the House of Com- 
mons. The claims of Stockton to be represented in Parliament had been 
recognised in a Bill so &r back as the reign of Jaibes the Pirst, when there 
was a measure brought before the Commons, in the year 1621, to give mem- 
bers to the county of Durham and to six of its principal towns. The county 
was at that time wholly without representatives, in consequence of the pala- 
tine jurisdiction of the Bishop, who had a sort of Parliament of his own ; and 
in 1568, and also in 1614, attempts had been made for its assimilation, in this 
particular, with other counties. The Bill of 1621 went to the extent of pro- 
posing that the county should have two members, the city two, and five of the 
boroughs two each, making in all fourteen. The committee to which the 
Bill was referred recommended that the county, the city, Barnard-Castle, and 
Hartlepool should have each two members, and 'the rest' none, ' because of 
pestering the House, and because these incorporated by the Bishop, not 
by the King.' The House adopted the recommendation of the committee so 
far as it related to the county and the city and to Barnard -Castle, but Har- 
tlepool was 'stricken out' with 'the rest' 'The rest' were doubtless 
Stockton, Darlington, and Ghtteshead, ' incorporated by the Bishop.' The 
BiU of 1021 did not pass. It was not until the time of the Commonwealth 
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that the comity or the city had repieseiitativeB ; and it has only been rince 
1675 in the county, and 1678 in the city, that members have been retomed 
in unbroken succession. June 7, 1882, the Boyal assent was given to a Bill 
dividing the county, for purposes of Parliamentary representation, into North 
and South, each division to have two members. The city to have two as 
before ; Sunderland, two ; and South Shields and Ghtteshead a member eadL 
The county-palatine thus obtained ten members in all. Mr. Trevor, the 
member for Durham, had moved in committee (March 6) to enfranchise 
Stockton instead of Oateshead ; and the motion was renewed in the House 
of Lords by the Marquis of Londonderry. But neither in the Lords nor the 
Commons was the motion pressed to a division. The Beform Bill of 1859, 
introduced by Mr. Disraeli, proposed to enfranchise Hartlepool ; and the Bill 
brought in by Mr. Gladstone in 1866 also included Hartlepool, and likewise 
Middlesbrough. The Beform Bill of 1867, as originally framed, proposed 
that Middlesbrough, Darlington, and Hartlepool should have seats; and 
Stockton was added on the 13th of June. Now, therefore, in 1867, if the 
whole fourteen members asked for in 1621 be not granted to the oounty- 
palatine, the number conferred upon it by the new Beform Act is only one 
short ; and even that one, in point of fact, the Tees has got, by the enfran- 
chisement of Middlesbrough. The Northern Division will have eight mem- 
bers, and the South five. The 'temporary boundaries' of the three new
